The laſt Part is a Collection of Examples for Extempora- 
neous Preſcriptions, wherein we have been guided more by the 
preſent Practice, than by any Authors yet public; and have, 
in that Part of the Simples, digeſted thoſe of every Form 
under general Heads ſuited to the ſame Intentions in Cure: 
whereby the Preſcriber, without the trouble of turnias frequently 
to Indexes, will have, in one view, choice of the ſame Form, 
for the like Purpoſe. Under which alſo are frequently in- 
terſperſed ſuch Explications, as are uſeful to teach how thoſe 
of ſuch a Divifion operate, in their conducing to that par- 
ticular End for which they are given. And in this has been 
ſtudied the utmoſt Plainneſs and Perſpituity, avoiding all thoſe 
Figures, and metaphorical Ways of Expreſſion, which the beft 
IWriters have too much abounded in. For in Phyfic no H- 
gure of Speech is allowable, which carries off the Mind from 
the Images and cloſe Repreſentations of the thine in deſcription ; 
becauſe tho they may amuſe, and give a e Notion, yer 
they add not at all to true Knowledge: as for inflance; what 
can 4 1 form in his Aliud from this Explication of 
Dr. Fallet's of the Operation of Hifterics ? This and o- 
ther fetid Medicines take off Hyſteric Fits, by hand- 
ling the Spirits rougfily, and driving and diſperſing 
them. For when they grow mutinous, and unequally 
1 in tumultuous Crouds in ſome places, 
and leaving others aſmoſt' ungarifon'd ; and fo either in- 
termit their Duty within the Precincts of the Brain, or 
Præcordia, or elſe do it perverſly ; then the beſt Courſe 
is to ſend ſuch a ſtern Remedy among them, as may uſe 
ſevere Diſcipline, and laſh and ſcourge them till they 
are glad to leave their Diſorders, — de to their pro- 
per Poſt, and fall to their Charge again, &c. Aud what

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confuſed Stuff is this ſrom Salmon? Fermentation is a cer- 
tain Maniteſtation of Life, fitting it for a Reſuſcitation, 
and without which it would remain captivated within 
the Bonds or Chains of Death.

But before we have dene with the Reader, it may nct be a- 
miſs to apologize for a Freedom we have taken, in pointing out 
the Sophiſtications of ſome, who deal in Medicines only for their 
Sale; ſuch as the wholeſale Apothecaries and Chymiſts. This 
Liberty was taken in the former Editions ; but the careful In- 
Jpeftion of the College of late, and the accidental Diſcoveries 
fince of many notorious Cheats this way, hath been the occafion 
of a much ſtrifter Search into theſe Matters; ſo that in this 
Edition are annexed all the ways of Sophiſtication, both of the 
Simples aud Compounds, and the Marks to know them 
from one another, as far as we can get Information concerns 
ing thoſe wicked Practices. In which, Aſſiſtauce . bath. been 
given us by the moſt knowing in their reſpective Profeſſions, 
either of Apothecaries, Chymifts, or Druggiſts, who have 
had Honeſty enough to detect ſuch pernicious Frauds, where- 
ever they meet with them: but it is yet to be feared, 
that all the Helps this way will be inſufficient to roct out 
the Evil, mh ſome greater Power thay now ſubſiſts, be 
given to puniſh the Offenders; and which one would think it 
wot unreaſcrable now to expect frem the Care which is taking 

r the public Health: for a Peſtilence is uct more to be 
dreaded than the Miſchiefs here complained of ; and a Perſon 
who makes and deals in Medicines, as meſt of our Chymiſts 
and wholeſale Men do, for the Profits of their Sale only, with- 
out any Care of the Patient who uſes them, is as juſtly to 
le guarded againſi by the Public, as Ships from infected 
Countries . 


Theſe Inconveniences are indeed as much as pcſſible reme- 
died in the Chymical way by the Care cf the Apethecaries Com- 


pany, who with a joint Stock have theſe Medicines on. at

which encourages Hopes of farther : 
Succeſs, in reducing oy whole Buſi- 
neſs of Pharmacy, and all that ne- 
ceſſarily concerns both the making 
and applying a good Medicine, to 
ſome Reaſon Certainty. 

Rejecting therefore all Hypothe- 
ſes and imaginary Theories, we ſhall 
ground our future Reaſonings upon 
this Poſtulatum : 


That, there is an attraftive Force 
in all Bodies whatſoever : or, 
2 That 
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* 


That all the Parts of Matter 
are mutually drawn towards 
ons another. 


Tho it is out of the reach of — 
man Capacity to explain phyſically 
and —— — Matter be- 
comes endued with this univerſal 
Property, and we are therefore forc'd 
toreſolve it into the Divine Pleaſure 
and Agency ; yet it is a Property 
our — ſo continually wit- 


neſſes to, that none, who are not 


reſoly d to be ſceptical, can doubt 
of it. That ſame Inclination which 
is manifeſt in. all ſuſpended Bodies 
towards the Earth, is as conſpicuous 
in the Tendency of all the moſt 
minute Parts of Matter towards one 
another, to any one who enquires 
into ſuch things. If the Term At- 
traction is diſpleaſing to ſome, as it 
has been miſuſed in a bad Philoſo- 
phy, which took Terms upon truſt 
without anyadequate mee they 
may call it Gravitation: and he that 
can queſtion whether ſuch a Power 
or Tendency be in Matter, _ 
with equal Reaſon deny there is ſuc 

a thing as Motion ; as ſome, for the 
fake of cavilling, have been fool- 
hardy enough to do. Altho the 
Laws or Conditions of this Inclina- 
tion may in ſome different Circum- 
ſtances not be exactly the ſame; fo 
that what is true of greater Bodies 
without one another, may not be 
ſo in all reſpects, as to the influence 
which the minuter Parts of Matter 
have upon each other, in their Ap- 
| xr tc, and their Contacts and 


Coheſions with one another, in the 


Compoſition either of Fluids or So- 
lids : yet the Difference is ſo ſmall, 
as not to make them diſtin& Pro- 
perties, altho Attraction is more 
enerally apply'd to the latter Con- 
deration. ; 
The molt obvipus aud remarkable

Conditions or Laws of this Property, 
which will be of moment to our 
preſent Enquiry, are theſe : — 
Prop. 1. Attraction in all Bodies 
is cæteris paribus as their Solidities. 


For the attractive Power of any \ 


Body is compoſed of the Sum of a 
the Attractions of the Parts of that 
; and therefore, as they are 

moſt numerous in the moſt ſolid 
Bodies, their Attractions muſt be 
ſtrongeſt. But this is to be under- 
ſtood ot the ſmalleſt conſtituent Par- 
ticles of Matter, and not of Cor- 
puſcles or Compoſitions made up of 
thoſe Particles ; for they may be ſo 
put together, that the molt ſolid 
Particles ſhall form the lighteſt Cor- 
puſcles : that is, the Unfitneſs of 
their Surfaces for intimate Contact 
may occaſion ſuch great Interſtices, 
that will make their Bulks large in 
Compoſition, in proportion to the 
Matter they contain. And this is 
conjectur'd with very good reaſon 
to be the caſe of many Salts, whoſe 
component Particles are very-ſolid, 
but by the great Interſtices between 
them they are mighty eaſily ſepara- 
red by a convenient Haid, as wilt be 
further explain'd below, in its pro- 
per place. | 

Prop. 2. The attractive Forts is 
inſinitely greater at the point of Con- 
tract, or extremely near it, than av 
any determined Diſtance. 

The attractive Force exerts it ſelf 


only where the Tendency of a Pay. 


ticle another way is over-power'd b 
its — . that, — whoſ 
Contact it is ſuppos'd to be drawn. 
For as this Property is univerſal, and 
every part of Matter draws, and is 
drawn by every other part of Mat- 


ter, within one another's Spheres 


of Attraction: ſo one cannot in- 
fluence another at any diſtance, but 
muſt neceſſarily be very near it; and 
ſo much the nearer, in proportion 
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Bect. 1. 
to its Smallneſs : ſo that upon a 
double account,two Particles cannot 
influence one another by their At 
trations; unleſs very near; one for 
Reaſons already ſuggeſted from their 
predominant Inelinations ſome o- 
ther way, and the other from the 
Minuteneſs of their Spheres of Acti- 
vity z inſomuch that out of that 
Reach, could they be ſuppos'd under 
no other Tendency, they would 
never come together. 

Prop. 3. 4 Particle attract: 
not mort ſtrongly than a ſmall one 
bf the ſame Solidity, but Diverſity 
of Figure cauſes different degrees of 
Attraction in Particles that are other- 
wiſe the ſame. 

This is almoſt a Conſequence 
From the former Propoſition ; for 
as this attractive Force can only act 
on ſuch Particles as are extremel 
near, the remoteſt Parts in a large 
Particle can conduce nothing there- 
unto. And for the ſame reaſon this 
Power varies according as Matter 
is in Cones, Cylinders, Cubes, or 
Spheres ; and a Spherical Particle cæ- 
terts paribus has the ſtrongeſt Attrac- 
tion, as there is more Solidity un- 
der ſueh a Surface than in any other 
Figure. 

rop. 4. If Particles ſwimming 
in a Fluid attract one another more 
frongly than they do the Patticles of 
the Fluid, the Force by which th 
tome to each other, will be as the 
Exceſs of their mutual Attractions, 
to their Attractions of the Fluid. 

Such: Parts of the Fluid as inter- 
poſe between the attracting Particles 
will be thruſt or preſs d upon by 
ſuch their Inclinations to each other; 
and therefore according to the Na- 
ture of Fluidity, the Parts of the 

Fluid will be drove out of their 
places 'by ſuch Exceſs of Preſſure, 
and therefore the atttacting Parjicles

Prop. 5. If Particles ſwifhining in 
a Fluid, are more attracted by the 
Fluid than by one another, they will 
recede from ne another, with #

Prop. 6. The Force by which Par- 
ticles attractine one another tohere; 
is ceteris paribus in proportion 10 
their Cont dots. 2 F 
For thoſe Parts not in Contact 
conduce nothing, or extremely little, 
to the — Coheſion ; and a 
much greater Power. is requir'd to 
ſeparate two Particles which cohere 


in two Points, than two Particles 


which cohere only in one Point: 
For which reaſon it is, that we find 
two poliſh'd Marble- ſtones (of a foot 
ſquare, for inſtance) adhere more 
ſtrongly than any other tryo Bodies 
of equal Dimenſions, which are not 
ſo ſolid, but have more Pores and 
Interſtices between their Parts, and 
which will not receive ſo good a Po- 
liſh, by means of which the Parts are 
brought into ſuch a cloſe Contact 
with one another. And for the 
ſame reaſon ſt is, that many light 


Subſtances have ſuch ſtrong Co 


ſiots or Tenacities; for that where · 
by Particles of the leaft Matter in 
proportion to their Surfaces, are ſpe- 
cifically li hteſt, alſo occaſions their 
ſtrongeſt Toheſions, by being ca- 
a vcles 
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ticles of more Solidity under leſs 
Surface, | 

Prop. 7. If the attracting Corpuſ- 
cles are Elaſtic, they muſt neceſſarily 
produce an inteſtine Motion greater or 
leſſer, according to the Degrees of their 
Elaſticity and attractive Forces. 

Becauſe, upon the Occurſions 
which their attractive Powers draw 
them into, they will fly off from one 
another again with the ſame degree 
of Velocity that they met together 
with, abating the Reſiſtance of the 
Medium ; but when they approach 
other Particles in their Reſilition, 
their Velocity muſt increaſe becauſe 
they are afreſh attracted ; and there- 
fore mceting a ſecond time, the 
will recede with the greater Veloci- 
ty than they did at their rſt Con- 
curſion: which will continue an 
inteſtine Motion greater or leſſer, 
according to their attractive Powers 
and Elaſticities. | | 
Prop. 8. Particles attracting one 
another in a Fluid, moving either 
"with a ſwift or ſlow progreſſive 
Motion, attract one another juſt the 
fame as if the Fluid was at reſt, 
if all the Particles move equally ; 
but an unequal Velocity of the 
Particles will interrupt their At- 
trations, 

All the Parts of the Fluid moving 


on with equal Velocity, leave the 


attracting Particles in the ſame con- 
dition as if the whole Fluid was at 
reſt, But ſome Parts moving faſter 
than others, muſt frequently change 
their Poſitions, and thereby diſturb 
their Attractions. Thus it is that 
Salts will not cryſtallize, till the 


Mater in which they are diſſolv'd is 


near or quite cold, and the inteſtine 
Motion of its Particles, cauſed by 
Heat, is quieted. 

As what is premiſed my be a ſuf- 


- ficient Guide to our Rea onings on 
-the Influences of Bodies upon one 
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another, as they, come under the 
Compounder's Management; ſo it 
may help us in excluding à great 
many very ill grounded Notions and 
Miſtakes, which have crept into 
Writings of this nature: which we 
ſhall as briefly mention as poſſible, 
by way of Corollary, from the fore-

1. One Body, or Portion of Mat- 
ter, has no inſſuence upon another, 
but as it is under the direction of 
this univerſal Property. Neither the 
Information of Senſe, nor any poſ- 
ſible Deductions from thence, give 
us any manner of notice of any o- 
ther Property in Matter, than this 
of Attraction. And it is very ma- 
nifeſt, that one Body cannot have 
any influence in changing the Mode 
of Exiſtence of another Body at a 
diſtance; but that all Alterations 
which are made by ſuch + Ko are 


from their ſeveral Occurſions, and 


Accidents ariſing from them, when 
in motion : for Inactivity, or an In- 
ability to change the manner of its 


preſent Condition, as ,to Situation, 


Bulk, or Figure, is as much in the 
Eſſence of Natter, barely as ſuch, 
as any of its poſitive Properties 
whatever. The only active Princi- 
le therefore in the material World 
is this attractive Power, infuſed 
thereinto by the Author of its Ex- 
iſtence; and no Changes, how mi- 
nute ſoever, can be made therein, 
but under the Direction of ſuch an 
Influence. 
2. Hence appears the Abſurdity 
of that long and almoſt univerſally 


received Opinion of Specific Reme- 


dies. The Reader is deſired not to 


be ſurprized at this ſudden Attack 
of ſo darling a Notion, and with fo 
valuable a Perſon on its fide as tl 
late Honourable R. Boyle, until 
conſiders that ſuch Remedies neceſ- 
ſarily include ſome other Property 
in 
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of, or that it exerts it ſelf by ſome 
Laws not herein hinted at. As to 


any other Property, it has already 


been obſery'd, that there is no Foun- 
dation ſo much as to imagine it 
from ; and to recur to any ſecret 


Laws of its Exertion, carries us ſo 
far from the true and only Standard 


of Reaſoning about ſuch things, 
(which is the Evidence of Senſe, 
and demonſtrative Deductions there- 
from) that it plunges us at once into 
a Chaos of Uncertainty and Confu- 
ſion : for as to material Bodies, 
when we once leaye Demonſtration, 
and venture into Hypotheſes and 
Conjectures, no one knows where 
the Conceit may ſtop, It may as 
well be ſuppos'd that one Parcel of 
Matter has in it ſelf a Power to move 
againſt and ſtrike another at any 
diſtance, with any given Force and 


Direction, at pleaſure ; as to ima- 


gine it can in the leaſt exceed thoſe 
Laws which are manifeſtly demon- 
ſtrable in its nature, It Matter 


therefore is not a free Agent, but 


under ſuch Laws as have been 
| pg, and if, according to thoſe 

ws, it cannot act, in ſmall Par- 
cels eſpecially, but almoſt in Con- 
tact ; it is plain that all Pretenſions 
to ſuch Remedies, how much ſo- 
ever countenanced by ſome great 
Men, of more Credulity and Good- 


Nature than ſtrict Inquiry, is a De- 


luſion and a Cheat. For they ſup- 
poſe the Remedy not under thoſe 
natural Influences, but that in the 
ſmalleſt quantities it may and does, 
in many inſtances, affect and alter 
the Frame of a human Conſtitution 
at conſiderable diſtance, or apply'd 
very remote from the principal Seat 
of the Complaint. And — can 
be more abſurd than to alledge a 


natura! Effect, bu ught about by 


2 natural Cauſe, contrary to the 
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in Matter, than what is here ſpoke 


known Laws by which all material 


Agents are by the Author of Nature 


bound to operate ? 

But this Error, if ſtrictly in- 
quired into, might appear not ſo 
much the Produce of an ill way of 
Reaſoning, as of an Unattention to 
the true Nature of things, or a diſ- 
honeſt Impoſition upon the Credu- 
lity of Mankind, It is a very con- 
ciſe way of Thinking, and a ſpeedy 
Inlet into the Myſteries of Nature, 
to explain an Effect, we are too 
lazy ſufficiently to inquire into, by 
occult Qualities in the Agent; and 
when we find a Diſeaſe remedy'd, 
to aſſign it to ſome Specific Quali- 
ty in the Medicine made uſe of : 


when, were there due Examination 


made of ſuch Cures, the Cauſe 
might perhaps eaſily be found from 
ſome other Inſtrument. But ſo ea- 
ſily do People impoſe upon them- 
ſelpes in ſuch matters, that if they re- 
cover at or near the time of making 
uſe of things under this pompous 
Denomination, whatſoever other 
Means the Recovery might juſtly be 
aſcribed to, theſe certainly carry a- 
way the Credit; eſpecially when ſuch 
are concern'd, who find their ac- 
count in the Impoſition, as they have 
always Skill enough to make the beſt 
advantage of ſuch Weakneſs, in fa- 
vour of their own pretended Reme- 
dies, So that beſides this Notion . 
ving an Encouragement to Lazineſs, 
and being a Cover for Ignorance, it 
alſo — 2 a Shelter to Cheats and 
Impoſtors, under which they abuſe 
their . Fellow- Creatures with ſham 
Remedies, and pick a thouſand 
times more Pockets, than they cure 
Diſtempers. 

3. Hence likewiſe is manifeſt the 
Impoſlibility of a Plenum, which 
ſome are even religiouſly fond of, 
For one Body is ſaid to be more 


fluid than another, as its Parts are 


B 3 ſmaller, 


. d fitted to roll over 
» 224 more 1 over 
one another. Now as this laſt Pro- 


ariſes from the Sphericity of 
SE mo Parts 5 therefore 
the Fluid be ever ſo ſabtile, by the 

Minuteneſs of Parts, yet as oy 
are in themſelves, ſeparately ſolid, 
and their Figures ſpherical „or near 
thereunto, they can never touch in 
all Points; and in the Interſtices 
Where they do not touch, is that 
void Space here contended for. Ma- 
ny other Arguments as concluſive 
might be produced againſt this No- 
tion of a Plenum, and to prove the 
Neceſſity of the contræ y; but as it 
may carry us too far from the Subject 
before. us, this may be ſufficient, 

But beſides weeding out thoſe 
Mifapprehenſions in natural Philg- 
ſophy, this Doctrine likewiſe ſup- 
plies us very naturally with, 

1. The Difference between al- 
ſolute and ſpecific Gravity. The 
firſt is that Property which is in all 
Bodies equally, in proportion to 
the. Quantity, of Matter they con- 
tain, without any regard to their 
Bulks ; fo that, a Pound weight of 
Wood is ſaid to be as heavy abſo- 
tutely as a Bound of Iron. But 
ſpecific or relative Gravity is that 
by which one Body is, heavier than 
another of the ſame Dimenſion, 
and is always as the Quantay of 
Matter under that Dimenſion, Thus 
a cubical Inch of Iron is heavier 
than a cubical Inch of Med: for 
the Particles which compoſe the 

Tron being more ſolid, and more 
cloſely connected together; or, 
which is the ſame, having fewer In- 
terſtices or Vackities becween them, 
than thoſe of the Wood; there is ac- 
tually more Matter contain'd under 
the ſame Dimenſions in Ton than in 
Wood : and therefore Von is ſaid to 
be ſ ecifcally heavier than Wood, but 
rat al ſlutelyj, becauſe the ſame 
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Quantity of Matter in Wood, weighs 
as much as the ſame Quantity of 
Matter in Iron; but by the greater 
Laxneſs of its Contexture it will not 
lie in ſo little room: and therefore 
a Pound of Wood takes up more 
{pace than a Pound of Iron; which 

eterminates their ſpecific Gravities, 
tho their abſolute Gravities are the 
ſame. 

Hence the ſpecific Gravity is al- 
terable, altho that we call abſolute 
is not; for whatſoever Cauſe can 
make the component Parts of any 
Body increaſe in their Surfaces, with- 
out any addition to the Quantity of 
Matter they contain, and give 1 
a looſer Compage, will render that 
Body ſpecifically lighter than it was 
before ; and upon fuch a Change as 
this, by ſeveral Managements which 
occur in Pharmacy, depends a great 
deal of that Art, as we ſhall further 
ſee in its proper Place. 

2. Hence hug we havea clear 
Notion of the different Coheſions 
in diffecent Bodies, and of all the 
Degrees of Solidity and Fluidity. 
For the Coheſion in all Bodies muſt 
be as the Surfaces and Contacts of 
their component Parts : and thus 
that Body, whoſe Parts are moſt ſolid 
in . ug and are by their pe- 
culiar Shapes capable of the rote 
Contacts, is the moſt ſol; ; and 
that which has Parts very ſmall and 
capable of the leaſt Contact, will be 


\ 


moſt fluid. In the former, the A 
greateſt Requiſite is to be as near to 4 
Cubes, and in the latter to Spheres, 4% 
as poſſible. And in the ſame man- 4 
ner are to be accounted for, not only ® 


all the intermediate Degrees between 
the moſt ſolid and the moſt fluid 
Bodies, but thoſe different Con- 
ſiſtencies which are diſtinguiſh'd by 
other Names, as friable, tenacious, 
glutinous, and the like: for the 
greater the $01:2.cies of the compo- 
mens

nent Parts of any Body are, in pro- 
rtion to their ces; tho that 

y by the —_— of their Con- 
tacts may be what we call very hard, 
it will be the moſt friable, or 
ittle. And where the Surfaces of 
the com ing Particles are much 
extended upon a ſmall Quantity of 
Matter, the Bodies they compoſe, 
cho they may be light and ſoft, yet 
will be tenacious or glutinous ; for 
altho the Flexibility of their com- 


- pounding Parts admits of their eaſy 


Change of Figure by any external 
Force, yet by their touching one 
another in ſo many Points, they are 
very difficultly ſeparated. The for- 
mer is the Caſe of cryſtallized Salt, 
Roſins, and the like; the latter, of 
Turpentines, Gums, and all of that 
Tribe. 

The laſt Uſe we ſhall make of the 
foregoing Doctrine, in this place, 
will be to form as juſt Notions as 
we can, of what makes a great part 
in Works of this Nature, under the 
Title of Principles. To trace the 
fallacious Reaſonings and Abſurdi- 
ties upon this Head, as far as they 
would carry us, would of it ſelf em- 
ploy Volumes : we ſhall therefore 
paſs by all the extravagant Conceits 
of this kind, and only examine in 
what reſpe& we may regard thoſe 
ſeveral Diſtintions of Matter, now 
commonly call'd the five chymical 
Principles. 

It is plain from what has been al- 
ready ſaid, that the common Matter 
of all mix'd Bodies is the ſame ; and 
that the Matter which compoſes one 
Body, in no reſpe& differs from that 
which compoſes another, but in Fi- 
gures, ard Bulks, and what from 
thence ariſes : and therefote in the 
moſt ſtrict ſenſe there can be but one 
univerſal Principle, viz, Matter, 

But as compound Bodies, under 
the Management of Pharmacy, ap-

ar reſolvable into Parts ſeeming y 
r and ſimple; tho 
Parts have been contended for as 
true Principles. They are term'd, 
1. Spirit, or Mercury. 2. Sulphur, 
or Oil. 3. Salt. 4. Water, or Phlegm. 

And, 5. Earth. 

The firſt three, by ſome chymical 
Writers, are term'd active Principles, 
and the two laſt paſſive; but with 
how much Impropriety, any one 
will ſee, who conſiders the fore- 
going, and has any tolerable Idea of 

tter in general : For there can be 
no Principle of Action therein, but 
ſuch as hath been aſſign'd; which 
is a mutual Inclination of Bodies 
towards one another ; and 3 is - 

roportion to the Quantity of Mat- 
nt all Bodies, 1 them exiſt un- 
der what Modifications ſoever, there 
can be no Alteration made of this 
univerſal P And therefore 
any Diviſion of Matter into what, 
for diſtintion-ſake from any other 
Diviſions, may be call'd Spirit, does 
not give it any Properties inconſiſ- 
tent with this general Law; and 
conſequently ſuch Diſtinction ſeems 
to be chimerical : notwithſtanding 
it has occaſion'd many pretty A- 
muſements from Perſons of a bet- 
ter Talent in Speaking than Think- 
ing. But we ſhall be berter ſet right 
in this matter, by taking a view of 
theſe five Subdiviſions, and exa- 
mining how far it may be of uſe 
to conſider them as Principles. 

By Spirit is underſtood the moſt 
fine and ſubtile Parts of Bodies, 
which are diſcoverable by their Vo- 
latility and Quicknefs to the Smell 
and Taſte, and in Diſtillation riſe firſt, 
Now if this be ſaid to be an active 
Part of Matter with regard to its 
Facility of Motion, in compariſon 
to groſſer and more bulky Parts; it 
conveys ſomewhat intelligible, But 
the ſeyeral Parts of a ſpirituous Body, 

B 4 con- 
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conſider'd, in themſelyes, have no 
more a Power of Motion or Action, 
than as they are, in common with 
all other Bodies, under the Influence 
of the Laws of Attraction. By the 
Lightneſs of this Sortment of Mat- 
ter, which for manifeſt Reaſons ſub- 
jects it to riſe and be 2 
where it can get looſe, it is, that thoſe 
EE it moſt abounds, 
are moſt liable to inteſtine Motion ; 
and, if it makes its eſcape, leaves 
them in that State we call Corrup- 
tion, This often happens in animal 
| and vegetable Subſtances ; but Mixe- 
rals have io very little of it in their 
Compoſition, that they are not by 
much ſo ſubject to change. 

What paſſes under this Name in 
Pharmacy cannot with any Strict- 
neſs be deemed a Principle, both as 
it is of diferent Kinds, as the Bo- 
dies from whieh it is produced dif- 
fer; and as it is in neither to 
be drawn entirely uncompounded, 
There are three very different ſorts 
under this Denomination : the firſt 
is the Spirit of Animals, as what is 
procur'd from Hartſhorn, This ſeems 
to be Salts, moſt capable of Exal- 
tation, wrapped up in a ſmall Por- 
tion of Phlegm. The ſecond is the 
inflammable Spirit of Vegetables, and 
what is procured by the help of Fer- 
mentation. This ſeems in a great 
meaſure to be a very ſubtile Oil, 
blended with a ſmall Portion of vo- 
latile Salts, The laſt is what is forced 
from Vinegar, Vitriol, and ſuch like 
acid Subſtances ; which ſeem to be 
nothing elſe but very acid pungeat 
Salts, put in Fuſion by Fire, and ſet 
floating ina ſmall quantity of Phlegm. 

Sulphur or Oil is very (oft and 
unctuous, and the lighteſt part of 
Bodige next to Spirit. From the dif- 
ferend Prop rti ens and Modifica- 
tion 2: this, it is ſai“, coinpound 
Boll; 5 receiye their diſſerent Sells 


ther Sortments : for in the lighter 


which gives Solidity to Bodies, is 


mains after Calcination, and is procu- 


feared, is more owing to the Fire 
for its Qualities, than the Plant 'tis 


and Colours; and that, by its Te- 
nacity, it is a kind of Glue or Ce- 
ment to the other Principles: and 
therefore in thoſe Vegetables, wherein 
it moſt abounds, we find it preſeryes 
them without much Change thro all 
the Seaſons of the Year. It is very 
hard to affirm a Poſſibility of 12 
curing this without a Mixture of o- 


Oils of Vegetables, as Roſemary, 
Lavender, and the like; wx / yt 
per to have a Mixture of Spirit, or 
volatile Salt, by their Pungency ; 
and in others drawn from Woods, 
as Guatacum, Cinnamon, &c, they 
ſeem to bring over with them Salis 
of a groſſer and more ſolid Nature, 
which makes them ſpecifically hea- 
vier than Water, 

Under the Denomination of Salt 
is to be underſtood moſt of that 


diſſolvable in Water, and affects 
the Taſte with a pecultar Pungency, 
But there are three diſtin Sorts 7 
which paſs under this Name in Me= 
dicine ; the fixed, the volatile, and -Y 
the eſſential: the fixed is what re- 4 


red by diſſolving the ſaline Parts of 
the Aſhes in hot Water, and evapo- 
rating it until the Salt is left dry at 
the bottom ; for that- will not rife 1 
in Vapour. This is call'd in the x 
Shops a lixivious Salt; and, it is 


produced from: and therefore in - 
the room of all of this kind, which 4 
are in the Shops titled the Salrs of 4 
ſuch peculiar Plants, ſome with very 
good reaſon ſubſtitute Salt of Tar- 
ta. But this will be better under- 
ſtoad, when we come to coniider 
thoſe Parts of the Materia Me lica, 
which are to be managed y Cal- 
cination. The Volatile is what ep- 
fily paſſes over the Helm 
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Salt of Animals. The Eſſential Salt 
is that which is obtain'd by cryſtal- 
lization from the Juices of 'Plants ; 
and this is of a Nature between the 
other two, and may moſt properly 
be term'd eſſential, having no Force 
uſed in its Production. | | 
If there be in a ſtrict ſenſe any 
ſuch things as a Principle, Salt is ſo; 
but then it muſt be that which is 
termed foſſile wn or, Sal 22 
for this not only a to be t 
Num Production T but to 
be the moſt homogeneous and un- 
co ded Part Matter can be di- 
vided into. As for the Differences 
taken notice of between thoſe which 
paſs under the ſame Denomination, 
they may be owing to the different 
Contextures of thoſe Bodies, into 
whoſeCompolition they are wrought 
up, whether Vegetable or Anil, 
The firſt Appearance of this is 
in Springs and Rivers, into which it 
is waſh'd by ſubterraneous Currents ; 
thence by the Sun it is in ſome mea- 
ſure exhaled in Vapour; from whence 
it returns again in Snow, Hail, and 
Dews : for common Rain-water 
does not ſeem to partake of it; or 
in very ſmall Quantities, for Reaſons 
obvious to the Searchers into ſuch 
Cauſes, and too long to be explain'd 
here, From this Return, the Surface 
of the Globe is ſaturated with it; 
whence it reaſcends in the Juices of 
Vegetables, and enters into all thoſe 
Productions, as Food and Nouriſh- 
ment, which the Creation ſupplies. 
Now in the little Alteration this 
receives by its Entry into the Juices 
of moſt Plants, it is again capable 
of ſhooting into Cryſtal, not great- 
ly unlike its primitive Form; but by 
the manifold Comminutions and E- 
laborations it undergoes in an Ani- 
ma! Body, it is ſo very {far broke 
and 4ivided, as to pak for 2 tile, 
and bear yey little Neſemblaace 
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to what it was in its Origin. And 
that what undergoes this mighty Al- 


teration is never reducible into its 
original Form, may be much owi 

to the ſulphurous Particles in which 
it wraps it ſelf, in its Paſſage thro 
Animal Subſtances, particularly : 
which likewiſe again confirms our 
former Conjecture, that what paſſes 
for Spirit as a Principle, is no other 
than a highly ſabtilixed Salt, with 


| ſome Mixture of an exalted Sulphur. 


This Diviſion of Matterdoes moſt 
abound with the Force of Attraction, 
by reaſon of the Solidity of its Parti- 
— and therefore in Bodies where 
there is much of it, as there is in 
many Minerals, they are prodigiouſly 
hard and compact, and almoſt incapa- 
ble of Decay or Alteration by Time. 

Phlegm or Water, is the common 
Vehicle or Diluter of all ſolid Bo- 
dies; and in proportion to its Quan- 
tity in any Mixture, are the other 
more. languid, or diſabled in their 


attractive Influences. It is much to 


be queſtion'd whether this can be 
drawn by Diſtillation without ſome 
Mixture; that which has the leaſt 
muſt come neareſt to the Nature of 
a Principle ; and upon that account 
Rain-Water is moſt likely to afford it. 
In ſome Minerals, where there are 
none of the lighter Sortments, this 
comes over the Helm firſt ; as like- 
wiſe from inodorous Vegetables, 
Earth, and as ſome call it Caput 
Mortuum, is that part of a Body 
which is left laſt in the Furnace, and is 
capable neither of being rais'd by Diſ- 
tillation, nor diſſolved by Solwion. 
Thus far have we comply'd with 
the uſual Practice of Writers in this 
way, in 2iving ſome Thoughts upon 
the Principles of mixed Bodies; fo 
far os it is hoped may be of ſome 
uſe, 25 theſe . Appearances 
iy occur in the Analyſes 
>f st Bdies. But if the Reader 
takes 
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10 c 
takes up with theſe, and aſſigns to 
them any imaginary Properties, not 
ariſi m the Figure and Bulks 
of their ſeveral Particles, Ba —.— 
carry d into Obſcurity an ä 
fion. What has long perplex d Per- 
ſons about Allalies and Acids, will 


eaſily appear ſo groundleſs and ri- 
di , to any one but tolerably 
grounded in the foregoing Theory, 
that it would be miſpending Time, 
to intermeddle in the Debate: For 
ſuch a one will ſoon diſcern how far 
thoſe Terms may be allow'd, and 
wherein they are abuſed, in ſtirring 
up Contention among thoſe who 
neither underſtand ene another, nor 
themſelves. But as we have a great 
deal of Light in this once intricate 
Affair, from ſome excellent Hints of 
Sir Iſaac Newton, we ſhall cloſe this 
Section with a literal Tranſcription 
thereof, as it was firſt printed in the 
ſecond Volume of Dr. Harris's Lexi- 
con Technicum. | 
The Particles of Acids are of a 
fize groſſer than thoſe of Water, and 
therefore leſs volatile; but much 
ſmaller than thoſe of Earth, and 
therefore much leſs fixed than they. 
They are cndu'd with a great a7trac- 
tive 3 in ER Force . As- 
tvity conſiſts, and they alſo 
affe and ſtimulate the O 2 of 
Taſte, and diſſolve ſuch Bodies as 
they can come at: They are of a 
middle Nature, between Water and 
terreſtrial Bodies, and attract the 
Particles of both. | * 
By this attractive Force they get 
about the Particles of Bodies, whe- 
ther they be of a metallic or ſtony 
Nature, and adhere: to them moſt 
cloſely on. all ſides; fo that they 
can be ſcarce ſeparated from them by 
Diſtillation or Sublimation: when 
they are attracted and gather'd toge- 
ther about the Particles of Bodies, 
they raiſe, disjain, and ſhake them 
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from one another;

diſſolve thoſe Bodies, 
- By the attractive Force alſo, 
which they ruſh towards the P 
cles of Bodies, they move the Fluid 
fo as to excites Heat; and they 
aſunder ſome Particles, ſo much as 
to turn them into Air, and generate 
Bubbles. And this is the reaſon of 
Diſſolution in all- violent Fermenta- 
tion; and in all Fermentation there 
is an Acid latent or ſuppreſſed, 
which coagulates in Precipitation, 
Acids alſo by attracting Water, as 
much as they do the Particles of Bo- 
dies, occaſion that the diſſolved Par- 
ticles do readily mingle with Water, 
or ſwim or floa in it, after the 
manner of Salts. 

And as this Globe of Earth, by 
the Force of ro attracting Wa- 
ter more ſtrongly than it doth ligh- 
ter Bodies, eauſes thoſe lighter Bo- 
dies to aſcend in the Water, and to 
go upwards from the Earth ; ſo the 
Particles of Salts, by attracting the 
Water, do minually avoid and re- 
cede from one another, as far as 
they can, and ſo are diffuſed thro 
the whole Water, 

The Particles of Sal Alcali do 
confift of earthy and acid united to- 
gerber after the ſame manner ; but 

eſe Acids have ſo great an attrac- 
tive Force, that they cannot be ſe- 
parated from the Salt by Fire; they 
do alſo precipitate the Particles of 
Metals diſſolved in Aſenſtrua, by 
attracting from the acid Particles, 
which before diſſolved them, and kept 
them ſuſpended in the AMenſtruum. 
If theſe acid Particles be join'd with 
earthy ones, in but a ſmall quan- 
tity, they are ſo cloſely retain'd by 
them, as to be quite ſuppreſſed, and 
hidden as it were by them; fo that 
they neither ſtimulate the Organ of 
Senſe, nor attra& Water, but com- 
poſe Bodies which are nat acid, 2

From the ateradtive Force in theſe 
acid Particles thus ſuppreſſed, ariſes 
that univerſal Property of almoſt all 
fat Bodies, that they-adhere or ſtick 
to others, and are eaſily, inflam- 
mable, it the heated acid Particles 
meet with other Particles of Bodies 
in Fume ; which the Acid attracts 
more ſtrongly than it doth the Par- 
ticles to Aich it is united, And 
thus the Acid, which lies ſuppreſſed 
in ſulphureous Bodies, by more 
ſtrongly attracting the Particles of 
other Bodies (earthy ones, for in- 
ſtance) than its own, promotes a 
gentle Fermentation, produces and 
cheriſnes natural Heat, and carries

That the a — which have 
a long time up the Fermentation,

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SECT. I. 


Of Trituration. 


HIS is chiefly employ'd to 
'F* reduce hard Subſtances to fine 
Pouders, either by the Mortar, or by 
way of Levigation upon a Marble, 
There is little Difficulty in this, 
beſides the Labour, but what is 
obvious to every Tyro; only one 
pn_ Caution is not amiſs here to 
be inculcated, to obviate the Miſchiefs 
and Inconveniences, which thro In- 
advertency or Haſte frequently hap- 
* in the practical Shops : which 

s, that whatſoever is pouder'd, the 
whole Ingredient or Ingredients, 


— 


with all their Parts to be uſed, ſhould 
paſs the Sieve, aud be all mixed e- 
qually together, before any is uſed ; 
for thro neglect of this, ſeveral Me- 
dicines, which come under this Ma- 
nagement, will be in their different 


Parts, of different Efficacies ; ac- 
cording as that part of moſt Virtue, 
being more or leſs friable, may paſs 
thro firſt, which will make that 
much too ſtrong ; or remain behind, 
to the ſame Prejudice, In Compo- 
ſitions likewiſe of Ingredients of dif- 
ferent Textures and Coheſions, ſome 
run thro much ſooner than others ; 
ſo that there is an abſolute Neceſſity 
of mixing the whole carefully, after 
'tis all paſſed. 

This Admonition may appear 
needleſs in ſo obyious a Matter ; 
but I have often found great Miſ- 
Chiefs from a Neglect herein, eſpe- 
cially in the ering ſuch things 
as Jalap, Ipecacuanha, and the like, 
whoſe Virtues lie in the more re- 
ſinous Parts; which, being the 

moſh 


* 
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moſt brittle,' break in the Mortar, 
and paſstheSieve firſt. And nothing 
is more common in ſuch things than 
to put at once into the Mortar two or 
three times the quaritity of what pre- 
ſent Uſe calls for; which perhaps is 


only a Doſe juſt then to be made up, 
or enough to fill a ſmall Glaſs, which 


ſtands to be in readineſs : whereby 


the firſt Patients are overdoſed, and 
the latter by _ only the n. 


and fibrous Part of the Ingredient, 


are cheated in their Expectations. 


Trituration has a great fhare in 
ſome Inſtances, in raiſing or de- 


preſſing the Efficacy of what comes 


under its Management. For in 


grinding, all thoſe Bodies whoſe Ef- 
— conſiſts much in the peculiar 


Shape and Points of their . 
ey 


nent Parts, the more and finer t 


are broke, the leſs will they ope- 


rate: thus may Calomel be-render'd 
much gentler, and made capable of 
being given in much larger quantities, 
only by long rubbing in a Glaſs Mor- 
tar: for the continual Triture has 
tie ſame Effect upon it, as repeated 
Sublimation, which is only breaking 


of the ſaline Spicula more and more, 
until it becomes almoſt plain Mer- 


cury. But in reſinous Subſtances, 
particularly thoſe which are purga- 
tive, as Jalap, Scammony, & c. the 
finer the Pouder they are reduced 


into, the greater is likely to be their 


Efficacy: as the Senſe which the 
Stomach and Bowels have of them, 
is in proportion to their Contacts: 
therefore the more the ſame Quan- 
tity is divided, the further will it dif- 
fuſe it ſelf and vellicate the Fibres; 
that is, in other words, it will work 
the more. 
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Of Calcination. 


HIS is ſuch a Management of 
Bodies by Fire, as renders them 
reducible to Pouder, ard is for'that 
reaſon term'd Chymical Pulveriza- 
tion. This Operation is moſt con- 
cern'd in the Chymical Pharmacy, 
and is ſeldom perform'd without 
Melting or Fuſion; being chiefly 
employ'd about Salis and Metals : 
it will be therefore convenient to un- 


derſtand how it is brought about, 


O 


that ſuch Bodies are melted or fuſed, 
which is much the ſame thing; or 
how from Solids they are render'd 
Fluids. To which purpoſe it is ne- 
ceſſary to recollect, from what has 
been laid down in the Introduction, 


ſome Thoughts concerning Solidity 


and Fluidiry, 


The Solidity, Hardneſs, or Force, 
by which the Parts of any Body re- 
ſiſt Separation, ariſes from the mu- 
tual Coheſion of its component 


Parts; which Coheſion is but a ne- 
ceſſary Conſequence of that attrac- 


tive, Power reſiding in all Matter, 
Now the attractive Force, as it is 


- ſtrongeſt at the Point of Contact, 
is the Cauſe that the Coheſion of 
all Bodies is in proportion to the 


Number of Points they touch one 
another in: ſo that thoſe Particles 
which have leaſt Solidity in propor- 


tion to their Surfaces, altho they at- 


they touch, they cok ere the moſt 
ſtrongly. But, for the contrary rea- 
ſon, where the Coheſion is ſmall, as 


in 


tract the leaſt at a hee vet when 


, 
,

r 
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in ſpherical Bodies, whoſe Superficies 
can only touch in a Point, their Par- 
ticles eaſily give way to every Im- 
pulſe : al whenever they are ſet in 
motion, whether by Nature or Art, 
Fluidity takes place ; and how this 
may be effected by Fire, tis not 
difficult to conceive. Whilſt the 
Particles of Fire, by their Activity 
and Force, inſinuate themſelves in- 
to the Subſtance to be melted, they 
ſo divide and break it, that there is 
2a much leſs Contact of Parts, and 
of courſe a weaker Coheſion, And 
this Coheſion may ſtill, by a Con- 


tinuance of the ſame Cauſe, and 


by further diminiſhing the Degree of 
Contact, be ſo far weaken'd, as to 
render it inſufficient to keep the com- 
ponent Parts cloſe, or prevent them 
from rolling over one another, that 
is, turning the Body into a Fluid. 
From the Karefafton,. which is 
remarkable in the Fuſion of theſe 
Subſtances, it is evident that theſe 
Parts may be, and actually are divi- 
ded and {eparated from one another 
by Fire. For unleſs the Fire gain'd 
admiſſion between their component 
Parts, ſo far as to force them a 
greater diſtance from one another, 
and thereby leſſen their Contacts; 
there could be no Reaſon aſſign'd 
for their expanding themſelves into 
a larger compaſs, For Experience 
teaches that a Plate of Iron by be- 
ing made red-hot, not only increaſes 


in Bulk, but in Length. The ſame 


is obſervable in calcining Copper. 
From this Difference of © Coheſion 
roceeds all that Variety we obſerve 
in the Fuſion of Bodies : for ſuch as 
have leaſt Contact of Parts, ſooneft 
give way to the Fire; and ſome will 
melt away by the Warmth of a Va- 
pour only, when others which have 
a ſtronger Contact, are not to be 
ſeparated but with difficulty. Upon 
this account Pegetables very eaſily 
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diſunite, Minerals flower, and Me- 
tals ſloweſt of all. And of the laſt, 
thoſe wherein the Contact of Parts 
is leaſt, as in Lead and Ti, molt 
readily melt; but thoſe which are 
more compact, as Gold and Silver, 
are not to be diſſolv d but by a vio- 
lent Heat. | Þ + 
Now if the Force of Coheſion 
was proportional to the Quantity of 
Matter, or to the Weight of the Bo- 
dy, we might from Statics account 
for all the Variety which occurs in Fu- 
ſion; for by knowing the ſpecific 
Gravity of a Body, we ſhould then 
know what Force is requir'd to melt 
it. But becauſe the ſame Quanti 
of Matter may be ſo variouſly dif- 
os'd, that in one Body there ſhall: 
e a much greater Contact than in 
another, tho, at the ſame time, 
the Gravity be equal, or even leſs ; 
therefore the Force of Coheſion can- 
not be eſtimated by Gravity: which 
is alſo confirm'd by Experience. For 
Lead, altho more ponderous than all 
other Metals except Gold, yet in the 
Fire is more eaſily melted than any 
other. So that it neceſſatily follows, 
that in this Metal there muſt be a leſs 
Coheſion, or Contact of Parts, how 
much ſoever it may exceed others in 
the Quantity of its Matter, N 
Bodies, after Fuſion, return again 
into a ſolid Maſs, upon their Remo- 
val from the Fire, and the Ceſſation 
of the Motion, which the Fire pro» 
duced; becauſe their Particles are 
brought nearer to one another by 
their attractive Force, and ſo com- 
ou to unite, Such as conſiſt of 
omogeneous and unalterable Parts, 
as Wax, Gums, and the purer Me- 
tals, recover their priſtine Form: 
for when the ſame Texture of Parts 
remains in the whole Body, it muſt 
of courſe reaſſume the ſame Appea- 
rance, when the ſeparating Power 


ceaſes to act. But other Bodies, 
| f whoſe 
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whoſe Parts, with reſpe& to Denſity 
and Surface, are extremely different 
from one another; ſome being 
carry'd off mn Force of the Heat, 
and others chang'd as to Figure or 
Poſition, muſt be forc'd to appear 
in another form: for they cannot 
recover their original Phaſes, un- 
leſs every. Particle could reinſtate it- 
ſelf in that very Situation it had be- 
fore; which may be hinder'd infinite 
ways, as may eaſily be experienc'd 
in Heterogeneous Bodies, ſich as 


Vegetables, and all Minerals, as 


likewiſe the baſer ſort of Aſetals. 
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for the Fire having penetrated every 
where into the Pores of the 3 
the Particles are both kept from mu- 
tual Contact, and divided into mi- 
nute Atoms; ſo that they are eaſily 
reduced to the fineſt Pouder, _ 
From the foregoing 'tis manifeſt, 
that not only the Parts of the Body 
calcin'd are much broken and ra- 
rify'd, but that the very Increaſe of 
the Weight itſelf proceeds from the 
Fire. The Gravity of crude Lead, 
if compared to Water, is as 11 fl to 
1 but that of calcin'd Lead is as g 
to 1.

Therefore the difference which is 
obſery'd, even in Homogeneons Bos 
dies, after Liquefaction, is no way 
to be accounted for, but from the 
Changeableneſs of Þ Surface in its 
Parts : for thoſe Bodies, whoſe Parts 
conſtantly retain the ſame Surfaces; 
never loſe their Form; but others, 
having the Surfaces of their Parts 
er'd, acquire a different Texture, 
and put on another Appearance. 
Fluiduy being in this manner ex- 
Plain'd, Caltination may, without 
difficulty, be underſtood; which, 
in many Inſtances, is only the effect 
nger Liquefaction. For when 
the Fuſion is longer eontinud, not 
— the more ſubtile Particles of the 
ody itfelf fly off, bit the Particles 
of the Fire likewiſe infinwate them. 
ſelves in fuch multitudes, and are 
ſo diſpers'd and Blended thr 
out all its Subſtanee, that the Flui- 
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But four Ounces of Regulus of Anti- 
mony, if put in Fuſion for an ho 
and a half, will gain two Drams and 
a half; tho in the mean time a mul. 
titude of Effiwvia go off in Vapo 
Hence it appears, that the abſolute 
Gravity is increas'd indeed by Calct- 
nation, but the Specifick is leſſen'd y 
the reaſon of which is this, That 
the Patticles of the Body, divided by 
the Fire, and ſeparated from mutual 
Contact, are diffiiſed into a large 


Bulk. But the Particles of Fire, 4 


which ate much lighter than the cal- 
cin'd Body, being every where mix'd 
with it, and diſpers'd thro its Pores, 
leſſen the ſpecific, and increaſe the 
abſolute Gravity. FÞ 

But however the Particles of 
Bodies are divided and ſeparated 
by Calcination, fo as to loſe their 
antient Appearance ; yet many Me- 
fals, and fome Aſineruln, whoſe 
Parts are moſtly Homogeneous, 
don't ſeem to loſe their Nature with 


—_—_— 
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in, the Tin it ſelf may be again 
— nay, the Calx of Lead, 
the moſt impure of all Metals, re- 


turns with eale into its original Form. 
Thus too, not only the Regulus, but 


the very Subſtance of Antimony, .. 


may be drawn both from the Calx 
and Glaſs of Antimony, So that 
Calcination is but imperfeftly per- 
form'd in ſuch Bodies ; for a great 
many Particles ſeem to be ſo little 
chang'd and deſtroy q. that as ſoon 
as ever they are let looſe from this 


artificial Combination, they re- aſ- 


ſume their proper and natural Fi- 
re. Neither ſhould we omit ta- 
Fing notice of what is of the greateſt 
moment in Calcination, That thoſe 
Particles, whoſe attractive Force 

* and which contribute 
moſt to the Coheſion of Bodies, fly 
off, and evaporate during Calcina- 
tion.: ſo that if a great quantity of 
ſuch Particles ſhoul 1 ano- 
ther Body of a very different Form 
may ſucceed, For in melting Lead, 
we ſee the Fumes riſe in ſuch a pro- 
digious Cloud, that at they 
leave nothing behind but the Calx, 


which has no manner of Reſem- .. 
Po 


blance to that Metal : On the other 
hand, if Gold and Silver be calcin'd 
after the common Method, they 
ſtill retain their antient Form, be- 
cauſe ſcarce any of the Particles paſs 
off in Vapour. And indeed the 
Corpuſcles, which exhale in a cal- 
cining Fire, are ſuch as have the 
largeſt Surface, and leaſt Gravity : 
Therefore Quichſilver, whoſe Parti- 
cles we know are form'd in a quite 
contrary manner, is with the greateſt 
difficulty reduced into a Calx. 

But _—y can more confirm the 


Account we have given of Calcina- 


tion, than the 
drawn from the Operation it ſelf, 
For in order to its ſucceeding well, 
we many tmes ſtir the Body that is 


nts which are 
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. 
to be calcin'd with a Spatula, or elie 
mix it with- ſomething elſe. The 
Deſign of both theſe Methods is to 
make the Particles cohere leſs toge- 
ther, and not only to yield more 
eaſily to the Fire, but become more 
convenient for their intended Uſes. 
Malt hitherto laid down has been 
with relation to Chymiſtry; for the 
other Pharmacy is employ'd very 
little in this part, unleſs we reckon 
into it the burning of Plants to 
Aſhes, in order to obtain their fixed 
Salts ; an Accoung of which parti- 
cular Operation may more properly 
be prefix'd to that Head, when it 
comes in courſe in the Body of the 
Work. | Py 
To Calcination belongs Vierificas 
tion; which Word is properly ap- 
ply'd to thoſe Bodies that are pellu- 
cid like Glaſs, after the Calcination 
is over; to perform which, a lon- 
ger and more vehement Fire is re- 
quired. Therefore in the making 
of Glaſs of Antimony, a previous 
Calcination is neceſſary. From hence 
proceeds the homogeneous Texture, 
which is as eſſential a Qualification 
22 Bodies, as a rectilineal 
ition of Pores. For by the ap- 
plication of Fire, the heterogeneous 
and more volatile Corpulcles are diſ- 
ſipated: which, by the infinite num- 
ber of Refractions they make, ve 
much weaken, and almoſt extingui 
the Rays of Light : Thoſe, in the 
mean time, which partake of the 
ſame nature, z, e. thoſe which are 
denſe and fix'd, being left behind, 
unite cloſely together ; ſo that there 
being a like Conformation of Parts 
on every ſide, which way ſoever 
you expoſe it, this calcin'd Matter | 
equally attracts and tranſmits the 
Rays of Light. Thus by long Fu- 
ſon, which throws off the lighter 
and more droſſy Particles, common 
Glaſs is made, 


SECT, 
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Of Fermentation. 


T is not very eaſy to fix the 
Boundaries of this Term, for 
under it ſome are for 3 al- 
moſt all that belongs to Phyſick: 
as it will therefore be ſufficient to 
the preſent Purpoſe, this Diſcourſe 
ſhall only conſider that inteſtine 
Motion of Bodies, which is to be 
met with in Pharmacy; either in the 
making and exalting the Efficacy of 
a Medicine, or in cauſing its Decay 
"and Deſtruction. | 
In this View what firſt offers, is 
to account for the Fermentation of 
Vegetables and their Juices, and the 
manner whereby their Medicinal Ef- 
ficacies may be exalted by ſuch Pro- 
ceſs; which, as it conſiſts generally 
in diſengaging and feparating the 
fineſt and moſt ſpirituous Parts, we 
cannot have a better Idea of all that 
comes under this Part of Pharmacy, 
than by underſtanding what con- 
cerns the procuring a ſpirituous Li- 
quor from Corn. 13 8 
In the Grain it ſelf muſt lie the 
Materials of the ſpirituous Part, 
becauſe nothing ale is concern'd 
in it but Water: to this put- 
oſe therefore it is ſoaked juſt ſo 
Rh in a Ciſtern of Water, as is 
ſucient to looſen or 2 its 
natural Texture; after which it 
is thrown in a heap, where it is 
ſuffer'd to lie, till by the Motion 
of its more fine and volatile Parts, 
it begins to heat and ſhoot out, as 
in Vegetation, But to confine 
theſe Parts from not flying off by 
too long a Continuance of ſuch in- 


teſtine Motion, it is thrown abroad

thinner, and expos'd more and mot 
to the Air, till it contracts almoſt 2 
* hich is finiſh'd by the 
Kiln, all its Parts being maintain'd 
together; tho in ſuch a lax Condi- 
tion, as to open, and unite with the 
utmoſt eaſe with warm and hot 
Water: for by the Sweetneſs and 
Conſiſtence of the Wort, as it is 
call'd afterward, and the Lightneſs 
of the Grains, being teduc'd to 
mere Husk, it is plain that the whole 
Subſtance of the Kernel is mixed 
with the Liquor. | 4 
After this Apparatus, to finiſhthe 
Proceſs, and raife from it a ſtrong 
Spirit, the reſt is done by Fermenta- 
tion; which, how procur'd, is need. 
leſs to go over particularly, as known 
to every one already: but how ſich 
inteſtine Motion is, mechanically ef. 


fected, and how it brings forth ſuch 4 


a Spirit, may be conceiv'd in this 
manner, eſpecially if the Reader be 
acquainted with theſe Propoſitions, 


which are demonſtrated in Hydro- 


ftatics,

it ſelf, it will ſink ; but otherwiſe 
it will emerge, and get to the top. 
Prop. 2. If two equal Bodies, 
of different ſpecific Gravities, be 
immerſed in a Fluid lighter than 
either of them, the Celerities of 
their Deſcenfs will be as their Gra- 
vities.

' The ſame Laws, by which theſe 
Bodies deſcend, hold good in the A/,

cent of ſuch as are ſpecifically lighter 
than the Fluid : in all heterogeneous 
Fluids therefore,the conſtituent Parts 
of which are not fitted to aſſociate 
and cohere, ſo as to form what we 
call an uniform homogeneous Fluid, 
the heavier may be accounted as ſo- 
lid Bodies immerſed in a Fluid ſpe- 
cifically lighter, and the lighter Parts 
as ſuch Bodies in a Fluid ſpecifically 

| heavier ; as it has been already de- 
monſtrated, that the component 
Parts of all Fluids, ſeparately conſi- 
der'd, are ſolid, 

This Liquor therefore,call'd Wort, 
or a Detoction of Malt, may be ccn- 
ſider d as ſuch an heterogeneous 
Fluid, whoſe Parts cannot but be in- 
terchanging in their Poſitions, until 
each has obtain'd ſuch an Elevation 
as correſponds to its proper Gravi- 
1 but leſt this alone ſhould fail of 
the Intention, by not being ſufficient 
to. break thoſe Molecule and Viſci- 
dittes which entangle the ſpirituous 
Parts, and likewiſe to prevent their 
flying off at the Surface, ſome Por- 
tion of an already fermented Sub- 
{ſtance is mix'd with it. 

This Subſtance, term'd Barm or 
Yeaſt, conſiſts of a great quantity of 
ſubtile ſpirituous Particles, wrapped 
up in ſuch as are viſcid ; now when 
this is mix'd with ſuch a Liquor, it 
cannot but much contribute to that 
inteſtine Motion, which is occaſion'd 
by the Intercourſe and Occurſions 
of Particles of different Gravities, as 


the ſpirituous Parts will be continu- 


ally ſtriving to get up to the Surface, 
and the viſcid ones continually re- 
tarding ſuch Aſcent, and preventing 


their Eſcape : ſo that by theſe two

concurring Cauſes, the Particles ex- 
tracted from the Grain will by fre- 
quent Occurſions be ſo comminuted, 
as continually to increaſe the more 
fubtile and ſpirituous Parts, until all 
that can be made ſo by Attrition, 
are ſet looſe from their former viſ- 
cid Confinements: and this appears 
by the Warmth of the Liquor, and 
the Froth drove to the top; juſt at 
which time, if it be thrown into the 
Still, it affords ſome quantity of a 
high inflammable Spirit. 
Moderate Warmth much haſtens 
this Operation, becaufe it aſſiſts in 
opening the Viſcidities in which 
ſome ſpirifuous Parts may be entar- 
gled, and unbends the Spring of 
the included Air, which cannot but 
much contribute to the Rarifaction 
and Comminution of the whole. 
The viſcid Parts, which are raiſed 
to the top, not only on account of 
their own Lightneſs, but by the 
continual Efforts and Occui ſions of 
the Spirit to get uppermoſt, ſhew 
when the Ferment is at the higheſt, 
and prevent the finer Spirits from 
making their Eſcape : for if this 
inteſtine Luctus be permitted to 
. too long, a great deal 
will get away, and the remainin 
part grow flat and vapid, an 
mu little beſides Phlegm in the 
Still, | 

What has been ſaid of this Pro- 
ceſs, may give ſufficient Light into 
all that concerns fermenting Vege- 
tables, or other Subſtances, in or- 
der to draw out their Medicinal Ef- 
ficacies ; and hence likewiſe, from 
the natural Textures and Coheſions 
of Bodies, we may know how to ma- 
nage them ; for thoſe of a looſer 
Texture will require the leaſt open- 
ing by ſuch means. But the greateſt 
ule of this Theory will be, to inſtruct 
us what Parts of the Materia medica 
are moſt properly brought under this 

C Proceſs; 


Proceſs ; and alſo how ſuch inteſ- 
tine Motion does in ſome things 
deſtroy the Virtues : for as by ſome 
Medicines an Intention is aimed at, 
Which is not to be anſwer'd but 4 
their being ſpirituous, in the ſenſe 
we have been ſpeaking ; whereas in 
others, the dire& contrary Properties 
are requir'd ; in ſuch caſes therefore, 
when by any adventitiousCauſe thoſe 
Medicines ferment, their Virtues are 
deſtroy'd, and therefore they ſhould 
never be adminiſter'd; as ſeveral 
Eleftuaries and Syrups, for inſtance, 
which by Fermentation, from too 

eat an accidental Warmth, or too 

in a Conſiſtence, loſe their intend- 
ed Efficacies, and turn to a Tertium 
Quig, quite foreign to the original 
Purpoſe of the Compoſition : as 
will better appear from the follow- 
ing part of this Explication. 
There are ſeveral other Species of 
Fermentation ; but what elſe con- 


Terns us at preſent of this kind, may 


be beſt taken from the ſame Author, 
whom we have hitherto made our 
chief Guide in theſe Enquiries ; who, 
to account for thoſe more violent 
Commotions, which occur in the 
Chymical Pharmacy, ſuppoſes the 
Particles, which contribute thereun- 
to, to be Elaſtic, 

For Particles, which are entirely 
Elaſtic, recede from one another, 
after they have met, with the ſame 
Celerity they had before they met. 
In Particles therefore of this kind, a 
new degree of Motion will be ac- 
quir'd after every Shock, and the 
Conflict will therefore be more vio- 
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ther endu'd with an attractive Force, 
is continually augmented by the Re- 
percuſſion. Particles thus agitated, 
endeavour to drive out and exclude 
all the Air, which is contain'd in 
their Pores; and the Air being ra- 
rify'd by this Colliſion, ſo that it 
cannot, upon account of its Levity, 
keep its former place, carries up 
with it thoſe Globules of Water 
which enclos'd it, to the Surface, and 
there forms Bubbles ; which is well 
illuſtrated in the following Experi- 
ment, If you put Filings of Steel, 
after you have poured Water and Oil 
of Vitriol upon them, into an Air- 
Pump, when the external Air is gra- 
dually exhauſting, all the Air con- 
tain'd within the Pores of the Steel 
and Water, will burſt out with ſuch 
a Force, as not only to raiſe a pro- 
digious Froth on the Surface of the 
Liquor, but even to drive the Li- 
quor over the Brim of the Glaſs, 
If this Motion increaſes to a very 
high degree, it cauſes an Efferveſcency 
and Heat, which conſiſts of nothi 
elſe but a more rapid Motion — 
mutual Attrition of the Parts. And 
that we may the better conceive 
this, let us examine how an Effer- 
veſcency is produc'd, by mixing dif- 
ferent Liquors, as Water and Oil of 
Vitriol, In this Oil there is ſuch an 
abundance of Sal: (as is evident from 
its Gravity) that they ſeem to be 
plac'd cloſe to one another ; and 
upon this account, becauſe the At- 
traction is diffus'd equally every 
way, they continue as it were in an 
Equilibrium : but when the Water is 


lent ; ſo that at length their Moment poured upon it, the Contact of the 


will be ſo great, as to break and 
deſtroy the hardeſt Bodies, And 
ſince this Force of Elaſticity is at- 
tended with that of Attraction too, 
the Motion will increaſe to a greater 
degree; for the Imperus of a Parti- 
cle, which is reflected againſt ano - 


Salts is taken away, and the Attrac- 
tion becomes unequal. Theſe Salts, 
according to their natural Propenſi- 
ty, ſtrive to unite again; and ſince, 
by reaſon of the quantity of Mat- 
ter they contain, they attract one 
another more than they do = 
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Sect. 4. 
they diſplace the Warer, and force 
it out of their Interſtices, till the 
Oil is diluted Eyery where alike, 
and then the Fermentation ceaſes, 
But it the Salis are Elaſtic, which is 
very probable, ſince there is ſcarce 
any Body entirely void of Elaſticity, 
they will not wy ruſh upon one 
another with violence, but recoil 
after the Shock, and move in a con- 
trary Direction: from hence pro- 
ceeds that reciprocal Fluctuation of 
Parts, — we obſerve every way, 
and at length an fer veſcency. And 
thus this kind mn u- 
ſually aſcrib'd to an imaginary An- 
tipathy between Acid and Alcali, 
may mechanically enough be ac- 
counted for, 


That this Fermentation is raiſed 


by Elaſtic Particles, is very proba- 
ble, becauſe all Bodies ferment more 
ſlowly, when ſecluded from the Air, 
which all allow to be Elaſtic. Nor 
does that conſiderable Rarifaction, 
ſo remarkable in Fermentation, a 
little favour this Opinion ; for no 
Bodies can be rarify'd to that de- 
gree, unleſs they have ſome Air in- 
cluded in them, as is generally the 
caſe of all Fluids whateyer. But no 
Argument can make more for us, 
than that which may be taken from 
Steel; for it is notorious, that Steel 
is very Elaſtic : tis for this Reaſon, 
very probably, that an Eferveſcence 
follows upon mixing it with Oil of 
Vitriol ; but yet if you add Water 
to this Mixture, it will cauſe a more 
violent Heat, and fo diſſolve the 
Iron ſooner, Spirit of Vitriol, which 
has a large Proportion of Water, if 
mix'd with the Oil, does the ſame 
thing ; the reaſon of which A 

pearance ſeems to be this, That in 
Oil of Vitriol, when 'tis well freed 
from Phlegm, the Salts are ſo con- 
dens'd and compact, that they may 
be (aid to lie and reſt upon the . 
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ron; and ſo being almoſt without 
Motion, cannot make any conſide- 
rable Impreſſion upon it: but upon 
the pouring on of Water, they are 
not only more broken and ſepara- 
ted into leſſer Corpuſcles, by which 
means =y attack the Iron with a 
greater Velocity, but likewiſe they 
are more attracted by the Particles 
of the Iron, than by one another, 
which increaſes the inteſtine Mo- 
tion. Upon this Conſideration, for 
the better performing the Solution, 
it is cuſtomary to weaken the Men- 
firuum ; for Aqua Fortis duplex 
does not diſſolve Silver ſo well, as 
that which has more Phlegm in it: 
and ſometimes Spirit of Wine, the 
higher re&ify'd it is, the more it is 
unfit for extracting Tinttures, In 
like manner, Braſs, Mercury, à 
many other Bodies mix'd with Oil 
of Vitriol, vll ſcarce cauſe any 
Fermentation, but will ferment and 


froth very much, when mix'd with . 


Spirit of Nitre, which is a much 
lower Menſiruum. On the con- 
trary, if too much Phlegm be ad- 
ded, it will entirely check the Fer- 
mentation; for this reaſon, Spirit 
of Vitriol, if it be weak, raiſes no 
Efferveſcence with Iron : and the 
ſame thing happens too in the Ex- 
periment of ol of Vitriol, if you 
pour too much Water upon it; for 
the Menſtruum being thus diluted, 
the Particles of Salt are ſeparated, 
and removed from one another ſo 
far, as to be out of each other's 
Sphere of Attraction. So that in 
this Operation, both an Flaftic and 
an Atractive Force are neceſſary Aſ- 
ſiſtants ; and all that Variety we ſee 
in Fermentation, is owing to the 
different degrees of them. 

Hence it is, that oftentimes new 
Bodies ariſe upon Fermentation, their 
former Texture being entirely alter'd 


and chang'd beide continual Col: 


lion 
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liſion of the parts; and therefore, truſted, which have accidental 


as was before hinted, thoſe Medi- 
eines ought to be very much diſ- 


fallen into Fermentation. a)

Of Digeſtion. 


TD Y Digeſtion is underſtood that 


Solution of Bodies, which is 
made by Menſiruums, with the Af- 
ſiſtance of Fire, and differs from 
Solution in little elſe than its requi- 
ring ſuch an Aſſiſtant. 

To explain the Nature of Digeſ- 
tion, it is neceſſary to ſhew how the 
Particles of Bodies, extracted by this 
Proceſs, can be diffus'd every way, 
and ſuſtain d in the Menſtruum. 
And this the more deſerves to be 
accounted for, becauſe theſe ſolid 
Particles have not the ſame ſpecific 


- Gravity, as the Liquors in which 


they ſwim : for there can be no 


N — made about thoſe, whoſe 


Fpecific Gravity is the ſame as that 
of the Aſenſtruum; it being evident 
from Hydroftatics, that theſe are 
preſs'd as much as the Parts of the 


Fluid, and retain whatever Poſition 


they are put into: but when they 


happen to be ſpecifically heavier or 


lighter, it is not ſo eaſy to appre- 
hend how they can be ſuſtain'd and 
fuſpended. And this is what we 
ſhall endeavour more fully to illuſ- 
trate and make t. 

Tho the Nature of a perſectly 
fluid Body be ſuch, that the Par- 


— ticles, which conſtitute it, do very 


readily-give way — the ſmalleſt 
Impulſe, and recede from one ano- 
ther; yet there is found in moſt Li- 


_ ſome degree of Tenacity ; and 
om hence ariſes ſuch a Coheſion of 


Parts, as cannot be broken without 


ſome Force, And tho indeed this 
Force of Coheſion in Liquors ſeems 
to be but little or none at all, when 
compar'd with what we experience 
in Solids, yet we find it can make 
ſome Reſiſtance. Andas the Force 
in Liquors is either ſtronger or wea- 
ker, ſo it produces a Variety of Ef- 
fects, differing more or leſs from 
the Phenomena, which would. natu- 
rally flow from a perfect Fluid. So 
that tho by the Laws of Hydraſta - 
tics, every Corpuſcle, how ſubtile 
ſoeyer, if put into a Fluid, which is 
r 1 — muſt neceſſarily 
ink to the bottom; yet we find 
ſome heavy Bodies, ſuch as Gold, 
exc. when reduc'd into thin Plates, 
or Leaves, will be ſuſtain'd in Spirit 
of Wine. This Force of Tenacity, 
therefore, which reſiſts the Motion 
of Bodies in a Fluid, is proportional 
to the Number of Parts which are 
to be ſeparated, or to the Surface of 
the Body, which we would have 
move in the Fluid. Hence it is, that 
fince the Surface of a Body may be 
enlarg'd without altering any thing 
of its Gravity, the Reſiſtance of a 
Fluid may be ſo augmented, as to 
equal the Force of Gravity, which 
carries the Body downwards. In or- 
der to underſtand this the better, it 
may not be amiſs to bring it to Cal- 
culation : Let there be, for inſtance, - 


a Cylinder of Gold, in which the 


Diameter of the Baſe is juſt an Inch, 


and let us ſuppoſe the Force of Gra- 
vity 


Set: F. 
vity in the Metal to be'to the Re- 
ſiſtance of the Fluid in the Propor- 
tion of 100 to 1. Now if the Gold 
ſhould be form'd into another Cy- 
Under whoſe Baſe is ten Inches Dia- 
meter, then the Surface of this Cy- 
linder, -which touches the parts of 


the Fluid, will be 100 times broader; 


and conſequently the new Reſiſtance 
which the Fluid in this caſe makes, 
will be equal to the Gravity of the 
Gold, and keep it from ſinking : 
therefore, by Experiments, we may 
eaſily find what degree of Force 
there isin the Tenacity of any Fluid. 
Let us imagine an Ounce of Lead, 
in a Cylindrical Form, with its Baſe 
dilated, till it will no longer ſink in 
the Fluid, whoſe Tenacity we enquire 
after, The Baſe of the Cylinder, 
thus dilated, is neceſſarily propor- 
tional to the Surface of the Fluid, 
whoſe Tenacity is equal to the 
Weight of an Ounce. Now ſuppoſe 
upon making the Experiment, the 
Maſs is not obſerv'd to deſcend, when 
the Diameter of its Baſe is ten Inches, 
it follows that that breadth of the Sur- 
face of the Fluid, which is equal to a 
Circle of ten Inches Diameter, will 
have a Tenacity equal to an Ounce ; 
and that part of the Surface, which 
is equal toa Circle of an Inch Dia- 
meter, will be equal to = of an 
Ounce. Theſe things being premis'd, 
we may ſet the whole Matter of Di- 
geſtion in a clear Light. A Body, tho 
ſpecifically heavier than the Fluid in 
which it is immers'd, may be very 
well ſuſtain'd by that Fluid, provided 
it be reduc'd into very ſmall Particles; 
for the Gravity of a Body, thus re- 
duc'd into fmall Particles, decreaſes 
in a much greater proportion than 
the Surface does; or, which is pro- 
portional to it, the Tenacity of the 
Fluid : fo that at length, the Reſiſ- 
rance, ariſing from its Tenacity, will 

2 equal to the Gravity of the Parti, 
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cles, and therefore hinder their De- 
ſcent. Let us then ſuppoſe a Sphere 


of Lead, of a certain determin'd Dia- 
meter, and the Proportion of its ſpe- 
cific Gravity to the Tenacity of the 
Fluid, as 100 to 1, If this Sphere 
be divided into other Spheres, whoſe 
Diameters are half as large as the for- 
mer, then the Gravity of each Sphere 
will be no more than g, but the Sur- 
face will be 4; for the Solidity or 
Gravity of Bodies decreaſes in a Tri- 
glicate Proportion of their Diameters, 
but the Superficies only in a Duplicate. 
Therefore when the Reſiſtance is re- 
duc'd to 4, and the Gravity to , 
the Weight of each Sphere will be 
to the Reſiſtance of the Fluid, as 
172 to , or as 59 to 4, or as 50 
to 1. So that in this caſe the Prop 
portion of the Weight to the Re- 
ſiſtance is reduc'd to half what it 
was before. If a Body be fo di- 
vided, that the Diameter of each 
leſſer Sphere becomes 4 of the Dia- 
meter of the former Spheres, then 
the Gravity of each of them would 
decreaſe to +, and the Surface or 
Reſiſtance to r,; therefore the 
Proportion of the Gravity to the 
Reſiſtance would be as 222; to 5%, 
or as 10 to 1. And if the Diame- 
ter of each Sphere be 2, the Gra- 
vity would be , but the Su- 
perficies 5-55 3 therefore the Gra- 
vity would be to the Reſiſtance as 
+S£22— tO 55155 i Which two Frac- 
tions being of the ſame Value, the 
Force of Reſiſtance, in this cafe, be- 
comes equal to the Force of theGra- 
vity, and ſo will keep the Particles 
from ſinking, And therefore 'tis a 
general Rule, both in Solution and 
Digeſtion, that if the Gravity of a Bo- 
dy is to the Tenacity of the Fluid, 
in a certain Proportion, as that of t 
to 10, and if the Body be ſubdivided, 
ſo that the Diameters of the Party 
be to that of the whole as 10 to 1, 
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the Reſiſtance which the Particles will 
meet With in their Deſcent, will be e- 
qual to their Gravity, By this we may 
underſtand how the Corpuſcles of 


Metals ſwim in Menſtruums, which 


are ſpecifically lighter than them, 
as Gold in the Spirit ef Nitre, 
which is drawn off from Bezoar 


Mineral, tho the Gravity of Gold 


be 15 times greater than -the Gra- 
vity of that, For if we were to 
compute, we ſhould find that be- 
fore the Diameter is reduc'd to 
half what it was before, not only 
the Gravity of the Gold becomes 
double in reſpect of the Menſtruum, 
but likewiſe the Surface of the Gold, 
compar'd to its Gravity, is double, 
And the ſame Reaſon holds good in 
almoſt all other Menſtruums. 

Thus we have ſeen how Corpuſ- 
cles are ſuſpended in Menſtruums, 
ſpecifically lighter than themſelves. 
*Tis for the ſame reaſon, that ſuch 
Particles as are light& cannot riſe 
up to the Surface: For the Preſſure 
of Fluids being equal every way, 
the ſuperior Parts act reciprocally 
on the inferior; ſo that the ſame 


Force, which keeps the heavier Par- 


ticles from ſinking, will not permit 

thoſe which are lighter to aſcend. 
The Uſe of Digeſtion may be un- 

derſtood from the Word; namely, 


to extract the Particles of Bodies, 
which are more volatile and freed 


from the Terreſtrial ones, by a cer- 
tain Menſtruum, and to mix them 
intimately with it. To this end a 
gentle Fire is commonly uſed, that 
the Corpuſcles, which are moſt vo- 
Jatile, may ſeparate as it wers of 
their own accord: for a fierce Fire 
forces out the Feces, as well as the 
finer Particles; and if it does not 
abate the Strength of the Liquor, it 
will not fail of ſpoiling its Clearneſs ; 


% 
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a thing which very frequently hap- 
whom 4 — —— Be. 
ſides, if we make the Fire a little too 
ſtrong, in the management of ſeve- 
ral things, there may be danger of 
an Empyreuma. | 

The reaſon of that Variety, which 
is obſervable in the Apparatus of 
Digeſtion, may be ſufficiently under- 
ſtood from what is ſaid elſewhere. 
Thus when we melt Salt of Tartarg 


and reduce Sulphur into Flower, in 


order to extract their Tinftures, we 
do it for this very reaſon, that the 
Particles being 2 lefſen'd and 
divided, may more eaſily yield to the 
Menſtruum. Crocus, Opium, Caſto- 
reum, &c, whoſe Textures are more 
lax and rare, do very readily run 
into Tinctures, when the Aenſtruum 
is pour'd upon them, Myrrh and 
Amber, which are of a more firm 
Make and Coheſion, and come very 
near the Nature of Reſins, do hardly 
yield to Digeſtion, But if Sal Ar. 
moniac be mixed with them, then 
the Tincture is not only extracted 
ſooner, but made ſtronger, and fit. 
ter for Medicinal Uſes. So that N. 
gani's Opinion of Myrrh ſeems very 
true, that little or nothing is ex- 
trated in common Elixirs; there- 
fore he took Myrrh, and hung it up 
in a little Bag, with Salt of Tartar, 
till ſuch time as it grew ſoft : for b 
this means it diſſolves ſooner in Spi- 
rit of Wine, Which holds good in 
extracting the Tinctures of reſinous, 
gummy, or glutinous Bodies; for 
the Salt of Tartar divides and looſens 
the Coheſions of their Parts, ſo that 
ny are more eaſily attracted by, 
and join with thoſe of the Men- 
firaum, This Method of Vigani's, 
in making Elixirt, was borrow'd 
from Paracelſus, who ſharpen'd the 
Spirit of Wine with Oil of Sulphur. 
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O Diſſolution. 


N DER this Head ſo much 

of the Materia medica comes 
to be examin'd, that we cannot be 
too particular in explaining it. And 
becauſe the Solution of Salts ſeems 
to be as ſimple an Operation as an 
which falls under this Head, we hall 


begin with that; firſt examining from 


what Cauſes their conſtituent Parts 
are ſet in motion in a Fluid, and 
then, how by means of that Motion 
they are ſeparated and difſoly'd. 
This Motion therefore may very 
well be accounted for, from that 
attractive Force, which has been 
taken notice of to be ſo very exten- 
ſive in Natural Philoſophy, that 
there is no kind of Matter in the 
Univerſe, but what is ſubject to 
it. We are to obſerve then, that 
the Corpuſcles of Salts, which are 
the moſt ſimple of any, (tho at laſt, 
when they are left to cryſtallize, 
they unite into Molecule full of 
Pores) are very minute, and for 
their Bulk ve bla; and therefore 
have a very fro attractive Force, 
which ceteris paribus is always pro- 
portional to the Quantity of Matter. 
Hence it comes to pals, that the 
Particles of Water are more ſtrongly 
attracted by the ſaline Particles, than 
they are by one another. The Par- 
ticles of Water therefore cohering 
but looſely, and being eaſily mo- 
ved, approach the Corpuſcles of 
Salt, and run into Contact: and 
the Motion of them is quicker or 


lower, according to their leſs or 


greater diſtances; the attractive 


Force in all Bodies being ſtrongeſt 


at the point of Contact, as the 
Mathematicians have demonſtrated. 
Therefore if we throw Salt into 
the middle of a Veſſel full of Wa- 
ter, we ſhall find the aqueous Par- 
ticles, which are in the middle of 
the Veſſel, will be ſharp and pungent 
to the Taſte ; while the Water upon 
the ſides of the Veſſel continues al- 
moſt inſipid. So that when ſuch a 
Motion once ariſes, the aqueous Par- 
ticles are carry'd with ſome force 
towards the Salts ; and the Moment 
of them is J eſtimated, as Me- 
„from their Weight 
and Celerity conjunttly. By the 
Force of this Impulſe they open 
themſelves a Paſſage into the Pores 
of the Salts, which are very nu- 
merous ; and at length they fo 
break and divide their Texture, 
that all Coheſion of their Parts is 
deſtroy'd : being therefore ſepara- 
ted, and remov'd to a convenient 
diſtance from one another, they 


chanicks teac 


are diſpers'd, and float every where 


in the Water. 

Thus, from this great, tho ſimple 
and intelligible Principle of Attrac- 
tion, we find this Operation accoun- 
ted for. And this we not only de- 
duce by Reaſoning, but can evince 
from ocular Demonſtration, For we 
plainly ſee, that when Sugar is put 
into Water, the aqueous Particles 
riſe up immediately, and by de- 
grees inſinuate themſelves into the 
Parts of the Sugar, which are above 
the Surſace of the Water. This at- 
traftive Force is likewiſe demon- 


ſtrated from Oils, which are made 
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per Deliquium; for by this Force 
it is, that they continually abſorb 
and draw in the Moiſture of the 
But in the Solution of theſe Salts, 
we meet with ſome Variety; for ſe- 
veral of them, ſuch as Nitre, Sal Ar- 
moniac, &c. require a leſs time to 
diſſolve them; but others, ſuch as 
Common Salt and Vitriol, a longer. 
And there is alſo another Difference 
in Salis; for ſome will diſſolve in a 
leſs, others in a greater proportion, 
in the ſame quantity of Water. So 
that if we would compare the 
Weight between the Water and the 
Salts, we ſhou'd find that Common 
Salt diſſolves but in a half propor- 
tion, Alum in almoſt an equal, and 
Sugar in a double. This Variety of 
Solution does not proceed from the 
Water, which is perfectly the ſame 
in all theſe Inſtances, but from the 
different Coheſion of the Salrs : 
for ſuch as are of a rarer Texture, 
as Sugar ſeems to be, are more 
eaſily broken in pieces by this inte(- 
tine Motion, and ſo melt in larger 
quantities. | 
That the Solution of Salts per De- 
liguium in the open Air, is by their 
Attraction of the aqueous Particles 
from the Air, is manifeſt from this 
conſtant Obſervation, That nothing 
haſtens this kind of Solution, more 
than the Moiſture of the Place and 
Weather. Hence the Water, which 
is thus contain'd in the Air, is the 
occaſion of the Increaſe of Weight 
in the Salts, when they are dif. 
ſoly'd : ſo that from an Ounce of 
Salt of Tartar, we have two Ounces 
of Oil. Juſt ſo likewiſe does Oil of 
Vitriol gain in Weight, when 'tis 
Net in the open Air, But if Salts 
be firſt reduc'd to Cryſtals, they 
will hardly diſſolve per Deliquium, 
by reaſon. of their greater. Cohe- 
ſion, and conſequently a ſtronger 


'Alkalizate, tho — diſſolve in the 


Reſiſtance to any outward Force. 
And thoſe Salts which are extracted 
from the Aſhes of Plants, and call'd 


open Air the eaſieſt of all; yet if 
once cryſtalliz'd, will not melt but 
with the utmoſt difficulty. But this 
we muſt obſerve concerning theſe 
Solutions, that by application of Fire 
they are all perform'd ſooner, and 
in larger quantities. For the igne- 
ous Particles do not only break and 
deſtroy the Coheſion of the Particles 
of Salt, butalſo increaſe the Moment 
of the- aqueous Particles, and by 
that means aſſiſt them. The ſame 
is to be ſaid of any: other Motion 
and Agitation whatever. -' "oo 

'Tis a common Notion, that tho 
Water be impiegnated with one 
Salt, till it can take no more, yet 
aſter that, it may imbibe ſome of 
another kind. This, as afhrm'd of 
Salts in general, may with good 
reaſon be doubted, For in the very 
Experiment they here give us, they 
take for granted what ought firſt to 
be prov'd, while they let the Water 
lie a long while upon the Salt, in 
order to ſaturate the Solution. For 
when the Solution has ſtood a con- 
ſiderable time, a great part of thoſe 
Salts, which firſt floated in the 
Water, ſubſides and turns to Cryſ- 
tals, So that the Water is ſo far 
from having imbibed all the ſaline 
Particles it could, that if you ſhould 
again add more of the ſame kind 
of Salt, it will without any difficul- 
ty abſorb that too. And if the Ex- 
periment be made aſter this man- 
ner, Why may we not ſuppoſe, 
that it may as well be capable of 
receiving ſome ſaline Particles of 
another kind? However, I dont 
deny, but it may ſometimes hap- 
pen, that Water, when it can take 
in no more of one kind of Salt, yet 
will very readily admit ſome of an-

other, as we find Sugar will diſ- 
ſolye in the ſtrongeſt Solution of 
common Salt that can be made. 


Nor is this any ways inconſiſtent 
with Reaſon : for ſince there is ſuch 


| a Variety in the Coheſion of Salts, 


the Water mult naturally leave that 
untouch'd which is of a more firm 
Texture, and diſſolve and imbibe 
that which is of a more looſe one. 
But it can be hardly thought, that 
this is eyer the caſe, in thoſe that 
are of the very ſame Texture, This 
will appear more clearly to us, if 


we make a nicer Inquiry into the 


Reaſon, why only a determin'd 
quantity of Salts can be diſloly'd, 
For when a good part of the ſaline 


Body is melted down in the Wa- 
ter, thoſe Corpulcles, which are f. 


already diſſoly'd, attract one ano- 
ther every way; ſo that the mutual 
Attraction of the aqueous Particles a- 
mong themſelves grows much ſtron- 
ger: when, in the mean time, the 
MStion, which at firſt was ſtrong 
upon the undiſſoly'd Maſs, is ſo bro- 
ken and languid, that at length it 
quite ceaſes. For all the Motion, 
which was firſt rais d, was owing to 
the Difference which is between the 
attractive Force of the Water, and 
that of the Salt. Therefore when 
the Attraction is equal on both ſides, 
the Motion muſt ceaſe, and ſo there 
can be no farther Solution. This 
will make us underſtand, why we 
may uſe an indefinite quantity of 
Crocus Metallorum, in the making 
of Fmetick Wine; for put in as much 
Pouder as you pleaſe, only a certain 
Portion of it will be diſſolv'd. Up- 


on this account, the Doſe of a Vo- 
mit is determin'd, not from the 
quantity of the Crocus, but that of 
the Mine. | : 
Salts are commonly reduc'd into 
Pouder, that they may diſſolve more 
eaſily ; for by that ingans, not only 
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the Coheſion is leſſen'd, but the At- 
traction is increas d. For a great 
number of Particles are hence ex- 
pos'd to the Menfiruwm, and by 


their united Forces attract the Wa- | 


ter more ſtrongly. For the ſame 
reaſon it is, that we beat the har- 
der Bodies into Plates; or take 
the Filings of them, that they may 
be more ealily corroded by the 
Acids. 

By theſe Principles we may ac- 
count for the Solution of all oth 
Bodies: to explain which exactly, 
we muſt conſider not only the Force 
of Coheſion, and Magnitude of the 
Pores, in the Body to be diſloly'd, 
but the Mptneſs to Motion, and the 
degree of Power in Men- 


ruum. 
If all theſe Particulars could be 
accurately determin'd and ſettled, 
they would very eaſily let us into the 
Reaſons of all that Variety which 
is obſery'd in Solutions, Let us 
take, for inſtance, Water and Spirit 
of Wine, whoſe Natures are very 
different; for Salts will eaſily di 
ſolve in the firſt, becauſe the aqueous. 
Particles are more ſtrong]y attracted. 
by the ſaline Corpuſcles, than they 
are by one another: whereas in Spi- 
rit of Wine, which is indeed much 
lighter than Water, but more im- 
pregnated with ſaline Particles, they 
continue untouch'd. So that the 
Particles of the Spirit, upon account 
of the Minuteneſs of their Bulk, at- 
tracting one another more ſtrongly 
than they do the Salts, are not able 
to break the Coheſion of the Parti- 
cles of Salt. From the ſame Cauſe 
it is, that the Feathers of Water- 
Fowl, and fat Subſtances, receive 
no Moiſture when they are put in- 
to Water. On the contrary, Spi- 
rit of Mine eaſily diſſolves Re- 
ſins, which Water can by no 
means do; the Particles of Reſin 
b 2 ſeem 
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ſeem to be fo cloſely united and 
compact, as to leave but very ſmall 
Interſtices, into which the Corpuſ- 
cles of the Water can't enter, but 
- thoſe of the Spirit can very eaſily, 
| becauſe their Bulk is ſo much ſmal- 
ler. , 

Corroſion, with the Chymiſts, is 
a Diſſolution of Bodies, either by 
an Acid or Saline Menfiruum ; ſo 
that what we have already ſaid, will 
afford us ſome aſſiſtance in explain- 
ing this too. This is peculiar to 
Corroſion, that it is almoſt wholly 
deſign'd for the Reſolution of Bo- 
dies which are more ſtrongly com- 
pacted, ſuch as Bones and Metals : 
ſo that ſaline Menſtruums ſeem to 
have a very conſiderable Moment or 
Force ; the Reaſon of which it = 
not be amiſs to trace out more diſ- 
tinctly. Theſe Liquors, whether 
Acid or Urinoxs, are nothing but 
Salts diluted with a little Phlegm. 
Therefore theſe being ſolid, and con- 
ſequently containing a conſiderable 
Quantity of Matter, do both attra& 
one another more, and are alſo 
more attracted by the Particles of 
the Body, which is to be diffoly'd : 
And as their Attractions at equal 
Diſtances are proportional to heir 
Bulks, ceteris paribus ; ſo when the 
more ſolid Bodies are put into /a- 
line Menſtruums, the Attraction is 
ſtronger here than in other Solu- 
tions ; and the Motion, which is al- 


ways proportionable to the Attrac- 


tion, more violent. And we may 
eaſily conceive, how when the Mo- 
tion is increas'd in this manner, it 
ſhould drive the Salts, like ſo many 
Darts, into the Pores of the Bodies, 
and open and looſen the Coheſion 
of them, tho ever ſo firm. And 
we are to obſerve this in Corroſion, 
that the more minute the Particles 
of the Menſtruum are, they pene- 
trate the ſooner; and with the greater 
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force. For the Motion, which At» 
tration produces, is always greateſt 
and — conſiderable in the leaſt 
Corpuſcles, and is almoſt next to 
nothing in the large ones. For a 
ſmall Corpuſcle is carry'd with a 
conſiderable Velocity, when a grea- 
ter, by reaſon of its large Surface, 
is often obſtructed by — ambient 
Fluid, and depriv'd of Motion. 
And there is another Advanta 
gain'd by this Minuteneſs of the | 
Particles; in that they approach 
nearer the Body to be Ale 
without which the attractive Force 
will not be felt. Hence thoſe ve 
Salts, which diſſolv'd in Water w 


_ touch Metals, yet if once 


turn'd into Acid Spirits, will eaſil 
penetrate and diſſolve them. For a 
ter Diſtillation not only a leſs quan- 
tity of Water remains, but the ſa- 
line Bodies are ſo minutely divided 
and broken by the Fire as to make 
them more capable of being moy'd 
by an attractive Force; therefore 
ſuch a diſtilld Menſtruum is much 
more efficacious than any ſimple So- 
lution of Salt in Water. 

What concerns the Solution of 
Reſins, Sulphurs, Gums, and ſuch 
like Bodies produc'd from vegetable 
Subſtances, comes properly to be 
conſider'd under other Heads; as 
that of Digeſtion, and the Difference 
of Menſiruums : Only in this place 
we ſhall juſt take notice, that Gums 
and viſcous Bodies do not ſo ſoon 
diſſolve in Spirit of Wine as in com- 
mon Water; becauſe as their Co- 
heſions are ftrengthen'd by the large 
Contact of the Surfaces of their 
conſtituent Parts, and as Spirit of 
Wine conſiſts of very ſmall Parts, 
which therefore ſtrongly attract one 
another, they are by this means 
unfitted to influence each other : 


whereas a Particle of Water having 


more Surface than à Particle of 
Spirit 


- Spirit of Wine, it touches a Parti- 

cle of Gum in many more Points, 
and therefore more forcibly draws to 
it, and unites with it : and for the 
fame reaſon it is that cold Water 
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likewiſe ſooner diſſolves theſe Sub” 
ſtances than hot, becauſe its Parti- 
cles are broke ſmaller by Heat, and 
ey approach nearer to the Na- 
ture of Spirit, |

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S ECT. VII. 


Of the Difference of Menſtruums. 


HERE has been a great buſ- 

tle amongſt Authors about 
Menſtruums, and many Hypotheſes 
have been invented to explicate why 
ſome Bodies diſſolve in a Saline Men- 
flruum, as Metals; others in a Sul- 
phureous, as Reſins ; and others ay 
gain in an Aqueous one, as Salts : 
particularly great Controverſies have 
ariſen about Aqua Fortis, and 4 
Regia ; why the firſt diflolves Silver, 
and not Geld; and why the latter 
diſſolves Gold, yet does not touch 
Silver. But whatever they advance 
to ſolve this Phenomenon, is ſo very 
precarious, that their Arguments 
won't be thought of any force amo 
ſound Philoſophers. This indeed is 
one of the moſt difficult and abſtruſe 
Enquiries in the Chymical Pharmacy; 
however, theſame Principles hither- 
to made uſe of may ſet it in a clear 
Light. That we may have a better 
Conception of the whole Matter, 
let us bring it to a Calculation. It 
will, 1 think, be readily granted, 
that the Cavity of the Pores in 
Gold is not ſo great as that of the 
Pores in Sil ver, becauſe its Gravity 
does much exceed the Gravity of 
Silver, Let us therefore ſuppoſe 
the Diameters of their Pores to be 
as 2 to I ; then it will follow, that 
Corpuſcles, fit to penetrate Gold, 
muſt be eight times leſs than thoſe 


that will enter Silver. Let us again 


ſuppoſe that the Attractive Force in 
Gold is to that in Silver, as 2 to 1, 
or as 40 to 20. Farther, let the 
Diameters of the Particles, which 
compoſe Aqua Fortis, be twice as 
big as thoſe of the Pores of Gold, 
ſo that they can never enter or pe- 


'netrate it; and let the Force, with 


which Silver attracts Aqua Fortis, 
compar'd with the Force whereby 
the Particles of that Menſtruum at- 
tract one another, be as 20 to 123 
and the Coheſion of the Silver, to 
the Moment with which the Parti- 
cles of Aqua Fortis ruſh againſt it, 
as 8 to 3 : which degree of Force 
will be ſufficient to break the Tex- 
ture of the Silver. Laſtly, ſuppoſe 
the Coheſion of the Pariicles of Gold 
to be to that of Silver, as 3 to 2. 
Now upon diſſolving Sal Armoniac 
in Aqua Fortis, there ariſes, as is well 
known by Experience, ſuch a vehe- 
ment Fermentation, that unleſs the 
Aqua Fortis be pour'd on leiſurely, 
by little and little, the containi 

Glaſs muſt burſt, So that from this 
violent Motion, and the continual 
Colliſion of the Particles one againſt 
another, we may very well conclude 
their Diameters to be leſſen'd half, 
and at length become ſo ſinall, as to 


be capable of entring the Pores of 


Gold. We ſhould take notice alſo, that 
the Force of the Menſtruum is much 
increaſed, when Sal Armoniac, or 

Bay 


28 
Bay Salt is diſſolved in the Agua 
Forts, i. e. the Force whereby the 
Particles of the Menſtrunm attract 
one another, is increaſed by the Ad- 
dition of thoſe Corpuſcles, which 
are very attractive: whereas there- 
fore the Force of the Menſtruum was 
before as 12, let us ſuppoſe it now 
to be advanc'd to a6, when the 4. 
qua Fortis is turn'd into Aqua Regia. 
Hence, if you compare the attrac- 
tive Force, you will find, that of the 
Silver to Aqua Regia, is as 20 to 16. 
and the Velocity, with which the Cor- 
puſcles of Aqua Regia ruſh upon the 

Silver, will * proportional to the 
Difference of Attraction, viz. 4. If 
all the Particles in Aqua Regia were 
juſt as big as they are in Aqua For- 
is, then their Quantity of Motion 
would bear the ſame Proportion to 
the Coheſion of the Silver, as 4to 3. 
But by Suppoſition, each Particle is 
eight times leſs, and conſequently 
muſt have but the eighth part of the 
Moment; fo that the Moment, with 
which the Corpuſcles of Aqua-Regia 
act upon the Silver, compar'd with 
the Coheſion of the Metal, will be 
as 7, or £ to 3, i. e. as 1 to 6. 
Hence 'tis evident, that in theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, Silver cannot be diſ- 
ſolv'd by Aqua Regia; but if we 
compare the attractive Force in 
Gold to that in Aqua Regia, we 
ſhall find it as 40 to 16. therefore 
the Velocity with which the Parti- 
cles of it attack the Gold, will be 
as the Difference; viz. 24. which 
Number multiply'd by 4, (i. e. the 
Magnitude of the Particles) will give 
us the Quantity of Motion, equal to 
32, or 3. We ſuppos'd the Cohe- 
ſion of Gold to be 2, which being 
exceeded by the Force of the Men- 
firuum, mult yield to it, and be diſ- 
ſolv'd. If upon comparing the At- 
traction of the two Metals, that of 
Gold be triple, when the Attraction 
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of Silver is 20, that of Gold will 


be 60; and the Difference, which 
there is between the attractive Force 


of Gold and Aqua Regia, Viz. 44, 


multiply'd by; (the Magnitude of 
the Particles in Aqua Regia) will 
give a Moment equal to #4, or *. 


And ſince the Force of Reſiſtance, 


or Coheſion, is as 2, the Moment 
will be to that as 3 to 2, or as 11 
to 4 ; that is, it will exceed it al · 
molt thrice. The Examples we have 
iven may be vary'd infinite ways, 
— it will come to the ſame thing, 
whatever Numbers are apply'd : but 
to make the Matter more general, 
let us ſuppoſe the Attraction of Gald 
to that G Silver, to be as 4 to 3 
and of Silver to Aqua Fortis, as 
to 4; but that of Aqua Fortis to 
Aqua Regia, as d toe, Let F ſig- 
nity the Magnitude of the Particles 
ih Aqua Fortis, and r thoſe in Aqua 
Regia; c the Coheſion of Gold, and 
g the Coheſion of Silver. If the 
Diameters of the Particles f, are grea- 
ter than the Diameters of the Pores 
of Gold, they can never diſſolve the 
Gold, let their attractive Force be 


ever ſo ſtrong, But if þ——d x f 
exceeds g, then the Silver will yield 
to that Menſtruum, whoſe Particles 


are f, and leſs than the Pores of 


Silver: And if b——ex r is leſs 
than g, the Silver will never diſſolve 
in that Menſtruum, the Particles of 
which are r, and the attractive 


Force e. But if a x r be grea- 
ter than c, the AMenſtruum, made 
up of the Particles r, and whoſe 
attractive Force is e, Will be able ta 
penetrate and diffolve the Gold. 
Now becauſe, in this caſe, the in- 
determinate Letters are more than 
the given Quantities, it is evident, 
this Problem may be worked ſeve- 
ral ways, every one of which will 
equally ſolve the Queſtion ; b 

| ant jo: 


Seq. 8. 
as yet we are not fully acquainted 
wich the Proportion there is betwixt 
the Pores and Coheſion of Gold and 
Silver, nor with the Proportion of 
the attractive Forces of the Metals, 
and the Menſtruums, which is ne- 
ceſſary to make this Solution: Tho 
perhaps, when Experiments are more

accurately made, and examin d by 
Mechanical Principles, we may no 
longer remain in Ignorance about

them. At preſent, tis enough for 
our purpoſe, if from Numbers and 
Calculations we can point out the

SECT, VII. 


— 


Of Extraction. 


Xtraftion, taken in its largeſt 
Senſe, ſignifies any Solution 
made by Menſtruums, unleſs there 
be allow'd, as perhaps very well 
may, this difference betwixt them, 
That in Solution the Menſiruums 
abſorb the whole 222 of the 
Body; but in this, they o 
off —— Particles of it: 1 
this Senſe Camphire is difloly'd in 
Spirit of Wine, But Jalap is more 
properly ſaid to be extracted; for 
the Reſin only is difloly'd in the 
Menſiruum, the other Particles * 
ing left almoſt untouch'd. But t 
Extraction now to be treated of, is 
ſuch an Inſpiſſation, or thickning of 
a Solution, as when a certain Quan- 
tity of the Menſtruum is drawn off, 
the remaining Mixture is reduc'd to 
the Conſiſtence of Honey. Thus 
after the Tincture from Saffron has 
been plentifully drawn with Spirit 
of Wine, afterwards the Spirit is 
drawn away by Diſtillation, to half 
the Quantity, and then the Remain- 
der is placed upon Sand, in an open 
Veſſel, to the end that the remaining 
Moiſture on] evaporate as far as ne- 
ceſſary. By this Contrivance, the 
Particles of the Saffron are ſo broken, 
and divided by the Spirit, that they 
very eaſily mix with it, and produce 


a ſufficiently liquid Tincture; but 
there being ſcarce any Spirit left af- 
ter Diſtillation, the remaining Mat- 
ter muſt neceſlarily thicken ; and 
when it is put into an open Veſſel, 
and the more ſubtile Parts are diſſi- 
pated by the Force of the Fire, it 
will be reduc'd into a much thicker 
Conſiſtence than it was before, which 
is then call'd an Extract. The ſame 
Proceſs is uſed in making the Extracts 
of Gentian, Liqueriſe, Extr. Euſta- 
chu, and the Aloephangin Pill; where 
the Spirit is drawn away by Diſtilla- 
tion, and will ſerye the ſame Purpoſes 
over again. Sometimes the Juices of 
Vegetables run of themſelves into 
Extracts. Extraction as perform'd af+ 
terthis manner, does not require any 
long Diſcourſe to explain ; ſince 
whatever has been ſaid of Digeſtion, 
may very well be apply d to it. 
Extrafts are chiefly made from 
Vegetables, and require different 
Menſiruums, according to the diffe- 
rent Nature of the Plants; as may be 
obſery'd, eſpecially in Extracts from 
Gums : for lach of theſe as are Muci- 
laginous, as Gum Arabic, Tragacanth, 
&c, are not eaſily diſſoly'd but in - 
queous Liquors; on the other hand, 
Reſinous Gums, as Galbanum, Scam- 
mony, &c, mult have high rectified 
: Spirits 
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Spirits to diſſolve them. There 
are others again of a middle Na- 
tre, which may be diffoly'd in ei- 
ther ſort of Menſtruums, tho not 
ſo eaſily in one as in the other. 
Thus Aloes and Rhubarb, which are 
ſomething reſinous, are better made 
into Extracts with Spirit of Wine, 
than Water, But Plants, which a- 
bound leſs with Reſin, ſuch as Helle- 
bore, &c. are more commodiouſly 
extracted with Water, than with Spi- 
rit of Wine. If we would there- 
fore perform Extraction as it ſhould 
be, we ought to find out a proper 
Menſiruum, and one which is as 
it were a-kin to the Body to be 
extracted, | 
There have been more pains be- 
ſtow'd upon the Extraction of O- 
um, than of any thing beſides, it 
eing one of the moſt noble Medi- 
cines we have; and it is ſtill in diſ- 
ute, what is the moſt * Men- 
m for it. Twould be a tedi- 
ous Buſineſs to relate all the Forms 
and Proceſſes given us of this Ope- 
ration, *twill be . juſt to touch 
upon one or two of them: Sonie 
ettract Opium by the help of A.- 
cid Aae after it has been 
evaporated, either upon live Coals, 
or kindled Brim tone; that the Nar- 
cotick Strength of the Opium may 
be fix'd and corrected: but this 
way of obtzining the Extract of 
Opium is all trifling, unleſs we 
would uſe a Caput Mortuum for 
an Extract, inſtead of a Medicine; 
for the more ſubtile part of the 
Opium, that abounds moſt with vo- 
latile Salt, flies away upon the 
Application of Fire or Heat. Far- 
ther, it ſeems very injudicious to 
make uſe of Acids ; for if we exa- 
mine the Virtue of Opium, we ſhall 
find, that Acids are quits contrary 
to it. Acids coagulate, and induce 
@ Zentor on the Blood; whereas 


nothing in the World does more 
effeQually attenuate it than Opium. 
So that to join Acids with Opium, 
for the Intention of Curing, is juſt 
like a Surgeon's blunting Edge 
of his Inſtrument, that he may make 
the better Inciſion. And for the 
ſame reaſon, the Acid Juices of Ve- 
getables, with which Opium is wont 
to be fermented, will hardly eſcape 
Cenſure, when they come to be ex- 
amin'd, how little ſoever they may 
diminiſh its Virtue, Others add 
Salt of Tartar, which is cry'd up ſo 
much, as to obtain the Name of the 
Correttor of Opium; but as there is 
eat matter of hurt in it, ſo no 


no 
mighty — is to be had from 
it: for Opium has no need of this 


Salt to facilitate its Extraction, ſince 
it diſſolves in a Menſtruum readily 
enough of it ſelf ; nor is that Me- 
dicine, which aſſuages Pain ſo mi- 
raculouſly, of ſuch a ſavageand ma- 
2 Nature, as to ſtand in need 
of being tam'd and corrected in that 
Without doubt that Cor- 
the Antients, ho- 
ever improperly ſo call'd, was much 
better, who always mixed Aroma- 
ticks with their Opiates, by which 
the Force of the Opium was broke 
ſo little, that it rather acquir'd from 
them a new and greater Virtue for 
Medicinal Uſes, For this reaſon 
Dr. Sydenham, in imitation of the 
Antients, puts Saffron, Cinnamon, 
and Cloves into his Laudanum. The 
other Menſtruums, made uſe of to 
extract Opium, are Spirit of Wine, 
Wine it ſelf, and Water, and each 
of them has its Champions and De- 
fenders; tho perhaps the Quarrel 
may be fairly ended, if we give the 
Preference to Wine: for, not to 
mention, that Spirit of Wine is too 
hot for ſome Conſtitutions, it too 
plentifully abſorbs the reſinous part 
of the Opium, and ſo often oc- 

| | caſions 


manner. 
rection, us'd b 
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caſions Loathings and Gripes. Be- 
ſides, all hot Spirits produce a Co- 
agulum in the Blood, which is quite 
contrary to the Nature of Opium, 
as has been taken notice of already. 
On the other hand, tho Water ex- 
tracts Opium well enough, yet, by 
reaſon of its Weakneſs, 'tis not ve- 
agreeable to the Stomach, eſpeci- 
ally of one that is ſick. But Wine, 
eſpecially Canary and Sherry, have 
none of theſe Faults; for they don't 
only very well extract the Volatile 
Salt of Opium, which contains the 
reateſt Virtue of the Remedy, but 
y are both very grateful to the 
Stomach, and ſerve as a Vehicle to 
convey the Medicine thro all the 
Stages of Circulation of the Blood 
and Spirits. 
One may obſerve, that when Tinc- 
tures are extracted by Digeſtion, they 
are very much ſaturated ; but being 
afterwardsdrawn off by Diſtillation, 
the Menſtrua recover their antient 
Colour. For when the Abſtrattion, 
by the Alembick, is perform'd with 
a ſtrong Fire, the Particles of the 
Liquors do ſo rarify, that they very 
ickly aſcend, by reaſon of their 
pecific Lightneſs, Which may be 
obſerved eſpecially in Spirit of 
Wine, there being no Menſiruum 
more apt to rarify than that. But 
the minute Particles of Bodies, which 
ſwim in theſe Liquors, and tinge 
them with a certain Colour, how 
thin and ſubtile ſoever they are, yet 
being uncapable of Rarifaction bo 
cauſe of their Solidity, they are de- 
ſerted almoſt entirely by the Volatile 
Menſiruum, and can't be drawn off 


-. 


from the Cucurbit, But tho they 


| ſhould, by the Force and Aſſiſtance 


of Fire, attempt to riſe, they can 
never aſcend to the top of. the 
Alembick ; but by the force of their 
natural Gravity, fall down again, 
and precipitate, In this manner, 
thoſe Liquors, which are abſtrac- 
ted from Iinctures, keep their 
per Nature, and retain no fl 
But ſometimes the more light Cor- 
puſcles, ſuch as taoſe of Opium, 
Saffron, &c. riſe together with the 
Menſiruum into the Receiver ; which 
may be perceiy'd both by Taſte 
pas Smell, tho they are not ſo nu- 
merous as to give a Tincture to the 
Menſtruum. | 

Thus Extraction is uſually per- 
form'd ; but its Uſe does not — ; 
to be ſo great in Phyſic, as is gene- 
rally imagin'd. For almoſt all the 
more ſubtile Particles fly away, and 
are diſſipated, either when the Men- 
ſtruum is drawn off by Diſtillation, 
or when it eyaporates in the open 
Air. So that if thoſe Particles are 
any ways uſeful in Medicine, tis to 
no purpoſe to ſeek for them in Ex- 
tracts; but if we would have only 
a Collection of the more groſs and 
unactive Parts, there is no other kind 
of Operation, which will ſo happily 
ſupply us with them. It is alſo of 
ſervice, to clear ſome Gums and Re- 
ſins from Droſs: as the genuine Sub- 
ſtance is taken up by a proper Men- 
firuum, _ _— that is hetero- 

eneous behind; ſo by evaporati 

* Menſtruum again, * Reſin, 2 
whatſoever of that nature it is, will 
be reſtor d to its utmoſt Purity. 


SECT, 
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Oy Cryſtallization: 


AT'HIS is ſuch a Combination 
h of ſaline Partieles, as reſem- 
bles the Form of Cryſtal, bnt va- 
riouſly modify'd, according to the 
Nature and Texture of the Salts. 
The Method uſed herein is this: 
The faline Body is diſſolv'd in Wa- 
ter; afterwards theSolution is filter'd, 
which being evaporated till a little 
Film appears on the Surface, it ſpon- 
taneouſly runs into Cryſtal. Diſſolu- 
tion and Filtration are made uſe of, 
that the Salts may be purged from all 
their Droſs; for We eile, if any fo- 
reign Matter ſhould get in, not only 
the Tranſparency of the Cryſtals 
would be impair'd, but the Figure 
alſo would be mangled and broken. 
Theſe Salts therefore being in this 
manner waſh'd and purg'd afreſh, the 
Water (as being of no further uſe) 
| 45 taken off by Evaporation ; which 
is done with a deſign, that the re- 
maining Solution ſhould be more 
faturated. And this Saturation of 
the Solution is neceſſary, that a 
. greater quantity of the Salts might 
run into Cryſtals, - Now theſe be- 
ing nothing elſe but a Congeries of 
the ſaline Particles, if the Cauſe of 
-this Union is ſhewn, you will eaſily 
perceive why they cannot ſubſide 
in a more diluted Aſenſtruum. Now 
this Compoſition ariſes from that 
attractive Force, by which Salts, 
which are near one another, do na- 
turally ſtrive to coaleſce and unite : 
wich they do ſo much the eaſier, 
the nearer they are to one another. 
For the Force of Attraction exerting 


it ſelf moſt at the point of Contact, 


that retains its Heat. 


is the cauſe of its being little or no- 
thing, when Bodies are removed to 
a greater diſtance. Hence Salts, ve- 
ry much diluted with cold Water; 
ſcarcely attract at all, becauſe they 
are kept at too great a diſtance one 
trom another, and hereupon remain 
quiet in their reſpective Situations z 
and tho the Solution ſhould be 
ſtronger, it would part with its Salts 
but very ſparingly, without Eva- 
ration : but by letting the Water e- 
vaporate till there appear a thin Skin, 
the Salts are plac'd fo near as almoſt 
to touch one another; and conſe- 
quently they will attract one ano- 
ther very ſtrongly: and being very 


cloſely and intimately united, they 


are ſorm'd as it were into ſo many 


little Lumps or Bundles. 


If any ſaline Solution were to be 
left to it ſelſ for ſome time, the Cryſ- 
tals would precipitate, and fall of 
their own accord: for the Water, 
which obſtructs the Coheſion of the 


Salts,does ſome way or other exhale. 


But the very ſame Salts being diſ- 
foly'din warm Water, do quickly and 
eaſily melt and ſwim in it; nor do 
they run into Cryſtals, ſo long as 
For the Mo- 
tion, excited by the Heat, hinders 
and deſtroys the Motion ariſing from 
the attractive Force. But as ſoon as 
the Water turns cold, and the Parts 
of it are at reſt, the Salts now being 
able to approach one another, ex- 
ert their attractive Force, and ſo u- 
nite themſelves into Cryſtals, | 
Hitherto has been explain'd the 
Reaſonof Cryſtallization : as for the

Sect. 9. „X. 
Figures, are obvious to every 
Bebolder 1 255 their Beauty and Va- 
riety are ſo admirable, that there is 
| ſcarce any _ in nature, which 

can entertain the Eye more agree- 
ably. The Figures of theſe are ſome- 
times ſeen by the naked Eye, but 
by the help of Microſcopes are diſ- 
cern'd much better. In common Salt 
we plainly diſcover Quadrilateral 
Pyramids, with ſquare Baſes, In 
Sugar, the ſame Pyramids, with ob- 
long and rectangular Baſes, In 
Alum, they riſe with ſix ſides, ſup- 
ported with a hexa onal Baſe. The 
Cryſtals of Vitriol very much re- 
ſemble Icicles, united one to ano- 
ther with great variety, among 
which lie ſome Polygons, as may 


be diſcover'd with the naked Eye. 


Sal Armoniac very elegantly imitates 
the Branches of a Tree, and that ot 
Hart ſhorn looks like a Quiver of Ar- 
rows. Glauber's Sal Mirabile, which 
is made of common Salt and Vitriol, 
exhibits the Figure of both thoſe Salts, 
Nitre appears in certain Priſmatical 
Columns, not much unlike Bundles 
of Sticks; among which there are 
interſpers'd ſome Rhomboides, and 
Pentagons, which ſeem to come 
very near thoſe of common Salt. 
Hence Lemery very juſtly remark'd, 
that Nitre could not be purify'd by 
any Art or Contrivance whatever, 
bur ſomething of a Sal Gem, or Foſſil 
Salt, would flick to it. 
Tin out- does all for Beauty, in which 
are Lines like little Needles, er 
ing themſelves every where from a 
Point as from a Center, ſo as to re- 
preſent a Star, much like what we 
ſee in the Regulus Martis. 
But this is very peculiar in theſe 
Salts, that let them be ever ſo di- 
vided and reduced into minute Par- 
ticles, yet when they are form'd into 
Cryſtals, they each of them re- 
aſſume their proper Shape; ſo that 


But Salt of 
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one might as eaſily diveſt and de- 
prive them of their Saltneſs, as of 
their Figure, This being an immu- 
table and perpetual Law, by know- 
ing the Figure of the Cryſtals; we 
may underftand what the Texture of 
the Particles ought to be, which 

can form thoſe Cryſtals, And on 

the other hand, by knowing the 

Texture of the Particles, we may 

determine the Figures of the Cryt- 

tals, For ſince the Figures of the 

moſt ſimple Parts remain always the 

ſame, tis evident the Figures which 

they run into, when compounded 

and united, muſt be uniform and 
conſtant. And ſince the Force of 
Attraction is ſtronger on one ſide of 
the ſame Particle than another, there 
will conſtantly be a greater Concres 

tion of Salts upon thoſe Sides, which 

attract more 3 From hence 

it may be eaſily demonſtrated, that 

the Figure of the leaſt Particles is 

intirely different from that which ap- 

_ in the Cryſtal. But we muſt 

eave this to the Mathematicians, 

leſt we ſhould ſeem to invade their 

Province, 

From this Theory of the Aſſocia- 
tion and Combination of Salts, we 
may learn how to avoid ſuch Con- 
junctions in thoſe Preparations, 
where the Nature of the Medicine 
requires them to be kept aſunder, 
and in a ſtate of Solution; as in 
Syrups, Confections, and Fleftuaries; 
For in theſe Forms, as much Care 
is neceſſary to prevent the Sugar or 
e, contain'd in their Compoſi- 
tion from running into ſuch Com- 
binations, or Candyinq, as it is uſu- 
ally term'd, as in the former to af 
ſift ſuch a Conjunction. 

For this purpoſe, in the Prepara- 
tion of thoſe Medicines, every part 
ought to be manag'd ſo as to pre- 
vent the too near Approach of thoſe 
attractiye ſaline Particles to one ano- 
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ther. The Fire ought therefore to 
have as little ſnare herein as poſſi- 
ble: for in boiling thoſe Syrups 
which have a double quantity of 
Sugar allow'd to that of the Liquor, 
if the Diſſolution is not by a vey 
entle Heat, the Fire will carry o 
FA much, as not to leave a Sufficien- 
cy to keep the Particles of Sugar 
from ſuch a near Approach, as will 
draw them into mutual Contact: 
That is, after the Syrup comes to 
ſtand ſome time, it will candy, 
which is quite out of the Intention 
of the Medicine, In Syrups made 
of acid or auſtere Juices, as thoſe of 
Lemons, Raſpberries, Quinces, and the 
like ; theSugar is much more inclin- 
able to do ſo, as the Particles of ſuch 
Juices are more apt to favour ſuch 
Intercourſes, by their natural Diſpo- 
ſitions to draw and be drawn into 
them with the Sugar. In the ma- 
king therefore of all ſuch Medicines, 
it is much om to N 8 the Su- 
r gradually in the Juice, by putti 
> lie at a e and CLE dür 
ring it; for without the help of wy 
Heat at all, they will in time diſ- 
ſolve Sugar enough to render 'em of 
a due Conſiſtence : and there is this 
farther Advantage in this Method, 
that the ſame which preyents its cun- 
ning into Candy, by preſerving the 


more fluid and volatile Parts, pre- 


ſeryes likewiſe in a much omen de- 

ee the natural Flavour of the Juice 
of which the Syrup is made, becauſe 
in boiling it flies off with the Steam, 
In this way indeed, if the Juice is 
notdul 0 until it is fully ſated, 
and will diſlolye no more, it will be 
apt to corrupt and be ſpoil'd in the 
other Extreme; but this is eaſily 

vented with Care. 

In boiling up likewiſe thoſe Sy- 
rups to a Conſiſteney, which have 
not ſo great a Proportion of Sugar 
allow'd them, in regard to the Li- 
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quor when firſt mix'd; if they be 
boil'd too high, as it is generally 
call'd, the Particles of Sugar having 
not Fluid enough left to keep them 


at a ſufficient diſtance from each 


other, they will attra& one another, 
and run into Candy. This likewiſe 
ſpoils many of the Confections, where 

ere are not Species or Pouders e- 
nough to prevent ſuch Contacts and 
Coheſions. 

And here it may not be amiſs to 
premiſe a word or two in general, 
with relation to all thoſe lectuaries 
which have three fourths of Hon 
or thereabouts, in their Comme 
tion. The Honey is order'd to be 
clarify'd or deſpumated, and it is the 
uſual Practice of the Shops ſo to do; 
which is to diſſolve it over the Fire, 
and continue the Heat till it throws 
up a large Scum, which is taken 
off, and the Remainder left tranſ- 
parent, By this means, under a 
Notion of taking away ſome Im- 
purities from the Honey, it is di- 
veſted of thoſe Parts which were 
neceſſary to keep it from candyi 
For by continual Experience it 1s 
found how very powerful the Parts 
of Honey are, in attracting one 
another; therefore unleſs they be 
much divided by other Bodies, they 
will run together : ſo that by this 
Error it often happens, that thoſe 
Medicines which _ ſo much of 


this in their Compoſition, are ſpoil d 


by candying, and even the capital 
ones, as Venice-Treacle, Mithridate, 
&c. Therefore to keep thoſe Me- 
dicines ſmooth, and in a due Con- 
ſiſtence, which is always a great 
part of their Excellency ; it is much 
more proper not to clarify the Ho-, 
ney at all,but meltit only juſt enough 


to admit of a Mixture with the Spe- 


cies, In which Management they 
will never be found to candy. For 
this purpoſe indeed Care, mop be 

taken,

taken, that the Honey be as clear 
from Motes or Droſs as -poſlible ; 
but that it almoſt conſtantly is, un- 
leſs for what may accidentally be 
upon the Surface, or at Bottom, 
which is owing to this, that upon 
its firſt Preſſure from the Comb, 
the Inclination of its Parts to each 
other * ſo great, as = work out 
in its candying or fixing, ev 

thing which is of a different — 
ture, and foreign thereunto: there- 
fore there - is no Ground for 
thoſe Apprehenſions of Impurity, 
upon which its Deſpumation or 
+ » ee is erroneouſly foun- 
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As to this Head therefore, this 
general Rule ought to be obſery'd 
in both the Pharmacies; that where 
a Combination of Salts, or ſuch 
Bodies as attract and cohere toge- 
ther, is intended, all interpoſi 
Matter ought as much as poſlible 
to be remoy'd, which is in moſt 
caſes to be done with Fire : bur 
where ſuch Combinations are not 
only out of the Intention of the 
Operator, but injurious to the Me- 
dicine he has under Management; 
ſuch Hindrances muſt be carefull 
preſery'd, and therefore Fire in ſu 
matters is to be as little employ'd 
as poſlible. 


i a * Ae * 
Of Incorporation. 


'HE Proceſs, thus term'd in 
Pharmacy, is employ'd in 
bringing and joining together, by 
the Interpoſition of a particular Bo- 
dy, ſuch others, as in themſelves are 
incapable, or yery difficult to be 
mix'd together. This indeed is not 
concern'd in any of the ſtandi 
Shop-Medicines of the Galenical 
Pharmacy, but frequemly occurs in 
the Preſcriptions of Phyſicians, when 
they order ' ſuch things together, 
which either for Decency or Conve- 
niency of taking, are thus to be 
mix'd, So in thoſe Forms call'd 
Eclegma's and Linctuss, Syrups and 
Oils are preſcribed together, which 


by putting only into a Veſſel will not 


intimately unite ; but upon rubbing 
fine a ſmall Portion of Sugar, Salt, 
or any Subſtance of the like nature, 
with the Syrup firſt, and then gra- 
dually dropping in the Oil, they will 
join into a ſmooth uniform Sub- 


ſtance, thicker than either was bee 
fore in Separation. 

To underſtand this aright, it is 
neceſſary to take notice, that the. 
reaſon why theſe Bodies do not in- 
corporate of themſelves, is, becauſe, 
as is the Caſe in all viſcid light Bo- 
dies, they have but very weak attrac- 
tive Powers, and their Coheſions 
with one another are very great, be- 
ing according to their Contacts: and 
therefore when they are put together, 
their mutual Attractions are not great 
enough to overcome their reſpective 
Coheſions, which in other words 
is, they will not mix : but when a 
third Subſtance is join'd with them 
in ſuch a manner, as to open and 
diſſociate their Parts, and lelen their 
Contacts and Coheſions with one 
another; they will readily join. 
And as their conſtituent Parts have 
a great deal of Surface in reſpect to 
their Solidities, the more they con- 

D 2 tinue 
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tinue ſtill to be parted reſpectively 
by farther Mixture with each other, 
the compound Body they form, 
will be leſs fluid, or of a thicker 
Conſiſtency; for the Fluidities of 
all Bodies ars as the Gravities of 
their conſtituent Parts, in propor- 
tion to their Surfaces, as was be- 
fore obſerved, And upon the ſame 
Theory we may proceed to AC- 
count tor the entire loſs of Fluidi- 
ty, by a Mixture of ſome certain 
Fluids; but as this is'of no great Im- 
portance in the —— Affair, thus 
* be ſuthcient to our Pur- 

e. 6 
The ſame way of Reaſoning like- 
wiſe accounts for the mixture of ſe- 
veral Turpentines and Balſams with 
aqueous Lis by the Interpoſi- 
tion of the Yolk of an Egg; which 
by being long beat and mixed 
with the Balſam or Turpentine, ſo 
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divides and opens the Texture and 
Coheſion of their Parts, as fits them 


to join with a Body they would not 


before touch. 

The Amalgamation of Metals, and 
ſome cher Proceiles in the Chymi- 
cal Pharmacy, tho not foreign to this 
Head, have been too frequently 
hinted at already in ſeveral of the 
preceding Pages, to require any far- 
ther Explication: and what under 
this Article has been advanc'd, was 
not indeed ſo expreſly neceſſary. 
with regard to any Diſpenſatory 
Compoſitions; but as it frequently 
occurs in the Practical Shops, it may 
not be amiſs to have ſaid thus mu 
of it; the Perſons uſually em- 
ploy'd therein, not being. otten o- 
verſtocked with Theory, and the 
true Grounds of Procedure, even in 
the moſt eaſy parts of their Pro- 
feſſion.

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SECT. XI. 
Of Filtration. 


TD HIS is a Method by which 
A Liquors are render'd fine and 
clear, and is chiefly concerned in 
Tinctures, when ſome Portion is 
drawn from the Ingredients, or ſuſ- 
pended in the Menſtruum, which is 
not _ neceſſary thereto, but diſturbs 
and renders the whole unpleaſant 
and diſagreeable both to the Palate 
and Sight. 

; There.is a Filtration, which has 
much tortured the Philoſophy of 
ſome Ages to account for, pertorm'd 
by the Aſcent of the finer parts of a 
Liquor up a Chord or Skain of Cot- 
ton, or ſuch like matter, which is 
contrived to drop over into another 
Veſſel, and leave the groſſer part 
behind; but as this has little or no 


place in Practice, it is not worth 
taking up any time about. 

The Filtration in uſe, is ſtrainin 
a Liquor through a Paper, which 
by reaſon of the Smallneſs of the 
Pores admits only the finer parts 
through, and keeps the reſt be- 
hind. 

An Explication of this cannot 
but be needleſs to a Perſon even of 
the meaneſt Apprehenſion in ſuch 
Matters; it may therefore be ſuffi- 
cient, under this Head, to leave this 
general Obſervation, from whence 
will flow a very neceilary practical 
Caution, That in all Tinctures, or Li- 
2 to be made fine by this Method, 

uch only ought to be committed 
to the Filtre, whoſe Medicinal Effi- 
FE | | cacies 
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cacies ariſe from the fineſt and moſt 
minute Parts; othetwiſe the Medi- 
cine will remain behind, and no- 
thing but what is uſeleſs paſs thro. 
Thus only ſuch Tinctures are to be 
better'd by this Management, which 
with a 
folve and take up Reſins and the 
moſt volatile Sulphurs : becauſe ſuch 
a Menſtruum unites with thoſe Bo- 
dies in ſuch very ſmall Parts, and 


1 Menſtruum diſ- 
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attracts them ſo ſtrongly when in 
Contact, that they will not be parted 
in the Filtre, but continue — e- 
nough to paſs thro together. But in 
moſt Decoctions of Plants and Roots, 
and other Ingredients with Water, 
the Medicinal Virtues of which may 
conſiſt in ſome of the groſſer Parts; 
they are not to be treated this way, 
but come under the following Ma- 
nagement. 


SECT. xn. 
Of Clarification and Depuration. 


NOTHER way of improvi 

ſome Medicines, is by wiewl 
eall'd Clarification. This is done 
by beating up with Whites of Eggs, 
Decoctions and turbid Liquors into 
a Froth ; which upon boiling will 
entangle the groſſer Parts, and carry 
them up to the top in a tough Scum : 
which is either taken off with a 
Spoon, or ſeparated by the Hippo- 
crates's Sleeve,which is a thick flan- 
ne] Bag, 

To account for this Phænome- 
non, is not in the leaſt difficult. 
The clammy and viſcous Particles of 
the Egg mix with and entangle the 
groſſer Parts of the Decoction, more 
than the finer, becauſe with them 
— are capable of the moſt Contact, 
and conſequently of the ſtrongeſt 
Coheſion: And thereby upon the 
Impulſe of the Fire bearing through 
from underneath, they are carry'd 
up together to the top, making there 
a very tough Scum, The continu'd 
Fire keeps ſtill driving up the grofler 
Parts, until they are all, or in a 
great meaſure, intangled in the Scum 


as in a Net; but if it remains lon- 


ger than while it boils up, that is 
until the Scum breaks, by the Rol- 
ling and Waves of the Liquor, the 
before ſeparated Foulneſſes will be 
broke from one another, and again 
mix with the DecoQion : and there- 
fore it ſhould either be ſcummed 
juſt before the top breaks, or gen- 
tly poured into the Hippocrazes's 
Sleeve. 

Tho this ſeems a very ſimple 
and eaſy Proceſs, yet there are 
many Errors committed by it in 
the Shops; the chief of which may 
be worth mentioning, 

Whatſoever Decoctions, whether 


to be uſed as ſuch, or to be made in- 
to Syrups, have in them Ingredients 


of a viſcous, mucilaginous, or ſlimy 
Nature; ought not to be meddled 
with this way, becauſe it is manifeſt, 
that all ſuch Parts in the Decoftion 
will be mix'd with the Egg, and ſepa - 
rated with the Scum,whereby the Me. 
dicine will be defrauded of its Virtue, 
How this can juſtify the promiſcuous 
Clarifications of all DecoCtions,eſpes 
cially for Syrups uſed in the Shaps, 
any —. may ge 
3 
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But I ſhall. endeavour to demon- 
ſtrate in two Inſtances only, out of 
a great many, how a Medicine is en- 
tirely deſtroy d thereby. 

The firſt is in Syrup of Marſh- 
mallows, moſt of the Ingredients of 
which will make a ſlimy, mucilagi- 
nous Decoction; and on that Qua- 
lity it is that the Phyſician depends 
in its Preſcription : as in the Body 
of the Work will be farther ex- 
plain'd,under the particular Diviſion 
of Diuretics, But if the Nicety of 
an ignorant Compounder, to make 
his Syrup fine, as he calls it, ſhould 
lead him to do it by Clarification in 
this manner, he will rob the Medi- 
eine of all that is valuable in it; and 
in thoſe caſes, where it is uſually di- 
rected, he may as well give com- 
mon Moloſſes, or Syrup of Sugar 
only, as this fine Syrup of Marſh- 
mallows. 

But there is another Medicine in 
the ſame Tribe of the greateſt Im- 
portance in its Efficacy, which for 
want of due Attention to the In- 
fluence of this Management upon it, 
is either entirely ſpoiled, or ſo far 
robbed of its Virtues, that it is very 

difficult to find it of the ſame 
— in any two Shops, or in 
two different Makings by the ſame 
Perſon; I mean Syrupu? de Meco- 
nio, which is a Decoction of Pop- 
pies boiled into a Syrup, with a cer- 
tain quantity of Sugar. Now every 
one knows, that in a Decoction, a 
Reſin or Gum of the Nature of O- 
pum, is drawn from the Poppy, and 
ſuſpended in the Decoction, and 
that in this lies the Virtue of the Me- 
dicine; likewiſe that it is very gluti- 
nous and viſcid, is manifeſt by its 
adhering to the Fingers, or a Knife 

n cutting them. It is farther appa- 
tent, that all ſuch Subſtances in 

aqueous Vehicles will look cloudy, 


3nd cannot poſſibly be managed ſeffio Fracaſtorii ſine Melle, 


is in making 


otherwiſe. To attempt therefore 


to clarify this Syrup, by the fore- 
mention'd 1 is taking all 


Poppy, or the teſt of it: 
ſo the N Perſon 
, as he thinks, this 
Medicine fine, the leſs it is valuable; 
as the finer he makes it, the more 
of the Poppy is taken from it, and 
thrown away with the Scum : for 
its Viſcidity cannot but join it with 
the Egg, and whatſoever is rejected 
therewith. ; 
And hence it is, that let the 
Quantity of Poppy to ſuch a Quan- 
tity of Syrup be ever ſo exactly aſ- 
ſign'd in Calculation, yet while this 
Method is taken, in proportion to 
the Succeſs in rendering it fine, the 
Preſcriber will be cheated in his 
Expectation from it: for there are 
ſeveral Circumſtances in the Clari. 
fication, which may accidentally ya- 
ry its Succeſs ; but according to this 


Method, thus much is certain, that 


he who thinks he makes it beſt, 
quite ſpoils the Medicine, In ſuch 
caſes — as theſe two men- 
tion'd, an Apothecary ſhould be con- 
tent with ſo much Fineneſs as can be 
procur'd by Subſidence. For if the 
Sugar be mixed with the Decoction, 
— juſt melted in it, in a conve- 
nient Veſſel, it will ſettle to a ſufh- 
cient Clearneſs; and what can be ſo 
poured off ſhould be boiled up to a 
due Conſiſtence, without any other 
Endeavours to make it finer, By this 
means all that comes of the Poppy 
is preſeryed, and its true Doſe may 
be aflign'd to the greateſt Exact. 
neſs; which in the uſual Method is 
impoſhble, The Remainder like- 
wiſe, when it has been ſtrained 
through a thick Flannel, may be 
cleared enough from any groſs Foul- 
neſs, to be boiled up 4 the Con.

That other way of fining down 
fome Liquors, which is term'd per 
- Subſidentiam, is too eaſy, to need 
any Explication : this is chiefly con- 
cern'd in expreſs'd Juices, whieh 
eaſily let fall their groſſer Parts, and 
throw up ſuch as are ſpecifically 
lighter and viſcid to the Top in a 
Scum, until they become perfectly 
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fine, Where ſuch things are u- 
ſed, as add to the ſpecific Weight 
of the groſſer Parts, and by that 
means throw them down to the 
Bottom, as is often done in Wines, 
and the like, the Manner of their 
Influence will be fully explain'd 
under the Article of Precipita- 
tion.

SECT. XII. 
Of Diſtillation. 


Nillation is the Aſcent and Ele- 

vation of Particles in form of 

Vapour, which afterward deſcend 
again in the form of Drops. 

This Aſcent of Fluids is chiefly 
promoted in a two-fold way ; firſt, 
upon account of their ſpecific Levi- 
ty; and ſecondly by Impulſe. 

The firſt way of Elevation is ac- 
counted for from this Lemma, before 
cited in what was ſaid of Fermenta- 
tion, via. That Particles of Bodies, 
which ſwim in any Fluid, if they 
are ſpecifically lighter, muſt be born 
upwards by that Fluid, Therefore 
ſince diſtilld Liquors are carry'd 
upwards thro the Air, it's to be en- 
_ how they can be made ſpeci- 

cally lighter than the Air. Now a 
Huid may be ſpecifically lighter than 
another, when under a larger Bulk, 
it has an equal, or a leſs Gravity. 
According to this Proportion, the 
Bulk of the Fluid ought to be in- 
creas'd in Diſtillation ; and how ea- 
ſily, by the help of Fire, it may be 
increas'd, or, which is the ſame 
thing, rarified, one who is but to- 
lera ly vers'd in Phyſics, may com- 
prehend. And whoever has ob- 
ſerv'd a Thermometer, a 
Glaſs, or Boiling Water, 


ſenſible how great a quantity of Air, 
or poſſibly of ſome more ſubtile 
Matter, there is contain'd in almoſt 
all Fluids, and what a Force there is 
in Heat to rarify it; at leaſt, thoſe 
prodigious Fumes which riſe in the 
Receiver, upon diſtilling Vitriol, do 
ſufficiently prove this : for Rari- 
faction is nothing but the ſame quan- 
tity of Matter diffus'd into a greater 
ſpace ; ſo that the ſame Weight re- 
mains, tho the Bulk grows much lar- 
ger. From whence tis plain, there 
muſt be a greater number of Pores 
in the rarity Body, which are ei- 
ther entirely void of Matter, or at 
leaſt of ſuch Matter as hath any con- 
ſiderable Gravity. A very clear 
Inſtance of this may be had in the 
Air it ſelf, which is known by Ex- 

riments with the Air-Pump, to 
. been rarify d to almoſt an in- 
finite degree. 

Having gone thus far in explain- 
ing this Matter, it is now to be 
found out, what proportion of Rari- 
faction is ſufficient to produce this 
ſpecific Levity. And, that the Mat- 
ter may be ſet in a clearer Lig ht, 
let us begin with the ſimpleſt Bodies, 
and take our firſt inſtance from 
Water. "Tis known by Computa- 

: D 4 tion, 


tion, that the Proportion of the ſpe- 
cific Gravity of Mater to that of Air, 
is ſomething more than 800 to 1. 
Since therefore ſimilar Spheres or So- 
lids, are to one another as the Cubes 
of their Diameters, and the ſpecific 
Gravity decreaſes EY. in the 
very ſame proportion as the Cubes of 
their Diameters increaſe ; in order 
to make a Particle of Water lighter 
than a Particle of Air, no more is 
neceſſary, than to rarity it till its Di- 
ameter becomes ten times greater, 
which in this caſe is but a very ſmall 
degree of Rariſaction; for the Cube 
of the Diameter, in a Particle ſo ra- 
rify'd, is 1000, If the Diameter be 
made eleven times greater, the Cube 
will be 1331; andif twelve, 1728, 
So that Water, when rarify'd but 
twelve degrees, Will be above twice 
lighter than Air. And if the Rari- 
faction be carried on farther, it ma 
caſily be collected from the In 
of the Numbers, that a Particle of 
Mater may be made almoſt infi- 
nitely lizhter than Air. And that 
this may be brought a little nearer 
to the preſent purpoſe, "tis manifeſt, 
that the Elevation of Bodies, equal- 
I fluid and heavy, is always propor- 
tionable to their different Aptitude 
to be rarify'd; that is, they aſcend 
quicker upon the Application of any 
Force, the more ſuſceptible they are 
of Rarifattion : but in Bodies, whoſe 
Aptitude to be rariiy'd is equal, the 
time of Aſcent is to be determin'd 
by their Hei Gravity, So that 
the time of Elevation in Bodies diſ- 
till'd after this manner, is in a com- 


pound Proportion of the Rarifuc- 


tion and ſpecific Gravity, This ex- 
actly agrees not only to Theory, but 
to Experience, without which, Tleo- 
ry alone is not to be regarded: for 
bv the ſame degree of Heat, *pirit 
of Wine, Spirit of Sal Armoniac pre- 
pared with Quict-Lime, and Diſtilld 
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Waters, the Gravity of all which is 
proportionably leſs, and their Rari- 
faction more eaſy, than of common 
Water, are drawn off proportiona- 
bly ſooner by the Retort. On the - 
ther hand, acid Spirits, ſuch as the 
Spirit of Salt, of Nitre, and of Vi- 
triol, tho they begin at firſt to riſe 
more readily, yet require longer time 
to carry them into the Receiver, than 
Water it ſelf does: For tho the 
Rarifaction of Water be leſs, yet 
'tis not ſufficient to anſwer to the 
Gravity of thoſe Fluids. After the 
ſame manner the Particles of Vege- 
tables and Animals, whoſe Texture 
is rarer, and -conſequently makes 
them ſpecifically lighter, more eaſi- 


ly aſcend, than the Particles of Ai- 


nerals or Metals, We may here 
alſo obſerve, that a Body, when di- 
l, is always thinner and more 
ſubtile than the crude one, from 
which it was diſtill d: So Roſe-Wa- 
ter has a leſs Conſiſtence than the 
Juice of Refer, and is leſs ponde- 
rous ; and thus refify'd Spirits have 
a leſs ſperific Gravity, than thoſe 
which have but once paſs'd the Fire. 

But the caſe is mans Fe when 
Abſtraction is uſed in Diſtilling ; for 
inſtance, d;ſtilld Vinegar is heavier 
than crude : for in this Operation, 
a Liquor is left behind ſaturated with 
ſaline Particles, wliilſt all the phleg- 
matic Part, whoſe Gravity is les, 
is carried off. The ſame thing is 
conſtantly obſerv'd in the Dephleg- 
mation of acid Spirits. 

Not only ſbectfic Levity ſerves 
to elevate Bodies in Diſtillation, but 
an external Impulſe alſo may cauſe 
their Aſcent, The Impulſe, which 
we hawe to do with in this place, 
comes from the Fire, whoſe Parti- 


cles, tho they are extremely fmall- 


and light, yet 'tis demonſtrable by 
Mechanics, that they may raiſe Bo- 
dies much heavier than dealers, 


by 


— 
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by acting upon them with a certain 
degree of Force: For ſince the Mo- 
ment of a Body, or that Force by 
whixxh it acts upon another, is in 4 
compound Ratio of the Quantity of 
Matter, and the Celerity; the Ce- 
lerity may be fo increas'd as to give 
a ſufficient Force to the Body, tho 
the Quantity of Matter in it be e- 
ver ſo ſmall. Let ſome heavy Body 
therefore be ſuppoſed to deſcend 
with no other Moment, than what 
it receives from its own Gravity; 
in-this caſe then the Air, which is 
much lighter, may be moved with 
that Celerity, as not only to ſuſtain 
that Body, but to mount it up high- 
er: and the more rapid the Impetus 
of the Air is, or the Surface of the 
Body more diffus d, the higher and 
ſwifter will the Elevation be; juſt as 
we ſee Sheets of Lead are ſometimes 
torn away entire by the Wind, and 
carried thro the Air. In like man- 
ner, Fire, tho it be a Body made 
up of very miaute Particles, may 
be moved with that Rapidity, as to 
acquire and communicate what Force 
can be imagin'd towards removing 
any Obſtacles, And this is daily ex- 
rienced in innumerable Inſtances, 

ut in none more than in Gunpouder. 
When therefore the Moment of 
Fire is augmented, in the manner 
explain'd, ſo as to exceed the Force 
of the Body to be diſtill'd, it will 
*remoye it from its former Situa- 
ion; or, What is here the ſame 
thing, becauſe the Direction of its 
Motian tends upwards, will carry it 
up. Thus Particles, ſpecifically hea- 
vier than the Air, which is contain'd 
in the Retort, as thoſe of acid Spi- 
rits are, aſcend by a more violent 
Impulſe of the Fire uſed in Diftil- 
lation, of 
Another thing, which contributes 
very much to this End, is, That 


the ſame Quantity of Matter is ele- 
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vated ſo much the eaſier, in propor- 
tion as the Surface is i Lay 
the more this is diffus'd, the more 
Particles of Fire it receives: and fo, 
having this united Force to drive it 
up, it more eaſily aſcends. So that 
by the ſame Degree of Fire, Bodies 
will not equally riſe, tho they are 
equally heavy, if there be that dif. 
ference in their Surfaces already ſup- 

ſed. The Air alſo has no ſmall 
| in this buſineſs of Impulſe 
for, being rarity'd by the Fire, it is 
not only impelled upwards it ſelf, 
but carries other Particles up with it : 
and it may be learned by a very fa- 
miliar Experiment, What Impetus 
Bodies ſo rarify'd exert. Water, for 
inſtance, over a Fire cannot be hea- 
ted but to a certain d 
when it has once well boil'd, it can 
never be made hotrer : yet the ſame 
Water, if it be ſhut up in Papin's 
Digeſtor, will grow exceſlively hot; 
and if a piece of red-hot Metal be 
flung into cold Water, it will occa- 
ſion much the ſame Exploſion, as 
is obſerv'd in Gunpouder. But no- 
thing does ſo plainly ſhew the Force 
of rarity'd Air, as the Engine by 
which Mr. Savery has taught to draw 
up Coals out of the Pits, Whoever 
conſiders well theſe three things, 
and what 45 be effected by them, 
viz, Specific Levity, an Impell; 
—ͤ— the Extent of — Fo 
face ; and how _— ways, and in 
what proportion, all of them may 
be chang'd ; will very eaſily account 
for the Variety, which is found in 
this Proceſs of Diſtillation. 

It muſt be obſeryed, that where- 
ever ſpecific Levity, or Rarifattion, 
has any place in Diſtillation, there 
Impulſe concurs too; for the Fire 
equally does both at the ſame time 
ſo that a leſs degree of Rarifaction 
is ſufficient to elevate Bodies, than 


what was before aſſigned. Rut in 


thoſe 


ee; for 


thoſe Bodies, which are raiſed by 
Impulſe, tis not neceſſary that Rari- 
faction ſhould concur, for ſometimes 
there is no Rarsfattion at all. There 
is alſo another difference between 
Rarifattion and Impulſe, that v 
much favours this account of Diſti 
lation, That 4 more gentle Fire may 
ſerve for diſtilling ſuch Bodies as 
are eleyated by means of their Rari- 
faction; but thoſe which are raiſed 
by Impulſe only, require a very in- 
tenſe Heaty 

As to what concerns the different 
Method of performing this Opera- 
tion, there are generally two ways 
uſed in Diſtillation; for tis either 


Rzght, or Oblique : the latter is done 


by the Retort, and the former by the 
Alembick. There is but little Ace. 
rence in the Manner of both, ex- 
cepting only that the right Diſtilla- 
tion has this peculiar Property, that 
whatever is thus diſtill'd, is form'd 
after the Reſemblance of Rain: 
for as the watry Vapours, drawn 
by the Sun's Heat from the Earth 
and the Sea, and fo rarify'd as to 
become ſpecifically lighter than Air, 
aſcend, and are condens'd into 
Clouds; but afterwards, growing 
heavier than the Air, deſcend by 
their own Weight, and diſtil down 
by Drops in the form of Rain : ſo 
the very fame Reaſoning-holds in 
the Alembick, The fluid Particles of 
the Body in Diſtillation are, by the 
Force of the Fire, as has been ex- 
plain'd before, preſs'd out and ele- 
vated upon the account of the Rari- 
faction and ,Impulſe they undergo, 
to the top of the Alembick, in the 
form of Vapours; where being re- 
| liſted, repell'd, and condens'd by 
the external Cold, they ſo unite with 
one another, that by the Force of 
their ſpecific Gravity, they deſcend 
along the internal Sides of the A- 
embict, from whence they are con- 
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vey'd into the Neck, as it were 
thro a Canal. The ſame Explication 
is to be apply'd to Oil of Sulphur, 


made by the Bell, In diſtilling Oils, 


and ſometimes Spirits, they a 
to the Neck of 282. a fey 
Pipe, turn'd into a Spiral, which by 
paſſing thro a Veſſel of cold Wa- 
ter, keeps the Vapours from flying 


off, and condenſes them ſooner in- 


to Drops. 

There is another ſort of Diſtilla- 
tion, mention'd by Authors, which 
is by Deſcent ; where, when the Par- 
ticles of the Bodies are ſeparated by 
the Force of the Fire in the upper 
Veſſel, ſuch of them, which are 
more fluid, diſtil into the lower Veſ- 
ſel : familiar Inſtances of which we 
have in extracting Pitch, and ma- 
king Roſe- Water. 


But the reaſon why ſometimes the 


Right, and ſometimes the Oblique 
Diſtillation is moſt convenient, muſt 
be deduc'd from the Nature and 
Texture of the Body, which is to be 
diſtill'd. Right Diſtillation is uſed 
when the Texture of the Body is 
ſuch, as allows of an eaſy Aſcent 
of this laſt kind are Vegetables, O- 
ther Subſtances, which conſiſt of 


heavier Particles, give way but low- 


ly to the Fire, and Cannot be rais'd 
to the top of the Alembick; ſuch 
are — all Minerals and Metals : 
and theſe therefore are only capable 
of Oblique Diſtillation, 


The Right, being the more gentle „ 


Operation, belongs to thoſe Bodies 
only, which are eaſily rarifyd; but 
the Clique is deſign'd for the moſt 
part for ſuch as cannot be elevated 
without a ſtrong Impulſe: which ac- 


cordingly is the only Diſtillation 


made in the Reverberator;;. 
There may be obſerv'd in Diſtil- 
lation, what ſeldom or never hap- 


pens in Calcination, that the diſtill'd 


Matter, tho-drawn from ſolid Bodies, 
ſuch 
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ſuch as Vitriol, Hartſhorn, and 
Bones, never returns into its former 
Rate, but continues in the form of a 
Fluid. - Any one, that reflects upon 
what has been ſaid concerning Co- 
heſion and Fluidity, under the Head 
of Calcination, will eaſily under- 
ſtand what this may be aſcrib'd to. 
For in Diſtillation, not only the fi- 
ner Parts are divided from the groſs, 
but they are entirely abſtracted from 
the Union of others, and lie in a 
Body by themſelves, So that the 
diſtill'd Liquor being nothing elſe 


but a Collection of fluid Parts, 


muſt always of neceſſity retain its 
Fluidity, It is to be obſerv'd, that 
there is a difference in the Elevation 
of Phlegm, which in ſome Experi- 
ments riſes before the Spirit, and in 
others after it, The one is remarka- 
ble in diſtilling the acid Spirits of 
Vitriol, Salt, and Nitre ; the other 
in diſtilling inflammable and «rinous 
Spirits, as thoſe of Wine, and of Sal 
Armoniac. Tho the reaſon of this 
Variety may be deduc'd from what 
has been ſaid, yet it may not be a- 
miſs juſt to touch upon the Explica- 
tion of it here. Now this ariſes 
entirely from the ſpecific Gravity of 
the Fluids; for if the Experiment be 
made, Phlegm will be found ſpecifi- 
cally lighter than thoſe acid Spirits, 
and heavier than the urinous and the 
inflammable. Since therefore the Le- 
Wit] of Bodies cauſes them to aſcend 
ooner, it is very plain why there 
ſhould be ſuch Variety in the Aſcent 
of Phlegm, Nor does it any wa 
eontradict what has been , 
that in the Diſtillation of Animals, 
as of Harrſhorn, Vipers, and Hu- 
man Scull, the Phlegm comes off 
before the Spirit, tho the Spirit is 
lighter than the Phlegm. For it is 
to be obſerv'd, that the Sales and 
Sirits of Animals, thoſe eſpecially 
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which are contain'd in Boxes and 
Horns, are lock'd up, and confin'd 
in certain little Cells, which muſt be 
firſt. broke open, before they can be 
at liberty to aſcend. But the P/legm 
being diftus'd every where, even in 
the ſuperficial Parts, is ſooner drawn 
out, and carry'd oft by the Fire, 
tho it has a greater ſpecific Gravity 
than the Spirit. And the Truth of 
this is evident from the ſecond Diſc 
tillation of theſe Spirits, which is 
call'd Reftification ; tor ha the Spi- 
rits riſe before the Phlegm, being 
now entirely freed from thoſe Cells, 
which confin'd them before. 

In Oils tis very particularly ob- 
ſervable, that tho they be much 
lighter than Water, and boil and 
rarify ſooner, yet (contrary to what 
is generally deliver'd) they are not 
ſo ſoon elevated by the Retort. But 
this depends on the various Texture 
of both; for the Globules of Mater 
cohere more laxly, and therefore 
more eaſily ſuffer themſelves to be 
ſeparated. But the Parts of Oil are 
ſo tenacious, and ſo link'd to one 
another, that they cannot be divi- 
ded and carry'd upwards, unleſs the 
Impetus be very ſtrong. For this 
reaſon it is, that the more thoſe 
oleaginous Liquors are depriv'd of 
their Oil, with ſo much the more fa- 
cility they aſcend, as we experience 
in the Spirit of Wine and Turpentine, 

The Uſe of Diſtillation is well 
2 known; namely, that the 
liquid Parts may be ſeparated from 
the more compact, whether they 
come out. in the form of Oil, 
Phlegm, or Spirit. But as to what 
concerns the Apparatus, in this Pro- 
ceſs, and the mixing another Body 
with what is to be diſtill'd, this will 
come more properly under Conſi- 
deration in the next Section, con- 


cerning Sublimation. 


SECT, 
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Of Sublimation. 


Ublimation differs very little from 
Diftillation, excepting that in 
Diſtillation only the fluid Parts of 


Bodies are rais'd, but in this the ſo- 


lid and Jp ones; and that the Matter 
to be difMl'd may be either ſolid or 
fluid: but Sublimation is concern'd 
only about ſolid Subſtances. 

There is alſo another difference, 
namely, that Rarifattion, which is 
of very greatuſe in Diſtillation, has 
hardly any room in Sublimation; 
for the Subſtances, which are to be 
ſublim'd, being ſolid, are incapable 
of Rarifattion : and ſo tis only 
Impulſe, which can raiſe them. It 
being tlierefore Impulſe alone, which 

is the cauſe of the Aſcent of Bodies 
now under notice, the Nature of 
this Operation may be clearly de- 
duc'd from what has been ſaid con- 
cerning Impulſe. 

However, it may not be impro- 
er to inquire a little more nicel 
into the reaſon of ſuch a Diverſity 
in the Elevation of Bodies ; why 
fome aſcend with a gentle Heat, 
and others are not to be rais'd with 
the moſt vehement Fire. And ſuch 
an Inquiry will more properly come 
in here, becauſe this Head contains 
all the buſineſs of Volatility and 
Fixation ; concerning which fo 
much has been writ, ſo little to the 

purpoſe. 

Fix'd Bodies are ſuch as abide the 
Fire; Volatile, ſuch as not being 
able to endure the Fire, are rais'd by 
the Force of its Heat, We will 
therefore begin with the firſt, and 
explain the Manner how in volatile 
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Subſtances, which ſeem to be of the 
fame nature, there happens ſo great 
a Variety and Difference in their 
Elevation. 

The Cauſe of this Elevation and 
Aſcent in the Partieles of Bodies, is 
to be aſcrib'd to the Fire, not only 
on the account of Impulſe, but 
of another Property .the Fire has ; 
namely, to inſinuate it ſelf into all 
the Interſtices of theſe Bodies, and 
thereby break the Coheſion of their 
Parts, fo that they are at laſt divided 
into very ſmall Particles, if not into 
the ſmalleſt, which Art can reduce 
them into, - Particles thus ſeparated 
and divided, loſe much of their Gra- 
vity, as was taken notice of before, 
For the Gravity of the ſame Parti- 
cle decreaſes in the ſame proportion, 
as the Cube of its Diameter is leſ- 
ſen'd, Suppoſe therefore a Body, 
whoſe Diameter is 12, and its Gra- 
vity 12: If then its Diameter be 
made leſs by 1, the Gravity of that 
Body will be only 9 4, or there- 
abouts. For 1331, which is the 
Cube of the laſt Diameter, bears the 
fame proportion to 9 *, which 1728 
the Cube of the firſt Diameter, does a 
to 12, the Gravity of the Body, 
But if the Diameter be reduc'd to 
10, the Gravity will but juſt exceed 
6; andif it is diminiſh'd half, that 
is to 6, then the Gravity will be 
leſs than 2. So that very minute 
Corpuſcles, when their Diameter is 
leſſen d as much as may be, have 
ſcarce any Gravity at all. There- 
fore when once they are divided 
aſter ſuch a manner as has been 

deſcrib'd, 
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ir, in ſtriving to diſengage and ex- 
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deſcrib'd, they are very eaſily ſub- 
lim d. 


Nor does only a Decreaſe of Gra- 
vity follow from this Diviſion of 
the Particles of Bodies, but there is 
another thing too, which is the Re- 
ſult of it, that conduces very much 
to haſten the Aſcent ; and that is 
the Variety of their Surfaces : For 
the Surface of a Body decreaſes, in a 
very different manner from its Gra- 
vity, only as the Square of the Dia- 
meter is leſſen d. To look back 
therefore upon what has been ſaid 
above, where the Gravity decreaſes 
in ſuch a Series, as is expreſs'd by 
the Numbers 1728, 1331, 1000, 
the Diminution of the Surface will 
obſerve this Proportion, wiz. 144, 
121, 100. And when upon redu- 
cing the Diameter to 6, the Gra- 
vity will be leſs than 2, the Surface 
will till amount to 36. So that 
tho the Gravity of a Particle be ſo 
leflen'd, as to be reduc'd almoſt to 
nothing, yet there will Le Surface 
enough left, which will ſerve to 
raiſe it, This Argument, which is 


drawn from the Largeneſs of the 


Surface, and which has been ex- 
plain'd by Calculation, may be de- 
monſtrated, as it were to Senſe, by 
the following Experiment. If Wa- 
ter be — upon the Filings of 7- 
ron, and a little Oil of Vitriol drop'd 
upon it, a Fermentation will 2 

ntly ariſe, and the Globules of the

tricate themſelves, will carry up with. 


them ſome of the Particles of 7797 to 
the Surface of the Water. 
happen upon no other account, but 
that the Proportion of Gravity in 
the Filings of Iron is very mall in 
reſpe& to the Largeneſs of their 
Surface ; and therefore r is forc'd 
upwards by a Body, which is a 
great deal ſpecifically lighter than 
it ſelf, But how much this mutt 


Surface, will 


This can 
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contribute to a more quick Aſcent, 
has been in general explain'd alrea- 
dy, and will be much more evident 
to the Senſes from the Sublimation 
of Camphire, Benzoin, and Arſe- 
nic; whoſe Particles, as they co- 
here but looſely, are for that reaſon 
diffus'd into a larger Surface ; upon 
which account they are the eaſieſt 
to be ſublim'd of any, Nay, theſe 
ſolid Particles, upon account of their 
— aſcend than 

ſome Fluids, So Flower of Sulphur 
riſes ſooner than Oil, not only that 
of Vitriol, but any other, tho ever 
ſo light, By this Contrivance of 
Nature, viz, that the Gravity of 
Bodies decreaſes in a Triplicate, but: 
their Surface in a Duplicate Propor- 
tion of their Diameters ; it comes 
to paſs that Bodies, which have a 
Very different Gravity, may be rais'd 
with the very ſame Force. Thus the 
Salts of Animal Subſtances, as of 
Hartſhorn, Human Blood, of Vipers, 
exc. being compos'd of very mi- 
nute Corpuſcles, as is found by Ex- 
perience in diſtilling them, do eaſily 
aſcend, becauſe the Surface in them 
is not lefſen'd ſo much as the Gra- 
vity is. And the Salts of Vegeta- 
bles, as of Tartar, exc. which are 
of a more clofe Texture, by reaſon 
of their large Surfaces, are without 
much difficulty rais d. The Cor- 
puſcles alſo of Minerals and Metals, 
tho very compact and heavy, do 
in ſome meaſure give way to the 
Fire, and are capable of being ſub-- 
lim'd. In all theſe Inſtances the 
Breadth of the Surface, which ex- 
poſes the Particles more to the Im- 
fetus of the Fire, is the reaſon why 
they are rais'd with as much eaſe, as 
if their Gravity had been leſſen'd by 
diminiſhing their Surface. So that 
Particles tho ever fo different in 
Weight, may be equally rais'd by 
the fame degree of Heat, if the 
: Pro- 
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Proportion of their Gravity be reci- 

| to that of their Surfaces, 
— what has been thus at large 
explain'd, may eaſily be deduced 
the reaſon of all that Variety ob- 
ſerv'd in the Volatility of Bodies. 
As for Fixation, ſince it is owing 


to juſt the contrary Cauſes, it does 


not want much Explanation, For 
he that thorowly underftands wh 

ſome Subſtances can be ſublim'd, 
muſt of courſe, at the ſame time, 
apprehend why others cannot. | 


* 
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Of Precipitation. 


HIS is that Proceſs by which 
Particles, after having floated, 
been ſuſpended ſome time in a 
Menſtruum, do at length ſink to the 
bottom. Theſe Particles ſometimes 
precipitate of their own accord, but 
oftner by the aſſiſtance of ſome o- 
ther Liquor added to the Menſirunm. 
The reaſon of the Deſcent in both 
caſes is the fame, 
It may be eaſily conceiv'd, from 
what has been ſaid of Digeſtion, how 
Fluids ny be made to ſuſtain Bo- 


dies ſpecifically heavier than them- 


ſelves; namely, by making the Re- 
ſiſtance, ariſing from the Coheſion 
of the Parts of” the Fluid, equal to 
the Exceſs which there is of ſpecific 
Gravity, in thoſe Bodies above the 
Menſtruum. And it has been ſhewn, 
that this Reſiſtance is proportional 
to the Surface 'of the Corpuſcles. 
Therefore a contrary Condition to 
this, is all that is requiſite to their 
being ſuſtain'd no longer; or, which 
is the ſame thing, to their Precipita- 
tion: namely, That the Tenacity of 
the Menſtruum be not proportional 
to the 1 of the Corpuſcles. 
And this may be produc'd two ways. 

In the firſt place, Precipitation 
generally follows upon dropping in 
a Liquor ſpecifically lighter. For 
by this Mixture the Gravity of the 


Menſiruum, which always is propor- 
tional to the compound Gravities 
of both Liquors, becomes lighter, 
The Aſenſtruum being thus diluted, 
the Force of Coheſion is alſo weak- 
ned, ſo that it is not able to reſiſt, 
or bear up the Bodies diffoly'd in 
it: hereupon the Zquilibrium be- 
ing taken off, they are precipitated 
by the Force of their own Gravity, 
Juſt in the ſame manner as Hydro- 
meters, Which are eafily ſuſtain'd in 
Water, upon pouring in a good 
deal of any inflammable Spirits, ſink 
to the bottom of the Glaſs. And 
this does not only agree very ex- 
actly with the Laws of Mechanicks, 
but likewiſe with Experiments them- 
ſelves. Thus Spirit of Sal Armoniac 
does very plentifully precipitate the 
Filings of Metals, which are diſ- 
ſolv'd in acid Menſtruums, tho 
be abundantly lighter than = 
them, The ſame thing 1s done 
quicker by Spirit of Wine, whoſe 
Gravity is known to be almoſt the 
leaſt of any. By this Spirit alſo all 
Salts, which are ſuſpended in Wa- 
ter, are precipitated, and after 
wards unite into Cryſtals. So if you 
drop in diftil”d Vinegar, the Droſs 
of Antimony diffus'd in Water falls 
to the bottom, and affords the Gol- 
den Sulphur. After the ſame man- 
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Sect. 15. 
ner, Water, Vinegar, &c. make a 
Precipitation com Acids, tho more 
ſparingly. Nay, Acids themſelves 
being pour'd upon others, which are 
heavier, will precipitate whateyer is 
ſwimming in them. Thus Spirit of 
Salt precipitates either Lead, Copper, 
or Tin, Alo d in Oil f PVitriol. 
So little need is there for Alcal;'s in 
this buſineſs, tho all the Chymiſts 
have unanimouſly contended for 


them as abſolutely neceſſary. 


In the ſecond place, Precipitation 


will ſucceed as well, if there be ad- 


ded a heavier Liquor to the Men- 
firuum, For the Particles of this 
Liquor, what with their Weight, 
— what with the Inpetus they ac- 
quire in their Deſcent, ca 2 
and ſinł all the ſolid 8 
meet with in their way. So that the 
Corpuſcles N thus forc'd down, 
and kept there by this adventitious 
Liquor, cannot mount up into their 
former Situation, And if any one 
has a mind to try the truth of this 
Reaſoning by Experiments, there 
are enough to confirm it: For not 
only acid Spirits, but Water alone, 
will precipitate Tinctures of Vege- 
tables extracted by Spirit of Wine. 
And the very ſame Tinctures, ex- 
tracted with Water or Wine, are pre- 
cipitated very copiouſly by acid Spi- 
rits, Which are heavier. After is 
manner, Metals which are difloly'd 
n Spirit of Sal Armoniac, are pre-

ſuſpended in Aqua Fortis, are eaſily 
precipitated with Oil of Vitriol, or 
Bezoartic Spirit of Nitre. And this 
very Oil, it pour'd upon Sal Vola- 
tile Oleoſum, or any other Solution 
of Salt, ever ſo much ſaturated, 
does not only ſink the ſmaller Par- 
ticles, but converts almoſt the whole 
Liquor into Salt. For when theſe 


Liquors are pour'd upon one ano- 


| 75 Tartar's precipitati 
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ther, the Salts, with which they a- 
bound, being put into motion by 
their attractive Force, run mutuall 
towards one another ; and beca 
they don't recoil far back after the 
Shock, they are at length ſo united, 
as to become like a Solid, there 
being very little Phlegm remaining. 
The 1 likewiſe be obſery d 
in Tartarum Pitriolatum. In ma- 
king all theſe Experiments, there 
happens ſuch a Conflict and Effer- 
velcence, as evaporates almoſt all 
the Moiſture, whe the Salts 
are diluted. And upon this depends 
the Rationale of Chymical Coagula- 
tion, a thing of very great, conſe- 
quence in the buſineſs of Precipita- 
tion. Nor can we account for Oil 
Bodies diſ- 
v'd in Acids, any otherwiſe than 
from its making a kind of Caagu- 
lum with theſe Corpuſcles, which 
thereby becomes too heavy for, 
and exceeds the Tenacity of the 
Men ſtruum. 2&7 
Nor does Coagulation ſucceed 
only upon the mixing of heavier 
Fluids, but it alſo very often pro- 
motes Precipitation, when the Gra- 
vity of the inſtill'd Liquor is entirely 
equal to that of the Menſirunm, 
or but very little different from it. 
And this Agglutination of Parts is to 
be ſeen in many Liquors, but moſt 
of all in ſaline ones. Thus Spirit of 
Sal Armoniac, Spirit of Harrſhorn, 
that of Human Blood, and Sal V# 
latile Oleoſum, whole Gravities are 
nearly the ſame as that of common 
Water, precipitate the Solution of 
Sublimate very plentifully, as you 
may obſerye in making the White 
Precipitate of Mercury. In which 
Experiment, the Increaſe of the 
Weight gives a ſufhcient Indication 
of an Union of thoſe Salts, which 
are pretty copious in the Sublimate, 
and Liquers which are pour'd upon 
it :

0 T. I 
Of Nervous Simples. 


HIS Term is very compre- 

henſtve, and may take in all 
thoſe Parts of the Materia Medica 
by which the Nerves are affected: 
but here it is uſed in a more re- 
ſtrain'd ſenſe, and is to be under- 
ſtood only of thoſe things which 
have an immediate effect upon the 
Spirits, or which contribute to ac- 
eelerate and enliven the Motion of 


the Solids; ſo that the Senſations 


at the Head, Stomach, or Heart, 
become forthwith much more light- 
ſome and agreeable than before. 
Whatſoever anſwers this End, 
paſſes commonly under the Appel- 
lations of Cephalic and Cardiac 
and therefore we ſhall join thoſe 
together, in explaining the Man- 
ner by which ſuch Simples ope- 
rate, as come under theſe general 
Terms, 


Claſs 1. Of Cardiacs and Cephalice. 


THE Reaſon why theſe are 
ed together, is both from the 
Diffigulty of making any material 
Diſtinction, and from the Affinity 
of thoſe dimples which are generally 
rang'd under theſe two Denomina- 
tions. What in a proper ſenſe is a 
Cordial, muſt be alſo Cephalic, as 
the Head hath the principal ſhare 
in agreeable Senſations. And in- 
deed in ſome reſpects, whatſoever is 
grateful and ſerviceable to the Solids 
in any part, may be term'd Cepha- 


Ie, ſince in the Head is their Ori- 


i 


gin ; whereby as it partakes of their 
Uneaſineſſes at a diſtance, ſo it alſo 
very agreeably ſympathizes in their 
Releaſement therefrom. Amongſt 
the Alterati ves likewiſe there are 


none which go under theſe Names 


in diſtinction, but what agree in 
their principal Qualities, - 

There are Medicines indeed, both 
Simple and Compound,preſcrib'd pro- 
perly for Diſtempers of the Head, 
from the Operation o#which nothing 
ariſes ſtrictly to denominate them 
Cordial, but they rather have the con- 
| trary

trary effect; ſince, for the preſent 
eſpecially, they faint and depreſs 


the Spirits: ſuch are Cathartics 
and other Evacuants. But as the 
Head is the better from them only 
ſecondarily, or by accident; they 
cannot come under the Denomina- 
tion, of Cephalics, as we here uſe 
the word. And as the ſame diffe- 
rence may occur in other things, the 
whole Claſs of detergent Balſamics 
being accidentally Diuretics; ſo it is 
moſt proper to keep to thoſe gene- 
ral Terms, according to their firſt 
and chief Intention. 

Whatſoever raiſes the Spirits, and 
gives ſudden Strength and Chearful- 
neſs, is term'd Cardiac or Cor- 
dial, as comforting the Heart. To 
underſtand the Operation of which 
upon a human Body, it is neceſſary 
firſt to conſider that a Languor or 
Faintneſs muſt either be the Conſe- 
quence of too much Exerciſe, too 
long Watching, or too great a Hurry 
of the animal Functions, as in many 
Diſtempers; all which ſo far waſte 
or diſſipate the nervous Fluid, or 
animal Spirits, that the Solids can- 
not repeat with wonted Vigour 
their neceſſary Motions, Or ſuch 
Depreſſion muſt ariſe from an Ob- 
ſtruction of ſome natural Evacua- 
tion, and this is generally that of 
Perſpiration, from external Cold; 
which Jays a load upon the Conſti- 
tution, and produces the ſame Sen- 
ſation, as a Diminution of Strength 
would do, when the uſual Weight 
remain'd, 

In both theſe Caſes, the Manner 
by which a Cordial acts, is the ſame; 
ſince it muſt produce its Effects by 
adding to the Springineſs and Force 
of the Fibres. And as this Change 
is moſt remarkably occaſion'd by 
Spirits or ſpirituous Liquors ; it may 
ve of ule firſt to examine how they 
came to obtain ſuch a Denomina- 
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tion: whereby we may the better 
underſtand how the Parts of ſuch 
Simples, or Ingredients, taken in ſub- 
ſtance, operate to produce the ſame 
Effect. To this purpoſe it is of 
great moment to conceive, as near 
as our Senſes and reaſonable Pe- 
ductions from them will carry 
us, the Make and Contextures of 
thoſe fine Threds or Fibres, of which 


the Solids of a human Body are com- 


pos'd ; and how that Fluid which is 
call'd Animal Spirits, or Nervous 
Juice, is prepar'd and convey'd to 
them : but this would take up too 
much room here, and muſt there - 
fore be referr'd to other Authors; 
ſuch as Baglivi de Fibr3. Motrice, 
Bellini de Villo Contractili, in his O- 
puſcula; and to a Digreſſion concern- 
ing the Elaſticity of an Animal Fibre, 
in a late Edition of Sanctorius's Me- 
dicina Statica, with Explanations. 

It may be ſufficient to our preſent 
Purpoſe, to attend only to what is 
in my one's Experience; that the 
more ſpirituous any thing is which © 
enters into the Stomach, the ſooner 
a Perſon feels its cordial Effects. For 
that Increaſe of Vigour which a Man 
obtains from common Food, altho 
it is the moſt natural and durable, is 
not ſudden enough to procure the 
Inſtruments thereof the Appella- 
tions of Corgials ; ſince they muſt 
paſs thro ſeveral Comminutions or 
Digeſtions, and be a long time cer 
they arrive to ſuch a Fineneſs, as ten 
ders them diſpenſable to the Nerves: 
whereas a ſpirituous Subſtance is ſo 
fine and ſubtile in all ics parts before 
it is taken, that it ſeems to enter or 
ſoak into the Nerves as ſoon as it 
touches them; whereupon their Vi- 
brations are invigorated, and allSen/e 
of Faintneſs is remoy'd, And upon 
the ſame account it is, that Volatile⸗ 
affect the Noſe; being ſo extremely 
ſubtile, as to penetrate the olfactory 
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Nerves as ſoon as they come at em. 


And thus it is, that the fluvia or 
Steams of Flowers, Fruits, and all 
things deem'd Cordial, operate upon 
the Organs of Smelling. 

By the ſame we may eaſily con- 
ceive how all thoſe things affect 
the Body, which are rang'd in the 
following Claſs. For by the Pun- 
gens of ſuch Subſtances both upon 

e Taſte and Smell, it is manifeſt 
they are ſtock'd with many ſubtile 
Parts, which by their Fineneſs, when 
diffolv'd by Digeſtion, and mix'd 
with the animal Fluids, are moſt fit 
to enter into the flendereſt Fibres, 
and recruit that Waſte their conti- 
nualMotions make of their neceſſary 
Moiſtures. Thus all Aromatics and 
ſweet-flavour'd Ingredients have a 
title to this Rank; and more or leſs 
.conduce to this End, in proportion 
to the Subtilty and Volatility of 
their component Parts. And thus 
when we ſay, ſuch a thing comforts 
the Heart, ſtrengthens the Brain, or 
is a Cephalic, we underſtand that 
it is ſuitable to make a part of the 
nervous Fluid, and maintain the due 
Vigour and Motion of the Solids, 
As a Conſtitution becomes weak by 
Age, artificial Helps, by which we 
underſtand all that is uſed as Me- 
dicine, are more and more need- 
ful : for when the digeſtive Facul- 
ties grow languid, and are not able 
to furniſh a due Supply from uſual 
Diet, for the Waſtes that are daily 
made in the Animal OFconomy , 
then theſe Auxiliaries are the more 
wanted, And whatſoever Means 
at any times occaſion a Diſtempe- 
rature in this Fluid, ſuch Aſſiſtances 
as come under this Denomination 
are neceſſary ; they being fitted by 
degrees to wear out ſuch undue 
Mixtures, and invigorate the whole 
nervous Syſtem by a new Supply of 
Spirits, 1 


Upon another account likewiſe 
it is, that ſeveral Subſtances come 
into this Claſs, beſides thoſe that ſu 
ply the deficiency of the animal Spi- 


rits; and theſe are ſuch as have a 


deterſive Quality, join'd with ſuch a 
Stimulus, that altho they are too fine 
to be perceptible any where elſe, 
yet when they enter into the ſmall 
Fibres, by their little Vellications, 
they irritate their Vibrations, and' 
prevent any uſeleſs Matter from lodg- 
ing in their Interſtices, and clogging 
their Motions. This Quality, when 
it is in groſſer Bodies, paſſes under 
other Denominations; and may 

rove a Vulnerary, Diuretic, or the 

ike, according to the different Tex- 
ture of the Subſtances wherein it re- 
ſides. There are likewiſe under this 
Head, Dryers, or Abſorbents, by 
reaſon they prevent thoſe ſuper- 
fluous Moifturts, which the Nerves 
are frequently overcharg'd with, and 
occaſionRhenms,with many other In- 
conveniences attending the Glanas ; 
particularly about the Head, where 
they are large and numerous, and 
very apt to be affected. 


Folia, Herbs: 


1. AsctEPTA DIS, Swallou- wort. 
Dioſcordes hath it by this Name, 
and it is the Vincetoxicum of Ma- 
thiolus; but known moſt by the 
Name of Hirundinaria, whence the 
Engliſh Term. It grows in Woods, 
on a gravelly and ſandy Soil, and 
flowers in July and Awguſt, Its 
Root and Seed are moſt in uſe, 
and recommended for their dryin 
and warming Qualities, which =P 
them amongſt Alexipharmics and 
Cephalics. Antiently a diſtilled Wa- 
ter, and an Extract were made of 
this Plant; but modern Practice 
hath rejected them. 

2. BETON ICA, Betony. Some 
Botaniſts give alſo this Name W

the Primroſe, with the diſtinction 


of Alba; and to the Garden-Clove, 
with that of Coronaria: but the 
Officinal Betony is diſtinguiſhed in- 
ro—Sylveſtris, Wood Betony, which 
is the Betonica Purpura of Caſpar 
Bauhine; the — Aquatita, which is 


the Scrophularia aquatica Major, the 


greater Water Figwort ; and the

tony of the ſame Author. 
former of which three is here only 
regarded. It grows in Gardens, 
Meadows, and ſhady Places, and 
flowers in June and July, It is 
accounted a great Dryer, and is 
much uſed with Tobacwo under that 
Notion, in Rheums and moiſt Suf- 
fuſions. Antonius Muſa wrote a 
Treatiſe about it, and commends 
it much as a Vulnerary, eſpecially 
in Wounds of the Head. Some 
recommend its Juice boil'd up to 
the Conſiſtence of Honey, and 
mix'd with a ſmall quantity of the 
Peruvian Balſam, as a great Hea- 
ler. A Plaiſter in the London Diſ- 
penſatory has its Name from it, but 
it is little now in uſe. Bartholine 
tells a very odd Story, Cent. 3. 
Hiſt. 93. of a Gardiner, who up- 
on cutting a Bed of Betony had his 
Head fo affected by it, that he 
ſtagger'd like one fuddled, It 
is alſo accounted Diuretic, and 
uſeful in Decoction, to Women 
after hard Labour. But it is by 
= reckon'd a very good Cepha- 
ic. 

3. CAM PHORAT A, Stinking 
Ground - Pine, diſtinguiſhed by Caſp. 
Bauhine—hirſuta, the hairy ſtink- 
ing Ground- Pine, is to be met with 
in the Phyſic Gardens; and it is 
recommended by ſome Writers for 
a Cephalic in ftrengthning the 
Nerves, and recruiting the Spirits : 
but the modern Pharmacy uſes it 
not, 
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4. CuEIRI, Wall- Flower, is the 

Leuchium luteum vulgare of Caſp. 

Bauhine, the — Flore Simplici of 

John Bauhine, and Viola Lutea of 

Gerard. It grows on Walls and 

Houſes, and flowers in June. Is 

is ſaid to be good in Apoplectic 

and Paralytic Diſorders, to eaſe 

Pains, and forward the Menſes. Our 

College have now order'd an Oil to 

be made with it; but it is not yet 

brought into uſe, 

5. EUPHRAGIEZ, Eyebright, is 
alſo ſometimes wrote Emuphraſia, 
and Futraſia, and by ſome called 
Ophthalmica, and Ocularia, Eye- 
wort. The Euphraſia Officinarum 
of Caſpar Bauhine is the Eye-bright 
here intended, and it flowers in 
June, July, and Auguſt fome- 
times. It is reckon'd a great 
m_, as the former; and in that 
reſpect a Cephalic : for which rea- 
ſon likewiſe it is ſmoaked as To- 
bacco. Tis of great eſteem in 
Diſtempers of the Eyes: but its 
Juice is much preferable to the 
diſtill'd Water; which uſed out- 
wardly, is affirm'd to take off all 
2 Films, Miſts, and Suffu- 

ions. , 

6. MAJOR AN&, Marjoram, is 
alſo by ſome Writers called Ama- 
ricus and Sampſucus; and diſtin- 
guiſhed into ſeveral kinds, as the 
Peregrina, Which is the foreign Mar- 
joram, called Marum, and lately 
cultivated in Plenty here; the Sylveſ- 
tris, Wild Marjoram, not uſed; and 
the Sativa, which is alſo diſtinguiſn- 
ed into two ſorts, the Latifolia wuly 
garis, broad-leav'd common Marjo. 
ram, and the Tenuifolia minor, 
the lefler narrow-leav'd Marjoram. 
The laſt two are moſt in uſe, and 
of them the broad-leav'd, which is 
ſometimes likewiſe called red, be- 
cauſe its Stalks have a reddiſh Caſt, 
It delights in a welldung'd, moiſt, 

ſhady 
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ſhady Soil, and blows in June and 
July. It is a moſt fragrant Aro- 
matic, and eyen in Smell yer 
comfortable to the Head. It is 
rank d amongſt the Dryers, and 
on that account is very ſervice- 
le in Catarrhs and cold Def uxions, 
It paſſes with ſome likewiſe for a 
powerful A4lexipharmir, and is good 
againſt the Poiſons of ſome veno- 
mops Creatures. The Juice, or dry'd 
Pouder, is a good Errhinz, and much 
uſed in medicinal Snuffs, Its Buds 
uſed to be diſtilled with Wine, and a 
Conſerve was formerly made with it ; 
ut they. are now diſuſed : however 
it makes an exc Ingredient in 
the Sal Volatile Oleoſum. It decays 
uch by long keeping, as all the 
Eneft Aromatics do ; and therefore 
it is beſt juſt after it is dry. The 
Tops are much better than thoſe 
parts nearer the Root. 

7. MALAaBATHR1, indian Leaf. 
It grows, by the relation of Diaſco- 
rides, in wet places, and lies upon 
the Water like the Lens pala 
But others wich more probability 
athrm it to be the Leaf of a large 
Tree common in the Gardens in 
the Eaſt- Indies, particularly in Cam- 
baja. That which looks greeneſt is 
the beſt ; for Age changes it blackiſh, 
when it becomes good for nothing. 
It is a warm 4romatic, and a Dryer: 
ſome alſo commend it for a Diure- 
tic. It is in very few Compounds 
unleſs the Venice-Treacle, and there 
but in a ſmall quantity. 

8. Maxi SYRIACI, the Matic 
Plant, as ſome call it. It is rec- 
kon'd a kind of Marjoram, agreeing 
therewith in Virtue and Figure, in- 
ſomuch that by ſome they have 
been confounded for the ſame Plant, 
But what we have now cultivated 
in our Gardens, is much more 
volatile, and is a wonderful good 
Errhine in ever fo ſmall a quantity 


put ap the Noſs, Its Scent is very 
grateful and pungent, and makes an 
excellent Sal Volatile; and in ſuch 
a Compoſition is the beſt of Ce- 
phalics. © Mindererus makes the Ma- 
rum ofthe Antients a principal In-

Plant is divided into two kinds; 
that Folio rotundo, with a round 
Leaf; and Folio oblongo, a longiſh 
one: but the former, as deſcrib'd 
by Caſpar.

It grows in champaign 
and marſhy Grounds, in a pale red 
Moſs, and flowers in May. It 
is accounted very hot; and, ac- 
cording to the old Cant, in the 
fourth Degree, which antiently oc- 
caſion'd its Uſe to be forbid.

11. Sal vtæ, Sage: by reaſon of 
the great Eſteem ſome have had 
for it, call'd Herba Sacra, the holy 
Herb, It flowers in July and Au- 
gut. : 
this Plant ; but only two in uſe, 
One is the Salvia major, or Lati- 
folia, moſt in uſe in the Shops. 
This grows of two Colours, red 
and green, The former is pre- 
ferr'd ; tho the Difference is but 
little, The other is the Minor, or 
Anguſtifolia, not uſed in the Shops, 
but much in private Families, _ 
the Name of Sage of Virtue, and 
Tea-Sage. There is alſo a Salvia 
Sylveſtris, deſcribed by Caſpar 
+ Bauhine, which is the Scordonia, 
or Salvia agreſtis of Gerhard, but 
is not uſed in the Shops, altho 
much recommended * by antient 
Writers for poſſeſſing the ſame 
Virtues as Cloves. This Herb 
has been in ſuch Eſteem, as to 
occaſion the Verſe ;

It is undoubtedly a yery good Ce- 
phalic of the detergent kind; and 
thereby it likewiſe comes under the 
Claſs of Vulneraries, Diuretics, &Cc. 
It has an Auſterity upon the Palate, 
and makes a very good Gargariſm, 
eſpecially if ſharpen'd with a little 
Acid. It makes an excellent Li-

is in plenty likewiſe in many Partg 
of Arabia, whence it is brought 
into * It is a eful Aro- 
matic, of volatile and ſubtile Parts, 
and upon that account rank'd in this 
Claſs of Cephalics. It is only in 
Compoſition in the capital Medi- 
cines, and in the Venice-Treacle prin- 
cipally ; being both in the Body of 
the Preſcription, and the Trochifci 
Hedychroi; as likewiſe in the Mithri- 
date, under the Name of Juncu:

13. SERPYLLI, Wild Thyme. 
There are various kinds of this as 
diſtinguiſh'd by Botanic Writers; but 
the Eęν n of Dioſcorides, the 
Serpyllum Sylveſtre of Mathiolus, and 
the Serpyllum vulgare minus, the 
common lefſer Wild Thyme of 
Caſpar Bauhine, ſeem to be th

15. AnTHoOs, of Roſemary, 
Theſe are the Flowers of the Ro/- 
marini anguſtiore folio, the narrow 
leaved Roſemary of Caſpar Bau- 
bine. They blow in April. Theſe 
are reckon'd the principal Aro- 
matics of our own Growth, They 
are good almoſt in all nervous 
Complaints, eſpecially ſuch as ariſe 
from too great Moiſture and Cold, 


they are hot and drying. In 
Epilpſer, Apoplexies, Pali and 

Diſeaſes of that kind, they 
are hardly ever omitted in Pre- 
ſcription under ſome Form or 
other. They abound with a ſub- 
tile detergent Oil, which makes 
them univerſally deobſtruent and 
opening. They are therefore pre- 
ſerib'd in Vrerint Obſtructioris, in 
the Jaundice, and even in the 
Gout. With theſe is made the ce- 
lebrated Hungary Water ; a ſimall 
Quantity of which diluted with 
common Water, is reckon'd ex- 
cellent in war and bringing 
away Wax which hardens in the 
Ears, and hinders the Hearing. 
It is to be injected warm with 
a Syringe made on purpoſe for 
that uſe, 

16. AukanTIOoRuM, of Oranges. 


The Aurantia Major of Caſpar fl 


Bauhine is the kind here intended. 
They are of an admirable Scent, 
tho, like all ſuch Perfumes, too 
powerful for ſome Perſons ; and

therefore prejudicial. It is with 
theſe the Aqua Naphe is made. 
They are now but little uſed in 
Medicine : However, where the 
Spirits are almoſt quite extinct in 
malignant and putrid Fevers, they 
are ſometimes very cordial and re- 
freſhing, 

17. CAkIOPHYLLI HoRTBNSES, 
Clove Gilliflowers ; call'd allo very 
commonly, Flores Tunice, and I's. 
tonica. The Altilis Major of Caf; 
par Bauhine is the officinal ſort. 
They blow in July, and thence 
are called July-flowers, They are 
a fine Aromatic, and very grate- 
ful to the Smell and Taſte. They 
have place in a -Syrup which is 
uſed in moſt Cephalic and Cordial 
Juleps, There is alſo a Conſerve 
made of them, but hardly ever 
uſed, The dry'd Clove is the Fruit 
of a large Tree, but is not ſo much 
uſed in Medicine per ſe, as in ſea- 
ſoning of Food. An eſſential Oil, 
of which they yield great plenty, 
is uſed in many things; and as it 
is very warm, and agreeable to 
the Nerves, it enters into the 
Compoſition of many Cathartics 
as a Correftor, In this Rank it 
ſtands in the Pil. ex Duobus ; and 
in the Eleftnarium Caryocoſtinum 
the Cloye is pouder'd. It is much 
ufed likewiſe for the Tooth-ach, 
dropt upon a little Cotton or Lint, 
and ſtuff'd into the Hollow, or 
held as near as can be to the Part 
affected. 5 

18, JasmiINI, of Jeſſamy. The 
Plant which produces theſe is the 
Jaſininum, and Apiana of Dodo- 
naus, the Gelſaminum of Mathi- 
olus, and the Faſminum vulgatius 
flore albo, the white flower'd Jef- 
ſamy of Caſpar Bauhine, The 
Flowers blow. almoſt the whole 
Summer. Theſe are but little uſed, 
and of the ſame Nature as thoſe of

Oranges, rather a Perfume than a 
Cordial. But in that reſpect they 
are very excellent; and where Per- 
fumes are not diſagreeable, they 
are very grateful xo the Smell, and 
refreſhing. * 

19. LavEnDuUL&, of Lavender. 
The Plant which produceth theſe 
was antiently moſt known by the 
Name of Spica, divided into 
Male and Female ; the former of 
which is not uſed, the latter is the 
Lavender of the Shops, and diſtin- 
ouiſhed by Caſpar Bauhine, by the 
Name of LZayendula Angufiifolia, 
the narrow-leaved Lavender ; it is 
alſo the ſame as the Pſeudonardus 
Femina of Mathiolus. The Flows 
ers blow in June and July, and 
are much of the Nature of the 
Roſe-mary Flowers, only more 
ſweet, or approaching to a Perfume. 
There are no Diſeaſes of the Head, 
in which they are not employ'd 
under ſome Form or other; they 
are alſo very grateful and cordial 
to the Stomach. In all paralytic 
Affections they are reckon'd to give 
place to nothing, and in loſs of 
Speech they do wonders. ' Rulandus 
mentions one he cured in that Caſe, 
by drinking a Spoonful at a time of 
an Infuſion of them in Spirit of 
Wine. The celebrated Pal/y Drops 
are the compound Spirit of Lavender 
of the Shops; and are a moſt noble 
Cephalic and cordial Medicine. 
But in the caſe Rulandus ſpeaks of, 
it is much better dropt upon Sugar, 
to be gradually diffoly'd in the 
Mouth, than ſwallow'd at once. 

20. LI Convarri Lillies 
of the Valley, or May-Lillies: This 
Plant is the Lilium Convallium, ſeu 
Vernum of Theophraflus, and the 
Til. Conxal. album of Caſpar Bau- 
hine. The Flowers blow early, 
by the beginning of May. They 
are of a mighty fragrant Scent, but 
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it is ſo languid and volatile, that in 
drying it is quite or very near loſt. 
Therefore where they enter into' 
the Compoſition of Waters, they 
ought by all means to be put 
into the Spirit of Wine as ſoon as 


ever gather'd, and if ſible before 
the very Dew is them; as in 
Antient 


the Aqua Pzonis Comp. 
Die ede direct a diſtilled Wa- 
ter, a Spirit, a Conſerve, and an 
Oil to be made of theſe Howers; 
but they are all now in diſuſe. 


However, they juſtly ſtand in the 
firſt Rank of tics,” if thus 


manag'd, otherwiſe they 'are good 
for little ; for akho are com- 
monly made the Baſis of a Cephalic 
Snuff, they are of no very greatEt- 
ficacy therein: ſo that what Feats 
ſuch Snuffs do, are uſually more 
owing to the other Ingredients, 

21, PzonIs, of Pioney. This 
Plant is divided into Male and Fe- 
male ; the former of which is — 
ferred in Medicine ; they are diſtin- 
rum both in the Root and 

aves; the Male is deſcribed by 
Caſpar Bauhine, folio migricante 
ſplendido, with a ſhining blackiſh 
Leaf, from which'the Female differs 
in being lighter coloured. The 
Root of the Male kind is likewiſe 
more bulbous, ſhorter, and branch- 
ed; whereas the other runs out into 
few, longer, and thinner ſhoots. 
The Flowers blows in May and 
June. They are much in eſteem 
for Convulſions in Children, and 
accounted good in all nervous 
Diſtempers. The ſimple Syrup of 
the Shops is the moſt are em- 
ploy'd in. 

22. RosakUM DAMASCENARUM, 
of Damask Roſes. This is alſo 
called Roſa Moſchata, the Musk 
Roſe, from its Sweetneſs. The 
Flowers blow in May and June. 
In this Claſs they obtain a *

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the Orange and Jeſſamy, being of 
much greater Efficacy in Medicine 
by 2— of their Cathartic Qua- 
lity ; under which Diviſion, they 
will be conſider d more at large. 
23. Srachabos, of Arabian 
Stechas, or Cotton- weed; diſtin- 
guiſned by Caſpar Bauhine, by 
Purpurea, the Purple Cotton- weed: 
but there is a Stechas Citrma An- 
e taken notice of by the 
ame Author, called alſo Flichryſum, 
and in "Engliſh French Lavender, 
which grows plentifully upon the 
Rhine, and other {andy Soils, both 
indifferently uſed. Many things 
were formerly made from them, 
now in neglect ;/ and theſe are 
of little or no uſe at preſent, un- 
leſs in ſome of the capital Me- 
dicines. They are by all rank'd 
amongſt the Cephalics, and ſome 
aſcribe to them the ſame Virtue. as 
to Hyſſop, which comes under ano- 
ther Claſs, as a -Peftoral, Schro- 
der, and after him Emmuller, prefer 
it to Hyſſop upoh that account, and 
wil have it to be very efficacious 
for ſach Intentions ; but our Phyſi- 
eians preſcribe it not. 
24. TI IX, of the Lime-Tree. 
The kind here meant is the Femina 
ſolio majore, the Female with a 
Leaf, of Caſpar Bauhine. 
They are univerſally recommended 
in Epilepſieg: and all nervous Dif- 
ers; and upon that account 
make a part of the compound Piony- 
Water. Ray alſo aſcribes to them 
2 Nephritie Quality, and ſays they 
help in ſome Diſorders of the 
Womb. |

25. Stxartos, of Muſtard. This 
Plant is divided into Garden, and 
Wild Muſtard. The former is 
only uſed, and diſtinguiſhed by 

Jahn Bauhins into the Sinapi /iliqud

latiuſculã glabra, ſemine rufo ſive 
vulgare, the ro 1 broad 4 ed 
Muſtard, with a brown Seed; 2 
the ſnags album, filiqua hirſut# 
o, rough podded Muſtard 
with a white Seed. The former 
is moſt uſed, and its Seeds maks 
a very pungent deterſive Cephalic, 
They are much more uſed in Sauce, 
than in Medicine : altho they are 
mighty efficacious in ſtimulati 
the Fibres, and looſening and dif- 
culling Viſcidities ; and therefore 
excellent in all Paralytic Caſes, 
and the Decays and Defluxions at- 
tending Old Age. They are alſo 
very Diuretic, __ ſerviceable in 
Aſthma's, as well as Dropſies. 
26, TrHLasPpros, of Mithrid ate- 
Muſtard, as Mr. Ray calls it. Caſ+ 
par 8 — iſhes that which 
it to be uſed, arvenſe {iliquis 
las, the Field Muſtard a 206 
Pods. The Seeds of this are ſel- 
dom uſed in Medicine, unleſs in th 
Venice-Treacle. Schroder aſcribes t 
them pretty much the ſame Qua- 
lities as the former ; but forbids 
them to Women with Child, be- 
cauſe he ſays they will deſtroy the 
Fetus, and occaſion Abortion.

27. Axnacanpit, Anacard, is tha 
Fruit of an Indian Tree, like 2 
Bird's Heart, with a red Juice, Is 
is diſtinguiſhed into the Orientale, 
called the Malacca Bean, which is 
the Anacardium of Caſpar Bauhine, 
and Occidentale the American, John 
Bauhine alſo deſcribes another ſort, 
under the Name of Caſou. It is 
ſaid to heat and 44. and takes 
place as a Cebhalic, in ſome offi- 
cinal Compoſitions, Antiently 2

took its Name from hence, as alſo

It is the Berry of the lex aculeata 
cocci glandifera, of Caſpar Bauhine, 
and the lex coccigera of Cluſius, 
called Coccum inſectorium by Ma- 
thiolus, and Coccus baphica by Dioſ- 
corides. The Juice is wonderfull 
grateful to the Palate, and a fine 
Cordial. The Confection in which 
it is the principal Ingredient, and to 
which it gives its Name, is not at 
all better, if ſo good, as the clari- 
fy'd Juice alone. There is a very 
ne,.CofAlial Liquor, which takes its 
Nami from it, in ates: ſee Part 3. 
of Compound. This Juice, or ra- 
ther the Confection made with it, is 
in great requeſt amongſt our Mid- 
wives, for aſſiſting in Delivery. It 
is reckon'd likewiſe a Bringer - out of 
the Meaſles and Small- Po p. 
29. BAN IL LI, Vanelloes. This 
is the Fruit of the Aracus Aromati- 
cus, diſtinguiſhed by Mr. Ray, Volu- 
bilis ſiliquoſa Mexicana follis Plan- 
taginis. It comes from New Spain; 
and is chiefly mixed with Chocolate, 
to which it gives a: Flavour agree- 
able to ſome, but hurtful to man 
as a Perfume, _ . 
30. CERRASO RU u, of Cherries, 
Luxury has prodigjouſly multip!y'd 
and improy'd the kinds of thefz in 
our own Country. Many of the 
forts, and particularly the xertiſb 
Red Cherries, are a very wholeſome 
Fruit, and grateful to the Stomach, 
but the Black. only are uſed in 
Medicine, They are preſcribed in 
ull Diſeaſes of the Head. and Neryes, 
and by ſome are alſo accounted 
Dinreric, eſpecially the Water di- 
ſtill d from them. 8 e 
31. Cor HRE, the. Coffee-Ber- 
ries.. They grow only in the De- 
fart. of Arabia, whence they are 


tranſported through all the Domi- 
nions of the Grand Seigniog, and 


Of Nervous Simples. 
They are. the Fruit of 'a kind of 


fromr Turtey brought into Eurepe. 
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Jeſſamy, with a Cheſnut Leaf, and 
a white ſweet Flower. Theſe are 
not employ'd in Medicine; yet 
they 0 ſo much in eyety one's 
way, ( that is, the Liquor, made of 
them) that it may be worth a Pers 
ſon's while to know that they art 
very drying, and therefore in Diſ- 
orders of the Head from Fumes, 
and too great Moiſtures, very ſer- 
viceable - their abſorbent Quali- 
lities. This moſt experience, who 
try them, after a Debauch of Wine 
or ſtrong Liquors. But in thin and 
dry Conſtitutions they are very 
hurtful, as they dry the, Nerves 
too much, and are apt to make 
them tremble, as in Palltesz by 
the ſame means likewiſe they pro- 
mote Watching, by bracing” the 
Fibres too tenſe for that Relaxation 
which is neceſſary for Sleep. Altho 
in a Caſe of extraordinar Defluxion 
of Rheum from the: Glands about 
the Head and Stomach, in à cold 
Conſtitution , which occaſiond x 
great hindrance. to the . Perſon's 
fleeping, I once advis'd them; and 
according to Expectation, they pro- 
cur d Sleep, by abſorbing the ſu- 
perfluous and N diſtilling 
Rheum. So that the ſame thing 
may have different Effects, accor- 
ding to the Conſtitution to be op- 
rated upon. 0 c 
32. CuBEBs, of Cubebs., They 
are ſmall ſpicy Grains, or; Berries, 
like Pepper, brought chiefly from 
Java in the Eaft-Indies, And pre 
much of the like Virtue. 11 N 
much queſtioned of hat theſe art 
the Fruit. Some will have chem to 
be of the Pepper kind, and the 
Piper Rotundum of Iheophraſtus; o- 
thers the Fruit of the Ruf,; and 
others the Carpeſium of Galen: but 
Cæſalbim affirms them to be the 
Fruit of the true Amomum. How- 
ever 


ever it be, the Natives, it is ſaid, 
will not export any of 'them till 
boiled, to prevent their Culture and 
Growth in other Countries. They 
are very warm, and ſuppos'd to 
ſtrengthen the 4 41 which 
they cannot do, but by being very 
teful to the Nerves. They are 
alſo reckon'd, as moſt ſuch Aroma- 
Zics are, Provokers to Venery ; as 
they fill the Juices with many active, 
ſpirituous and titillating Particles. 
33. Nucis Mos cnHarTta, of 
Nutmegs, called alſo Nux Aro- 
matica—— Myriſtica, ſeu Unguen- 
taria, by Mathiolus and Cluſuns : 
the latter diſtinguiſhed them into 
Male, which are the greater oblong 
Tort; and Female, which are the 
ſmall round ones. 
hine deſcribes them by the Diſ- 
tinction of Nuciſta, or Nux Moſ- 
chata fruftu rotundo, This is a 
moſt delicate Aromatic Fruit, and 
enters into our Sauce as well as 
our Phyſic. It is a great Comfor- 
ter of the Head and Stomach ; and 
likewiſe a — Carminative, b 
its warm diſcuſſing Quality. But it 
is to be uſed ſparingly, for if in 
too large a quantity, it will fume 
up too much, and prove offenſive 
in the ſame manner as Perfumes do 
to ſome particular Conſtitutions. 


'Etmuller very much commends it,

Affections of the Womb, and uſed

34. PIPERIS, of Pepper. Aa- 
thiolus, the Bauhines and other 
Botanic Writers, deſcribe a white 
Pepper ; but what we have of that 
Name, is but the black Pepper 
manufactured by our induſtrious 
Neighbours the Dutch. It comes 
from Malabar, Java, Sund, and 
other Parts of the Eaſi-Indies. There 
is alſo the Piper Indicum called Cap- 
ſicum, the TE Pepper, which

rows in large Pods, and, is uſed 
y the Spaniards in their Sauces and 
Pickles ; but Medicinal Preſcriptions 
take no notice of it. This is much 
of the ſame nature as Cubebs, but 
rather hotter and drier. It enters 
therefore hot only into many Com- 
olitions as a Cephalic, , but alſo 
into Cathartics, as a Corrector; 
it aſſiſting the Bowels the eaſier to 
endure the Vellications of a purgin 
Medicine. Hoffman commends it 
in the Cholic, to be drank whole in 
a little Brandy, And our Country 
People have got à Trick of curing 
Agues with a large Doſe 'bf the 
ſame,taken juſt before theFit comes ; 
but they require good Athletic Con- 
ſtitutions, who ſubmit to be ſet on 
fire, to be cured of a contra 
Extreme. It ſometimes Ikewilt 
will relieve the Tooth ach. The 
Long Pepper, uſed too in Medicine, 
tho not by a great deal ſo mueꝶ in 
Sauces as the other, is pretty much 
of the ſame virtue. 
35. PTMEN TO: This is called 


by the common People All- Spice, 


and indeed it has in its Taſte and 
Flavour ſomewhat reſembling moſt 
of the Spices. It comes to us chiefly 
from Jamaita, and is generally ſold 
by the* Name of Jamaica Pepper. 
It is accounted a Species of the 
Cariophyllus Aromaticus, and b 

ſome titled Cariophyllus Aromati- 
cus Americanus, laurt acuminatis 
folus, fruftu orbiculari. We meet 
not with it in either antient or mo- 
dern Diſpenſatory Compoſitions, un- 
leſs in the laſt Edition of our Col- 
lege. But it is pretty much got in- 
to the Shops, as a Succedaneum to 
ſome Spices which are dearer : And 
ſome = found a way to ule 
nothing elſe in the Aqua Mirabilis, 
tho none of it is order'd; and it 
anſwers ſo well, that if it be care- 


fully diftill'd, and the Spirit be good,

it is hardly to be perceiv'd from that 
which is genuine, and may per- 
haps be not inferior in its Medicinal 
Virtues.

36. PERUVIANUM, Balſam of 
Peru. This is produced from a 
Tree in the Weſt-Indies. By boiling 
the Wood, the Balſam riſes to the 
top, which is ſcummed off for uſe, 
The beſt is of the darkiſh red Co- 
lour, and of an admirable Fra- 
grancy. It heals, dries, and diſ- 
cuſſes, and is a great Strengthner 
and Warmer of the Nerves. Schro- 
der commends it in Afihma's , 
Phthiſicks, Nephritic Pains, Obſtruc- 
tions of the Menſes, Weaknels of 
the Stomach, and in the Jaundice; 
and ſays alſo, that it comforts the 
Womb, and promotes Conception, 
It is much uſed outwardly, not only 
in Wounds, but in Palſiet, Iſchia- 
dic and Rheumatic Pains, Some 
puny to cure Intermitting Fevers 

y rubbing the Back-bone with it, 
and applying it in Plaiſters to the 
Pit of e Stomach. 

37. LADANUM, or Labdanum. 
This is a Balſam or Gum ouzing 
out of the Leaves of the Ciftus- 
Tree, called Ledon, or Ladon, by 
Mathiolus, and Ciſtus Ladanifera 
by Caſpar Bauhine, which is com- 
mon in Cyprus, and ſome parts of 
Arabia. Dioſcorides ſaith, it is 
pull'd off from the Beards of Goats, 
who feeding upon thoſe Leaves, 


the viſcous Juice by degrees ga- 


thers and hardens into little Lumps 
upon the Hair, M. Towurnefort, in 
his Voyage into the Levant, de- 
ſcribes the Method of gathering this 
Gum in Candia. He ſays, it is 
bruſhed off the Leaves of the Shrub, 
in a calm Day, by a fort of — 
23 of many Straps, to whic 

it adheres: and after it is ſeraped off 
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us in ſmall Bits, of a very 
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the Straps, it is made into Cakes of 
different ſizes. That which is brit - 
tle, of an Aſh-· colour, ſweet-ſcented; 
and cleareſt from Droſs, is the beſt. 
It warms, dries, and deterges; but is 
moſt uſed outwardly, and is in man 
of the Plaiſlers which are account 
warm, emollient, and digeſtive. 


Lignum, Wood: 

38. AGALLOCHY, called alſo 
Xyloalots , Aloes-Wood. It is 2 
Tree in the Eaſt-· Indies, brought to 
| fragrant 
Scent, The belt is accounted of a 
blackiſh purple Colour, and ſo light 
as to ſwim upon Water. It is hoe 
and drying, and eſteemed a great 
Strengthner of the Nerves in gene- 
ral; but particularly of the Head 
and Stomach. Ang. Sala was a great 


Admirer of this Wood, and made 


an Extract from it with Spirit of 
Wine, which he wonderfully com- 
mended. 

39. As DPALAT EHI, or Rhodu, 
Roſewood, It is accounted aſtrin- 
gent and drying; but tho much in 
uſe amongſt the Antients, tis almoſt 
quite rejected out of internal Medi- 
cines now. An Oil drawn from it, 
is of an admirable Scent, and very 
comfortable to the Head, where 
Perfumes are not offenſive; for 
this may be reckon'd one of the 
principal. It is chiefly uſed in ſcents 


ing Pomatums and Liniments. 


Cortices, Barks : 

40. Mac 1s, Mace. It comes off 
from the Nutmeg, and is a kind 
of Bark or Covering thereunzo, 
It is much of the ſame Virtues, 
and uſed both in Cardiac Com- 
poſitions and in Cathartics, as a 
Corrector, | ö 

41. WiNTER Anvws, Winter 
Bark, This is a warm Aromatic 
Drug, which _— Name —_—

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die Perſon who firſt brought the. 


Enxopennus acquainted with it. It is 
accqunted a Species of the Cinna- 
mon, and therefore called Canella 
40a, or the White Cinnamon. It 
ie not much uſed in the Shop-Com- 
poſitions, nor mentioned by this 
Name, eſpecially in any Diſpenſa- 
tory-Writers. It has a Flavour not 
greatly unlike Lemon- Peel, is ſub- 
tile and penetrating, ſoon ſenſible 
to the Nerves, and therefore claims 
2 place in this Rank; altho, as 
many other Aromatics, it is fre- 
quently met with in the Preſerip- 
tions amongſt Antiſtarbutics: and 
certainly with good reaſon, be- 
cauſe the Subtilty of its Parts much 
aſſiſts in attenuating the Viſcidities 
and groſs Concretions which ob- 
ſtruct and erode the Capillaries and 
ſmall Glands. | 


Radices, Roots: 

42. Acorn, vel Calami Aro- 

matici, Sweet-Gave. This is diſtin- 

uiſned into Verus and Adulterinus; 
= the farmer only is the officinal 
ſort: and Schroder will have it to 
be different from the Calamus A- 
ramaticns, With which moſt Wri- 
ters confound it. It is a ſpicy bit- 
teriſh Root, and an agreeable In- 
gradient both in Cephalic and Sto- 
machic Compoſitions. It is good 
Lkewiſe in Cbolics, and all Com- 
plaints ariſing from Indigeſtion and 
a cold weak Stomach. 

42. GaLANG =; of Galangal. 
It is a ſmall knotty Root. This is 
diſtinguiſned into the greater and 
leſſer ſort; the latter of which is 
preferred. Cluſius and ſome others 
judge it to be a Species of the Iris, 
and others of the Acorus. And 
the leſſer kind is by the modern 
Greeks called Cyperus Babylonica. 
That which is heavy, well-ſcented, 
and of a reddiſh Colour, is beſt. 


It is much warmer than the Aco- 
rus, and is much eſteemed in Fla», 
tulencies and Indigeſtions, It is 
uſed with Succeſs in all Indiſpoſi- 
tions either of the Head, Stomach, 
or Womb, ariſing from Weakneſs 
of the Nerves. It is a very good 
Ingredient in Stomachic Bitters, and 
in all Compoſitions that anſwer 
the Intentions of a Cardiac or Ce- 
phalic, 

44. GINSZENG, called alſo 
Nintig, is a Root brought from Ja- 
pan, and by ſome praiſed for a Ce- 
phalic, and a Promoter of Venery ; 
but modern Practice takes no no- 
tice of it. | 

45. Pok ON 1X, of Piony. This 
Root, as well as the Flowers before 
mentioned, is -accqunted a good 
Cephalic. The good Women bigh- 
ly efteem Necklaces made of them 
to hang about Childrens Necks, for 
Convulſions and difficult breedi 
of Teeth. They are likewiſe ape 
rient, and upon that account rec- 
kon d amongſt Diuretics and Deter- 
gents: as likewiſe Alexipharmic; 
upon which account they had a + 
place in the College Plague-Wa- 
rer. 

46. SATYRIT, ſeu Orchitis, 
Satyrion. Dioſcorides diſtinguiſhes 
between theſe, and faith, Sa- 
tyrion hath a ſingle Root, but the 
Orchis a double bulbous one. Pli- 
ny however confounds them; and 
our Conntry-man, Mr. Dale, ranks 
them under the ſame Tribe. Ie 
paſſes for a great Cordial and Re- 
ftorative. And amo all who 
have been influenc'd by Whimſies, 
it has been judg'd from its Signa- 
ture to be a great Provoker to 
Venery. The FleAuarium Diaſas» 
tyrion, which is in many Dif 
ſatories, and which takes its Name 
from this Root, is certainly with 
good reaſon commended for a 

gxeat

eat Strengthner ; and it won- 
rfully warms and titillates the 

Nerves, whereby ſuch Deſires are 

excited: and on the like account 

in many Conſtitutions may cure 

Barrenneſs, and promote Concep- 

tion, But as there are ſome warm 

Aromatics in that Compoſition be- 

ſides, it is to be doubted whether 


they do not come in for the greater 


ſhare in theſe Effects. 

47. ZE DOARAT A, of Zedoary. 
This is diſtinguiſned by ſome into 
various kinds; but the long and 
round are the moſt remarkable; 
tho Lobelius ſays, they differ only 
in Form. Marhiolus will have 
the Zedoary of Avicen to be the 
Anthora of the Moderns ; and Do- 
donaus takes the Officinal Zedoa- 
ry for the Zerumbeth, or Zerum- 
bet of Avicen and Serapion. The 
Antients had many Progarations and 
Compoſitions of this Root, which 
are now quite rejected. It comes 
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from mudia. The beſt is white, 
fragrant, heavy, ſound, and of a 
ſpicy bitteriſn Taſte, which brings 
it under this Claſs of Cephalics, But 
it is alſo reckon'd'by many amongſt 
the Alexipharmics, tor which reaſon 
it comes to have a place in the 
Capitals ; and it is ſaid even to pre- 
vent Infections, by holding it only 
in the Mouth. reaſon of its a- 
ecable Bitterneſs it is preſcribed 
tkeyiſe as a Stomachic, and for its 
ſpicy Warmth tis commended alſo in 


Cholics and hyſterical Affections, and 


likewiſe for promoting the Menſes. 


48. Z1Nz1BERIs, of Ginger. 
This is liæewiſe- an Indian Root, ge- 
netally _—_ over dry, but ſome- 
times in Preſerve. It is alſo — 
to us from Arabia. It is very 
and penetrating, and therefore a' 
great Warmer of the nervous Parts; 
whence it enters into Cotupoſitions 
of other Intentions than ſuch as are 
merely Cephalie. 


Claſs 2. Of Carminati ves. 


THESE have a place among 
the Nervous Simples, by reaſon the 
nervous Parts are frequently under 
great Diſorders from Flatus's, or 
Wind pent up: and therefore That 
diſſipates and expels ſuch Vapours, 
muſt be reckon'd of great Service 
to thoſe Parts. 

A great many ſeem to be Stran- 
gers to this Term, as it does not 
appear to carry in it any thing ex- 
preſſive of the medicinal Efficacies 
of thoſe Simples which paſs under 
xs Denomination, This Term had 
certainly its Riſe as- thus apply'd, 
when Medicine was too much in the 
hands of thoſe Jugglers, who for 
want of a true Knowledge in their 


Profeſlion, brought Religion into 


their Party; and what thro their 
Ignorance they were not able to 
do by rational Preſcription, and the 
ufe of proper Medicines, they pre- 
tended to effect by Invocation and 
their Intereſt with Heaven: Which 
Cant being generally, for the Sur- 
prize ſake, couch'd in ſome ſhort 
Verſes; the word Carmen, which 
ſignifies a Verſe, was made alſo to 
mean an Inchantment : which as it 
was a very good Cover' for their 
Ignorance as well as their — 
was frequently made uſe of to ſa- 
tisfy the People of the Operation of 
a Medicine they could not account 
for. And as thoſe Medieines now* 
under this Name are of ſome quick" 
Efficacy, and the Conſequences 

G 2 thereof 
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thereof in many Inſtances wy 
great and ſurprizing; and the mo 
violent Pains ſometimes ariling 
from pent up Wind, which imme- 
diately ceaſe upon its Diſperſion : 
for theſe Reaſons, I ſay, ſuch 
Medicines as give Relief in this 
caſe, are more particularly term'd 
Carminatives, as if they cured by 
Inchantment; the Complaint re- 
moved by them being ſo ſudden, 
that the ordinary Means of the Ope- 
ration of a natural Cauſe are not 
ealily imagin'd to take place ſo 
ſoon. 

But howſoeyer this Term came 
into the Profeſſion, its common 
Uſe has ſufficiently determin'd its 
Meaning ; ſo that by it every one 
underſtands ſuch things as conduce 
to expel Wind. How they do ſo, 
may be conceiv'd, when we conſi- 
der that all the Parts of the Body 
ae perſpirable. Sanctorius, in his 
Medicina Statica, determines all 
we call Wind in the Bowels, to 
be ſuch perſpirable Matter as makes 
its eſcape thro the Coats of the 
Stomach and Inteſtines. Between 
the ſeveral Membranes likewiſe 
of the muſcular Parts may ſuch 
Matter break out, and lodge for 
ſome time. Now whatſoever will 
rarify and render thinner ſuch Col- 
lections of Vapours, muſt con- 
duce to their utter Diſcharge out of 
the Body, and conſequently remove 
thoſe . Uneaſineſſes, which ariſe 
from their Detention. And as 
all thoſe things in Medicine which 
paſs under this Denomination, are 
warm, and conſiſt of very light 
ſubtile Parts, it is eaſy to conceive 
how a mixture of ſuch Particles 
may agitate and rarify thoſe Fla- 
tulencies, ſo as to facilitate their 
Expulſion : and eſpecially when we 
conſider what a Help to promote 


this End thoſe grateful Senſations 
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may be which ſuch Medicines give 
to the Fibres ; which cannot but in- 
vigorate their tonic Undulations ſo 


much, that by degrees the obſtruc- 
ted Wind is diſlodg'd, and at laſt 


quite expell'd, But if the Ob- 
ſtruction is not great, as it ſeldom 
is in the Bowels, by reaſon of the 
large Vent both upwards and down- 
wards, the Rarifaction of the Wind 
upon taking ſuch a Medicine is oſten 
ſo ſudden, and likewife its Diſcharge, 
that it goes off like the Exploſion 
of Gunpouder. 

All the things under this Claſs, 
being warm and diſcuſſive, are 


much uſed in the Compoſitions of 


Cathartics, of the rougher ſort eſpe- 
cially, For the Irritation occaſion'd 
by thoſe, would be ſcarce tolerable 
without the mitigation of ſuch grate- 
ful Ingredients. Many likewiſe of 
this Sortment are in the Compoſi- 
tions of diſcuſſive Topics, as they 
warm, rarify and attenuate the ob- 
ſtructed Humours. 


Folia, Herbs : 

49. ANGEL1C#&, Angelica. 
There is of this —— Sylveſtris, a 
wild Angelica, which is alſo divi- 
ded into major and minor Monta- 
na; but the only kind uſed in 
Pharmacy is the Sativa, ſeu Coſtus 
nigra of Caſpar Bauhine, called al- 
ſo by ſome Angelica odorata, and 
Smyrnium, It flowers in July. 
This is a warm, fragrant, aroma- 
tic Plant,. in great eſteem with ma- 
ny Authors, Schroder will have it 
to be a moſt noble Cordial, Sudo- 
rific, and Vulnerary; and alſo to 
promote the Menſes, forward De- 
livery, and ſtrengthen the Womb : 
and that it is efficacious againſt 
all manner of Poiſons and peſti- 
lential Contagions. But at pre- 
ſent it is regarded little otherwiſe 
than as a Carminative, and there- 

. tore 
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fore we give it a place in this Claſs. 
The College hath a compound Wa- 
ter which takes its Name from it, 
in which are many Ingredients of 
the ſame Rank. 

50. CHAMAMELI, Camomile. 
Of this there are various kinds, as 
the Vulgare, Romanum, Fetidnm, 
and Inodoratum. The two laſt are 
not in uſe, The firſt is made a Spe- 
cies of the Parthenium, or Mother- 
wort, and according to Caſpar Bau- 
hine, is the Lencanthimum of Dioſ- 
corides : But Dodonaus diſtinguiſhes 
the Romanum by Lencanthimum 
odoratum, and Caſpar Bauhine by 
Chamemelum nobile ſeu odoratius ; 
and that is the ſort referred to by 
the late Catalogue of the College. 
John Bauhine diſtinguiſhes it by— 
Flore ſimplici, in oppoſition to the 
Flore multiplici, the Double Camo- 
mile ; which latter hath, of late, 
much obtained in the Shops thro 
mere Error, for the ſingle Flower is 
much the ſtrongeſt and beſt. It 
flowers in July. It has the Carmi. 
native Virtues of the former, and 
is alſo accounted a good Anodyne, 
and excellent int Cramps, and 
ſuch like Spa/ms. Outwardly it is a 
good Emollient and Ripener, in Ca- 
raplaſims. It is uſed with Succeſs 
likewiſe againſt the Tooth-ach, 
apply'd hot, .in a Bag, to the 
Cheek. The College have given a 
Compound Water of Camomile 
Flowers in their late Diſpenſatory, 
which is a moſt excellent Compo- 
lition as a Cardiac and a Carmina- 
tive. 

51. FoßNTcUI r, Fennel, is 
diſtinguiſhed into Vulgare offic. by 
Gerard and Parkinſon ; the Vulgare 
Germanicum, by Caſpar Baubine; 
and the Vulgare minus, acriore & ni- 
griore ſemine, by John Bauhine; 
and is called Regi Fennel or 


* 
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Finckle ; and into the dulce 
offic. by Gerard, Parkinſon, and 
Caſp. Bauhine; and dulce ma- 
jori & albo ſemine, by John Bau- 
hine. There is alſo a —— Mari- 
num, called Cruhmum, and 
Porcinum, termed Pencedanum ; 
but theſe are little uſed in Phar- 
macy. It flowers in July and Au- 
gut. It has much the ſame Qua- 
lities as the former two; but it is 
further ſaid to be Diuretic, and 
good againſt the Stone in the Blad- 
der and Kidneys. 

52. LEv1s TIC1, Lovage. This 
is the Liguſticum vulgare of Caſpar, 
and the — vulgare foliis Apis of 
John Bauhine. It is called Laſer- 
pitium by Gerard: but the Laſer- 
pitium of Dioſcorides, whence the 
Gum Laſer of the Antients, which 
is unknown to us, was produced, is 
of another kind, This flowers in 
July. Beſides its diſcuſſive and car- 
minative Quality, this is likewiſe 
accounted a good Alexipharmic , 
Vulnerary, 4 Strengthner of the 
Stomach ; and by its deterſive Vir- 
tues alſo to help againſt the Jaun- 
dice and Obſtructions of the, Spleen. 
In Topics too it is a good Ripsher. 


Semina, Seeds: 

$3. Ax ET RI, of Dill, de cribed 
by Ray, folits in tenuiſſia ſeg- 
menta Fœniculi emula diviſis, with 
Leaves finely divided like Fennel. 
Its Diſtin tions are but few. It 
grows in Gardens, and flowers in 
July. 

$4. Ax IS, of Aniſe. The 
officinal kind hath little other Diſ- 
tinction than that of Aniſum Her- 


.bariis, by Caſpar Banhine, There 


is an Indian Aniſe deſcribed from 

many Botanic Writers by Dale; 

but it is little, if at all, uſed in our 

preſent Pharmacy. This is much 
6 5 uti 
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cultivated in Malta, and thence 
chiefly brought to us. It flowers 
in June. 

55. CRU, of Caraway. This 
bath very few Diſtinctions of note. 
Gerard deſcribes it by the Name of 
Careum; John Baubine, by that of 
Caros ; but Caſvar Bauhine, by 
Cuminum Pratenſe, Meadow Cum- 
min, waich is the Caraway of the 
Shops. It grows in Meadows and 
Paſture Grounds,and flowers in Junc. 

56. CORIANDR 1, of Coriauder. 
This hath ſome Diſtinctions: but 
the — Vulgare of Parkinſon, and 
Majus of Caſpar Bauhine, is the 
officinal kind. It is found in the 
Fields, and flowers in June. 

57. CUMIN, of Cummin. The 
— Vulgare of Parkinſon, the 

— Serine longtore of Caſpar 
Baubine, and the Sativum of John 
Pau bine, is the officinal kind. It 
is much cultivated in the Iſland 
of Malta, and flowers in June. 
There is a Cummum Siliquoſum, 
and Corniculatum, the Podded and 
Wiid Cummin, deſcrib'd by Bota- 
niſts; but theſe are not uſed in 
Medicine. 

58. Davci SrLv, of Wild 
Carrot. 

39. FokN fc, Of Fennel. 


See the Pant before defcrib'd, in 


this Claſs amongſt the Herbs. 

61. CAR DANO, Cardamoms, 
are 2 Seed diſtinguiſhed by Bota- 
niſts. by different Names, accordi 
tn their various kinds, The Carda- 
1nninzm mains offic. which comes 
from Java in India, is hardly ever 
met with in the Shops, but the Grains 
of Paradiſe are ſubſtituted for it, 
The Minus offr, of Bontius 
and Johnſon, the Minus vulgare 
of Gerard and Parbinſon, the 
Simdliciter in offic. dictum of Caſpar 
Ba:hine, and cum. ſil:quis ſeu 
thecis lougis & brevilus of John 
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Bauhine, are the commom Carda- 
moms, and are brought to us from 
Malabar, and other Parts of India, 
But the Maximum of Gerard, 
the Melleguetta of Johnſon, the 
Paradiſi offic. of Caſpar Bauhine, 
and Grana Paradiſs of Parkin- 
ſon, are the common Grains of Pa- 
radiſe. 

62. LAu RT Bacc x, of Bay- 
Berries. Theſe are the Fruit of an 
aromatic oily leay'd Tree, very 
commonly known. The Laurus 
Alexandrina, fructu pediculo inſi- 
dente, of Caſpar Bauhine, is the 
ſame as the Hippogloſſum : the — 
Alexandrina fructu folio inſidente, 
tho ſaid to be Vulnerary and Diu- 
retic, is not uſed in the modern 
Pharmacy; nor is the Lauruſtinus, 
or Wild Bay Tree, now in any o- 
ther Eſteem, than for Ornament 
in Gardens. | 

Theſe all agree in their Carmina- 
tive Qualities, and are therefore fre- 
\ wag 4 uſed in Compoſitions of 
that Intention; as alſo in Glyſters, 
and diſcutient Topics, The Aniſe- 
Seed was ſo much in favour with 
Helmont, as to obtain the Name 
from him of Salumen e 
The Coriander, as they do not ſo 
much abound with Oil as the other, 
ſo they are more drying, and there- 
fore frequently uſed for that Inten- 
tion. The Cardamoms of both 
kinds are much hotter, and upon 
that account ſtand frequently in 
Compoſition with the Simples of the 
foregoing Claſs ; and are alſo ac- 
counted Provokers to Venery. The 
Cummin have a diſcuſſive Plaiſter 
from their Name, in the College- 
Diſpenſatory, - 

63. ANGEL 1c a-Roots are like- 
wiſe * effi cacious in this Inten-

tion; eſpecially thoſe from Spain,

Claſs 3. Of Hyſterics. 


WHAT we have reduced un- 


der this Head; may perhaps be 
more properly ſtyled Urerines ; for 
we ſhall here include, not only 
all that are called Hyſfterics by 
the Writers of Phyſic, but alſo 
ſuch Simples as are accounted: ſer- 
viceable in menſtrual Obſtruttions : 
for ſuch Diſorders bring on a great 
many Symptoms which are always 
reckon'd Hyfterical ; and conſe- 
_ the means of removing 

em juſtly come into this Claſs. 

All of this kind are very remark- 
able for their ſtrong Scent; and 
have been by ſome affinguiſh's into 
Odoriferous and Fetid Medicines. 
But of the former, ſuch as Musk, 
Ambergreaſe, and the like, there are 
ſo extremely few Conſtitutions with 
which they will agree, that we have 
refus'd moſt of them a place here, 
and rank'd them in the firſt Claſs 
of this Section. 

Diſorders of the Womb, all which 
come under the name of Hyſterical 
Aſfections, ariſe from too titillating 
or from too uneaſy Senfations. The 
former proceed from that Irritation 
of the Nerves, which the Make and 
Secretion of thoſe Parts have natu- 
rally ſubjected them to: this in ſome 
fort of Conſtitutions ariſes to that 
degree, as to draw the whole Syſtem. 
into diſorder, and occaſion a ſur- 
prizing Variety of Symptoms, as 
ſeveral ſorts of Conyullions, and 
ſpecies of Madneſs ; which there- 
fore are by ſome term'd Furores 
Uterini, Now theſe Diſorders ſeem 
to be moſt effectually allay'd by 
ſuch things, as are in à manner the 
Reverſe of Cordial, and are both in 
Smell and Taſte very offenſive and 


diſagreeable. And they ſeem to an- 


ſwer this End, by ſuffocating as it 
were the Spirits, and damping their. 
inordinate Sallies, ſo that ſuch Sti- 
mulation ceaſes, and the Fibres, te- 
turn to their natural Tone and Mo- 
tions. For, as what is grateful to the 
Senſes gives an inexpreſſible Emo- 
tion to the fine nervous Filaments, 
ſo does what is fetid and difagreea- 
ble quite deſtroy that Emotion, and 


deaden it. And as the former kind 


conſiſts chiefly of fine ſubtile vola- 
tile Parts, by which, as was before 
explain'd, they are the fitter to pene- 
trate the Neryes ; ſo theſe are gene- 
rally of a clammy viſcous Contex-, 
ture, and therefore the fitter to en- 
velope and entangle that ſubtile 
Juice, whereby its Motion is much 
retarded, and conſequently the 
Fibres render'd leſs ſpringy. 

In the latter Caſe, thetlaeaſineſs 
of the Burden in Geſtation, and of- 
ten the Diſorders of the Fœtu⸗ it ſelf, 
brings the Womb, and by degrees 
the whole nervous Syſtem, into con- 
vulſive Diſorders ; which admit of 
little or nothing to be done by way, 
of Medicine, but are beſt remedy'd 
by contributing to the Eaſe, and. 
gratification of all the Deſires and- 
Cravings of the Mother, But the 
worlt miſchief to theſe Parts, is from 
a Lodgment of ſome diſagreeable 
Matter upon their Glands, whereby 
they are pen] apt to grow can- 
cerous; or from an Obſtruttion of 
the Diſcharges, which at certain times, 
Nature (that is, the Conſtitution) 
requires to be made from thoſe Parts. 
In the firſt of theſe, all ſuch things 
come to be deem d Hyſlerics, which 
by their deterſive Qualities open 
thoſe Glands, and by degrees wear 
away the obſtructed Humours, In 
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the latter are 1 ſuch as either 
give a greater force to the circula- 
ting Blood, whereby it is enabled to 
break through the Capillaries ; or 
which ſo attenuate it, as to fit it 
upon that account the eaſter to flow 
through, and make the Diſcharge 
requir'd, And thus whatſoever in 


Medicine, either ſimple or compound, 


contributes to any of thoſe Ends, 
tho very different in their. Opera- 
tions, as the original cauſe of the 
Diſorder may ker, they all come 
under this general Appellation of 
Hyſtericks, or Uterines, | 


Folia, Herbs : 
64. Ax TEMISIA, Mugwort, is 
diſtinguiſhed in Caſpar Bauhine by 
— A ulgaris major, and = 
Gerrard, Mater Herbarum. 
It is much uſed in Complaints 
peculiar to the Female Sex, both 
in inward and outward Applica- 
tions. It is ſaid to be opening 
and diſcuſſive, to promote the 
Menſes, Delivery, and to cleanſe 
the Womb of all Impurities. It is 
in greateſt eſteem amongſt Mid- 
wives and Nurſes. For in the 
Shops it is uſed in little elſe than 
the compound Syrup of the College, 
which has its Name from it. The 
Moxa, mentioned by Sir William 
Temple, is the Production of this 
Plant in China, titled, Artemiſia 
Chinenſis cujus Mollugo Moxa di- 
cĩtur; and is by ſome ſuppoſed to 
be the Nxecuinpathi of Hernandez. 
65. ATRIPLICIS OL1DAa, 
ſ ve Fetide, Stinking Orache, is a Spe- 
cies . of the Blitum, or Wild O- 
rache, and diſtinguiſhed by Ray, 
Blitum fetidum, Vulvaria diftum. 
It grows about Dunghils, and flow- 
ers in Auguſt, but is of very little 
uſe in the preſent Practice, tho 
of ſome conſiderable repute for 


the fame Occaſions as the former. 


There is a Syrup only made of its 
Decoction or Juice. 

66; BASILIC1, five Ocimi, Baſil. 
This is likewiſe an ill-ſcented Plant, 
and is found in very few Compo- 
ſitions of Medicine, unleſs in the 
College compound Bryony-Water. It 
is reckon'd of the ſame Efficacy as 
the former in cleanfing the Womb, 
and promoting the menſtrual Diſ- 
charges, 

67. BUPHTHALM1I, Ox-Eye. 
This Name is given to various Diſ- 
tinctions of Plants, of the Chryſan- 
themum kind, or the Wild Ca- 
momile, Tho Dioſcorides deſcribes 


à Buphthalmum nearer to the Fen- 


nel, called by ſome the Corn-mary- 
gold: But the Cotule 
folio of Bauhine and Herman, is the 
kind referred to by the laſt Ca- 
talogue of our College, and comes 
under this Claſs of Hyſterics, by 
the ſame right as other like fetid 
Plants, but it is hardly ever 

uſed. oT 
68. Ca DIA, Motherwort. 
In the Catalogue of the Botanic 
Garden at Oxford, this is diſtin- 
guiſhed by Marrubium Cardiaca 
dictum, which makes it a Species 
of the Horehaund. It grows in 
Gardens, and Places where Dung 
is laid; and flowers in June and 
July. It is ſaid to 7 Cardiac, 
and good againſt many hyfteric Diſ- 

orders; but it is no little uſed. 
69. Cy ERI, Cyprus. This is 
by Botaniſts divided into ſeveral 
kinds, of which the Indian Spike- 
nard is one: the moſt conſidera- 
ble of the other are the long and 
round, and they are both recom- 
mended for Diſorders of the Nerves, 
of many kinds; but neither are 
m_ regarded in the preſent Prac- 

ce. 

70. DIicTamniCRETICT, 
Diztany of Candy, This is of *

uſe likewiſe, but in the foremen- 
tion'd Intentions. Though as it 
paſs'd with ſome alſo for an 
Alexipharmic, it has found a place 
in ſome of the Capitals, and parti- 
cularly the Theriaca Andromacht 
and  Mithridate. | There is alſo a 
Dictammus albus, called by ſome 
Fraxinella, which is a Baſtard Dit- 
tany, and hath much the fame Vir- 
tues attributed to it; but is very 
little uſed. N T 

71. Lu INI, Lupines; the Seeds 
of a Plant diſtinguiſhed into Sa- 
tivus and Sylveſtris; but the former 
only is what the preſent Catalogue 
of the College refers to, but tis 
not much uſed, tho recommended 
for the ſame Intentions as the reſt 
of this Claſs. 


72. MATRICARI A, Feverfew,. 


called alſo Parthenium. It flowers 
in June and July. This is near 
a-kin to the Mugwort, but much 
more fetid, It is not of any uſe 
but as an Ingredient in the Bryony- 


Water; tho Schroder mentions it 


as effectual in all uterine Com- 
plaints, particularly in Coldneſs and 
Inpotency ; and likewiſe ſays that 
it purges by Urine, and is therefore 
good in Dropſies ; that it reſiſts 
putrid Fevers, is good in the Stone, 
in Giddineſs, and Pains of the 
Gout,” outwardly apply'd, and rub- 
bed upon the Part. 

73. NEzPE Ty, called alſo Men- 
tha felina ſive Cataria, by Gerard ; 
Cat-Mint. It flowers molt of the 
Summer Months. This Plant is of 
an offenſive Smell, and very little 
in uſe, unleſs in the Bryony-Water, 
which is a Compound of little elſe 
but what has this Quaiity. It has 
aſcrib'd to it the ſame Virtues pretty 
much as Maxgwort and Orache. 

74. PULEGI11, Penny-Royal, 
diſtinguiſhed Regale by Gerard, 
and Latifolium by Caſp. Bauhine ; 
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in oppoſition to the 4 
guſtifoliuum ſive Cerwinum Nof Par- 
kinſon and John Bauhine, which 
is the Hart-Penny-Royal, It flows 
ers in July and 25 It is a 
r warm Plant, of very ſubtile 
penetrating Parts, and is there- 
fore Aperitive, Diſcuſient, and Car- 
minative; but its chief Virtues are 
abſterging all Impurities from the 
Womb, promoting the Menſtrual 
Evacuations, and facilitating the 
Expulſion of the Ferus. It is alſo 
of known Efficacy in Pleuriſies and 
the Jaundice; as indeed in all Diſ- 
orders ariſing from ObſtruQions. 
It is an pros The Pectoral, and 
ven with great Succeſs in Aſthma s, 
and all Difficulties of Breathing. 
Some commend its Application out- 
wardly likewiſe in Pains of the Head. 
For its many good Qualities, it has 
a place in ſeveral of the Shop-Me- 


dicines now in uſe: And for the a- 


bundance of Oil which comes over 
with it, the ſimple Water drawn 
from it is very efficacious for many 
of the foremention'd Purpoſes, tho 
ſomewhat inferior to a Decoction, 
but not ſo unpleaſant. 

73. SABIN &, Savin, This Plant 
is an Ever-green, and diſtinguiſhed 
— Vulgaris, or Sterilis, by Parkin- 
ſon, Gerard, and John Banhine, 
in oppoſition to the Sabina Bacci- 
fera, folio Cypreſſi, called alſo Ce- 
drus Baccifera, and Juniperus Al- 
pina, from the Places it grows in, 
and the Trees it is like. This is 
hot, attenuating, and very geter- 
gent; and ſo forcing upon the 
Womb, that it has got into the 
Practice of ill Perſons to procure 


Abortion. It is a moſt powerful 
Cleanſer, and therefore in all 


Obſtructions of the Viſcera, where 


a Conſtitution can bear'its Efficacy. 
For the ſame reaſon it has obtain'd 


amongſt Surgeons for cleanſing — 
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foul Ulcers, In which. caſes Para- 


cel{us much commends it, as does 


o Etmuller pronounce it very 
effectual in curing any running Sores, 
"mix'd- with Honey. * is likewiſe 
eſteem'd, of great Service * 
Worms ; and its eſſential Oil, of 
which it affords good Plenty, is 
frequently uſed for that purpoſe in 
outward Application to the Belly, 

76. Ru TA, Rue, This is diſtin- 
guiſned into Hortenſis major Lati- 
folia, which is the common Garden- 
Rue, and the ris, which 
is alſo called Harmel, and Harmela, 
Wild Rus: The Seeds of which laſt 
ſort, the Arabian: report will in- 
toxicate, like Opium; but the former 
only is Med in our Pharmacy, and 
it flowers in June. Schroder com- 
mends it as an Alexipharmic and 
2 Cenbalic; ſays it reſiſts all kinds 
of Poiſons and Malignities, and is 
therefore to be uſed in Fevers ; and 
chat it is good in all convulſive 
Caſes: It is replete with a fat 
viſcous Juice, 
little to any good purpoſe in Piſtil- 
lation, — s where firſt digeſted in 
a ſpirituous Menſiruum. Hence its 
ſimple Water in the Shops is worth 
little, how much ſoever valued by 
ſome. It ought to be raiſed with a 
ſpirituous Liquor, or uſed in Con- 
erve;. or, which is. beſt of all, eat 
alone freſh gather'd; as many. do 
with Bread and Butter. It s of 
excellent Service in all nervous 
Caſes, and particularly in ſuch as 
ariſe. from the Womb, as it deterges 
the. Glands, and by its Viſeidity 
bridles thoſe inordinate Motions, 
which frequently begin there, and 
affect the whole Conſtitution,

Bontius, with ma- 
ny others, diſtinguiſnes two ſorts 
of it, and ſome will have it a 
Benzoinum ; but theſe Conjectures 
are not of any great Moment, It is 
of known Efficacy in ſome Uterine 
Emotions; but its extreme Offen- 
ſiveneſs makes it the leſs uſed, no 
Form whatſoever being able to 
conceal it; however with other 
Gums it is adminiſter'd in Pills a- 
gainſt Hyſteric Fits. 9 
79. GALBANUM is a Gur 
brought from ſome Parts of Syria, 
of a yellowiſn Hue. The Tree which 
produces it, is diſtinguiſned by Ge- 
rard, Ferulago, and by Jobs Bauhine, 
Ferula folio glauco, - ſemine lato 
oblongo, quibuſdam Thapſia feru- 
acea. Our Draggiſ compliment 
the Apothecaries by ſelling it to them 
ready ſtrained, but moſt that is ſo 
managed is to be ſuſpected of Adul- 
teration ; as it is much inferior in 
Strength of Smell to the genuine 
Gum, which is warm, emollient, 
and reſolving, and is good in all Hyſ- 
terical Affections; but it is chiefly 
uſed Plaiſter- wiſe to the Navel. It 
looſens the Belly, both inwardly 
and externally uſed. It is often met 
with — extemporaneous Pre- 
ſeriptions in the preſent Practice, but 
it enters very few Shop-Medicines ; 
altho in a ſmall Quantity in the 
Theriaca Andromachi, and Diaſcor- 
dium. | 
8. MYxxna, Myrrh, This 
is a reſinuous Gum, and comes from 
ſome Parts of Arabia and Ethiopia. 
Fuchſius, with ſome others, dif- 
truſts

truſts the Officinal Myrrh to be 
enuine, becauſe it anſwers not the 
Characters given of it by Dioſco- 
rides ; but John Bauhine and Par- 
kinſon judge otherwiſe, - The Statte 
of the Antients was a kind of liquid 
Myrrh, which Pliny relates to have 
flowed from a Tree of its own 
accord; but ' Dioſcorides affirms 
it to have been a Solution, and 
Expreſſion of the true Myrrh with 
Water: which latter Opinion is 
alſo ſupported by Cordus. That 
which is moſt clear, brittle, light, 
and fragrant of Smell, is beſt, It 
is of great uſe in Medicine, inſomuch 
as to enter into Compoſitions al- 
moſt of all Intentions. It is warm 
and bitteriſh, and upon that account 
found helpful to the Stomach. ' It 
will frequently, by a prudent Ad- 
miniſtration , remove Agues. In 
malignant and peſtilential Feyers, 
it has always been reckon'd excel- 
lent; and in times of the * 
People carry it, and chew it in their 
Mouths to prevent Infection. It is 
of manifeſt Service in ripening the 
Small- Pox, eſpecially that ſort, where 
the Puſtules riſe with a pellucid 
Humour, Irs bitter Taſte makes it 
difficult to give to Children in ſuch 
Caſes, otherwiſe. there is nothing 
more ſafe and efficacious ; as like- 
wife in abating thatKeſtleſneſs which 
ariſes from tickling Defluxions of 
Rheum: And by the ſame Qua- 
lity it is good in all Catarrhs. Its 
peculiar Bitterneſs makes it effe 
againſt Worms. And the Elixir 
Proprietatis is much the better Me- 
dicine for what it has of this in its 
Compoſition, It is likewiſe rec- 
kon'd, outwardly applied, a great 
Detergent,” and therefore Rulandus 
compounds it in many Plaiſters. 
Our own Surgeons much uſe it now 
in their Dreſſings, and have it in 
great Eſteem for keeping clean the

kinds of Ulcers, It is alſo an e. 
cellent Dentifrice, and k the 
Gums from and Knking, 
But its moſt celebrated Virtues ate

It is of a 
ſubacrid aromatic Taſte, and by all 
accounted a Cleanſer of the Womb, 
both as a Provoker of the menſtrual 
Diſcharges, and a Forwarder of 
Delivery. It has aſcribed” to it 
alſo ſome alexipharmic Qualities, 
and is therefore in the Compoſi- 
tion of the Theriaea, and 
others of the ſame Tribe. Tre 
reckon'd detergent externally, and 
ſuppuratrve ; for which reaſon ic has 
a Place in the ſtictic Plaiſters, both 
of Crollius and Paracelſus. Johanne: 
Faber made from this an Exerratt, 
and an Eſſence. 

82. AxrsToLOCHIT&E Ro 
TUND#®, Round Birthwort, It 
differs not from the former but in 
Shape; and has the fame Virtues al. 
crid'd to it, and enters into the ſame 
Compoſitions as the former. This 
grows chiefly in France; as the fore 
mer does in ſome Parts of Hay 
There is alſo deſcribed by Botaniſts, 
a creeping- Birth-wort, titled} Saru.

Helmont 
commends it in a #leuriſy : and 
Mindererus infuſed: it in Vinegar, 
and gave it in Fevers. | 
85. CASSUMUNAIR, Caſſa- 
This is made a Species of 
the Galangals, and by ſome is call'd 
Ryſagon, and doubted whether it 
is not the Zerumbeth, or Zinziber 
rubrum ſylveſire, of the Commeline 
Syllabus, It comes to us- from 
the Eaſt-Indies, and ſtands recom- 
mended in all nervous Affections. 
Some make it a Species of the Zedo- 
ary, and the preſent Practice takes 
notice of it as a good Stomachic.

86. CRanium HUMANUM, 
Man's Skull, It is to be fear'd this 


* 
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has obtain'd a Place in Medicine, 
more from a whimſical Philoſo- 
phy, than any other account ; and 
therefore we find it appropriated to 
Diſtempers of the Head chiefly, as 
Apoplexies, 1 and the like. 
It is an Ingredient in Riverius's Pul- 
vis de Gutteta, but of little Ser- 
vice. A Spirit indeed is made from 
it, and a volatile Salt, in the ſame 
manner as from Hartſhorn ; from 
which they differ ſo little, as not 
to be diftinguiſh'd even by the Ope- 
zator., * | 

87. Moschus, Must. This. 
is reckon'd to be the Contents of 
an Excreſcence growing out of the 
Belly of a Creature in India, not 
unlike a Goat, It is thought by 
ſome to be excerned as a menſtrual 
Blood, which it is not very much un- 
like ; and that thofe Creatures by 
rubbing againſt Shrubs or other 
bard Bodies, break the Films or 
Cods it is collected in, and ſo leave 
it behind them. But the moſt pre- 
vailing Opinion is, that it naturally 
ſecretes into a proper Receptacle, 
and is cut off, or taken out of the 
Creature when kill'd ; which ſeems 
confirm'd by the hairy Bags which 
our Merchants ſhew it to be pro- 
duced in ; altho indeed ſome have 
found the Art of counterfeiting 
theſe, and filling of them with co- 
agulated dry'd Blood, and a little 
mixture of the true Must : but this 
Cheat may be diſcover'd by burn- 
ing a little upon a hot Iron; the 
genuine all exhaling, while the 
adulterated fort will leave a good 
deal behind. It is reckon'd a great 
Cordial, and muſt certainly be fo by 
»y * 
its Fragrancy and Volatility, where 
it is not hurtful as a Perfume, which 
often happens ; but this, as well as 
Ambergreaſe, has frequently been 
experienc'd of Service in many bot 
terical Complaints, both inwardly 


taken, 


taken, and apply'd outwardly to the 
Navel ; wherefore we have given 
them both a Place under this Divi- 
ſion. 

88. STERCus ANSERIS, 
Gooſe-dung. The Excrements of 
moiſt Birds are accounted hot, ni- 
trous, and penetrating, tho they may 
ſomewhat vary, according to their 
different Food : for this reaſon they 
paſs for Inciders and Detergents, and 
axe particularly reckon'd good in 
Diſtempers of the Head : but they 
are almoſt quite now laid aſide in 
Practice, not only as they are trou- 
bleſome and — . * but as they 
were at firſt introduc'd more from 
Fancy than good Reaſon. 

89, STEKCUus PAVON IS, 
Peacock's Dung. This is reckon'd 
4 Specific in Epilepſiet; and Dr. Pit- 
earn, in his Elements of Phyſic, from 
Experience mnch commends its Uſe 
in a Vertigo, which Diftemper has 
a great Affinity with the former. 1 
cannot but here wiſh that Work 
had receiv'd the finiſhing Stroke 
from the Author's own Hand ; for 
as there are ſome things in it per- 
haps not altogether worthy fo great 
a Man, there are multitades of o- 
thers of real Advantage in the true 
Theory and Practice of Medicine. 
But of the three Editions of that 
Work, I take the 7:agltfh Veriton 
to be preferable, by reaſon the 
Tranſlator ſeems to have had the 
ſight of better Manuſcripts than the 
other Editors. 

90. UN GUILA ATI cs, Elk's 
Hoof. This is alſo eſteem'd of migh- 
ty Efficacy in Diſtempers of the 
Head, mi is an Ingredient i che 
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Head, it lies in ſuch a Poſture as to 
keep one of the Tips of a Hoof in 
its Ear, which after ſome time ef- 
feats a Cure. But this I leave to 
be credited by thoſe of more Faith 
than my ſelf. 


Claſs 3: 

91. CASTOREUM, Caffvr. 
This is generally taken for the Bea- 
ver's Teſticles, which is an amphi- 
bious Animal, not much unlike an 
| Engliſh Otter : but this is a vulgar 
Error, for it is contain'd in a Glan- 
dule, whereof two grow in the hin- 
der Parts of both the Male and Fe- 
male Beaver. It is brought from 
Hudſon"s-Bay, New-England, and 
Ruſſia : the latter is much the beſt. 
The Cods are much rounder than 
the other, and harder ; and the in- 
cloſed Caſtor is of a much redder 
Colour, and a more fragrant, vola- 
tile, and pungent Scent. This is 
of very extenſive Uſe in Medicine, 
and enters into almoſt all the ner- 
vine Compoſitions of the Shops, as 
welt as the extemporaneous Pre- 
ſcriptions of like Intentions. It is 
certainty a moſt noble Drug, and 
of great Uſe in all Diſtempers of 
the Head : And as many Diſorders 
of the Womb have their Riſe from 
ſome Diſtemperature of the nervous 
Sy dem; ſo in all ſuch Caſes it is 
likewiſe of great Service. In the 
Height of Fevers, when the Nerves 
begin to be convulſed, it is very ef- 
fectual, not only to keep off a De- 
lirium, but to forward a Diaphore- 
ſis, and bring the Diſtemper to a 
Criſis. Etmuller, with ſome others, 
will have it alſo to be good in the 


Pulvis de Gutteta of Riverius befors AMeaſies and Small- Pox. The Tinc- 


mention'd, but in little elſe. Natu- 
raliſts tell us that the Creature it ſelf 
firſt gave to Mankind a Hint of its 
medicinal Virtues ; for they ſay, 
whenever it ails any thing in the 


ture which is made of it, is an ex- 
cellent Medicine ; but what Chy- 
miſts pretend to ſell for a Spirit 
of Caſtor, is good for little or no- 
thing ; for it is too fat and tena- 
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cious a Subſtance, to riſe over the 
Helm with any Menſiruum whatſo- 
ever. Iris therefore much the beſt 
it given in Subſtance, or Iinckure, 
wherein it will almoſt entirely open 
and diſſolve.

Claſs 1. 

92. AMBRAGRISEA, Amber- 
greaſe. Naturaliſts much differ a- 
bout the Production of this Simple; 
tho it is generally agreed to be a 


kind of Bitumen, generated in Rocks 
which are waſhed by the Sea, and 
thrown upan the Shore by the 
Waves. It is diſtinguiſhed into 


. *Griſea and Nigra; but the former 
only is in Eſteem and Uſe, and is 
known to be genuine by its fra- 
grant Scent, when a hot Needle or 
Pin is thruſt into it, and its melt- 
ing like Fat of a uniform Conſiſ- 
tence 3; Whereas the Counterfeit 
will not yield ſuch a Smell, nor 

ve of ſuch a fat Texture. We 

ve not room here to enter into a 
Detail of Opinions, of but little 
moment to our preſent Deſign : 
we ſhall only obſerve it to be much

This 
is a bituminous Juice or Reſin, 
which from a Fluor grows hard and 
brittle; for that it once was in a 
State of Fluidity, is manifeſt from 
the ſeveral Parcels of it, which have 
incloſed Straws and Inſects of va- 
rious kinds, The whiteſt and moſt 
_ tranſparent. is accounted beſt, It is 
of no. great uſe in Medicine per ſe, 
as. its Texture ſeems too compact to 
open and yield to the natural Ela-

borations of the Body; tho ſome 
have a great Opinion of it as a Bal- 
ſamic, and give it in Genorrhea's 
particularly: and it is alſo an In- 
gredient in the Gaſcoign's Pouder. 
But certain it is, that what the Art 
of Pharmacy extorts from it is of 
wonderful Efficacy, eſpecially in 
nervous Caſes, The Salt of Amber 
is an incomparable Medicine, as 
we ſhall further ſee hereafter ; and 
the Oil likewiſe is very powerful in 
many Caſes, outwardly uſed. The 
Caput Mortuum, which remains al- 
ter the Salt and Oil is gone over, 
is by ſome ingenious Perſons, 
who have been very inquiſitive into 
this matter, conjectur'd to afford 
that Pouder, which has been ſo 
induſtriouſly quacked upon the 
World for a Specific in Convul- 
ſions; and is ſold under the Title 
of Dr. Morton's Antiſpaſmodic Pou- 
der. 

94 CINNABAR NATIY, 
Native Cinnabar. There is alſo in 
the Shops a factitious Cirnabar, 
which is the common Vermilion of 
our Painters, The true Native is 
very heavy, and of a beautiful red 
Colour. There 1s certainly a great 
deal of Quickſilver and Sulphur in 
its Compoſition; and Dioſcorides 
will have it to be a Minium, by 
reaſon a great deal of Quickſilver 
may be obtain'd from it. We have 
it chiefly trom Hungary, and ſome 
Parts of Germany; in which Coun- 
tries Schroder ſays the very Peaſants 
know how to draw the Qrickfilver 
from it. Tis taken out of the 
Mines as it comes to us. It is by 
all accounted a wonderful Remedy 
in Epilepſies; and it was upon this 
ſcore a great Favourite with Crate, 
from whoſe Name ſome Authors 
call a Pouder made with it Pulvis 
Cratonis. It is very probable that 
by its Subtility and Solidity toge- 

ther,

ther, it conduces in ſuch Inten- 
tions ; as by thoſe Properties it is 
enabled to paſs thro the minuteſt 
Paſſages, and by its Momentum to 
bregk thro the little Obſtructions, 
which in the Fibres and nervous 
Meanders are the occaſion of ſuch. 
Diſorders. Some uſe it in venereal 
Caſes, and undoubtedly with very 
reaſon. And in Foulneſs of

; underſtood to mean ſuch things 
as add to the Bulk and Firmneſs of 
the Solids : And theſe differ from 
what has .been ranged under the 
receding Section, as a Ban 
— from a Fleſh-Bruſh. — 
mer are ſuch as facilitate and drive 
on the vital Actions; but theſe ſuch 
as confirm the Stamina, and main- 
tain the Solids in a Condition to 
exert themſelves into Action on all 
proper Occaſions with the greateſt 
Force and Vigour, 

The continual Waſte which con- 
ſtant Motion makes in the Conſti- 
union, were it not for frequent and 
proper Supplies, would ſoon wear 
the Body quite out. The Attritions 
_ 1 of the circulating 

would quickly carry awa 
the Canals in which they coated; 
were not ſomewhat furniſh'd and 
convey'd to them, which is ſuited 
to fall into and adhere with them, 
and fo recruit what is waſhed off.

And thoſe Particles muſt be much 

more diſpoſed fo to do, whaſe Ad- 
heſions are greateſt when once they 
come into Contact; fuchare thoſe of

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There are hkewiſe other Cauſes; 
which may weaken the Solids, by 
admitting, or occaſioning them to 
relax too much. Whatſoever there- 
fore acts as a Stimulus, and criſps 
and corrugates the Fibres into a 
more compacted Tone, which moſt 
auſtere and pointed Bodies do, will 
remove ſuch Weakneſs, and increaſe 
Strength : and as alſo too much 
Moiſture may contribute to ſuch Re- 
laxation, what has no other Qualit 
but abſorbing and drying up ſuch 
ſuperfluous Humidity, may deſerve, 
tho accidentally, to come under this 
Denomination. 

And thus we have a clear Notion 
of the three Subdiviſions made un- 
der this Head, and the manner by 
which they ſeyerally operate in 


bringing about the main Intention, 
This therefore, it is hoped, - may 
ſerve for an Explication of the three 
ſubſequent Claſſes ; obſerving that 
under the laſt do very naturally fall

Gummi, Gums : | 

122. AR aB1C1, Arabic. This 
Gum is very common, but little is 
to be met with genuine. It is ſuſ- 
peed to be adulterated with one 
common Plumb-Tree Gums. That 
is accounted beſt, which is in 
ſmaller Pieces, and almoſt of a. 
white Colour, It flows from the 
Acacia or Egyptian Thorn. It v 
eaſily diſſolves in any aqueous Li- 
quor, and is good in all kinds of 
Fluxes, particularly Catarrhs, by 
thickning and ſoftening the thin 
Humours. 

123. ICHTHYOCOLL &, Jjin- 
ns Schroder ſays, it is from a 
Fiſh common in the Danube. It 
has no Bones, but about the Head. 
After 'tis cut into ſmall Pieces, they 
boil it in Water to a thick Jelly, 
which is ſpread abroad and dry'd, 
then roll'd up and brought to us in 
the form we ſee it in the Shops. It 
is of a very glutinous Quality, and 
e good in all Diſorders 
which ariſe from too thin and ſharp 
a State of the Fluids. Tis reckon'd 
voy helpful in Female Weakneſſes, 
and particularly the Whites ; as al- 
ſo in all Defluxions and Hemor- 
rhages. 

125. Olizann, Olibanum, 
called alſo Thus Maſculum, or the 
Male Frankincenſe. This is a 
Gum not greatly unlike” Maftich , 
but not ſo white or brittle, It 
is very glutinous, and conſequent- 
ly ſtrengthning, but es>ſo 
much of the Turpentine kind, as

to be ſomewhat detergent ; for 
wy 7 . me 
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we find it will make the Urine ſmell, 
it taken inwardly in a conſiderable 
quantity. It is uſed in ſome com- 
pound ſtrengthning Plaiſters, but 
not in many other officinal Com-

126. SAN GUIs DRACONIS, 
Dragon Blood. It is the Weepings 


of a Tree which bears a Fruit not 
uniike a Cherry; the Skin of which 
pull'd off, they ſay reſembles a 
Dragon. It is called Draco arbor, 
by Gerard, Parkinſon, and the Bau- 
hines; Eſquaninth, by Hernandez ; 
and in Commelinus's Catalogue of 
the ' Amſterdam Garden, tis titled 
Palma pruniſera foliis Yucce e qua 
ſanguis Draconis offic. The Shops 
ſhew two kinds of this Drug, which 
differ only in Fineneſs; the beſt 
being wrapped up in Flags. Many 
are of opinion, that the preſent 
officinal Dragon's-Blood was the 
Cinnabar of Nioſcorides, and that 
the Cinnabar of the Moderns was 
the Minium of the Antients. This 
Gum is likewiſe by ſome thought 
to proceed from an Arundo, or 
Cane Plant; but the various Opt- 
nions of Naturaliſts hereupon are 
not of moment enough. to recite 
here. It is experienc'd to be of 
an agglutinating Quality , and is 
preſcribed with ſucceſs in moſt 
Fluxes and Hemorrhages. Its prin; 
cipal Share in Compoſition is in the 
Lucatellus Balſam, as fome make 
it. Tis [eſteemed a good Ingre- 
_ likewiſe in frengthning Plaiſ- 
** | 

„ 127. TRAGACANTHI, Gum 
Dragant, or Tragacanth, is a Gum 


from the - Goats-Thorn, That is 


beſt which is whiteſt and li;Zteſt, 
It diſſolves eaſily in any aqueous 
AMenſtruum, to which it will give 
the Conſiſtence of a Syrup, in the 
_ ſmall, Proportion of a Dram to a 
Pint, It is ſmooth and ſoftening, 
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and therefore good to obtund the 
Acrimony of any Humours ; which 
makes it of ſervice in ſuch Coughs 
as proceed from Catarrhs and De- 
fluxions of Rheum, It is alſo yery 
—_—_— in ſome ſeminal Weak- 
neſſes, and prevalent againſt the 
Whites in Women; eſpecially if 
skilfully difſoly'd in rough Red 
Wine, in which form I have often 
known it given in thoſe Caſes with 
good Succeſs, 


Cortices, Barks of . 


128. Cas14 L1GNE X, Caſia 
Bark, This is a Bark which by In- 
fuſion, or a little boiling, runs very 
much into Jelly; and is of the ſame 
Virtue with moſt things of the like 
nature, The Tree from whence 
it is produced, is called Canella 
Malavarica & Javanenſis, or Ar- 
bor Canellifera Malabarica, whoſe 
Leaves are the officinal Malaba- 
thrum. This Bark very much re- 
ſembles Cinnamon in Appearance 
and Taſte, inſomuch as to entice 
ſome to uſe it in its ſtead, being 
much cheaper, but it is not'by far 
ſo good. In Diſtillation, the Wa- 
ter drawn from it, ſtinks of an 
Empyreuma; and in the Compo- 
ſition of an Electuary, it will make 
it ſo ſlimy, as hardly to be parted 
into Doſes for uſe. Galen took 
this and Cinnamon to be both the 
Bark of the ſame Tree, as many 
others likewiſe have done , but 
very unjuſtly : For their Difference 
is too manifeſt to want any Ar- 
guments to refute ſuch a Conjec- 
ture. | 
129. RAD. CoNnSoriDa, 
Roots of Comfrey. Theſe are more 
efficacious in this Intention, than 
the Flowers above taken notice of. 
They are ſometimes made into a 
Conſerye in the Shops; but ſuch 
flimy or glutinous Bodies are very 

f ; impru- 
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imprudently work'd up into thoſe 
-_ becauſe the — in a little 
time deſtroys that very Texture 
from whence their medicinal Vir- 
tues ariſe. This Root is very con- 
veniently boil'd up into a Jelly; 
and if it be a little ſweeten'd, as it 
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is uſed, is not at all amiſs. It is 
very ſtrengthning, and good againſt 
all Fluxes whatſoever, 1 1 2 51 
larly ſeminal Weaknefles ; and 
where the Virulency is remoy'd, 
it is excellent in old Gleets, and to 
ſtop the Whites in Nomen.

139. BUuNIas, is the Napus 
dulcis ſeu ſativus of the Shops, as 
deſcribed by Gerard, and the Bau- 
hines : Its Seeds are blackiſh, of a 
biting Taſte, and enter into ſome 
officinal Compoſitions. Schroder 
ſays, they dry, and are Enemies to 
Venery ; but modern Practice takes 
little notice of them. 

131. GLAST1, Woad, This is 
cultivated in many inland Countries, 
and is much uſed in Dying. Tis 
what the antient Britons uſed to 
paint themſelves with. It is not 
much uſed in Medicine, but accoun- 
ted very aftringent, and effectual 
in ſtopping Hæmorrhages. 

132. GNAPHAL 11, Cud weed, 
diſtinguiſned Vulgare majus, 
and Germanicum by the Bau- 
hines ; and —— Minus ſive herba 
impia, by Gerard. It grows in dry 


Places, and flowers in June. It 


is drying and aſtringent; and re- 
commended in Dyſenteries, Hæ- 
morrhages, and all kinds of Fluxes ; 
but the modern Pharmacy makes 
little uſe of it. 

133. HERNIARIA, Rupture- 
wort, It is titled Herniaria glabra 
in the Oxford Catalogue, and by 
Caſp. Bauhine, Polygonum minus ſeu 
millegrana major. It flowers in 
June "ind July. Schroder com- 
mends it in a Diabetes; ſays it 


helps to diſſolve che Stone, and 


ſymbrium, and a Mentha 21 Tis, 
e 


abſterges the Mucus from the Sto- 
mach, and other Parts, where it is 
apt ſometimes to collect in too great 
quantities ; and that it purges Cho- 
ler, and is therefore good in the 
Jaundice. But its chief Uſe is in 
Emplaſters and Ointments, to be ap- 
ply'd outwardly againſt Ruptures; 
upon which account Hollerius had it 
in great eſteem. * 
134. MyNTH&, Mint; diſtin- 


guiſhed Anguſtifolia Spicata by 2 
4 


Bauhine: there is alſo a Ment 
Aquatica, Water Mint, called S- 


called Mentaſtrum, Hor int; 
with a great many other kinds ta- 
ken notice of by Botaniſts, but not 
worth Enumeration here, becauſe 
theſe only are referred to by modern 
Preſcription; and of theſe chiefly 
the firſt, which flowers in July. It 
is juſtly eſteemed a great Strengih- 
ner of the Stomach, and is of great 
ſervice in taking off Nauſeouſneſs 


and Reachings to vomit, as alſo in 


ſtopping Fluxes of the Belly. Its 
—— Scent makes it enter into 
many Compoſitions as a Cephalic. 
There-are ſeveral Medicines made of 
it in the Shops; but the Spirit, the 
diſtilld Water, and the Syrup, 
which is a Compound, are the prin- 
cipal, In the foremention'd Caſes 
it is uſed with good Succeſs in Fo- 


mentations outwardly apply*d with 
hot Cloths to the Stomach and 
' Belly, 
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Belly. It is alſo in the Compoſi- 
tion of ſome Plaiſters, for the ſame

135. MILLEFOLI1, Tarrow, 
is diſtinguiſhed Vulgare al- 


Bum by Caſpar, and Stratiotes 
pennatum terreſire by John Bauhine. 
It flowers in June. This Plant is 
not much in uſe, yet Schroder high- 
ly extols it for a Dryer and an A- 
ingent, and ſays it relieves Hæ- 
morrhages and Defluxions of all 
kinds, whether of the Noſe, Womb, 
Bowels, freſh Wounds, Spitting of 
Blood, Vomiting, Diabetes, exc. and 
commends its outward Uſe in Ru 
tures, and all manner of Weakneſſes. 
136. PIMPINELL#, Burnet, 
or Sanguiſorba minor hirſuta & le- 
vis of Caſp. Bauhme. It grows on 
| hilly Paſtures, and flowers in July 
and Auzuft, It is hot, drying and 
aſtringent; yet by the former Qua- 
lities it obtains a Place alſo amongſt 
the Detergents, as it has a quick 
Pungency on the Palate : ſo that 
tis ſaid to open, attenuate, and 
romote Sweat ; that it cleanſes the 
| Fiver, Kidneys, and Lungs y diſ- 
ſolves the Stone, is good in Stran- 
ries, and helps in Cholics; that 
it is excellent in the Lues Venere :, 
and an admirable Antidote againſt 
the Mercurial Poiſons ; that it takes 
Freckles off the Face, eaſes the 
Tooth-aach, and ripens Swellings. 
- But notwithſtanding theſe wonder- 
ful Virtues aſcrib'd to it by Schroder 


and ſome others, it is almoſt wore ' 


out of Practice, and now in no 

great eſteem. 

137. Qu EROS, Oak. The 
Tops or Buds are diſtill'd, and the 

Water accounted a good Aſtringent 

and Strengthner; but very unjuſtly, 


as we ſhall further ſee in the next 


Part, under the Diviſion of diſtill'd 
Waters. They are of no other 


| uſe in Medicine, that 1 know 9f, 
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and are not in any of the Shop- 


— gence 

138. SANICUL &, Sanicle, cal- 
led alſo Diapenſia. It grows in 
Woods and Hedges, and flowers 


in June, when it ought to be ga- 
ther'd. It heats, dries, and aſtrin- 
ges. But we find it in Compoſi- 
tion chiefly amongſt the Vulnerarys, 
in which Intention it is accounted 
a very good Ingredient. 

139. UR TI E, Nettles, Theſe 
are diſtinguiſned into Urens 
vulgaris, the common ſtinging 
Nettle, and —— Romana ſive mas 
cum globulis, The Mortua 
is the Lamium, which ſee under 
that word, They are placed under 
this Claſs, for their known Proper- 
ties in ſtopping Hemorrhages, and 

rticularly ſpitting of Blood, and 

loody Urine ; the Roots eſpecially, 
yet they are commended in other 
Intentions, and are accounted Diu- 
retic, and Breakers of the Stone 
in the Bladder. They are ſaid to 
have a ſingular Property in remoy- 
ing the Narcotic Impreſſions of Hem- 
lock and Henbane. Their Uſe in 
Compoſition is very little: The 
Seeds are oftneſt preſcribed. 


Flores, Flowers of 


140. BALAUSTIORUM, Ba- 
lauſtines. They are the Flowers of 
the Malus Punica Sylveſtris major, 
the greater Wild Pomegranate, as 
the Cytini are of the Malus Punica 
Sativa, the cultivated Pomegranate. 
They are very rough upon the Pa- 
late, and much aſtringing; and are 
therefore uſed in many Compoſi- 
tions of that Intention. They are 
very ſerviceable in Diarrhea's, and 
for ſuch Caſes are frequently uſed 
in ſtrengthning Gly/ers. 

141.ROSAKUMN RUBRARUM, 

Red Roſes, Theſe blow in May 
and June. They are ſufficiently 
b . known 
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known to all Perſons. What are 
uſed in the Shops, unleſs for the 
diſtill'a Water, and the Mel Roſa- 
rum, are the Buds before they quite 
blow ; becauſe then they are much 
rougher, and more aſtringent, The 
Conſerve made of them is deſer- 
vedly in great eſteem ; but the 
common Notion of its being the 
better for Age, is an Error: for 
their Aſtringency, which ariſes from 
the Solidity and Aſperity of their 
component Parts, by long lying in 
the Sugar, which mellows and ſot- 
tens them, yery much decays. They 
are good in almoſt all Diſtempers 
of the Lungs, and particularly in 
Defluxions of Rheum, and ſpitting 
of Blood, A very ſtrong Tincture 
of them greatly helps the Efficacy 
of the Bark in intermitting Caſes, 
and is an excellent pleaſant Julep. 
The Conſerve is judg'd uſeful in 
Inflammations of the Eyes, apply'd 
outwardly : And the Leaves ſteep'd 
in Vinegar are accounted good for 
the Head-ach, being apply'd to the 
Temples. 


Fructus, Fruits of 


142. BEyBERIS, Barberries, 
The Tree or Buſh producing theſe 
was the Oxyacantha of the Antients, 
and particularly of Galez, who 
frequently mentions it under that 
Name. They are fit to gather a- 
bout Autumn, and are of a de- 
lightful, cooling, aſtringent Taſte, 
They are chiefly uſed in Conſerve ; 
; — very agreeably quench Thirſt, 
and fortify the Stomach; and are 
good in Diarrhea's and Dy ſente- 
ries, 

143. CASTANE&, Cheſnuts. 
The Tree producing theſe is ſuffi- 
ciently known. They are account- 
ed aſtringent, 3 the outer 
skin; but the preſent Practice takes 
no natice of them, 
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144. CYDONIORUM, 4 
ces, 10 called Mala oa. by 
Gerard, the Bauhines, and others. 
This is a very delicious Fruit, which 
ripens at the latter end of the Sum. 
mer, They are very rough and a- 
ſtringent, eaten raw. They mighti- 
ly cool and ſtrengthen the Stomach, 
22 and {top Flux- 
es of the Belly. For theſe Purpoſes 
they are much in uſe, eſpeciall 
their Juice made into a Syrup,which 
is both very pleaſant, and agreea- 
bly aſtringing. The Juice will kee 
a whole Year very good, with Oil 
upon it, in the manner that Wine 
is kept in Flasks : And it is much 
better to preſerve it ſo, and make 
the Syrup often; for all Aſtringents 
rot or mellow by lying long in Com- 
poſition with Sugar, ſo as to loſe in 
a great meaſure their Efficacy. The 
compound Syrup of Mint is much tha 
better for what it receives from this 
Juice, Etmuller, after his uſual 
way of talking, aſcribes the Aſtrin- 
gency of this Fruit to an acid auſtere 
Salt with which it abounds, Some 
of the Antients accounted it an Anti- 
dote for ſome particular poiſonous 
Qualities in Hellebore. The Seeds, 
bruis'd well with an aqueous Liquor, 
afford a good Mucilage, which is ex- 
cellent in ſome Soreneſſes of the 
Mouth ; and anſwers likewiſe all the 
Intentions of the preceding Claſs. 
145. CrerxESsSI NUCES, 
Cypreſs Nuts, Theſe are little uſed 
in inyard Compoſition, but enter 
into ſome of the ſtrengthning Plai- 


ſters, as they are accounted auſtere, 


rough, and aſtringent. n 
146. GALL, Galls, Theſe are 


the Production of the Quercus Gal. 


lam ferens, the Gall-Oak, which 


grows much in Hungary, and ſome 


Parts of italy, They are a kind of 

excrementitions Tubercles, in waich 

according to the Opinion of ſoine 
14 * 
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are hatch'd particular Inſe&s, They 
lkewiſe hold the fame Rank as the 
former, and are uſed in little elſe be- 
ſides the Emplaſtram ad Herniam. 
Their Uſe in trying the Steel-Wa- 
ters, is ſufficiently known to all. 
Upon the ſame Property it is, that 
they make ſo neceſſary an Ingre- 
dient ia Mriting- Ini. They are ac- 
counted eflectual in ſtopping He- 
morrhages, and therefore Ink is put 
up the Noſe to ſtop Bleeding. 

147. GlANx DES, Acorns. Theſe 
are pretty much of the ſame Kind 
and Quality as the two former, 
Some will have them to be ſtrong 
Carmizatives, and grate them into 
warm Liquors, like Ginger and other 
Spices, to expel Wind. | 

148. GRANATOR UN, Pome- 
granates, called by many Botaniſts 
the Malus Punica, or Carthaginian 
Apple; its different Parts are diffe- 
rently denominated, as the Flowers 
Cytini, and the Peel Malicorium. 
This is a delightful Fruit, not much 


differing in its Medicinal Virtues 


from Quinces. The Juice is preſcri- 


bed in Weaknefles of the Stomach 
and Bowels, and removes Nauſeouſ- 
neſe, Vomitings, and Fluxes. It 
is reckon'd alſo a good Cooler in 
ſome inflammatory Fevers. Its Uſe 
in the Shops ig chieffy in the Syrup of 
Mint. F 

149. MEs?1L1, Medlars. Theſe 
are the Fruit of a Tree cultivated in 
ſome Gardens, tho little uſed in 
Medicine ; but in Diet they are a 
grateful Fruit, yet not eatable till 
' rotten, . 

150. Mor a, Mulberries, Theſe 
are the Fruit of a well known Tree, 


and are grateful, cooling, and aſtrin- 


gent. They are nfed only in a Syrup, 
which ;s very pleaſant, and makes a 
mighty good Gargariſm, with any 
ſimyle cooling Water; for which it 
is moſt in uſe. | 2 


151. MYkTiBACC &, Myrtle- 
Berries. Theſe are the Fruit of the 
common 1talian Myrtle, and they 
are very rough and aſtringent, 
They are not much in Compoſi- 
tion for inward uſe ; the Syrup is 
the chief ; but they enter ſeveral 
of the ſtrengthning Plaiſters. The 


Syrup is eſteem'd good againſt A- 


bortion, and uſed in Fluxes of all 
kinds, 

152. MYR TILL1, Hurtleber- 
ries, Theſe are of different kinds; 
but the Vitis Idea foliis oblongis cre- 
natis ſructu nigricante of Caſpar, 
and Idea fructu nigro of John Bau- 
hine, is the ſort referred to by the 
new Catal of our College, which 
are called alſo Vaccinia, Black W hor- 
tles. They grow in ſtony Grounds, 
and are cooling and aſtringent ; 
but little uſed in modern Phar- 
macy, 

15 3. PRUNELLORUMSYLe 
VEST. Slces, Theſe are the Fruit 
of a particular Thorn Tree, which is 
the — as the Acacia Germanica, 
the inſpiſſated Juice of which is 
ſometimes ſold for the true Egyp- 
tian Acacia. We have in the Shops 
a Conferve made with them, which 
with care is a very good one. For 
this purpoſe they are to be gather'd 
before they begin to wither and 
mellow upon the Trees; for after 
they are oft bi, as the Country 
People call it, and made fit ſor eat- 
ing, they are not ſo rough, and con- 
ſequent!y not ſo ſuitable for this In-

154. Ruz1-ID a1, Raſpber- 
ries, are the Fruit of a particular 
Bramble differing not much from 
the Rubus vulgaris Fructu nigro, the 
Black-Berry, unleſs in Colour: and 


' theſe are diſtinguiſhed by both the 
Bauhines, Idaus ſpizoſa fructu rus 
bro.” | Theſe ripen about June.

155. SoR BI, Services, are the 
Fruit of a Tree cultivated in the 
Gardens, and diſtinguiſhed Sorbus 
ſativa vel legitima, in oppoſition 
to the Cretago, or Sorbus tormi- 
nalis of Theophraſius and Pliny, 
characterized by Aii folio 
Hylveſtris non ſpinoſa, the Wild 
Service-Tree, Theſe are much of 
the ſame kind as Medlars, and as 
little known in Medicine; tho as 
much yalu'd in Diet for the ſame 
Qualities, 

156. PtNnx Conn, Pine-Ap- 
ples. The Tree producing theſe, is 
the Pinus ſativa ſove domeſtica of 
Gerard, diſtinguiſhed Oſſiculis duris, 
foltis oblongis, by John Bauhine, in 
oppoſition to the Sylveſtris ſez 
vulgaris Genecenſis, the Mountain 
Pine, whence Turpentine, Frank- 
incenſe, exc. are procured; and 
the - AMaritima, a Sea Pine, 
alſo taken notice of by Botaniſts. 
Theſe are not different in their Vir- 
tues from the Cypreſs Nuts, and a- 
bout as much uſed in Compoſition, 
tor the ſame Purpoſes.

157. Acacis, Thorn-Tree, 
There are three kinds of this men- 
tion'd by Botanic Writers ; one is

There is 
little Diſtinction made of this, but 
into the Arboreſcens of Caſpar Bau- 
hine, and Vulgaris of Parkinſon ;

Decoctions, it is as efficacious a- 
gainſt the Venereal Diſeaſe as 
Gualacum. 

167. SANTALORUM em- 
vium, all the Saunders, There are 
three ſorts in the Shops; the Ci- 
trine or Yellow, the White, and 
the Red; tho many think the two 
firſt to be of the 5 Tree, the 
White being the cortical Part, and 
the Yellow the middle. Garcias 
ſays indeed, that the Trees are 
both ſo much alike, that none but 
the Inhabitants who are - very con- 
verſant with them, can diſtinguiſh 
them. The firſt is reckon'd the 
beſt, as it is moſt aromatic ; bur

* pretend there are many ſorts 
of it; but Malhiolus, in his Notes 
upon Dioſcorides, is of the con- 
trary Opinion, and aſcribes the 
Differences of Colour to its diffe- 
rent Age and Maturity; the oldeſt 
looking of the darkeſt Colour, and 
the young more light. Caſpar Bau- 
Hine diſtinguiſhes two forts; the 


firſt, Magna Matrice, and 
the other, ——— ſine Matrict; 


and Hernandez calls the one Guaya- 
can, and the other Hoaxacas : 
tho the Appellation of Lignum 
Sanctum is given in common to 
both, That which is heavieſt is 
beſt. It is very hot and drying, 
and therefore a great Promoter of 
inſenſible Perſpiration rather than 
" Sweat, - Upon this account it is rec- 
kon'd a wonderful Sweetner and 
Cleanſer of the Blood, and there- 
fore much preſcrib'd in cutaneous 
Foulneſſes of all kinds. By the 


. fame hot penetrating Quality, it 
likewiſe is eſteem'd good in the 
_Gaut, by diſſipating and inſenſibly 


and whence it has its Name. 
is ſomewhat come into faſhion in 


waſting the Humours thrown u 
the Joints ; as alſo in Dropſies and 
Catarrhs, by drying up and waſting 
the ſuperfinous Hurnidiries.

Continual Experience does beyond 
contradiction demonſtrate its Uſe- 
fulneſs in all Depravations of the 
Conſtitution, . which ariſe from too 
much Humidity ; but how far it 
eradicates any particular Infection, 
I muſt leave to Perſons: of more 
penetration, and who are better 
turned to abſtruſe ways of Think- 
ing. 

172. SASSAFRAS, It is the 
Wood of a very large Tree, which 
grows in Florida, Virginia, &. 
It is of an aromatic Scent : ſome 

John 
Bauhine calls it Lignum Pava- 
num; and Caſpar Bauhine diſtin- 
ouiſhes it —- ex Florida ficul- 
reo folio, from the Places it is 
brought from; and it is the An- 
huiba of Piſce.

Nicolaus Monar- 
dus ſays there are three ſorts ; one 
from New Spain, which is very 
ſlender and pale; another from 
the Honduras, which is of a darker 
Colour, and thicker z and a third 
from the Province of Quito, near 


„ Guiaquil, which is the darkeſt and 


thickeſt of all. But notwithſtand- 
ing theſe diſtinctions, it is much 
queſtion'd, whether this differs ſpe- 
cifically from the preceding, or 
not; and Botaniſts much con- 


found them by their Charactexiſ- 


ticks. Parkinſon. calls this, Smilaa 
Aſpera Peruana ; Caſpar Bauhine, 
Aſpera Peruviana ſive Sarſaparilla 
others, Viticulis. Aſperis' Virginiana, 
folio hederaceo leni, Zara nabiliſoma; 
and Sarſa-parilla Braſilienſibus Tues 
pecanga ; by Hernandez, titled, Aſe- 
capath ſen Zarca-Parilla 4 tho the 
Roots yaltly, differ in Figure and 
Bulk. That Sarſa is moſt in eſteem 
now; which is whiteſt within, and 
lighteſt, but not ſo dry as to run 
into Pouder like what is rotten. 
It is: accounted abſorbent, and a 
great Sweetner, and much in Uſe 
with ſome for à kind of Tea, 
which they conſtantiy make with it, 
and drink with or without Milk, like

177. RASURA C. C. Shavings 
of Hartsborn. This is much more 
in eſteem amongſt Family Doctreſ- 
ſes, than in the Shops, although it 
is uſed there too upon many ac- 
counts; but what moſt gives it a 
Title to this place, is that Jelly 
which it is eaſily boiled into, in 
common Water, and is accounted 
very nouriſhing and ſtrengthning. 
Thoſe who es it a Trade to raſp 
it for Uſe, have learned the Art of 
mixing Bone with it, to raiſe their 
Profit, inſomuch that it is hard to 
buy any now in the Shops that has 
not a Daſh of it ; and ſome, rather 
than turn away a low priced Cuſto- 
mer, are provided with the Shavings 
of nothing: but Bone. The ſame 
Cheat is put upon us frequently in 
the burned Hartshorn, with which 
they mix ſeveral forts of Bone. 
But as for that which is the com- 
monly ſuſpected Fraud, of draw- 
ng the Spirit from them before 
hey are burnt, and ſo diveſt ing 
hem of their better Part ; they are

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not at all the worſe, were it ſo : 
for if they are put freſh into the 
Potmaker's Kiln, where they are 
generally calcin'd, the Spirit is_ as 
much forced away, as in the Chy- 
mical Furnace : and all the diffe- 
rence 1s, that in the former Caſe it 
is diſſipated into the Air, and quite 
loſt; and in the latter, it is preſery'd 
by a proper Receiver: for in both 
Caſes the Horn is robbed of it; 
and therefore after the Spirit is

178. Rasuka EZ0RITs, S- 
vings of Ivory, This is much of

They 
are not only the Produce of a par- 
ticular 1 N called Concha Marga- 
ritifera, but of many other Oyſters, 
Muſcles, and ſuch-like Shell-Fiſh, 
Pliny will have them to be gene- 


rated by a Dew; but Johanne 


Faber contradifts him, and alledges 
them to be only morbid Excreſcen- 
ces, ſaying all Conche are leprous ; 
which Opinion is received by moſt, 
and that they have no other Quali- 
ties than the Shells in which they 
are generated, They are very 
different in Shape and Bulk. The

It is cooling and aſtrin- 
pet and generally given in Sub- 

ance after "tis reduc'd into a fine 
Pouder, It is reckon'd in 
all Hemorrhages, and but little uſed 
in any other Caſes. It is but rarely 
found in Compoſition. ' The Helio- 
zropium, alſo called Blood-flone, and 
recommended for the ſame Pur- 
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poſes, ſeems very different, and i 
of a dusky Green, ſtreaked with te 
Veins ; and this latter ſort onl 
ſeems to have been the true Bl 
ſtone of the Antients, concerning 
which ſuch ſtrange things have been 
alledged : But the . preſent Prac- 
tice gives vety little into thoſe 
Opinions. 

184. ALUMEN, Alum. Some 
Authors mention ſeveral ſorts, but 
the Alumen Rupeum, or Roche Alum, 
is made of an Alum Mineral mixt 
with Urine and Kali, It is extreme 
rough and aſtringent, as every one 
finds who. taſtes it, It is apt to 
provoke Vomiting, by its vellica- 
ting the Fibres of the Stomach ve 
much ; upon which account it is 
not much uſed inwardly, and then 
not without ſome ſmooth aromatic 
Ingredients in Compoſition with 
it, I had it from a very worthy 
Perſon, that he had cured a great 
many poor People in the Country 
of Agues, with a large Nutm 
and its equal Weight of Alum, 
pouder'd and divided .into three 
Doſes, giving one every Morni 
faſting ; and that it never failed : 
But upon ſome Trials I have been 
diſappointed, altho it has anſwer'd 
in many Inſtances ; but moſtly I 


have obſerv'd in — tough Con- 


ſtitutions, for it is offenſive to the 
Stomach at firſt taking. The Ra- 
tionale of this will ſomewhat ap- 
pear, when we come to conſider 
the Operation of the Bark in like 
Caſes. This is likewiſe uſed out- 
wardly in ſome aſtringent Lotions, 
and enters into ſome Compoſitions 


as a very good Dentifrice, and a 
Preſeryer of the Gums.

1886. Boivs AAM ENA, Ar- 
menian Bole. This is a natural 
Earth, and brought chiefly from 
Armenia, 2 it takes its Name,

called Bole Armoniac. Some con- 
jecture, that it has a ſmall mixture 
of Iron in its Compoſition. That 
which is of a paliſh red, ſoft and 
fattiſh to the Palate, and ſtrongly 
adheres to the Tongue, is the beſt ; 
It is very much adulterated in the 
Shops, or at leaſt a great deal is 
brought there which is good for lit- 
ge.

187, TERRA JAPONICA, Ja- 
pan Earth. It is alſo call'd Cate- 
chu. There are various Opinions 
concerning its Production, all of 
which ſeem to be enumerated by 


Wedelius in the 129th Obſervation of 


the 2d Volume of the German Mi/- 
cellanea Curioſa. The moſt proba- 
ble one is, that it is not a Mineral, 


but the inſpiſſate Juice of à Fruit 
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in the Eaſti- Indies, generally ſaid to 
be the Areca or Faufel of Gerard, 
which is that Species of the Palm 
Caſpar Bauhine diſtinguiſhes by 
Palma cujus Fructus ſeſſilis Fauſel 
dicitur; and is called Pynang by 
Bontius. Garcias and his Followers 
will have it to be from the Lycium 


Indicum, the Indian Thorn; but 


Oluſius, with others, oppoſe that 
Opinion. Cleyerus thinks it an Ex- 
tract from an Indian Acacia, not 
unlike the Tamarind Tree; and 
Paulus Ammannus takes it to be 
a Compoſition: but all the Con- 
jectures about it are too many to 
inſert here. That it is an inſpiſſa- 
ted Juice, and not an Earth, is ma- 
nifeſt from ſeveral Conſiderations, 
but from none more than its diſ- 
ſolving in Water, and paſſing * th 
it thro a Filter, which an Earth will 
nor do. By Japan Farih, our A- 
pothecaries commonly underſtand the 
plain Extra& or Juice ; and by Ca- 
techu, the ſame aromatized with 
Musk, Ambergreaſe, and the like, 
It is.of a dark purple Colour, very 
auſtere upon the Palate, ſeems to 
melt, like the Bole, in the Mouth, 
and leaves ſomewhat of a ſweetiſh 
Taſte behind it. It is famous for 
ſtopping Fluxes of -the Belly, and is 
good in Catarrhs, Upon which 
account it is in many Compoſitions,

Catalogue to the new London Di/- 
penſatory hath alſo the Atrraftilis 
luteus of Caſpar Bauhine, which is 
the yellow Diſtaff-Thiſtle ; but it is 
not uſed in Medicine, This offici- 
nal ſort flowers in June and July. 
Schroder obſerves ſomewhat very 
odd, that if it be gather'd in the 
middle or beginning of June, it is 
very efficacious in curing freſh 
Wounds, but that it has no ſuch 
Virtue if gather'd at any other time, 
A ſtrong Decoction of this Herb 
will vomit, and is often uſed to 
that purpoſe ; but in compoſition 
with other Stomachics, and drank 
not in too large quantities, it has 
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no ſuch effect, and is a very good 
Ingredient. It is alſo accounted 
Cardiac and Alexipharmic, and en- 
ters into many Compoſitions of the 
Shops of thoſe Intentions. Some 
have preſcribed it in the Form of 
rr, Conſerve, and the like kind; 
but ſuch are quite now out of uſe. 
It enters alſo into many Fomenta- 
tions, as a good Diſcutient. 
203, CENTAURII MI No- 
RIS, the Leſſer Centory, diſtin- 
uiſhed minus flore purpureo, 
y John Bauhine ; and minus 
rubrum in the Oxford Catalogue, 
It grows in dry Paſture Grounds, 
and flowers in July and Auguſt. 
It is an excellent Ritter, and ye 
ſerviceable to the Stomach in all 
Compoſitions of that kind ; and is 
good by it ſelf in Decoction, ar 
Infuſion, which is beſt made in 
Wine, or ſmall Gentian Water, 
It wonderfully diſcuſſes and ab- 
ſterges viſcid Humours, which are 


apt to abound in the firſt Paſſages 


the Diſcharge of which it promotes 
by Stool and Urine : and in the 
Glands of the Extremities, and near 
the Surface, it attenuates ſuch Hu- 
mours, ſo as to fit them for Per- 
ſpiration, It is alſo very good, 
as indeed all Bitters are, againſt 
Worms, Some extol it very much 
for its Alexipharmic Virtues ; and 
upon this account it may have had 
a place given it in the Theriaca, 
tho in a ſmall quantity, Ermuller 


commends it as a. Febriſuge, eſpe- 


cially in Tertians ; and Rulandus af- 
firms, that in his Practice he never 
met with any kind of Fever, which 
did not yield to its Efficacies, if a 
Vomit had been before given.

This is the Seed of a 
Wormwood brought chiefly from A- 
lexandria in Egypt, titled Abſin- 
thium Santonicum Alexandrium, by 
Caſpar, and Lumbricorum ſemen 
vulgare & Aſathioli, by John Bau- 
bine. They are hot, bitter, and 
drying, and are preſcribed ſcarce 
in any Caſe but againſt Worms;

Etmuller mentions a Woman 
of his Acquaintance , who could 
never drink Wine without falling 
into a Dyſury, or making bloody 
Urine ; which this Oil infallibly 
cured, as often as it was taken, It 
is alſo in mighty eſteem amongſt 
Nurſes for Coſtiveneſs and the 
Gripes ia Children, inſomuch that 
many give a ſmall quantity of it as 
ſoon as the Child is born.

228, AvEIIAN 2, called alſo 
. the Hazel, and diſtinguiſh- 
in Caſpar Bauhine, by Corylus 
Sylveſtris, the Wood Hazel, An- 
tient Botanic Writers make a great 
many Diſtinctions of this Tree, and 
— many Qualities to the diffe- 
rent Parts of the Nut, but they are 
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not worth recital here; for modern 


Preſcription takes no notice unleſs. 
of the expreſſed Oil, and of that 


but very little. Rulandus aſeribes 


ſueh extraordinary Virtues to an 
Oleum . Ligni Heraclei, that it hath 
been diſputed whether it was not 
made from this Nut; moſt inclin- 
ing to think ſo, becauſe this Tree 
was firſt brought into Greece from 
Heraclea in Pontus, whence the 
Nuts were called Nuces Heracleotice, 
and the Tree Corylus Pontica, but 
that was the larger ſort; the Nuts 
of which were Nitingui ed by Sa- 
tive rubeſcentes & longs, the Gar- 
den Hazel, with oblong, reddiſh 
Nuts, called by us the. Flbert; but 
this is not of any great moment. 
*228, BatLanus MyREps'- 
CA, Ben Nut. This is the Bad 
2 of - Dioſcorides ; and the 
Glans Unguentaria of Mathiolut. It 
hath likewiſe many other Appella- 
tions amongſt Botanic Writers, not 


worth notice here. Meſue diſtin- 


iſhes two kinds of this Nut, one 

e calls the Ben Magnum, reſem- 
bling the Filbert, and which Mo- 
nardus calls. Avellane Purgatricet; 
and the other the Ben Parvum, 
which is about the Bigneſs of a 
Cliver, and from whence the Ha- 
lians draw an Oil, which is brought 
to us by the Name of Oil of Beben; 
but 'tis not much uſed in Medi-

229, CASTANE&, Cheſnuts. 
Theſe are not uſed medicinally, 
tho much in Food. They are not 
ſo ſmooth and emollient as the for- 
mer, but have ſomewhat of a Rough- 


neſs and Aftringency in their Com- 


poſition ; which occaſions a Load 
at the Stomach, and ſometimes a 
Difficulty of Breathing, if too many 
be eat of them at a time: but 
theſe Inconyeniencies are prevented 
by roaſting them.

IU SLlANDUn, Walnuts, 
Theſe are much of the nature of the

Wert Almonds, as one is always in 
readineſs, and the other ſeldom 


drawn. They will neither of them 
keep ong, eſpecially in warm Wea- 
ther, without turning rancid ; and 
therefore the Mb is much 
the beſt, Many others of the ſame 
kind may ſerve for the like Purpo- 
fes : But the former are in ſo great 
plenty, that theſe-are ſeldom uſed, 


Claſs 2: Of Reſtoratives. 


THESE are not greatly diffo- 
rent from thoſe of the firſt 'Claſ5 
in the ſecond Section. And there- 
fore their Manner of Operation may 
be accounted for much in the ſame 
way; only theſe are of a more ſub- 
tile and *adheftve Nature, whereby 
they paſs the ' fineſt Strainers, or 
Secretions, and enter into the Nou- 
tiſhment of the remoteſt Parts. All 
under this Claſs are rather nutrimen- 
tal than medicinal, and are more ad- 
miniſter'd to repair the Waſtes of 


the Conſtitution, than to alter and 


rectify its Diſorders.  Whatſoever 
can anſwer this End, muſt be both 
endu'd with a Diſpoſition to enter 
into and mix with the moſt ſubtile 
of the animal Fluids, -and to fall in- 
to and adhere with ſuch Interſtices 
of the Solids, as have 'been' wore 
away by Action, and ſtand in need 


of Recruit. | 


Folia, Herbs of 

. 231. AbAN TH AL Br, White 
Maidenhair ; called alſo Ruta mu- 
raria, and Salvia vite ; the Adi- 
anthum vulgare, or Capillus Vene+ 


ris, foliis Coriandri of Caſp. Bau- 


bine, is of the ſame kind. This is 
very plentiful about Narbon in 
France. It grows likewiſe in many 
Places in England, chiefly on rocky 
Ground. It is uſed in Decays of 
the Lungs ; and therefore enters

much into the Compoſitions of Per- 
torals, both in the Shops, and com- 
mon Preſcription, It is alſo e- 
ſteem'd as an Hepatic, and a Re- 
mover of Obſtruftions in the Kid- 
neys, and likewiſe a Promoter of 
the Aſenſes; but it is not much uſed 
in thefe Intentions. 

232. ADIANTHI NTSERAT„ 
Black Maidenhair; is the Onoptris 
mas of Gerard, and diſtinguiſhed by 
Caſpar Bauhine, Folits longioribus 
pulverulentis, pediculo nigro. This 
is alſo uſed in the ſame Intentions 
as the former, and is reckon'd good 
in Coughs, Aſthma's, Pleuriſies, the 
Jaundice, and Obſtructions of the 
Spleen and Kidneys; tho not great- 
ly uſed for thoſe Purpoſes. Mathi- 
olus gave it in Pouder to young Chil- 
dren, and Hoffman commends it in 
Scorbutie Caſes, There is alſo an 
Adianthum Aureum , which the 
new Catalogue of the College takes 
notice of, and which is deſcribed 
by Caſp. Bauhine nnder the Title of 
Polytrichum aurem majus; but 
this is got uſed in the preſent Phar- 
macy. 

233. ERUcæ, Rocket; is de- 
ſcribed Latifalia alba ſativa Dioſ- 


coridis in Caſp. Bauhine, and major 


ſativa, annua, flore albo, ſiriato, 
in John Bauhine, It is ſown in

They 
ſow it in the Fields in ſome Parts 
of Germany, and it is ſaid to ſtreng- 
then, and cure Fluxes; but our 
Pharmacy takes little notice of

235. SCABIOS &, Scabious, de- 
ſcribed pratenſss hirſuta by Caſpar, 
and Major communior hirſuta folio 
laciniato by John Bauhine. This 
is mighty common in the Fields, 
and flowers in July. It has a great 
Character amongft Diſpenſatory W ri- 
ters, but ſeems to grow much out 
of uſe, to what it has been. It 
paſſes for a very good Pactoral, and 
does great __ in Afihma's and 
Pleuriſies; and Etmuller gives it 
preheminence in inward Abſceſſes, 
It has a Place alſo amongſt the 
Alexipharmics, But hardly an 
thing is in greater eſteem for al 
cutaneous Foulneſſes; upon which 
account, it is often met with in 
Decoctions amongſt ' ſuch as are 
called Sweetners, There is a com- 
pound Syrup under its Name in 
the Shops, but of very little uſe, 

236. TRICHOMANIS, Mak 
denhair. This is the ſame as the 
officinal Capillus Veneris, or Black 
Maidenhair , called alſo Polytri- 
chum by both the Bauhines. 

- 237. TUsS$SILAGINIS, Colt's- 
Foot, called alſo Farfara, is an 
Herb very commonly known.. It 
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flowers early-in 2 Ke x. 
the Leaves appear; which has oc- 
caſion'd ſome Perſons of Conceit 
to call it Filius ante Patrem. It is 


by all receiv'd as an excellent Pecto- 


ral; and enters many Shop-Com- 
poſitions of that Intention as well 
as frequently in extemporaneous 
Preſcription. It makes a Decoction 
ſmooth and healing. But Mr. Ful. 
ler, in his "Medicina Gymnaſtics, 
thinks ſuch Preparations of it are 
not enough charg'd with the Herb;

tence almoſt of a Syrup: which he 


commends for a w Reſtora- 
tive, in W of the Lungs and 
Conſumptions. Lindanus valu'd it 


as a mighty Secret in Afhma's 
and Mr capt it in fach 
Caſes to be ſmoaked in the manner 
of Tobacco; which ſeveral put in 
practice, and think it good, ſo uſed, 
againſt” Deffutĩons of Rheum, and 
ſuperfluous Humidities. ac- 
count it a good Cooler and Healer, 
outwardly uſed; and Ermuller ſays, 
he knew 'a Woman who cured E.

239. TEA Bont &,' Bohea- 
Tea, This is one of thoſe things 
which Luxury has introduced into 
Diet, but it is yet a m_ in 
medicinal 
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medicinal Preſcriptions. We have 
an account of it in many modern 
Travels, but it has not been known 
long enough to be met with in any 
antient medicinal Authors ;. Schro- 
der gives a Liſt of ſuch; as in his 
time had taken notice of it. But 
they all ſeem; as well as Ermuller 
ad himſelf, to have been acquaint- 
ed only with the Green Tea. So that 
this ſeems to be of a much later 
Diſcovery than the other; unlefs 
we ſuppoſe that Turpius's Diſtincti: 
on regards them both, when in the 
fourth Book of his Obſervations he 
Ipeaks of two forts, one from Chi- 
3a, of a blackiſh Green, and the 
other from Japan, of a lighter Co- 
Jour: His Deſcriptions indeed of 
both ſeem well enough to agree 
with the Difference we find in 
them. Simon Pauli took this to 
be the Myrtus Brabantica; and its 
Leaves very much reſemble the 
Myrtle, of which there are abun- 
dance. of kinds, differing both in 
Figure and Flavour, An: inſatiable 
Curioſity after Novelty, eſpecially 
In matters of ſenſual . 
almoſt continually multiplies new 


Kinds or Diſtinctions of this Plant 


upon us; but as the Bohea and 
Green include all other Sub-diſtinc- 
tions, we ſhall have regard to no 
other. This Herb, by. all Rela- 
tion, is prodigiouſly in eſteem, and 
uſed. in the Oriental Countries 
which produce it. Schroder is very 

rticular in the manner of their 

nagement of it : but. the chief 
way is more proper to the Green 
ſort, and therefore we ſhall refer 
that to the Section where it natu- 
rally falls, and obſerve only here, 
that the Bohea by all Experience, 
is found to be of a ſoftening nou- 
riſhing Quality; and is therefore 
much in eſteem for a Breakfaſt, 
wich or wichdut Milk. ; It very ſen- 


ſibly fatisfies Hunger, and affords 
a fine balſainic Nouriſhment ; and 
is therefore — rags on ve- 

roperly, in all inward Waſtings, 
— — Ulcerations, ef ecially 
of the Lungs, This has made ſome 
Empirical Impoſtors, with which 
this Country very ſcandalouſly a- 
bounds, impoſe upon the World 
a. pretended. Spirit of Bohea Tea, 
for an infallible Reſtorative, and a 
Curer of all conſumptive Caſes.” But 
they muſt be. ver 2 who 
cannot ſee through ſuch a Cheat: 
for ſuch balſamic Qualities, which 
eaſily draw out only with hot Wa- 
ter; are the moſt remote imagina- 


ble from any thing of a ſpirtuous 


Nature, and therefore will not riſe 
in a Still, under that Denominarion 
and if they are endeavour'd to be 
reduc'd to Spirit. by Fermentation, 
which ſeems altogether impracti- 
cable, yet by ſuch an Operation, 
they will be ſo broke and chang'd, 
as wholly to loſe their ſmooth, ad- 
heſive, and balſamick Quality; and 
therefore can in no reſpe& anſwer 
in that Form, the Intention of 2 
Reſtoratrve; __. .

241. HoR DEI, Barley, What 
is uſed in the Shops, is under the 
Names of French and Pearl Barley; 
which are both of the ſame kind, 
but differ ſomething in Whiteneſs 
and Size of the Grain. Boil'd in 
Decoction, they make it very ſoft 
and lubricating. It is chiefly uſed 
for Emulſions in extemporaneous 
Preſcription ; and it is drank like- 
wiſe alone to flake Thirſt, ſheathe 
Acrimonies, and lubricate the Pa 
ſages in Cholic and Nephritic Pains. 
Common Engliſh Barley is ſeldom 
or never uſed medicinally. Beſides 
its nutritive Virtues, in which it a- 

rees with all other Grain of the 
ike kind, it is reckon'd to have 
ſomewhat more abſterſive in it. 
For which reaſon, thoſe who are 
not accuſtom'd to it in Bread, of 
wich it makes the worſt ſort, 
will find it at firſt to operate with 
them like a gentle Cathartic, It is 
very probable, that a change from 
a finer and more nouriſhing Bread 
to this, would in many corpulent 
Conſtitutions be of great Service, 
in reducing their exorbitant Bulks, 
and cleanſing the ſecretory Paſ- 
ſages. 

242, LuPvL1, Hops. This is 
diſtinguiſhed into Sativus 
and Sylveſtris, by Parkinſon, 


Bauhines. That Part of the Plant 
which 1s ſuch a mighty Commodity 
in England, and uſed in our Malt 
Liquors, is reckon'd very diſcutient, 
aperitive, and good in all Obſtruc- 
tions of the Viſcera, and particu- 
larly of the Liver and Kidneys. 
And therefore that Notion of ſuch 
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is not met with in Medicine.

Bauhine ; and Eruum 
ſemine anguloſo, ſuliquis inter grana 
junctis, by the Oxford Catalogue. 
This is very little in uſe, tho ſome- 
times order d in Cataplaſms. _ 


Fructus, Fruits of 


244. Cacao, Chocolate; called 
by John Bauhine, Avellana AMexi- 
cana, and Amygdalis ſimilis Gua- 
timalenſis, by Caſpar Bauhine ; Cho- 
colata, by Piſo ; and Cacava Mal- 
vill ſive arbor Cacari Cacavifera, 
by Hernandex. It is chiefly cul- 
tivated in the Iſlands of Cuba and 
Jamaica, and is very well known 
here as à nouriſhing Food, tho it 
It 
is very oily and ſoft ; and cannot 
but afford a ſuitable Nouriſnment 
to weakly and decaying Conſtitu- 
tions; eſpecially if the-Stomach is 
not too far impair'd, to receive and 
digeſt it. It muſt be good likewiſe 
not only in all Intentions as a 
Nouriſher and a Reſtorative, but as 
an Emollient, by lubricating and

245.CYNOSBETIq, Hips. Theſe 
are the Fruit of the Roſa Sylveſtris, 


called alſo Cynorrhodon, and Roſie 


canina, diſtinguiſhed by Parkinſon 
and Gerard, inodora ; by Caſpar 
Bauhine, Flore odorato incarnate 
and by John Bauhine, alba cum 
rubore, folio glabro ; the common 
Briar or Dog-Roſe, They are uſed 

only 
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only in a Conſerve if the Shops, which 
is very frequently preſcribed in con- 
ſumptive Caſes, and Diſtempers of 
the Breaſt particularly. It is alſo 
found good in Coughs, from tickling 
Defluxions of Rhewm. This Fruit 
ſtands greatly recommended in ma- 
ny Authors, for a wonderful Li- 
thontriptic; but tis now little uſed 
in any ſuch Intentions. 

246. PiSTACHIA NUuCES, 
Piſtach Nuts, are the Fruit of the 
Piſtacia peregrina fructu racemoſo, 
ſoove Terebinthus Indica Theophraſti, 
according to Bauhine. They are 
ſometimes preſcribed in Etmulſions, 
into which Form they enter as the 
Sweet Almonds, and taſte very a- 

eeably. They are accounted 

ood in all Diſtempers of the 
Teal, being both healing and bal- 
famic. They are likewiſe very 
nouriſhing and reſtorative in weakly 
Conſtitutions. 


Balſama, Balſams, 

247. ToLUTANUM, of Tolu, 
The Tree producing this, is a Spe- 
cies of the Pine, and diſtinguiſhed 
Foliis Ceratie ſimilibus, 1 Caſpar 
Bauhine, and is the Balſamiſera 

arta of Hernandez, This is a 
Salſam of a deep yellowiſh Colour, 
approaching near to red, and of a 
moſt delicate Scent, much beyond 
any other Balſam, Schroder ſays, 
"tis b from ſome Parts of the 
African Continent, near Carthage ; 
but we haye it from the Meß- In- 
dies, It firſt flows from the Tree 
which produces it, of the Conſiſ- 
tence of ordinary Turpentine; but 
by keeping we meet with it in the 
Shops eng ſo hard as to be 
'brittle : and it ſeems not the worſe 
For being ſo, its balſamic Parts co- 
hering too cloſely, to fly off in 
the waſte. It is a moſt) excellent 


Pajſarric and Ryſtoragive ; is very 


good in all Decays, particularly of 
the Lungs. It ſoftens and thickens 
the Blood, and cures Catarrhs, and 
all Coughs from tickling Defluxions, 
Its healing Virtues ab extend to 
the remoteſt Parts, and it is an ex- 


traordinary Medicine in Seminal 


Weakneſs and old 5Gleets, in both 
Sexes. In ſhort, there is not a bet- 
ter, pleaſanter, and more effica- 
cious Drug in the Shops, in all the 
above-mentioned Intentions. Both 
Lindanus and Sylvius de la Boe were 
great Admirers of it, , Its external 
Uſe is recommended in many Caſes 
by Schroder and Ermuller, as well 
as by ſeveral who took notice of 
it betore them ; but it is not ſo ap- 
ply'd in the preſent Practice. 

248. BDELL1vu A, Badellium. 
There is great uncertainty concern- 
ing the Tree from whence this Gum 
flows. Pliny deſcribes it black, 
about the bigneſs of the Olive 
Tree, with a Leaf like the Oak, 
and bearing Fruit like the wild Fig ; 
others will have it of the ſame kind 
as that which yields Myrrh. The- 
venot afhrms, he has ſeen Trees 
which plentifully yielded Myrrh and 
Bdellium grow together in the ſame 
Woods ; but — Enquiries are of 
no great Importance. This Gum 
is ſomewhat bitteriſh to the Taſte, 
looks tranſparent when broke, and 
if rubbed ſeems a fattiſn Subſtance. 
Some take it to be the Gum Anime, 
It is thought to facilitate Digeſtion, 


to diſcuſs, and promote Perſpira- | 


tion ; and to be in Coughs, 
and many Diſorders of the Breaſt, 


But its chief uſe now in Compoli- 


tion. is in Diſcutient Plaiſters; in 
which it is mightily commended for 
reducing of Ruptures, and ſoftening 


any -Indurations of the nervous 
Parts, Schroder mentions it for 
checking a Diabetes, and the men- 


ſtrual Evacuations when they _

immoderate; and for curizg the 
Whites, Riverius ſeems to have 
pretty much the ſame Opinion of 
its Virtues, by making it an Ingre- 
dient in Compoſitions, for the

249. BENZOILINUN, Benjamin. 
Mathiolus calls it Aſa dulcis, and 
many Belzoinum. John Bauhine 
deſcribes the Tree producing it 
Bendoinum cujus arbor folio citri; 
but it is much diſputed of what 
kind it is. Bontius takes it to be 
a very branchy Shrub, not unlike 
the Smilax Aſpera, or Sarſaparilla: 
But Garzias and Grimmizss, who 
both lived in the Eaſt-Izdies, affirm 
it to be a large tall Tree, beari 
an hairy Fruit, as big as a Ha 
Nut, The Gum which is beſt is 
almoſt white, having Lumps in it 
like Almonds, for which reaſon it 
is called Amygdaloides, in diſtinction 
from other ſorts not ſo good, and 
darker coloured. It is a wonderful 
Pebtoral, and very effectual againſt 
Catarrhs, Coughs, and Aſthma's. 
It has a Place alſo amongſt Cepha- 
lics, conſiſting of very aromatic vo- 
latile Parts, It will not diſſolve but 
in a ſpirituous Aſenſiruum; and in 
Spirit of Wine it makes a Tinfure 
very much commended in taking 
Freckles from the Skin, It enters 
the Compoſition of ſome Plaiſters, 
as a Diſcutient and a Strengthner, 

250. STYRA Xx, Storax, The 
Tree producing this is diſtinguiſh'd 
by Caſpar Bauhine, Folio Mali to- 
tonei; and it grows in Italy, and 
other Countries, Some diſtinguiſh 
between the Styrax Calamita and 
the red ſort ; but Hoffman ſeems 
rightly to judge them the ſame, and 
to differ only in Age, it growing 
higher coloured by keeping. There 


is alſo a Liquid Storax, concerning 
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which there are various Opinions 
not worth reciting here, eſpecially 
ſince that which is now ſold in the 
Shops under that Name, is ſo juſtly 
ſuſpected to be factitious, that it is 
hardly ever uſed. The former is 
both an 8 Pectoral an Ces 
halic. It is of a v ragrant 
Scent, and looks of 2 reddiſh Co- 
lour, with ſome whitiſh Clouds. It 
is very ſubject to great mixtures of 
Droſs, and not to be ſtrain'd from 
them but with difficulty; which oc- 
caſions, that in many Compoſitions 
the coarſe Lump is put in to be 
pouder'd amongſt the Species, in- 
ſtead of the ſtrain'd Balſam, very 
much to the detriment of the Me- 
dicine, It mightily thickens and 
ſoftens ſharp Rhitums, and cures the 
Coughs and Irritations thence axi- 
ſing. It is good almoſt ja all Dif- 
tempers of the Breaſt ; and makes 
a very good Ingredient in Peforal 
Apozems, if care be taken to boil

It is alſo us'd as a Coſmetic in 
cleanſing the Skin.

It 
is commended by Schroder for 3 
moſt noble Hepatic, Splenetic, and 
Fulnerary, and is preſcriþ'd in 
Drofſies and Cachexies. The Coun- 
try People uſe the Herb brws'd, or 
its juice, in Contufions, and freſh 
Wounds, And Etmuller ſays, that 
it takes away all Swellings and In- 
flammations of the Scrotum.

It 
is likewiſe accounted Abſterſive, 
and good againſt the Stone, and 
Obſtructions in the Urinary Paſſages. 
It has the Credit alſo of deſtroying 
Worms, It is much us'd in Diſ-

Efficacy in all theſe Caſes, which 
are the Foundation of many chro- 
nical Diſtempers, has brought it in- 
to uſe both in the Shops and ex- 
temporaneous 282 almoſt 
in all; manner of medicinal Forms. 
The Conſerve made of it ſeems to be 
the beſt Preparation of it in the 
Shops, tho the freſher the better ir 
is; the more volatile Parts i 
their eſcape in time. This Pro- 
perty alſo ſuits it very much for 
Diſtillation ; and the Plain Spirit of 
Scurvygraſs, which is in ſuch migh- 
ty Eſteem amo the common 
People, has the beſt part of the 
Herb in it. Indeed the weightier 
ſaline Parts may not riſe, ſo that 
it may not be ſo effectual a Diure- 
tic; yet it will rather the better an- 
ſwer all Intentions as a Diſcutient, 
and an Opener particularly of the 
minuteſt Paſſages, ſuch as the cu- 
taneous Glands, But altho theſe 
manifeſt Qualities have brought it ſo 
much into ule, that it is to be met 
with not only at theApothecaries, but 
in moſt Victualling- Houſes in their 
medicinal Ales; and its Name has 
given it the advantage in the com- 
mon Eſteem, ſo as to make it al- 
moſt every one's Phyſic : 2 it is 
by no means good in thin, dry, and 
hectical Conſtitutions; for as it will 
add to the Heat and Motion of the 
Blood, it cannot but increaſe all 
thoſe Complaints and Diſorders 
which ariſe from that Extreme, 
304. CocHLEarila MARI- 
N, Sea Scurvygraſs. This is more 
particularly diſtinguiſhed —— Bri 
ſannica folio ſinuato, by C. Bau 
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hine, and the Oxford Catal 5 
and is a ſmaller-leav'd ſort, of the 
ſame Virtue with the former, but 
ſomething . leſs powerful, as it is 
not ſo volatile and ſubtile. It is not 
us'd ſo much in the Shop-Medicines, 
but is frequently order'd in the ſame 
Intentions as the other, in Preſerip- 
tion, But as it leſs abounds with 
the Salt, which is volatile, it ſeems 
to have more of what is of a fixed 
nature, and upon that account may 
be a better Diaretic than the for- 
305. CrITHNI, Samphire, cal- 
led likewiſe Faniculum marinum. 
It grows on Precipices and Rocks 
near the Sea, and flowers in July. 
lt is recommended againſt Obſtruc- 
tions of the Viſcera, and Urinary 
Paſlages; but it is more uſed as 2 
Sauce in Pickle, than in Medi- 
cine. 


306. Exrs1MI, Flix- weed, is 
alſo called Sophia Chirurgorum. It 


is of the Creſs kind, and titled by 
Caf. Bauhine, Naſfturtium Sylveſtre 
tenuiſſime diviſum. It grows in 
= Plenty in many Parts of Eng. 
, and flowers about July and 
Auguſt. It is biting and pungent, 
not much unlike common Muftard, 
and in like manner it is aperient 
and diſcuſſive. It's preſcrib'd chief 
ly in Aſthma's, Infarctions of the 
Lungs, and chronical Coughs. Lo- 
belius gives it a high Character for 
many purpoſes, and particularly for 
being a y Cure in a ſettled 
Hoarſeneſs, He makes a Syrup of 
it, which the College have got in 
their Diſenſatory under the ſame 

Name. 

307. EUPATORIN, 

This is the Eupatorium of Meſue, 
that of Avicen being the Eupato- 
rium Cannabinum before-mention- 
ed, It is alſo the Ageratum foliis 
ſerratis of C,. Bauhine,. It flowers 
| about 
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about July. Among the Arabian 
Phyſicians, both were in wondertul 
eſteem. , Avicen us'd the latter as 
an Hepatic and Vulnerary, and gave 
it in Dropſies, Cachexies, Catarrhs, 


Coughs, and Obſtrucions of the 


Urine and Menſes. Riverius com- 
mends this to be given in Pouder, 
to cure a Diabetes, upon account 
of an aſtringent Quality he aſcrib'd 
tu it: and for. the ſame Opinion, 
Mr. Ray quotes the late Dr. Hulſe: 
and Gefner has found in his own 
Practice a brisk purgative Quality 
in its Roots; notteichſtanding ic 
has been fo long in neglect, that 
now we hardly ever meet with it 
arder'd in any Intention. 
. 208. FUn A4, Fumitory, 
diſtinguiſhed Purpurea by Ge- 
nar d, Vulgaris by Parkinſon, 
and called by ſome on account of 
its ſuppoſed Prevalency againſt Me- 
lancholy, Maancholifaga. It is to 
be met with plentifully in many 
Places, and it flowers in May and 
June. It is bitter, and ſuppos'd 
to correct Choler and aduſt Humours, 
hich has recommended it in the 
Jaundice and Hypocondriacal Caſes, 
For which purpoſe in Sennertas's 
Praftice we meet With it in the 
Form of an Electaary; but it mutt 
in that Form be very nauſeous. 
Ir is an Hetb difficult to dry, and 
its Juice, which is us'd as an Anti- 
feorbatic with Whey in the Spring 
time, will not keep, ſo that it is 
now little uſed in the Shops. 

309. GEIST, Broom, diſtin- 
— Anguloſa & Scoparia, 
dy Caſpar, and —— Anulaſa tri- 
Folia by John Bauhine, There are 
other Diſtia@ions of this Plaut, as 
he Hiſbanica, and 
Spinoſa ; but they are now unknown 


in Medieins. This grows much up- 


on kegthy Ground and is in flower 


almoſt all the Summer. Many ga- 
ther the yellow Buds, and pickle 
them with Sal: and Vinegar, in the 
ſame manner as Capers, from which 
they are not then to be diſtinguiſh'd, 
The Flowers are moſt in uſe, and 
by all accounted Splenetic, Nephri- 
tic, and Hepatic, They cleanſe awa 
Gravel and ſerous Humours, b 
by Stool and Urine, and are ac- 
counted extraordinary in Cachexiet 
and Dropſies, For this reaſon they 
are a chief Ingredient in ſome me- 
dicinal Ales. Their Aſhes, which 
are made by Calcination, and are 
ſo much extoll'd for purging off 
Water in Dropſies, are no better 
than any other Aſpes made in the 
fame manner; for all lixivious Salts 
are Diuretic, as we ſhall further ſee 
in the proper Section. 
210, GR AT TOL A, Hedge-Hyſſop, 
called by C. Bauhine, Centauroides, 
is cultivated in the Gardens, and 
flowers in July; but altho it hath 
aſcribed to it the Virtues of this 
Claſs, it is now but little in uſe, 
311, HEPATIC &, Liver-wort, 
ealled alſo Lichen, and diſtinguiſh- 
ed Petreum latifolium, ſive Hepatica 
fontana, by C. Bauhine. There 
is allo an Hepaticum trifolium , 
flore ſimplici, titled Nobilis, but 
not fo much in eſteem. The for- 
mer grows near Springs, Wells, 
and watry Places, very low, almoſt 
like a Moſs, and puts out Flowers 
about June, not unlike Stars, 
This is wonderfully commended 
by Schroder, in thoſe Diſorders of 
the Liver which ariſe from too 
much Heat z and he ſays it's good 
in the Jaundice, Heficks, Gonor- 
rhea's, and Fevers. And ſome are 
fond of it, becauſe of the reſem- 
blance it bears to the Liver and 
Spleen in its Leaves; but that Sig-

311. Hys$s07P1, Hyſſop, diſtin- 
iſhed Carulea ſive ſpicata 
Ty Caſpar, — Vulgaris ſpicata 
anguſtifolia, by John Bauhine, It 
is cultivated in Gardens, and flow- 
ers in July and Auguſt. It is 
warm and detergent, and there- 
fore good in many kinds of Coughs 
and Diſorders of the Lungs and 
Breaſt, which ariſe from Phlegm 
and viſcid Humours, It is good in 
Aſthma's, promotes Expectoration, 
and gives relief in difficulty of 
Breathi It is almoſt a con- 
ſtant Ingredient in Pectoral Apo- 
ems. This is one of thoſe very 
few Simples, of which there is a 
diſtill'd Water in the Shops, that 
is good for any thing, For there 
comes over with it ſo much of a 
warm eſſential Oil, as not only 
preſeryes it from Mother and ſtink- 
ing, which moſt ſim le Waters 
are ſubject to, but alſo makes it 
a good Peftoral, and efficacious 
to all thoſe Purpoſes, which the 
Herb is given for in any other 
orms, 

313. H1iP>POSELINI ; thus 
called by Theophraſtus, and Smyr- 
nium by Dioſcorides, Alexanders. 
It grows in rocky Places, flowers 
in June, and is recommended for 
Virtues belonging to this Claſs, 
but 'tis not now in Uſe, 

14. IBERIDIS, Sciatica- 
Creſſes , diſtinguiſhed —— Tatiore 
folio by C. Bauhine, and. Latiore 
folio ſerrato, by the Oxford Cata- 
logue, It agrees in Virtues, as 
well as in Tribe, with the common 
28 tho inferior to o in 
Efficacy ; but tis not regarded in 
the preſent Pharma. 


O Batſamics.. - 
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315. L16uUsTRI, Privet, It 

commonly grows in Woods and 
Hedges, flowers almoſt all the 

Summer; but altho it is recom-

316, MENTASTRI, Horſe- 
Mint. This is almoſt unknown in 
Medicine.

The Naſturtinm 
Aquaticum grows, as the Anagal- 
lis Aquatica, in, Rivulets or Springs, 
flowers in July and Auguſt, and 
keeps green, and in ſome meaſurg 
growing the whole Winter. There 
is alſo, Sylveſtre, and other 
ſorts, but not uſed in Medicine. 


This hath a ſharp penetrating Taſte, 


and is reckon'd v Deterſivs. 
Tis us'd therefore in all Chronical 
Diſeaſes which ariſe from glandu- 


lous Obſtructions, and particularly

318. PAN ACIS, Al- Heal, dif- 
tinguiſhed Herculeum majus by 
Gerard, and Panax ſeu Pſeudo-

It is to be met with in the Gardens 
of the curious, and hath aſcribed to 
it Virtues, which entitle it to this 
Claſs; but the preſent Pharmacy 
takes no notice of it. There are 
many other kinds of this Plant al- 
ſo mentioned by Botaniſts, that 
are equally in neglect, and there- 
fore not worth notice here ; un- 
leſs the Panax Coloni, Clown's 
All-Heal, which the common Peo- 
ple uſe to freſh Wounds with.

This Plant is 
mentioned by Gerard, Parkinſon, 
and other Botanic Writers, tho 
they ſaid little of its Virnies be- 
fore Simon Pauli, who commends 
it greatly in ſcorbutic Caſes, and 
ſays 'tis more ſubtile and penetra- 
ting than the Naſturtium. + Bartho- 
lize alſo juſt mentions it.

337. SauBuci Bacca, 
Elder-Berries, Of theſe we have a 
Syrup and a Spirit made in the 
Shops, the former is reckon'd An- 
tiſcorbutic, and therefore preſcribed 
in Cachexies and Dropſies; for 
which purpoſes the latter is alſo ac- 
counted good by ſome; but 'ris

ſins of the Sun, Theſe are dry'd 
Grapes. They are a grateful Fruit 
and very deterſive; for which rea- 
ſon they are in moſt Compoſitions, 
to promote Expedtoration, and dif- 
lodge obſtructed Viſcidities, in the 
Bronchia, as alſo to cleanſe the Vi- 
cera, and particularly the Kidneys 
and Urinary Paſſages. They are like- 
wiſe much in extemporaneous Pre- 
ſcriptions for all the abovemention d 
Intentions. The Paſſula minores, or 
Corinthiace, Currants, are of the 
like nature, but from a ſmaller and 
different colour'd Grape; however, 
they are not ſo much uſed in Me- 
dicine, unleſs ſometimes in Gruel or 


- Broth, to cool and relax the Bowels. 


339. Pini Nucts, Pine- 
Nuts, Theſe are of a moderate 
Warmth, gently detergent and vul- 
nerary. They are therefore recom- 
= in ſome Coughs and in Con- 
ſumptions; as alſo in Stranguries, 
and Sharpneſs and Heat of Urine; 
and are reckon'd good in LUceration⸗ 
of the Kidneys, By ſome they are 
faid to provoke to Venery, and to 
ſtrengthen the genital Parts, as was 
before taken notice. | 

$46. SEBESTER, Sebeftens. 
Theſe are a Fruit hot much unlike: the 
Damaſcus Prunes, and are brought

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" from Syria and Fey" The Tree 
producing theſe, is by ſome called 


 Myxa, or Myxara, diſtinguiſhed by 


Ray, ——— Malabarica fructu ra- 
cemoſo, calyce excepto. They are 
moderately cooling and emollient, 
and help to obtund the Acrimony 
of the Humours ; wherefore they 
are recommended in tickling Deflux- 
ions, Catarrhs, Sharpneſs of Urine, 
Bilious Fevers, and Coſtiveneſs, But 
för their deterſive Qualities, they 
are generally uſed in Pectoral Me- 
* dicines, for the ſame Intentions as 
Figs, Raiſins, and the like, 
3341. DacTyYL1, Dates. Theſe 
are a Fruit of the Palm-Tree, cal- 
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nature, as indeed are in ſome 
meaſure all the Ever-Greens ; the 
glutinous and adheſive Properties 
of their Juices preſerying them from 
thoſe Decays which other Vegeta. 
bles are ſubjeck to in the Winter. 
This by ſome has been confound- 
ed with the Cedar; and Van Hel- 
mont, in his Medicines to prolohg 
Life, for the Cedar, ſubſtitutes the 
Juniper. The Gum flowing from 
this Tree, was the Sandaracha of 
the Arabians ; and with that mAt- 
ed in a ſufficient Quantity of Oil 


of Turpentine, is made the fa&i- 


tious Varniſh now uſed by Painters 
and Cabinet-makers. The Berries 
are ſuppos'd to contain the Virtues 


led Palma Dactyliſtra, which grows 
in Syria, Juden, and other hot Coun- 
tries. The Palm is diſtinguiſhed 
into Male and Female; and Proſper 

Alpinus ſays, the latter will bear no 
© Fruit unleſs, it be ſprinkled over 
With the Duſt or Flowers of the 
former. Thoſe Dates are beſt 
which are large, full, fat, and of a 


of the whole, and are very much 
uſed for many medicinal Purpo- 
ſes. Some will have them to be 
great Strengthners of the Stomach, 
and effectual againſt Malignities 
and Fpidemical Infeftions.\ The Rob 
( a Form of Medicine now out of 
Uſe amongſt us) made of their 


7 yellowiſh Colour. They are ſome- 
 whar aſtringent until thorowly ripe, 


and then much of the ſame nature 


as Figs. They are ſaid to be good 


in a Hoarſeneſ*s, Infartions of 


the Lunge, and ſandy Obſtructions 
of the Reins and Bladder. Their 
Stones or Kernels are reckon'd 
very Diuretick, and good in Stran- 
guries; Fernelius uſed them much 
in heat of Urine. Outwardly they 
are ſometimes in ſuppurative Cata- 


plaſms, as Figs, and other Fruits of 


the like kind. 
342. Ju N TYERI BAC A, 
Juniper-Berries. The Juniper was 


ſo much in the good eſteem of 


Ftmuller, that he thought it de- 
ſerv'd a whole Treatiſe, and is 
pleaſed with Conradus for beſtow- 
ing an entire Chapter upon it, in 
his Medulla Diſtillatorig. All the 
Darts of this Tree are of a balſamic 


— Juice when green, is 
call'd the Theriaca Germanorum, ſo 
much were they in eſteem among 
them for their anti-peſtilential Qua- 
lities. They are certainly carmi- 
native, and very much contribute 
to diſſipate Wind, and Flatulen- 
cies in the Stomach and Bowels. 
But their moſt celebrated and re- 
markable Properties are, in deter- 
ging and ſcouring the Viſcera, and 
particularly the Rems and Urinary 
Paſſages, as all indeed of the Thr- 
pentine kind do. For this reaſon 
they are frequently met with in 
Compoſitions, both officinal and 
extemporaneous, for the Jaundite, 
Cachexies, Dropſies, and Difficulty 
of Urine, The latter Intention they 
are ſo remarkable for, that ſome 
rely upon them in Gonorrhaa's 
and Venereal Ulcerations, and Eroſi- 


ons of the genital Parts. They are 
very

very convenient in Decoction, and 
in Diſtillation part with thoſe Qua- 
lities, as much as any of the like 
Subſtances do, to what paſſes over 
the Helm; inſomuch that their Spi- 
rit is ſerviceable the ſame way, 
and much promotes Urine, What 
is ſo common a Dram among the 
meaner People and goes 5 the 
name of Gin, is only an indifferent 
Spirit impregnated with theſe Berries. 
They * a conſiderable quan- 
tity of Oil in Diſtillation, effectual 
to the ſame purpoſe, and not 
greatly differing from Oil of Tur- 
pentine, in Smell and Virtue. Theſe 
are mightily uſed in medicated Ales 
and Diet. Drinks, for all the above- 
mention'd Intentions,

343, AMMoONIACUM, Gum 
Ammoniac, This is a Gum from a 
ferulacious Plant growing in ſome 
Parts of Aſia. It has by ſome 
been called Hammoniacum, from 
its growing near the Temple of 
Jupiter Hammon. That is beſt 
which is freeſt from Droſs, of a yel- 
lowiſh Colour without, and white 
within, and of a bitteriſh Taſte, 
and Caſtor Smell. , It very much 
attenuates and deterges, and is 
therefore properly uſed in all Diſ- 
tempers ariſi Fr Grumes and 
Viſcidities, which ſtuff up the Veſ- 
ſels, and particularly prevent a due 
Motion of the nervous Fluids, For 
this reaſon it is found of mighty 
Service, not only in Aſthma's and 
Infarctions of the Lungs, but in 
neryous Caſes, and particularly thoſe 
term'd Hyſterical, The * con- 
venient Form to preſcribe it, is, 
by way of Pills, Some diſſolve it 
in Vinegar, and other Liquors, and 
call it Lac Ammoniacum, which is

Bauhine, called by 
Piſo, Copaiba, and diſtinguiſhed b 
Ray, Arbor Balſamifera Braſilienſs 
fructu monoſpermo, the American 
Balſam-Tree ; and it grows moſt 
in Braſil, The Balſam is of a 
thinner Conſiſtence than the com- 
mon Turpentine, but much more 
fragrant and deterſive, It is ex- 
tremely quick in paſling off by U- 
rine, and mightily cleanſes thoſe ' 
Paſſages, for which reaſon it has 
obtain'd very much in Gonorrhaa's, 
and all Obſtructions and Ulcerations 
of thoſe Parts. It is likewiſe a pow- _ 
erful Balſamic, and good in many 
Diſtempers of the Breaſt, The 
Yolk of an Egg will mix it in any 
liquid Sorry, thus managed it 
becomes very nauſeous to the Taſte, 
345. GILEADENSE, Balm of 
Gilead, It is alſo called Judai- 
cum, and? Aeccha, from the 
Places whence it is brought ; and 
Oleum Balſami, and Opobalſamum, 
from the great Eſteem it hath held 
with ſome Writers, it being an 
Exudation from the true Balſa- 
mum Syriacum Ruta folio of C. Bau- 
hine. This is the fineſt Balſam we 
know, of the Cohſiſtence of a Sy- 
72 but of extremely ſmall and 
ſubtile Parts; 'tis very fragrant, tho 
of the Turpentine kind, It is ſo. 


greatly eſteem'd even where it is 
produced, that it is accounted a rich 
Preſent from the chief Prince of 4. 
rabia Felix, to whom Mecha is ſab.

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ject, to the Grand Seignior; as like- 
wiſe to others of the greateſt Rank. 
Its Price and Scarcity is the reaſon 
why it ſometimes comes to us very 
much adulterated. When genuine, 


it is a moſt noble Medicine. It 


wonderfully opens Obſtructions of 
the Lungs, and heals Eroſions from 
Acrimony, and the worſt kind of 
Ulcerations, There is nothing ex- 
ceeds it in Afihma's and Pleuriſtes, 
and whatſoever elſe requires Expec- 
toration, All inward Decays like- 
wiſe, Bruiſes and Sores, are re- 
lieved by it; and particularly thoſe 
of the Reins and Urinary Paſſages : 
for it very quickly paſſes that way, 
and manifeſts itſelf 1n the Smell of 
the Urine, Externally uſed, it alſo 
gently deterges and incarnates, The 
Volk of an Egg makes it eaſily mix 
with almoſt any Vehicle; and to- 
gether with Linſeed Oil it is now 
much uſed. for the like Intentions 
and with Barley Water, or any Li- 


quor of the ſame kind, it may be 


made into an Emulſion, or Draught, 
as the Potia Alba. 

346. MasSTICHES, Mafſtich, 
This is a reſinous Gum of the Ten- 
5 2 Tree. It grows chiefly in the 
Ifland of Chias; and the Gum is 
in moſt eſteem which comes from 
thence. It is in ſmall Granulæ, and 
white, if good; tho Age makes 
it turn yellowiſh, Some will have 
it to ſtrengthen the Stomach, re- 
move Nauſeouſneſs and Flatulen- 
cies, and ſtop Vomiting and Fluxes 
of the Belly; to ſtrengthen the 
Head, and invigorate the Nerves; 
ſtop Catarrhs, tickling Qoughs, and 

ſpitting of Blood, and.blunt the Acri- 
mon of the Humours, It is very 
ſtrengthning to the Reins, as well as 


cleanſing, and is a good Ingredient 


in. Preſcriptions Againſt ſeminal 
Weakneſſes , \Gonorrhea's, and the 
Whites, Schroder commends it boil'd 


_ uſed inwardly, It is reckon'd = 


in Water, half an Ounceto two Pints 


for a Diarrhea, tho that ſeems but 


an indifferent way of managing it, 
We meet with it in many ſtrength- 


ning external Applications as Plaiſ- 


ters chiefly, both in the offici- 
nal Compoſitions, and extempora- 
neous Preſcriptions. But with all 
its ſtrengthning Qualities, it is ſo 
much of the Turpentine kind, as 
to deterge, and paſs by Urine, as 
appears very manifeſtly by its Scent. 

347. TACAMAHAC&, Tata» 
mahac, This is a reſinous Gum, from 
New Spain in the Weſt-Tndies. It dif. 
tils from a tall Tree not unlike the 


Poplar ; diſtinguiſhed Populo ſimilis 


fructu, colore Peonie« fimilis, by J. 


' Bauhine, and called Tecomhacca by 


Hernandez, and differs not muc 
from the Galbanum, but is of a more 
pungent and acrid Scent, which 
makes it tod offenſive to be much 


burnt upon Coals, for hyſterical Fits 
in Women; and likewiſe apply'd to 
the Belly in the form of a Plaiſter, 
It is by ſome apply'dto the Temples 
in the ſame manner, and to -the 
Nape of the Neck, for Pains of the 
Head, Defluxioons of Rheum upon 
the Throat, and Inflammations of 
the Eyes; as alſo in the Tooth-ach, 
It is of ſo ſubtile and penetra- 
ting a nature, that it is greatly uſed 
in, external Applications, to ſuppu- 
rate or diſſolve Tumours; and is ac- 


counted effeQtual even in thoſe which 


are ſcrophulous. It is likewiſe apply'd 
to aſſuage arthritical Pains wit h 2 
ceſs : Indeed the Indians uſe it for 
all kinds of Pain, according to the 
report of Monardes ; and Scroder af- 
firms, that he has known intolera- 
ble Pains in the Leg remov'd by it, 

248. OPOBALSAMUM, It is 
difficult to diſtinguifh this from the 
Balſamum Verum, or Balſamum ? 
Mecha; for Schroder mentions _ 
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Set. 4. 
Aas the ſame ſort, unleſs that 
which is ſometimes received into the 


Shops under this Title be a Mixture 
of the Balſamum > Mecha and Ca- 
pivi to , for it ſeems not ſo 


fragrant' as the former, and ſome- 
what better ſcented than the latter. 
Its medicinal Virtues are the ſame as 
of thoſe to which it bears ſo near a 
reſemblance ; with which likewiſe 
it ſometimes obtains a Place a- 
mongſt Alexipharmicks, and is a 
very good Ingredient in the Theriaca 
Andromachi and Mithridate, tho 
very ill ſapply'd with its uſual Succe- 
daneum, the expreſſed Oil of Mace; 
for that does not at all come up to 
the Subtility and Activity of its Parts, 
but is of a much heavier Texture. 
This is likewiſe, as are all other Bal- 
ſams, ſuppurative, deterſive, and in- 
carnating, apply'd outwardly to Tu- 
mours, Ulcers, or Green Wounds. 
349. SAPpo, Soap. This, ſtrict- 
'y 0 peaking, is rather a Compoſition 
than a Simple, It is made by an 
Incorporation of Oil, or fat Sub- 
ftances, with thoſe of a different 
Texture, by the mediation of a 
lixivious Salt, Thoſe kinds which 
are moſt appropriated to medicinal 
Purpoſes, and given inwardly, are 
from Venice, or from Caſtile, This 
Drug (for as ſuch it is now conſi- 
der'd ) is of a very penetrating, 
warm, cleanſing nature; and con- 
ſiting of an Union of two Bodies 
of very different Textures, it rea- 
dily mixes with the Fluids of any 
kind; wherein by the Subtility of 
its Parts, and the Aſperity of its 


Salts, ſomewhat ſoften'd with Oil, 


it penetrates and det the moſt 
minute Paſſages. And becauſe ſuch 
Alkali, or lixivieus Salts, have a 
great deal of fiery Particles in their 
Compoſition, it divides and rarifies 
the moſt obſtinate and viſcid Grumes 
ſo as to fit them for Expulſion, For 
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this reaſon it ĩs in all Obſtruc- 
tions of the Viſcera, and Infarctlions 
of the Veſſels, and is particularly 
Diuretic. But its moſt celebrated 
Virtues are in cleanſing the Liver 
in the Jaundice, in which caſe there 
is not a better Medicine in the 
World, if the Patient do not ſpit 
Blood: for that, for Reaſons too 
long to inſert here, is a Symptom 
wp þ Jaundice of a deſperate Caſe; 
and this Medicine, given in ſuch a 
Symptom, would rather increaſe it, 
by deterging and further wearing off 
the Capillary Branches. This is ca- 
pable of being given in many con- 
venient Forms, as Pills or Draughts; 
for it eaſily diſſolves in boil'd Milk, 
or an r Liquor: but in ſuch 
Liquids it moſt diſcovers it ſelf to 
the Patient, which it is not conve- 
nient ſometimes to do, becauſe ſuch 
a Knowledge frequently leſſens their 
Expectations, and by that means 
hinders the ſucceſs, which otherwiſe 
it might have had. The Matthew's 
Pill is perhaps as effectual a Remedy 
in many Intentions, às any Compo- 
ſition in the Shops; the Baſis of 
that, next to the Opium, is the Sapo 
Philoſophorum, which is an Incor- 
poration of the lixivous Salt of 
Tartar with Oil of Turpentine. 
How this is, in the uſual Senſe of 
the Word, a Corrector of the Opium, 
is not to our e here to exa- 
mine; but as an Ingredient, it 
makes the Medicine very aperient 
and ſearching, and powerfully to 
puſh off the Humours both by Urine 
and Scent, This is fiequently uſed 
externally, and is ſo hot and active, 
that it will almoſt bliſter, apply'd to 
the dry Skin. It has been much 
try'd in Arthritie Pains, and it 
ſeems by its Subtility to be able to 
almoſt any thing along with it 
thro the Pores; and therefore in 
ſuch Caſes has been join'd with O- 
L 4 Num. 
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pium. But none have yet ſeem'd 


to hit the Mean between the into- 
lerable Pungency of the Soap, and 
the Inſenſibility which ſometimes 


the Opium induces, ſo as to en- 


danger a Sphacelation. 
350. TEREBINTHIN S om- 
nes, All the Turpentines, There are 


abundance of Plants and Trees of 


this kind, which are moſt of them 
reen the whole Winter; the 
Warmth and Tenacity of their 
Juices preſerving them from thoſe 
Changes others undergo from diffe- 


rent Seaſons. As for Flavour or 


Scent, there are of this Tribe from 
the moſt fragrant and aromatic, 
thro the ſeveral Degrees, to the 
moſt rank and fetid ; and from the 
ſofteſt and ſmootheſt, to thoſe 


which are very hot and deterſive. 


All theſe are more or leſs good in 
the fore-mention'd Intentions, of 
cleanſing the Viſcera, in proportion 
to their Heat and deterſive Qualities, 
which are to be diſtinguiſh'd by their 
Quickneſs and Warmth upon the 
Palate. What Uſes theſe are of 
externally, ſhall be omitted here,

251. BERBERTS, Barberry. 
Altho the Fruit of this Tree, which 
is well known to all, be acid, cool- 
ing, and aſtringent; yet conſtant 
Experience has found the Bark to 
be opening and deterſive, That 
Part which grows neareſt the Tree, 
is moſt valu d. It is hardly in any, 
of the Diſpenſatory Compoſitions, 
bur very. frequent in common Pre- 
ſcription for the Jaundice, or any 
Diſtempers from Foulneſs and Ob- 
ſtructions of the Viſcera. It is like- 
wile for the ſame Purpoſes an In-

gredient in many of the medicated 
Ales which are publickly ſold, 

352, CAPPARIS, Caper. 
is an Exotic, whoſe Buds ſent over 
to us in Pickle, are ſo much uſed 
in common Sauces, The Bark is 
in ſome few Compoſitions under 
the ſame Intentions as the former ; 
but is haxdly known in extempora- 
neous Practice. 

353. EByL1, Dwarſ-Elder, cal- 
led alſo Chamaatle, and Sambucus 
humilis. It grows in High-ways, 
and flowers in June. The inner 
Bark is much eſteemed the Jaun- 
dice, and reckon'd likewiſe a great 
Purger of watry Humours ; for 
which reaſon it is given amongſt 
Hydragogues, and is found to de 
very Diuretic, 

354. SAMBUCI, Elder. This 
is poſſeſs'd of the ſame Virtues as 
the former, and is a good Ingredient 
in all thoſe Compoſitions which are 
intended againſt Diſtempers from 
Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and par- 
ticularly of the Liver and Kidneys ; 
for it mightily cleanſes the former, 
and promotes the Paſſage and Se- 
paration of Urine thro the latter, 
It is likewiſe accounted a good An- 
tiſcorbutic, and is given in many 
Compoſitions of that Intention, 

355. TAMARIScCI, Tamarisk. 
It grows in France, and chief] 
about Narbon; for which reaſon, 
by ſome Botaniſts, it is. diſtinguiſh- 
ed - Arborea Narbonenſis. 
It is plentiful likewiſe on the Rhine 
and Danube. Schroder ſays, this 
attenuates, opens, and abſterges 
is Hepatic, Diuretic, and Splenetic ; 
and good againſt all Diſeaſes from 
Black Choler, and oyer-flowings of 
Serum ; in cutaneous Eruptions, the 
Itch, Black Jaundice, and the 
Whites in Women, But many com- 
mend it in Hypocondriacal Affec- 

2 noms, 
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tions. Etmuller 
Saſſafras, in its Efficacy againſt De- 
fluxions of Rheum and Catarrhs; 
and ſays, there is not a better Re- 
medy in thoſe Caſes than this Bark 
boil'd in Mint-Water. Altho it is 
in ſome few of the officinal Com- 
poſitions, yet it rarely is met with 
in common Preſcription; and the 
Conſumption of it is ſo ſmall, that 
it is not frequent in the Shops, un- 
leſs very ſtale, and then good for lit- 
tle. It is now of no uſe outwardly.

Quality makes 
it recommended in all Viſcidities, 
phlegmatic and ſcorbutic Caſes ; be- 
cauſe it penetrates and rarifies tough

Glands and capillary Veſſels. It has 


been preſcrib'd in humerons Aſth- 
ma's and Obſtructions of the Bron- 
chia; and by the great Force and 
Activity of its Parts, it breaks thro 
and wears away thoſe little Stop- 
pages in the Extremities, and cuta- 
neous Glands, which occaſion Itch- 
ings and Scabs, and is therefore 
juſtly rank'd - amongſt the moſt 
powerful Antiſcorbutics. Van Hel- 
mont commends it greatly with Vi- 
negar in Bruiſes or Falls, becauſe it 
will prevent the Blood from ſtag- 
nating and falling into Grumes up- 
on the iujured Parts. And Etmul- 
ler, with.a mixture of Sallets, ſeems

357. CEPAR UM, Onions, Theſe 
are too much in every one's ac- 
quaintance to want any Deſcription. 
They are very pungent and yolatile, 
but not ſo much as the Arum, 
which is of the Piperine kind ; for 
that differs as much from theſe, as 
the fiery volatile Salt of Armoniac 
does from a ſoft Sal Volatile Oleoſum: 
the difference ſeeras to conſiſt in 
this, that the former is a Collection 
of ſubtile active Particles, but very 
rigid, and, as much as their Minute- 
neſs will admit of, pointed; which 
makes them irritate and ſtrike the 
Nerves with almoſt a painful Senſa- 
tion : whereas the latter ſort ap- 
proach more to the Nature of on, 
and altho by their Smallneſs and 
Volatility they very ſenſibly move 
the Nerves, yet — ſofter, and 
excite more grateful, or at leaſt 
more tolerable Senfations. For 
diſtinction- ſake therefore, theſe two

They are 
very efficacious likewiſe in all In- 
farctions of the Lungs, and wonder- 
fully promote Expectoration, re- 
lieve 4/thnia's, and all Difficulties 
of Breathing,” They are by many 
alſo given to deſtroy Worms, and 
ſometimes with ſucceſs. That their 
Diuretic Quality does not- confiſt 
altogether in their lighter and more 
volatile Parts, is manifeſt from their 
retaining it in a great meaſure, after 
they have been boil'd long enough 
to diſſipate all thoſe Parts; — 
they are much more efficacious un- 


boil'd to all other Intentions, but 


come ſo ſtrong along with the Breath 
of a Perſon that takes them, as 
makes it very offenſive. Theſe are 
alſo in great eſteem amongſt our 
Surgeons, to draw and ſuppurate all 
kinds of Tumors : Roaſted and 
apply'd to the Ear, they helpto ripen, 
break, and cleanſe away Impoſtu- 
mations in the Head; which ſome- 
times cannot be influenc'd by any

360. GLYCYRRAI? A, Ligue- 
riſe, diſtinguiſhed Siliquoſa ra- 
dice repente by the Bauhines, There 
is not perhaps any one Simple ſo 
much uſed in Medicine as this is, 
both in the Shops and extemporane- 
ous Preſcriptions; It grows in many 
Parts of Europe, and we have e- 
nough of it in England for our own 
Supply, altho a great deal of its in- 
ſlated Juice is imported. Its chief 
Place of Growth here is about Pon- 
tefract in Yorkſhire. It is very 
ſweet upon the Palate, even more 
than Sugar and Honey, and is yet ac- 
counted a Slaker of Thirſt ; for 
which reaſon alone, Galen order'd 
it in Dropſies. It is very Balſamic 
and Detergent, inſomuch that there 
is hardly an officinal Medicine, or 
occaſional Preſcription for any of 
the Piſtempers of the Breaſt, E

362, LAPATHI Ac Or, Sharp 
pointed Dock, This is a Species of 
the Rhaponticum, called alſo Oxy- 
lapathum, and diſtinguiſhed Folio 
acuto plano by C. Bauhine, This 
is frequently in occaſional Preſcrip- 
tions for the Jaundice and Scorbu- 
tic Caſes, and found very effica- 
cious for ſuch Intentions, being a 
powerful Detergent. Willis com- 
mends it as an excellent Antiſcorbu- 
tic in Diet-Drinks and medicated 
Ales, But its moſt celebrated Vir- 


tues appear in external Compoſi- 
bons, 


wa 
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tions, for cleanſing the Skin from 
Scabs and Tetters : and we have an 
Unguent which takes its Name from 


it, in the London Diſpenſatory. E- 


muller extolls it greatly in ſuch 
Caſes; but down to his time they 
have all been ignorant of the neat, 
ſafe and efficacious Preparations 


which Mercury has furniſh'd for thoſe + 


Intentions. There are many other 
Species of this taken notice of by 
Botaniſts, and uſed in Medicine; 
particularly the Præſtantiſſimum 
Rhabarbarum dictum, which is the 
Shop Rhubard ; the Hortenſe 
latifolium of Caſp. Bauhine, Monks 
Rhubarb; and the Aquati- 
cum, called Hydrolapathum, Water- 
Dock. 

363. PENTAPHYLLI, Cinque- 
foil, diſtinguiſhed by the Bauhines, 
Quinquefolium vulgare, majus re- 
pens. Schroder runs thro moſt 
Chronical Diſtempers in its Com- 
mendation ; as it is not unuſual with 
many German Writers to do ; and 
ſays, that it is Aſtringent and Vul- 
nerary; that it cures Coughs which 
ariſe from Catarrhs ; that it is uſe- 
ful in the Palſey, Gout, Phthiſic, 
too great Humidity in the Womb, 


Spitting of Blood, the Jaundice, and 


Obſiruttions of the Liver and 


Spleen'; that it obtunds the Acri- 


mony of aduſt Choler, ſtops Fluxes 
of the Belly, the Hemorrhoids, and 
Bleeding of the Noſe ; that it is of 
ſervice againſt the Stone, Eroſions 
of the Kidneys, Ruptures, and Fes 
vers; and that outwardly it helps 
Inflammations of the Eyes, Stench 
in the Mouth, Looſeneſs ol Teeth, 


and abſterges Malignant Ulcers. : 


Notwithſtanding all theſe Excellen- 
cies, this Simple is now only re- 
member'd for a Place it has in the 
Theriaca Andromachi, and is not 
of any other uſe in the Shops, or

This is 
placed by many - Diſpenſatory-W ri- 
ters — the Catharticks ; but 
its Power that way is no more than 
what is common to moſt of this

365. Por RI, Leeks. Theſe are 
ſo much like Onions, mention'd a- 
bove, that there needs little further 
Explication of their Virtues; only 
theſe are ſomewhat of a ranker 
Scent, and rather more Deterſive. 

366. RHAPONTICI, Rhapon- 
tic ; diſtinguiſhed -Folio Lapathi 
majoris glabro, by C. Bauhine ; 
which is the Rha, and Rheum of 
Dioſcorides; and the Lapathum 
praſiantiſſmum Rhabarbarum offic. 
difium, the Officinal Rhubarb ; 
which ſee in its proper Claſs : but 
the common Rhapontic of the Shops 
is a Species of the greater Centory, 
diſtinguiſhed by C. Bauhine — Fo- 
lis Helenii incano, tho falſly uſed ; 
for the ſort intended is the Lapa- 
thum acutum, before deſcribed. 

367. Ru BIA TINCTORUM, 
Madder. This is a Root ſo much 
us'd in the Dyers Buſineſs, that it 
takes their Name. It is us'd alſo, 
as all the former, in Obſtructions 
of the Viſcera, and Cachectic Con- 
ſtitutions, and generally in the like 
Forms of Decoctions, Digt-Drinks

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368. SAPONARIA, Seapwort, 
This is a Species of the Lychniz,' 
diſtinguiſhed Major vulgaris 
ſimplex, by moſt Botaniſts, and par- 
ticularly in Herman's Catalogue. 
It grows in Water-Currents, and 
flowers in July. It is opening and 
deterſive in a great degree, inſo- 
much that it ſometimes procures a 
plentiful Diaphoreſis. It is of ſer- 
vice ia Aſthma's, and all Diſorders 
of the Breaſt which require Expec- 
toration. Outwardly likewiſe it is 
commended for diſcuſſing and ſup- 
purating Tumours.

369. VIPER A, Vipers. Schro- 
der, and many other Diſpenſatory- 
Writers ſpeak of this Animal under 
the general Name of Serpents. It 
is impoſſible even juſt to hint at the 
many odd Opinions which have 
been by ſome or other propagated 
concerning the Viper, both as to its 
medicinal Virtues, and the Nature 
of its Poiſon. As to its Poiſon, the 
Antients are ſo confus'd, that it is 
difficult to gather any conſiſtent No- 
tion from — even from M. Au- 
relius Severinus, the beſt who from 
them has given an account upon 
this Head. Van Helmont — 
the Moderns, very much ſpiritualiz 

(if we may be allowed the Expreſ- 
ſion) upon this Subject; and con- 
jectur'd the Poiſon to be rather of 
an ideal and imaginary Nature 
than material; and that it did not 
ariſe from any particular phyſical 
Property in the Juices of the Viper, 
but from a peculiar Determination 
and Efhcacy given them by" en- 
raged Spirits. This Author had 


certainly the greateſt Dexterity in 


refining Matters of Senſe, and Phy- 
ſical Influences, into a Metaphyſi- 
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cal Speculation, of any one in the 
World; for his whole Reaſoning 
turns that way. Redi, an Italian, 
took a much better Courſe, and 
govern'd his Opinion by Expeti- 
ment and Facts. Upon abundance 


of Tryals, he found the Conceit of 


the enraged Spirits to be 4 mere 
Deluſion, becauſe after the Saliva, 
in which he ſuppos'd the Poiſon 
to be lodg'd, had by a Bite or two 


been preſs'd out and exhauſted, all 


the Rage the Creature could be put 
into, could not make it hurtful). 


But notwithſtanding ſuch convincing 


Facts, a French Apothecary, Mon- 
ſieur Charras, has fallen into Hel- 
mont's Conceit, and pretended to 
ſupport it likewiſe by Experiments; 
but with very little Credit, eſpecially 
ſince Dr. Mead has put the Matter 
entirely out of diſpute in his Efay 
on Poiſons. | | 

But what concerns the Medicinal 
Efficacies of the Viper, is more to 
our purpoſe. That they are Bal- 
ſamic, and greatly Reſtorative, * is 
confirm'd by long Experience ; for 
we have many Inſtances in Phyſi- 
cal Hiſtories of Perſons arriving 
to a healthful old Age by their fre- 
quent uſe, as well as others who re- 
cover'd from deplorable Decays and 
Weakneſſes. Here therefore it may 
not be amiſs to obſerve the Affinity 
there ſeems to be between the Juices 
of this Animal, or any other of the 
like Efficacy, with the Juices of 
thoſe Vegetables, which are ranked 
under the ſame Intention. For that 
ſame Property which makes the 
Ever-greens, as moſt of the Balſa- 
mic and Terebinthinous Plants are, 
continue ſo thro the Change of 
Seaſons ; makes alſo theſe Animals 
ſo difficultly to be depriv'd of Life: 
which is a certain Tenacity in the 
Fluids, Neceſſary to maintain the 
Vital Motions, that keep them from 
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_Diſlipating, or ſo ſoon running off 
by any Wounds or exteraal Injuries, 
And this ſame Pro it is that 
makes them equally adheſive ta thoſe 
"Facuola, or pb Interſtices in 
a human Body which want ſupply ; 
that is, makes them equally Nutri- 
tive or Reflorative. But in theſe 
"tenacious Confinements there ap- 
" pear, by other manifeſt Properties,

which gives them, under proper 
- Circumſtances, a wonderful Acti- 
'vity, or a Diſpoſition to be moved 
with great Rapidity.

and for this reaſon Andromachss 
order'd them in his Theriaca, and 
Galen, and all Practical Writers 
ſince him, ſo often mention them 
againſt Malignities and Epidemical 
Inſections of all kinds. But beſides 
this important Intention, by the

tion. The Fat, which comes in 


plenty from the Entrails, is reckon'd 
that Secret, whereby our . Viper- 
Catchers prevent the Miſchiefs of a 
Bice from them. It is much com- 
mended by ſome in Struma's; as 
likewiſe in Dimneſs or. Decay of 


ame Qualities, they have been ex- 
perienc'd todo wonders in cutaneous 
Caſes; the Force and 1 of 
their Parts breaking thro the little 
Obſtructions in the Miliary Glands, 


Sight, gently to rub che Eye-brows 
with it. Their Exumie; Skins, 
which they yearly ſhed, are order'd 
for ſome purpoſes, but there does 
not ſeem to be much in them. See 


which turn into Ichor, Scabs, and 
Blotches ; and reſtoring a free 
Perſpiration, render the Skin ſmooth 
and beautiful. For theſe reaſons 
they are given in all cutaneous Foul- 
* in the Iich, Leproſy, and 
worſt Eruptions and Deformities of 
the Skin, as can ariſe even from 
Venereal Cauſes, In the latter 
Circumſtance they were a great 
Secret with Cardan, and ſome o- 
thers.

The Antients were great 
ers to this Drug, and Schro- 
der himſelf ſeems very much unac- 
quainted with it, not well knowing 
whether to make it an Animal or 
Mineral Subſtance, tho he places it 
amongſt the Minerals, and calls it 
aliud Genus Bituminit, his prece- 
ding Articles being about ſuch Sub- 
ſtances. - It is now almoſt univer- 
fally known, that a particular, ſort 


.of Whale affords the Oil whence 


this is made; and that it is v 

improperly call'd Sperma, becauſe 
it is only the Oil that comes from 
the Head, which it can be made 
from. 1 ſay made from, becauſe it 
is, by ſome peculiar Management, 
which is in the Knowledge only of 
very few, mightily changed from 
what it is naturally, before it comes 
to be fit for uſe in the Shops ; the 


Oil itſelf being very brown and 


rank. The peculiar property of it 


is to ſhoot into Flakes not much 
; ; unlike

unlike the Cryſtallixation of Salts, 
after it has ſtood a due time at reſt 
in a proper Veſſel. 

That Parmaſitty, or Sperma Ceti, 
(for they are both arbitrary Names, 
and equally improper, Adeps or 
Oleum Ceti being more expreſſive 
of the thing ſignified) is the beſt; 
which is whiteſt and ſweeteit, that 
is, freeſt from Nancidity. It is a 
noble Medicine in many Caſes, tho 
chiefly uſed in Bruifes. inward 
Hurts, and after Delivery. It is an 
excellent Balſamic in many Diſtem- 
pers of the Breaſt, and gently de- 
terges and heals. In Coughs from 
ſharp Rheums, Eroſions, and Ulcera- 
tions, it is very ſafe; pleaſant, and 
effectual, as alſo in Pleuriſies, and 
inward Impoſthumations ; where the 
Mucus of the Bowels has been 
abraded by Acrimony and. Choler, 
as in Dyarrhea's and Dyſenteries, 
this is a very good Healer. In Ul- 
cerations of the Kidneys and Bloody 
Urine, it is likewiſe a very ſuit- 
able Medicine ; and by ſoftening 
and relaxing the Fibres, it contri- 

utes frequently to the Expulſion of 
Gravel, by - enlarging the Paſſages. 
It is moſt ' conveniently made up 
into the Forms of Electuaries and 
Boles, with proper Conſerves, and 
things of the like kind: and in ſuch 
Forms, if it be skilſully mix'd, it 
gives them an agreeable Smooth- 
neſs, and is not diſcoverable by the 
Patient. In Liquids it is not to 
be mix'd; unleſs in Linctus's and 
Eclegma's, where it does well e- 
nough. It is emollient and heal- 


ing, outwardly; us'd ; but its great- 
eſt uſe that way is in the Small-Pox; 
melted with Oil of Almonds : With 
this the Puſtules are juſt kept moiſt 
when they begin to harden ; and it 
wonderfully prevents thoſe Scars 
= are apt to leave; by ſoftening 
an 


healing them up ſmooth. Ak 
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tho this is but a Modern Prac- 
tice in this Diſtemper, yet Schroder 
takes notice of its uſe in his time; 
in ſmoothing and filling up the Fiſ- 
ſures or Cavities made by Blotches 
and Scabs. aol 
377. Muna, Mummy. This 
is the Fleſh of Carcaſes which have 
been embalm'd, But altho it yet 
retains a Place in Medicinal Cata- 
logues, it is quite out of uſe in Pres 
ſcription. What Virtues have been 
aſcrib'd to it are the ſame with 
Parmaſitty, and other Balſamics of 
the like kind. |

378. LuMBRICETETERRES- 
RES, Earth-Worms, Theſe are 
often us d in Compoſitions for cool: 
ing and cleanſing the Viſcera: 
They are accounted much of the 
ſame Nature as the Snails ; but they 
ſeem to have more of an earthy 
or nitrous Salt, which makes theni 
afford Parts more penetrating and 
deterſive. They are good in 1nflam- 
mations and Tubercles of the Langs 4 
and are partigularly uſeful in ſuch 
Affections of the Reins; and Uri- 
nary Paſſages, which they cool and 
cleanſe very much. The Compound 
Water, which has its Name from | 
them in the Shops, is a very good 
Medicine in the aboye;mention'tl*” 
Caſes... They Are ſeſdom omitted in 
the occaſional Preſcriptions of Snail- = 
Waters; and make a very good In- | 
gredient therein, having much more 
in them that will riſe in the Still 
than Snails, as we ſha!l ſee in 
the following Parts. There is alſo 
an Oil made of them in the Shops, : 
which retains as much of the Vir- 
tues as any ſuch Preparations are 
capable of; yet it does not anſwer 
the Pretenſions of many in Arthris 
tie Pains; and is not much in uſe;

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379. STERCus CANIS offi- 
cinale, Dog's white Dung, or Album 
Græcum, as tis commonly call'd, 
This is faid to cleanſe and deterge, 
but it is us'd in little elſe than in 
Inflammations of the Throat, with 
Honey; and that outwardly as a 
Plaiſter more than any other way: 
but ſeldom appears to any great 

ſe. 

380. STERCus EqQui "Mm 
caſirati, Stone-Horſe Dung. This 
ſeems to owe its preſent Credit in 
Medicine to the Modern Practice. 
It is certainly of great Efficacy in 
Pleuriſies, Inflammations, and Ob- 
ſtructions of the Breaſt: In Aſth- 
ma's and Difficulty of _—_ al- 
ſo it ſometimes prevails, where 
the moſt powerful Balſamics and 
Pectorals have been tried in vain. 
In all theſe Intentions it is now 
very much preſcrib'd, It is beſt in 
Decoction, wherein it is ſometimes 
join'd with other Pectorals, more or 
leſs warm and deterſive, as the Caſe 
and Conſtitution ſeem to direct. 
The ſimple Waters of Penniroyal 
or Hyſſop, are as good as moſt Li- 
quors to infuſe it in, It ought to 
have but a gentle Heat, and to be 
kept cloſe 2 White- wine 
ſeems beſt to take off its Nauſeouſ- 
neſs, but may not be ſo agreeable 
in ſome Circumſtances as ſofter or 
more oily Vehicles. But whatſo- 
ever it is infus'd in, I never ob- 
ſerv'd it the leſs effectual for Cla- 
rification; and that will bring the 
Liquor to look fine, and be leſs 
nauſeous, tho it will not deſtroy 
its natural Smell, but that the Pa. 
tient may ſtill diſcern it.

28. Layrrs HiBERNICUS, 
Iriſh-Slate, It is a black, ſoffiſh, 


flaky Stone, not much unlike what 
is call'd Coal-flone, that comes into 
the Shops under this Name, Its 
Efficacy in Medicine does not ap- 
pear to have reach'd far; and in 
our own Country, it ſeems only in 
eſteem with the common People, 
who have a mighty Opinian from 
Cuſtom, and its frequent uſe in 
ſuch Caſes, of its healing Virtues in 
Bruiſes, and inward Injuries. Its 
Subſtance is ſomewhat fattiſh,which 
may Dy give ſome aſſiſtance 
in ſuch Caſes; but 'tis rare to 
meet with it in the Preſcription of 
Phyſicians, | 

382, SULPHUR CABALLI- 
NUM, Common Brimſtone. This is 
little us'd but in the Flowers which 
are made by Calcination ; tho ſome 
more eſteem it when crude in par- 
ticular Intentions, as having then 
more Salt in it, and conſequentl 
being more deterſive. This is 15 4 
in little elſe than Unguents for the 
Itch, and ſuch- like cutaneous Erup- 
tions, in which it is a good Ingre- 
dient, but a very ſtinking one; 
and on that account us'd only by 
the meaner ſort of People. See 
more under its Preparations at the 
latter end of this Part, '

383, PissEL aum INDI- 
CUN. This ſeems to be what paſ- 
ſes in the Shops by the name of 
Barbadoes-Tar, It has a ſtrong 
Scent not unlike the common Tar, 
and is not very pleaſant to the. 
Sight or Taſte 7 'tis certainly a 
good Balſamic, and where the Sto- 
mach will diſpenſe with it, will do 
you Service in ſome Diſorders of 
the Breaſt, It is effeftual in obſti- 
nate — Coughs, and ſome- 
times ſucceeds where more elegant 


Medicines have fail'd. The ſame 


has been experienc'd of our common 
. Tar ; 


— 
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Tar ; and how much theſe differ in 
their Production I am not able to 


determine: Some commend this in 
Burns, Scalds, and Inflammations ; 


but the regular Practice does not 
much juſtity any ſuch uſe exter- 
nally. Amongſt the Country Peo- 


ple it is in mighty requeſt for 
Scald-Heads, which is a thing trou- 
bleſome enough to cure, — often 
puzzles a good Phyſician, It is 
with ſome alſo a Secret to apply to 
the Soles of the Feet in Ages, and 
alſo to the Wriſts ; and I have 
known Inſtances where it has ſuc- 
ceeded. That Medicine common- 
ly ſold by the name of Oil of Spike, 
is nothing but Oil of Turpentine 
ting'd with this Simple: 

384. SAL COMMUNE, Com- 
mon Salt. It is needleſs to ſay what 
uſe this is of in Diet, In Medi- 
cine, ſtrictly ſpeaking, it is of very 
little uſe, unleſs we include that 
common Cheat which paſles in the 
Shops for the Salt of the Purging- 
Waters, which is the Common Salt, 
but very little chang'd ; as we ſhall 
further ſee under the Head of Aci- 
duls, It is ſometimes us'd to check 
the Operation of Emetics, which it 
will certainly do, and make them 
run off by Stool, The reaſon of 
which we ſhall better underſtand, 
when we come to conſider the O- 
peration of the Medicines which 
comeunder that Denomination. This 
is likewiſe ſometimes uſed to quick- 
en the Operation of Glyſters, which 
it does by irritating the Fibres of 
the Rectum; and thereby ſolliciting 
that Motion, which forwards the 
Expulfion of its Contents, 0772 

385, SAL GEMM#: This is 
not in any inward Uſe, unleſs as 
the former; in Glyſters and Suppo- 
ſtories; and for the fame reaſon. 
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386. HydDRAKG Tun, Quick- 


ſilver. Of what uſe this is in Medi- 


cine, we ſhall ſee when we come to 
its Preparations in the Cloſe of this 
Part; but ſimply it is not much uſed. 
It is frequently talk'd of indeed, as 
good in ſome Affections of the 
Bowels ; but there are very few In- 
ſtances of its Uſe in ſuch Caſes. 
Nor can that at all appear reaſo- 
nable, which is commonly report- 
ed of its quick Paſſage through the 
Body ; for the Argument which the 
Favourers of ſuch Reports make 
uſe of, is quite againſt them; that 
is, its prodigious Weight. For when 


it firſt conies into the Stomach, it 


cannot but fall to the bottom; 
which is ſo much below the Pylo- 
rus, that a vaſt Force muſt be te- 
quired to throw it over into the In- 
teſtines : and when it comes there, 
by their manifold Convolutions, it 
very frequently muſt aſcend, and 
particularly while it paſſes the Co- 
lon : So that tis hardly coticeivable 
how a Body of fo great a Weight 
can be lifted over ſo many Aſcents; 
as it neceſſarily comes at, between 
the OFſopharus and the Rectum. It 
is reckon'd by ſome very extraor- 
dinary in killing of Worms, only b 

being boil'd in Water ; and th: 

altho it communicates ſuch # wois 
derful Efficacy to the Water, it lo- 


ſes nothing perceivable in its Weight 


by ſuch boiling. This is what; I coH- 


feſs, I never knew an Inſtatice 55 
and am ſomewhat ſuſpiciotis, that 
had thoſe who have try'd it Gund 
it to hold good, the Eaſineis 'afid 
Cheapneſs of the Practice ould 
have brought it · much more into 
uſe. How far ſome of its Prepara- 
tions are effieacious to this purpoſe; 
we ſhall fee further in its Prope 


Pl ace at the end of this Part? 
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NDER this Head will be 
examin'd thoſe Simples, whoſe 
moſt remarkable Properties appear 
in their increaſing the Diſcharge by 
Urine ; or which are ſuppos'd to 
have any Power in removing Ob- 
ſtructions in the urinary Patlages, 
from what Cauſe ſoever, whether 
Humors or Gravel. 
The beſt way to underſtand how 
a Medicine operates to anſwer this 
Intention, will be firſt to conſider 
by what means it comes to be 
wanted. This muſt happen either 
from a Fault of the Paſſages, or of 
the Liquid which 'ought to make its 
way thro them. The Paſſages __ 
be in fault from any: Cauſe whic 
contracts them, and draws them up 
too ſtrait ; which of courſe leſſens 
their Diameters, and will not let 
Particles thro of the ſame Bulk as 
they would before : and they may 
alſo, in their natural Capacities, be 
obſtructed by the caſual Intruſion 


of Particles too big to go forward, 


or by the Concretion of Particles 
attracting one another in their Pro- 
greſs. The Fluid alſo which ought 
to go off this way, may be pre- 
vented by its Groſſneſs, and by be- 
ing united with gther Particles too 
bulky for thoſe Outlets. 
In this View, Diuretics come un- 
der theſe following kinds. They are 
either ſuch as ſoften and lubricate 
the Fibres which compoſe the Uri- 
nary Glands and Canals, by which 
they yield and relax into their 
ns and Capacities; of 


which kind are many of the Emol-

lients, Sect. 4. Claſs 1. already ex- 
plain'd : Or they are ſuch as by 
their attenuating and deterſive Pro- 
perties rarify and thin viſcous Hu- 
mors, and adhere to and ca 
them along with them in their Paſ- 
ſages, which thoſe of the fourth 
Claſs of the ſame Section have been 
demonſtrated to do, and upon that 
account prov'd Diuretic: Or again, 
they muſt be ſuch as haye a Power 
of altering the Craſis of the Hu- 
mors, ſo as to fit thoſe to paſs, 
which could not get thro dee 
and this remains yet to be explain'd, 
and has — regard to moſt 
of the Simples collected under this 
Section. 

Without venturing out too far 
for the Compaſs here allotted, into 
the Nature of Secretion; it may be 
proper to take notice, that the 
thinner Separations increaſe in 
portion to the Blood's Velocity : -for 
the Swiftneſs of its Motion not only 
keeps the Parts more divided, but 
alſo brings them oftner - to the Se- 
cretory Orifice, which every where 
is what takes off the thinneſt of 
the Blood at that Part; ſome of 
the viſcid and thicker Secretions re- 
quiring for the ſame reaſon a yaſt 
Check of the Blood's Motion, before 
they can be perform'd ; that is, be- 
fore the Blood has obtain'd ſuch a 
Conſiſtence by the Slowneſs of its 


Motion, that what is to be ſeparated 


is the thinneſt at that Part; for no 


other will go off any where. If 


therefore from any Cauſe the Blood 
does not move with its due Velocity, 
Its 
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its Parts will attract one another, 
and make the whole too thick to 
part with any thing by the Kidneys, 
or ſo much as it ought, Nature 
indeed ſeems particularly to have 
N againſt this Inconvenience, 
y ſo near a Situation of the Kidneys 
to the Heart, that its Motion can- 
not be retarded when it comes to 
them, unleſs it moves ſlower thro 
the Heart it ſelf. In this caſe. ſuch 
things prove Diuretic, which not 
only forward the Blood's Motion 
by their Irritation of the Solids, and 
quickening their Vibrations ; but 
are ſo ſubtile as to keep the Blood 
in as fluid a ſtate as poſſible, Many 
therefore under the firſt Claſs of the 
firſt Section come into this Rank, be- 
cauſe their Volatility gives them ſuch 
Properties. But beſides the Small- 
neſs and Aptitude to Motion of 
ſome Parts which keep the Blood 
_ there are * on — it 
their Roughneſs and Rigidity; 
for thereby oy hinder ſuch Par: 
ticles of Blood from coming into 
Contact, which would make them 
cohere ; and ſuch are of the nature 
of alkaline and lixivious Salts, 
which for this very reaſon, in all 
ſluggiſh and viſcid Habits of Blood, 
prove Diuretic, and procure ſome- 
times very large Diſcharges by 
Urine, | 
Another way of forcing Urine, 
is to increaſe the quantity of ſuch 
Salts in the Blood, as ſeem fitted by 
their ſpecific Gravities to paſs more 
eaftly the Kidneys than any where 
elſe : Ge the Largeneſs and Swift- 
neſs of the Stream in which the 
Blood comes to them cannot admit 
of the Separation of any Particles, 
but ſuch as are ſmall and heavy; of 
which kind are all nitrous and acid 
Salts, For theſe joining with the 
Serum, cauſe it more plentifully ta 


axract and unite the Salts diſpers'd 
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in the Blood, and help the ſooner 
upon that account, wiz, by ad- 
ding to their Gravities, to determine 
them thro the Kidneys into the 
Bladder. > 

But ſuch ſeem to be the moſt na- 
tural and ſafeſt Medicines for this; 
Intention, which have in their Com- 
poſitions Salts near of this kind, 
and fomewhat at the ſame time (0 
emollient, as to guard them againſt 
vellicating the Membranes, and to 
lubricate and facilitate their Paſlages 
with what they take with them into 
their proper Emunctories. Thus 
all of the Mallow kind, and moſt 
off the Ingredients in the Syruprs 
de Althea, have a great deal of a 
penetrating Salt wrapt up in a. ſoft 
mucilaginous Juice. Dr. Grew, an 
able Phyſician, and a moſt faithful 
Recorder of Experiments of this na- 
ture, obferves more Salts to be in 
Plants of this kind, than many o- 
thers which ſeem to diſcover more 
of them to the Taſte. If then Nature 
be allow'd the beſt Compounder, 
thoſe of her Productions which 
have theſe two Properties ſo well 
blended together, muſt be the beſt 
that can be contriv'd for the Pur- 

ſes under. Conſideration, For 
ſuch Plants or Simples ſeem fitted 
to anſwer both theſe important In- 


tentions at once, of lubricating and 


relaxing the Paſſages, and of preci 
itating at the ſame time the proper 
luids thro thoſe Paſſages. And 
this may ſerve as a good Hint, to 
conduct us in the uſe of thoſe Means 
which Art contrives to anſwer the 
ſame End, not to be too buſy with 
ſuch things as ſtimulate much, and 
are forcing that way, leſt inſtead of 
making a Paſſage, thoſe Irritations 
ſhou'd contract and ſtraiten hat 
was too ſtrait before; and therefore 
that we always join them with ſuch 
things, as are at the ſame time 
M 3 ſoftning 
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ſoftning and emollient, that the Veſ- 
ſels may be enlarged, when a greater 
Quantity of Fluid is intended to 
be protruded thro them. 

It has been a long Diſpute how 
ſome things which 1 paſs 
off by Urine, can do it in ſo ſhort a 
time as they are often obſery'd ; 
eſpecially thoſe of the Turpentine 
kind, which will very ſoon diſcover 
themſelves by their Smell, wherein 
no body can be deceiv*d, in the U- 
rine : but this will take up too much 
room in this place, and it does not 
ſeem greatly to our purpoſe to de- 
termine ſuch Difficulties, Some 
hints this way, and eſpecially how 
large Quantities of Liquors drank 
ſuddenly will ſoon make their wa 
rhro thoſe Parts, may be met with 
in the Explications of Sanforins's 
Medicina Statica, 


Folia, Leaves : 


88. CH&AREFOLIT, Chervil, 
is the Cerefolium Sativum of Parkin- 
ſon and Gerard, and the Cherephyl- 
ton of J. Bauhine, It grows in the 
Gardens, and flowers in May. It 
is recommended for opening the 
Urinary Paſſages, promoting the 
Menſes, and ſuch-like Intentions, 
but is now very ſeldom preſcribed, 
Myrrhis, Sweet Cecily, is of the 
fame kind and virtaes. | 

389, FRAGARIA, Strawberry, 
This Fruit is too well known to 
want Deſcription; and is mode- 
rately cooling and cleanſing, chiefly 
by Urine. 3 
390. K 41 1, Glaf- wort. This 
has its Engliſh Name from the 

ungent and almoſt cauſtjc Salt 
with which it abounds, of - the na- 
mre of the Cineres Clavellati, or 
Pot-Aſhes, which is fo much uſed in 
Glaſs-making. This Herb has no 
place now in Medicine, hnleſs in 
External Application , for as it is 


very hot and penetrating, it is uſed 
ſometimes in diſcutient Fomenta- 
tions, and by ſome recommended in 
Cataplaſms * Arthritic Pains. 

391, OxrAcAN THA. Under 
this is generally underſtood the Bar- 
berry, but Mr. Ray makes it the 
Spina Alba, White Thorn. For the 
Virtues of the former, ſee Secf. 4. 
Claſs 4, and of the latter, under the 
Diviſion of Fruits in this Section. 

392, PERSICARIA&, Arſmart. 
It grows in watry Places, and flow- 
ers in July and Auguſt, It is alſo 
call'd Hydropiper, or Water: Pepper. 
Paracelſus is very —_ in his Ac- 
count of it; but ſeems not to dif. 
tinguiſh it from the Perſicaria mitis 
ſeu maculoſa, by his ſaying that the 
Spots in the Leaves are Demonſtra- 
tions with him of its Efficacy in the 
Scurvy, which ſometimes throws out 
Spots of the ſame Colour. He like» 
wiſe directs ſame odd Circumſtances, 
by which he pretends it will obtain a 
magnetic Virtue, of great force in 
ſome Chirurgical Cures, It is ex- 
tremely hot and — inſo- 
much that the Taſte is hardly tole- 
rable upon the Tongue. This bas 
made itobtain in ſcorbutic Caſes, hy- 
pocondriac Affections, and all Diſ- 
orders from a ſluggiſn Circulation of 
the Fluids. Fennller ſays, the Eng- 
liſh have it ſo much in eſteem, as 
to uſe: it in the Belly-ache, Cholics, 
Scurvy, Spleen; and all chronical 
Diſeaſes ; but the preſent Genera- 
tion is little acquainted with it, 
either in the Shops or extempo 
Preſcriptian, for fach b A 
very eminent Perſon indeed of our 
own Country, Mr. Boyle, com- 
mends its diſtill'd Water greatly in 
the Stone, in his Uſefulneſs of Expe- 
rimental Philoſophy.

393, PETROSELINT, 22 
This ſtands with moſt Authors for a 
leſſer Smallage, and is reckon'd much 
of the ſame Virtues, It is well e- 
nough known in our Gardens, where 
'tis cultivated in * plenty, and 
comes to us much oftner in Food 
than Phyſic, in which it is better 
to be uſed for any medicinal In- 
tention, as it is pleaſant to eat in 
ſubſtance, almoſt in any thing; 
and becauſe the Stomach is the beſt 
Preparer of ſuch Ingredients, for 
all vegetable Subſtances eaſily re- 
ſolve therein, and yield their na- 
tive Properties. And there is no 
Form in Medicine which can draw 
Put the Virtues of this Herb to ſuch 
advantage, as they reſide in its own 
Subſtance ; becauſe they manifeſt. 
ly conſiſt in a fixed witrous Salt, 
which in Diſtillation does not siſe, 
and leayes the Water good for no- 
thing. This is ſometimes uſed out- 
wins by the common People in 
Cataplaſms, to diſcuſs and reſqlve, 
which by its penetrating nitrous 
Salt it is frequently ſucceſsful in do- 
ing. There is hardly a better In- 


edient in our ordinary Sallets, 


or cooling and cleanſing the Vi 
cera: It alſo abſterges much Slime 
and viſcid Adheſion from the Sto- 
mach and Bowels, cleanſes all the 
Paſſages, keeps the Juices fluid, and 
greatly aſſiſts their Diſcharge by U- 
rine. The Roots likewiſe are very 
good in Decoctions, Diet-Drinks 
and medicinal Ales, for cleanſing the 
Blood, as it is commonly call'd, and 
draining off ill Humors by Urine, 
There is a Petroſelinum Macedoni- 


tum, referred to in ſame Compoſt-

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tions, and particularly in the Te- 
riaca, Where the Seeds are directed; 
but this is fo little cultivated, that 
the Seeds of the common fort are 
generally ſubſtituted in their ſtead. 
394. Tha a V r&TDTsS, Green 
Tea. We have given ſome ſhort 
Account of this elegant Exotic un- 
der the Article of Bohea. But this 
ſeems to have been the fort much 
longeſt known, and is meant by 
moſt Authors who have mention'd 
Tea in their Writings, It is cer- 
tainly in great eſteem amongſt the 
Natives of China and Japan, and 
other Places which produce it, for 
its ſanative Properties: they ule it 
almoſt in all their Complaints, and 
many live to a healthful old Age by 
its Benefit. Schroder, or his Edi- 
tors, have been at the pains, in his 
Account of this Plant, to give its 
Uſe and Virtues, in yarious Lan- 
ges: it may not be amiſs here to 
tranſcribe ſome part of it. The 
*« Property of this Herb is to diſcuſs 
«« and diſſipate or drive away the 
thinneſt Humors: whence it 
follows, that in all Caſes when 
any are affected with Rheums, 
and thin and moiſt Humors, it 
may to gaod purpoſe be uſed, 
whether to preſerve from or cure 
them of the ſame. As eſpeci- 
ally, in thoſe Diſtillations of Hu- 
mors which are call'd Catarrhs ; 
from whence proceed Infirmities 
of the Head and Breaſt, Running 
of the Eyes, Heavineſs of the 
Head, Noiſe in the Ears, Short- 
neſs of Breath, Palpitations of the 
« Heart, exc. Tis alſo uſeful in 
«« the lower Parts of the Body, for 
« weak Stomachs, and in want of 
«« Digeſtion, In the Weakneſs of 
« the Joints it is likewiſe ſervicea- 
e ble, as alſo for the Gout, In 
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* ſhort, the Inhabitants of China, 
de vyho uſe it much, are free from

1 Reins.” He alſo pretends, it is 
good to take off the ill Effects of 
ber Drinking, and that it will ena- 

le a Perſon to continue a long time 
without Sleep. To ſum up all, 
7 ſays he, it is eſteem'd the great 
% Augmenter of human Strength, 
f© preſerving from the Accidents 
* Which proceed from ill Air or 
« otherwiſe ; to which purpoſe di- 
« vers Ambaſſadors reſiding in thoſe 
“ Quarters, uſe it in the Mornings,” 

This Herb has prodigioufly ob- 
tain'd in the Uſe and Eſteem of moſt 
People in our own Country, and it 
certainly deſerves very great Com- 


mendagion. It is admirably grateful 


to the Smell and Taſte, and carries 
an agreeable Roughneſs along with 
it into the Stomach, which gently 
aſtringes the Fibres, and gives them 
ſuch a Tenſity, as is requiſite to 
a good Digeſtion, This 22 
indeed may be increas'd ſo far, as 
to make the Stomach ſometimes con- 
tract and throw up its Contents; 
for which reaſon it is ſometimes uſed 
as an Emetic; and in many Caſes, 
where the Delicacy and Tenderneſs 
of à Conſtitution will not admit of 
harſher and more nauſeous Doſes, 
there is not any thing more proper : 
for it gently deterges the over-quan- 
tity of Slime from the Membranes, 
and leaves ſuch a moderate Reſtric- 
tion behind, as prevents all Nauſe- 
ouſneſs, and that continual Drain of 
irritating Juices, which flows in fre- 
| quently after the aſe of- other Eme- 
| #ics, and is hard to be ſtapt. It is 
wonderfully ſerviceable after Crapu- 
Lale, by gradually helping off the

Stomach, It fates the Blood and 
Juices with ſuch gently deterging

tories; and is reckon'd by ſome to 
carry its Influences to the remoteſt 
Parts, and prevent Arthritic Pains, 
The Diſcharge it moſt remarkably 
promotes, is by Urine; but in ſome 
thin Conſtitutions it is thought too 
cleanſing, and in the Exceſs that 
ſome drink it, it may poſlibly abrade 
and wear away the Subſtance of the 
Solids, as well as ill Humors, and 
thereby bring on a Conſumption. 
It likewiſe too ſenſibly vellicates the 
Bowels of ſome very nice and ten-

396. EBuLl1, Dua Elder, cal- 
led alſo Chameatte, Sambucus hu- 
milis, and Herbacea by Gerard 
and the Bauhines, It grows in the 
Highways, and flowers in June. 
This is ſo much of the ſame Vir- 
tue as the ſeveral Parts of the El- 
der, eas to need no farther Explica- 
tion than what may be found al- 
ready given under them. The Seeds 
only of this ſort are chiefly eſteem'd 
for their Diuretic Quality, and

397. L1ITHOSPERMT, Grom- 
wel, called alſo Milium ſolis, diftin-

It grows in the Highways, and on 
the Borders of plow'd Lands, and 
flowers in May, The Seeds are 
ſmall, hard, round, of a ſhini 
Colour, and of a pungent — 
Taſte. They are powerful Diu- 
retics, and force by the Urinary 
Paſſages very much ; and are there- 
fore very conveniently made into 
the Form of an Emulſion with Bar- 
ley-water, or ſuch ſoftning Liquor, 
becauſe that guards the tender Parts 
againſt their Pungency, which other- 
wiſe might be too ſenſible. Some

399. ALKEKENG1, called alfa 
Halicacabum ; and by C. Baubine, 
Solanum veſicarium; is cultivated 
in Gardens, and flowers in June, 
The Fruit, called Winter-Cherries, 
are by ſome much celebrated for 
their Tit hontriptic Qualities, and 
are ſaid powerfully to cleanſe and 
ſcour the Urinary Paſſages of all 
Gravel, and whatſoever is apt ta 
obſtruct them; and likewiſe by their 
deterſive Qualities to be good in the 
Jaundice, and other Affections of 
the Viſcera. There is a Troche which 
takes its Name from them in the 
Shops, calculated for theſe Inten- 
tions; but it is of little uſe, aud 
hardly ever preſcribed. : 

400. SPrIN& ALB&, White. 
Thorn, This is made à Species 
of the Medlar-Trge, and ae, 
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guiſned by Caf. Bauhine, Meſpilus 
Apii foliis Sylveſtris Spinoſa , ſrue 
Oxycantha. Its Fruit is call'd Haws 
by the Country-People, and too 
well known to want-any Deſcrip- 
tion.

402. ALTEA A, Marſhmallows. 
Theſe are much of the Nature of 
the Herb before deſcribed, Secł. 4. 
Claſs 1. but accounted fomewhat 
more efficacious, They yield a 
mighty Sime or Mucilage to any 
Decoction or Infuſion, which ren- 
ders it very ſmooth and emollient; 
whereby it makes the Parts give 
way to almoſt any thing which 


preſſes upon them, and wonder. 


Thee is little uſe made of 


fully facilitates the Paſſage of any 
ſharp Particles thro the minuteſt Ca- 
nals, without ſuffering their Points 
to wound and irritate theMembranes, 
Sometimes they are giyen inwardly, 
not ſo much to promote Urine, as 
to ſheathe, with that Mucilage 
they afford, the Sharpneſs and A- 
crimony of the Humors; and with 
ſome I know this: to be a mighty 
Secret in Gonorrheas; and certain 
it is very beneficial in ſuch Caſes, 
as it cannot but wonderfully heal, 
and guard the injur'd Parts from 
thoſe corroſive Salts, which wou'd 
atherwiſe erode and ulcerate them, 
The Syrup in the Shops, in which 
this is the principal Ingredient, and 
from which it has its Name, is good 
in the ſame Intention; but not ſo 
efficacious as the ſame Ingredients 
in Decoction only, becauſe the Sugar 
is improperly mixt with all Medi- 
cines of a mucilaginous Nature, as 
has already been demonſtrated in 
the Firſt Part, and will further ap- 
pear in the following. They are 
very emollient and ſuppurative in 
outward Applications: and the Oint- 
ment under this Name in the College 
Diſpenſatory, receives the Mucilage 
of this Plant, The Emplaſirum 
Diachylon Simplex has alſo the ſame 
Advantage of being ſoften'd by it, 

403. ASD ARAG, Aſparagus. 
Almoſt every one is acquainted with 
this, as being a part of Food; and 
knows that the Heads, which are 
ſo made uſe of, if eat in any quan- 
tity, will diſcover themſelves in 
the Smell of his Urine, But the 
Roots are yet more Diuretic, becauſe 
they have more of that Salt in them 
from whence they derive that Qua- 
lity, than any part which grows a- 
ve ground; into which it cannot 
riſe in ſuch plenty, as the Root it 
ſelt receives it from the Earth. - 


Sect. 5. 
this may, by the way, paſs for a 
reaſon why moſt Roots are more 
endu'd with this Property than their 
Plants, This is deſervedly reckon'd 
one of the five opening Roots, and is 
a good Ingredient in all Compoſi- 
tions intended to cleanſe the Viſcera; 
eſpecially where their Obſtructions 
threaten the Jaundice and Dropſy. 
They are likewiſe good in many 
Diſorders of the Breaſt, as 3 
by Urine is of ſervice in moſt ſuc 
caſes ; and are therefore with good 
ſucceſs join'd with Pefforals in ma- 
ny extemporaneous ———— G 
amongſt which we ofteneſt meet 
with them. Tho they are a principal 
Ingredient in the Syrup of Marſh- 
mallows of the Shopsz yet Van 
Helmont pretended to produce an 
Inſtance of theſe breeding the 
Stone, and imagin'd that by making 
the Urine fetid, and ſubject to 
trify, they favour'd the Generation 
of ſuch Particles as bred the Stone. 
There are alſo two kinds of Wild 
Aſparagus mentioned by Botaniſts; 
one diſtinguiſhed by C. Bauhine 
—Sylveſtris, tenuiſſimo folio, which 
ows about Montpellier in France, 
iffering little from the Garden ſort ; 
and the other — Petrea & Cor- 
ruda foliis acutis, growing in ſome 
Parts of Haly; the Tops of which 
are eat as ours here, having alſo 
aſcribed to them the ſame Virtues, 
404. FOENI1CUL 1, Fennel. This 
is another of the five opening Roots, 
tho not in the Diſpenſatory Medi- 
cines, or very little; but often pre- 
ſcribed occaſionally, in cleanſing 
and deterging Drinks and Decoctions. 
They are of a grateful Flavour and 
Taſte; making nothing unpleaſant 
they are put into, which many of 
this Tribe do, 
405. FiLIiPENDULS&E, Drop- 
wort. It is queſtioned by ſome, 


whether this was got ghg Adolon of 
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Pliny. It is diſtinguiſhed only by 
——— Vulgaris; grows in Meadow 
and Paſture Grounds, and flowers 
in June, The Root is ſaid to 
be very une and diuretic, and 


good in tartarous Obſtructions of 
the Lungs, as well as the Kidneys z 
whereby it often relieves Aſihmas, 
and Dithculty of Breathing, Some 
will have its deterſive Efficacy till 
reach further, and to ſcour ever 
the Joints, ſo as to prevent and 
eaſe the Gout, and to clear the 
Brain and nervous Appendages from 


ſuch Diſorders as bring on Epilepſies - * 


and Con vulſions. But notwithſtand- 
ing theſe aperitive Properties, many 
will have this Root effectual in 
checking ſome Fluxesz and parti- 
cularly that of the Menſes, when 
it is too large; and the Fluor al- 
bus.

406. GRAMmINIs, Graſs, The 
ſort referred to is the — Caninum, 
diſtinguiſhed .

Up- 
on this account the compound Water 
in the Shops, which from hence has 
the name of Agua Raphani compoſita,

Iyſubtile Particles of this Ingredient, 


with other of the like nature, join'd 
with ſuitable Acids, making it a 
noble Diuretic, This Raot in De- 
coction ought to be carefully ma- 
nag' d, becauſe its chief parts will ea- 
ſily fly away. Its Virtues are there- 
fore beſt drawn out by ſimple Infu- 
ſion ; which hot Water pour'd upon 
it, and ſhut down ina cloſe Veſſel, 
will ſo effectually do, as to make it 
as pungent almoſt as Spirit of Harts- 
horn. Its great Activity and Warmth 
alſo make it good in all ſuch nervous 
Caſes as ariſe from cold and viſcid

They are much the beſt 
taken in Subſtance, or bruis'd in 
White-wine, the Liquor being drank 
without ſettling fine, elſe a great 
deal of a ſaline matter will fall to the 
bottom. Theſe. are greatly in uſe 
amongſt all Practical Authors, and 
frequently to be met with in the 
preſent occaſional Preſcriptions, 
Sennertus, in the third Book of his 
Practice, commends them againſt 
the Stone in the Bladder, Riverins 

ves Inſtances of Wonders per- 

rm'd by them in inveterate Srru- 
ma's and Ulcers ; as does allo that

voke by Urine, which they do mire 
by ſtimulating the Parts into ſuch 
Motions, as are .neceliary for the 
Protruſion or Ejectment of the Wa- 
ter, than facilitating its Paſſage ; and 
this makes them Ie difficult to be. 


given, without occaſioning a Stran- 
gury : for even in Blifter-Plaiſters,. 


they ſend enough of their acrid Salt 
into the Blood, to have frequently, 
this Effect. Where therefore theſe 
are admĩniſtred as a Diuretic, ſuch; 
means ought to be us'd at᷑ the ſame 
time, as may guard the ſenſible 
Membranes from their Vellications: 
and ſuch are proper in Broths and 
Emulſions. But the particular Caſe, 
where theſe Flies are neceſſary, and 
moſt ſafe to ſcour. the Urinary Pal. 
fages, is when they are obſtructed 
with Slough and ſuch Viſcidities, as 
are apt to be waſhed off from the 
ulcerated Pars; and this frequently” 


n — — ——— — — —— — 
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happens, eſpecially in Women, for 
the Womb is very much ſubject to 
ſuch Foulneſſes, and ſtands in need 
of the moſt efficacious Cleanſers. 
In theſe Caſes the ſolid Parts do 
not lie ſo bare, as to be liable to 
the Eroſions of the Cantharides, 
until they have deterg'd away the 
Filth, and then it is time to leave 
them off, the Intention being an- 
ſwer' d. There are Inſtances of this 
Practice in Authors of the beſt Cre- 
dit. Schroder mentions them given 
inwardly, tho he ſays by ſome Au- 
daculi, in Diuretics. Etmuller ſpeaks 
of them as good in Suppreſſion of 
Urine, to carry off Water in Drop- 
fies, in Gonorrheas, and the Stone, 
and ſabulous Obſtructions of the 
Ureters : and he gives a Form of 
their Exhibition, which is an Infu- 
ſion of them in Wine, the Liquor 
being poured off clear for uſe. 
Dr. Groenvelt, who publiſh'd, in 


_ _ Vindication of his own Practice, a 


ſmall Treatiſe De tuto Cantharidum 
uſu interno, ſuffer d much by a Pro- 
ſecution for giving them inwardly, 
being charg'd with, and ſued for 
Mal Practice. The Yue ruin'd the 
unhappy Doctor, and taught his en- 
vious Proſecutors the Safety and Va- 
lue of his Practice. They are now 
frequently in extemporaneous Pre- 
ſeriptions for the above-mention'd 
Intentions ; but in Venereal Caſes, 
where a great deal of Slough and 
Filth has Com thrown down upon 
the genital Parts, there is not a bet- 
ter Medicine. But it is not ever 

ane who muſt think himſelf quali- 
fied to meddle with ſuch Remedies, 
which are ſure to do good or hurt 


according as they are adapted. 


There are ſome ill Perſons who have 
learnt to procure Abortions by theſe 
Flies, and to play a great many other 
unwarrantable Tricks with them. 


They certainly to a ſtrange degree 


excite Luſt, and provoke to Venery, 
not by any better Abilities which 
they give, but by ſtimulating thoſe 
Parts which are the Seat or Incen- 
tives to ſuch Deſires. Meckeren, in 
his Obſeryations, gives ſtrange In- 
ſtances of their Effects this way; 
and tells us of a Man, who by ta- 
king a large Doſe inwardly, ſo in- 
flam'd himſelf, that tho he had al- 


moſt kill'd his Wife; who declar'd to 


the Phyſicians that were ſent for 
next day, that he the foregoing 
night Septies Hortum fodiebat ; yet he 
continu'd even in Diſtraction with 
freſh Rage, until he dy'd delirious. 

413. STERCUS PORCINU Ng 
Hogs-Dung. This is not often pre- 
ſcrib'd ; but it abounds with a ver 
pungent and nitrous Salt, which, 
makes it greatly Deterſive and Diu- 
retic. It may be manag'd into a 
Form as cleanly and palatable as 
the Horſe-Dung already taken no- 
tice of, but hardly ſo as to be cons 
ceal'd from the Patient.

414. SAL N1TR1, Salt-Peter. 


The beſt is moſt white, tranſparent, 


and in regular Cryſtals. There is 
a great deal of difficulty in deter- 
mining what the Nitre of the An- 
tients was; tho Dr. Liſter hath 
conjectured the Egyptian Nitre to 
be little differing from the factłi- 
tiaus Sal Armoniar, as it comes 
from the Urine and Dung of ſuch 
Animals, as take in with their Food 
a good deal of Foſſil Salt, and by 
ſtraining it. thro them, render it 
urinous. But the preſent Nitre, 
which comes to us chiefly from In- 
dia, ſeems to be altogether foſſil, 
tho the Experiments of drawing 
ſuch a Salt from various Excre- 
ments, and the Obſeryation of 
ſome, that the Indian Nitre comes 
chiefly from ſuch Parts as abound

with a particular kind of large Fowl, 
ſeems 22 Dr. 7 Conjec- 
ture. The Nitre in Vaults and Cel- 
lars, ſhews a good deal to be ga-

This is but ſeldony 
us'd without ſome, Preparation, to 
which we refer the Reader, It is 
very penetrating and diuretic, and 
good in Inflammations of the Throas 
and Tonſils. | 


SECT. VL 


Of Diaphoretics. 


NDER this Name of Diapho- 
retics are included what alſo 
are underſtood by Alexipharmics 
and Febrifuges ; becauſe under 
thoſe Denominations, whoſe Ope- 
rations we have any notice of, ex- 
ert themſelves that way, by more 
or leſs increaſing a Diaphoreſis; 
which is a ſenſible Diſcharge by the 
Skin, and ſhews itſelf like a Dew 
upon it. 

All thoſe Medicines which anſwer 
mis Intention, muſt do it either by 
their Subtility, whereby they divide 
and attenuate the Humors to ſuch 
a degree, that they become fine 
enough to eſcape thro ſuch ſmall 
Paſſages, as thoſe of the cutaneous 
Glands ; or elſe by their contracting 
and ſqueezing - Solids, which 
force out of the Extremities what 
lay before in readineſs for Expul- 
ſion. Of the former ſort are many 
Simples, which for their other more 
manifeſt Qualities, we have placed 
under other Heads, and chiefly a- 
mongſt the Cephalics : for all aro- 
matic, warm and ſubtile Bodies, 
have a natural tendency. this way, 
becauſe they cannot but divide and 
attenuate - Fluids, which make 
them fitter to go off by the ſmaller 
Paſſages, What we have collect- 
ed under this Section, are moſtly 


dietermin'd to the ſame Intęapion, 


i Texture and Diſpoſitiou 
of Parts; but then they are gene- 
rally ſuch as are ſeldom met with 
in Compoſition or Preſcription for 
any other purpoſe. And, without 
tranſgreſſing the Rules laid down 
for determining things of this kind, 
it may be conjectur'd, that there is 
a difference between theſe and the 
common Aromatics ; that the latter 
act as ſoon as ever they come into 
the Stomach, and by the Volatility 
of their Parts divide and thin the 
Juices in the Prima Via, but go 
off in a great meaſure by ſome of 
the larger Diſcharges; whereas the 

er ſeem not to have any thing 

in their Compoſition ſo active as 
to render them ſenſible, until they 
have paſſed the laſt Comminu- 
tion or Digeſtion in the circula- 
ting Blood: and that there they 
obtain ſuch a Reſolution, as ſuits 
them not only for the cutanequs 
Secretion themſfelyes ; but alſo to 
break, and as it were fuſe the Blood 
itſelf, thereby cauſing its thinner and 
ſerous Parts to flow thro the Pores 
in great Plenty. 1 this will _ 
rhaps a d ſtrange, when 
1 7 diff=rence in 
our Food, not unlike what we here 
aſſign to Medicine. For ſome parts 
of our Aliments are ſooner than 


others broke and digeſted in the 
18 f 
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Stomach and firſt Offices; and ſuch 
always furniſh the greateſt Supply to 
the larger Emunctories, and go 
moſtly by Urine; whereas others, 
which have Subtility enough only to 
paſs the Latteals, and get into the 
Blood, but are too ſolid to undergo 
the laſt Comminution but by a long 


Circulation, beſtow more Matter 


both for Nouriſhment, andithe finer. 


Secretions. Thoſe Subſtances, or 


Bodies, therefore, which obtain this 


Appellation of Diaphoretic, are ſuch 
as are capable of being divided in- 
to very ſmall and fine Parts, which 
do not ſenſibly operate until Oy 
are brought into the minuteſt Vel- 
ſels, where their Smallneſs and Ac- 
tivity fit them. both to ”=? them- 
ſelves, and beſides make way for 
many other Particles to go off with 
them. 5 


But the other Caſe of a Diapho- 


reſis, or raiſing a Sweat, is moſt ex- 


tenſive and efficacious, and that is 


ſqueezing and contracting the 
Fibres, and ſo forcing thro what is 
in readineſs to paſs ; of which Mat- 


ter there often is a great deal in the' 


Capillaries, or juſt at the Surface, 
that ſometimes almoſt ſtagnates for 
want of ſuch ſhocks. All Acids do 
this, and whatſoever vellicates and 
contracts the Fibres powerfully, 
Thus we ſhall ſee People preſeritly 
mon Juice. Upon the fame ac- 
count does Fear, or any ſudden Paſ- 
ſion, produce the like Effect; as 
likewiſe all kinds of Exerciſe. But 
theſe are not ſo directly our Buſineſs 
to account for ; nor likewiſe how 
Sweating maſt commonly termi- 
nates Fevets, and throws off Poiſons 
or contagious Infections, by which 
they come to be term'd Alexiphar- 

ics and Febrifuges ; becauſe this 
would take up more room than we 
aye here to ſpaxe, as requiring the

Folia, Herbs : 


415. AN THOR, Helmets 
Flower, called by ſome Writers An- 
tithora, who will alſo have-it to be 
the Zedoary of the Arabians, par- 


ticularly of Avicen and Serapion. The 


Aconitum Salutiferum,or wholeſom 
Wolt-Bane of C. Bauhine, is what 
the officinal Preſcriptions intend 
whereſoever this is ordered. It 
grows on the Mountains in Helvetia, 
and in Savoy. The Root is chiefl 
in uſe, which is of a warni birteriſſ 
Taſte, and is reckon'd Cardiat and 
Alexipharmic, much of the ſame na- 
fure as the Contrayerva Root, on 
which account by ſome it is called 
the German Contrayerva. It is 
however now uſed only in a few 
officinal Compoſitions. 

416. CALAMINTH #; Cala- 
mint. That deſcribed flore magno 
vulgaris by J. Bauhine, ought to be 
the officinal ſort ; but the ſtarcity 
of that, brings to Market in its ſtead 
the — Sylveſlris odore Pulegii ſeu 
Nepeta of C. Baubine. There is 
alſo a — Paluftris, call'd Aquatica 
by Gerard, and Mentha arvenſts 
verticillata hirſuta, by J. Bauhine, 
Water Calamint; which altho re- 
ceived into the new Catalogue of 
the College, is not known in the pre- 
ſent Pharmacy. The firſt of theſe 
flowers in June and July, and is 
warm, aperient, and enters many 
Alexipharmic Compoſitions of the 


Shops. A Compound Pouder in 


the College Diſpenſatory, has its 
Name from it. It is alſo reckon'd 
by ſome to be Hepatic, Pectoral, 
and Uterine, to promote Urine, the 
Menſes, and forward Delivery; but 
it is ſeldom preſcrib'd in theſg In- 
tentions. A | 


Sect. 6. 
417. CARTLINA, Carline Thiſ- 
tle, is the Chamaleon albus of Dioſ- 


corides, Humilis of Parkin- 
ſon, and Acaulos magno \flore of 
C. Baichine, It grows in the Val- 
lies of Germany and Italy, and 
flowers in Jane. Its Root is moſt 
in eſteem, and recommended for 


its Alexipharniic Qualities, in re- 
ſiſting Iafection, and expelling Ma- 


ignities. But the preſent Practice 
es little or no notice of it. 

418, Do RO NIC Leopard Bane. 
Mathiolus will have this to be the 
Aconitum Pardalianches of Theo- 
phraſtus; but the modern Botaniſts 
diſſent from him in that Particular. 
This grows in many Places in Ger- 
many, and is ſaid to be Alexiphar- 
mic, and good againſt the Bites of 
venomous Creatures ; but modern 
Practice gives it little Credit in any 
ſuch Intentions. 

419. DRACUNCUL 1, and, 

420. Dr aconTI1, Dragons, 
Theſe have by miſtake been diſtin- 
guiſhed as different Simples, but 
they are only different Names for 
the ſame thing. The Dracunculus 
Polyphyllus of C. Bauhine, is what 
the new Catalogue of the College 
directs to, and ſeems to be a Spe- 
cies of the Arum, being titled in 
Herman's Catalogue, Arum Poly- 
phyllum, Dracunculus & Serpen- 
taria dictum, caule maculato, ma- 
jus & elatius. It is reckoned A. 
lexipharmic, and a Reſiſter of 
Poiſons, on which account it hath 
a Place in the College  Plague- 
Water. | 
411. GALEG A, called alſo 
Ruta capraria, Goat's Rue. This 
has a great Name with ſome Au- 
thors, and paſſes for a powerful 
Alexipharmic, Sudorific, and à Re- 
ſiſter of Poiſon and peſtilential Con- 
tagions, It has been recommended 


o for bringing out the Meaſles 
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and Small-Pox ; but neither the 
Taſte or Smell of this Plane dif 
cover any ſuch Virtues likely to be 
in it, nor does the-prefent Practice 
encourage any ſuch Expectations, 
it being hardly ever preſcrib'd, 
It is a uſeleſs Ingredient in the 
Milk-Water. Some have vented 
Notions of Animals, and particu- 
larly the Lizard, guarding them- 
ſelves with it again the Poiſon of 
Vipers, and curing themſelves with 
it when bit ; but theſe are Fables. 
422. ME L15SS A, Baum, diſtin« 
iſhed Vulgaris odore Citri, 
y J. Bauhine. It flowers in July. 
This Herb is very well known in 
our Gardens. It is of a fine Cor- 
dial Flavor; but ſo weak, that in 
moſt medicinal Forms it is loſt; and 
tis hard even to dry it with its na- 
tural Scent, The Diſfill d Water 
made from it therefore, is beſt 
drawn when the Flant is green, 
which, by the way, holds good in 
very few other Plants : But with all 
the care imaginable it will ſoon fade, 
unleſs ſprinkled with a little Spirit 
before tis diftill'd, It is a Cor- 
dial, and makes an agreeable Ingre- 
dient in many Alexipharmic Waters. 
Any other Form it is not fit for. 
423. SCOR Di, Water German- 
der. It grows in watry Grounds, 
and flowers in June and July. It 
is ſomewhat of a Garlic Smell, 
mix'd with an Aromatic, It is 


juſtly eſteem'd a good Alexiphar- 


mic, and makes an excellent In- 
gredient in all Compoſitions of thar 
Intention ; as well as in that grand 
Medicine in the Shops, which has its 
Name from it, Diaſcordium; tho 
in Preſcription it moſt frequently 
bears the Name of its Inventar, and 


is call'd Confetio Fracaſtorii. There 


is alſo au excellent compound Water, 
which derives. its Name from this 
Simple, and is titled in the Shops 
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Aqua Scordii compoſita. It is pon 
in all kinds of Fevers, and helps 
both to raiſe the Spirits as a Cor- 
dial, and promote Sweat, or the 
Eruption of ſuch Humors, as do 
often critically terminate ſuch Diſ- 
tempers. This Plant keeps its 
Smell, if well dry'd, tho reduc'd 
into a fine Pouder ; and therefore 
may very conveniently be preſcrib'd 
in Boles, as well as Infuſion ; which 
makes it ſtrange that it is not oftener 
met with in extemporaneous Prac- 
tice, in the room of ſome things 
not by much ſo efficacious, nor ſo 
eaſily to be procur d. Some Au- 
thors mention this Simple amongſt 
Hyſterics, and Deſtroyers of Worms, 
and alſo for a good Deterger of ma- 
lignant and inveterate Ulcers ; but 
ſuch Practice is not at all warranted 
by Experience. 
424. ULMARI&, Meadow- 
ſweet, It flowers in June. We have 
this amongſt the beſt Alexipharmics, 
in ſome Writers, and it is call'd Regi- 
na Prati, Queen of the Meadow, and 
by Caſp. Bauhine, Barba Capri flori- 
bus compuctis. 1t has a very agree- 
able Scent, but it does not by any 
great Volatility of Smell, or Pun- 
geney in Taſte, ſeem to diſcover 
in it ſuch Properties, in ſo large a 
degree as Authors mention; tho the 
femple Water which is order'd from 
it in the -Diſþenſatory, has a very re- 
markable Smell and Taſte, but ſoon 
turns mothery, as all ſuch Waters 
will do. It is likewiſe an Ingre- 
dient in the Mill- Water. | 


Flores, Flowers : 

425. Car EN DVA. Marygold. 
Theſe blow almoſt all the Summer. 
They are well known in the Kitchen 
as well as the Shops. Amongſt 
Phyſical Writecs they paſs for Alexi- 
pharmics, tho ir a much inferior 


2 to Saffron, Which it is com- 


par'd to. Many alſo ſpeak of them 
as Hyſterics, and we meet with 
them often in Riverius's Practice 
for that purpoſe. f , 
426. CRO, Saffron. Theſe 
blow in September, and are of a nice 
Culture, and a valuable Commodity 
in ſome parts of England, particu- 
larly in Eſſex and Cambridgeſbirs; 
which are the beſt. of any in the 
World we have yet met with. The 
German Writers mention that for 
the beſt which grows in the Circle of 
Auſtria, but by their Doſe it muſt 
fall ſhort of ours; for a Scruple was 
their ordinary quantity, whereas five 
or ſix Grains of Engliſh Saffron that 
is good, has very ſenſible Effects. 
Foreign Authors alſo ſpeak much of 
its Narcotic Quality, and pretend 
that an immoderate Doſe of two or 
three Drams, will bring on a parti- 
cular kind of Delirium, and occaſion 
Death. Ermuller gives a Story of 
a Perſon, who trading in this Com- 
modity, for the fake of ſaving ſome 
Duty, conceal'd a Bag of Saffron 
ſo long under his Clothes, that its 
Steam had ſuch an effect _ him 
as to kill him. It is certainly one of 
the greateſt Cordials of any Simple 
the whole Materia medica ſupplies ; 
and as effectually promotes a Dia- 
phoreſis, which makes it hardly ever 
omitted in extemporaneous Pre- 
ſcriptions, for any Species of Fevers, 
It wonderfully aſſiſts the Eruption 
of the Meaſles and Small-Pox ; and 
at the ſame time that it puts the 
Conſtitution upon a force to throw 
off ſomewhat diſagreeable, it enables 
it to ſuſtain ſuch an Exertion. It 
is alſo given in almoſt all Diſorders 
of the Lungs; and for its great Effi- 
cacy in promoting Expectoration, 
— 45 ma Merc it is call'd 
by ſome Anima Pulmonum, the 
Soul of the Liings, There are many 
Forms which it is made into in the 
Shops; 
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Shops ; but it is much better given 
in Subſtance, and is very conyeni- 
ently poudex'd, and made into Boles 
and Eleftuaries. The Dearneſs of 
this Commodity makes ſome draw 
out its Tincture for a Syrup, or to 
uſe by it ſelf; and afterwards dry 
and pouder it for uſe, That whic 

has not been ſo ſerved is almoſt of 
a red Colour when pouder'd ; and 
ppon but juſt touching it with an 
Moiſture, will ſtain extremely gil 
low. The Colour which it gives in 
Tincture, tho deep and fine at firſt, 
will fade with keeping, and the 
ſooner, as the lun ne is more 
acid; for this reaſon, that which 
is order'd with Treacle- Water, and 
ſeems beſt fitted to anſwer the In- 
tention of an Alexipharmic, is hard- 
ly ever made: it generally is done 
with Canary, and ſuch Wines, which 
are moſt remote from Acidity ; but 
thatis only for the ſake of the beauty 
of the Medicine, This Flower parts 
with a great deal in Infuſion that 
will riſe in the Still ; and therefore 
what is ſold for Spirit of Saffron, if 
well made, is an admirable Cor- 
dial; and in the ſtrict Senſe of the 
Term, perhaps a greater than Me- 


dicine ny other ways ſupplies. 


This way likewiſe there is nothing 
of the Simple loſt, becauſe the Neft 
duum may conveniently be evapo- 
rated into an Extract, in which 
will be retain'd the moſt deterſive 
Parts, and will make a good Medi- 
eine in the Jaundice, Cachexies, and 
all Diſorders ariſing from Obſtruc- 
tions and foul Viſera, There are 
many who extol this alſo in Hyſteri- 
cal Affections; and are of opinion, 

that it cleanſes the Womb, pro- 
motes the Menſtrual Diſcharges, and 

aſſiſts in Delivery. Borellus, in his 

Obſervations, ſpeaks of a Perſon, 
who by carrying a Parcel of Saffron 
@ long Journey, for Sale at a Market,

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was ſo affected by its Scent only, 
as to make bloody Urine. Some 
preſcribe it to be worn with Cam- 
phire in a Bag at the,P# of th 
Stomach tor Melancholy; and other 
affirm, that ſo us'd, it will cure 
Agues.

427. SESELIOS, Hitt-wort: 
Botaniſts deſcribe ſeveral kinds of 
this Plant; but the officinal ſort is 
the ſame as the Siler montanum, and 
called likewiſe by C. Baubine, Li- 
guſticum. The Seeds have 3 great 
name with ſome antient Botanic 
and Diſpenſatory Writers, and ace 
mention'd almoſt in every Inten- 
tion; but they are grown into neg- 
lect in the preſent Practice, and en- 
ter few Shop- Compoſitions except 
the Theriaca Andromachi. ; 

*** VIC IA, Tares, Theſe are 
too well known to want Deſeri 
tion; and they are of no uſe in 
Medicine but among Nurſes, who 
boil them in ſome Drinks, 'to 
bring out the Meaſles and Small- 
Pox, | 


Gummi, Gums : 


428, CAMPHORA, Camphine, 
This is a pellucid Gz:» or Refer, 
which does not flow from the Tree, 


but is obtain'd out of its Wood, 
by a particular way of Sublimation; 


vide Fac. Breynius in Exotic. Cent. 1. 
It is brought into Europe chiefly from 


China, and the Iſland of Borneo in 


the Eaſl- Indies. It is extremely vo- 

latite ; and Tachenins, with ſome 

others, will have it to be a pure na- 

| tural Sal Volatile Oleoſum. It is the 
moſt efficacious Diaphoreric that is 

known in Medicine, its great Sub- 

tility diffuſing it thro the very Sub- 

ſtance of the Parts, as ſoon almoſt 

as the Warmth of the Stomach ſets 
it in motion, In all Feyers there- 
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ore, when. a Diaphoreſis is to be 
encourag'd, nothing will ſooner raiſe 
one. But its great Heat requires 
pratiful lating with ſmall Liquors, 
ts Smell indeed is ſo penetrating 
and particular, that it is not to be 
diſguis'd in any Form. In reducing 
it to Pouder, the Mortar muſt be 
firſt rubb'd with a little Oi, elſe 
it will not divide, Jt very readily 
diſſolves in rectify'd Spirit, but it 
will again part from it, and appear 
4 Curd. if that be lower' d with 
any aqueous Mixture. This has 
been in great eſteem with practical 
Authors of the beſt Note hereto- 
fore, in all kinds of Fevers, Ma- 
lizaities, and Epidemical Contagions ; 
and we ſhall hardly meet with any 
Compoſitions for thoſe Intentions 
in Sennertus, Riverius, or Etmul- 
ter, without this as a principal In- 
gredient : how it comes to be fo 
little in the preſent Practice, is 
ſomewhat ſtrange ; for it is as ſafe 


as efficacious. But to thoſe who 


appear moſt acquainted with this 
Drug, there is one Quality which 
ſeems but little known; and that 
js, that in Deliria, where Opiates 
fail of procuring Sleep, and often- 
times aggravate the Symptoms, this 
will frequently ſucceed; and as it 


helps forward a Breathing thro the 


Pores by its Warmth, it does alſo 


contribute to the ſame good End, 
by relaxing the Tenſity of the Fibres 


with Reſt. It has been much de- 
"bated, whether this be really hor 
or cold; its Senſe upon the Palat, 


at - firſt taking, perſuading the for- 
mer ; and its Uſefulneſs in allaying 


Inflammations, encouraging the lat- 


ter Opinion, If by Warmth is un- 


derſtood ſuch a Subtility of Parts, 
as diſpoſes them into brisk Motion, 


-and to agitate what is about them ; 


this has all the title to be fo, of 
any thing which is not actual Fire. 


And for its allaying Inflammations, 
that may be * the Subtility 
of its Parts, dividing and diſcuſſing 
ſo ſar the obſtructed Humors, that 
they either perſpire, or are taken 
up again into Circulation by the 
refluent Blood : for this Spirit of 
Wine, and many things allow'd by 
all to be hot, will do, by the ſame 
means, It has alſo been much 
conteſted, whether this is prejudi- 
cial to Generation, by its abating all 
Deſire of Venery, and procuring 
Barrenneſs : but as the Authors 
themſelves are divided upon this 
Point ſo much, ſome of them af- 
firming that the Countries where it 
abounds, and is much uſed, pro- 
duce almoſt childleſs Inhabitants 
and others, that they are the — 
fruitful ; we ſhall refer the Deciſion 
of this point to thoſe who have 
more Leiſure and Curioſity for ſuch 
Inquiries. Its Doſe is from one to 
ſix or eight Grains. 

429. Gualacn, of Guaiacum. 
This Gum, or rather Reſin, is much 
of the ſame virtue as the Wood 
whence it is drawn, but more effi- 
cacious, It is reckon'd much to 
promote inſenſible Perſpiration, and 


upon that account is good in ſuch 


cutaneous Caſes as proceed from 
Obſtructions of the perſpirable Mat- 


ter in the Milliary Glands. It is 


very warm and deterſive, and there- 
fore good in all Ulcerations and 
Gleets, both internal and external. 
In Gonorrhea's it is by ſome almoſt 
deem'd a Specific. In the Gout 
likewiſe it does frequently good 
ſervice, not only by deterging and 


cleanſing the Joints and mucilagi- 


nous Glands from tartarous Matrer, 
but by warming and ftrengthning 
the Fibres, enables them to move 
with that vigor, as ſhakes off and 
prevents the Lodgment of ſuch Par- 
ticles upon them. 

8 430. Con- 
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430. ConTEx PEkUviIa- 
nus, ſive Quinquina, Jeſuits Bark, 
This comes to us from Peru in the 
Weſt-Indies ; whence the Romiſh 


Miſſionaries firſt brought it into Eu- 
rope, and gave occaſion for its be- 
ing call'd Jeſuits Bark. After vari- 
ous Conjectures amongſt Botaniſts 
concerning what Tree this is the 
Bark of, which are needleſs and te- 
dious to repeat here, the moſt ſatiſ- 
factory Account comes from an 
Apothecary who lived long upon 
the ſpot, and had often gathered 
it, who ſays, it comes from a Tree 
about the bigneſs of a Plumb-Tree, 
with Leaves like Ivy, but not quite 
ſo big, and always green. The 
Indians call it Quarango, It bears 
a Fruit not unlike a Cheſnut, which 
is properly called Quinquina, and 
is eſteem'd by the Natives beyond 
the Bark, See more in Phil. Tranſ- 
act. No 290. Its. Qualities in cu- 
ring Intermittents are well known 
to Phyſicians; but there is more 
than an ordinary Skill required in 
its uſe: as there is no one Medi- 
cine perhaps more efficacious in do- 
ing good, ſo there is a great deal of 
Miſchief to be done with it in ig- 
norant Hands. This Medicine like- 
wiſe, by the ſame Properties as it 
cures Intermittents, is good in many 
kinds of Fluxes, ard all Diſorders 
from Relaxation, 


Radices, Roots: 

331. CONTRAYERYV &, Coun- 
ter- Pꝛiſon. This is an Exotic Root, 
which Botanic Writers ſeem not 
well to agree about: Bauhine, 
with ſome others, making it a kind 
of Cypreſs, and calling it Cyperus 
longa. Some alſo call it Drakena, 
and others make it a Species of the 
Granadilla. It has a quick aroma- 
tic Smell, is of a reddiſh Colour, 
rough or wrinkled upon ĩts Surface, 
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and has many ſmall Fibres ſhoot- 
ing from it. It is much more come 
into extemporancous Practice of 
late, than it ſeems to have been 
heretofore, tho not given above a 


Scruple at moſt in a Doſe; whereas 


ſome antient practical Authors ſpeak 
of a Dram as a moderate one. It 
is very powerful in forwarding the 
cuticular Diſcharges, and is there- 
fore of great 145 in Fevers, 
by promoting and keeping up a 
2 Dia horeſis. Perbere is 
a good Compoſition in the Shops, 


which takes its name from it, call d 


Lapis Contrayerve ; and is very 
juſtly prefer'd to the Gaſcoign's 
Pouder, It is likewiſe ſecond 
to nothing in bringing forward 
the Small-Pox and Meaſles, where 
Expulſion is neceflary ; and in 
all kinds of Fevers, that can be 
relieved by increaſing the Diſchar- 
ges through the cutaneous Pores, 
32. IMPERATORIA, Maſe 
terwort, called alſo amongſt many 
other Names, Aſtrantia, The In- 
peratoria of Caſp. Bauhine is the 
officinal Maſterwort. Theſe are 
not much unlike the Angelica, 
Roots in. Flayor or Virtue. 
are agreeably penetrating, and al- 
low'd by all to be a good Alexi. 
pharmic. They are ſaid to cure 
many kinds of Poiſons, and the 


Bites of Venomous Animals. They 


are alſo deterſive, and good in the 


Jaundice, Cachexies, and Dropſies, 
becauſe they promote the Secre - 


tions by Urine, as well as by the 


Skin, Theſe are not ſo often met 


with in extemporaneous Preſcription, 
as they deſerve, In the College 
Plague-Water my are an excellent 
Ingredient ; and if they are diſ- 
pens'd in it in due quantity, and 
freſh, give a very agreeable predo- 
minant Taſte to the Compoſition, 
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433. MEI. Spignel, generally 
called Menm Athamaniicum, di 
finguiſned by C. Bauhineyꝗq g 
folus Anerhi. It grows in Mea- 
dows and Paſture Grounds, but is 
not 665 met with, and flowers in 
June. This has an aromatic Pun- 
ncy in its Scent, but is alſo ſome- 
whar ferid. It remains in many 
Diſpenſatory-Compoſitions, moſt of 
them Alexipharmics ; of which 
Tribe it is by all Writers account- 
ed. Some aſcribe to it Virtues 
which give it a place in Hyſterical 
Preſcriptions: it is given to pro- 
mote the menſtrual Diſcharges, and 
remove the Diſorders of thoſe Parts, 
which proceed from Obſtruction. 
| 4 34. NARA DI, Spikenard. We 
ſhall here take notice of two forts ; 
the Celtic and the indian. The 
former grows in many parts of 
Europe; and Mr. Ray fays, as it 
agrees in kind with the Valerian, fo

it has the ſame Virtues. The latter 


comes to us from the Faff- dies, 
Alexandria, ec. called by Freyne- 
rus, Gramen Cyperoides aromaticum 
Indicum, and is much more valu- 
able than the other. It is eſteem'd 
as an Alexipharmic, being warm 
and ſpicy, and helpful to promote 
$weating, Upon this account it is 
an Ingredient in the Capitals, and 
other Diſpenſatory-Compoſitions of 
the ſame Intention, It is like- 
wiſe reckon'd a good Stomachic, a 
Strengthner of the Frbres, and a 
Difpeller of Wind and crude Fla- 


tulencies. 


435. PETASTTIDISõ, Burrer- 
Bur, diſtinguiſhed by Caſpar 
Mejor c vulgaris, and by John 
Bauhine— vulgaris rubens rotundiori 
folio. It grows in low Grounds, 
and flowers in Marth, This is 
not greatly unlike the Aaſter- tvort 
Root, in Pungency aud Flavor.

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to it as an Alexipharmic, upon 
which account it is in many of 
the Diſpenſatory-Compoſitions of that 
Intention: and there was alſo a 
ws Water under its Name 
in the College Diſpen ſatory, ve 
uniform and efficacious, though 
now rejected. It is likewiſe rec- 
koned detergent, and good in all 
Obſtructions of the Piers and the 
Diſtempers thence arifing, | 

436. PYkETHRI, Pellitory of 
Spain, diſtinguiſhed —— flore Bel- 
lidis, by C. Bauhine. This is an 
acrid Root, brought to us chiefly 
from ſome parts of Iraly; but it is 
mighty ſubject to decay, ſo that we 
meet witli it in the Shops frequent- 
ly rotten and worm- eaten. It is 
hot, and very diſcutient, which 
makes it forward a Diaphoreſis; 
and it wonderfully attenuates and 
draws or ſqueezes out of the 
Fibres and Glands vifcid and phleg- 
matic Humors, For which rea- 
ſon it is not only uſed as an 
Alexipharmic, but as a Phlegma- 
gogue, and a Purger of watry Hu- 
mours. It is a good Medicine in 
all Cachexies, and diſtemper'd Ha- 
bits from too much Cold and 
Moiſture; and frequently of good 
ſervice in Palſies, and Numbneſs 
of the Limbs. It is much uſed 
for the Tooth-ach to be held in the 
Mouth ; and its great Heat and 
Pungency when ſo uſed, occaſi- 
ons abundance of Rheum to flow 
out of the Glands, which in ma- 
ny Cafes, gives relief to other“ 
Pains of the Head befides the Tooth-+ 
ache, | 

437. SCORZONER &, Viper» 
graſs, called Viperaria Hiſpanica by 
Gerard, Tragopogon Hiſpanicus by 
J. Bauhine, and diſtinguiſhed by 
C. Bauhine — Latiſolia ſinuata. 
Some Writers extol this for its Effi- 
cacy againſt the Bites of poiſonous 
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Animals; and others commend it 
for curing Melancholy, Epulepſies,and 
Fertigo's, but the preſent Practice 
does not uſe it in any ſuch Intenti- 
ons, but acknowledges it for an 4- 
lexipharmac, altho it is not often 
preſcribed. It ſeems beſt contrived 
in Decoftion, but it is not very pa- 
latable, In that form ſome com- 
mend it for bringing out the Meaſles 
and Small-Pox. 

438. SERPENTARI X, Snake- 
Weed, This is plentifully brought 
us from Virginia in the Weſt- Indies, 
and thence. takes its name in Pre- 
ſcriptions. This is alſo called Co- 
lubrina and Piftolochia Virginiana. 
There are three Roots under this 
Name in the Shops, whoſe Diſtinc- 
tions amongſt Botaniſts ſhew them 
to be of the Ariftolochia kind. The 
firſt is Ariſtolochia Polyrrhizos, au- 
riculis foltis ; deſcribed under the 
Title of Polyrrhizos Virginiana by 
Parkinſon, and Piftolochia Virginia- 
na by Gerard, The ſecond is Ari 
flolachia Viole fruticoſe foliis Virgini- 
ana, cujus radix Serpentaria dicitur : 
And the third is Ariſtolochia, ſeu 
Serpentaria Virginiana caule nodoſo. 
But all theſe are by Cuſtom ſunk 
into the common Appellation of 
Snale- Root. It is very hot and pun- 
gent, both in Smell and Taſte. The 
preſent extemporaneous Practice 


juſtifies it to be a powerful Alexi- 
pharmic, and hardly ever omits it 


in moſt kinds of Fevers, eſpecially 
the worſe and more malignant ſort, 
Its Heat is ſo manifeſt, that where 
it is plentifully preſcribed, it requires 
to be well diluted with ſmall Li- 

uors; and ſo manag'd, it ſeldom 

ils to raiſe a Diaphoreſis. Its 
Warmth alſo occaſions = Uſe fre- 

ently in nervous a i 

Caſ -s which praceed from — 
Rheum and Humidity, It is an In- 
gredient in the College Plague · Mater, 
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and its Name ſeems to have brought 
it in eſteem amongſt many People, 
and to have introduced it into the 
Cloſet-Cordials and Drams; as con- 
ceiv'd to be a great Reſiſter and 
Preſervatiye againſt Infections, and 
what they call catching Diſtem- 
Pers. | 
439. SUcCcisa, Devil's-Bit, 
diſtinguiſhed 
purpureo, by Parkinſon, and | 
Glabra by C. Bauhine, It grows 
in Meadows and Paſture-Grounds, 
and is a Species of the Scabions ; 
but altho it is rank'd by many a- 
mongſt the Alexipharmics, it is in 
few Shop-Compoſitions, and but 
ſeldom preſcribed in common Prac- 
tice, 

440. VALERIAN =, Valerian, 
Of this there are ſeveral kinds, the 
Major hortenſis, which is the Phu 
Oluſatri folio of Dioſcorides, the 
Major odorata radice of 
3. Bauhine, commonly called Phu 
in the Shops ; the Minor 
paluſtris of Caſpar, and Mi. 
nor pratenſis 2 aquatica of John 
Bauhine ; and the Syl- 
veſtris Major foliis anguſtioribus ; 
the latter of which is intended 
in moſt Preſcriptions. It is warm 
and aromatic, but ſomewhat of a 
fetid Scent, Its Efficacy as a 
Sudorific is ſupported by the Teſ- 
timony both of the antient and 
preſent Practice. It has been 
reckon'd by ſome deterſive, ſo 
much as to. make it diuretic, and 
good in all Obſtructions of the 
Viſcera, It is mightily extol'd like- 
wiſe by ſome for ſtrengthning the 

tic Nerves, and reſtoring de- 
cayed Sight; but the preſent Prac- 
tice acknowledges it not in any 
ſuch Intentions, It does ſometimes 
wonders in Hyſterical Afﬀettions , 
eſpecially where Simples of the fetid 


kind are good, wy spirits 84 7 


vulgaris flore _ 
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too impetuous in their Motions, fo 
as to occaſion Convulſions, I have 
known it alſo aſſiſted with Camphire, 
and ſome other things of the like 
nature, which are very powerful in 
breaking thro the minuteſt Obſtruc- 
tions, to cure obſtinate Agues. It 
is likewiſe very efficacious in all 
nervous Caſes, and particularly the 
Epilepſy. This Virtue in it ſeems 
firſt to have been diſcover'd by 
Fabius Columna; who, p. 120. of 
his Phytobaſanos, commends it for 
that purpoſe, given in Pouder. Ri- 
verius celebrates it alſo upon the like 
account ; which makes it a wonder 
that Etmuller ſays ſo little of it, who 
is very diligent in ſearching after 
ſpecific Qualities, and prolix * 
in their Commendation: for he 
takes no notice of it but as an - 
lexipharmic, and a Strengthner of 
the Sight, Monſieur Marchant, in 
the Memoirs of the French Academy 
of Sciences for the Year 1706. has 
confirm'd this Virtue by many In- 
ftances within his own knowledge. 
And what is very remarkable, is, 
that in the two Obſervations he en- 
larges moſt upon, the Patients void- 
ed great quantities of Worms. His 
Cuſtom was always to purge before 
he adminiſter'd it, The Radrc Phu 
in the Theriaca Andromachi, is the 
Root of the Garden-Valerian. 


Of Animals. 

441., Coccinirttia, Cochi- 
neal, This is a mighty Commodity 
ſrom New Spain in the Heſt-Indies, 
and moſtly uſed in the dying Trade; 
tho it is alſo frequently preſeribed 
in Medicine, but there a little of it 
goes a great way. Yet notwithſtana- 
ing our acquaintance with it, there 
have been great Controverſies about 
its Production, whether it be an 
Animal or Fegetable; but moſt now 


come into the former Opinion, and 
agree that it is an Inſect, which 
breeds upon the Leaves of Trees 
of which we have many Inſtances, 
and particularly in the Poplar : that 
they — their Eggs, and hatch them 
there, until the increaſing Bulk 
breaks thro its Confinement in the 
Leaf, and lets out the young Brood. 
We are inform'd by ſome Travel. 
lers, that the * of procuring theſe 
is to ſet fire to _— under the 
Trees whereon they breed, the 
Smoak of which ſuffocates them, 
and makes them fall off. Their 
Wings and Legs ſeem to be broke 
and ſifted or pick'd from them, no- 
thing but the Trunk of the Inſect 
being brought to Market, Leuwen- 
hoeck has pretended with his Glaſſes 
to haye diſcover'd many Parts in 
'em peculiar only to an Animal, and 
has been ſo very particular, as to 
have deſcribed their Ovaria. They 
who deſire to be informed more 
concerning theſe In/e&ts, may turn to 
Philoſ. Tranſat, N 176, and 193, 


The uſe of theſe in Medicine is as 


an Alexipharmic ; they raiſe Sweat, 
and are alſo accounted Cordial. 
They make the Pulvis Purpurens, 
in Bates's Diſpenſatory, a good Me- 
dicine; it is much preferable to the 
Gaſcoien's Ponder in Childrens little 
feyeriſh Diſorders, as alſo in the 
Small-Pox and Meaſles. It agreeably 
tinges the Vhite Drink, now known 
in almoſt all Families, as well as the 
Shops. Its Doſe is from two to fix 
or eight Grains, In ſome robuft 
Conſtitutions, that can diſpenſe 
with large Doſes, is will ſome- 
times cure Agnes, after three or 


four times taking: but it is nat 


very ſafe, for if it does not raiſe a 
Sweat, it makes the Patient hot and 
reſtleſs. if 
442. SCINCT, Skinks, This 
is an aquatie Animal, tha termed 
| Crocodilus 


Sec. 6. 
Crocodilus terreſiris by Dioſcorides. 
It hath an Alexipharmic Quality 
aſcribed to it, on which account it is 
in the Mithridate; and a Tendency 
to excite Venery, for which it was 
brought into the Diaſatyrion ; a 
Compoſition now reje&ed by the 
College : but theſe different Virtues 
are aſcribed to its different Parts; 
for the Diaſatyrion takes in the Belly 
and Back, with regard to the Reins 
and ſpermatic Veiel, whereas the 
Mithridate receives the- Belly only. 
Dioſcorides, Galen, Pliny, and many 
other Antients, were as particular 
about the different Parts for different 
Purpoſes ; but Hoffman hath taken 
ins to ſhew it a needleſs Labor; 
and the preſent Pharmacy gives no 
Reputation to ſuch Conceits. 

443. Co RN UNICORNT, 
Unicorn's Horn. There are various 
Opinions concerning this Creature, 
but Paccius who wrote a whole 
Treatiſe about it, takes it to be no- 
thing but the Rhinoceros ; tho ſome 
ſtrenuouſly contend for its being 
the Tooth of a Fiſh. The ſtrange 
Conceits of the Medicinal Virtues 
of this Drug are both too numerous 
and too ridiculous to mention here ; 
and both this and the following 
are now juſtly Gpeled the preſent 
Practice. 

444. Os x Conrns C ERV, 
Bone of a Stag's Heart; is of the 
ſame Rank with the foregoing, and 
now juſtly in neglect. 

445. BEZOAR ORIENT A- 
LIS, Oriental Bezoar. 

446. BEzQAr OCCIDEN- 
ALIS, Occidental Bezoar. Theſe 
are both by moſt reckon'd animal 
Subflances ; but Dr. Slare in a late 
Book endeavours to prove them fac- 
zitions, Their Value is chiefly deter- 
min'd by the Color they give to the 
Gaſcoign's Pouder, which makes the 
Oriental much preferable and dear- 
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eſt; and of that, ſuch Stones as are 
ſmootheſt, ſmall, and ſtrike a deep 
Green upon white Paper that has 
been rubb'd over firſt with Chalk, 
which is a ſure way of trying them. 
It is wonderful of what Value theſe 
have always been reckon'd, ſince 
it ſeems to be withont any good 
ground. If they are factitious, ac- 
cording to Dr. Slare, the Art muſt 
be in very few Hands, or the Mate- 
rials very ſcarce, to keep them up ſo 
dear. But before him moſt were of 
opinion that they were generated 
in the Parts of an Animal in the In- 
dies, like a Deer or a Goat. The Ori- 
ental is called Capri-Cerva, by Ray 
in his Syzop, Animal. Gazella Indica 
cornubus rectis longiſſumis nigris, prope 
caput tantum annulatis ; and by 
Johnſton, Capra ſiue hircus Bezoar- 
ticus, The Occidental comes from 
the Capri-Cerva alſo, called Vica- 
niras ſiue Toraguas by Acoſta ; Cu- 
guacu by Piſo, and Tenththama- 
came by Hernandez. Schroder ſays 


they are. Alexipharmic, and Promo- 


ters of Sweat ; that they are good 
in Epilepſies, Palpitation of the Heart, 
Jaundice, Dyſenteries, Stone, and 
Obſtructions of the Mexſes; as al- 
ſo that they cure Melancholy, and 
forward Delivery: and in theſe im- 
portant Intentions, he aſſigns the 
Doſe from three Grams to twelve. 
But we have no Inſtances from Ex- 
perience to ſupport any ſuch Prac- 
tice, They have neither Smell nor 
Taſte, and upon _ into the 
Stomach, give no Senſation, nor 
produce the leaſt perceivable Effect, 
which is d enough to ſuſpect 
them for nothing ; altho our 
Phyſicians preſcribe em in much lar- 
ger Doſes = what Schroder men- 
tions, and others have ventur'd halfa 
dram or a dram at atime. The Shops 
uſe it only in the Pulvis : Cheliscom- 
laſuus, commonly call d- Gaſcorgn's 
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Pouder ; which tho it is a dear 
Medicine, ſeems to be of no Vir- 
tue, as an Alexipharmic: yet as 
it has often been join'd in Preſcrip- 
tion with ſome Alexipharmics of 
Efficacy, it has the Credit amongſt 


the Ignorant of doing what it ne- 
ver had any ſhare in, 


Of Minerals. 


447. LAPIS ATITEs, Eagle- 
Stone. Some Naturaliſts give ſtrange 
Accounts of what goes under this 
Name ; and tho we have placed 
it here as a Mineral, yet it's dif- 
ficult to afcertain which of the 
three Kingdoms it belongs to. 
That it is found in an Eagle's Neſt, 
whence it has its Name, moſt a- 

e; but not how it came there. 
It is about the bigneſs of a Cheſ- 
nut, and is hollow, with ſome- 
what in it that rattles upon ſhak- 
ing; this has occaſion'd ſome 
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very odd Conceits, it being for this 
reaſon term'd by ſome, Lapis velu- 
ti pregnans, alio in utero ſonante ; 
that is, a Stone pregnant with ano» 
ther in its Womb. And this 
chimerical Foundation, it ſeems to 
have aſcribed to it the Power of 
influencing the Fatus in Women, 
The Eſpouſers of this Deluſion ſay, 
that if it be wore about the Arm, 
it prevents Abortion ; and about 
the Thigh, that it helps Delivery , 
but in the latter Caſe it is very 
2 adviſed not to be wore too 
ong, leſt it draw out alſo the 
Womb itſelf. Even Galen and Pliny, 
with many others, have much gi- 
ven into theſe Superſtitions ; and 
Wormius pretends to give Inſtances 
of its drawing down the Womb. 
Valeriola likewiſe atteſts the ſame 
in his Obſervations, but a true 
Knowledge in Anatomy will not 
allow of any Aſſent to ſuch Re- 


ports. 
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- Of Emetics. 


HAT Part of the Materia 
medica which comes under 
this Head, altho it is not ſo exten- 
five as ſome of the precedent Divi- 
fions, yet it is of that Efficacy as 
to require the utmoſt Skill and Cay- 
tion in its management, For a 
Vomit cannot be giyen, without do- 
ing either good or harm : it is not 
therefore to be indifferently regard- 
ed as the Operation of ſome Alze- 
ratives, which are frequently pre.

Vomits and Purges are fo much 
alike in their Operations, that ene 
cannot be well apprehended with- 
out the other: thus much therefore 
is common to them both, that any 
Medicine which ſo far vellicates the 
Membranes and Coats of the $r0- 
mach and Bowels, as to draw them 
into convulſive Twitches, or much 
accelerate their natural Motions, 
will be Emetic or Cathartic, and 
ſometimes both, But the Action 
of Vomiting is more properly a 
convulſive Motion in the Stomach 
than any which can happen in the 
Bowels, unleſs their Periſtaltie Un- 

dulations, 


dulations are inverted, as it happens 
in the Paſſo Iliaca, Whatſoever 
therefore comes into the Stomach, 
which fo irritates its Fibres, as to 
make them contract, or draw up 
with Force, will throw its Contents 
upwards; the Vent being much 
larger that way than thro the Pylo- 
rus, Which would fend them down 
by Stool. The difference there- 
fore between an Emetic and a Ca- 
thartic, lies only in this, that the 
latter confiſts of ſuch Particles as 
aſs the Stomach without any vio- 
on Vellications of the Fibres, and 
the former of ſuch as have that Ef- 
fe& almoſt as ſoon as they come 
there; ſo that a Vomit ſeems ſtron- 
ger than a Cathartic : and this is 
e reaſon why a Cathartic in an 
increas'd Doſe, will prove Emetic. 
Some are of opinion, that the 
Subſtance it ſelf, that procur'd a 
Vomit, is thrown up again in the 
firſt or ſecond Ejection; and that 
the following Sollicitations are cau- 
ſed by the Acrimony of the Juices, 
which the firſt Motions pumped, 
as it were, and occaſioned to drain 
into the Stomach. It is of no great 
Importance whether it be thus or 
not; but 'tis certain, that the Action 
of Vomiting gives the 1 
Shake to all the Muſcles and Solids 
of the Body, that any Motion is ca- 
pable of ; and therefore in all me- 
dicinal Intentions it may be conſi- 
der'd as an Exerciſe. And the laſt 
| Reachings do generally diſcover a 
Drain of Humors derived into the 
Stomach from ſome conſiderable 
Diſtance ; their Color ſhewing them 
to come from the Liver, or Parts 
more remote. But ſervice is not 
ſo much to be expe&ed from what 


theſe Medicines diſcharge upwards, 
as from what their violent Emoti- 
ons and Concuſſtons fit for Separa- 
tion and Force thro other Outlets; 
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and even that by the Skin is pro- 
digiouſly increas'd by theſe means, 
as is manifeſt from the profuſę 
Sweats which a Perſon naturall 
falls into afterwards, upon the leaſt 
encouragement thereunto. 

. Tinftures, Extracts and Reſins, 
are always obſery'd to Ne 
rougher this way than more ſimple 
Preparations; and the reaſon ſeems 
to be, that ſuch Management of an 
Ingredient divides its Parts too 
much, and makes them too inti- 
mately come into contact with the 
Fibres; ſo that they are not ſo 
ſoon ſhook off by their convulſive 
Twitches or Throws, as mote groſs 
Parts might be. Upon this account 
therefore moſt of the Simples which 
come under this Head, are beſt 
order'd in their natural Forms ; and 
the elaborate Preparations of the 
Chymical Pharmacy eſpecially, pro- 
duce no Vomit. ſo good as we 
find amongſt Nature's own Produc- 
tions : and this Opinion the preſent 
Practice fully ſupports ; for all the 
Antimonial and Mercurial Emetics 
are almoſt quite laid aſide, unleſs in 
very obſtinate Caſes ; and ſome Sim- 
ple generally is now preſcrib'd, only 
in Ponder, as the Jpecacuanha, 
The Emetic Tartar likewiſe, which - 
us'd to be ſo much in vogue, is at 
preſent to be found only in ſuch 
Hands as are Strangers to milder 
and ſafer Methods,

they are very little uſed in Compo. 
ſition, and hardly ever occaſionally 
preſcrib'd.

derfully deterge and ſcour off viſ- 
cid Adheſions in the Bowels, and 
gently irritate the Stomach to ejec- 
tion, They are alſo, as all of the 
Onion- kind are, very Diuretic; 
and therefore in great eſteem with 
ſome in Dropſies : for if their In- 
fuſion be mix'd with Cinnamon- 
Mater, they will ſeldom vomit; 


but work downwards, and very

452. IPECACUANH &, Ipeca» 
cuanha, or Braſilian Root. This is 
very differently called and ſpelled 
by different Authors ; but this is 
the moſt received Way in Purchas's 
Pilgrim; and by Laet it is called 
Igpecaya five Pygaya ; by Mr. Ray, 
Herba Paris Braſiliana coccos; 
and in the Oxford Catalogue, Peri- 
clymeno accedens planta Braſiliana, 
floſculis congeſtis albis, Its Root is 
but lately receiv'd in Medicine. 
The French, ſince their Knowledge 
of it, ſeem to have been much 
more diligent in learning its Vir. 
tues than our ſelves. Monſieur 
Homberg a Chymiſt, and Monſieur 
Bolduc an Apothecary, have both. 
made Analytical Enquiries into its 
Texture, It will be worth the 
Reader's while to be inform'd of 
what the latter ſays of it in the 
Memoirs of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences for 1700. He takes it 
for granted, that all allow it to 
be a Divine Remedy in Diar- 
rhea's and Dyſenteries ; and that 
it is at the ſame time Emetic, Ca- 
thartic, and Aſtringent. He leaves 
to. Botaniſts the Deſcription of 
the Plant, of which it is the 
Root; and contents himſelf to ob- 
ſerve, that there are two ſorts of 
it, the one grey, the other brown, 
inclining to black on the outſide. 
The grey is leſs violent in its Ope- 
ration, tho the other is more cer- 
tain ; as he learn'd from his own 
Experience, as well as the Report 
of others, But the Gentleneſs A

ral Uſe. He adds, that of late we 


have another ſort brought over, 


which is white, and unlike the o- 
thers, and which is given to preg- 
nant Women and Infants, by. rea- 
ſon of its Mildneſs. He confines 
himſelf for that time to the Exami- 


nation only of the grey, referring 


the reſt to ſome other Opportunity, 
And this he does both by Diſtilla- 
tion with a Retort, and Extraction 
with ſuch different Diſſolvents as are 

roper and convenient. By Diſtil- 

tion he drew off a Phlegm, an 
acid Spirit, and a little Oil; and from 
the black Maſs that was left at the 
bottom of the Retort, he was able 
to get but a very little fix d Salt, by 
a violent Fire. It was not found 
worth while to take further notice 
of this Analyſis ; believing the other 
way by Extraction to afford more 
light into the Nature of this Root. 
The Extraction was begun with ve- 
ry well re&ify'd Spirit of Wine, by 
which was drawn off its Sulphur or 
reſinous Part, ten Drams from eight 
Ounces of the Root. The Remain- 
der thus depriv'd of its reſi nous 
Parts, and well dry'd, weigh'd ſix 
Ounces. From this he again drew 
with diſtill'd Rain-Water, two Oun- 
ces of an Extract as ſolid as the for- 

mer, which contain'd nothing be- 
ſides the ſaline Particles, accompa- 
ny'd with ſome rerreftrial ones, 
which were inſeparable from the 
others. This was but of a lax 
Conſiſtence, becauſe all the reſinous 
Parts were ſeparated by the prece- 
ding Operation, The Remainder, 
or Caput Mortuum, thus depriv'd 
both of its reſinous and ſaline Parts, 
weigh'd but four Ounces, Monſieur 
Bolduc believ'd this double Ex- 
traction to be uſeful, viz. One by 
the Spirit of Wine, the other by 
the Water: being perſuaded that the 
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Virtue of the Root did not reſide 
alone in the Reſin, but likewiſe in 
the ſaline Parts, on which the Spirit 
of Wine did not act, and whereof 
the Water is the only proper Diſſol- 
vent. It hence appears that the Root 
contains much more ſaline Parts than 
reſinous, independent on the terreſ- 
trial ones. Whence it is inferr'd, 
that without the help of the Spicit of 
Wine, both its ſaline and reſinous 
Parts might be drawn with Water 
alone; ſince the ſaline more abound 
in it than the reſinous Parts, the for- 
mer would attenuate, draw off, re- 
ſolve and attract the latter, inſo- 
much that they would become one 
y, i. e. make a Maſs compos'd of 
thee ſaline and reſinous Parts. This 
is conformable to Experience, ſinco 
it is the known Property of Salts to 
diſſolve the Sulphurs ; which is con- 
firm'd by Trials made on purpoſe, 
For with Rain-Water alone, and 
the / ſame quantity of Root, Mon- 
ſieur Bolduc drew three Ounces and 
a half of an Extract, as ſolid, and 
conſiſtent, and united in its Parts, 
as the former: and from the re- 
mainder; which, when well dry'd, 
weigh'd five Ounces, and whereof 
the Water could extract no more, 
he could draw with Spirit of Wine 
3 a Dram of ſomewhat like Re- 
in. | 
In another Diſſertation publiſh'd 
inthe ſame Year, Monſieur Bolduc 
gives his Obſeryations on the brown 
Ipecacuanha. By Diſtillation, he 
remarks, that it yielded leſs Oil 
than the grey; and that the laſt 
Portion of Spirit which comes away 
with its Oil upon the greateſt Vio- 
lence of Fire, altho conſiderably 
acid, appear'd to him to have more 
volatile Parts, than the ſame Porti- 
on of Spirit in the former. He ſays, 
that by trial with Salt of Tartar, the 
Particles of the brown eſcaped with 
the 
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the 2 briskneſs, and ſtruck the 
Senſe of wan more powerfully. 
Hence he concluded beforehand, 
that as the brows contains leſs oily 


Parts than the grey, ſo it contains 


fewer reſinous; and in the ſecond 


place, that this laſt Portion of Spi- 


rit ſeems to contain more volatile 
Parts ; which is the reaſon that it is 
more violent in its effects. This 
Obſervation may countenance the 
Opinion of ſuch as believe the pur- 
gative Virtues of Medicines to be. 
exalted by means of a certain yola- 
tile Salt; and that they are more or 
leſs violent, in proportion to the 
1 of . Salt contain'd in 
them. By Extraftion both oy Foe, 
rit of Wine and by Water, that of 
the brown weigh'd leſs than the 
grey. The Proportions are theſe, 
from eight Ounces of the grey, he had 
by Spirit of Wine ten Drams of a 
reſinous Extract; but from the 
ſame quantity of the brown, but 
ſix Drams. From the remainder 
thus freed of its reſinous Parts, by 
an aqueous Menſiruum he drew 
from the grey two Ounces, of a ſa- 


line,Extrat ; but from the brown 


only between five and ſix Drams. 
The remainder. of the grey, after it 
had been thus depriv'd of its reli- 
nous Parts by the Spirit of Wine, 
and of its ſaline ones by the Water, 
10 d four Ounces, but that of 
the brown weighed near ſix Ounces ; 
which ſhews that the active Princi- 
ples abound more in the grey than 
in the brown : which is farther con- 
firm'd by the following Way of 
Extraction. In the former he be- 
gan with the Spirit of -Wine, and 
then uſed Water; but here he ex- 
trated firſt with Water, and after- 
wards with Spirit of Wine; and 
obſery'd that eight Ounces of the 


-- brown yielded by a watry Men- 


| firuum one Ounce three Drams of 


an Extract very ſolid and compact: 
and the remainder well dried, yield · 
ed by means of Spirit. of Wine, 
but twenty four Grains of a reſi- 
nous Extract; whereas the like 
quantity of grey afforded, by an a- 
queous AMenſtruum, three Qunces 
and a half of Extract, and its re- 
mainder þy Spirit of Wine, thirty 
ſix Grains of a reſinous Extract. 
Whence Monſieur Bolduc thinks it 
ealy to conclude, that the brown 
contains leſs of principal Parts, and 
more of terreſtrial ones than the grey, 
It is however certain, that the brow? 
is more efficacious, which ſeems a 
ſort of Paradox : The reaſon of 
which is conjectur'd to be, that ac- 
tive Virtues are not to be eſteem'd 
according to the Meaſure or Weight 
of their Bodies, Thoſe of leſs Bulk 
haye often more Force and Energy : 
Vis maxima in minima Mole, is 4 
Maxim which holds good in many 
Inſtances, - It has been taken no- 
tice, that the Spirits drawn laſt from 
the brown were more picquant, and 
{truck the Senſes more briskly than 
thoſe of -the grey ; why then may 
they not have the ſame Activity in 
our Bodies, to irritate the interior 
Parts, and agitate the Humors 
more violently? The Extracts of the 
brown are indeed leſs in quantity, 
but their Virtues, may be more con- 
centrated, and by conſequence more 
active. | 

In the Memoirs for 1701, this 
fame Inquirer difcaurſes farther on 
the Hecacuanha, and ſays he has 
found means to deprive this Root 
of its emetic Quality. The Diffe- 
rence that is between this and other 
violent Purgers, he ſays, encouraged 
him in this Search. The other yio- 
lent Cathartics, as Scammony and 
Colocinth, however prepared and 


corrected, leave too often fatal

cuanha, tho it may appear very 
brisk in its Operation, leaves ge- 
nerally behind it but an Aſtriction 
of the Parts it had before open'd 
and fatigued. He made a 2 
Extract with Spirit of Wine, and 
then drew out the ſaline Parts with 
Rain-Water, and found by Expe- 
rience, that its Violence, as in moſt 
other Purgers, was . Owing to its 
Reſin. For the Effects of the Reſin 
were more violent than the Root 
itſelf, leaving little or no Aſtriction 
afterward ; but the ſaline Extract 
was Diuretic, purg'd gently with- 
out any or little Nauſeouſ neſs ; and 
in ſhort, had the ſpecific Quality 
of the Root, that is, to cure Dy. 
ſenteries. | 

Thus far we thought proper to 
follow our French Guide , whoſe 
Experiments give à good Inſight 
into the Contexture and Virtues of 
this Root. But the common Prac- 
tice here makes any Preparations of 
it little needed, it being moſt e- 
ſteem'd and preſcrib'd in Subſtance. 
Its Doſe is from ten Grains to tuo 
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Seruples ; ſome give a Dram, but it 
will not fail to work in a leſs quan- 
tity with proper Management.

453. BoRAxͤ, Horace, is the 
Santerna of . Pliny 5 and we have 
of it two kinds, Native and Fatti- 
tious. The Native is only the 
Chryſocolla or Tincal, calcined, diſ- 
ſolved, and eryſtaliaed. There are 
alſo two kinds of the Factitious, one 
made of Nitre and Urine, and the 
other with an addition of more 
_ which may be ſeen in Schro- 
der, but it is now lected. Its 
uſe in Medicine is but little. Taken 
alone in Pouder it provokes to vo- 
mit; but 'tis ſeldom us'd for that 
purpoſe, Mixed with any warm 
Aromatic, it has no ſuch Effect in 
the Stomach ; but 'is reckon'd of 
ſome efficacy in aſſiſting Delivery 
and is by our Midwives frequent] 
adminiſter'd with a Drop or-two 
Oil of Cinnamon, for that end. It is 
alſo ſometimes uſed in Gargariſms. 
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Of Cathartics.. 


Omewhat may be underſtood 
8 concerning the Operation of 
Cathartics, from what has been 
already ſaid about Emetics ; the Vel- 
lication or Irritation of the Fibres 
and Membranes being the ſame in 
both. But as the. Difference of the 
Parts, in which their Scenes of Acti- 
on are, makes a great deal of Dif- 
ference in the Conſequences of 
their Operation on many accounts z 


therefore it may be further neceſſary 


to know what a Stimulus will do, 
in the Inteſtines particularly. 

The Periſtaltic or Vermicular Mo- 
tion of the Guts, is ſuch as continu- 
ally propels forwards their Contents, 
from the Pylorus down to the Rec- 
tum. Now every Itritatton either 
quickens that Motion in its natural 
Order, or occaſions ſome litttle In- 
verſions of it. In both, what but 
ſlightly adhered to the Coats, or 
inner Membranes; will be oy 
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and ſhook off, and carried forward 
with their Contents ; and they will 
alſo be more agitated, and thus ren- 
der'd more fluid. By this only it is 
manifeſt,, how a Cathartic haſtens 
and increaſes the Diſcharges by 


Stool ; but the ſame manner of of any 


Operation alſo carries its Effects 
much further, in proportion to the 
Force of the Stimulus, For where 
it is great, all the Appendices of the 
Bowels, and even all the Viſcera 
in the Abdomen, will by a Conſent 
of Parts, that is, a Communication 
of Nerves, be pulled or twitched, 


ſurprizing ſoever in its Operation, 
can act but mechanically, accordin 
to thoſe Laws of Motion, which 
other Bodies are ſubject to: and 
therefgre when the Diſcharges by 
Stool diſcover an over-proportion 
icular Humors'; the 
Purge, to whole Efficacy it is a- 
ſcrib'd, is not to be ſuppos'd to 
have done it by any ſuch Election; 
but that there was either a Redun- 
dance of ſuch a Humor, whole 
Diſcharge any common Irritation 
would occaſion ; or that there was 
ſome peculiar Aptitude from the Fi-

him ſolyable by his Theory of At-

Upon another account alſo, be- 


ſides that of a Stimulus, à Cathar- 
ric anſwers its Intention; and that 
is by fuſing the Humors, or ren- 
dring them more fluid than they 
were before; whereby they are bet- 
ter fitted to paſs off by their proper 
Emunctories.

Of this kind are all thoſe Cathar- 
tics which are ſaid to purge the 
Joints, and are preſcrib'd in Wen- 
matiſms and Artbritic Pains, as 
the Radix Turpethi, and all the 
Aloetics, It may not be amiſs 
here to obſerve; that the reaſon 
why Cathartics of this ſort are ſo 
eaſily chang'd into the moſt effica- 
cious Alteratives, is becauſe an Al- 
terative is a Cathartic in this Senſe; 
in a lower Degree, or of a more re- 
miſs Operation. Whatſoever brings 
ſuch Particles to a ſecretory Office, 
which are fitted for its Paſſage oftner 
than uſual, either by accelerating 
the Blood's Motion, or breaking it 
into more Particles of that particts 
lar Size and Iticlination, will increaſe 


"that Secretion. According therefors 


to the Difference of the Patts; where 
ſuch Secretions are enlarg'd, as the 
Glands of the Dteflines, Kidneys; 
or Skin, are the Medicines, whicit 
are inſtrumental therein, term'd ei- 
ther Cathartics, Diuretics; or Dias 
phoretics. | 
Further, another way of promo: 
ting the — by Stodl fron 
Fuſion, or rendring the Humors 
more fluid, is to mix ſuch Particles 
with them, as prevent their running 
into viſcid Coheſions, and by de- 
cees divide and break them when 
in Contact; whereby they are ren- 
der'd fitter to run off by the moſt 
convenient Outlets, This is done 
by Subſtances which have Parts ri- 
gid, groſs, and full of Aſperities's 
and theſe are many kinds of Salts; 
and tartarous Medicines. For by 
Experiment, the moſt eaſy to be 
tried; thoſe Bodies mix'd witli 
any thing teniciouis and adhe- 


five, will deſtroy fuch Pro rties; 
wes 87 pegs 
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Thus, let any pne mix a few Grains 
of Salt of Tartar with the Ex- 


tractum Rudi, which of it ſelf is 
fo tenacious as to draw out into 


any figure; and it will immediately 
_ into almoſt a dry Pouder, and 
crumble ſo as not to be capable of 
being made into Pills. To the 
ntity of this Salt alſo in the Mat- 
thew's Pill, as it is commonly cal- 
led, is owing, that that Maſs is ſo 
difficultly os, up into Pills, Like- 
wiſe all tenacious and mucilaginous 
Bodies of much thinner Conſiſtence, 
will by the like means be render'd 
much lefs adheſive, and more diſ- 


s'd to Huidity. Cathartics of this 
ort are generally too groſs to paſs 
thro the Lacteal-; and therefore 
their Influence extends no farther 
than the Prime Vie, that is, the Sto- 
mach and Bowels, After this man- 
ner Cream of Tartar, with its Cry/- 
tals, which differ not much, Manna, 
and all the milder Purgers operate; 
that is, by ſeparating and keepin 
from Contact and Coheſion, the ſe- 
veral Contents of thoſe Parts, which 
renders them ſo fluid, as to run off 
the ſooner, and in larger quantities 
o Stool, than otherwiſe they would

Folia, Leaves of, 
454. SEN, Sena, The beſt 


comes from Alexandria, is the 


'*-  ſharpeſt-leaved of any of the ſorts, 
and ſmells brisk if it be not old. 


The Brightneſs of its Colour, and 
Quickneſs of its Flavor, are the In- 
dications of its Goodneſs ; for when 
it has loſt its Scent, and grows 
dusky, it is good for little, It is 
one of the moſt common Purgers 
in the Shops, and in extemporaneous 
Preſcription. Altho it is here p'aced 
amongſt the milder ſort, yet in 
ſome Circumſtances, and 1 
in an increaſed Doſe, it will work 
ſmartly enough. Its Doſe in Pou- 
der is from half a Scruple to half a 
Dram, but it is ſeldom given in 
that manner by it ſelf; altho it is in 
ſeveral of the College Compoſitions 
of Species, and one has its Name 
from it of Pulvis Sen e compoſitus : 
of which there are the leſſer and 
greater, but in both, the Propor- 
tions of Sena are near the Doſe here 
aſlign'd ; as alſo in the Pulvis Dia- 


ſelna, allowing for the addition of 
Diagrydium- In common Preſcrip- 


tion it is generally order'd in Infu- 
ſion, from one Dram to half an 
Ounce. Its common Correctors are 
Liqueriſe, ſome of the Carminative 
Seeds, or Salt of Tartar : the lat- 
ter gives a much higher Color to 
the Infuſion, and ſeems a very 
agreeable Ingredient as a Corrector; 
for all lixivious Salts both divide 
the ſulphurous Parts of a Cathar- 
tic, whence they are not ſo apt to 
adhere to the Coats of the Bowels, 
which often makes their Vellications 
too ſenſible; and they alſo aſſiſt in 
attenuating thoſe Viſcidities, which 
a Cathartic is intended to car 
off, and therefore make them paſs 
away more eaſily, This Drug is 
apt at firſt taking to nauſeate the - 
Stomach ; and therefore in its Infu- 
ſton, or to the ſtrain'd Liquor, if 
a little Cinnamon, or a Dram or 
two of its diſtill'd Water be added, 
it paſſes thro with leſs Sickneſs, and 
will afterwards operate as well, 
This is exactly conformable to 
the Sentiments of Ludovicus, who 
ſays, the purgative Quality of this 
Herb reſides in its mucilaginous or 
gummy 


— 
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my Juice, which, the more it 
is divided, makes it gripe leſs in its 
Operation; and therefore he orders 
its Infuſion in Water or ſmall Wine 
with half a Dram of Salt of Tartar 
to a Doſe, and ſome Cinnamon or 
Ginger. But the Doſe he deter- 
mines by the quantity of the Men- 
firuum, upon a Conjecture that it 
cannot be ſated beyond a certain 
Degree; ſo that if the 2 ot 
Sena exceeds the Proportion which 
will do that, it makes it never the 
ſtronger, the AM enſtruum being ca- 
ble of receiving no more. Ru- 
— imagin'd a Sudoriſc Qua- 
lity to be in it, and accordingly or- 
der'd it in ſome Compoſitions of 
that Intention, This is ſo antient 
in Medicine, that Schroder fays, 
Serapion firſt deſcribed it. There 
are ſcarce any Forms of Cathar- 
tics, in which this is not an Ingre- 
dient ; and it is generally the prin- 
cipal, in purgative Diet-Drinks and 
medicated Ales. g 
4545. FUN GUS AGARAICI, A- 
garic. This is a Fungus or Muſh- 
room, growing on the Larch-Tree, 
that produces the Venice-Turpentine. 
That is accounted beſt which is 
light, ſpongy, and white ; tho the 
beſt rather makes People ſick, than 
purges them, for it is extremely 
nauſeous to the Stomach, and with- 
out the help of other Purgers, is 
not ſtrong enough to work of it 
ſelf. There are many Correftors 
mention'd by ſome Authors for 
this Cathartic, generally of the 
Aromatic kind, as it has been in 
great eſteem heretofore ; but much 
the beſt way is quite to expunge it 
the Shops, which the preſent Prac- 
tice has almoſt done. A purging 
Pill in the College-Diſpenſatory has 
indeed its Name from it, but it is 
Fan at all in uſe, or to be met 
ith in Preſcription, 
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Flores, Flowers of, 


446. Ros ARKUM DAMASCE> 
NARUM, Damas% Roſes. They blow 
in May and June, and are much 
us'd both in the Shops and amongſt- 
the common People, who are well 
enough acquainted with them as 4 
Purge. They work gently fo as to 
be ſafe to Infants in a proper Doſe, 
but it may be increas'd ſo as to 
make it very ruffling and ſtrong. 
From half a Dram to two Dram: 
of the Leaves well dry'd, is the 
uſual quantity in Infuſion ; and 
of the Syrup made of them jn the 
Shops, from two Drams ts 
Ounces, In making this laſt, the 
Infuſion of them when dry is 
much better than the expreſſed 
Juice ; for in the remainder, . tho 
preſs'd ever ſo hard, there is a 
great deal of the purgative quality, 
which Infuſion would draw out, 
left behind, The diſtill'd Water 
therefore which is made from them, 
and is a good Cordial, as was be- 
fore taken notice, Sef, 1, Claſs 1. 
ſhould be made by the hot Still; 


and the ſtrain'd Liquor of what re- 


mains will have all the purgative 
Quality, which may be conveniently 
made into a Syrup, 

457. VIOL ARA Uu, Violets, 
Theſe blow early in the Spring, and 
are in every one's acquaintance, for 
their Uſe in Medicine. The Syrup 
made of them is the only Prepa- 
ration in the Shops, but it is not 
by much ſo often preſcribed as for- 
merly ; altho amongſt the Nurſes, 
it ſtill remains in its wonted eſteem, 
for a ſafe and gentle Purger of 
young Children, Its Doſe is from 
a quarter of an Ounce to one Ounce, 
It's never given to grown Perſons, 
becauſe no Doſe is ſufficient to make 
it a proper Purge to them. Some 
have got the Art of levigating the

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Chelis compoſitus, with the expreſſed 
Liquor which is made for the Sy- 
rup ; for that changes them green, 
very much reſembling the Bezoar 
color, ſo as to ſave a great deal 
out, if not all, of that coſtly Ingre- 
Gent. 


Fructus, Fruits: 


458. CAS IX FISTULARILS, 
Caſſia, or the Pudding- Pipe Tree. 
Th's is a kind of Pod or Cane, 
which grows upon a large Tree in 
ſome Parts of Braſil, not greatly 
unlike our Walnut. The Part uſed 
in Medicine, is the Pulp which grows 
within fide, and is black, and ex- 
tremely ſweet, which makes ſome 
eall it Vd Honey. That is beſt 
which is bright, black and heavy, 
and does not rattle when ſhaked ; 
becauſe when the Pulp decays with 
too much drying, the Seeds which 
lie in certain interſtices, have room 
enough to ſtrike againſt the ſide, 
and ſo be heard upon ſhaking. 
This Pulp is a gentle Parger, not 
much ſtronger than Syrup of Vo- 
lets; and therefore is more uſed to 
procure a convenient Laxneſs in 
ſome coſtive Habits, than as a Purge 
to diſcharge any Overload of Hu- 
mors. This Pulp or Extract is 
kept in the Shops by it ſelf, chiefly 
for Glyſters ; but it is ſeldom boil'd 
up high enough to make it keep 
long without Fermentation and 
Souring. Frmuller had an odd 
Notion of its purgative Property 
conſiſting in ſome fermentative 
Quality, which made him forbid it 
to hypocondriacal Perſons, and 
Women big with Child; as alſo 
at the beginning of a Fever, leſt 
it ſhould add to the febrile Fer- 
ment: But ſuch ways of Reaſon- 
ing have now loſt their Credit too 


much to be regarded. Its principal 
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teſtaceous Pouders for the Pulvis ? 


uſe is in the Lenitive Eleftuary of ' 
the College, in which it. is a chief 
Ingredient. 

459. MYR OBALANI, Myroba- 
lang. Theſe are a kind of dry 
foreign Plumbs. They were not 
known to the Greek Phyſicians, but 
are much in the Arabian Phar- 
macy. Sennertus often uſed them, 
and frequently in Diarrhea's and 
2 or ſome Aſtringency 
whigh attended their 9 Qua- 
lity. They are in ſome officinal 
Compoſitions, but not regarded in 
common Preſcription, The medi- 
cinal Catalogues take notice of ſeve- 
ral kinds of theſe; and even the 
new one of our College does ſo; 
but the beſt of them are not worth 
any regard, and rather clog than 
aſliſt in any Compoſition. 

460.. PRUN A, Prunes. The 
medicinal Uſe of theſe, almoſt eve 
one is acquainted with, They are 
gently laxative and cooling, and are 
an Ingredient in the Lenitive Elec- 
tuary. 

461, TAMARINDI, Tamarinds. 
This is the Fruit of an Indian Tree 
of the Palm kind, and not greatly 
unlike the Engliſh Aſh in manner of 
Growth, It is called Siliqua Ara- 
bica by C. Bauhine, and Intay ſive 
Tamarindus by piſo. The Fruit is 
by ſome Writers call'd Indian Dates, 
and by others Indian Acacia, They 
come to us now from both the In- 
dies, and are either blackiſh or red. 
The former are uſually prefer'd, 
The Sailors are apt to enlarge 
their Bulk with too much Sugar, Br 
a little does not hurt them. They 
are acid, pleaſant, and cooling ; and 
gently 1 the Bowels. For this 


reaſon they are in the Lenitive Flec- 
tuary, and alſo preſcribed in burn- 
ing Fevers; to moiſten and cool the 
Mouth, by ſucking and gradually, 
ſwallowing them. ER

462. ALoEs, 1d. It is the in- 
foillated Juice of a Ferulacious Plant. 
The extreme Bitterneſs of this Drug 
has occaſion'd ſome Writers to call 
it Fel Nature. There are three 
principal kinds of this taken notice 
of. The Vulgaris of C. Bau- 
hine, which is the Semper vivum ma- 
rinum of Gerard and Parkinſon : 
The — Guineenſis Caballina vul- 
gari ſimilit, ſed tota maculata, of 
Commeline ; and the ——Succotrina 
anguſtifolia ſpinoſa, flore purpureo, 
of Breynius. The ſecond kind is 
called Hepatic, from its Liver colour, 
and Cabkalline, from its Stren 
and cuſtomary Uſage :or Horſes ; 
and the third ſort hath its Name 
from the Place it chiefly comes 
from, Many are of opinion, that 
they all differ only in degree of 
Fineneſs and Purity; but the ob- 
ſtinate Smell of the Caballine ſort, 
which cannot by any Ablutions be 
deſtroyed, makes Commeline, Dale, 
and ſome others, think them ſpeci- 


fically different. The Hepatic comes 


from Barbadoes in great Shells like 
Gourds, from which Place it like- 
wiſe ſometimes takes its Name; 
and the Suctotrine is brought in Skins, 
being of a ſhining, golden Hue, 
and no ill Smell : and this ſort is 
always intended for inward Uſe, be- 
ing mild and ſafe ; the other is fo 
nauſeous and offenſive to the Sto. 
mach, that it is uſed for little elſe 
but Cattel, and is a mighty Purge 
for Horſes in Ezgland, Ludovicus, 
Etmuller, and many others, will have 
this compos'd of two ſorts of Sub- 
ſtances ; the one reſinons, which is 
ſooneſt diſſoly'd and taken up by a 
ſpirituous Menſtruum; and the o- 
ther mucilaginous or gummy, which 
ſaoneſt joins with Water, and Men- 
ſtruums of that kind. Hence the 
Diſſolvent in this caſe is to be more 
gr leſs ſpirituous, as the Intention 
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is for brisker or milder Purgation. 
In the reſinous Parts likewiſe, which 
mix with a ſpirituous Liquor, is ſup- 
pos'd to conſiſt the Quality which 
makes it ſo good a Vulnerary, Its 
Bitterneſs renders it ſo nauſeous, 
that it is not much uſed in liquid 
forms, but generally made into Pille, 
where half a Dram is a mean Doſe, 
Salt of Tartar is its beſt Correfor ; 
and Etmuller inſinuates, that fo 
much may be mix'd with it, as will 
quite deſtroy its purgative Quality, 
There are hardly any of the officinal 
purging Pills without this in their 
Compoſition. There is certainly a 
Dexterity in bringing this to be lit- 
tle more than an Alterative ; and 
Tinttura Sacra, which is an Infuſion 
of the Species Hiers, of which this 
is the chief Ingredient, as it is or- 
der'd uſually in the Shops, with 
many will not operate until a long 
time aſter taking: and I have known 
Inſtances, where it has been ſo ma- 
nag'd, as not to work ſenſibly till 
after a third or fourth Doſe. It ap- 
_ that many antient Phyſicians 

d a Skill to uſe it thus; and in 
caſes where the Veſlels are ſtuffed,” 
and as it were almoſt glued up with 
Viſcidities, if this be ſo order'd as 
not to go off by the firſt Diſcharges, 
but gradually to mix with the Blood, 
it cannot but very powerfully break 
and deterge the Humors in the 
ſmalleſt Veſſels, fo as to fit them 
for ſome Evacuation. And this is 
the reaſon, that frequently after re- 
peated Dbſes, when it once begins 
to operate, it continues to do fa 
long together ; for having in its 
many Circulations at laſt fo much 
fuſed the Juices, they flow thro the 
inteſtinal Glands in great quantities; - 
and run off by Stool, But in theſe 
caſes great caution mult be had, 
that the Evacuation, when it once 
begins, does not. continue long 
Q 3 enough 
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enough to make a waſte of the ne- 
ceſſary Fluids; which the Strength 
of the Patient is the ſureſt Rule to 


know by, It is a good Cathartic, 
in watry, cold, corpulent Conſtitu- . 


tions, as it heats and attenuates very 
much ; but it is bad for thin and 
heRical Perſons. It is accounted 
very efficacious in promoting the 
menſtrual Diſcharges, and is very 
proper. to be interpos'd in Steel 
Courſes, It is allo good to de- 
ſtroy Worms, and ſcour away thoſe 
ropy viſcid Humors, apt to breed 
them in the Bowels of Children, 
The Hepatic Aloes is ſo penetra- 
ting in its Scent, as to purge, and 
kill Worms, apply'd only to the 
Belly in a Plaiſter. It is of great 


account amongſt Surgeons, in the 


Tiniture of Myrrh, for external 
Intentions. In ſhort, there is not 
any one Drug of more univerſal 
Ule in Medicine than this, or of 
greater Efficacy for many impor- 
tant Ends. 

- 464. Manna, This is a Drug 
in great uſe now, but does not ap- 
pear to have been very long ſo, by 

tlie filence of antient Authors about 
it. It is thought by ſome to be a 
kind of Honey-Dew, that falls in 
the Night, gathers ppon certain 
Trees, and hardens with the Sun ; 
but this Opinion does not obtain, 
becauſe ſuch Dew melts in the Sun, 
whereas Manna whitens and har- 
dens in it: for ſuch Dew is found 
only on the Tops and Extremities 
of the Leaves, whereas Manna 
is obſerved to. lodge neareſt the 
Trunks of the Branches; and be- 
cauſe the Horey-Dews fall only up- 
on Trees open to the Air, whereas 
Manna abounds' on thofe Trees 
that are under Cover, as hath been 
experienced by Dr. Cornelius, who 
bath gathered Manna from Branches 
covered on purpaſe with Cloths ; 


and Lobelius, with ſome others, 
affirm Manna to have been colle&s« 
ed from Branches of the Aſh, which 
had been thrown the Day be- 
fore into a Cellar, none being then 
viſible upon them. Beſides which 
Conſiderations, this comes only 
from a particular Tree in Calabria, 
and ſome few other Parts of Italy, 
which is the true Fraxinus : but 
why it is not produced from it in 
other Countries, is accounted for 
from the difference of Soil, Cli- 
mate, exc, which occaſions as 
great Changes in other Plants, 
Dr, Tancred Robinſon, in his Tra- 
vels about Naples, obſerved cer- 
tain Animals to feed upon this Aſh, 
and conjectured the Manna to flow 
out at thoſe little Holes theſe Crea- 
tures made to draw out their Nou- 
riſument. It iſſues out moſt about 
Midſummer, and before the Au- 
tumnal Rains fall, and then ceaſes 
to flow till the following Year, 


It is as ſweet as Sugar, and, like 


it, diſſolves in any warm Liquor, 
It is given to Children, from zo 
Drams to an Ounce, and to grown 
Perſons from one Ounce to two, or 
upwards, - It is reckon'd only to 
deterge the Prime Via, and carry its 
Ir fluences no farther than the Sta- 
mach and Rowels. It is therefore 
not to be depended on in any caſes 
of Obſtinacy, That is now account- 
ed beſt which comes from Calabria 
in \ italy, and is in white large 
Flakes; tho formerly the Syrian 
Manna was in greateſt eſteem, 
which granulated like Maſtich. 
Some have imagin'd ſtrange Proper- 
ties in a Spirit to be made from it, 
from its wonderful Volatility and 
Penetration, which it receives from 
the ſubtile Salts of the Air, as 
May-Dew ; and pretend great 
things from it, in — the

464. HERMODACTYLI, Her- 
modactyls. Caſp. Bauhine calls this 
Colchicum radice ſiccata alba, which 
is the on ; but N 
diſpute whether it be of this kind, 
or not, ſome taking it to be a Spe- 
cies of the Dens Caninus, others of 
the Iris tuberoſa, amongſt whom 
is Mathiolus, and others of the Cy- 
clamen : However, this ſtands fo 
much in the eſteem of ſome Wri- 
ters, as to be dignify'd with the 
name of Anima Articulorum, the 
Soul of the Joints; becauſe they 
beliey'd it to be very efficacious 
in ſcouring the mucilaginous Glands, 
and preſerving them from the Lodg- 
ment of ſuch gritty Matter, as oc- 
caſions the Gout and Arthritic 
Complaints, This is of that kind 
of Cathartics, which exert not 
themſelves but in the ſmalleſt Paſ- 
ſages, and therefore are flow in 
Operation, altho of great conſe- 
quence in their Effects. The Auguſ- 
tan Diſpenſatory has a compound Pill 
with its Name from it; and it is a 
principal Ingredient in the Pulvis 
Arthriticus Turneri, as likewiſe in 
ſome Recipes of the Extractum Rudii, 
and other officinal Compoſitions of 
the like Intentions, 

465. MECHOACANN &, White- 
Jalap, This is brought chiefly from 
a Province in New Spain, call'd Me- 
choacan, whence it has its name. 
Some indeed call it Indian Rhubarb, 
but improperly, 
have it a Species of Exotic Bryony 
and C. Bauhine calls it Bryonia Me- 
choacaona alba; Ray, Convoluulus 
Americanus, It is deſeribed under 
the Title of Jetucu by Piſo, and it 
is by moſt ſuppoſed the Tacuache

' 466, RHABARBARI, Rhubart, *

niſts, Laparhum Chinenſe longiſo- 
liam, which is of a fine Nutmeg 
Grain; and another from Muſco- 
vy, that is heavier, and of a more 
dusky Colour; tho Garcias and 
Lofts believe it all to grow na- 
turally in China only; and that - 
what is met with in Muwuſcovy, is 
brought thither by the way of 
Tartary to Aleppo, and thence fur- 
ther, It is certain this Root was 
not known to Dioſcorides or Ga- 
len; fo that ſome injudiciouſly con- 
found it with their Rhapontic, tho 
they differ in moſt of their manifeſt 
Properties: and the preſent offici- 
nal Rhubarb is accurately deſcribed 
by Abr. Muntingius; which ſhews 
the Miſtake of Amanhus, who de- 
nies it ever to have been ſo, That 
which is accounted the fineſt of *

It greatly ſtrengthens the Stomach 
an Bowels, and is an excellent Me- 
dicine againſt Choler, and other 
diſtem} er'd Contents of the inteſti- 
nal and meſenteriac Glands, Ir is 
accounted by ſome to be ſo great a 
Purger of the Liver, as to have de- 
ſerv'd the name of Cor Hepatis, or 
Heart of the Liver, The Kidneys do 
not lie roo remote for its Influ- 
ences, for it frequently paſſes ſo 
much that way, as to diſcover it ſelf 
in the Color of the I/rize. It there- 
tore is very good in Obſtructions 
of the Reins and Ureters. But in 
the Jaundice it almoſt paſſes for in- 
fallible. Paracelſus pretended to a 
Tincture from it, which had not its 
purgative Quality, but only ope- 
rated by Urine, and purg'd away 
Gravel and ſabulous Concretions. 
It is good againſt Worms in Chil- 
dren, and is the beſt Purge that can 
be given them, to clear away thoſe 
Trudities in the Bowels, which are 
apt to breed Worms: it alſo gives 
a Firmneſs to the Fibres, which 
from the Slipperineſs of Childrens 
Diet are generally too Jax; ſo 
that its Repetition to them can 
hard!'y be too frequent, This is 
of great uſe in extemporaneous 
'Preſcription, and is alſo in many 
officinal Compoſitions ; particu- 
Jarly in Syrups and Tinctures: altho 
none of them are ſo good as the 
Root pouder'd and given in ſub- 
ſtance. 

477. Tux ETH, Turbith, It 
is not agreed, of what this is proper] 
the Root: Some will have it of the 
Thlaſpia, which Schroder is poſitive 

in; and Claſius, of the Scammony. 


We find it however deſeribed by

and by Ray and Herman, Convel-. 
vulus Indicus, alatus, maximus, fo- 
lis Ibiſco nonnihil ſimilibus, angu- 
lops, It is much of the nature 
of Hermodactyls and Mechoacan, 
but more efficacious. It yields 
good itore of reſinous Particles to 
a ſpirituous Aſenſtruum, which af. 
fect not much the larger Paſſages , 
but is very active and brisk in the 
ſmaller Veſſels and glandulous Con- 
tortions, which it wonderfully clears 
of all viſcid Adheſions. The An- 
tients had a Notion, that where 
Agaric fail'd, Turbith took effect; 
and when that was not ſufficient, 


Cologuintida was the furtheſt they 


could proceed with ſuch kind of In- 
ſtruments. This is not much in 
extemporaneous Preſcription, but 
in pretty many of the afhcinal Com- 
politions, the Extrattum Rudi par- 
ticularly. Horſtius relates ſome. 
what almoſt incredible in his Ob- 
ſervations, of bringing away from 
a Country Perſon ſomewhat like 
Toads, with the Species Diaturbith 
cum Rhabarearo, in which this is a 
principal Ingredient, The Com- 
polition is in Schroder, and ſome 
other German Diſpenſatory-W riters, 


but is not in our Shops or Practice. 


This Simple is hardly ever given 
alone, or to any but grown Per- 
ſons: its Doſe is from half a 
Dram. to a Dram, in Pouder; 
and from one Dram to half an 
Ounce, in Infufton. Some com- 


mend it in obſtinate ſcorbutic Caſes, 
and even in the moſt aggravated 


Symptoms of the Venereal Dif- 
but common Practice 
does not much own it in thoſe In- 


tentions.

Folia, Herbs or Leaves of, 
468. CHAMADAPHNES, 
Spurge Laurel, is the Laureola of 
Gerard andParkinſon., diſtinguiſhed 
by C. Baubine, Semper virens flore 
viridi; and by J. Bauhine, —— 
e luteolo. It grows in Woods 
and Hedges, and flowers in Fen- 
ary. It is very hot, and vehemently 
es bilious and watry Humors. 
Another Species of the Laureola 
is call'd Chamalæa, or Mezereon, 
the Spurge Olive, and accounted 
of the Female kind, as the pre- 
eeding is the Male. This is culti- 
vated in Gardens, and hath the 
ſame Virtues as the former, The 
Thymelea, Spurge Flax, is alſo of 
the ſame Claſs, and to be met with 
in the Phyſic Gardens. The Berries 
of this laſt have the ſame Virtues, 
and are the Grana Cnidia of the 
Shops, according to the Opinton of 
the moſt skilful Botaniſts amongſt 
the Antients ; but Cords and Schro- 
der will have the officinal Grana 
Cnidia to be the Berries of the Me- 
Zereon : but none of theſe are now 
much uſed in Medicine: 
469. LINI CATHAR TICT, 
Purging Flax, titled Sylveſtre, 


by ſome ; and Pratenſe floſcu- 


lis exiguit, by C. Beuhine ; by Clu- 
ſius, Chamelinum flore albo; and 
by J. Bauhine, Alſine Verna glabra 
foſculis albis, ſeu potius Linum mini- 
mum. This is own'd in Medicine 
only by the common People, It 
is a rough harſh Purge, and pow- 
erfully deterges and evacuates viſcid 
and watry Humors, from the moſt 
remote Lodgments. This makes 
them fond of it in Rheumatiſms, but 
it is only fit for very robuſt ſtrong 
Conftityzions, It is uſually infus'd 


or boil'd in Ale or Wine ; what 
they call a ſmall Handful, in a ſut- 
ficient quantity of Liquor, being 
the uſual Doſe. 


Semina, Seeds of, 

470, CATAPHUT IA. There 
are two ſorts of this; the Catapu- 
tia major, which is the Ricinus Ame- 
ricanus of Piſo, and by ſome called 
Palma Chriſti ; and the Minor, 
or Lachyris, which is a Species of 
Tithymal, or Spurge : but both theſe 
agree in a violent tive Qua- 
lity, ſo that they are ſeldom ven- 
tured on but by Empirics, The 
laſt of theſe is by ſome, tho falſely 
ſays C. Bauhine, called Granadilla. 
Theſe are violent Purgers, both by 
Vomit and Stool ; and therefore 
hardly ever met with in Practice, 
anle( amongſt Empirics and Per- 
ſons of no Credit. 


Fruftus, Fruits of, 


471. COLOCYNTHIDIS, BE 
ter Apple, diſtinguiſhed Frutin ro- 
tundo minor, by C. Bauhine, This 
has been a Drug of mighty account 
in Medicine for many Ages. Its 
rom, ang and Violence of Opera- 
tion has always tortured the ſeveral 
Hands it has paſs'd through, to de- 
termine iv what part of its Com- 
poſition this Quality reſided, that 
they might the better know how 
to correct and mitigate it. By ſome 
it ſeems to reſide in certain reſi- 
nous Particles, which ſooneſt join 
with a ſpirituous Menſtruum, and 
therefore make ſuch Infuſion too 
violent; for which reaſon they direct 
more aqueous Diſſolvents, and ſuch 
as are capable of uniting with Salt 
of Tartar, which wo * 
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the Reſins, and make their Effica- 
cies upon the Fibres more moderate, 
Schroder and Ludovitus ſpeak much 
of this Management, and commend 
the Extract made by , Evaporation of 
the Liquor with Salt of Tartar for 
its Corrector. They direct it from 
three to eight Grains. Others con- 
jecture its Cathartic Property to be 
more in its ſlimy and mucilaginous 
Parts, which are beſt drawn out and 
difloly'd by plain Water; but moſt 
aſſign it to a penetrating volatile 
Salt, And this latter ſeems to have 
been the Opinion of the Antients, 
particularly of che Arabians; for 
which reaſon, in the Trochiſci Al. 


handalz (for Handala, or Alhan- 


dala, was the name by which this 
Drug was known to them) it ſtands 
corrected with gummy and mucila- 
ginous Bodies; as they are moſt 
proper to blunt the violence of 
thoſe Spicula, and prevent their too 
great Irritation of the Membranes. 
Van Hel mont ſpeaks of this as a thing 
which might eaſily be diveſted of its 
purgative Quality, and reduced into 
an extraordinary Alterative in ſome 
chronic Caſes : but this is a Secret 
not yet found out. 

In the Memoirs of the French A- 
cademy for 1701, the above-men- 
tion'd Monſieur Bolduc has given his 
Obſervations and Experiments on 
this Drug, which are worth our no- 
tice. He tells us, that it is the Fruit 
of a Plant of the nature of a 1114 
Gourd, and is very purgative; inſo- 
much that its operation is ſometimes 
attended with Excoriations of the 
Membranes and Blood. Whence 
many have conjectur'd, that Colo- 


zintida by its volatile Salts would 


render the Blood more Auid : but 
our Author did not find this true by 
his own Experience; for he put a 


ood * of it in Pouder to new - 
fg — Blood, which did not prevent 


it from running into its uſual Coa- 
gulations, The little Succeſs of the 
Means hitherto attempted to cor- 
rect this Remedy, has not hinder'd 
Monſieur Bolduc from trying others, 
He fermented four Ounces of its 
Pulp with ſix Pounds of good Muſt 
of Wine, for ten or twelve Days 
together; then he diſtill'd this Mix- 
ture in Balneo Vaporis, by d 8. 
The firſt e of 455 — 


wa very clear, moderately ſpiri- 


tuous, and exceſſively bitter. The 
other Portions gradually decreas'd 
in their Qualities; and when the 
Liquor came altogether inſipid, he 
put an end to the Diſtillation, and 
evaporated the Remainder into an 
Extra&, which was of a ſufficiently 
ſolid Conſiſtence, and weighed t 
Ounces and a half. 1 
With theſe, Experiments were 
made upon the Sick with all neceſſa- 
ry Precaution, An Ounce of what 
came away firſt in the Diſtillation, 
caus'd great Nauſea's and - ſevere 
Cholics, without Effect; which were 
obliged to be appeas'd by other 
Remedies ; tho two Ounces of the 


me upon another Trial, had its 


effect, but with Gripings, Of the 
Extract made after Diſtillation, he 
gave ten Grains, which operated 
without Violence or Irritation ; 
which he attributed to the eſſential 
Salts of the Wine, whoſe Acids had 
ſuppreſs'd, and as it were fix'd the 

volatile Salt of the Coloquintida. 
Next, - inſtead of Muſt, Monſieur 
Bolduc made uſe of Water, and put 
in digeſtion for fifteen days, ſixteen 
Ounces of the Pulp,with two Quarts 
of boiling Water; after which he 
diſtilbd the whole. The Liquors 
which came away, had —_ 
them penetrating or volatile, had 
no taſte, and if taken inwardly, had 
no effect: But the Extract made of 
what remain'd atter Diſtillation, he 
found

found to be very efficacious. It was 
a gentle Purger, and of ſufficient 
force, given in but little quantity, 
Perhaps, ſays he, as the Subſtance 
of the uintida is extremely 
ſpongy, its mucilaginous Parts, 
which are in t number, are the 
moſt offenſive ; and a long Digeſ- 
tion in a large quantity of Water 
may ſo attenuate, ſubtilize, and 
diflolve them, that an Extract made 
in this manner may be a you Pre- 

ration: and he believes the follow- 
ing Experiments confirm this Opi- 
nion. He drew from the Coloquin- 
tida all the Tinctures poſſible with 
Water, and by Filtration ſeparated 
the clear from the mucilaginous : 
of each of theſe he made a ſolid 
Extract, of which the former was a 
more efficacious, tho a more gentle 
Purger, than the latter. The laſt 
Trial he made, was with Spirit of 
Wine, From eight Ounces was ob- 
tain'd but half an Ounce of a reſi- 
nous Extract, whereas he had from 
the ſame weight, by the means of 
Water, near three Ounces of a ſa- 
line one, reckoning both its clear 
and mucilaginous Parts, Whence 
he concludes, that the Colocinth con- 
tains much more Salt than Oil or 
Sulphur ; and that it is probable the 
Salts, particularly the more groſs, 
_ enveloped in the mucilaginous Parts, 
are the occaſion of its violent Ope- 
ration, 

I ſhall leave the Reader to make 
the beſt Application of this Account 
to his own Practice he can, and on- 
ly obſerve, that the common way of 
making the Euftachian Extract, that 
is, Extractum Rudii, contradicts Mon- 
ſieur Bolduc's firſt Experiment, of the 
Spirits coming over exceſſively bit- 
ter and purgative: for the Liquor in 
which the Ingredients of this Com- 
poſition, the chief being Colocinth, 
are inſus d, when it is drawn off by 
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Diſtillation (which moſt do only for 
— Husbandry, as it may ſerve 

r the ſame uſe again) has neither 
Color, Taſte, or purgative Quality, 
any more than common Spirit of 
Wine. So that Monſieur Boldus 
ſeems to have made a Miſtake in 


the Experiment, by letting ſome 
ſmall quantity of the Infuſion inad- 
vertently paſs over into the Recei- 


ver, which in the leaſt quantity would 
give an extreme Bitterneſs to the 
whole that came over by Vapor, 

This Drug is yet much in the offi- 
einal Compoſitions, but hardly ever 
met with in extemporaneous Pre- 
ſcription; its nauſeous Taſte not ma- 
king it tolerable in any forms but 
Pills, where it can be cover'd. It 
is ſo ſmart a Purger, as not to be 
fate but to athletic Conſtitutions, 
and ſuch full Habits, where the Fi- 
bres are ſufficiently guarded by a Sa- 
burra Humorum from its vehement 
Vellications. It is by all eſteem'd 
very efficacious _ Worms ; but 
its Roughneſs of Operation makes it 
hardly fafe to give. to Children, 
who moſtly want it upon that ac- 
count, unleſs in Glyſters. The Con- 
fectio Hamech, which our College 
retain in their Diſpenſatory, is never 

reſcribed, becauſe it is ſo irkſome 
in taking, from the taſte it has of 
this Ingredient. 

472, RHAMNI BACCa, ſes 
Spine Cervine, Buckthorn Berries 
Theſe are too well known by all 
People, to want deſcription, The 
Syrup which is made by many pri. 
vate Families, as well as in the 
Shops, is the only Preparation of 
them now in uſe. It is a ſtro 
Purger, and effectual in diſcharging - 
watry and flatulent Humors ; and 
is therefore in eſteem in Drop 
and Rheumatiſms, It is alſo recy 
kon'd by ſome to be powerful and 
ſearching enough, {9 as to fetch bad 

Humors 


Humors from the Extremities, and 
to do ſervice in the Gout, We are 
told, that one of the German Em- 
perors made it his conſtant Medi- 
cine in that Diſtemper, and with 
good ſucceſs, It is frequently gi- 
ven by the poorer ſort to purge 
their Children, but it is too rough 
for ſuch tender Conſtitutions. They

473. GAM BOGA, Gamboye, 
called alſo Gutta Gamba, Gamanara 
and Jemou, comes from the Carca- 
puli of Parkinſon, and the Baubines, 
deſcribed by Ray, Fructu malo aureo 
. © amnulo, which grows in Malabar. It 
hath indeed been diſputed of what 
this is a Gum, and whether it be na. 
zural or faftitions : ſome will have it 
from Spurge, as Bontius; others from 
a Ricmus; and others again from a 
Convolvulus, not unlike what produ- 
ces the Scammony: but ſuch Contro- 
verſies are of no great moment here. 
This Gum hath been longer known 
in Painting than in Medicine, for its 
yellow Color. The Violence of its 
Operation, both by Vomit and 
Stool, has occaſion'd abundance of 
Search for ſome proper Correfor ; 
but none has yet been found better 
than the lixivious Salts, and parti- 

cularly Salt of Tartar. Monſieur 
Polduc, who has been induſtrious 
this way, and communicated his 
Experiments to the Academy of Scir 
ances upon many of the moſt effi- 
cacious medicinal Simples, in the 
Memoirs for 1701, has a Dillerta- 
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tation upon Gamboge. He ſays, that 
it ought to be reckon'd amongſt the 
reſinous Juices, ſince it is inflamma- 
ble and will flow in the Fire, and be 
almoſt intirely difloly'd in Spirit of 
Wine; but on the contrary, in a- 
queous Aſenſtruums ſpreads itſelf in- 
to a milky Subſtance like Scammo- 
1), and afterwards precipitates, It 
ſeems at firſt to be inſipid upon the 
Tongue, but ſoon after becomes 
ſenſible in the Throat by its Acrimo. 
ny, and an inſupportable Drought, 
It is a powerful Hydragogue and 
Emetic, but ought to be uſed with 
caution, and not until it has been 
corrected. Monſieur Bolduc ſays, he 
endeayour'd to get Flowers from 
this reſinous Juice, like thoſe from 
Benjamin, but without ſucceſs, He 
made trial on it with Spirit of Wine; 
a Lye of alcalious Salts, and Wa- 
ter: The Spirit of Wine diſſoly'd 
all, except about a ſixth Part; the 
remainder, which the Spirit would 
not touch, was eaſily dulel d by a 
Solution of Salt ef Tartar. This, 
ſays he, may be eſteem'd the ſaline 
part of Gamboge; and tho it had no 

rgative Virtue, was very diuretic. 
The Reſin, which was made by the 
Spirit of Wine, purg'd more vio» 
lently, and with greater Irritation, 
than the Gamboge itſelf. 

This Gum was intirely difſoly'd 
by an equal quantity of Salt of Tar- 
tar, and a ſufficient one of boilin 
Water, excepting fome few — 
trial Parts. The Liquor filtrated 
and evaporated by a gentle Fire, 


py a ſort of grey Salt, which ea- 


ily flow'd in-the Air, if not kept 
cloſe ſtopt in a Phial. This ſaline 
Extract purg'd with leſs Irritation, 
and in a ſmaller Doſe than the 
Gum; but caus'd a great Acrimon 
and Heat in the Throat, inſomuc 
that it was intolerable, and ought 
therefore to bg inyeloped in ſomg 
x | atkep 
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other convenient Subſtance when 
it is given. 

This Gentleman obſery'd before, 
that Water would not diſſolve it, 
but only made it flow into a milk 
Subſtance of a yellow Color, which 
ſoon precipitated, and left the 
Water clear above it. This Reſi- 
dence dry'd, differ'd in nothing 
from the Gum, only was more pure, 
By caſting diſtilld Vinegar on this 
milky Subſtance, it became clear; 
Oil of Vitriol on the contrary, made 
it again turbid ; and Spirit of Wing 
gave it a golden color, There are 
many ways this Authos obſerves, of 
correcting it, but he thinks that by 
alkalious Salts the beſt, However 
he gives one of his own, which as 
it is different from any other hither- 
to uſed, he alſo continually prattis'd 
it with ſucceſs, The manner is by 
tying the Gum in a Rag, and put- 
ting it into a hot Loaf, as it comes 
out of the Oven, where it muſt re- 
main for twenty-four Hours: Aſter- 
wards it is to be pouder'd, and this 
mult be repeated four or five times. 
By this management, he ſays, he 
always found it freed from its great 
Violence, as well Purgative as Eme- 
tic. He farther obſerv'd the Crum 
of the Loaves thus uſed, to haye 
— a Purgative and Emetic Qua- 

ty. 

* this account it is not very 
difficult to determine the Qualities 
of this Drug, wherein its Efficacy 
conſiſts, and the moſt advantageous 
Means of managing it in Preſerip- 


tion ; tho it does not clearly appear - 


what way of Reaſoning directed 
the Author to the Loaf of Bread, 
becauſe it has no relation to the 
means made uſe of in other Tri- 
als; nor is it eaſily to be accounted 
for, how ſuch a method made it of 
a milder Operation, It is a power-

in Propſies and all watry Corpulency 
tending thereunto. But its Rough- 
neſs requires the utmoſt Caution and 
Skill in its Exhibition. It is a fit 
Purge only for grown Perſons, and 
thoſe of a ſtrong Conſtitution ; and 
to ſuch a Scruple is an outſide Doſe. 
With all the Care poſſible to prevent 
it, it will — vomit, before ir 
paſſes downward. The moſt con- 
venient form to give it in is a Bole, 
or Pills; for no Menſfiruum will 
n—_ draw out all its Qualities 
by Diſſolution. It will not well pou- 
der without ſome Portion of a lixi- 
vious Salt, or fine Sugar; and ſuch 
are its beſt Correctors, by dividing 
its reſinous Parts, and preventing 
their Adheſion. to the Membranes in 
too forciblea manner, In ſeveral 
Intentions which are moſt conyeni- 
ently anſwer'd by the Urinary Di/- 
charges, that particular management 


- of Monſieur Bolduc's, which diveſted 


it of its purgative Parts, and lefe 
only the faline, which were very 
Diuretic, may be worth putting in 
practice. 

474. ELATERIT. This is an 
inſpiſſated Juice, or Extract, made 
of the Wild Cucumber, called Cucu- 
mis Aſininus. It is the moſt vio- 
lent in Operation of any of the Hy- 
dragogus, and therefore is ſeldom 

reſcrib'd, but where the Caſe is 

ubborn and deſperate ; and then 
only from two to four or five Grains. 
But with all the Caution imagina- 
ble, it will be ſo violent, that few 
care to truſt their Reputation in its 
Preſcriptign, unlęſs ſuch Empirics 
as have none to lbſe. | 

475. SCAMMONTIT, Scammony. 
This is the inſpiſſated Juice of a 
Root call'd by many Scammonium, 
of the Convoluulus. kind. That 
which we have now in the Shops, 
muſt be different from the Scam- 
mony of the Antients ; becauſe 

/ they 
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they gave itin much larger Doſes, 
theirs being frequently a whole 
Dram, whereas ours cannot be truſt- 
ed in the moſt robuſt, beyond a 
third of that quantity ; and this 
makes Fallopius, and many others 
of opinion, that the preſent Scam- 
mony is adulterated with the ordina- 
ry Spurge. This Drug is greatly e- 
ſteem'd in Medicine, and enters al- 
moſt in all the officinal Purgers, 
whoſe Forms are ſuitable for its Re- 
ception ; becauſe it is not conveni- 
ent in any that are more liquid than 
an Electuary, as the Caryocoſtinum. 
That is reckon'd beſt which is light 
and grey; the heavy and black is 
not much eſteem'd. It is ſo adhe- 
ſive that it will not pouder, unleſs 
the Mortar be ſometimes rubbed 
with a little Oil: and in the pou- 
dering, Care ſhould be taken, that 
it does not get up the Noſe, for it 
will purge the Head ſo violently, as 
to occaſion oftentimes a great deal 
of Miſchief. Loaf Sugar, and any 
Alkalious Salts, are alſo very con- 
venient to rub it into pouder with; 
for they divide its Parts, aud make 


it operate more gently, as they do 


all other reſinous Purgers. It won- 
derfully deterges the Paſſages and 
Glands of. mucous and viſcid Hu- 
mors; and therefore is a good In- 
gredient in all Compoſitions in- 
''"rended againſt thoſe Diſtempers, 
which have ſuch Humors for thelr 
Cauſe. It is reckon'd a good De- 
ſtroyer of. Worms, but great Care 
is to be taken how it be given to 
Children: altho ſome Emprrics put 
off Surar-plumbs and Lozenges for 
ſuch intentions, where this is the 
only purgative Ingredient ; as its 
13 in a Doſe is but ſmall. But 
uch things, altho they chance to 
work off well with ſome ſtrong 
Children, yet they often do a great 
dell of Miſchief, and occaſion Con- 


vulſions, by their inſupportable Vel. 
lications of the tender Membranes 
and Fibres, * h

476. Alus N1Gra, the 
Black Alder, called alſo Frangula; 
the Arbor fetida, or Stinking Tree, 
of ſome Writers, is the ſame ; and 
the Alnus nigra baccifera, the Black- 
berry-bearing Alder of C. Bawhine, is 
the ſort referred to by our.officinal 
Preſcriptions, tho it is indeed but 
ſeldom met with in them. It is 
a very ſtrong Cathartic, and uſed 
— to be given in Dropſies, 
and where a great Load of Hu- 
mors were to be purged away. 
The Antients accuſtomed them- 
ſelves to correct it with Cinna- 
mon, Ginger, and the Carminative 
Seeds ; but it is now very little 
in uſe, 


Radices, Roots of, 


477. ELLEBORT NIGRT, Black 
Hellebore, called alſo Veratrum ni- 
grum. This has been a medicinal 
Drug of the greateſt eſteem among 
the Antients, in the moſt obſtinate 
chronic Caſes ; but grows neglected 
now, either thro our Unacquain- 
tance with its Virtues, or the Sort 
which comes to us not having the 


efficacy of that which they made 


. uſe of. The latter may be our Un- 


happineſs ; for Botanic and Diſpen- 
fatory Writers differ much in deter- 
mining which is the true officinal 
Hellebore, Mathiolus tells us, that 
is the right which flowers like a 
Roſe ; others, that it has a sky-co- 
lour'd Flower, and Baubine takes 
it to be the Elleborus niger, tenui 
folio, Buphthalmi flore, And by the 
ſtrength and manner of the Opera- 
tion of that they ſpeak of, ours 
ſeems to be of the ſame Sbecies, but 
much weaker in Efficacy. What 

COMET 
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comes to us now, will not operate 
much by Stool; but is a powerful 
Alterative, and wonderfully affects 
the Juices in the moſt remote Re- 
ceſſes. For this reaſon it greatly 
promotes all the thinner Secretions, 
and particularly that by Swear, eſpe- 
cially if join'd with any convenient 
Volatiles, This Root is almoſt in- 
fallible in Obſtructions of the Men- 
ſes, and where Steel is not only in- 
effectual, but improper ; as in Ple- 
thoric Habits : for in ſuch, Steel 
will ſometimes raiſe Hyſteric Com- 
motions, Convulſions, and a ſort 
of Uterine Furor ; whereas this ſo 
thins the Blood, as to diſpoſe it for 
that Diſcharge without making it 
more impetuous. So that tho Szeel 
and Hellebore both promote the 


 Menſes, yet they do it different 
3 z one by increaſing the Blood's 
V 


ocity, and giving it a grester 
Momentum in the Uterine Arteries ; 
and the other by dividing it, and 
rendring it more fluid. In all Ner- 
vous Caſes the moſt antient Practice 
cohfirms its efficacy, but eſpecially 
in a Mania or Diſtraction. In this 
laſt Intention it has been ſo famous 
as to make it even proverbial, To 
ſend ſuch an one to Anticyra, whom 
they would inſinvate to be mad, be- 
cauſe that Country prone the 
greateſt quantities of this Drug. 
Paracelſus commends it as inſtru- 
mental to procure. long Life; to 
which purpoſe one Tachius made 
trial of it upon himſelf. 

Monſieur Bolduc, to whoſe In- 
duſtry in Experiments of this kind 
we have been much beholden al- 
ready, gives us ſome which he made 
upon "is Root alſo, in the Memoirs 
of the Academy of Sciences for the 
Year 1701. We ſhall not take no- 


tice of thoſe made by Diſtillation, - 
becauſe he himſelf beliey'd them to 


be of no conſequence. The Ex- 
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tract which he procured with Spirit 
of Wine, was very little ia quantity, 
becauſe this Root contains fey reſi- 
nous Parts : and I am, fays he, the 
more confirm'd in this, ſince from 
what remain'd I was able to get a 
great quantity of an Extract with, 

ater, * 
He alſo made an Extract of the 
Root with Water, wherewith was 


- 


drawn all that could be extracted; _ 


for from the Reſidue there was no- 
thing to be got by meansof Spirit of 
Wine. Whence it ſeems reaſona- 
ble to conclude, that the ſaline Parts 
are able ſo to diſſolve its few reſi- 
nous ones, that both may be drawn 
off by Water, without the aid ot 
Spirit of Wine. Hefurtherremark'd, 
that the firſt Extract, which was 


purely reſinous, and made with Spi- 


rit of Wine, purg'd little, and with 
Irritation; that the Extract made of 
its remainder with Water, purg'd 
not at all, but was very Diuretic; 
and that on the other hand, the Ex- 
tract made firſt with Water, and 
without Spirit of Wine, purged well 
and gently, And this, RE he 
has obſerv'd of moſt Purgatives : 


whence he thinks that the Extract 


made by Spirit of Wine alone, ought 
to be ſuſpected; ſince being depriv'd 


of its proper Salts,which when join'd 


to the Ferment of the Stomach, open, 


divide, and attenuate the Reſin, it 


happens that itschick and ſulphurous 
Parts do adhere to the Fibres of the 
Stomach, and cauſe Gripings, and 


excite a Teneſmus, And this is con- 
firm'd by Experience; for the moſt 
able practical Phyſicians are wont to 
correct the Reſin with Salt of Tartar. 
He confeſſes that to be a good me- 
thod in theſe Caſes; but ſuppoſes 
one may do witliout it, by leaving 
to thoſe reſinous Extracts the proper 
Salts which Nature has endued them

by remaining undiflolv'd-ſome time,

with. Whence he affirms, that the 
way of making the Extract with Wa- 
ter, is preferable to the common 
Way o __ it by a ſulphurous 
Menſtruum ; ſince thereby the Sub- 
ſtance is ſreed from its terreſtrial 
Parts, withoug depriving it of any of 


its natural Principles. He takes no- 


- Gr that Hellebore which is brought 
m Switzerland, is preferable to 


that which comes by the way of 


England, This latter, whether it is 
ſpoil'd by keeping, or loſing its Vir- 
tue in Tranſportation, he found to 
have little or no effect. 

So that by this Perſon's Account, 
as well as the Reaſons above giv- 


en, there is ground to ſuſpect very 


much, that our Hellebore falls greatly 
mort of the Goodneſs of that uſed 
by the Antients; ſince we find 
there is ſo great a difference be- 
tween it, and what ſo near Neigh- 
bours as the French have in uſe a- 
mong them at this time. Of ours 
1 have frequently given fifteen and 
twenty Grains in Pouder, as an Al- 
terative and a Sudorific; and in 
Tinfture, where the Root has been 
ane Part, and the Menſtruum three, 
it may be given to frxty or one 
hundred Drops to a Doſe. I have 
found its Virtues beſt drawn, b 

tubbing a little Salt of Tartar wit 


it in a groſs Pouder, and letting it 


lie until the Air runs it; for that ſo 
penetrates into the very Subſtance 
of the Root, that its Parts immedi- 
ately join with the Menſtruum, as 


ſoon almoſt as put into it, Smalf* 


Wine I have imagin'd the beſt, as 
moſt likely to take up all the Parts 


of any medicinal efficacy. 


478. JALAar1l, Jalap. This is 
the Root of a Plant not unlike our 
Bryony, and is therefore by ſome 
call'd Bryonia Peruviana; for it is 


brqught to us chiefly from Peru and 


Nes Spam. The Mrchoacan and 
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this, are both reckoned Species of 
the Convol vulus; and therefore as 
this is ſometimes called Mechoacanna 
nigra, ſo that goes as often by the 
name of Jalapium Album. As this 
does not appear to have been known 
to the Antients, it has its Place in 
Medicine only, ſince thoſe Parts of 
America have been traded to by 
the Europeans, which now produce 
it. That which breaks blackeſt, 
moſt brittle, ſound and ſhining 
within- ſide, is beſt; by reaſon the 
reſinous Parts, which give it thoſe 
Properties, are ſuppos'd to contain 
its medicinal Virtues. Some take 
great pains to extract its Reſin, which 
is to be done with any ſpirituous 
Menſtrunm ; but afterwards Correc- 
tors are wanted for it, The moſt 
common one is Salt of Tartar,. or 
Loaf-Sugar ; for its being rubbed 
much with the latter, makes it ope- 
rate milder for the ſame Reaſons as 
the Salt of Tartar does, But if cot- 
recting it conſiſts in ſeparating its 
Parts, what occaſion was there for 
the Pains of drawing them from the 
Root, and joining them in the Form 
of a Reſin? And therefore that Ope- 
ration ſeems to have been very need- 
leſs, Monſieur Bolduc has likewiſe 
upon this Drug made ſome Experi- 
ments very uſeful to inform us in its 
true Virtues : which we ſhall there- 
fore abridge from the Memoirs of 
the Royal Academy of Sciences in 
France, for 1701. 

He fays it is one of the beſt Ca- 
thartics we have, He has found 
it ſo by Experience, and wonders 
that it is ſo little uſed at preſent * 
for as it is ſo gentle, that it ſtands 
in need of no Corrector; it, on the 
other hand, wants nothing to pro- 
mote its Operation: whicn can be 
hardly ſaid of any other. Yet he 
obſerves, that there are many 
Methogs given to cored. it, 


which 
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which rather ſpoil than meliorate it. 
Some have obſery'd to its diſadvan- 
tage, that it binds the Body too 
much after its Operation is over; 
but this he thinks of no foree, be- 
cauſe that effect is common to other 
Purgers, eſpecially the Hydragogues. 
His Experiments were made by Ex- 
tration with Spirit of Wine, and 
common Water : twelve Ounces of 
the Root yielded, with Spirit of 
Wine, two Ounces of a reſinous Ex- 
tract well dry'd ; the remainder be- 
ing likewife well dry'd, weigh'd 
nine Ounces and ſix Drams. Out 
of this remainder by Water, he got 
four Ounces of a very ſolid and pure 
Extract. He took twelve Ounces 
more of the ſame Root, and digeſted 
it in common Water with a gentle 
Fire; then by Evaporation he got 
an Extract well condition'd, which 
weigh'd fix Ounces and a half; 
the thick and mucilaginous Parts 
which he ſeparated by Filtration, 
being well dry'd, weigh'd one Ounce 
and a half, and the Reſidue weigh- 
ed but four Ounces and a half. 
Hence he obſerv'd, that the Ex- 
tract made by Water, if given from 
four and twenty Grains to thirty ſix, 
purg'd pently'; but was very Diure- 
tic, as he had experienc'd in many 
Hydropical Caſes: That the Reſi- 
due, which yet contain'd a little of 
what was reſinous, purg'd reaſona- 
bly, but with * ; that the re- 
mainder, depriv'd of its ſaline and 
reſinous Parts, purg'd very little, but 
was extremely Diuretic. Whence 
he takes the liberty to conclude, 
that Extracts to purge to the pur- 
poſe, and without Irritation, ought 
to contain both the ſaline and reſi- 
nous Parts. For the former only 
aſs by Urine, and the other always, 
f taken alone, occaſion Diſorders; 
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but both join'd together, their Ef- 
fets are laudable: for the ſalin 

opening the: reſinous Parts, and Gila. 
ving and accelerating their Diſtribu- 


tion, do thereby hinder them from 


adhering to, and inflaming the Parts 
they paſs thro. | a 
According to the Opiniort and 
Experience of this Perſon, both con- 
cerning this, and other Drugs of 
the like nature, the more pains is 
taken in their Preparation, the worſe 
they are; becauſe Nature ſeems to 
have furniſh'd them with the _ beſt 
Correctors in their Production. The 
Jalap Root it ſelf therefore ſimply 
pouder'd, is the beſt way of taking 
it, which may be mix'd into 4 
Draught or a Bole. It may be given 
to adult Perſons from haf a Dram 
to one Dram: and to Children 
ſome make the mean Rule, to 
give ſo many Grains as they ars 
Years old ; but that is ſomewhat in 
too ſmall a quantity, eſpecially when 
they are advanced aboye ten Years; 
The only reaſon that can poſſibly 
be aſſign'd for uſing the Reſin, 1s; 
that ofthe Root ſelf one parcel 
abounds with more, another with 
leſs of the purgative Parts, which re- 
{ide in the Reſin : hence the Doſe 
of the Root vill become uncertain g 
but thoſe of the Reſin, being thought 
to be all of the ſame efficacy; may 
have its Doſe determin'd very ex- 
actly; and its griping Quality ma) 
be 1 — — fix d Sales 
or Loaf - Sugar. * 
479. THarsI&, Deadly Cars 
rot, diſtinguiſh'd by C. Bauhine;, — 
Carrots folio ; and by J. Banhines 
—— Sive Turbith Garganicum ſes 
mine latiſimo; It grows in ſome 
Gardens, and the Juice of its R 
is a violent Purger, but the preſent 
Practice makes no uſe of it, 
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Of Sternutatories. 


in Medicine ſeldom made uſe 
but to looſen and drain away 
fach Humours by the Noſe, as are 
not well to be come at by other 
means, A very little part therefore 
of the Materia medica falls under 
this Diviſion, altho many Volariles 
and Aromatics are uſed for this In- 
rention ; which by reaſon of other 
more important Properties are rank- 
ed under other Heads : what we 
have ſubjoin'd here, being hardly 
made uſe of in Medicine for any o- 
ther purpoſe, 

How a Medicine occaſions Sneez- 
mg, is not at all difficult to under- 
ſtand, to one who has conſider'd 
well the manner by which Emerics 
draw the Stomach, and its Appen- 
dices, into that Motion which is ob- 
fery'd in Vomiting. The Fibres and 
Membranes within-ſide the Noftrils 
are extremely ſenſible ; whatſoever 
therefore ſtimulates them, makes 
them coutract, and thereby pull 
thoſe Parts they have any Commu- 
nication with; which by degrees 
brings on that general convulſive 
Shake, that throws off the irritating 
Matter.. Every one's own Experience 
demonſtrates, and beſt explains to 
himſelf how this is produc'd ; and 
Rkewiſe manifeſts the great Influ- 
ences which may be communicated 
overthe whole Body, by the Com- 
munication of Fibres, from an al- 
moſk unheeded Senſation upon rhe 
leaſt part, 18 

The ſalutary Effects of this forci- 
ble Concuſſion of the whole Body,

are very conſiderable. There are 
many lands about the Head,deſtin'd 
for the Separation of very viſcid 
and mucous Subſtances; by which 
means many Sinus's, or Cavities, of 
ſervice in the OEconoſhy, are fre- 
quently ſtuffed ſo with ſuch Matter, 
as not to give that ropm to ſome of 
the Veſſels, as it is their Office to 
do; whereby the circulating Fluid 
in ſome Parts makes them too tur- 
gid: which upon many accounts 
will occalion uneaſy Senſations, Pain, 
Giddineſs, and other Diſtempers 
frequently experienc'd in the Head. 
7 a particular Conformaton the 
ole receives and diſcharges many 
ſuch ſuperfluous Viſcidities. There« 
fore a Stimulus, from what we call 
Sternutatorits, or commonly Snuff, 
will proyoke thoſe Parts to increaſe 
thoſe Diſcharges, whereby a trouble- 
ſom load is drawn off, and the Head 
render'd brisk and lightſom. 

But, beſides the benefit which 
the Head immediately receives from 
ſuch a Diſcharge, the whole Con- 
ſtitmion is likewiſe ſo ſenſibly af- 
fected, that in many Caſes it is of 
uſe as an Exerciſe. There is no 
Motion whatſoever, even not that 
of vomiting, which ſo ſuddenly and 
forcibly ſnakes the whole nervous 
Syſtem; ſo that in all Obſtructions 
of the finer Paſſages, and particu- 
larly of the nervous Fluid, whatſo- 
ever produces ſneezing muſt be of 
great Advantage. And common 
Experience in Practice confirms 
this in many Inſtances of Paraly- 
tic. Apoplectic and Lethargic Caſes; 

where 


gect. . 
where this Motion rouſes and enli- 
vens, as it were, the Spirits, and by 
ſhaking the moſt remote Fibres, 
aſſiſts their proper Juices in Circula- 
tion, Which before ſeein'd to ſtag- 
nate, or not to irritate the Fibres 
enough. to maintain their natural 
Elaſticity. And of ſuch great effi- 
cacy is this Convulſion, that it is 
ſometimes procur d on purpoſe to 
aſſiſt the Expulſion of the Fœtus, 
and with good Succeſs. 

How far the Cuſtom of taking 
Snuff, as it now prevails, is ſer- 
viceable or detrimental, is not di- 
rectly to our purpoſe to determine; 
but thus far it may not be amiſs to 
inform thoſe who comply ſo much 
v/ith it as a Faſhion, that they put 
it out of their power to receive any 
benefit from it as a Medicine, 
whenſoeyer there may be occaſion 
for ſuch helps: for continually ſti- 
mulating thoſe Parts with hot pun- 
gent Snuffs, makes them by degrees 
pou as it were callous, and much 

eſs ſenſible z which all Snuferakers 
experience, being not provok'd to 
ſmeezing, if they take ever ſo much, 
when one Pinch of · the ſame would 
immediately operate = a ſtranger 
to it, There is another Inconve- 
niency alſo from this Practice, and 
that is ſpoiling their Appetites: for 
moſt of the common Snuffs are 
Tobacco, of one kind or other; 
whereof ſome will paſs down the 
Throat into the Stomach, eſpecially 
in thoſe who take much; which de- 
ſtroys the natural Appetite, as many 
confeſs they find by Experience, 
altho they cannot be prevail'd with 
to leave it off, For lach who ima- 
gine the continual taking of Suuff 
to be neceſſary or beneficial to 
them, many things in liquid Forms 
would much more properly anſwer 
their Intention; ſuch as Sal Volatile 


Gleoſum, dilmed with ſomething 
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proper, where it is too ſtrong by 
it ſelf, But 'tis to be fear'd no ſa- 
lutary regard can obtain ſuch à Re- 
formation, unleſs that idol, Fas . 
ſhion, would vouchſate its Sanc- 
tion, | 


Folia, Herbs or Leaves of; 


480. PxIMULAVERIS; Prim: 
roſe, called Verbaſculum Sylvarum 
mains, ſingulari flore, by C. Bauhine: 
This flowers very early in the Spring; 
Both the Flowers, Leaves, and 
Roots, are mention'd by Schroder in 
ſeveral Forms for ſome medicinal 
Intentions, but chiefly Paralyzic 
and Arthritic Complaints; but the 
Roots only are in any uſe now; 
and thoſe but ſeldom. Their Juice 
is 2 expreſſed; and aſter it 
is fined per Sub ſidentiam, made uſe 
of to provoke Sneezing; in ſuch 
Caſes as the Drain which that pro- 
cures, is imagin'd to do ſervice. 

481. As AA, Aſarabaca, This 
is become a mighty Snuff of lates 
The Leaves are common in the Phy- 
ſic Markets ; and to dry and reduce 
them to Pouder is all that is requir' 
in making them into Snuff Som 
Empyrics, or Traders in phyſic 
Matteis, have put off a Snuff by the 
Name of Royal, at a good round 
Price, which is little elle than this; 
decorated with ſome Leaf-Gold, 
This has antienfly been much in 
uſe as an Emetic and a-Cathartic 5 
and in ſome Authots we find a 
Superſtition in gathering it: for 
they alledge, that pulling forward 
2 it work moſt by Vomit ; 
but pulling backward; mo by Stool. 
Rulandus frequently preſeribes the 
Root af a Diuretic; as alſo does 
Fernelius; in whoſe Works we 
meet with an Elefxary, in which 
that is the chief Ingredient. Its 
Operation is very brisk, ang there- 
fore commended ih Conſtitutions 

P 5 that 
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that are nioiſt and cold, and ſubject 
to generate Viſcidities, and what 
obſtructs and fouls the Viſcera, and 
retards the contractile Force of the 
' Fibres ; but in none of theſe Caſes 
does the preſent Practice acknow- 
ledge it. As a Sternutatory, it 
does frequently good ſervice; for it 
powerfully drains mucous Humours 
out of the Head. It is not fo 
pungent as to be immediately felt 
upon taking, like the Tobacco Snuffs ; 
but after ſome time it makes the 
Noſe run very much, and not un- 
frequently Blood it ſelf, if its uſe 
be hag continu'd, The uſual way 
is to take near a Scrnple going to 
bed, for three or four Nights to- 
gether; and by the next Morning 
its Operation will be very ſenſible, 
tho it occaſions little or no ſneez- 
ing, unleſs by the Acrimony of 
the Humors which drain off, and 
irritate the Fibres in their Paſ- 
ſage. 

482. EuyrRoRBIT, Id. This 
is a Gum, or rather inſpiſfated Juice 
of a Tree, which Authors much 
differ about. Dodonæus deſcribes it 
as a Plant; but Diofcorides mentions 
it as a Tree. Etmuller ſays, the 
Euphorbium of the Antients is not 
known to us; and that the Vegeta- 
ble which produces it, is not in the 
acquaintance of the modern Bota- 
niſls, Moſt make it a ferulacious 
Plant; and ſome of our Gardens 
ew Specimens of that kind. Ho 
man, who was no incurious Wri- 
ter, ſays it is an inſpiſſated, or ra- 
ther indurated Juice of an Indian 
Tithymal ; and we find it titled in 
Herman's Catalogue, Tithymallus 
Manritanicus, aphyllos, angul:ſus ex 
ſdinoſus, ex quo Euphorbuum officina- 
rum. It is ſo extremely hot and 
penetrating, as to prove even Cau- 


flic: wherefore, altho it is men- 


tron'd as a Purge in many Authors, 


againſt ſerous and viſcous Humors, 
and its Doſe aſlign'd from half a 
Scruple to a whole one; yet it is 
now never given inwardly, becauſe 
its Violence tears off the neceſſary 
Mucus, or Covering of the Stomach 
and Bowels, and occaſions Dyſente- 
ries, As a Sternutatory, it is to be 
uſed very cautiouſly, and never to 
be taken alone, but mixed in a ſmall 
quantity with ſome other Pouders, 
proper to ſoften the Fibres, and 
"ray them againſt the intolerable 
eat of the Euphorbium. In pound- 
ing it there may be much danger; 
becauſe without great care, ſo much 
will fly up the Noſtrils, as to do 
miſchief. It is of good uſe in 
Chirurgery, in cleanſing very foal 
Ulcers, and exfoliating of carious 
Bones. Etmuller's Reaſon for this 
is, becauſe its Alkaline Qualities 
deſtroy the Acids which erode Ul- 
cers, and even the Bones them- 
ſelves, ſo as to induce Rottenneſc. 
Hildanus greatly commentds it in the 
like Intentions. 
483. Err EtBoR1AT Bi, Whuve 
Hollebore, called alſo Veratrum al- 
bum. It grows on ſome Mountains 
in Germany, The Antients gave 
this inwardly as a Purger of Phlegm 
and viſcid Humors ; but its violent 
Operation has expell'd it now from 
internal uſe: and it remains at 
preſent in Medicine, little otherwiſe 
than as an Frrhize. And even thus, 
its Irritations are ſo great, as to 
make it not prudent to venture it 
alone; and therefore it is join'd 
to other things which abate its 
Vehemence. It is alſo prepar'd 
in ſome Lotions for cutaneous 
Foulnefles, and is ſucceſsful often- 
times in deterging thoſe little Ulce- 
rations which blotch and deform 
the Skin, and are ſometimes infec- 
tious, or what the common People 
call catching, 
; 484. N I. 
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434. NIiCo TIAN A, Tobacco, 
called alſo Petum and Tabacum ; 
by Gerard, Hyoſcyamius Peruvia- 
uus; by Piſo, Petume ; and by Her- 
nandex, Pyciels ſeu Tabaco; diſtin- 
uiſhed by C. Bauhine—— Major 
Larifolia. But there is no occaſion 
for ſearching Natural Hiſtory for 
any Information concerning this 
Plant; becauſe Commerce, and 
its continual Uſe, makes us ſufh- 
ciently acquainted with it, Its Ef- 
fects likewiſe upon the whole Con- 
ſtitution at firſt uſe, as it is ſmoaked, 
is enough in every one's know- 
ledge. If it be infus'd, and the 
Liquor drank, it produces Sickneſs, 
Vomiting, and afterwards doſing 
Stupidity. And therefore altho it 
has been uſed for an Emetic a- 
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mongſt ſome mean ignorant Peo- 
en ; yet common Prudence has 

itherto kept it out of juſtifiable 
Praftice, How its conſtant Uſe 
comesto make it ſo familiar to Pet- 
ſons, as not to have any of thoſe 
ſtrange effects upon them as it has 
at firſt, is not properly our buſineſs 
to explain here; altho the Fact is 
in every one's knowledge. Some 
Hints of this may be collected from 
what will be ſaid hereafter, in our 
Explication of the Simples under the 
next Section. What we place it for 
here, is as a Sternutatory, ſince it is 
the Baſis of all the Snuff now in 
uſe ; in which manner of taking it, 
People are as well acquainted with 
it, as in ſmoaking. 
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N DER this Head we include 
L all that Part of the Materia 
Medica which 2 way produces 
Sleep, Whether call'd by this name, 
Hypnotics, or Opiates. But altho 
many of this Tribe ſtand with ſome 
Authors in the rank of Poiſons, yet 
we ſhall not here enter into the 
Controverſies, whether ſuch things 
can be medicinal, or whether a Me- 
dicine can poiſon; becauſe it is cer- 
tain there is Truth on both ſides the 
Debate. Theſe are Inſtruments 
whoſe Agency lies very remote from 


the reach of our Senſes, as wonder- 


ful Effects are often produced almoſt 
from unheeded Cauſes, But the dif- 
ficulty here is very much remoy'd, 
by what has been publiſh'd by one, 


Whoſe true Merit has now ſet him 


at the head of his Profeſſion, in 
the N of all the beſt Judges, 
as well as the common Vogue : the 
Reader need not be inform'd that 
hereby is meant Dr, Mead, who in 
his fourth Eſay on Poiſons has taught 
us how to reaſon in theſe abſtruſe 
Matters, And therefore what we 
there find for our preſent Purpoſe, 
ſhall be tranſcribed, as near as con- 
veniently can be, in the Doctor's 
own words. 

To underſtand the Manner. of 
Operation of theſe medicinal Sims 
ples, and to help us to aſcertain their 
Uſes in many Caſes, we ſhould be- 
forehand be rightly appriz'd of their 
Natures and Way of acting, And 
in order hereunto, it is neceffary, 
beſides ſome other Pracognita, to

define diſtinctly what Sleep is, or ra- 
ther (to avoid Confuſion and Diſ- 
pute about Words) what difference 
there is between an animal Body 
when aſleep and when awake, 

Furſt then, there is no one but 
knows that in Sleep there is a Ceſ- 
ſation from Action. When waking, 
we walk, diſpute, move this or that 
Limb, exc. but in, natural and un- 
diſturbed Reſt, there is nothing of 
all theſe: that is, whereas being a- 
wake we do perform ſeveral Motions 
by the voluntary Contractions of 
our Muſcles; when afleep, thoſe 
Muſcles only are contracted, whoſe 
Action is in a manner involuntary, 
or to which the Mind has ſo con- 
ſtantly determin'd the Spirits, that it 
does it by a Habit, without the in- 
tervention of the reaſoning Faculty: 
ſuch are thoſe of the Heart and 
Breaſt. So that there is at this time 
a kind of Relaxation or Looſeneſs 
of the moving Fibres of the ſeveral 
Members; or at leaſt ſuch a quiet 
Poſition and State of them, by 
which all the Antagoniſt Muſcles are 
in an Equil.briam and Equality of 
Action, not overpowering one ano- 
ther, For this indeed feems to be 
one great Deſign of 'Sleep, to re- 
coyer to the Parts overſtretch'd by 
Labor, their foxmer Force: and 
therefore we do naturally, when 
compoſing our ſelves to Ref?, put 
dur Body into that Poſture, which 
moſt favours the particularly wea- 
ry'd Limbs, and conduces to this

In the next place, it is very plain, 
that there is in Sleep not only a 
Reſt, and a Suſpenſion from acting 
of moſt of our bodily Organs, but 
even of our thinking Faculty too 


that is, a ceſſation from ſuch thoughts,

| ww, 
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will to employ our Mind with. For 
tho Dreams are Thoughts, yet they 
are imperfect and incoherent ones, 
and are indeed either ſo faint and 
languid Repreſentations, as to be 
conſiſtent with our Sleep, as ſome 
= be; or elſe, if they be ſtrong 
and lively, they are, as every one 
knows, the Interruption and Diſtur- 
_ of it, From hence it will 
ollow, that the Motion of the ar- 
terial Fluid muſt be, cæteris paribus, 
more ſedate, even, and regular, in 
the time of ſleeping than waking, 
For beſides the various Alterations 
which in the latter tate this receives 
from the ſeveral Paſſions of the 
Mind, the very Contractiqns of the 
Muſcles « Hike! Sue in Exerciſes of 
the Body do differently forward its 
Courſe ; whereas in Sleep, the Force 
of the Heart and pectoral Muſcles, 
being more conſtant and uniform; 
gives it a more calm and equal] 


- continu'd Impulſe, Hence alſo it 


Wall come to paſs, that the Influx 


ef the Liquor of the Nerves into 


the Organs of the Body, as alſo its 
Reflux towards the Brain, is in Sleep 
either none, or very inconſiderable: 
that is, that this Fluid has at thi 

time but little or no Motion. For 
tis muſcular Action and Senſation 
that require it to be thus determin'd, - 
this way or that,which are now hard- 
ly any. And yet by the arrival of 
Blood at the Brain,, this Juice will 
ſtinl be ſeparated there, fit to be de- 
rived into its Canals or Tubes. 80 
that by this means there will be.a 
kind of Accumulation, or laying up 
in ſtore, of Spirits, for the Offices 
and Requirements of Waking. 5 

Thus we may, in ſhort, lopk upon 
the time of Watching as the time 
of wearing out, or the Peſtruction 
of the animal Fabric ; and the time 


of Steep as that in which iy is 1

and recruited ; not only upon ac- 
count of what we have juſt men- 
tion'd concerning the nervous Li- 
quor, but alſo with reſpect to all 
other Parts, as well fluid as ſolid. 
For Action does neceſſarily by de- 
grees impair the Springs and Or- 
gans; and in Motion ſomething is 
continually abraded, and ſtruck off 
from the diſtractile Fibres, which 
cannot otherwiſe be reſtored, than 
by their being at reſt from Tenſion. 
Beſides that ſuch a regular and 
ſteady Courſe of the Blood, as has 
been obſerv'd to be in Sleep, is by 
far more fit and proper for Nutri- 
tion, or an A — of Parts to 
the Veſſels, which an uneven Hurry 
of it is more apt to tear off and 
waſh away. 

The Caſe being thus, it is very 
plain, that whatſoever can induce 
ſuch a Diſpoſition of the Fluids and 
muſcular Parts of the _ as we 
have deſcribed, will cauſe Sleepi- 
neſs. And in like manner, when 
any thing interpofes and hinders 
this Compoſedneſs and Tranquilli- 
ty, the removing the Impediment 
will be the cauſing of Sleep; inaſ- 
much as this is only reducing the 
Animal OEconomy to its right ſtate, 
in which by natural Order there 
muſt be a ſucceſſion of Sleeping and 
Waking. Thus it appears how ne- 
eeſſarily continu'd Exerciſes cauſe 
Sleep, ſince theſe exhauſt the Juice 
of the Nerves ; that is, both leſſen 
its Influx into the Organs of Motion, 
and incline the Mind not to deter- 
mine it any lo that way, upon 
the — of the Pain and Uncaſi 
neſs with which too violent a Ten- 
ſion of the Parts is always attended; 


which therefore we mult deſire to 


relax or lay to reſt. 
That Sleepineſs which follows 
upon a Fulneſs of the Stomach after 


Lo 
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eating or drinking, is owing to a 
different Cauſe ; and does indeed 
ſo nearly fall in with the Effects of; 
Opiate Medicines, that it requires a 


particular Conſideration, 


As Hunger, or the Emptineſs of 
the Stomach, is a painful Senſation z 
ſo the ſatisfying or removing of 
this, is a pleaſing and agreeable 
one, Now all Pain is a Stimulus 
upon the Part affected; and this, 
we all know, being attended with. | 
Contractions of the pain'd Mem- 
branes, cauſes a greater Aﬀux than 
ordinary of the nervous Juice that 
way. On the ather hand, Pleaſure, 
or a delightful Senſation in any Part, 
is accompany'd with a ſmooth Un- 
dulation, and eaſy Reflux of the 
Liquor of the Nerves towards the 
Brain, This is, as it were, the En- 
tertainment of the Mind, with which 
being taken up, it does not deter- 
mine the Spirits to the Organs of 


Motion: that is, there is ſuch a 


Relaxation of the muſcular Fibres, 
and ſuch a Diſpoſition of the ner- 
vous Fluid, as we have obſerv'd to 
be neceſſary to Sleep. And this is 
the reaſon of that Chillineſs in tha 
Limbs, which is commonly com- 
plain'd of after a good Meal, 

If it ſeems ſtrange that a Plea- 
ſure in the Stomach ſhould ſo pow- 
erfully influence the Mind, let it be 
conſider'd on the other hand, what 
violent Effects an uneaſy and diſs 
agreeable Senſation in the ſame 
Parts produces; what a terrible Ago - 
ny two or three Grains of Crocus 
Metallorum throws the whole Fa» 
bric into ; how readily the Fluid of 
the Nerves is with a more than ore 
dinary Impetus determin'd and come 
manded into the Muſcles of the 
Stomagh and Abdomen, in order to 
throw off the Enemy, and remove 


the ingrateful Senſation. 


2 4 Now 
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Now the Conſequences which 
are aſer bed to a pleaſing Senſe of 
this Part, are only juſt the contrary 
of thefe which the oppoſite Affec- 
tion of Pain induces. And indeed, 

lea ſure and Pain are two great 
Springs of Action in the Animal 
O Economy. The Changes they 
make in the Fabric, are the Cauſes 
of many Effects which ſeem ſur- 

izing, becauſe we do not regard 
the Mechaniſm þy which they are 
need : but theſe muſt be more 
conſiderable in the Stomach, than 
any where elſe ; this Part being, for 
many wiſe purpoſes, of ſo acute a 
Feeling, that ſome Philoſophers 
have 2 this reaſon thought it to 
be the Seat of the Soul. 

Beſides theſe Conſiderations, it 
may be taken notice, that the Sto- 
mach being diſtended with Food, 
preſſes upon the deſcending Trunk 
of the Aorta, and thus cauſes a 
greater Fulneſs of the Veſſels in the 
upper parts; whereupon the Brain 
is loaded, or the Derivation of Spi- 
rits into the Nerves diminiſh'd, up- 
on which Unattivity or Drouſineſ5 
enſues. From hence procced tnoſe 
Huſhings in the Face, Redneſs, c>c. 
after plentitul eating and drinking, 
moſt viſible in thoſe whoſe Veſſels 
are lax and weak; as in exhauſted 
and hectie Perſons they more eſpe- 
cially are. Thus we may, without 
che aſſiſtance of the new Chyle en- 
tering into the Veſſels, account for 
that Inclination to Sleep, which fol- 
lows upon a full Stomach : tho we 
mutt al'o allowithe Diſtenſion, from 
this, to be a conſiderable Cauſe of 
the ſame Effect. But this does not 
happen immediately, nay ſometimes 
perhaps not within two or three 
hours after eating; and the ſudden 
Drouſineſs muſt (as well as the 
preſent Refreſhment and Reviving 
Which Meat gives) be chiefly ow- 


is} 


ing to ſome more ſpeedy Altera, 
tion, 4 
Now to apply this more ſtrictly 
to the Contents of this Section, it 
may be neceſſary to conſider yet 
more nearly the Effects of an Opiate 
or Narcotic ; firſt upon the Sto- 
mach, and afterwards, when they 
have paſs'd the Prime Vie, upon 
the arterial Fluid itſelf, 
An agreeable Senſation produced 
in the Stomach, together with a 
Diſtenſion of its Membranes, has 
been already obſery'd to be the 
Cauſe of that Sleepineſs, to which 
we are ſo inclinable after eating. 
The one of theſe engages the Mind, 
the other acts upon the Body. For 
Pleaſure amuſes the Soul as it were, 
ſo that it does not think or exer- 
ciſe itſelf about any outward Ob- 
jets; that is, it is inclined to Reſt: 
and the Fulneſs of the Veſſels in 
the Brain checks and hinders, in 
ſome meaſure, the Derivation of. 
the nervous Juice into the Organs, 
Now they who take a moderate 
Doſe of an Opiate, eſpecially if not 
long accuſtom'd to ſuch N are 
ſo tranſported with the pleaſing 
Senſe it induces, that they are, as 
they often expreſs themſelves, in 
Heaven; and tho they do not al- 
ways ſleep, (which proceeds from 
the Preſentation of pleaſing Images 
to the Mind being ſo ſtrong, that 
like Dreams they do over-engage 
the Fancy, and fo interrupt the State 
of Reſt) yet they do however en- 
joy ſo perfect an Indolence and 
Quiet, that no Happineſs in the 
world can ſurpaſs the Charms of ſo 
reeable an Extaſy. 
Thus we have from theſe Medi- 
cines, but in a far more eminent 
degree, all thoſe Effects which were 
obſery'd to follow upon that grate- 
ful Senſe in the Stomach, which 
a moderate Fulneſs produces, For 
ng

no Bodies are ſo fit and able plea- 
ſingly to affect our ſenſible Mem- 
branes, as thoſe which conſiſt of 
volatile Parts, waoſe Activity is 
temper'd and allay'd by the Smooth- 
neſs of ſome whuch are lubricating 
and oily : for they lightly rarify the 
Juices of the Stomach, and cauſe 


a pleaſant Titillation of its nervous 


Coat, whereby there is induced an 
agreeable Plenitude, and the Mind 
is entertain'd with Ideas of Satisfac- 
tion and Delight. And thus we ea- 
ſily ſee upon what Mechaniſm the 
other Virtues of Opiates depend: for 
their eaſing Pains, checking Evacu- 
ations, ec. proceed not only from 
the Mind's bei taken up with a 
pleaſing Senſe, w = it is divert- 
ed from a diſagreeable one ; but 
all Pain being attended with a Con- 
traction of the Part, the Relaxation 
of the Fibres, which they cauſe, 
eludes and deſtroys the Force of 
the Stimulus. 

In like manner, in immoderate 
Secretions there is moſt commonly 
an Irritation ot the Organs, the Re- 
moval of which will abate the Diſ- 
charge. And herein lies the incraf- 
ſating Quality of theſe Medicines, in 
that the twitching Senſe upon the 
Membranes of the Lungs, Bowels, 
exc. being lefſen'd, the ſharp Hu- 
mor is ſuffer'd to lodge there in a 
— quantity, before it is ſo trou- 

leſome to be thrown off and ex- 
pell'd; it being all one as if there 
were no Irritation of the Part, if 
the uneaſy Senſe thereof be not re- 
garded by the Mind. Theſe Effects 


will all be heighten'd by the mixture 


of the Narcotic Particles with the 
Blood ; which is hereupon rarify'd, 
and diſtends its Veſſels, eſpecially 
thoſe of the Brain : and this does 
ſtill to a greater degree leſſen the In- 
flux of the nervous fluid to the 


Parts, by preſſing upon the Tubuli, 
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or little Canals, thro which it is 
derived. This is the reaſon of that 
Difficulty of Breathing, which they 
do for a time experience who take 
this kind of Medicines; this Symp- 
tom being inſeparable from the 
Rarifaction of the Blood in the 
Lungs. 

From hence it appears that the 
Action of theſe Medicines, and par- 
ticularly that of Opium, is very ana- 
logous to that of other volatile Spi- 
rits ; only that a ſmall Portion of 
the former has a force equal to that 
of a greater quantity of the latter. 
And this is very evident in thoſe 
who accuſtom themſelves to take 
ne, Doſes of Opium ; as the Turks 
and Perſians do to ſuch a degree, that 
it is no uncommon thing there to 
eat a Dram or two at a time; for 
the effects of it in them are no o- 
ther than downright Drunkenneſs : 
upon which account it is a common 
Saying with them, and on the ſame 
occaſion, He has eat Opium; 2s 
with us, He has drunk too much 
Wine. Neither indeed do they bear 
ſuch large quantities of it otherwiſe 
than Tipplers will a great deal of 
Brandy; that is, by habituating them- 
ſelves to it by — beginni 
with ſmall Doſes, and requiring fal 
more and more, to raiſe themſelves 
to the ſame pitch. Juſt as Galen 
tells of a Woman at Athens, who 
by a gradual Uſe had brought her 
ſelf to take, without any hurt, a 
conſiderable quantity of Hemlock : 
which Inſtance is the more to our 

urpoſe, becauſe Nicolas Fontanus 
— one, who being recover'd of 
the Plague, and wanting Sleep, did, 
with very good effect, eat Hemlock 
for ſome time; till falling ill again 
of a Fever, and having left off the 
Uſe of this Remedy, he endeavour'd 
to procure Reſt. by repeated Doſes 
of Opium, which (Nature bavying 
We | been 


been accuſtom'd to a ſtronger Alte- 
rative) had no Operation, until the 
help of Hemlock was again call'd 
in, with the deſir'd ſucceſs. 

- It is a ſufficient Confirmation of 
all this Reaſoning, that Proſper Al- 
ꝓinus obſerv'd amongſt the Egyp- 
tians, thoſe who had been accuſ- 
tom'd to Opium, and were faint and 
languid for want of it, (as Drinkers 
are, if they have not their ſpirituous 
Liquors) to be recover'd, and put in- 
to the ſame ſtate of Indolence and 
Pleaſure, by large Doſes of Cretic 
Wine, made hotter by the Infuſion of 
Pepper, and the like ſtrong Aroma- 
tics. Nor is it perhaps amiſs to re- 
mark, that in Ma#iacal Perſons, as 
is frequently obſery'd, a quadruple 
Doſe of an Opiate will ſcarce pro- 
duce any conſiderable effoct. Now 
in Perſons ſo affected, the Mind is 
deeply engag'd, and taken up with 
ſome Image or other, as Love, An- 
ger, &c. fo that it is not to be eaſily 
moved or diverted by thoſe pleaſing 
Repreſentations which it would at- 
tend to at another time, and upon 
which the Virtues of theſe Medicines 
do in a great meaſure depend. Be- 


ſides this, thoſe who are Maniacal, * 


do to a wonder bear the Injuries of 
Cold, Hunger, cc. and have a pro- 
digious degree of muſcular Force; 
which argues the Texture of their 
Blood to be very ſtrong, and the 
Coheſion of its Globules great: fo 
that the ſpirituous parts = Opiate 
cannot make that Diſunion and Ra- 
rifaction of this Fluid in them, 
which it does in ordinary Bodies 
and Conſtitutions. 2. 
How far this Theory is improva- 
ble into Practice, all ſuch are com- 
petent Judges, who have a true ac- 
quaintance with the Animal OEco- 
nomy, And becauſe many Medici- 
nal Simples under this Diviſion, have 


often Effects which are term'd de- 
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leterious and 3 „ inſomuch 
as to kill, and that very ſuddenly; it 


may be worth while to inform our 
ſelves from the ſa me Iuſtructor, who 
has conducted us hitherto on this 
head, how ſuch Inſtruments act in 
bringing about thoſe fatal conſequen- 
ces. For the moſt — of this Tribe 
in an Over-Doſe, have the ſame ef- 
fects as a Poiſon, and prove equally 
deſtructive. Opium in too great a 
quantity will inflame the Stomach, 
and rarify the Blood to ſuch a degree, 
that the Veſſels cannot again reco- 
ver their Tone; whereupon Apoplec- 
tic Symptoms, exc. will enſue, 

To be convinc'd of this Dr. Mead 
tells us, that he forced into the Sto- 
mach of a ſmall Dog about half a 
Dram of crude Opium, diſſolv'd in 
boiling Water, He quickly vomited 
it up with a great quantity of frothy 
Spittle ; but repeating the trial, by 
holding up his head and beating him, 
the Doctor made him retain three or 
four Doſes, intermitting between 
each about a quarter of an hour, 
When the Dog had thus taken, as 
near as he could gueſs, about two 
Drams, he watch'd him an hour ; 
when he began to ſleep, but pre- 
ſently ftarted up with Convulſions, 
fell into univerſal Tremblings, his 


Head conſtantly twitch'd and ſhook, 


he 'breath'd ſhort and with labor, 
and at length loſt entirely the uſe 
firſt of his hinder Legs, and then 
of the fore ones, which were ſtiff 
and rigid like Sticks, As he lay 
ſnorting, the Do#for, to haſten his 
End, was giving him more of the 
Solution, but on a ſudden his Limbs 
grew limþer, and he died. Upon 
opening his Stomach, it was found 
wonderfully diſtended, tho empty 
of every thing but ſome Water and 
Opium, together with ſome parcels 
of frothy Mucus ſwimming in it; 
the inſide was as clean as if W 
an 
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and waſh'd from all the Slime of 
the Glands, and ſome redneſs here 
and there, as in a beginning Inflam- 
mation : The Pylorus was contrac- 
ted: The Blood-Veſſels of the 
Brain were very full ; and he took 
out a e Grume of concreted 
Blood from the upper part of it, by 
eutting into the Sinus Longitudinalis, 
as is not uncommon in ApopleQic 
Carcaſes: but found no extravaſated 
Serum in the Ventricles, nor among 
any of the Membranes. | 
And thus from the Effects of an 
Over-Doſe of an Opiate may we 
conceive how many under this Claſs 
are ſo powerful in their Narcotic 
Qualities, as to prove Pur in ve- 
ry ſmall quantities, and are therefore 
not ſafely admitted into Practice. 
Some of them conſiſt of ſuch hot, 
acrid, and corroſive Parts, as by ra- 


rifying the Juices of the Stomach, - 


zud wounding its nervous Mem- 
branes, are the caufe of all thoſe 
Diforders, which do immediatel 

follow. For upon the Senſe of a vi- 
olent Irritation and Pain, the Fluid 
of the Nerves is immediately in 
large ntities determin'd to the 
part affected; and this if the Sti- 
mulus is not over- great, will be on. 
ly to ſuch a degree as is ſufficient, 
by contracting the Fibres of the 
Stomach, and Muſcles of the Abdo- 
men, to throw off the Cauſe of the 


fiſagreeable Senſation : but the un- 
50 twitching being too ſtrong to 
e born, the, Mind by a kind of 


Surprize, does with haſte and 

as it were command the Spirits thi- 
ther, Thus the buſineſs is over- 
done, and the Action of the Fibres 
becomes ſo violent, that the Orifices 
of the Stomach are quite cloſed ; ſo 
that inſtead of diſcharging the noxi- 
ous Matter, the Torment is made 
greater, and the whole OEconomy 


put inzg confuſion, The Inſtance 
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of the Child in Wepfer, which in 
ſuch an Agony made water to the 
height of five or ſix foot, with a 
ſurprizing ſtrength and violence, is 
a Demonſtration of this forcible 

Contraction of the Muſcles, Nor 
is it any wonder, if in theſe Cir- 
cumſtances all Senſe be loſt, Blood 
zuſh out at the Ears, Noſttils, cc. 

e Parts being all torn and broke 
by the violence of the Convulſions; 
which tho they begin in the Muſcles 
of the Belly, muſt at laſt prevail in 
the Members too, till the whole Fa- 
bric is ſhock'd and overturn'd ; and 
ſome corroſive Salis perhaps getting 
into the Blood, and by the Rari- 
faction of it diſtending the Veſſels, 
the membranous Coats. of them 
being . oyerſtretch'd, will 
the more eaſily give way and let 
out their Fluid. 

And beſides the irritating ſaline 
Particles in the Compoſition of 
ſome of this kind, many of them 
abound with an extremely fetid and 
offenſive Snlphur z which gives ſuch 
a difagreeable and uneaſy Senſation 
to the Neryes, as ſuffocates in a 
manner the Spirits, and deadens their 
Motions. But thoſe who deſire 
yet further Satisfaction concern» 
ing the Operations of theſe parts 
of the Materia medica, may turn 
to the Learned Baccius de Pe. 
nevis, and Dr. Mead"'s Eſſays upon 
Poiſons, from whence this has been 
principally tranſcribed, _

| Fat Broths and 
"oily ſoftening Liquors are good in 


ſuch Accidents, to defend the Sto- 


nach and Bowels againſt its Vellica- 


tions, After its Fury is over, which 
laſts not long, it leaves ſometimes 
a Doſineſs or Heavineſs to Sleep, 
and goes off without any further 
miſchief. The OExanthe, which 
Wepfer deſcribes under the name of 
Cicuta Aquatica, Dr. Mead thinks

486. MANDRAGOR &, Man- 
drake, diftinguiſhed Fruttu 
rotundo by C. Baubine. This is of 
a ſtrong Narcotic Quality, and is 
mention'd in ſome antient Wri- 
ters as convenient to be given be- 
fore an Amputation, to 4 — the 
Senſe of Pain by ſtupifying the 
Patient; but modern Practice owns 
it not for any ſuch uſe. It is rec- 
kon'd cooling in external Applicati- 
ons, and therefore commended in 
Inflammations of the Eyes, or an 
Eryſipelas; upon which foot it ſtands 
in the Unguentum Populneum of the 
Shops in preſent uſemſe.

Experience manifeſts, upon the firſt

Of 
this there are various kinds deſcri- 
bed by Botaniſts; the chief of which 
are the Solanum Lignoſum, the ſame 
as Dulcamara, or Amara Dulcis, 
Bitter-ſweet ; and the Pomiſe- 
rum fruftu rotundo ſtriato molli, of 
C. Bauhine, or Mala aurea odore 
fetida quibuſdam Lycoperſicon, of

J. Bauhine; Love-Apples, But 
the -——Vulgare of Parkinſon is the 
only officinal kind, which is rec- 
kon'd very cooling, inſomuch as 
not to be ſafe in inward uſe, be- 
ing _ in its Conſequences, 
Some Authors commend its exter- 
nal Application to the Temples, a- 
py the Head-Ache, and in In- 


ammations of the Eyes; and to 


the Fect, in burning Fevers: but it 
is little uſed now any of theſe ways, 
and is loſt in our Materia medica, 
except for the ſmall ſhare it has in 
the Unguentum Populneum. 

489. STRAMMONET, Thorn- 
Apple, is the Solanum frtidum pomo 
ſpmoſo oblongo, of C. Bauhine. It 
grows in Gardens, and flowers in 
June, but Medicine at preſent is a 
ſtranger to it, altho tis ſaid to be 
. Narcotic, and has a Place given in 
the new Catalogue of our College. 


Flores, Flowers of, 
490. PAPAvVERISERRATICT, 


Wild Poppies, is the ße of Dio- 


ſcorides, Theophraſtus, and Pliny ; 
the Rheas of Gerard; and the Er- 
raticum rubrum campeſtre of J. 
Bauhine, the Corn Roſe. The 
Flowers blow in June, and have 
a fetid faint Scent, but make a 
Syrup pleaſant enough, which is 
much uſed in the Shops. They 
are gently, Anodyne and Narcotic, 
ſo = they are given ſafely to 
young Children ; of the Syrup two 
Drams to half an ow in a Doſe, 
very moderately inclining to Sleep, 
ind alſo — i Diaphoreſs 


There is an Infuſion made of them 


in a low Spirit, in ſome Shops ; 
which being dulcify'd, and warm'd 
with a few proper Aromatics, 
makes a very toothſom Dram ; and 
is much uſed by ſome with good 
ſucceſs, under the title of Aqua Pa- 
faveris rubra, in cholic Pains and 
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Flatulencies at the Stomach, And 
theſe are the principal Ingredients in 
moſt of thoſe Waters, which are 
ſold in the Diſtillers Shops, by the 
name of Cholic Waters; and an- 
ſwer their End in giving preſent 
Eaſe, by their foporitic Properties. 
This Quality does not reſtrain ſome- 
what which is detergent in their 
Compoſition ; for they help Expec- 
toration, and are good in many Diſ- 
tempers of the Breaſ?, more parti- 
cularly the Pleuriſy; in which ſome 
will have them to be a Specific, eſ- 
pecially Van Helmont, The fim- 
ple Syrup, which is commonly made 
with them, has a beautiful red Co- 
lor, and not only is a good Sweetuer 
of Alexipharmic Juleps, but makes 
them pleaſant both to the Eye and 
Palate. | | 

491. PARALYSEOs, Cowſlips, 


are the Primula Veris major, of 


Gerard ; and the Verbaſculum pra- 
tenſe odoratum, of Herman and 
C. Bauhine. The Flowers are com- 
monly enough known, and rec- 
kon'd of the ſame Virtues as the 
former, but in a leſs degree. 
They are in uſe very little, but 
for a Syrup, a ſimple Water, and a 
Conſerve. The Syrup is well e- 
nough to ſweeten Juleps for Chil- 
dren, but is not ſo effeQual in any 
reſpect, as to deſerve an Aſſignment 
of its Doſe, there being no fear ot 
Error in Quantity. The Water is 
good for nothing, and the Con- 
ſerve for little elſe than to give a 
convenient Conſiſtence and Bulk to 
Electuaries or Boles, amongſt Ingre- 
dients of more efficacy.

492. Nux Vou rc, 1d. This 
is the Fruit of the Solanum arbo- 
reſcens Indicum, according to Brey- 
nerus; the Wood of which is the 
Lignum Colubrinum.

py Uſe is to do miſchief with, by 
illing a Dog or Cat. It has all the 
Operations of a violent Poiſon. The 
Semina Hyoſcyami, Coccule Indice, 
and Staphidis agrie, are all ſo much 
of the ſame nature, that we have 
forbore to give them diſtin places. 
They are commended for deſtroying. 
ſuch Vermine as are apt to — 
in uncleanly People. Riverius pre- 
ſeribes the 9 in a Cataplaſm, 
againſt the Gout, Some Poachers 
have learnt a trick of making theſe 
up into Paſte to intoxicate Fiſh 
with, ſo that they may be taken out 
of the water with one's hand. And 
this appears to have been an old 
Practice, as we find them for this 
reaſon in ſome Authors diſtinguiſh'd 
by the name of Bacca Piſcatorie. 
493. CAPITAa PAPAVERIS 
Ar BI, White Poppy-Heads. Theſe 
are cultivated in the Gardens, and 
contain a t deal of a Juice, 
- which may be extracted into an O- 
Fium, being of the ſame Virtues. 
494. CapiTa PAPAVERIS 
N16«1, Black Poppy-Heads. Theſe 
grow as the former, but wild a- 
mongſt the Corn, and are reckon'd 
ſtronger. With theſe is made the 
Syrupus de Meconio, ſo much in uſe. 
They are ſo Narcotic, that their 
Scent will even affe& Perſons with 
Drouſineſs. Of this I once knew 
an odd Inſtance : A whole Family 


inſenſibly fell into ſuch an Inclina- 


tion to Sleep and Heavineſs, as for 
two or three days to be ſcarce able 
to keep awake ; until at length ima- 
gining the Cauſe to be from a great 
many green Poppies which were hung 
almoft in all the Roonis to dry, 
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the Poppies were remov'd, and the 
Lethargy wore off.

495. MECoNnivum, Id. This is 
the Extract of our Engliſh Poppies, 
which has all the Virtues of the 
Foreign Opium, but in ſomewhat a 
lower degree, | 

496. Ortvunm, Id. This is the 
inſpiſſated Juice of the Turky Pop- 


pies, and very much in the * ea 


tance of all concern'd in Medicine, 
This Drug is of ſo great conſe- 
2 that there is no following 
the Notions of all Authors concern- 
ing it; may Treatiſes haye been 
wrote profefſedly about it. The 
moſt worth the Reader's while to 
conſult, is Hartman. Some have 
been fearful in meddling with it; 
but others again are very bold in 
its uſe, Platerus extols it prodi- 
giouſly ; and Sylvius us'd to, ſay, 
if it was not for Opium he would 
not praiſe, Its moſt difficult uſe 
is in Deliriums, which ſometimes 
it does mighty ſervice in, and 
ſometimes much miſchief, Van 
Helmont forbids it at ſuch times j 
but ſo much Skill in a Phyſician is 
requir'd in this caſe, that the room 
we have here for Hints only can- 
not teach any Perſon its uſe, who 
is not ſo-qualify'd, What concerns 
its Principles and Preparations, we 
ſhall be as large upon as poſſible in 
the latter end of this Part. For fur- 
ther Acquaintauce herewith, let the 
Reader conſult Dr. Mead's Eſſay 
upon it; and a Book wrote by 
Dr. Jones, call'd, The Myſteries of

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SEGE AE 
Of Coolers. 


HESE are as little regarded 
in Medicine as any Claſs of 
Simples; being of flight efficacy, 
and us'd for no important Inten- 
tion ; ſeldom preſcrib'd any other- 
wiſe than as Palliatives, and to mi- 
tigate the uneaſy Senſation of ſome 
particular Symptoms, more than to 
cure the Diſeaſe whence they ariſe. 
All of this Rank may be conſi - 
der'd under theſe two Diviſions : 
The firſt are ſuch as m—— 
produce. a preſent Senſe of Cold. 
Theſe are chiefly Fruits and Acid 
Juices, and are moſt commonly or- 
der'd' to cool the Mouth and Sto- 
mach, and allay that extreme Thirſt, 
which an inflammatory Fever is apt 
to — 5 What comes under 
this Intention, ſeldom has any fur- 
ther effęct, than giving a grateful 
Senfation to thoſe Parts, which 
were before uneaſy with Heat and 
Drought, unleſs they are taken 
down in large quantities; and then 
y may, from a ſudden Chillineſs, 
e ſuch an alteration in the Pulſa- 
tion of the Fibres, as will ſhock the 
whole Conſtitution. And this is an 
effect ſo much in the Experience of 
every body from ſuch things one 
time or another, that it needs no 
large Explications : only theſe ewo 
Conſequences are moſt likely to 
happen; ſuch convulſive Contrac- 
tions of the Veſſels may either ob- 
ſtruct their Contents, and thence 
cauſe Sritches and Inflammations ; 


or may fo ſuddenly retard the cir- 


culating Juices, as will diſpoſe them 


to undue Coheſions and Conſit. 
tencies, | 
The other kind of Coolers are 
ſuch, as by their, Viſcidity are diſ- 
pos'd to communicate the ſame 
Quality to the Animal Fluids, with 
Which they are mixed. Theſe can 
be preſcrib'd in no ſalutary Inten- 
tion, unleſs to check the inordinate 
Celerity of the Blood, which ariſes 
from a Debauch with ſpirituous Li- 
uors z or to give a thicker Con- 
iſtence to that of heRic Conſtitu- 
tions, whereby it may be reſtrain'd 
from flowing too faſt. But in both 
Caſes there is a great deal of haaard 
from the ſame means, becauſe the 
diminution of the Blood's Velocity 
cannot ſo exactly be reſtrain'd, but 
it may be carried too far, and prove 
too great: whereupon ſuch Sub- 
ſtances for want of due Motion 
from Circulation, will fall into one 
which is fermentative z and ſo by 
2 one Heat, raiſe another 
of much worſe conſequence, Thro 
this Error, Coolers in the hands 
of injudicious Perſons, frequently 
change ſimple Inflammatory Fe- 
vers, Which would perhaps ſoon 
go off by a critical Diaphore- 
ſis, into putrid and malignant 
ones, which often terminate in 
Death. 


Folia, Herbs or Leaves of, ; 
497. Aczros , Sorrel, called 
alſo Oxalis, It is diſtinguiſhed into 
Pratenſis, and Vulgaris 
folio longo by the Baxhines, It 
; grows

grows in Meadows and Paſture 
Groitads, as well as by Culture in 
Gardens, and flowers in May. It 
is well known in our common Sal. 
lets, and is little otherwiſe us'd. It 
is acid and grateful to the Stomach, 
quenches Thirſt, allays the Heat of 


Choler ; and, as Schroder, with 


many others, ſays, reſiſts Putrifac- 
tion, and is of great uſe in Peſtilen- 
tial Fevers. But a better Theory, 
and Experience, now renounces 
ſuch Practice, and convinces us, 
that ſuch things by retarding and 
chilling the Juices too much, give 
them an opportunity of fermenting, 
and running into Corruption and 
Putrifaction. It is a grateful and 
ſalutary Ingredient in a Summer 
Sallet, if eat in moderation : But 
it is little taken notice of in medici- 
nal Preſcription. 

498. ANI CasT1I, Agnus 
Caſtus, the Chaſte Tree, called alſo 
Vitex by Gerard, and ſome others, 
and diſtinguiſhed — Foliis an- 
guſtioribus, cannabis modo diſpoſi- 
tis, by C. Bauhine ; and Agnus folio 
non ſerrato, by J. Bauhine. This 
has got a Name for a Cooler, and 
particularly of the genital Parts, fo 
as to have been preſcrib'd to allay 
thoſe inordinate Emotions and De- 
fires, which ariſe from Seminal 
Turgeſcency : for which Intentions 
many Authors have Compoſitions, 
wherein this is a principal Ingre- 
dient, and from whence they take 
their Names. But = are not 
now in any eſteem, or fcarce ever 
made or us'd in the Shops. 
499. Als TN ES, called alſo 
Moxsus GalLlins, Chickweed, 
or Hen-Bit. There are many forts 
of it deſcribed by Botanic Writers ; 


but the Aline Media, the middle 


kind, of C. Bauhine, is the Chick» 
weed of the Shops. It grows in 


Gardens, and almoſt all manured 


A 
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Grounds, It comes out in the 
Winter, and flowers until Midſum- 
mer. The whole is in Uſe, and is 
accounted a Cooler, much of the 
ſame Virtues as Pellitory of the 
Wall ; but it is now rarely uſed in 
Medicine, | 

500. ANCHUS A, Alkanet, 
Some make this a Species of the 
Bugloſs, and aſccibe to it the ſame 
Virtues, particularly of its bein 
moderately cooling. But it is uſe 
only in officinal Compoſitions, and 
in them but very ſeldom. 

501. CICHOR EI, Succory, is 
diſtinguiſhed by Botaniſts into a 
Garden, and à wild ſort, but they 
differ not. This Plant has generally 
paſs'd for a Cooler; but Schroder, 
and after him our own Mr. Ray, 
from its Bitterneſs, pronounce it 
rather on the contrary lide, and will 
have it to be a good Detergent ; 
and upon that foot, of ſervice in all 
Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and par- 
ticularly of the Liver, which makes 
it in their aceount an excellent Hepa- 
tic : and indeed, in this view is it 
regarded in thoſe Shop-Compoſi- 
tions where it is concern d. Almoſt 
all Authors extolling it in Caſes pro- 
ceeding from a Redundance of Cho- 
ler, may have occaſion'd it to paſs 
for a Refrigerative. Etmuller greatly 
commends the Syrupus de Cichores 
cum Rhabarbaro, which the College 
yet retain in their Diſpenſatory, for 
Children. Panarolus much com- 
mends this Herb in all Intempera- 
turns of the Viſcera; and Spigelius 
mentions it as an Antiarthritic. In 
extemporaneous Preſcription we ſel- 
dom meet with it, unleſs in a few 
medicated Ales, 

$02, Cuscur , Dodder, This 

ws out of, or ſo cloſely adheres 
to ſome Plarits, from whence it is 
reckon'd to have its Nouriſhment 
that ſome haye diſgrac'd it with the 

| Names 
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Names of Herba inferni, and Dia- 
bole. inteſtina, i. e. Hell-Weed and 
Devil: Guta. Some queſtion whe- 
ther it be properly a Plant, or ra- 


ther an Excreſcence of another. It 
is ſomewhat aperitive, and there- 
fore reckon d amongſt Hepatics, and 
other Deterſives. Hoſſman obſerves 
all Plants of the like manner of Pro- 
duction to be of the ſame Virtues. 
And ſome ſuppoſe it to derive thoſe 
Properties from the Signature which 
is taken from its ſhape, It is now 
hardly ever met with in any kind 
of Compoſition , either officinal 
or extemporaneous, altho taken 
notice of by moſt Diſpenſatory- 
Writers. | 

$03. EN DIVIA, Endive. This 
flowers in July and Auguſt. It is 
very much like the Succory, and 
preſcrib'd for all the ſame Inten- 
tions, but reckon'd rather more 
cooling, | 

504. LujuL , Wood-forrel. 
This is alſo called Acetoſella; Trifo- 
lium acetoſum vulgare by C. Bauhine 
and Parkinſon, Oxys alba by Ge- 
rard, and Trifolium acidum flore 
albo & purpuraſcente by J. Bau- 
hine, It grows in Woods and 
ſhady Places, and flowers in April, 
and the beginning of May, It is 
reckon'd much of the nature of 
common Sorrel; but it is not quite 
ſo ſharp, and it ſeems ſomewhat 
more of a Balſamic kind, It has 
paſs'd with many for a Cordial from 
its Signature, its Leaf reſembling a 
Heart; but ſuch Conceits are not 
now regarded. The Syrup which is 
made of it in the Shops is very 
pleaſant,, and a good Sweetner of 
Juleps and Apozems preſcrib'd as 
Cleanſers. Its Conſerve alſo is 
much us'd in Electuaries, and to

507. Port ACA, Purſiain 
This flowers in Jane. It is very 
little us'd beſides in Sallets ; tho for- 
merly it ſtood recommended ' for a 
great Aſſuager of choleric Heat.

508. LacTtuca, Tettice. This 
is alſo much more us'd in Sallets 
than in Medicines, and is tound 
ſufficiently in the Gardens. It is 
reckon'd pretty much of the natura 
of Succory, but more cooling; 
whereby it inclines to ſleep: upon 
which account it procures eaſe in 
Pains, both taken inwardly and ex- 
ternally apply d. Schroder ſays it 
affords great Nouriſhment j an 
much increaſes Milk it the Breaſts 
of ſuch as give fiick ; as likewiſe 
that it cools the Urine, and upon 


that account does ſervice in Gonor-

509. Sat iets, Millau. There 
are ſeveral kinds of this, but none o 
them have any Credit in the-preſent 
Pharmacy, however it comes about 
that the College have given it a Place 
in their new Catalogue.

ters is 2 convenlent Cozler in

511. Son chf Lavis, Smooth 
Sow-Thiftle, There is alſo a Son- 
chu Aſper, the Prickly Sow-Thiſile : 
but neither of them are of any uſe 
in Medicine, and therefore deſerve 
not any further Deſcription or No- 
tice. ; 
_ $12. SPINACHIA, Spinage. 
This is well enough known in 
Food, but has nothing to do in Me- 
dicine, except in counterfeiting the 
Colors of ſome things of value. 
$13. TARAXACI, Dandelion. 
This is much like the Endive and 
Succory, tho ſomewhat more cool- 
ing. It flowers in April and May. 
It abſterges, opens, and is a good 
Hepatic. Etmuller ſays it is not a 
deſpicable Medicine in Pleuriſies, 

other Obſtructions from gru- 
mous Blood. It is alſo accounted 
outwardly a good Abſterger, and 
Cleanſer of foul Ulcers. Some have 


fooliſh Superſtitions in gathering its 


Root, and wearing it as an Amulet 
againſt ſome Diſtempers of the Eyes, 
and alſo againſt Tertian Agues, 
$14. UMBILICI MURaLlls, 
Wall Navel- wort. This is not 
known of late in Medicine, except 
in the Populneum ; and is the true

Grapes, The Juice of theſe is the 
Omphacium of the Antients; as 
their Oleum Omphacinum was the 
expreſſed Oil from untipe Olives, 
They uſed to expoſe the Grapes to 
the Sun ſome days, and then preſs 
out their Juice into large Vats ; and 
in the time of Dioſcorides they uſed 
to let it ſtand open in them, ex- 
poſed to the Sun, till moſt of the 
Humidity was exhaled, and the Re- 
mainder inſpiſſated into a Rob, a 
Form much uſed amongſt the An- 
tients, This is reckoned a Cooler, 
but hath little or no place in our 
preſent Pharmacy. ]

318. LIMONUM, Lemons. 

$19. CrrRI, Citrons, Theſe 
are well enough known to all 
People. They very much agree in 
their Medicinal Virtues, only the 
Lemons are ſomewhat the ſharpeſt 
and moſt efficacious. Their Juices 
are wonderfully grateful to the Sto- 
mach, and very proper to allay 
Drought in Fevers, and any Diſor- 
ders attended with that Symptom, 


where common Drinks are not pro- 


per; and particularly in Diarrhaa s. 


They are ve to take Nau- 
ſea's from the Stomach, and ſtop _ 
vomiting which proceeds from a 
Redundance of Choler. The Le- 
mon-Juice wonderfully aftringes and 
hardens the Fibres in the Stomach, 
which makes it greatly aſſiſting in 
Digeſtion : and theſe is hardly any 
one

one thing, which better enables it 
to retain its Food without Regurgi- 
tation, after hearty eating. 

520, CUCUMERUM, Cucum- 
bers. Theſe are ſufficiently known 
in Food, both Raw and in Pickle. 


They are very cooling and viſcid, 
and (Swain. apt = diſpoſe the 
Blood to putrid Fermentations; in- 
ſomuch, that it is to be fear'd theſe 
have no ſmall ſhare in occaſioning 
thoſe ugly Fevers which appear at the 
latter = of the Year, and are often 
of a malignant kind. "Fhey do 
well therefore, who dreſs them 
with a good quantity of Vinegar and 
Pepper] for as the former helps to 
keep up the due Tenſity and Con- 
traction of the Solids, the other pre- 


ſerves the proper Fluidity of the 
Juices, and prevents them from 
running into morbid Coheſions. 


They are likewiſe pretty well ſecured 
_ the above-mention'd Miſ- 
chiefs by pickling, with the like In- 
gredients. They are of little or no 
uſe in any officinal Compoſitions, or 
occaſional Preſcriptions; only as 
their Seeds are ſomeimes in mul- 
ſions, and ſtand the firſt amongſt the 
four greater cold Seeds. 

$21, CucurBITA, Gourd. 
This Fruit ſeems to be of the ſame 
Species with the former, and grows 
in the ſame manner, but larger. It 
is of no uſe in Medicine, unleſs for 
the Seeds, which are alſo of the 
four greater cold ones, 

522. GROSSULARIA, Gooſe- 
berries, Theſe are by all known to 
be a grateful cooling Fruit, and ve- 

wholeſome, if eat in modera- 
tion. There is a great deal of diffe- 
rence between what they are when 
green, at which time they are us'd 
for baking, exc. and when ripe e- 
nough to eat as they come from the 
Tree: The former are much more

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the latter more inclitling to Viſcidi- 
ty, likelier to produce Diſorders, 
and what the common People call 
Surfeits, There is a fine pleaſant 
Wine which many make of this 
Fruit, little inferior to ſome foreign 
Wines. a 

523. MAii ARMENIACc X. 
Apricocks, This is a fine Fruit, and 
if not too ripe, or too mellow, as 
it is my call'd, agreeably a. 
— ſtrengthens the Sto- 
mach. | 


524. MTI PzRSICA, Pea- 
ches, This is much of the nature 
of the former, but hardly ſo reſtrin- 
gent 4 of the ſame kind is alſo the 
Nectarine, a Fruit now much known 
in our Gardens. | 

$25. MaLorRum Hor Ttiwe 
SIUM omnium, all Orchard Ap- 
ples. Theſe generally agree in the 
common Property, of cooling and 
aſſuaging Thirſt ; tho they ſomes 
what differ in degree, as they ars 
more or leſs acid or auſtere; Thoſe 
are moſt wholeſom, which moſt a- 
bound with this laſt Property; be- 
cauſe that maintains the due Tenſi- 
ty of the Fibres, and prevetits their 
corrupting with the animal Juices, 
Theſe make a very good Part of 
our Food in the Surnmer-time, when 
the Heat evaporates ſo much of the 
animal Moiſture, as would be inſup- 
1 to the Conſtitution, were 

t not frequently refreſhed with the 
grateful Senſations which ſuch Cool 
ers ptoduce, 

526. Malt SyYLvEsTRIS, + 
Crabs, Theſe are ſo extremely ſour, 
and reſtringent upon the Palate, as . 
not to be eatenraw ; they arethere- 
fore us'd only for their expreſs'd 
Juice, which ſerves in ſome Countries 
inſtead of Vinegar, and is much of 
the ſame Virtue, It is ſold by the 
Name of Verjuice, , and makes iu 
many caſes a very good Gargariſny, 

Q 2 $47, M 
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$27, MELONEsS, Melons. Theſe 
differ not much from the Cucumber, 
either in Property, or Manner of 
Production, only as they are a lar- 
ger Fruit, and ſomewhat more deli- 
cate, The Seeds alſo are another 
of the four greater cold Seeds. 

$28, Mon, Mulberries. Theſe 
afford a grateful auſtere Juice, and 
are us'd pretty much in the Shops 
for the Syrup which is made of 
them, and bears their Name. It 
both cools and aſtringes the Sto- 
mach; and is often an Ingfedient in 
Gargariſms for its deterſive Rough- 
neſs. If the Fruit hangs until it is 
too mellow, it grows more flimy, 
and is not ſo good. 

629. Ot1vas, Olives, Theſe 
are not- the Produce of our own 
Country ; but come to us in Pickle, 
chiefly in Sal. Mater. They are 
very oily and ſinooth ; and are 
therefore not ſo good for the Sto- 


mach, being apt to pall and relax it 
too much, as moſt things of the 
like Properties generally do. It is 
from the ſame Fruit we have the 


Oil of Olives, ſo much in uſe, the 


Virtues of which we ſhall conſider 
in the thirteenth Section. 

530. RIBEST A,Currants. Theſe 
are of many ſorts, but the red and 
white only are in uſe, unleſs for 
ſome very ſingular Purpoſes. For 
the black, and chiefly the Leaves 
upon firſt coming out, are us'd by 
ſome to flayor Engliſh Spirit, and 
counterfeit French Brandy, The' red 
and white are very agreeably acid, 
and accounted as wholeſore Fruit as 
ay we have of our own Growth. 
They greatly aſſuage Drought, cool 
and brei 7 — help 
Digeſtion. They may indeed be 
eat in too great quantities, other- 
_ no Harm can be receiy'd from

Of Topics. 


N this Diviſion the Reader will 
meet with ſeveral of the Simples, 
which have been placed under the 
foregoing Heads for ſome internal 
Intentions; but the great ſhare they 
will alſo be found to have in exter- 
nal Applications, may juſtify ſuch 
Repetition. The Materials which 
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T O underſtand rightly the Ope- 
ration of ſuch Simples as will occur 
under this Head, it may be neceſ- 
ſary to obſerve, that by Repelling is 
meant thoſe Means which prevent 


neceſſarily come into this rank, are 
ſo few, without ſuch as for more 
important Efficacies have been al- 
ready taken notice of in ſome other, 
that we have made the number of 
Subdiviſions, expreſſive of the In- 
tentions of what they contain as 
ſmall as poſſible. 


3 Claſs 1. Of Repellents. 


ſuch an Afflux of Fluid to any parti- 
cular part, as would raiſe it into a 
Tumor : But to know how this may 
be effected, it will be convenient to 
attend to the ſeyeral Cauſes which 

| can 


Sect. 12. 
can produce a Swelling, or force out 
of the Veſſels any of their fluid Con- 
tents by ſome unnatural Diſcharge. 
All Tumors have neceſſarily one 
of theſe in their Cauſe; either an 
Increaſe in the Velocity or Quantity 
of the Fluids, or a Weakneſs in 
ſome particular Part; and ſometimes 
both concur. An Increaſe in the 
Velocity of the Fluids makes them 
more forcibly puſh againſt, and diſ- 
tend all the Parts in their Circuit : 
if therefore any Part be unequally 
preſſed, or relaxed by external Inju- 
ries, that will be more elevated than 
any other; and for want of equal 
reſiſtance with the reſt of the Body, 
will at length receive ſuch a quantity 
of Fluid, as will raiſe it into a Tu- 
mor, eſpecially if any of its Veſſels 
be obſtructed: becauſe the Protru- 
ſion of freſh Matter à tergo will 
continue to add thereunto, until the 
Part is upon the utmoſt ſtretch, and 
can hold no more. In this cafe 
all thoſe Means are ſaid to be re- 
pellent, which check the growth 
of the Tumor, and aſſiſt the reflu- 
ent Blood in taking up the obſtruct- 
ed Matter, and waſhing it again into 
the common Stream. This Inten- 
tion is chiefly favor'd by Evacua- 
tion and Revulſion ; for whatſoever 
lefſens the quantity of the Fluid, will 
| diminiſh the force upon the tume- 
fy'd Part: But it concerns us moſt 
here to know, how external Appli- 
cation to the part it ſelf, helps in 
this Affair. 


Now a Medicine eomes to be a 


Repellent in this caſe, by — 
of ſuch ſubtile Parts, as may tranſ- 
mit ſome of them thro the Pores, 
and help to render the obſtructed 


Current. But in this caſe there is a 


hazard of ſuch things likewiſe putting great length in this Work.

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Matter more fluid; ſo that vit be- ſtances, which contribute to favor or 
comes the more eaſy to be loo dd, retard Intent; but theſe Hints 
and fall again into the circulat m ſufficient, eſpecially for a 


the obſtructed Humor into a Fe- 
ment, whereby it ſooner turns into 
Pus, and then they come under the 
Denomination of Suppuratives or 
Ripeners. What therefore in the moſt 
ſtrict Senſe is to be reputed a Re- 
peller, is that which aſtringes and 
ſtrengthens the Part, ſo as to make 
it reſiſt any ſuch Lodgment. Theſe 
are ſuch whoſe Virtues reſide in 
their Coldneſs and drying Proper- 
ties, But there are fo very few 
Inſtances wherein Bandage is not 
better than ſuch Application, that 
very little comes to — us'd for that 

urpoſe. In Hemorrhages and Ouz- 
ings out of Serum, ſo as to deform 
the Skin, Simples of this nature moſt- 
ly take place, which anſwer their 
Ends by aſtringing the Fibres, whence 
thoſe Apertures are ſo clos'd, as not 
afterwards to admit thro them any 
ſuch Fluid. 

Some things alſo anſwer this end 
only by ſtimulating the Fibres of the 
tumety'd Part, ſo as to give them 
ſudden and forcibleTwitches, where- 
by the Obſtruction is ſometimes 
looſened and ſhook, as it were, a- 
way into the refluent Current. Such 
a ſort of Motion will be occafion'd by 
the ſudden Application of any thing 
extremely cold, as common Water: 
but the Practice is ſeldom ſafe ; be- 
cauſe, if the firſt Efforts, which the 
Fibres are put upon by thoſe means, 
do not ſueceed in breaking away the 
inclos'd Matter, they will be ſtrain'd, 
and not able aſterwards to repeat 
their natural Vibrations: the Conſe. 
quence of which is weakning the e 
Part, which will 1ender 2 
more obſtinate. There'Me many o-

$32, LaPIS CALAMINARIS, 
Calamine, This has been already 
mention'd under Claſs 3, Seclion 2. 
as an Abſcrbent. Externally it is 
us'd in Collyria againſt Inflamma- 
tions of the Eyes, and in Cerats to 
cool, and in ſome meaſure deterge 
foul Ulcers, 

$32, CERUSSA, White Lead. 
This is a Preparation of Lead, whoſe 
Virtues we ſhall conſider amongſt 
the Preparations of that Metal at jo 
Jatter end of this Part; as alſo in 
the following, 

524. LITHARNGTYRUS AvRT, 
Tit harge of Gold, It generally is 
call'd thus for its Color ſake, tho it 
ariſes in the Purification of Silver; 
and therefore ought more properly 
to be nam'd Litharge of > aha, It 
is much us'd in Emplaſters; and 
boil'd with Oil, diſſolves in it, and 
gives it a proper Conſiſtence, as 
in the Diachylon. It is reckon'd to

both as the Imagination in the Pa- 
tient contributes much to ſuch Effi- 
cacies, and becauſe the Senſation 
which ſtroaking in that manner 
gives, is ſomewhat ſurprizing, and 
occaſions a ſhuddering Chillineſs 
upon the Part touched ; which may 
in many caſes put the Fibres into 
ſuch Contractions, as to looſen, 
ſhake off, and diſlodge the ob- 
ſtructed Matter; in which conſiſts 
the Cure: but ſuch Practice as this 
is too Whimſical to be countenanced 
by any of Worth in the Profeſſion 
of Phyſic. a 

536. MAN US REGAL1s, The 
Royal Touch, 1 muſt confeſs never 
to have met wich this before in a- 
ny Catalogue of Medicinal Simples ; 
but the foregoing reminded me of 
ſo extraordinary a Drug, which ſeems 
to claim a place here pretty much 
upon the ſame foot as thatdoes, and 
may as often be attended with Suc- 
ceſs from the ſame Reaſon : for the 
ſolemn Appearance and Ceremony 
of the Matter, may wonderfull 
ſtrike the Imagination of m 
who are the Subjects of this Exor- 
ciſm. And what ſtrange and ſur- 
prizing Effects may be produced in 
the Animal OEconomy by ſuch 
means, cannot be novel to thoſe 
who are converſant in the Hiſtories 
of Phyſic. But there are too many 
Inſtances of Miſcarriage in this Craft, 
to ſuffer any thinking Perſons to be- 
in it, 
than to contribute to that ſuperior 
regard, which Political Views may 
have made neceſſary to the Perſon 
in whom ſuch a Pbwer is ſaid to be 
lodg'd. Theſe Articles fo naturally 

ü ſuggeſt 
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ſuggeſt ſomewhat of Pleaſantry, that 
it gs to leave it, without ſay- 
ing ſomething perhaps too light, as 
well as —— to : Wat this 
nature. This Virtue is ſuppos'd to 
be tranſmitted to a whole Royal 
Race, on account of the pretended 
Piety of one of their Anceſtors, 
The famous Laurentius, in the firſt 
Part of his Treatiſe de Strumis, 
has very ridiculouſly endeavour'd to 
prove ſuch a miraculous Virtue in 
the Kings of France; and very con- 
fidently denies, as moſt French 
Writers on that Subject do, an 
ſuch Qualification in our Bricith 
Monarchs: but Mr. Wiſeman, in 
Chap, 1. of his fourth Treatiſe, 
has from many grave and ſober 


Hiſtorians, attempted to vindicate 


this Right of our Princes, from 
the Deſigns of Frenchmen to leſ- 
ſen it. However, perhaps the pre- 
ſent Royal Family, whoſe Merits 
have ſo juſtly placed them over us, 
will never condeſcend to make uſe 
of ſuch a Stratagem to awe their 
ſuperſtitious Subjects, as may have 
been neceſſary to a weak or tyran- 
nical Governor. 

$37. MIN1UM, Red Lead, This 
is Lead calcin'd, as we ſhall ſhow 
under the Preparations of Lead 
and we ſhall alſo give its Virtues

538. Lavis Tourla, Tutty, 
Authors differ about its Production. 
Garzias ſays it is made from the 
Aſhes of a Tree, Bontius will have 
it to be a Preparation from a certain

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eed from the Smoke of Braſs as 


it is melting, and that it adheres to 
the ſides of the Furnace.

547. TELA ARANEARUM, 
Cobweb, Every one knows what 
this is, and how-produc'd, It ape 

ars not in medicinal Preſcriptions, + 

ut as Accident, for want of other 
Helps, has taught its Uſe to com- 
mon People for ſtopping Blood in 
a freſh Wound, And this it ſeems 
to do by its extraordinary Fineneſo, 
which makes it adhere to and ſtop 
up the 'mouths of the Veſſels, ſo as 
to prevent the Effuſion of their 
Contents, 


* Claſs 2. Of Ripeners and Drawers. 
THIS Intention is frequently of ration in thoſe Medicines which are 


mighty importance in Chirurgery, 
bur 4 are very few who well 


weigh the Conſequences of the Ope- a Ripener or Drawer is what, by the 


preſcribed to anſwer it, nor the Ae- 
cidents to which they are liable, Far 


& Adiviy 
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Activity and Warnith of its Parts, 
is able to penetrate the Pores, and 
mix with and rarity any obſtructed 
Matter, ſo that it may be render'd 
fit for Diſcharge upon laying open 
the Part by a Cauſtic or Inciſion. 
Now in many Inſtances, as the Mat- 
ter by this means rarifies and grows 
more fluid, the refluent Blood is apt 
to waſh it back into the common 
Maſs ; which ſometimes is of that 
nature, as to do a great deal of

There are ſome ſpecific Virtues aſcri- 
bed to theſe in particular Caſes, but 
they have not been ſupported by Rea- 
ſon or Experience. And they ſeem 
not polleſs'd of any Properties diffe- 
rent from other Sypſtanges of like 
kind, unleſs what may ariſe gut of 
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their different Conſiſtencies, and De- 
grees of Volatility, That of the Vi- 
per ſeems to have the moſt right to 
claim ſomething extraordinary upon 
this account ; and therefore we ſhall 
hrs of the 

eſt Authority the Profeſſion can 
produce concerning it, in an Eſſay 
upon this Animal. Having inquired 
into the many ways of curing the 
Viperine Poiſon, which is inflicted by 
a Bite; he tells us, that the Viper- 
Catchers have a Remedy far beyond 
them all, and in which they place fo 
great Confidence, as to be no more 
afraid of a Bite, than of a common 
Puncture; immediately curing them- 
ſelves with this Fat, which they va- 
lue in ſuch Caſes as a Specific, as he 
diſcover'd upon the ſtricteſt Inquiry, 
But to be convinc'd himſelf further 
of the Truth, in ſo important a 
Point, the Dotfor enraged a Viper, 
and cauſed it to bite a young Dog 
by the Noſe ; both the Teeth were 
ſtruck deep in ; he howl'd bitterly, 
and the Part began to ſwell ; but 
upon Application of ſome of the 
Axungia, which was ready at hand, 
he was very well the next day. 

But becauſe ſome Gentlemen who 
ſaw this Experiment, were apt to 
impute the Cure rather to the Dog's 
Spittle (he licking the Wound) than 
to the Virtue of the Far, he was 
caus'd to be bit again in the Tongue ; 
npon which, forbearing the Uſe of 
this Remedy, he died within four 
or five hours, The fame Trial was 
made another time with like ſuc- 
ceſs : which the Docfor aſcribed to 
the clammy and viſcid Parts of the 
Fat, tho withal it was more pene- 
trating and active than other ozly 
Subſtances, For by this Property 
he ſuppoſes it to involve, and as it 
were fheath the volatile Salts df 


the Venom, ſo as to preyent their 


ſhooting into thoſe Spicule, which 
| were 
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were obſery'd to be the Inſtruments 
of thoſe deadly Miſchiets following 
the Bite. 

548. Finus Col uns &, 
Ngeons Dung. This is ſometimes 
arder'd in Cataplaſms, to be apply'd 
o the Soles of the Feet in malignant 
Fevers and Deliriums, with an intent 
to draw the Humors downwards : 
which may not be ill gueſs'd ; for if 
we may judge of the nature of this, 
from that ot the Bird of which it is 
the Produce, which by the way is no 
ill Rule, it certainly conſiſts of ſub- 
tile hot Parts, which open the Pores 
where it is apply'd, and by rarifying 
and expanding them, occaſions a 
greater Flux of Fluid that way. But 
that theſe things particularly draw 
away the peccant Humors only, is 
a groundleſs Figment, There may 
perhaps at ſuch a time be ſeparated 
in readineſs for a critical Diſcharge, 
ſomewhat in the Cauſe of the Diſ- 
temper, which _ happen upon 
ſuch a Stimulus to be provoked or 
derived that way ; but that would 
happen equally from any the like 
Alteration in the Part, without any 
ſpecific Quality in the Medicine to 
occaſion it, 

: $49, Finus VAacca, Cows- 
Dung. This ſeems to be of a hot 
penetrating nature, and is experienc'd 
to do good in Hryſipelatous Swel- 
lings, which it ſeems to do, by diſ- 
cuſſing the beginning Obſtructions 
in the Capillaries, and breathing 
them away by Tranſpiration. It is 
uſed in the — of a Cataplaſm, 
with the mixture of enough of ſome 
unctious Matter to prevent its har- 
dening upon the Part, And here it 
may not be amiſs to take notice of 
the difference between allaying an 
Inflammation by Coolers, and cu- 
ring of them by Tranſpiration with 


things af this kind, The former 
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rather palliate than cure, and ſeem 
to give only a more agreeable Sen- 
ſation to the Part, by aſſuaging at 

reſent the troubleſom one of Heat 
in which there is often danger of 
fixing either the Humors more ob- 
ſtinately upon the Part affected, or 
ſending them back into the common 


Maſs; both which may be attended 


with bad Conſequences: whereas 
the latter way diſcharges in a litile 
time the offending Humors, not 
only from the Part affected, but 
from the whole Body. This Cata- 
plaſm is highly commended by ſome 
in the Gout, and it ſeems conſonant 
enough to Reaſon to anſwer with 
ſucceſs; yet I cannot ſay I have ever 


try'd it, tho often enough provoked 


to it by my own ſufferings in the 
like caſes. | 

550. FURFUR, Bran. This 
being of a porous ſpungy Subſtance 
in the Compoſition of a Cataplaſm, 
the Warmth of the Part it is apply'd 
to, ſo rarifies it, that being kept 
from external Air, all that can tran» 
ſpire will be ſuck'd up into its Inter- 
ſtices ; for the ſame Reaſon, or Me- 
chaniſm, as the Fleſh riſes up into 
a Cupping-Glaſs, Things that are 
efficacious — , manner, 
ſhould be only apply'd where there 
is good probability of the Matter's 
tranſpiring ; otherwiſe they will draw 
more to the Part, and thereby in- 
creaſe the Malady. | 

551. FLos CEREYISI EX, Teafp. 
By the common Uſe this is put to, 
in raiſing other Bodies into Fermen? 
tation, as well as from the manner 


of its Production, may eaſily be 


conceiv'd how it comes by the De- 
nomination of a Drauer. For 
the Subtilicy of thoſe ſpirituous Parts 


with which it abounds, it cannot but 


tranſmit a great many of them into 
the Part to which it is apply'd;

$52, HALEC, 4 Herring. This 
Fiſh, as it is in Pickle, is often pre- 
ſcribed in a Cataplaſm to the Feet, 
in Fevers; becauſe it is reckon'd to 
draw the Humors downward, and 
thereby relieve the Head. But ſuch 
a Property ſeems more likely to a- 
riſe from the Salt which is uſed in 
the Pickle, than the Virtues of the 

Fiſh ; for the Heat of the Part will 
' the ſaline Particles into motion, 
which by Shay + the Fibres, 
which are very ſenſible in the Soles 
of the Feet, occaſion a greater De- 
rivation of Fluid that 'way, and 
thereby may make a Revulſion from 
other Parts. | 

$53. HirxvDoO, 4 Lesch. The 
Uſe of this is commonly enough 
known, They are convenient ſome- 
times to draw Blood from a parti- 
cular Part, as the Temples, Hemor- 
rhoidal Veins, and where the Lancet 
cannot well, be uſed ; as likewife 
from young Children, whoſe Veins 
feem too Gall to admit of Puncture 
by an Inſtrument with ſafety. It 
is the general Opinion, that theſe 
are good to draw away the Hu- 
mors from any particular Part, eſ- 
pecially if it be much pain'd : and 
under this notion they are apply'd 
to the Gams for the Tooth-Ache, 
But in ſome Habits of Body, and 
peculiar Diſpoſition, of Humors, 
they occaſion ſuch a Derivation to 
the part ſuck'd, as to raiſe great 
Swellings, and ſometimes an FEry- 
ſipelas. They ought not therefore 
to be us'd inadvertently, and with- 
out proper Advice. 

554. MEL1LoTVUus, Melilet. 
This was mention'd before, Sect᷑. 4. 
Claſs 3. But its Uſe being chiefly ex- 
ternal, we judg'd it proper to take 


pgtice of it again here, upon that 


account. It is the principal Ingre- 
dient in the plate, which has its 
name from it in the Shops, ſo much 
in uſe. It conſiſts of warm ſubtile 
Parts, as is manifeſt by the very 
Scent of the Plant, upon that 
foot comes under this Head of Ripe- 
2 = is moſtly — 2 in dreſ- 
ing Bliſters until they ceaſe L 
and skin over : for fs Warmth ail 
promotes the Diſcharge, and pre- 
vents Mortification, which in ſome 
Conſtitutions they are very liable

It is fo 
hot and penetrating, as to yield to 
none of this Rank as a Drawer or 
Ripener, eſpecially when we conſi- 
der that at the ſame time it gives this 
Diſpoſition to the incloſed Hu- 
mors, it alſo quiets and ſooths the 
Parts with its Narcotic Qualities 


whereby the Irritation is prevented, 


which many of this Tribe too much 
occaſion. Upon this account it is 
frequently of great ſervice where 
there are ſharp Pains, attended 
with a Tumor; and particularly in 
thoſe of the Rheumatiſm and Gout. 
The Leaf bound upon the Part, is 
the beſt way of applying it, eſpe- 
cially if it be rubb'd over firſt 
with a little Oil.

$59, RESINA, Reſin, Theſe 
are all too well in the acquain- 
tance of common People, to want 
any Deſcription, or Account of their 
Production. And therefore we ſhall 
only obſerve, that they prove Nipe- 
ners or Drawers after a manner pe- 
culiar to all hard adheſive Bodies: 

which js by ſticking fo cloſe to 
* the Pat affedted, that they ſtop 
the Tranſpiration of the common 
perſpirable Matter thro the Skarf- 
Skin, or Cuticula, The Confe- 
quence of which is, that ſuch com- 
minuted Matter returns with ſome 
degree of force, and at laſt by a 
Tendency to move the ſame way, 
occaſions ſuch frequent Encounters 
and Occurſions, as will by degrees 
attenuate and diſlodge the obſtruct- 
ed Humors; whereby they either 
ſuppurate into Matter, or are 174 
pelled thro the true Skin; and for 
want of room, by means of the 
Plaifter, to get further, they elevate 
the Cuticula from it into a Bliſter, 
and lie collected between both in 
the form of a thick Serum or Jelly.

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And this is the reaſon why ſuch 
Subſtances apply'd to any Part un- 
diſtemper'd, will often raiſe Blifters , 
as it is frequently practis'd to make 
Reyulſions, in ſome Pains of the 
Head, Defluxions, and ſore infla- 
med Eyes.

to the Bees-Wax, and therefore may 
not quite ſo much, or fo ſoon, re- 
lax as Oil; and they may have ſome 
ſmall ſhare of Subtility, or what 
is volatile (as indeed moſt animal 
Fats have) whereby they enter 
into the Pores, and aſſiſt alſo that 
way, in bringing the deſtin'd Hu- 
mors to maturity, The common 
Axungia, or Lard, is likewiſe for 
the ſame reaſon more a Ripener . 
than any vegetable expreſſed Oi; 
altho it does alſo, as Oil, aſſiſt by 
relaxing the Fibres, and giving the 
Part larger dimenſions. This holds 
good in all gnirhal Oils, or Far, 
that they are more penetrating than

Subſtances, becauſe by reaſon of a 
ſtronger Digeſtion they are in them- 
ſelves more ſubtile, and have alſo 
wrapt up in them ſome Portion of 
a volatile animal Salt, which makes 
them more effectual in this Inten-

$63. Tus, Frankincenſe. This 
comes to us of different Conſiſten- 
cies and Colors; ſome being hard, 
and more brittle, and others ſo ſoft 
as to run; that is, too fluid to keep 
in any form upon a Plain, as being 
almoſt like a thick Turpentine. The 
former ſort ſome diſtinguiſh to be a 
| Male Frankincenſe, and take it to 
be the officinal Olibanum, deſcribed 
Sec. 2, Claſs 1. And the latter, 
Thust Fæmineum, or Female Fran- 
kincenſe. But both ſorts fall in 
with this Intention, by having 
ſomewhat conſiderably penetrating

This 
Drug alſo is very adheſive, and 
ſticks cloſe to the Skin, either by 
it ſelf, or in the Compoſition of 
Emplaſters; ſo that on that account 
alſo it forwards the ſame End. 
Some pretend, that this, ty'd' to 
the Wriſts, and Soles of the Feet, 
will cure Childrens Intermittents; 
and others alſo apply it to the Pit of 
the Stomach for the like purpoſe ; 
but it does not ſeem fitted to anſwer 
any ſuch important End, And what 
is frequently aſcribed to this in ſuch 
caſes, is much more likely effected 
by Cinnabar, Camphire, and ſuch 
like things which are mix'd with 
it.

tines and Balſams. Theſe all come 
under thisHead, and are more or leſs 
deterſive, as theymore or leſs abound 
with warm, aromatic, and ſubtile 
Particles, Some of them are too 
cleanſing, and therefore the Yolk of 
an Egg, as was taken notice of 
under the preceding Article, is mix'd 
with them to check their Activity, 
and adminiſter as it were an exter- 
nal Nouriſhment to the abraded 
Part, Medicines of this Tribe ſome- 
times incarnate too faſt, and fill up 
the Ulcer with a Fungus, or what is 
commonly call'd Proud Fleſh ; which 
brings on a Neceſlity for the ſubſe- 
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quent Claſs, Beſides what hath 
been already ſaid under the different 
kinds of Iurpentines above, which 
was chiefly extracted from Authors 
who wrote ſometime ago, it may be 
acceptable to acquaint the Reader 
that our New-England Traders have 
found out ways to imitate, or come 
up very near to the fineſt Turpen- 
tines and Balſams of the Eaſt, om 
Trees of their own Growth; inſo- 
much that not many have skill e- 
nough to diſtinguiſh them; tho the 
true Balm of Gilead, the Chio, and 
Strasburgh mere are yet ſin. 
gular in their chief CharaQeriſtics, 
particularly their Delicacy of Fla- 
vor. The Counterfeits which ſome 
make here, are knowable in a = 
tle time keeping, by a Separation o 
them into 1 2 almoſt 
like an Oil, and thicker, like a Coa- 
gulum. All the Turpentine of late 
vended for the Venice ſort, hath 
been thus manufaftufted from the 
common Turpentine; but that from 
Strasburgh will not eaſily admit of 
ſuch Adulteration, without being 
diſcovered at firſt ſight, its greeniſh 
Color, and peculiar Frag rancy be- 
ing almoſt inimitable. 


Claſs 2. Of Cauſtics. 


THESE are ſuch things as by 
their violent Activity, and Heat 
thence occaſion'd, deſtroy the Tex- 
ture of the Part itſelf to which 
they are apply'd ; and eat it away, 
as we commonly expreſs it, or burn 
it into an 5 And they differ 
from the former pretty much, as 
the Piperine Volatiles do from thoſe 
of the Garlick or Onion-kind ; as 
was before obſerv'd.

Vacuity in the Subſtance of the Part. 
Theſe are of uſe generally in Ab ſceſ- 
ſes and Impoſihumations, to eat thro 
to the ſuppurated Matter, -and give 
it vent; and alſo to make Iſſues in 
Parts where cutting is difficult or in- 
convenient, We have rank'd ſome 
things under this Head, which do 
not come up to ſo great a degree 
of Efficacy as to make an Eſchar; 
but becauſe they are able to raiſe 
the Fleſh into Bliſters, and make con- 
ſiderable Changes by the ſame man- 
ner of Operation, in a more remiſs 
degree, we thought it moſt proper 
to give them a late here. 

570. Calx VIVA, Quick 
Lime. This comes by thoſe Qua- 
liries which intitle it to this Claſs 
from the Fire ; for before Burnin 
there is nothing in the Stone which 
has any ſuch Properties. Thoſe 
who are acquainted with the man- 
ner how this is burn'd in Kilns from 
Pit-ſtone into this Subſtance, will 
not wonder that ſuch a number of 
igneous Particles are lodg'd in it : 
but however, the Commotion and 

Heat which ariſe from its being firſt 
wetted with common Water, ſuffi. 
ciently demonſtrates what it has in 
its Compoſition, Whenever there- 
fore this is uſed as a Cauſtre, its 
Operation is to be accounted for in 
the ſame manner as that of Fire it- 
ſelf; which is to be underſtood 
from the. preceding Explication. 
This is alſo uſed for many medi- 
cinal purpoſes. beſides that of a 
Canſtic, The Water in which it 
is ſlaked, as the uſual Term is, par- 
takes ſo much of its hot drying na- 


* ture, as to be wonderfully good in 


waſhing and cleanſing ſome ſloughy 
foul Ulcers, as alfo tetterous Erup- 


tions; its Alkaline Salts, made ſo 


by Calcmation, greatly deſtroying 
thoſe- Acidities which ſo ouze out 
and deform the Skin, It is alfo in 
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internal Preſcription, as a Dryer or 
an Abſorbent, which it obtains by 
the ſame Qualities, The Ingredi- 
ents therefore for ſweetning Diet- 
Drinks, are frequently boil'd in it. 
It is likewiſe accounted one of the 
beſt Remedies in a Diabetes, for 
reaſons which the Reader may find 
in Dr, Xeil's Book of Animal Se- 
cretion, too long to be inſerted 
here, | 

571. CANTHARIDES, Spaniſfy 
Flies. The external Uſe of theſe is 
ſufficiently known to all, They 
raiſe Bliſters by their Pungency and 
Activity; for ſtimulating the cu- 
taneous Fibres, they occaſion a 
greater Derivation of Fluids to thar 
part ; which paſſing the Skin, and 
not being able to penetrate the Cu- 
ticle, they divide them, and elevate 
the latter up into a Blifter, as has 
been already hinted under Ne 56, 
exc. of the ſecond Claſs of this Sec- 
tion. The Subtility of theſe is mani- 
feſt from their entering into the 
Blood in ſuch-Quantities, when on- 
ly externally apply'd, as are ſuffici- 
ently felt beyond the Kidneys, and 
often occaſion Stranguries, and great 
Heat of Urine, Theſe are ſome» 
times managed ſo as to open Iſſues, 
but it is a painful and uncertain way, 
The perpetual Blifter-Plaiſters, which 
are ſo much adyertis'd, are nothin 
elſe but the common Epiſpaſtic, d 
with a mixture in which the Can- 
tharides are finely  pouder'd and 
mix'd : therefore thoſe who value 
themſelves upon it as a Secret, ei- 
ther abuſe themſelves or other Peo- 
ple. By the ſame management 
Iſſies may be provoked to make 
the greater Diſcharges, the leaſt Par- 
ticle being put-at the bottom of the 
Pea, or touching the Pea with an 
Unguent, with ſome of them in its 
Compoſition.

Mathiolus deſcribes a Balſa- 
mia, by others call'd Momordicaz 
Pomum mirabile ; and by C. Ban- 
hine, Pomum Hieroſolymitanum, Bal- 
ſamita totundifolia repens, ſeu Mas, 

the Jeruſalem Balſam Apple, which 
was antiently uſed in Pharmacy; 
but loſt to us. A Species of the 


Mint is alſo called Balſamita, by 


the diſtinction of Mentha rotundi- 
ſolia flore ſpicato; as likewiſe is one 
kind of the Maudlin, diſtinguiſhed 
by Balſamita minor, which is the 
Coſtus minor hortenſis, the leſſer 
Garden Coſtmary, and agrees with 
Herman's Balſamita mas, ſeu Ta- 
nacetum hortenſe foliis ex odore 
Menthe, inſerted in the Catalogue 
of the new London Diſpenſatory 
But none of theſe are enough uſed 
in Medicine to deſerve much en- 
quiry about their Virtues. The, 
Balſamuin Syriacum Rute folio of 
C. Bauhine, called alſo the Balſam 
Tree, formerly growing wild in 
Arabia Felix, and tranſplanted from 
thence into Judea and Egypt, is 
of ſome note in Pharmacy, as its 
Fruit is the Carpobalſumum, the 
Shoots the Xylobalſamum; and the 
Juice the Opobalſamum of the 
Shops; which ſee in their reſpec- 
tive Places, 

589. BAmi4s MoSCHATA; 


' Musk-mallow, or Moſch-Seed, is a 


Species of the Alcea, or Vervain- 
Mallow. It is called Bamia Egyp- 
tiaca Moſchata, by Parkinſon ; 
Egyptiaca villeſa; by C. Bauhine ; 
and Althea Fgyptiaca villoſa, in 
the Oxford Catalogue: The Fgyp- 
tians were ſaid to uſe it to ſtreng- 
then the Brain; and as a great Cor- 
dial; Moſt Botaniſts agree, that 
the Bang, with whieh the Indians 
intoxicate themſelves; and play 
ſtrange Tricks my its Influence;

ing called Alcea Indica Cannabino 
folio, by Dr. Paul Herman, who 
lived a great while in India. But 
Dr. Tancred Robinſon will have it 
a genuine Species of the Cannabis, 
or Hemp : however none of theſe 
Diſtinctions enter into our Phar- 
macy. 

590. BEHEN, Ben. There are 
of this two kinds taken notice of; 
the — Album, Spatling 
Poppy, or the white Ben, ſaid to 
be. a Species of the Lychnis Syl- 
veſtris; and the Rubrum, 
called Sea Lavender, belonging to 
the Limonium Herbariis : And it 
hath been a diſpute, whether either 
of theſe were the Been of the Ara- 
bians; moſt inclining to think not. 
Some make the firſt of theſe to 
belong to the Angelica ; others the 
Eryngo, others the Zedoary, and 
others again the Wild Parſnip : 
but its uſe in Medicine is ſo little, 
as not to deſerve much enquiry a- 
bout either its Tribe or Virtues, 
The Saponaria, Soap-wort, is of the 


fame kind. 


891. BUTYRKUM, Butter. This 
is ſeldom met- with in Medicinal 
Preſcription, Every one knows 
the uſe of it in Food. By the Tex- 
ture and Nature of its Subſtance, it 
tends to relax the Solids, and ſup 
plies the Tuices with Particles light 
and adheſive, Upon the firſt ac- 


count it may be good in dry and 


coſtive Conſtitutions ; but muſt be 
hurtful in lax, moiſt, and corpulent 
ones, By the Levity and Tenacity 
of irs Parts, it is alſo very apt to 


ſtop in the Glands and Capillaries, 
whereby it fouls the Viſcera, but 


particularly the ſmall Glands of the 


Skin: hence it is apt to produce 


Blotches, and all cutaneous Defor- 
mities. And this Opinion is much 


evnficm'd' by the Experience of all 


whoſe Huſineſs has made them con- 
verſant with young Children, they 
having much of this in their Diet; 
whereby they have been obſerv'd. 
to grow weakly, corpulent, Uf. 
belly'd, and very ſubject to break- 
ings- out, and to bread Lice, and 
ſuch- like Uncleanlineſſes; but upon 
reſtraining them from it, mich 
any other viſible means, they have 
out-grown all thoſe Inconvenien- 
ces. Oil of Olives is much of the 
ſame nature as Butter, and is us'd 
in Countries which abound with-it 
for the ſame purpoſe. | 
592. CasEvs, Cheeſe. This is 
2 of the — nature as the 
rmer, conſiſting of light, h, 
viſcid Parts ; which for + thy" 
reaſon, as given before, will occa- 
ſion Obſtructions, with their Con- 
ſequencęs: but in this reſpect Cheeſe 
is not ſo liable to thoſe Inconveni- 
encies as the other, becauſe of the 
ſubtile acid which it has from the 
Rennet, that gives it a warm biting 


| Taſte, and makes it more eaſy of 


Digeſtion and Comminution. How- 
ever therefore the Palat may be pre- 
judiced, yet without — is the 
wholeſomeſt which is the ſtrongeſt, 
as we uſually ſay, of the Renner. 
Tho indeed all the ſorts tend to Viſ- 
cidities, and are therefore bad in all 
caſes which ariſe from ſuch a ſtate 
of Blood; but particularly Diſor- 
ders of the Breaſt, as Pleuriſies and 
Aſthma's. | | 
593. ConrsAa, called alſo Pu- 
licaria, Flea-Bane. It is divided 
by Botaniſts into three kinds ; the

554. Cor Ar. This is the Gum 
of the Rhus ob ſoniorum, or officinal 


Sumach, The Antients had this 
Plant much in eſteem for its me- 
dicinal Qualities : but altho the 
preſent Diſpenſatory of our College 
retains a Compoſition which re- 
ceives its Name from it, yet it is 
now hardly ever preſcribed. The 
many Diſtinctions of this therefore 
made by Botanic Writers, are not 
worth recital, nor an Enumeration 
of its Virtues. The Gum, called Co- 
pal, weeps from it when cut, and is 
chiefly broug 
and other parts of the Weſt- Indies: 
Altho indeed, according to Piſo, 
all odorous Gums are in com- 
mon called Copal amongſt the In- 
* dians; and Hernandez deſcribes 
eight kinds of Trees producing Co- 
pal : but without doubt, the offici- 
nal Gum under this Name is from 
the Copallifera ſecunda ſive Copalli 
quahunh patlahoca of Hernandez, 
and is very py the Rhoes Vir- 
giniana Lentiſci foliis of Ray, no 
ways differing in Species, but acci- 
dentally, from the different Soils and 
Climates, as is common to many 
Plants of the ſame kind: and Dr. 
Leonard Pluckenet affirms , that he 
hath himſelf gathered a white Gum 
not unlike the officinal Copal, from 
it. Monardes ſeems to have de- 
ſcribed the Gum Anime under this 
Name; nor is this the Production 
of Piſo's Copaiba, as Paulus Ammi- 
anus conjectures, for that ſupplies 
the true officinal Balſamum Capivi, 
as may be ſeen under that Name. 
But theſe are Diſputes of no great 
moment, | 

595. CY ANT, Blue. bottle. The 
moſt conſiderable Diſtin&ion, a- 
mongſt many others, of this, is in-

$96, CEAREVYVISIA Ales Un- 
der this Article is intended all that 
belongs to portable Malt Liquors : 
and theſe may be conſiderd under 
the following Diviſions ; 1. Ho p'd 
and Unhopp'd Drinks. 2. Small ot 
Strong. 3. Pale or Brown : and; 
4. New and Old. | 
1. The difference made by Hop 
is beſt diſcover d from the nature 
Theſe are 
known ta-be a ſubtile grateful Bir- 
ter. In their Compoſition therefore 
with this Liquor, they add ſomewhat 
of an alkaline Nature; that is, Par- 
ticles which are ſubtile, active aud 
rigid. By this means the ramous viſ- 
cid Parts of the Mali are more divi- 
ded and ſpiritualiz d, if we may uſe 
that Term; and therefore riot onl 
more eaſy of Digeſtion and Secreti- 
on in the Body, but alfo while in the 
Liquor, prevent it from running in- 
to ſuch Cohefions, as would make 
it ropy, vapid and ſour, But for 
want of this in unhopp'd Drinks, 
that clammy Sweetneſs which they 
retain after working, ſoon turns 
them acid and unfit for uſe ; which 
is ſooner or later, ia proportion 
to the Strength they receive from 
the Malt, and the Comminution 
it has undergone by Fermentation. 
It is much in the Opinion of ſome, 
that Ale is more Diuretic than Beer; 
that is, «nhopp'd Liquor more than 
that which has Hops in it. In ſome. 
articular Conſtitutions it may ſo 
appen, becauſe Ale is more ſmooth, 
— and relaxing; and there- 
fore where Urize is to be promoted 
by enlarging the Paſſage, that is moſt 
likely to do it: and this is moſtly 
the caſe of thin dry Conftitutions,. 
But where the promotion of Urine 
is to be made, by attenuating and 
R 2 break. 
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breaking the Juices, and kc aa 
them more fluid, it is certainly be 

anſwer'd by thoſe Drinks which are 
well hopp'd. As to the Controver- 
ſy whether Hops tend to breed the 
Stone, it is too long here to enter 
into, and ſeems to have little foun- 
dation on the affirmative ſide : but 
thus far we may venture to ſay, 
where one Inſtance can be produ- 
ced, of any probability for ſuch 
an Effet from this Cauſe, there 
may many more be brought, which 


can admit of no doubt, where Con- 


ſtitutions have been ſpoil'd by Ale 
on the contrary extreme, For that 
mavifeſtly fouls the Glands, ſtuffs 
the Veſſels with Slime and Viſcidity, 
makes the Body unweildy and cor- 
pulent, and paves the way for Ca- 
chexies, the Jaundice, Afthma's, and 
at laſt incurable Dropſies. The Uri- 
nary Paſſages, which likewiſe it is 
imagin'd to clear, it will by de- 
grees fill with Slough, and Matter 
of as bad Conſequence as Gra- 
wel. | 


. Sy 4. Strength of theſe Li- 


quors, makes them of different effi- 


cacies, as to any Medicinal Regards. 
The ſtronger they are, the more vil- 
cid Parts they carry into the Blood; 
and although the ſpirituous Parts 
make theſe imperceptible at firſt, 
yer when they are eyaporated or 
one off, which will be in a few 
ours, the other will be ſenſibly 


enough felt by Pains in the Head, 


Nauſeouſneſs at the Stomach, and 
Laſſitude, or Liſtleſneſs to Motion. 
This thoſe are much the beſt judges 
of, who have experienc'd the Ex- 
tremes of drinking of theſe Li- 
quors, and of Wines: for a De- 


bauch of Wine they find much 


ſooner wear off; and they are more 
lively and brisk aſterwards, than 


upon over-tipling lt Ligure, 
whoſe viſcid Remains will be long 


before they can be ſhook away. 
Theſe Liquors therefore are much 
the more wholeſom for being ſmall, 
that is, of ſuch a Strength as to carry 
ſome {mall degree of warmth into 
the Stomach ; but not ſo as to pre- 
vent their being proper Diluters of 
our geceſſary Food. People of ro- 
buft Conſtitutions, who labour very 
hard, may.diſpenſe with reaſonable 
quantities of the ſtrongeſt, eſpecially 
as their Food is frequently poor and 
ſlender enough, the Deficiencies of 
which this ſupplies ; and their con- 
tinual Erercile and Srength of Body, 
digeſts and breaks the Viſcidities of 
the Drink into convenient Nouriſh- 
ment : alcho in Perſons of another 
Habit, and way of Living, they 
would only produce Obſtructions 
and ill Humors. 

3. Malt Drinks are diſtinguiſhed 
into. Pale or Brown, from the Malt 


they are brewed with, That which- 


is ſlendereſt dry'd, makes it leſs 
tinge the Liquor in Brewing, and 
therefore is call'd Pale; whereas that 
which is higher dry'd, or roaſted as 
it were in compariſon of the other, 
makes it of a high Color; and a 
mixture of both, of an Amber, 
which Name likewiſe ſeveral of 
thoſe Liquors bear. The Pale Mali 
has certainly moſt of the Grain in it, 
and is therefore moſt nouriſhing; 
but alſo for that very reaſon re- 
quires a ſtrong Conſtitution, ſuffi- 
ciently to digeſt it. Thoſe who drink 
much of it are generally ſleek and fat 
in the bloom of their Age; but if they 
are not ſuddenly cut off by Fevers, 
as they generally are, they fall ve- 
ry early into a diſtemper'd old Age, 
and hardly ſupport the Burden or 
Life, with a Retinne of Diſeaſes, 
The Braum makes a Drink much 
leſs viſcid, and fitter to paſs the ſe- 
veral Strainers of the Body; but 
what is very ſtrong of it may be us q 

10 
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in exceſs enough to bring on the 
Inconyeniences of the former, tho 
a ſingle Debauch with it much more 
eaſily wears off. How far it ma 
be a uſeful Hint to thoſe who find 
their acconnts only in the Profits of 
brewing, I cannot be a judge; but 
for the Health of the Conſumer, 1 
can venture to aſſure him, that the 
Pale Malt brew'd with hard Waters, 
ſuch as thoſe of Springs and Wells, 
is the, beſt : becauſe the Mineral 
Particles, with which they are im- 
pregnated, will help to prevent the 
Coheſions of thoſe drawn from the 
Grain, and enable them to paſs the 
roper Secretions the better; as the 
viſcid Particles of the Grain will 
likewiſe defend them from doing 
the Miſchief, which otherwiſe they 
might occaſion. But ſofter Wa- 
ters, as Rain and River Waters, 
ſeem moſt ſuited to draw out the 
Subſtance of high dry'd Males, 
which retain many igneous Parti- 
cles in their Contexture, and are 
therefore beſt loſt in a ſmooth Ve- 
hicle. | Bs gh 
4. The Age of theſe Liquors is 
the laſt thing we are to conſider, 
by which they become more or leſs 
wholeſom. And this ſeems to do 
ſomewhat the ſame as Hops : for 
thoſe” Liquors which are ' longeſt 
kept, are certainly leaſt viſcid; 
by degrees breaking the viſcid Parts, 
and rendring them ſmaller, makes 
them fitter for Secretion. But this 
is always to be determin'd by their 
—7 becauſe in e to 
that, they will ſooner or later come 
to their full perfection, and likewiſe 
to their decay. But when Ale or 
Beer is kept until its Particles are 
broke and comminuted, as far as 
they are capable, then it is always 
the beſt; but beyond that it will 
continually be upon the decay, un- 


til the finer Spirits quite make their 


245 
eſcape, and the remainder becomes 
vapid and four. By what there- 
fore has been already ſaid, it will 
appear that the older Drinks are 
the moſt wholeſom, ſo they be 
kept up to this ſtandard, but not 
en it. | 

There is ſo much of Uſe might 
be faid upon this Head, becauſe 
theſe Liquors have the greateſt 
ſhare in our way of living, that it 
would exceed the Bounds we have 
ſet ourſelves, We ſhall therefore 
only make this further Obſervation, 
that thoſe whoſe Fortunes permit 


o 


them to intermix Wine with their 


common Drink, are not ſo ſubje& 
to Coughs, with other Diſtempers of 
the Breaſt, and Dropſies; yet they 
are more afflicted with Gravel and 
Arthritic Pains : ſo that altho the 
French may be merry (as what is 
not the ſubject of Mirth to them?) 
with the Engliſh coughing at Church, 
yet we can return it, that the Eng- 
105 do not ſo often cry out under 
the Torments of the Stone and 
Gout, unlels it be the unactiye Drink- 
ers of their Wines. 

We have not here given Wine a 
diſtinct Article, becauſe it is a Fo- 
reign Liquor; and this Work is 
proteſſedly calculated for our own 
Country: however as it is ſo much 
in our common Drink, amongſt 
the higher Order of People. eſpe. 
cially; it may not be amiſs to 
obſerve, that the ſtronger Wines 
ſeem much the more agreeable to 
Engliſh Conſtitutions ; but wherg 
they are too ſtrong when neat, the 
may be diluted with Water, Theſy 
by their Spirituouſneſs wonderful- 
y conduce to the Digeſtion of 
the groſs Food of our Country 
eſpecially the great- quantities of 
Fleſh we eat ; and are the morg 
neceſſary by reaſon we eat but lit · 
tle Herbs, But the thinner Wines, 
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tho they are moſt grateful to the 
Stomach, and leſs diſorder the Head, 
yet they carry a Tartar with them 
into the Blood, which they leave be- 
hind in the Mucilaginous Glands of 
the Joints: where it occaſions thoſe 
racking Pains of the Gout, and ſome- 
times by degrees takes away the uſe 
of the Limbs, ſo far as to reduce 
Perſons to the ſtate of Cripples. 
597. MEI, Honey, Monſ. Le- 
mery the younger has a Diſlertation 
on Honey, in the Memoirs of the 
Academy for 1706 ; He ſays, that 
the Spring Honey is the bet, be- 


cauſe the Bees are then in their Vi- 


gor. He eſteems that which is 
made in Langyedoc and Danphiny ; 
but that of Carbiere, three Leagues 
diſtant from Narbonne, is preferable 
to all; and they therefore call it 
Honey of Narbonne. The Excel- 
lency of this is thought to be ow- 
ing to the abundance of Roſemary 


that is to be met with thereabouts ; 
but when he was in thoſe Parts, 


notwithſtanding all the Roſemary 
was deſtroyid by the ſeverity of 
the preceding Winter, yet he ob- 
ſerv'd the Honey to be as good 
as ever was known, - In our Coun- 
try, Hampſhire Honey has the great- 
eſt name, but 1 cannot ſay, whe- 
ther for its greater Excellency, or 
the Quantity which that Country 
affords, That which is whiteſt and 
hardeſt is moſt prefer'd, but the 
browner and ſmoother ſort is beſt in 
Medicine, becauſe it is not ſo apt 
to cand,which deforms and ſpoils it: 
beſides, Temery the Elder, in his 
Chymiſtry, ſays it is more ſpiri- 
tuous; Which very well agrees with 
its keeping more fluid. And that 
certainly muſt moſt abound with ſa- 
line Parts, which ſhoots ſooneſt in- 
o what is commonly call'd Candy, 
Schroder's Authority alſo juſtifies the 


Choige of Mogſ. Lemery ; for he 


- 


refers the Mel flavum, and next to 
that the Mel album, Some Na 
liſts and phyſical Writers, ſpeak of 
Honey being found in. many Places 
where there are no Bees, = it is by 
them therefore call'd Ros and Cibus 
Cœleſtis. Pliny, Book 2 1. Chap. 14, 
mentions a Mountain in Crete, where 


there was found great 7 ang of Ho- 


ney, but never were ſeen any Bees, 
And Galen affirms, Lib. 11, de ſimp. 
Medic. Facult. that he found Honey 
perfectly form'd upon divers Trees 
and Plagts. His words are to this 
porpoſe; I remember I have ſome- 
times in the Summer obſery'd Honey 
upon the Leaves of Trees and Plants, 
inſomuch that the Hinds have with joy 
cry'd out, Jupiter rains Honey 

The medicinal Virtues of this are 
many and great, inſamuch that there 
is no Author fram the moſt antient 
tunes but makes mention of them 
cg from the Divine Hippo- 
crates, down to this Age. It is 
very penetrating and . 
and js therefore good in all Obſtruc- 
tions, eſpecially from viſeid and 
tough Humors. In Infarctions and 
Stu of the Breaſt, it is of great 
efficacy, and wonderfully pro motes 
ExpeQtaration, In ſhort, there is no 
Diſorder, from Phlegm, or any thing 
which is. the produce of a cold Con- 
E which it is not of ſervice 
in. But in thin and hot Habits, it 
is not good. It was antiently uſed 
as Sugar is now; and great pity it 
is, that it is not at preſent more uſed. 
It does great ſervice to ſuch as are 
troubled in a morning with thick 
tough Phlegm, with which they can- 


not be eaſy, until it is hawk'd up, 


tho it gives a great deal of difficulty 
and ſtraining to do it. For this pur- 
poſe it is very conveniently eat over 


night upon a Toaſt, or diffoly'd in 


any warm Liquor, Some affirm it 


will deſtroy Worms, drank in Milk:

but the Reaſon given for ſuch an 
effect, ſeems to be very odd; be- 
cauſe they do not — — it diſa- 
greeable to them, but on the 
cantrary they like it ſo well, as to 
feed upon it till it kills them by Ex- 
ceſs. This has been much uſed in 
Chirurgery to cleanſe foul Ulcers, ei- 
ther by immediate Application, or 
waſhing them with Liquors in which 
it had been diſſolv'd. 

598. Ov a, Eggs. The medici- 
nal Uſes of theſe have been already 
taken notice of under the preceding 
Seftion in Claſs 1. and Claſs 3. 
Here therefore we have to do with 
them only as a part of our Food, in 
which reſpe& all know them to 
be of good Nouriſhment, and 
warm, but ſubje& not to paſs well 
thro the Stomach with ſome People; 
which may ariſe from their ſoſten- 
ing and relaxing the Membranes, 
and alſo their Tenacity and Difh- 
culty of Comminution, ef w_— if 
they are made hard in the dreſſing. 
The beſt way of remedying this In- 
conveniency is with Vinegar, or 
Pepper, or both, as the uſual Cuſtom 
is; becauſe ſuch things aſtringe the 
Coats of the Stomach, and make 
them perform their Attritions more 
forcibly, whereby Digeſtion is ſoon- 
er

$99. PAN Is, Bread, Moſt of 


what concerns this Article may be 
found under Sect. 4. Claſs 2. con- 
cerning 
Bread-Corn. Only here we ſhall 
juſt obſerve, thay the Bread which 
is moſt baked, is eaſieſt of Digeſ- 
tion; becauſe what the Heat does 
in baking, forwards that Comminu- 
tion of the more viſcid Parts, which 
is to be finiſh'd in the Stomach. The 
Salt and Yeaſt, or what is added to 
it as Leven to give it a gentle Fer- 
ment, very much aſliſts to the ſame 


end; the lighter therefore it is, the

better. The coarſe Bread which 
the People feed on, makes 
a good Change of Diet with ſome 
Citizens, who live upon Meats too 
nouriſhing, and for want of ſuffi- 
cient Exerciſe, grow corpulent; be- 
cauſe it is deterſive, and will gently 
purge them at firſt, | 
600, SACCHARUM, Sugar. 
The Plant which produces this, is 
call'd Arundo Saccharifera, or Cala- 
mus Saccharinus, the Sugar-Reed, or 
Cane, It has been a diſpute whe- 
ther this was known or not to the 
ntients, Quercetan is of opinion, 
that Ægineta was the firſt Phyſici- 
an who mentions it; altho Schro- 
der is perſuaded, that both Hippo- 
crates and Galen are to be under- 
ſtood to mean Sugar, when they 
ſpeak of Honey concreted in Canes, 
and Honey found in Reeds; and 
indeed Paulus Ægineta, whom all 
ſides agree to have known it, calls 
it ſometimes Indian Salt, indurated 
by the Heat of the Sun, But this 
is not greatly to our purpoſe, ſince 
we are ſufficiently now acquainted 
with its Production. Its medicinal 
Effects vary ſomething, according 
to its different degrees of Fineneſs : 
the browneſt is moſt ſweet, becauſe 
there is moſt of an oily nature in its 
Compoſition, which makes it more 
adhere to, and abide longer upon 
the Palat; it is alſo moſt opening, 
and therefore beſt to uſe in purga- 
tive Syrups, as alſo in Glyſters. The 
finer has more of a binding Qua- 
lity, but the fineſt of all has a de- 
terſive one, and is therefore uſeful 
where Phlegm abounds ; for it cuts 
and attenuates viſcid Humors, and 
promotes wh 60ers The com- 
mon $ ve ſo much in them 


that is groſs and viſcid, that if much 
uſed they foul the Glands, particu- 
larly thoſe of the Skin, and occa» 
ſion many ſcorbutic Symptoms,

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Many Authors too have a Notion 
of their being hurtful to hyſterical 
and hypocondriacal People, becauſe 
of their fermentative nature; and 
forthe ſame reaſon alſo forbid them 
evers. The Arabians firſt 
brd chern ſo much into Medi- 
cine, and contriv'd a great many 
Syrups, which were to have their 
Conſiſtence from them. 

601. SpIRITVUSVINI, Brandy. 
What is ſtrictly a Spirit of Wine, is 
only a Pegetable highly exalted by 
volatile Salts, as was before hinted 
in the firſt Part, concerning Prin- 
ciples; but here we mean that which 
is in common uſe in potable Li- 
quors, which is the former, with a 
large ſhare of Phlegm + for what 
comes up to that Standard, which 
the Di/fillers call Proof, contains 
near ſeven parts of Phlegm to nine 
of Spirit. Upon the exacteſt Tri- 
al 1 have known made, zhirty- 
two Onnces of Brandy of common 
Proof would raiſe over nineteen 
Ounces, or very near, of Spirit, which 
would all burn away, but no 
more, the reſt being mere Phlegm. 
The medicinal Effects of this may 
be found in the Explanation of the 
firſt Claſs of the firſt Section of this 
Tak: + © | n 
602. SERUM, Whey. This is 
accounted a great Cooler and Sweet- 
ner of the Blood. By taking awa 
the Curd from the Milt, the 7 
viſeid and grumous Part is gone, 
and the Whey which remains is 
thereby left thinner and fitter to paſs 
the ſeveral Strainers of the Body: 
and for this reaſon, where it does 
not too much chill the Sromach, it is 
very good to drink in large quan- 
tities, to rinſe the Viſcera, and 
particularly the Kidneys, by which 
it is yery apt to —. off. The

ther faſting, is of long ſtanding, 
and is greatly approv'd of by many 
antient Phyſicians Where it is not 
too nauſeous (for the Fumitory is 
very bitter) it cannot but be an ex- 
traordinary good Medicine for mo- 
deratel — cleanſing, and 
— the Iywards. 

603. SPERMA RANA RU, 
Frogs Spawn, This was forgot un- 
der the Diviſion of Coolers, and in- 
deed there will be no great damage 
was it quite loſt, and expung'd the 
Materia medica; for there is onl 
a ſimple Water made with it, which 
ſtands in the account of ſome for 
many good purpoſes : but it's an 
inſipid Phlegm, and good for no- 
thing more than common Rain- 
Water, and will not keep long with- 
out mothering and ſtinking, | 

604. TARTARUM, Tartar. 
This is what is found ſticking to 
Wine-Casks, like a hard Stone, ei- 
ther white or red, according to the 
Color of the Wine from — it 
comes. The white is preferable, it 
containing leſs Droſs or earthy Parts. 
The beſt comes from Germany, and 
is the Tartar of the Rheniſh Wines. 
It is not uſed but after Preparati- 
on ; we ſhall mention its Virtues in 
their proper Place. 

605. VINUM, Wine. So far as 
is neceſſary to take notice of this, 
may be already found under Cere- 
viſta in this Section. 

606. U RINA HomtNts, Urine 
of Man. Some have got a no- 
tion of this being good for the 
Scurvy, and drink their own Water 
for that end ; but I cannot ſee with 
what reaſon. Some commend it 
boil'd into the Confiſtence of Honey, 
for Rheumatic Pains, rubbing it in- 
to the Part affected; in which caſe 
it may do good, becauſe it cannot 
but be very penetrating.

| ATER is ſo uſeful and 

neceſſary a part of all that 
ye are concern'd in, with regard 
ther to Diet or Medicine, that we 
annot be too inquiſitive into its 

ature and Difference; nor too 

llicitous and nice in our choice of 
it It is the main Diluter of our 
Hod,. and is the beſt for that pur- 
peſe, the freer it is from the mix- 
tue of any foreign Particles, By 
ths Element, or Diviſion of Matter, 
we underſtand nothing but a ſimple 
unnix'd Fluid ; and Water, as ſuch, 
is 20t manageable by Pharmacy to 
alter it for the better. But as it is 
not to be met with unmix'd with 
ſone heterogeneous Particles, we 
ſhal. be better inſtructed how to 
uſe and chuſe it for the Purpoſes of 
Life, by inquiring how it is alter'd 
and affected by the Mixtures it re- 
ceives of ſuch foreign Matter, in 
the ſeyeral Conditions we meet 
with it. | 

In, this Search we find again the 
beſt Helps from ſome ſhort Hints 
(and ſuch only we have*room for) 
of Dr. Mead's, in his laft Eſſay on 
Poiſons. | 
Vater is of ſo conſtant a ſervice, 
not only {or our Drinks, but alſo

in preparing our Fleſh and Bread, 

that it may juſtly be ſaid to be the 
Vehicle of all our Nouriſhment ; 
ſo that whenever this happens to 
put on other Properties than are 
neceſſary to fit it for this purpoſe, 
it is no wonder if in its Paſſage 
thro the Body theſe do make ſuita- 
ble Impreſſions there. Thus at Pa- 
ris, Where the Water of the River 
Seine is ſo full of ſtony Corpulcles, 
that even the Pipes thro which it is 
carried, in time are incruſted and 
ſtopt up by them; the Inhabitants 
are more ſubject to the Stone in the 
Bladder than in moſt other Cities, 
The ſame has been obſerv'd in the 
Baths of Abano, a few Miles from 
Padua, to that degree that it is fre- 
quently neceſſary to clear the Wheel 
of a Mill driven by the Current of 
thoſe Springs, from the great quan- 
tity of petrify'd Matter, with which 
it is from time to time incumber'd. 
Naturaliſts give us many Hiſtories 
of ſuch Waters, and one Inſtance I 
have- my. ſelf ſeen in Northampton- 
ſhire, in the Pariſh of Rothwell or 
Rowell, of the ſame kind the Doctor 
mentions near Padua. It is what 


the Country People there call an 
Water 
turns 


Querſhot-Mill, where the 


turns the Wheel by its Weight ſal- 
ling upon it into little Buckets, plac'd 
round the Periphery at convenient 
diſtances : which Contrivance in 
moſt places wears away, and wi- 
dens the Paſſage in which the 
Wheel moves ; Pur ſuch is the pe- 
trifying nature of this Water, which 
comes from a Spring but a little 
above, that they are forced with 
convenient Inſtruments, in no great 
diſtances of time, to cut way for 
its Motion. 

In like manner, let the groſs Par- 
ticles with which the Water is ſatu- 
rated be of any other nature, Me. 
tallic, Salts, & c. theſe according 
to their various Gravity, the Capa- 
city of the Canals, and ſuch- like 
Circumſtances, will, when they 
come to circulate in the animal 
Body, be by the Laws of Motion 
depoſited in one part or other. So 
thoſe mineral Bodies and nitrous 
Salts, which abound in the ſnowy 
Waters of the Alps, do ſo certainly 
ſtuff and enlarge the Glands of the 
Throat in thoſe who drink them, 
that ſcarce any who live there are 
exempt from this Inconvenience. 


Quis tumidum Guttur miratur in

For this reaſon, the Choice of Wa- 
zer for Drink amongſt the Antients 
was made by weight ; the lighteſt 
being prefer'd, as moſt free from 
all heterogeneous Bodies. 

A great Neglect in this reſpect 
the Doctor charges upon the Inha- 
ditants of this City; and that is, in 
chuſing of ftagnating impure Well- 


Water for the brewing of Beer, and 


making other Drinks, Such a Fluid 
indeed has a greater Force and Apt- 
neſs to extract the Tincture out of 
Malt, than is to be had in the more 
innocent and ſoft Liquor of Rivers; 
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but for this yery reaſon it ought not, 

unleſs upon mere neceſlity, to be 

made ky of ; this Quality bei 

owing to the mineral Particles a 

aluminous Salts with which it is im 
regnated, 

A late Author, Dr. J. H. in a Book 
call'd, Scelera Aquarum, or a Supple 
ment to Mr. Graunt on the Bills of 
Mortality, by ſearching into the firſt 
Accounts of the Diſtemper we cal 


the Scurvy, deſcribed by Pliny anc 


Strabo under the promiſcuous name; 
of Stomacace and Sceloturbe ; anc 
examining the authentic Hiſtories of 
it in later Years, made by the mot 
obſerving Phyſicians in thoſe Coun 
tries where it was unhappily re 
viv'd, as Olaus Magnus, Baluuinis 
Ronſeus, J. Wierius, Solomon A- 
bertus, &c. finds that the Origin »f 
it was in all times and places charg'd 
upon the Uſe of unwholeſom ſtaz- 
nating Waters, Then by comparing 
together the Clayey Strata of ne 
Earth about the Cities of Londn, 
Paris, and Amſterdam, he ſheys, 
that where the Water is worſt, there 
this Malady is moſt rife, So tha he 
has put it out of all doubt, that noſt 
of the perplex d and complicited 
Symptoms which are = under 
this one general Name, if they do 
not entirely owe their birth to the 
Malignity of this Element, do how- 
ever acknowledge it to be their main 
and principal Cauſe. 

And indeed — hinſelf, 
as he has very plainly decipher'd 
this Diſeaſe by the title of e 
%, or great Miles; fo he 
does very particularly in another 
Treatiſe take notice, that drinking 
of flagnating Well-Waters muſt ne- 
ceſſarily induce an il! Diſpoſition 
both of the Milt and Belly, 

If we enquire into the Reaſon 
of ſuch ill Effects, we muſt conſider 
that Clay is 4 mineral Glebe, _ 

mat 
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that the groſs Particles and metallic 
Salts with which Waters paſling 
thro ſuch a Bottom do abound, are, 
as Dr. Lifter obſerves, not to be 
maſter'd; that is, they are indi- 
geſtible in the human Body. Not 
only therefore will theſe cauſe, as 
ae very well argues, calculous Con- 
cretions in the Kidneys, Bladder, 
\and Joints ; and, as Hippocrates ex- 
perienc'd, hard Swellings in the 


Spleen ; but they muſt neceſſarily 


oftentimes by their corroſive Qua- 
lity twitch and irritate the ſenſible 
Membranes of the Stomach and 
Bowels, Nay, beſides all this, 
when they come into the Blood, it 
is no wonder if the ſmall Canals 
of inſenſible Tranſpiration are fre- 
query ſtopt up — obſtructed by 
them : for it is upon this ſcore that 
Santorius teaches us, in his Medi- 
cina Statica, Sect. 2. Aphor. 6. that 
heavy Water converts the Matter 
of Tranſpiration into an Ichor, 
which being retain'd, induces a 
Cachexy. © 
What Miſchiefs will enſue here- 
upon, every one ſees ; not only 
Pains in the Limbs, livid Spots in 
the Surface of the Body, Ulcers, cc. 
from the Acrimony of the undiſ- 
charg'd Moiſture ; but many alſo 
of thoſe perplexing Symptoms, 
which go by the name of Hyſte- 
rical and Hypocondriacal, may take 
their riſe from the ſame Source : 
For the before-cited Sanctorius has 
remark'd, in Set, 3. Aphor. 13. 
that the Flatus or Wind, ſo inſe- 
parable from thoſe Caſes, is no 
other than the Fluid of Perſpiration, 
rude and unfiniſh'd, If the Incon- 
veniences are oftentimes not felt, 
at leaſt not till towards a declining 
Age, in ſtrong and active Habits of 
Body; yet I am from very good 


Experienge aſſured, that they de- 
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ſerve Conſideration in weaker Con- 
ſtitutions and a ſedentary Life, eſpe- 
cially of the more tender Sex, I 
have the honor to be nearly related 
to a worthy Perſon, who had for- 
merly an afflicted Life, from the 
frequent Returns of violent Cholic 
Pams, till ſhe was with happy ſuc- 
ceſs adviſed by the Noble Van Hel- 
mont not to drink, as ſhe then did, 
Beer brew'd with Well-Water ; aud 
her Health is even now ſo far owing 
to this Management, that an Error 
in it is unavoidably follow'd with 
the wonted Complaints. 

For theſe reaſons Pliny tells us, 
that thoſe Waters are condemn'd 
in the firſt place, which when boil'd 
do incruſt the Sides of the Veſſels : 
and that our Well-Waters do this, 
no body who looks into the Tea- 
Kettles of our Gentlewomen can be 
ignorant. And indeed in antient 
times, when Phyſic was more 2 
Science, which is now more a 
Trade ; as that part of it which re- 
lates to Diet was more carefully 
ſtudy'd than it is now-a-days, ſo 
this Point particularly, of which we 
are treating, was of ſo great mo- 
ment, that Hippocrates, who wrote 
the beſt Book on the Subje& that 
ever was publiſh'd, has in'a 
meaſure accounted not only for the 
Diſeaſe, but even for the Temper 
and Diſpoſition of the People of 
ſeveral Countries, from the Diffe- 
rence of the Waters with which Na- 
ture has ſupply'd them. | 


609. Aqua Fon TANA, Spring- 
Water. By the Courſe of this, we 
are liable to a Mixture, in one ſort 
or other, of all the metalline or 
mineral Particles which lie con- 
ceal'd in the Earth, For the Water 
of all Springs (that is, all Waters 
which are cirqulated or ſtrain d thro 


+ + the 


l 
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the Earth, and which we call Springs Brain: which gave occaſion for 


when they break out upon the Sur- 
face) waſh off and car _ 
with them ſome Particles of the So 


they travel thro; ſo that they be- 


come ſalubrious or miſchieyous, ac- 
cording to the nature of the mine- 
ral Matter which they have taken 
up and join'd with. in their Courſe. 
So far as this anſwers any medici- 
nal Purpoſes, and makes the Water 
in any reſpect purgative, will come 
under inquiry in the Article of Aci- 
duls. Here therefore we have only 
occaſion to be ſatisfy d what are beſt 
for the common occaſions of Life, 
as they muſt neceflarily make a part 
of our Diet ; and theſe are the light- 
eſt, as the precedent Reaſonings de- 
monſtrate, and ſuch as are freeſt 
from mineral Mixtures. 

That Spring-Waters are, thus 
loaded in their Current, cannot be 
doubted by thoſe who have ever 
experienc'd but the Taſt and Effi- 
cacy of our ordinary medieinal 
Springs: and tho our own Country 
furniſhes us not with any ſuch In- 
ſtances, unqueſtionable Authorit 
informs us of ſome Springs whic 
bring along with them poiſonous 
and deadly Companions ; which 
muſt be their corroſive Corpuſcles 
mix*d with their Water, that can- 
not fail (when forſaken, in the 
Canals of the Body, by their Ve- 
hicle) to do the ſame Miſchief as 
they would if taken by themſelves 
undiluted : only with this difference, 
that they may in this form be car- 
ry'd ſometimes farther into the ani- 
mal Frame, and fo diſcoyer- their 
Malignity in ſome of the inmoſt 
Receſſes. Thus the Fon? Ruber 
in Ethiopia, mention'd by Pliny, 
about which abundance of native 
Minium or Cinnabar was found, 


ſhew'd its ill effects chiefly on the 


Ovid to ſay of it, 


i quis faucibus hauſit, 
Aut furit, aut patitur mirum gra- 
vitate ſoporem. ä 


But there is no need of enlarging 
further on this Head, ſince any 
mineral Poiſon may impart its deadly 
= to perfluent Streams : and 
accordingly there are Inſtances ef 
Arſenical, Mercurial, and other 
Fountains, of which the Hiſtories 
may be ſeen in the Collections cf 
Baccius de Thermis, lib. 6. and a very 
remarkable one in the Philoſophical 
Tranſattions, Ne 8. 

We are taught — curious 
ways of trying what are the princi- 
pal Mixtures in theſe Waters, which 
muſt be of great uſe to ſuch as tia- 
vel in unfrequented Countries, and 
where Neceſſity often forces them 


to unexperienc'd Springs; but that 


would be too long for us here: we 
ſnall therefore only drop this gene- 
ral Rule, That thoſe Waters are beſt 
for uſe which are lighteſt; and this 
may be determin'd with the utmoſt 
exactneſs, by weighing other con- 
venient Bodies in them, which we 
are taught by the common Hydro- 
ftatieal Scales, now any where to be 
had in the Shops. The common 
Experiment of trying them with 
Soap is alſo uſeful ; for the more 
remote they are from lathering with 
that, the more unfit they are for 
nſe. Thoſe Springs which arife 
from a chalky Earth, are generally 
accounted beſt : which may be either 
for their not giving to the perfluent 
Waters any thing unwholeſom, or 
their abſorbing many N 

n. 


cles from them in their Pereo 


There may Circumſtances hap- 
pen, where Spring- Waters ſhall be 
|  tound 
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found of good ſervice drank alone, 
In ſome Stomachs relax'd from 
Intemperance , theſe drank in a 
morning not only help to waſh 
off a great deal of flimy Filth, 
the Remains of a Debauch, but 
alſo to aſtringe the Fibres, and 
draw up the Membranes to a due 
Tenſity. And the more loaded 
ſuch Waters are with ſome mineral 
Particles, eſpecially of the alumi- 
nous or nitrous kind ; the more ab- 
ſterſive and more reſtringing will 
they be, and the better anſwer 
thoſe Intentions. 

610. FLUVIALIS, River- 
Water. This likewiſe has its vari- 
ous Qualities from the different 
Soils it travels thro, tho not fo 
much as that of Springs. The 
River-Waters may be reckon'd a 
Compoſition of Spring and Rain- 
Waters together: near the Head 
therefore of any conſiderable Spring, 
they may partake much of the Oar 
or Mineral, which that Spring waſh- 
es along with it; but at a greater 
diſtance may be affected and charg'd 
with its proper Soil. For in its pro- 
greſs the mineral Particles will fall, 
or be entangled and loſt in the ouzy 
and clayey Mixtures they paſs thro, 
As the Spring-Waters take up in 
their Meanders many heayy mineral 
Particles, ſo theſe either waſh up 
from ouzy Bottoms, or have fo 
much Filth drain'd into them, eſpe- 
cially near large Towns, that they 
abound with a foreign Matter of a 
very different nature, and which 
ſometimes will ferment : as is ma- 
nifeſt in that of the Thames, tho ſome 
Travellers affirm no other Waters 
do the ſame. Of this kind there- 
fore thoſe which come into uſe with 
ſuch Mixtures may be more or leſs 
convenient in particular Caſes and 
Conſtitutions, according to the na- 
ture of what they have got fo 
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mix d. But in the general, theſe 
Waters are ſofter much than ſuch 
as travel under ground ; and there- 
fore are fitter for uſe, where hard 
Waters are condemn'd, 

611. PLVVIAIIS, Rain- 
Mater. This is reckon'd the moſt 
ſimple of all, and to come neareſt 
to a homogeneous Fluid; and there- 
fore, as a Diluter, is to be prefer'd. 
Qrercetan and many others — ſtreſs 
upon the Circumſtances of theſe 
falling, whether ſuddenly or more 
ſlow, and from what Quarter of the 
Heayens the Clouds bring them : 
but this ſeems to be as little to the 
purpoſe, as under the former Arti- 
cles what parts Springs or Rivers run 
from, as to the Diviſions of the 
Globe, and their Poſition to the Sun. 
Some are of opinion, that Rain- 
Water brings ſomewhat of a nitrous 
volatile Salt along with it, and think, 
by that means, it gives Fertility to 
the Earth; but if it does ſo, they 
muſt be too fine to injure any of 
the ſecretory Strainers, by obſtruct- 
ing them, and too active or ſuſcep- 
tible of Motion to draw into Con- 
tact, and form hurtful Concretions; 
and indeed in many Inſtances ſuch 
a Mixture might be of ſervice: 
therefore whatſoever Rain-Water 
brings along with it, it is notwith- 
ſtanding certainly the molt ſimple 
and elementary of any, and the 
propereſt Diluter or Vehicle that 
we can be ſupply'd with. 

612. PuTEAL1tS, Well. 
Water. This is ſubject to all the 
Inconveniences of Spring-Water, 
with this additional miſchief, that 
ſtagnating ſo long inqhe Well, it 
may there take up from the Bed 
it lies upon, ſuch Particles, further 
than what it brought along with 
it thither, as to render it ſtill more 
unwholeſom : whereas that which 
breaks out in Springs, is preſery*d 

| highey 
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higher than ſuch heavy Matter is 
uſually lodg'd. Of all Waters there- 
tore whatever, the Well-Waters 
are moſt to be diſtruſted; and of 
thoſe, ſuch as come out of the 
deepeſt Wells. 

613, — PALUSTRIs, Pond- 
Water, This may include all ſtag: 
tant Waters, which are generally 
trom Rain only, for here we do not 
ſuppoſe any Springs concern'd, To 
this therefore no more can be ſaid 
than, That where it is upon a clean 
Bottom, it comes ſo near to the 
Rain-Water, as not to be diſtin- 
guiſh'd from it: but generally even 
the Motions of Wind, or ſome o- 
ther Cauſes, as the treading of Cat- 
rel, ſo diſturb theſe, as to force up 
with them ſuch Filth, as there cor- 
rupts and ferments; which makes 
ſuch Waters the moſt uncleanly and 
diſagreeable of any. 

614. — NTIVEATIIS, Snow- 
Water. This undoubtedly — a 
conſiderable Portion of Nitre along 
with it, ſo as to make it deterſive 
and diuretic, But it comes ſo little 
either into our Diet or Medicine, 
that we need not be very ſollicitous 
about it. As for what waſhes into 
the Rivers, and accidentally comes 
to us that way, after the Fall of 
great $9ws, it is loſt ſo much, that 
it can hardly be imagin'd to com- 
municate any efficacy to the ſhare 
we have of it. 

615. MARINA, Sea-Water, 
The Saltneſs of this is ſufficiently 
known, and how upon that ac- 
count it is both diſagreeable and un- 
wholeſom in our Food; and there- 
fore never experienc'd but in Extre- 
mities. 

£16. Ros MAIALITIS, May- 
Dew. This is what falls in the night, 
and haggs upon the Graſs next 
morning in ſmall drops. It is ex- 


tremely ſubtile and penstrating, from 


a volatile Nitre of the Air, with 
which it abounds, Etmuller ſays, 
in Digeſtion it will, as it were, fer- 
ment; and in Diſtillation afford a 
Spirit, of a ſulphurous empyreuma- 
tical Smell, and that the reſidue will 
ſwell and ferment of it ſelf Seve- 
ral People have ſtrange Notions of 
the Subtility of this, and have flat- 
ter'd > naw Ag with obtaining from 
it a univerſal Diſſolvent. * — 
Faber ſeem'd to take great pleaſure 
in contriving an inflammable Spirit 
to be drawn from Rain-Mater; and 
as this is yet of. a more volatile na- 
ture, Expectations have been rais'd 
of doing ſtrange feats with it. But 
all that theſe great Promiſers have 
hitherto done, is not worth our no- 
tice; ſince they have not been able 
to preſerve to us one Medicine out 
of all their Pretenſions. Some 
Country People have learnt a way 
of mixing it with Pouder of Brim- 
ſtone, for the lich, to be uſed out- 
wardly ; and nfany Inſtances they 
= of its Succeſs in ſuch Caſes, It 

as the repute too, amongſt the Wo- 
men, ot being a Coſmetic. 


Ac1pui 2, Medicinal Waters. 


Theſe have been taken notice of 
in all Ages and Countries, and have- 
gone thro various Opinions, in 
accounting for their Virtues and Ef- 
ficacies, according as the Humor of 
Philoſophizing has happen'd to run. 
Helmont and his Diſciples have 
ſtrangely ſpiritualizd upon this head, 
as on moſt others; and talk much 
of a Gas and Aporrea of the Earth 
in their Compoſition, * But we muſt 
content our ſelves to keep within the 
compaſs of ſenſible 1 and 
pretend to know no farther than they 
will conduct us: and theſe we are 
pretty well inform'd of, from the 
viſible Mixture of mineral Matter, 


which medicinal Waters diſcover,

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Some are very needleſly elaborate 
in the Diſtinctions of ſuch ; we ſhall 
therefore conſider them under theſe 
two Diviſions only, of Aluminoſæ, 
and Ferruginee. 
617, AQua ALrumiINos &, 
Purging- Waters. There is no Coun- 
ty ſcarce in England, but diſcovers 
ome of theſe Springs. Thoſe a- 
bout London are chiefly - Epſom, 
Dulwich, Acton, and North-Hall ; 
tho there are many others, and per- 
haps as good, but of inferior note, 
They — in this, that they a- 
bound with a Salt of an aluminous 
and nitrous nature, which they take 
up, and waſh along with them in 
their Paſſages. This is not only ma- 
nifeſt to the Taſt, but upon Eva- 
—— they leave it in conſidera- 
le quantities behind. It is not of 
moment enough to diſtinguiſh the 
ſeveral kinds of theſe Salts, which 
ſome Perſons of great Leiſure have 
done; ſuch as are therefore y 
inquiſitive, may conſult Mr. Allen's 


Natural Hiſtory of Mineral Waters, 


where they will meet with Nicety 
and Perplexity enough. By this ſa- 
line Mixture, theſe Waters greatly 
deterge the Stomach and Bowels, 
and carry along with them by Stool 
a great deal which it may be bene- 
ficial to have well gotten rid of. 
They do often therefore good ſer- 
vice where the Prime Vie want 
cleaſing; but this is to be done 
with a few Repetitions : but if Per- 
ſons go on longer, (as it is too cuſ- 
tomary, ſome thinking the more 
they purge, the further they are 
from being ſick) the Salts will too 
much get into the Blood ; which by 
their Groſſneſs will gradually be 
colle&ed in quantity enough in the 
Capillaries and Glands, to obſtruct 
them, and occaſion Fevers peſſimi 
moris. For all thoſe Fevers which 


come after long Purging, eſpecially 
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made trial how much Salt theſe Wa- 
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after the Waters, are of the worſt 
kind, and often fatal. Some ſoften 
theſe Waters by boiling up enough 
Milk with them to make a kind of 
Whey, which is agreeable to ſome 
tender Perſons, who might be too 
much chill'd with the Water raw. 
Theſe do great ſervice ſometimes in 
ſuch Cholics as invert the Periſtal- 
tic Motion of the Inteſtines, and, 
as People commonly expreſs it, 
twiſt the Guts; where the Patiem 
can walk about, or be kept conve- 
niently in an erect Poſture : fos 
their Weight preſſing downwards, 
and their Moiſture ſoftening and re- 
laxing the Fibres, concur to promote 
their Paſſage quite thro, wherein 
conſiſts the cure in ſuch caſes, Bus 
it is ſuppos'd here, that they ars 
boil'd with ſome Milk ; a Quart of 
Water with half a Pint is the uſual 
quantity: for that much contributes 
to its relaxing Quality. 

It is difficult to paſs this Article, 
without ſetting a mark upon that 
abominable Cheat which is now ſold 
by the name of the Sal: of Epſom 
Waters, Dr. Grew, who was a 
moſt worthy Phyſician, and an 
induſtrious Experimenter himſelf, 


ters would leave upon Eyaporation ; 
and found that a Gallon left about 
two Drams, or near, according t@ 
my beſt remembrance, for 1 haye 
not his Writings by me He like- 
wiſe found the Salt thus procured 
anſwer'd the Virtues of the Water 
in its Cathartic Qualities. Of this 
an account was given before the 
Royal Society, in a Latin Diſſerta- 
tion or Lecture. But the avaritious 
Craft of a certain Furnace-Philoſo- 
pher could not let this uſeful Diſ- 
covery in natural Knowledge reſt 
under the Improvement and proper 
Uſe of Perſons of Integrity; but he 
pretended to make a great * |

for Sale: and to recommend his 
Salt, tranſlated the Doctor's Lecture 
upon it into Engliſh, in order to 

ive away in his Shops as a Quack- 
Rin. The Doctor not ſuſpecting ſo 
vile a Fraud, interrupted him not in 
that, but was forc'd to tranſlate his 
own Latin, to reſcue it from the 
Blunders of the Chymiſt, And thus 
went off ſomewhat for the true 
Salt of the Purging-Waters, until 
Competitors in ſuch fraudulent Prac- 
tices forced the Price to be lower'd : 
ſo that what was firſt fold at one 
Shilling an Ounce, and could not 
honeſtly be made under, is now 
come to be ſold for not much a- 
bove thirty Shillings per Hundred 
weight, which does not much ex- 
ceed Three pence per Pound, We 
ſhould not have took up ſo much 
room about ſuch a Trifle as this, 
but becauſe it ſtill continues to be 
put upon, the Ignorant for pee. 
and is of pernicious Conſequence 
to thoſe who take much of it. 
Common Salt diſſolv'd would work 
as well in the ſame quantity of Li- 
quor, as this is generally taken 
with, and would not bring a worſe 
Drought along with it. But this is 
not the only Fraud by many, which 
we ſuffer by thoſe People,who from 
Philoſophers by Fire, and Enthu- 
fiats, are ſunk down into mere 
Cheats; as we ſhall too often have 
occaſion to obſerve in the ſubſe- 
quent Part of this Work. 

This Counterfeit indeed is of 
ſome ſervice in Cathartic Infuſions; 
for a Dram in. an Infuſion of Sena, 
Rhubarb, and ſuch-like things, helps 
fo extract the purgative Virtues the 
better, and aſſiſts their Operation; 
but this, Tartar did before as well. 

Of thoſe Waters above-named, 
the Strength is much the ſame ; if 
there be any difference, thoſe of 
Dulwich ſeem to be the quickeſt in 
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Operation. They are all of them 
beſt at the Well head, tho they are 
uſed in Town ſome days aſter they 
are taken up: for by ſtanding they 
let fall ſome mineral articles which: 
ſeem neceſſary in their Operation. 
618. Aqua FERRUGIN EA, 
Steel Waters. Theſe are likewiſe in 
many parts of England. Thoſe of 
moſt note are of Tunbridge, Scarbo- 
rough, Hampſtead, and Iſlington: 
The ſmall differences of Oar; or 
mineral Mixture, is not here alſo 
worth our while to take up room 
about: it ſufficeth, that it is out of 
all doubt that that Quality, to which 
they owe their Uſe in Medicine, is 
receiv'd from Iron; for of this their 
Taſt, and what they let fall upon 
ſtanding, as well as the Ruſt they fur 
the Borders of their Springs with, be- 
ſides the known Experiment of the 
Galls, put out of all diſpute. In 
conſidering therefore the medicinal 
Efhcacy of theſe Waters, we are to 
regard them as an Iron diſſolv'd in 
an aqueous Menſtruum; and be- 
cauſe that Mineral, with the many 


Preparations made of it, will pre- 


ſently come in our way to examine 
in this light, we ſhall ſay the leſs of 
theſe here, only obſerving what is 
neceſſary of 4 Chalybeate Medicine 
in this form. 

There is perhaps not any ohe Al- 
terative of greater efficacy, than 
thoſe from this Mineral; and yet 
with how little Care or due Conſi- 
deration do many run into a Courſe 
of the Waters unpregnated with 
them ? For they are not of the 
number of ſuch things which may 
be uſed in wantonneſs or diverſion ; 
for it may be depended on, whoſo- 
ever meddles with theſe, is nnich the 
better or worſe for them afterwards, 
Whoſoever takes Iron in Medicine, 
if it paſſes the firſt Digeſtions, and 
mixes with the Blood, will find it

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to warm them, and make their 
Veins full and turgid. In Pletho- 
ric Habits therefore, theſe Waters 
are to be forbid; and how many 
Fevers are obſerv'd after drinking 
them, which are manifeſt from that 
Extreme, as alſo Vertigoes, Epilep- 
ſies, and Apoplexies ? For raiſi 
the Blood too high, crouds the ves 
ſels, and makes thoſe in the Brain 
preſs upon the Conveyances of the 
nervous Fluid; whereby they put 
the whole Syſtem into diſorder, and 
occaſion the foregoing Miſchiefs, 
In moſt young Perſons roper Eva- 
cuations ought to be ma ile they 
are drinking, and eſpecially if, as 
with many, they r them more 
coſtive. 

To ſuch as by long Illneſs, or any 
other Cauſe have their Blood ren- 
der'd poor, thin, cold, and watry, 
theſe Waters will give wonderful 
aſſiſtance, In a Chloroſss, which is 
commonly call'd the Green-Sickneſs, 
and in all Obſtructions of the Vi/- 
cera, eſpecially of the Kidneys and 
Uterus, they do great ſervice, In a 
relaxed Tone of the Stomuch like- 
wiſe, from Crapula's, or any other 
Cauſe, they greatly aſtringe the Fi- 
bres, and bring them to a due Ten- 
ſity, altho at 1 their Roughneſs 
occaſions them to be thrown up a- 
gain by Vomit. 


* BALNEAa, Baths, 

Of theſe we have two kinds: the 

619. BaLnEa CALIDA, or 
THERM A, Hot-Baths, The chief 
we have of this kind in oyr Coun- 
try, is that famous one near Wells in 
Somerſetſhire z another there is of 
inferior note at Buxton, We ſhall 


leave it to Naturaliſts and Philoſo- 


phers, to account for the Production 
of theſe Waters, and content our 


ſelyes with obſerving , that they 
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— 
greatly abound with a mineral Sul- 
phur; which appears beyond all 
doubt, from its turning Silver or 
Cop r blackih. The Bath-Mud, 
rubb'd upon Silver, is what the 
Gilders uſe to gild it with of a gold 
color. And ſome, who have been 
ſo curious as to boil it in Oil, affirm 
it to have made a good Balſam of 
Sulphur. 

From the principal Mineral Ingre- 
dients then, with which this Water 
is impregnated, we may pronounce 
it a ſoft healing Subaſtringent Bal- 
ſamic. We add Subaſtringent, be- 
cauſe we never meet with Sulphur, 
even in the ſublimed Flowers, which 
had not ſome Portion of a Salt in its 
Compoſition ; which when boil'd 
in Oil, as in making the Balſamum 
Sulphuris, ſhoots like Needles, or 
the Branches of Sal Armoniac : fo 
that 'tis very improbable theſe Na- 
ters ſhould take up any Sulphur in 
their ſubterraneous Current, without 
bringing alſo ſome of that ſaline 
part along with them, which it is 
never found without above-ground , 
and eſpecially when we. conſider, 
how much more it is. in the nature 
of Water to attract and join with 
ſuch Particles, than thoſe which are 
purely ſulphurous. 

From theſe Premiſes, we are very 
naturally directed to the Caſes where- 
in theſe Waters, and bathing in 
them, muſt be of ſervice. And firſt 
of all, in Languors, Debility, and 
any Waſt of the Conſtitution, that is 
not out of poſlibility of Repair, 
they are like a Fomentation, which 
both ſupplies and ſtrengthens the 
Parts all over the Body at once, and 
by gently ſhaking and undulating - 
the Fibres, helps Band thoſe ant- 
mal Motions, which were ready to 
be at a ſtand, In old Pains and 


Aches, which have been the Re- 
mains of nervous Diſtempers z and 
s 8 


where 
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where ſome particular Part continues 
contracted, or has any Humors 
fix'd upon it, which it cannot diſ- 
lodge.; theſe Waters-pump'd upon 
ſuch Parts hot from the Spring, do 
more towards a Cure, than all the 
Compoſitions of Pharmacy. Ge- 
neral Bathing in theſe Springs cannot 
but wondertully open that almoſt in- 
finite number of ſecretory Orifices 
upon the Surface of the Skin, and 
. ve the cutaneous Ducts of Matter 
which is apt to ſtick in them : by the 
Aperture of which S$piracula, the 
Fluids of the whole Body haye more 
room to flow, and proper Vents 
given them to reek out a great deal, 
Which it is of ſervice to the OEcono- 
my to get rid of. Thus are Rheu- 
matiſms of many kinds, Arthritic 
Hains, contracted and paralytic 
Limbs, wich all the deplorable At- 
tendance of Aches wy Lameneſs, 
cured by what is more a Pleaſure 
and Enjoyment than a Medicine. 
"Theſe Sulphur Fountains, likew iſe 
inwardly uſed, to amazement warm 
and ſtrengthen a decay'd Stomach, 
eſpecially if relax'd and almoſt worn 
out with Luxkry and Debauch, The 
moſt grievous Nauſea's and Vomit- 
ings, from theſe Caufes, have been 
remoy'd by them. -For they both 
ſoften again with proper Moiſture 
the Fibres which have been render'd 


incapable to vibrate by the uſe of 


hot burning ſpirituous Liquors, aud 
at the ſame time draw them into a 
greater Tenſity; as a Cord which 
relaxes with over- drying, fills up and 
ſtraitens upon the Contact and At- 
traction of a convenient Moiſture. 
The ſmall ſhace of a fine Salt, which 
likewiſe attends, and is as it were 
wrapp'd up in the Particles of Sul- 
phur, cannot but contribute ſome- 
what in reſtoring the Tone of ſuch 


decay id Parts. But beſides the be- 


neſit theſe particularly do to the

Stomach, they alſo carry along with 
them into — moſt woe By Revelſes, 
a Balſamic of Nature's own Pre- 
paration ; whereby ſuch Decays, as 
we have been ſpeaking of, in the 
Stomach, or in any of the Viſcera, 
from Abſceſſes, Ulcerations, or any 
the like Cauſes, are with great ſuc- 
ceſs reliev'd, And particularly, if 
they be of the Kidneys or Urinary 
Paſſages ; becauſe they waſh thro 
them in greater plenty, than where 
they come only by the ordinary 
Courſe of Circulation. Indeed the 
Excellencies of theſe Springs deſerve 
a Volume to do them Juſtice, but 
we have room here only for ſhort 
Hints, Such as defire more, inay 
conſult Guidott, Pierce's Bath. Me. 
moirs, and Oliver on Bath-Wa- 
rs, 2

Cold-Baths, Theſe have been lo. 
baniſh'd out of Medicine, and har 


ly heard of during the Uſurpation 


of Morkiſh' Philoſophy and Enthuſia. 
ſtic Chymiſtry, "Fi Antients had 


them in the greateſt eſteem; and by 
good luck ſome Improvements of 
Reaſoning in Phyſic, from Geometry 
and Mechanits, 0 brought them 
into tolerable good countenance a- 
gain: And the preſent Age can fur 
niſn us with abundance of noble 
Cures perform'd by Cold-Rathing, 


which were long, in vain, attempted 
by the m i efficacious Hledicnes 
Wupat'a celighrful Night'is it to a 
Perſon of Humanity and Tender- 
neſs & Wards his Fellow-Creàtuxes 
to ſee the number of Criitches, and 
other artifictal Aids of a Cripple, 
hang up, as Certificates of the Be- 
nefit ſo many poor Mretehes have 
had from the Bathing oily in cold 
Water, in the Apartments where 
theſe Sprin 's are maintain dꝰ 
This Braach of the Means of 
Cure comes under — 
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both as to the Manner and Quantity 


of its efficacy, as much as any thing 


in the whole compaſs of Phyſic. 
The Gravitation of Fluids, the Preſ- 


ſure of the Atmoſphere, and its Dif- 


ferences ; and that of Water, with 
its different Weights upon any given 
Surface; come into Calculation with 
as much eaſe and PR as any 


thing that can be ſt:.ted in commom 


Arithmetic, And the Alterations 
the animal Fluids are ſubjected to, 
under ſuch different Weights, is as 
eaſy to apprehend. For the Theory 
of this Affair, the Reader may ſtudy 
Dr. Mead de unperio Solis ac Lune, 
Wainwright of the Nonnaturals , 
and a late Edition of Sanclorius's 
Medicina Statica, with Explana- 
ions. 


There are _ any chronic 
Diſeaſes but the Cold Bath may be 


made uſe of to advantage, it the 
Conſtitution has not ſomewhat par- 
ticular that forbids its uſe ; which 
are chiefly Corpulency, and unſound 
Viſcera, In very fat Perſons, the 
Fibres are ſo ſtuff d round, and as 
it were bolſter'd up, that they have 
not room to vibrate or contract with 
the ſudden Squeeze of the Bath: in- 
ſtead therefore of enforcing their 
Springs, and ſhaking off any unne- 
ceſſary Incumbrances, they will on- 
ly be ſtrain'd to no purpoſe, and 
conſequently weaken'd ; for where- 
ſoever an Effort is made to remove 
any thing by an Elaſtic Body, if the 
firſt Exertion fails, every Impetus 

ards languiſhes, and the 
Spring is ſpoil'd. And in unſound 
Viſcera, or where any Part is much 
weaker than the reſt, ſuch an addi- 
tional Force, as the ſudden Contrac- 
tion the Bath gives to the Solids, will 
preſs the Fluids upon that part, very 
much to its damage ; which may 


occaſion either the burſting of the

Veſſels, or promoting the Diſ: 


charge of ſome ill Humors upon 
that part, which otherwiſe might 
drain off elſewhere. 

But where nothing of this nature 
forbids the Uſe of the Cold Bath, 
whatſoever is to be effected by bra- 
cing the Solids, invigorating their 
Vibrations, and accelerating the 
Blood's Motion, is with certainty to 
be had from hence. . All Diſeaſes 
therefore from a ſizy Blood, and a 
Lentor in the animal Juices, if the 
Elaſticity of the Veſlels is not wore 
out with Age or Debauches, will 
find relief from the Cold Bath: as 
Rheumatiſms of the moſt obſtinate 
kind, hypocondriacal Affections, and 
Debility, from too tender, indul- 
gent, and inactive ways of Life, 
W hatſoever, Inconveniences like- 
wiſe proceed from a bad Tranſpira- 
tion, or when Humors are thrown. 
upon the Surface, which cannot get 
thro, but ulcerate, blotch, and 
deform the Skin, this Remedy will 
be of ſervice in. For upon Immer- 
ſion, the whole Nervous Syſtem is 
ſo ſhook, that the very Capillaries 
feel the Influence, and the minuteſt 
Paſſages are forced open by an en» 
creas'd Velocity of the circulating 
Fluids; whereby the Skin will be 
clear'd, and inſtead of entertaini 
groſs acrimonious Humors, tran(- 
mit only the imperceptible Matter of 
Perſpiration. But in a Work de- 
fign'd to improve and recommend 
Medicine, it may not be well per- 
haps to launch out too far in com» 
mendation of Cold Water; we ſhall 
therefore refer for more Informa» 
tion upon this Head to the Learned 
Letters of Sir Jobn Floyer upon the 
Cold Bath; and what in late Edi- 
tions is annex'd thereunto by Dr. 
Baynard. K.

Of Metals. 


N. B. The Preparations in the following Part without Aſte- 
riſms, are from the College, others ſo marked being from 


other Authors. 


T 1 2 much hatder Task in this 
Part, not to ſay too much, than 
to fay what is neceſſary. Many 


Perſons who have chiefly given 


themſelves up to the Chymical 
Pharmacy, have entertain'd ſuch 
Notions of Mercuries, Sulphurs, 
and other imaginary Exiſtences in 
the Compoſitions of Metals, that 
the Shops are loaded with their 
Volumes. And a-ſerious purſuit of 
their Reaſonings would not only be 
the Buſineſs of cne Life, accordi 
to the uſual Age of Man ; but woul 
alſo run a Perſon into Enthuſiaſm, 
if not Diſtraction. And this Con- 


tagion has rag'd ever ſince the Ex- 


pulſion of Mechanical Knowledge, 
and the Uſurpation of a Spiritual 
kind of Philoſophy, propagated 
by the Sons of Firs: for by this 
title have the Furnace Sages thought 
fit to diſtinguiſh themſelves until 
very lately. The laſt Engliſh Diſ- 
penſatory- Writer has very injudi- 
ciouſly amaſs'd together, the worſt 
and moſt inſignificant, with the beſt 
and moſt efficacious Preparations, 
We ſhall therefore in this Part diſ- 
miſs all that is not of preſent Uſe, 


and real Service in Medicine, how 
pompoufly ſoever dignified with 
Names: and what is of true Effi- 
cacy, we ſhall endeavour to account 
tor, both as to their manner of Pre- 


paration and Phyſical Virtues, up- 
on ſuch Principles as are intelligible 
and convincing. 


621, Auk U, Gold. W hat ſhould 
have been the principal Inducement 
to torture this Metal with ſo much 
Violence, to obtain from it ſome 
Medicinal Virtues, is not eaſily to 
be gueſs'd: unleſs it was to kee 
up the Authority of an fl. deerv d 
Regard, and a Jealouſy that they 
could not be well in the common 
Opinion for Phyſicians, who could 
not do extraordinary things in their 
Profeſſion, with a Metal which had 
ſuch a prodigious Influence almoſt 
on every other account, Many in- 
deed there have been, who have 
honeſtly oppos'd this Artifice, but 
the contrary ſide has a long time 
prevail'd, and to ſuch a J e, 
that this Metal it ſelf has not only 
been transform'd into all the Shapes 
imaginable for Medicinal Purpoſes, 
but even its Name has been trapſ- 
fer'd to do honor to, and enhance 
the Price of many other worthleſs 
Preparations that bore but any re- 
ſemblance to its ſenſible Qualities. 
Hence many Tinctures of a yellow 
Color, are preſently the Golden 
Tincture of ſomething or other. 
Moſt indeed acknowledge, that Gold 
in Subſtance, or reduc'd _ the 
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ſmalleſt Particles by the Hammer, 
as in the Leaf Gold, is not digeſti- 
ble in the Stomach, ſo as to be 
tranſmitted into the Blood, and to 
be there of any Efficacy. But there 


are nevertheleſs many who are con- 


fident of its doing extraordinary 
Matters, if reduc'd into a Pouder, 
by Amalgamation with Mercury , 
and by evaporating the Mercury 
afterwards. Zacutus Luſitanus is 
one of the ſmarteſt Pleaders on this 
ſide the Controverſy, againſt Muſa, 
Picus Mirandula, and Platerns ; 
who beſides many Inſtances of its 
Efficacy, urges the Authority of 
Avicen, Serapion, Geber, and ma- 
ny of the Arabian Phyſicians, with 
thoſe of other Countries, and of 
later date. Quercetan, Schroder, 
Zwelfer, and Etmuller, with many 
other more modern practical Phy- 
ſicians, fell into the ſame Opinion. 
But which ſide ſoever the Truth lies 
on, the modern Practice rejecti 
all Preparations of it, will be a tuff. 
cient Juſtification for our retaining 
ſo few of them. When I mention 
Modern Practice, that only is meant 
which is by regular bred * — ; 
for there are ſtill Juglers and Quacks, 
who amuſe and impoſe upon weak 
People with their Golden Medica- 
ments. Its only juſtifiable uſe is to 
beautify ſome Medicines to the Eye, 
and guard the Palat againſt the 
Nauſeouſneſs of ſome others which 
are made into Pills. 

Monſieur has been very 
honeſt, in expoſing the Knavery of 
the Chymiſts and Empirics in this 
reſpect; what therefore we find in 
him retain'd of the Preparations, 
for any medicinal Uſe, we ſhall 
venture to inſert, and no further, In 
the Purification of Gold, there hap- 
pens nothing of any uſe but to the 


Refiner and manual Artificer z and 


therefore we ſhall begin with 


Of Metals. 


The Preparations of Cold: 


The Amalgamation of Gold with 
Mercury, and its Reduttion into 
an inpalpable Pouder. 


© Take a Dram of Gold beat into 
thin Plates, which muſt be heat in 
© Crucible red hot in a large Fire; 
© then pour upon it an Ounce of 
* Quickſilver. Stir it with an Iron 
* Rod; and when it begins to raiſe 
© a Fume, throw it into an earthen 
Pan, filled with Water, where it 
vill coagulate and become tracta- 
© ble. The Blackneſs may be waſh'd 
© away with Water; and a great 
deal of the Mercury vreſs'd out 
© thro a Linen Rag ; the reſt muſt 
© be eyaporated in a Crucible, and 
the Gold will remain behind in an 
impalpable Pouder.” 

This is the ſureſt way of reducing 
Gold into a form to be taken in 
Subſtance, for thoſe who have an 
opinion of it; but the Gilders may 
make a _ uſe of it, becauſe it 
may be eaſily thus extended u 
their Work. : 2 


Aurum Fulminans, or Saffron of Gold. 

Take any quantity of Gold beat 
© into — little Plates; 
© a Phial, and pour ually upon 
© it three or — — 25 
© Aqua Regalis : ſet it in Sand a 
© little heated, until the 4 Re- 
© galis is ſated with as much Gold 
© as it can take up, which may be

This is laid to cauſe Swear, and 
drive out noxious _—_ by 
Tranſpiration. It may be given in 
the — and-Meaſles ; and is 
alſo reported to ſtop Vomiting, and 
check the Activity of Mercury, fo 
as to be uſeful in lowering a Saliva- 
tion, when there is occalion, Its 
Doſe is from two to ſix Grains, 
The waſhing will not take out all 
the Points of the Aqua Regalis ; ſo 
that if it has the Properties afore- 
ſaid, there is a great deal of reaſon 
to ſuſpect them to ariſe from Thoſe, 
more than the Metalline Particles. 
And the Operations of many Mer- 
curial Preparations are thus ac- 
counted for. The Aurum Potabile, 
which ſome have ſo many ways of 
making, has no Claim to any me- 
dicinal Virtues, but upon the ſame 
account: tho moſt Preparations un- 
der that Name are Impoſitions, as 
may be ſeen at large in Lemery's 


Chymiſtry.

ny. niedicinal Virtues are attributed 


to this againſt Diſeaſes of the Head, 
as to the other preceding, againſt 
thoſe of the Heart: but they ſeem 
to have no foundation, beſides the 
Imagination of Aftrologers and Fur- 
nace- Philoſophers; who fancied that 
the Moon, whoſe Influence they 
place this Metal under, held a very: 
Fiendly Correſpondence with, the 
Head, as the Sun does with the 
Heart, which therefore they, make 
to be-comforted by the Solar Metal, 
Gald.

Purification of Siluer. 

This is done by the Coppel, which 
is an earthen Veſſel that reſiſts the 
Fire, faſhion'd like a Diſh, It is 
fill'd with a Paſt made of Aſhes, 
which have loſt their Salt, ſuch as 
thoſe of Bones, ( for their Salt, 
while they are burning, evapo- 
rates:) a Hole is made in the mid» 
dle to let in the Matter that is to 
be coppelled, and ſo the Veſſel is 
ſet a drying. This Proceſs is only 
to give the Reader a Knowledge of 
Litharge which ariſes therein, be- 
cauſe that is much uſed in external 
Remedies, | | 

Heat a Coppel, cover'd over in 
the Coals, until it grows red hot 
then throw into it four or five 
times as much Lead, as the Silver 
intended to be purified : after the 
Lead is melted, and the ſides of 
the Coppel fill'd, which will ſoon 
be done; caſt the Silver into the 
© middle, and it will preſently run. 
© Pile Wood up round about, that 
* the Flame may reverberate up- 
©. on the Matter; and the Impuri- 
ties will mix with the Lead, and 
© the. Silver remain pure in the

© middle.” | 
The Lead being fill'd with the 
drofly parts of Silver, will lie on 


the ſides like a Scum, that may be 
gather'd « with a Spoon, and this 


is that which is call'd Zicharge ;

Cauſticum Lunare, the Luyar 
Cauſtic. 
© Diflolve in a Phial any quan- 
tity of Silver, with three times 
as much Spirit f Nitre : ſet the 
Phial in a Sand-Heat, and evapo- 
rate about two thirds of the Moiſ- 
ture; pour the reſt, while it is 
hot, into a good Crucible, that 
muſt be large, by reaſon of the 
Ebullition it will make. Place it 
over a gentle Fire, and let it alone 
till the boiling Matter ſinks quietly 
to the bottom of . the Crucible. 
Then increaſe the Fire till it comes 
to be like Oil, and pour it out into 
an Iron Mould, a little oil'd and 
heated, and it will preſently har- 
den. It muſt be kept cloſe ſtopp'd,

© ſtroy its Efficacy; but ſo, it will

This Stone may be made of Cot 
per, but it will not keep fo well;

rous, ſooner admits the Air into it: 
There are many other Preparations 
of SilverFbur they are of no uſe, 
unleſs for Amuſement, and to make 
a ſhew to no purpoſe.

623. FERRUM, Tron. 2 our 
regard of the Planets was to be pro- 

rtion'd to the medicinal Effcacies 
of thoſe Metals, which the Chymiſts 
haye imagin'd them to influence ; 
Mars ought to be much more in our 
eſteem than the Sun or Moon, as 


Iron is vaſtly preferable in Medicine 


to either Gold or Silver, tho ſup- 
pos'd to be under the Dominion of 
thoſe great Luminaries, 
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cles, and therefore to be cold and 
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Naturaliſts abundantly inform us, 


concerning the Production of this 


Metal; and Phyſical Writers ſuffi- 
ciently prove how much it is pre- 
ferabſe for all Medicinal Purpoſes 
to Steel, which is only a more har- 
den'd compact ron, made fo by 
Art; whereby it is render d more un- 
fit to yield thoſe Principles, or Parts 
in Preparation, which the Phyſician 
requires to be drawn out. What 
concerns the Controverſy of its be- 
ing an Acid or Alkali, is too trifling 
for our Notice here ; we ſhall only 
therefore inquire, by what manifeſt 
Properties this Metal comes to afford 
ſo much of moment in Phyſical 
Preparations. | 
And to this purpoſe, thus far in 
common may be concluded, as from 
all other Metalline Particles; That 
ſuch as can be mix'd with the Blood, 
and made part of the circulating 
Fluid, muſt of courſe, by the ne- 
ceflary Laws of Motion, Cock their 
ſuperior Gravities, be of great force 
to break their way, where Particles 
of leſs Gravities cannot get thro. 
For Mechanics teach nothing more 
plainly, than that the Momenta of 
all Percuſſions ate as the Rectangles 
under the Gravities and Celerities 0 
the moving Bodies, By how much 
more Gravity then, a metalline Par- 
ticle has more than any other Par- 
ticle in the Blood, if their Celeri- 
ties are equal, by ſo much the greater 
will the ſtroke of the metalline Par- 
ticle be, againſt every thing that 
ſtands in its way, than of any o- 
ther, not ſo heavy: and therefore 
will any Obſtruction in the Glands 
and Capillaries be ſooner remoy'd 
by ſuch Particles, than by . thoſe 
which are lighter. This is a way 
of Reaſoning that is plain to the 
meaneſt Capacity ; and altho it 
may be call'd Mathematical, a 
Name terrible to ſome in Phyſic, 
| S 4 yet 
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"= it has no Conjuration in it, un- 
eſs to force Aſſent by Demonſtra- 
tion, 

But if Steel or Iron has this Pro- 
perty, by virtue of the Solidity and 
ſpecific Weight of its Particles, in 
common with ſome other Metals 
it has alſo 7 further of — 
advantage of bei a wer 
. from the Shape of its 
component Parts: for both our 
Taſt and Sight convince us of their 
pointed angular Forms, eſpecially if 
we view them in their Shoots into 
Cryſtals, in the making the Vizriol 
of Salt of Iron. For another rea- 
ſon therefore, that is, the ſharp and 
pointed Figures of the Parücles of 
Iron, will they be efficacious to cut 
their way thro _ hindrances : ſo 
that upon a double account, we 
ſee how this Metal deſerves its E(- 
teem of being a very noble Deob- 
fliruent, What was before ob- 
ſerv'd likewiſe in the Firit Part, 
concerning Fermentation, or inieſ- 
tine Motion being encreas'd by 
Elaſtic Particles, ; i as plainly 
account how this Medicine comes 
ſo much to heat the Blood, For the 
Reſilition of an Elaſtic Particle up- 
on its Occurſion againſt any thin 
that ſtops it, contributes to increaſe 
another kind of Motion in a circu- 
lating Fluid, than that which is pa- 
rallel to the Axis of the Veſſel thro 
which it is propelled ; and it is this 
mixed Motion upon which the Flui- 
dity and Heat of the Blood depends. 


So that the Chalybeate Particles be- 


ing alſo Elaſtic, they heat and thin 
the Blood, by promoting its inteſtine 
Motion, as well as help it thro Paſ- 
ſages, by encreaſing its Weight and 
Force againſt them, 
There is another obvious Property 
ol Iron, and many of its Prepara- 
tions, which we have not yet found 
_ tolerably accounted for; an! that

is, its Aſtringency in the Bowels, 
and its promoting of Urine : which' 
may to ſome, at firſt ſight, appear 
contrary Effects from the ſame Cauſe. 
But this will not ſeem ſtrange, if 
we conſider its ftiptic corrugating 


Taſt upon the Tongue, which can- 


not but ariſe from the Points and 
Angles of its Particles. When there- 
fore it comes into the Bowels, as of- 
ten as thoſe Particles touch any of 
the Fibres of their inner Coat, 
thoſe Fibres, by the ſame Mecha- 
niſm, will contract; and fo, by the 
Paſſage of a Chalybeate thro the 
Inteſtines, will they be gently drawn 
into ſuch Corrugations, as to retain 
their Contents longer, by the Paſ- 
ſages being render'd ſtraiter. And 
that theſe Medicines have this effect 
in the Bowels by this means, is fur- 
ther evident from the Twitches they 
give the Stomach ſometimes, at their 
firſt admiſſion, inſomuch as to 
draw it frequently into a. general 
Contraction, and occaſion Heir E- 
jectment by Vomit. 

Upon another account alſo does 
Tron aſtringe in thoſe Parts; and 
that is, by hardening the Faces them- 
ſelves, whereby they are longer re- 
tain'd, In the crude Contents of 
the Bowels, there are many Parti- 
cles groſs and large in their Sur- 
faces, which may be the fibrous part 
of the Food not digeſted — 
go off any otherwiſe than by Stool. 
Now theſe Filaments, or little Shreds 
of Fibres, tho in themſelves inani- 
mate, are capable of Contraction, 
or rather Corrugation, upon the 
Contact and Impulſe of a ſharp- 
pointed Particle; as we fee in Lea- 
ther, Vellum, and any membranous 
Subſtances, how they ſkrink up 
at the Contact of the Particles of 
Fire, or any ſubtile Acid. So that 
beſides hardening the Coats of the 
Inteſtines, the Particles of a Chaly- 

beate 


-harder 
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leate Medicine aſtringe; that is, oc- 
caſion more conſiſtent and leſs fre- 
quent Stools, by hardning the Con- 
tents of the Bowels, and rendring 
them more ſlow of Expulſion. But 
the caſe is very different, when 
theſe Particles are ſtrain'd into a 
Fluid as fine as themſelyes, and they 
are propelled in Canals with a great 
Velocity. The ſmart and frequently 
repeated Vibration of an Artery, 
prevents any ſuch Contact as was 
admitted in the Bowels, and 
only ſerves to propagate their Mo- 
tions; ſo that they can do nothing 
here, but go on with the Current, 
until their Force ſtrikes them thro 
ſome ſee Outlets : but by 
their Rapidity, and more forcible 
Reſilitions upon all Occurſions, they 
cannot in this Scene but great! 
contribute to thin the Fluid, of whic 
they make a part, and diſpoſe it 
more to ſupply the thinner Secreti- 
ons, of which that by Urine is the 
chief, As alſo does the Gravity of 
their Parts, ſo far as the circulati 
Force will admit its Influence, more 
diſpoſe them to go off that way ; 
as it does moſt of a faline nature, 
and ſuch as are a-kin thereunto, 


After this, there can need but lit- 


tle to explain how Chalybeate Me- 
dicines anſwer ſo effectually that 
known Intention of promoting the 
menſtrual Diſcharges. For by heat- 
ing the Blood, that is, rendring it 
more ſwift and fluid, the Blood 
muſt take up more room, and preſs 
harder againſt the ſides of the Veſ- 


ſels ; and by increaſing its quantity - 


of Impulſe, it alſo preſſes or ſtrikes 
againſt whatſoever oppoſes 
it, inſomuch as ſometimes to break 
the Veſſels themſelves. And theſe 
effects it is moſt likely to have, of 
breaking the Veſlels, where their 
Contortions or Obliquities are great- 
eſt, in proportion to their Capaci-

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ties and Diſtances from the Heart. 
Whereſoever therefore they turn off 
neareſt to Right Angles, and their 
Capacities are greateſt, at ſuch a 
ce the Blood is the moſt likely to 
reak thro : and ſuch is the Con- 
ſtructure of the Uterine Blood-Veſ- 
ſels. For further Satisfaction on this 
Head, the Reader will be greatly 
pleas'd with Dr. Friend's Emmens-

* Dr. Willis's Preparation of Steel. 


Take clean Filings of Iron, and 
Cream of Tartar in fine Pouder, 
aof each a like quantity; mix them 
© well, and make them into a Paſt, 
with White- Wine. Then ſet them 
© to dry in the Sun, or other genile 
Heat; break it, and if it has not 
© acquired a greeniſh Color, pou- 
der it, moiſten and dry it, as be- 
« fore.” 

This Preparation is as opening as 
any which are made of this Mzze- 
ral, and is conveniently enough ad- 
miniſter'd in Boles or Electuaries; 
for theſe Preparations render Pills ſo 
bulky, as to make a Doſe tireſom. 
It alſo yields its Virtues very readily 
in Tincture, with Wine or any 
proper Liquor. Its Doſe is from 
IO to 30 Grains, | 


* Mars cum Saccharo Præparatus, 
Another Preparation of Steel with 
Sugar. 
© Take Filings of Steel x iii. and 

© brown Sugar Candy 3 ii, let them 

© be rubbed together in a dry Mor- 
© tar, to a fine Ponder.” 

This will certainly require great 
Labor before the Steel will be fine, 
tho the Sugar will help to break it, 
and is of much the ſame effect with 
it, as the Salt of Tartar ; but may 

| make 
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make it more pleaſant to take in 
ſome Forms. It is ſaid to be thus 
prepared in our Hoſpitals, 


* Crocus Martis Aperiens, Opening 
Saffron of Iron. 

Let thin Plates or Filings of Iron 
© be expos'd to the Air in dewy 
Nights, and Rain, until they be- 
© come very ruſty, then clear off 
© the Ruſt, and do as before, until

© be rubb'd in the Mortar, and 
« paſs'd thro a fine Sieve.” 

This is the moſt proper aperient 
Preparation of all — are in uſe, 
becauſe the Acids which are in moſt 
others made uſe of to diſſolve the 
Iron, render it rather aſtringent, eſ- 
pecially in the Prime Vie. And 
what the College order under this Ti- 
tle with Sulphur, is rather aſtringent 
than aperient, as may be ſeen under 
ſome of the - ſubſequent Prepara- 
tions. | | 


* Mars cum Tartaro Praparatus, 
Iron prepared with Tartar. 

© Take equal quantities of Filings 
of Iron, and of common white 
. © Tartar; put them into i Crucible, 
' © and ſet it in a Fire ſtrong enough 
to make the Materials red.: hot; in 
which condition let them continue 
ſome time. Afterwards remove 
© it, and when they are cool, pou- 
der them in a Mortar; and what 
will not paſs a fine Sieve, heat ſo 
again, and again pouder. And 
this repeat, until all goes thro.

This is indeed more aperient than 
the former Preparations, but that 
quality it receives from the Tartar.

* Mars cum Sulphure Præparatus, 
Iron prepared with Sulphur. 

© Take equal quantities of the 
© Filings of Steel, and Flowers of 
© Sulphur ; mix them together, and 
© make them into a Paſte with Wa- 
© ter, which leave to ferment for 
© four or five hours: after which, 
© put it into a Crucible over a good 
Fire, and ſtir the matter with an 
Iron Spatula. It will flame, and 
when the Sulphur is burnt, it will 
appear black : but by raiſing and 
continuing the Heat, it will change 
to a red color, which ſhews when 
it is enough.” 
That which the College have lately 
given under this Title, is little elſe 
than Sulphur ; it being only com- 
mon Brimſtone melted in an hot 
Iron. | ; 

This is call'd alſo an aperient 
Saffron of Mars; but the Salts it 
receives from the Sulphur, make it 
more fixt, and leſs opening than 
the former : and indeed there is 
not much difference between this

© Take Iron prepared with Sul- 

* phur, and waſh it five or ſox 
times with ſtrong Vinegar, leaving 
time;

© then calcine it in a Crucible : and 
after it has been red hot, let it 
cool, and keep it for uſe.” 
In this the Salts of the Vinegar 
make it yet more reſtrictive, inſo- 
much as to give it the name it here 
bears in the Shops, and common 
Preſcription, And ſome fay it will, 
contrary to the former, ſtop all Hæ- 
morrhages ; but in that they are 
much miſtaken, However they err 
not, who preſcribe it in Diarrhea's, 
in which it is of ſervice. This 
is near the ſame as the College di- 
rect under the Title of Mars cum 
aceto praparatus. But that which 
bears this Title amongſt them, is 
only Iron burnt to a Ref, 2 
here is alſo another way of pre- 
paring ron with Sulphur, ich 
ives it a Reſtringency, and exhi- 
its ſome Phenomena in the Pro- 
ceſs, which are very ſurprizing and 
entertaining. This way I firſt learn'd 
from ſome Experiments made before 


the Royal Society, more with a view 


to ſome Philoſophical Inquiries, 
than to make any diſcovery in

* Another Aſtringent Saffron of 
Iron. 

© Take Filings of Jon one part, 
of Flowers of Sulphur three parts, 
mix them into a Paſte with di 
© Vinegar ; then with ſtrong Cap- 
Paper wrap it round eight or ten 
© times thick, like a Ball, and tie 
© it cloſe on all ſides with ſtrong 
* Packthred ; lay it before the Fire, 
near enough by degrees to warm 
© thro, — linde — it will reek, 
and ſend forth ſuch a penetrating 
Steam, as will almoſt ſuffocate, 
and at length burſt out into actual 
Fire in ſeveral places. And thus 
it will continue a perfect Ball of 
Fire, until the hur, or the

This differs not from the former 
in its Virtues, All the foregoing 
Preparations are good to, raiſe the 
Blood in poor weakly. Conſtitu- 
tions, if there be but ſtrength e- 
nough to paſs it, without diſorders, 
thro the Digeſtions. There is 
no kind of Medicine more effica- 
cious than theſe in Cachexies, Jaun- 
dice, and Dropſies, eſpecially the 
more aperient ſorts. In many byſte- 
rical and hypocondriacal Cafes like- 
wiſe, they are very effectual. They 
are convenſent almoſt in any forms, 
particularly in Boles, Electuaries, 
and Pills. Their Doſes are from 
ten Grains to half a Dram, if not 
taken aboye once a day ; but leſs, 
if oftner. 


* A Reſtringent Preparation of Iron, 
fold by the name of _Colbatch's 
Stiptic Pouder. | 


Take any quantity of Filings of 
© Iron, and CT Gen Na. | 
© of Salt, to the height of three or 
© four fingers above them; let them 
© ſtand in a gentle Digeſtion till the 
© Fermentation is over, and the Spi- 
© rit of Salt is become ſweet : then 
pour off what is liquid, and eva- 
© porate it in an Iron or Glaſs Veſ- 
© ſel until half is conſumed; at 
© which time put to it an equal 
© quantity of Saccharum Saturni, 
© and evaporate to a dry Pouder. 
© If upon its firſt begoming dry, 
© the Operation be ſtopt, it has ex- 
© aRtly the Appearance of Colbatch's 
© Pouder; but if it be continu'd 
© longer, and the Heat rais'd, ic

If this is not kept cloſe ſtopt, it 
will imbibe the Air, and flow fo as

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to loſe its efficacy. I have been in- 
form'd from very good hands, that 
this is the Stiptic with which there 
was ſo much noiſe made ſome time 
ago, by the Author of Novum Lu- 
men Chirurgicum, and for the Sale 
of which a Patent was procured; 
only in that was uſed Oil of Vitriol, 
inſtead of the Spirit of Salt in this: 
but that difference is inſignificant. 
This is a Preparation of Maets, 
once Profeſſor at Leyden, and is in 
the Collectanea Chymica Leydenſia, 
how much ſoever ſome have pre- 
tended to make a Secret of it ſince. 
It is commended as a Reſtringent 
in moſt kinds of Fluxes inwardly, 
and particular Hemorrhages, Its 
Doſe is from four Grains to twelve 
and is conveniently given in any 
forms, but Pouders or Pills.

* Sal Martis, Salt of Iron. 


© Take eight Ounces of Filings of 
© Iron, put it into a Glaſs with a 
long Neck, and pour upon it two 
© Pound of common Water a little 
© warm, and a Pound of good Spi- 
© rit of Vitriol; ſtir it, and ſet the 
Vveſſel in hot Sand twenty four 
© hours; then ſeparate the Liquors, 
© and filtrate it. Thts gently eva- 
© porate until there appear a Skin at

There is another way likewiſe of 
making this, with Spirit of Wine 
and Spirit of Vitriol, of each equal 
parts, by ſtanding in an Iron Veſſel 
ſo long, that it diſſolves enough to 
ſhoot into Cryſtals; but this is not 
ſo convenient upon many accounts, 
altho directed by the College. This 
is much preſeribed, ſometimes by 
the name of Vitriolum Martis, and 
alſo that of Anima Hepatis; of 
ſuch account has it been with ſome, 
for its Efficacy upon the Liver, as 
to deſerve to be call'd the Soul of 
the Liver. It is good in all the In- 
tentions of other Chalybeate Prepa- 
rations, and is more conveniently 
introduced into ſome Forms _ 
ſon of the Smallneſs of the Doſe, 
being from three Grains to half a 
Scruple ; tho its Taſte is rather more 
diſcoverable. Lemery orders ſome 
Spirit of Wine in the Preparation 
of this Salt, and alſo draws from it 
the following.

Put into a Retort of Stone, or 
© of Glaſs, covered with Clay, eight 
© Ounces of the Salt of Iron made

the Reaſonings of Monſieur Lemery, 
who is the lateſt and beſt Improver 
of Chymiſtry z and Dr, Cheyne, in 
his New Theory of Fevers, upon 
the Properties of this Metal. The 
former is abſurd, obſcure, and un- 
intelligible /z but the latter inſtruct- 
ing and demonſtrative. His Me- 
thod therefore we ſhall follow in 
explaining the hitherto ſurprizing 
Qualities of this Drug; ſo far as it 
may turn to Uſe, either as to its 
Preparations, or Operations upon 
our Bodies, 

The Fluidity of Mercury is eaſily 
enough underitood from the Sphe- 
ricity of its Parts, which makes them 
ſo readily roll over one another; 
and its Gravity, from the Solidity 
of thoſe Parts, containing ſo much 
Matter in proportion to their Sur- 
face : for a Sphere of all Figures has 
the leaſt . with reſpect to che 
Matter it contains. The only diffi- 
culty therefore is to know how it 
comes about, that a Body ſo ex- 
tremely heayy, ſhould be ſooner 
rais'd by Fire than thoſe which are 
much lighter, And this we are ſoon 
taught to underſtand from the hel 
which Geometry aftords us ; which 
teaches, that upon the diviſion of 
ſolid Spheres, their Gravities de- 
creaſe in a triplicate Proportion of 
their Diameters ; but their Superfictes 
only in a duplicate. So that a Body 
circumſtanced as Mercury is, if it be 
diviſible into very ſmall Parts, may 
be render'd prodigiouſly light, i. e. 
ſpecifically light : For the — it 
is divided, it muſt be comparatively 
lighter; as the ſame quantity of Mat- 
ter, which determines its abſolute 
* — comes to exiſt, upon ſuch 
diviſion, under much more Surface, 
which determines its relative Weight; 
and if this diviſion be continu'd un- 
til it become ſpecifically lighter than 
Air, then will it riſe in Air by the 
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known Laws of Gravitation. Theres 
fore becauſe the Sphericity of Mer- 
curial Particles, gives them leſs Con- 
tat with one another ; and that by 
the force of ſo minute andꝭ active au 
Agent as Fire, its Globules are to be 
broken almoſt into an infinite num- 
ber of other Globules ; their ſpe- 
cific Gravities will foon be render'd 
ſo much leſs than thoſe of Air, that 
they cannot but fly upwards in 
imperceptible Vapor: when other 
Bodies ſpecifically lighter, in larger 
Coaleſcencies, becauſe they are not 
ſo diviſible, and their Figures ad- 
mit not of ſuch a decreaſe of Sub- 
ſtance ſo much faſter than their Sur- 
faces, as thoſe of Mercury do, can- 
not be render'd ſo much ſpecifically 
lighter, and therefore they cannot ſo 
ſoon rite in Vapor. 

This Solution would not be to 
our purpoſe, did it not give light 
into ſome effets of this Metal, 
when it comes into Medicine, For 
which very reaſon it may be alſo 
neceſſary to examine into thoſe 
Properties which ariſe from itg 
Gravity ; whereby it occaſions ſuch 
prodigious Alterations, in render- 
ing the animal Fluids thinner, and 
breaking open the ſecretory Paſs, 
ſages. But what it does by its Gra- 
vity in common only with other 
metalline Subſtances of the like Pro- 
9" may be collected from what 

as been ſaid in explaining the Ope- 
ration of Chalybeates, Ne 623. and 
what in this reſpect is peculiar to 
Mercury, will be better underſtood 
when we have ſeen how from a 
harmleſs inoffenſive Subſtance, it is 
chang'd into the moſt deadly Poiſon 5 
and how that Poiſon is again re- 
duc'd into a fafe Medicine, which - 
may prove 4 mild Vomit or Purre ; 
and this concerns only two of its 
Preparations. The firſt is, |

© Mortar, with a Wooden Peſtle, 
until the Salts are reduced into

This Proceſs is extracted from Ba. 
mery's differs only in uſing Spirit of 
Nire in the room of Aqua Fortis. 
Our Countryman Wilſon's Method is 
much more perplex'd. This Subli- 
mate is a violent #/charotic, and eats 
away proud Fleſh : half a Dram of 
it diſſolv'd ina Pound of Lime-water, 
turns it yellow, and is called Phage- 
Henic-Water, wl. ich is us'd to waſh 
Ulcers, and ſome tetterous Eruptions,

alſo Aquila alba, or the White Eagle.

This by ſome Authors is call'd 
Draco mitigatus, and is the Pan- 
chymagogum of Quercetan. Begui- 
nus teaches another manner of 
—y it with ſome Portion of 
Tin : but this here deliver'd, is the 
beſt and moſt uſual way. This is 
given to young Children from gr. it, 
to gr. viii, and to grown Perſons 
to 3 i. It is reckon'd very effectu- 
al againſt Worms in Children; 
and purges thoſe ſlimy Humors, 
whence ariſe ſo many of their Dif- 
orders. | 

Now to underſtand diſtinctly how 
a Simple of no remarkable efficacy, 
as crude Mercury, in the firſt Prepa- 
ration is chang'd into a Poiſon, and 
in the latter into a ſafe Cathartic; 
tis neceſſary to attend diligently to 
every ſtep of the Proceſſes. In ma- 
king the Sublimate, the Afercurial 
Globuli are as it were ſtuck full of 

| ſhary 
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ſharp Salts from the Aqua Fortis, 


that each Particle comes to be like a 


Ball ſhack round with ſharp Needles. 
The firſt manifeſt Quality or Alte- 
ration made hereby, is the loſs of 
Fluidity in the Mercury.; for their 
rolling about in ſuch an acid Aſen- 
firuum, until they become full of 
choſe Spicule, changes their ſmooth 
into a very unequal Surface ; where- 
by they will not ſlide over one ano- 
ther, but become permanent and 
fix d. In this therefore theſe two 
Circumſtances ſeem to concur, to 
change thofe things into miſchievous 
Diſpoſitions, which ſeparately had 
none. The Salt being ſo drove into 
the mercurial Globules, gives them 
Points which they had not before; 
and the mercurial Globules add to 
the ſaline Particles a Gravity and 
Force, which they had not without 
them , that is, crude Mercury by its 
weight, when in Circulation in the 
Juices, wou'd ſtrike hard upon what- 
ſoever it met with ; but for want of 
Angles or Points, could not velli- 
cate the Parts: and the ſaline Par- 
ticles, tho they had Points, have 
not force enough to drive them into 
the Membranes, ſo as to do much 
harm. But when, by this Proceſs, 
they are join'd together, the weight 
of the Mercury drives in the faline 
Spicule like Wedges, and makes 
them cut and tear to pieces what- 
ſoever comes in their way. 
The Conſequences alſo of this 
Poiſon manifeſt ſomewhat like this 
to be the Texture of its Parts ; for it 
occaſions violent Gripings, Diſten- 
ſions of the Belly, a ſlimy Froth by 
Vomit, bloody Stools, and an in- 
tolerable Heat and Thirſt, with cold 
Sweats, Tremblings and Convulſi- 
ons : which Symptoms demonſtrate 
uncommon Twitchings and Velli- 
cations upon the fibrous and mem- 


pranous Parts, And thus theſe 


| 
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Cryſtals or arm'd Balls, as ſo many 
nives and ers, wound and 
the tender s of the Sto- - 
mach, and all the Parts they paſs 
thro ; whereby they abrade their na- 
tural Maucus, tear off the Extremities 


of the Veſſels, and draw Blood it- 


ſelf: and if they get ſo far as the 
Capillaries in the ordinary Circula- 
tion, t muſt of neceſſity ſtick 
there ; whereupon the B ſtops, 
and the the Part inflames, until it 
terminates in a Gangrene, And al- 
tho theſe Inſtruments are ſingly 
ſmall, yet being many in number, 
they all together make up one con- 
tinued and incurable Mortification. 

This beiag the Nature of the 
crude Sublimate, from ſuch a Con- 
texture of Parts, it will not be dif- 
ficult to apprehend how, in the 
laſt Proceſs, this fame Compound 
re-ſublim'd with Mercury, eſpeci- 
ally if it be repeated three or four 
times, loſes its Corroſiveneſs to that 
degree, that it not only becomes a 
very ſafe, but in many caſes a no- 
ble Medicine. To this purpoſe it is 
to be conſider'd, that the Action of 
theſe ſaline Spicule depending upon 
their Gravities and Largeneſs, they 
muſt neceſſarily by every ſubſequee 
Sublimation, be broken into ſmaller 
and ſmaller Parts; whereby thoſe 
Daggers which were before ſo ſharp, 
will be near loſt, ſo as not to make 
Wounds deep enough to be miſ- 
chieyous and deadly ; and thereforg 
will only vellicate and twitch the 
ſenſible Membranes of the Stomach 
to that degree, as to excite them to 
an Excretion of their Contents and 
glandular Juices, upwards or down- 
wards, according as the Force of the 
Irritation is greater or leſs. 

Thus a violent Poiſon is miti- 
gated into 4 Vomit or Purge; Day, 
it may eaſily happen (eſpecially in 
cobulf Conſtitutions, and if 
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Bowels be at the ſame time, by any 
means, defended againſt the ſtimu- 


lating Power of the Medicine) that 


this twitching may be ſo flight as 
to be almoſt inſenſible, and hardly 
troubleſome ; and then the Mercu- 
rialGlobules being treed indeed from 
moſt of the ſaline Parts, in their 
Paſſage through the Prime Vie, but 
ſtill having a mixture of ſome few 
of them, are quickly convey'd into 
the Blood, where by their Motion 
and Weight, they muſt —— 
diſſolve the preternatural Coheft- 
ons of all the Fluids; particularly of 
thoſe which circulate in the ſmalleſt 


Canals, and are more viſcid and te- 


nacious, making them more fluxile 
and thin, or of more eaſy Secre- 
tion. M hereupon all the Glands ot 
the Body are, as it were, ſet to 
work, and ſcour'd of their Con- 
tents : but the ſalival ones eſpeci- 
ally, being many in number, very 
large and wide, and the Juice they 
ſeparate of a tough and ropy Sub- 
ſance; ſo that a conſiderable quan- 
tity of it is accumulated before it 
is forc'd out at the Orifices of the 


Ducts; theſe Effects will be moſt 


remarkable in them : and a Sali- 
vation or Spitting muſt continue 
ſo long, till the active Mineral Par- 
ticles are, thro theſe and other 
Paſſages, diſcharg d quite out of the 
Body. | 


As the difference between corro- 


ve and dulcify's Mercury, lies in 


A greater and leſſer degree of Ope- 
ration and Force; ſo this fame Con- 
fideration diſtinguiſues the ſeveral 
Preparations of this Mineral from 
each other : which tho very many, 


do All vary their Effects in the Body, 


only as the Mercurial Globules arc 
differently combin'd with Salts, and 


the Points of theſe more or leſs 
broken by tlie Action of Fire, in 
che burning of Spirits upon them, 
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or ſuch like Management. And 
therefore, however dignify'd with 
the great Names of Arcana, Pana- 
cea, exc, they do not afford any 
thing ſingular or extraordinary, bes 
yond what we may with equal ad- 
vantage promiſe our ſelves from 
ſome or other of the moſt common 
and uſual. Proceſſes, 

And now we are thus far enter'd 
into theſe Matters under the Conduct 
of Dr, Mead, in his third Eſſay on 


' Poiſons, it = not be diſplealing 
to explicate further by the ſame 


help, the Operations of theſe Medi. 
eines in Salivation; and point out 
the Hazards of being too buſy with 
them in Urgzeents, and external Ap. 
plications : which wilt leave us little 
to add under the ſubſequent Prepa- 
rations of this Mineral. From this 
way of reaſoning.,.it may be con- 
cluded, that the ſafeſt way of raiſing 
a Sali ation is by internal Medicines, 
hnce whatever Miſchiefs can be 
apprehended from theſe, may in a. 
greater degree follow 'the external 


ule of Alercury; not only becauſe, 


as has been already hinted, the Mi- 
neral Globules being intimately com- 
bin'd with Salts in the feveral Pre- 
parations given inwardly, will, by 
the Irritation of theſe, be eaſily and 
ſully thrown out at the Organs of 
Secretion, till the Blood is quite 
diſcharg'd of its Load : whereas in 
all the Daubings with Mercuriul 
Ointments, we can never be cer- 
tain that none of the heavy Particles 
are not left lodg'd in the Interftices 
ot the Fibres or Cells of the Bones: 
but alſo in as much as by computi 

the Proportion of Mercury, in all 
the Doſes neceſſary to promote a 
Spitting, and the weight of the ſame 
Mineral uſually apply'd, when this 
is done by Unction, it will appear,

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and conſequently, that the Incon- 
veniencies to be fear'd will be in the 
ſame proportion. Therefore this 
external Management of Mercury is 
only to be allow'd of, where either 
the caſe will bear the Violence of 
ſuch a Method, outward Ulcers 
and Tumors, require a particular 
Cure by Liniments, ec. 

Nor is it improper to remark, that 
we do hereby ſee, how this uſe of this 
| Mineral comes to produce that ef- 
fect fo often complain'd of (tho 
not always with reaſon) of maki 
the Bones foul or cariaus. For if 
the Laminæ or Fibres of theſe are 
already ſo much broken, and ſpoil'd 
by a Diſeaſe, as that the Circulation 
of the Fluids thro them cannot be 
maintain'd, they muſt neceſſarily be 
corrupted more by the weight of the 
Mercurial Globules: tho here alſo it 
is plain, that the out ward uſe of this 
Remedy will be more to be blam'd 
than the inward. 

And indeed as the earlieſt uſe of 
Mercury was in Unguents and Em- 
Plaſters; ſo moſt of the Prejudices 
and Qutcries about it are owing to 
Effects produced this way. For the 
firſt Attempts of the Cure of Vene- 
real Maladies by this Remedy, were 
learn'd from the Arabians; who ha- 
ving zecommended Mercurial Oint- 
ments ia the Lepra and Scabies, 
gave a handle to the Italian Phyſi- 
cians to try their Efficacy in re- 
moving the Foulneſs of the Skin 
froma new and terrible a - : 
neither were they ſparing of their 
Liniments, which they continued to 
rub in, twelve or fiſteen, nay, ſome- 
times for above thirty days toge- 
ther: ſo that it is no wonder if they 
often met with very untoward Symp- 
toms from ſo ſevere a Treatment ; 
and if (as ſome of them do affirm) 
they now and then found Mercury 


in the rotten Bones of the Patient; 
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who had, it be, ſuffer'd too 


much, both fron! the Diſeaſe and 


the Phyſician. 

. After thus much of the Operation 
and Effects of Mercury, in theſe 
two Preparations, little need be ad- 
ded under any other, nor in what 
caſes the Merewrizs Dwltis is to be 
prefcrib'd, There is hardly a Caſe 
or Conſtitution wherein it can be 
hurtful, unleſs in thoſe who are in- 
clinable to the Hectical; for as that 
Habit ariſes from the Secretions be- 
ing too large, (I mean the Glandu- 
lar, and not the Diſcharges of the 
Prime Vie) and the Fluids thereby 
waſhing off too faft, and being ren- 
der'd too thin, this Medicine would 
encreaſe that Miſchief rather than 
redreſs it. For further Light herein, 
conſult Dr. Cheyne's new Theory 
of Fevers, But altho theſe Reme- 
dies ſtand here ſo much extolld, 
yet they are too much like edg'd 
Tools to be truſted in childiſh 
Hands, It is not therefore every 
F'mpiric or Pretender in Medicine 
from Inſpiration, thag is to be 
ventur'd with their Direction; but 
ſuch only whofe Genius and Edu- 
cation aſſiſt to accompliſh them in 
the true Knowledge of Nature, 
and the Mechanical Agency of Phy- 
fical Cauſes, | ;

Theſe two Proceſſes are not of 
any great moment in themſelves ; 
the firſt being not us'd, or very 
little, in any Preſcription, but ra- 
ther deſign'd for the higheſt Puri- 
keation of Mercury; as that which 
js receiv'd from it in the laſt Opera- 
don, is preferable to any other for 
_ purpoſes. The Mercury join- 
ing ſo with the faline Parts in the 
Sulphur, and riſing with them in a 
Cinnabar, depends upon the ſame 
Diſpofition and Mechaniſm of Parts, 
as was before taken notice of in 
the Sublimate. In the firſt Opera- 
tion the Mercury is beſt ſet in a 
Chimney, while the Sulphur is mix- 
ing with it, tq give vent to the 


Stench; for its Fumes are very of- 
fenſive. And the Sulphur is to be 
kept but juſt hot enough to keep it 
fluid, until all, the Mercury is mix'd, 


jeſt it ſhov'd Carey away any of the 


mercurial Particles alo 
Fumes. In the laſt proceſs, the rea- 
ſon why the mixture is to remain ſq 
long before it is put to the Fire, is 
to give time to the alkaline Mattter 
of the Calx, gradually to ſwell with 
and ferment - 2 Wulphureous Parti- 
cles which hold the Quickſilver, and 
to break off their Points, whereby 
they ſooner let it go, and ſeparate 
in the remaining part of the Opera. 
tion: and by this means likewiſe 
the Retort is ſecured from bei 
broke, becauſe the ſudden Rari- 
faction of the mixture, by imme- 
diately putting the heat to it, would 
make it fly. Some put Water into 
the Receiver.

This is the common Precipitate of 
the Shops, that uſed to paſs under 
the Title of White Precipitate, The 
way here taught is but very little 
different from preceding Deſpenſa- 
zories, moſt of which allow ſome 
Sal Armontix in the Brine, but 
that makes no Alteration of any 
great Conſequence. Its Opera- 
tion is moſtly: by Stool, and fome- 
times by Vomit; and it will like- 
wiſe ſalivate, it order'd accordingly.

Lemery, inſtead of Spirit of Nitre, 
uſes Oil of Vitrzol, in which he is 
now followed by the College in their 
new Diſhenſatory; but he added a 
larger quantity: for that is not ſo 
ſtrong by much as the Spirit of Nizre, 
Beguinus has a way different from 
both, which is worth inſerting. 


Beguinus's Method.

The Doſe of this is from two to 


ſix Grains: It is too rough for 


Children, but ſafe enough to grown 
Perſons, This, as indeed all Pre- 
parations of the ſame kind, which 
are ponderous and given in little 
quantity, ougbt not to be exhibited 
in Liquors, Where they ſo ſuddenly 
fall to the bottom, as to be dit- 
ficult to take; but in Boles with 
Conſerve of Roſes, or ſome ſuch 
thing, they are not either inconve- 
nient or unpleaſant, The Turbith 
is accounted the moſt efficacious of 
all the Nercuyal Preparations in 
Venereal Caſes ; it works ſmartl 

upwards, and will ſometimes of it 
ſelf raiſe a Spitting, if a Cathartic 
be not given ſoon after it. In vi- 
rulent Gonorrhsa's, and where the 
Humors flow much to the Privy- 
Parts, it is of great ſervice ; but 
muſt be uſed with great care, and 
particularly not to take cold. The 
moſt obſtinate TLeproſtes — 
yield to it. The Water wi 

which it is waſh'd, is by ſome uſed 
for the iich, and other cutaneous 
Deformities, in which it does much 
good, if the Patient is not too buf; 
With it; for it is ſo loaded with ſa- 
line Spicule, as not to be inferior to 


a Poiſon, if much of it ſhould get

It is alſo given in 
Subſtance as a Diaphoretic and De- 
ob ſtruent, but it is very apt to 
change with the Humors it meets 
with in the Stomach into a kind of 
Regulus, and prove violently Eme- 
tic : for by many Preparations of 
this Mineral, and a Compariſon of 
their Effects with thoſe of crude 
Antimony, it is manifeſt that ſome- 
what / Very active in its Compoſition 
is inclos'd in more groſs Parts, 
which hinder their Exertion; but 
when any Menſtruum or 
Diſſolvent ſets thoſe Principles at 
liberty, their Power is ſoon diſco- 
ver'd by their Operation. And that 
part in which we ſay conſiſts thoſe 
medicinal Vi is term'd its Sul- 
phur ; becauſe it is moſt drawn 
out, or ſet in exertion by thoſe 
Menſtruums, which are moſt ſuited 
to join with ſuch a Subſtance : but 
yet this is not of that groſs kind 
as the common Sulbhurs, but ſeems 
to be of a volatile ſort, and to wrap 
up ſome active volatile Salts alan 
with it. For after the groſſer $

T has been already obſery'd in 
the firſt Part, of Principles, that 
Salt is the main Baſis of all com- 
pound Bodies, as it chiefly gives 
to them Weight and Solidity. 
roportion therefore to thoſe Qua- 
ities, muſt its Efficacies be in Me- 
dicines, as has been already taken 
notice of in the preceding Sec lion. 
630. SAL COMMUNE, Com- 
mon Salt. This is the principal 
part of Salt Water, viz. of the Sea, 
or of Fountains, which remains af- 
ter the Evaporation of the infſipid 
Humidity, Of this there are three 
ſorts ; Sal Gem, ſo call'd from its 
Tranſpareney and Similitude to pre- 
cious Stones; that made by the Eva- 
poration of the Water of Salt Foun- 
tains; and that by Sea-Water, The 
Sal Gem comes from the North-Eaſt 
Countries, as Poland, &c. where 
there are large Rocks of it; the 
Fountain Salt out of Cheſhire and 
Worceſterſhire ; and that of the Sea 
from all Parts of the World near 
the Sea: and of it are two ſorts, 
that made by Evaporation with Fuel, 
and that dry'd by the Sun, the laſt 
of which is ſtrongeſt. 


Salt is purify'd by ſeparating it 


from its more earthy part, and acci- 


dental Dirt, by Diſſolution, Filtra- 
tion, and Cryſtallization. In de- 
crepitating Salt, put what quantity 
of common Salt you pleaſe into a 
Crucible, or any other earthen Veſ- 
ſel which will endure Fire, give it 


ſuch a Heat as will make it crackle,

That which is extracted out of fat 
Earth, is made in moſt Countries in 
Europe ; but our greateſt quantities 
come from the Eaſfi-Indies, It is 
compos'd of near an equal quantity 
of fixed and volatile nitrous aerial 
Salts, bitteriſh and pungent in Taſt. 
For further Information, the Reader 
may turn to Dr. Mayow's Tractatus 
de Spiritu Nitro-Aerio, and the 
Writings of Natural Hiſtorians.

636. AkRSENICUM, Arſenick. 
This is a ponderous Mineral,, con- 
ſiting of a Sulphur loaded with 
corroſive Salts, There are three 
ſorts ; the Yellow, call'd Orpiment, 
much known amongſt the Pain- 
ters; Red, call'd Sandarach; and 
the Mh. e, which is moſt proper- 
ly call'd Arſenick, It is made of 
he Red by mixing equal parts of 
San.larach and common Salt, and 
ſubliming them together. 

We meet with many Preparations 
of this in Chymical Writers ; but 
they all turn upon this, by frequent 
Sublimations and Ablutions ſo far to 
blunt the Salts, as to change them 
from a Poiſon into a Medicine of 
Safety, after the manner of White 
Sublimate. But the ad vantage here- 
by procur'd does not ſeem to be 
worth the pains, becauſe we are bet- 
ter and more eaſily furniſh'd from 
the Mercurial Preparations for the 
ſame Intentions as theſe are pre- 
tended for. And as they are like. 
wiſe neither in the Shops, nor ever 
taken notice of in Preſcription, they 
are not worth room here.

This is ſuppos | 
Juice or Reſin of the Earth, ſoſt and 


viſcous; or at firſt in a kind of Fluor; 


becauſe there are often found in it. 
Straws, Flies, cc. It has many 
Names, as Carabe, and Gleſſum, 

beſides what it ſtands here under. 

It is found in the Perſian Gulph, and 
the Italian Shore; alſo in the Cur- 
rents near the Baltic Sea, and the 
Dutchy of Pruſſia. It is of different 
Colors, White, Yellow and Black; 
but thoſe who work it into Beads, 

and other things, make many more 

ſorts. The White is moſt eſteem'd 
tor medicinal Uſes, as being beſt di- 
geſted, of the moſt odoriferous Smell, 
and containing the greateſt quantity 
of Volatile Salt, The Yellow is 
next in Goodneſs, and moſt valued 
by the Amber-Workers, by reaſon of 
its Tranſparency. The Black is leaſt 
in eſteem of al. Amber by Agita- 
tion ſends forth an agreeable Smell: 
and being ground into fine Pouder, 

is given in Gonorrheg's, and in ſuch 

Caſes by ſome of great account; as 
alſo in Tung of Blood, the Bloody 


Flux, and an immoderate Flux of 


the Hemorroides, Menſes, exc. alſo 
to ſtop the Violence of Cararrhs, 
the Fume of it burnt upon Coals, 
being receiv'd by the Noſe, 

It is found in pieces of different

This Salt has further one uſeful 
Property, which ſeems attended to 
but by few z and that is quicken- 
ing the Operation of ſome Cathar- 
tics, eſpecnlly of the Aloetic and 
Reſinous kind. A few Grains, with 
any of the milder officinal Pills, as 
Reff, and the like, will make them 


brisker by much in Operation, and 


yet rather milder : and this it ſeems 
to. do, by dividing the Parts of thoſe 
Medicines ſo readily ia the Sto- 
mach, that they begin to exert them- 
ſelves ſooner than they otherwiſe 
would. | 

The. great Conſumption. of this 
Medicine, in compariſon to. what 
the Amber produces of it, and the 
Price upon that account it bears, is 
ſo tempting to the Avarice of the pre- 
ſent degenerate Race of Chymiſts, 


chat it is moſt abominably adulte- 
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rated; and therefore not to be 
truſted to from any Hands, but 
thoſe who make it for their own 
uſe, Some of theſe, once otherwiſe 
inſpired Philoſophers, ſophiſticate it 
with . Sal Armoniac, with Nitre, 
ſome with Cream of - Tartar, and 
others with Salt of Coral. The 
firſt of theſe Cleats may be diſco- 
ver'd by a ſtrong Urinous Scent, 
if it be rubb'd with Salt of Tartar; 
the ſecond by its nitrous Taſt; the 
third by Solution in clear Water: 
for the Salt of Amber will much 
ſooner diflolve than the Tartar, and 
therefore - manifeſtly leave that be- 
hind to view; and the laſt is diſ- 
coverable by trying it upon a red- 
hot Tren; for the genuine Salt will 
fly away, the Vinegar which the 
Coral had abſorb'd will be deſtroy'd, 
and nothing but an inſipid Earth be 
left upon the Iron. | 

This Salt much beſt fits the forms

639. AsPHALTOs. This is 
both native and factitious: the for- 
mer, Dioſcorides mentions to be 
waſh'd off from ſome Hills, particu- 
larly the Ceraunian, by the Currents 
into the Sea; and by reaſon of its 
Fatneſs, ſwimming __ the Waters, 
it lies beating againſt the ſhores, till 
tis harden'd like Pitch or Amber, 
The factitious is made of this, with 
a mixture of common black Pitch, 
and is therefore called Bitumen; and 
what comes from that Country, 
bears the name of Bitumen Judai- 
cum, or Jews Pitch, from the 
abundance of it found in the Coun- 
try of Judea, It is capable of 
giving a thick Oil, like that in the 
Diftillation of Amber; but it is ne - 
ver to be found in Practice, and 
therefore not made by any body, 


640. NayrHTHA. This is alſo 
an oily mineral Exudation, about 
the antient Babylon, which place 
was moſt noted for its Production. 
It is remarkable for its combuſtible 
Qualities, and therefore it had a 
ſhare in the Contrivance of Lamps, 
but not in Medicine.

641, PETROLE Uni; Ol of Pe- 
ter. This is a Mineral thrown up, 
and diſtill'd as it were by a ſubterra- 
nean Heat, in ſeveral Mountains in 
Italy and Naples; from whence it 
drains down, and lies upon the Sur- 
face of Lakes and Fountains, on 
ſome of which, Naturaliſts report, 
it continues burning, and particular- 
ly near the antient City of Babylon, 
and alſo at Mejanum, a Village in 
the Parmeſan. It is much- com- 
mended in many outward Com- 
plaints, as Rheumatic and Arthri- 
tic Pains, and Paralytic Limbs ; 
becauſe it is very warm and 
trating. Some Perſons with theſe 
Mineral Oils have lately ſet up for 
Empirics in the Gout ; but even 
chelk, as well as all other Medicines, 
will not anſwer the Pretenſions of 
ſuch as know not how to uſe them. 
We have Directions to rectify this 
Oil in Schroder, and ſome others; 
and to make ſome other Prepara- 
tions of it; but they can be of no 
ſervice to the Reader, becauſe they 
are neither preſcribed nor made by 
any in the preſent Practice. | 


642. OLEUM TExR#, Mine- 
ral Oil. This ſeems to be only a 
general Name for the foregoing, and 


to ſignify nothing particularly, 


643. BrsSMUTHUM, Biſmuth. 
This is a ſulphurous Marcaſite, or 
Recremem of a Metal, being ſome 
mineral Matter impregnated with 
Tin; and therefore 'tis call'd Tin- 
Glaſs. But what we have from the 
Druggiſts now, is factitious, and 
compos'd of Tin, Tartar, and Ar- 
ſenic, made in the northern Parts 
of Germany, from whence it is 
brought to England. It is ſmooth, 
white, brittle, and breaks in large 
Flakes; like Regulus Martis.

Theſe are very white, and uſed as 
an excellent Fucus, mix'd with Po- 
matum, or Roſe-Water : but they 
mult not be too buſy with it, who 
try it upon their Complexions ; for 
the ſaline Parts of the Arſexz: may 
do miſchief many ways. But if the 
Nitre and. the Arſenic Salts are 


waſh'd away by frequent Solutions 


in warm Water, it will not only 
continue to be a good Coſmetic, 

but alſo may with ſafety be given 

internally, and by ſome is reckon'd 
a good Diaphoretic, Yet as the Ma- 
teria Medica is large enough in its 
Supply for that Intention, 'theie is 
no occaſion to torture a Poiſon to 
make a Medicine of it. Its Doſe 
and Virtue, in the manner directed, 
is the ſame as of the Bezoar Mineral.

AVING given what we 
thought proper concerning 
the Virtues of Simples, it will be 


neceſſary, before we treat of Of- 
cinal or Extemporaneous Forms, to 


deliver ſuch Preparations of the Me- 


dicinal Subſtances, as are required 
to render them fit. Ingredients in 


the various Compaſitions that 11 
be uſed in ww og | ** 
Thoſe of the Minerals, we have 
before taught under each Metal; 
but have here reſerv'd a diſtinct 


ng to the other Diviſions of the 
Materia Medica; by reaſon that one 
. Management. is eds common to 
many Simples of the ſame Texture 
and Diſpoſition of Parts. For theſe 
purpoſes, as there are many 72/iru- 
ments to be uſed, it may be! ex- 
pected that we ſhould beſtory ſome 
time in their Deſcription. But we

The firſt thing which ariſes moſt 
naturally in the Preparation of Sim-; 
ples, is ſeparating heir more ſpiri- 
tuous Parts ; becauſe they are moſt 
laxly united, and therefore moſt ea- 
ſily drawn off. By Spirits here are 
meant, firſt of all, ſuch as become 
ſo. in Vegetation, and from the Pro- 


duction of Nature; and then, ſuch 
e for the Preparations that be - 
0 


as are made ſo by Fermentation and 
Art. Of the former kind there is 
none, ſtrictly ſpeaking, but in Pe- 
getables ; and — thoſe, only 
in ſuch as diſcover it in the Scent, 
and Quickneſs of Smell. But even 
theſe abound not in ſuch a degree 
and manner, as to give a Spirit over 
the Helm, of the nature of thoſe 
rawn by the Help of Fermentation; 
but b r Management may be 
collected in ſuch quantities, as to 
make a Liquor very powerfully 
ſcented, and impregnated with the 
volatile Part of the Plant: for a 
great deal of Phlegm comes over 
with it, and therefore it has not 
that intoxicating Property of vinous 
or fermented Spirits; altho it will. 
ſtrike the Noſe and Palat more 
ſtrongly, and exert it ſelf more ef- 


ficaciouſly 
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Acacioully in many medicinal In- 
tentions. 
Of this kind are all ſcented Ve- 
etables, whether ſweet or fetids 
which ſhould be diſtill'd green or 
dry, as the Texture of the vege- 
table Subſtance is fitted to loſe or 
retain thoſe volatile Parts, which is 
beſt known by Experience; for 
thoſg Plants whoſe volatile Parts are 
ſo looſe in their Combinations, that 
they fly off in drying, ought to be 
committed to the Still as ſoon as 
gather'd, as Lillies of the Valley, 
Baum, and thoſe of a tender Scent 


whereas thoſe which preſerve their 


Volatility, as Marjoram, Roſemary, 
and the ſtronger Aromatics, may 
be truſted when dry, if they have 
not been kept too long. Theſe are 
all beſt raiſed in the Alembit with a 
Crane: Head, the higher the better: 
and if a Handful or two of Pot- 
Aſhes are thrown in, they will both 
help to load and keep down the 
groſſer Phlegm, and ſeparate and 
volatilize the finer Parts. As by 
the common way of running what 
comes off into an open Receiver, 
many of the finer Parts fly off, and 
are loſt; by the Contrivance of a 
Bladder and Funnel, it may be 
convey'd into a Bottle as [cloſe as 
into a Receiver with a Retort, 
Take a ſtrong Bottle of any con- 
venient bigneſs, into which put a 
Funnel; tie to the Worm, a Blad- 
der, in the ſame manner as it is 
fitted to a Glyſter- Pipe; cut open 
what covers the Aperture of the 
Worm, and draw the Bladder back 
over the Funnel, ſo that it may be 
cloſe ty'd about the Neck of the 
Bottle. By this means not a Par- 
ticle can be loſt : but the Fire muſt 
be more moderate than in open 
Diſtillation, otherwiſe it will force 
up the Still-Head, or burſt the Blad- 
der or Bottle, It is worth the while 
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of thoſe that are curious, to ma- 
nage all their Diſtillations of odori- 


ferous Plants this way: for the 
Waters will be much the better 


for it. | 

The Spirits of vegetable Subſtan- 
ces, eſpecially of Herbs, made by 
Fermentation, cannot be depended 
upon to have much of the Virtue of 
the Plant in them: for in Fermen- 
tation of an odoriferous Plant, the 
Spirit which Nature has made, flies 
away in that inteſtine Motion, ſo 
that what is afterward produced has 
no advantage beyond thoſe made 
from inodorous Subſtances by the 
ſame Artifice. Thoſe Writers, 
therefore, exceedingly err, who 
teach to ferment any Plant whatſo- 
ever, in order to draw out any me- 
dicinal Virtues ; becauſe the Spirit 
is made, by the very Action of 
Fermentation, as has been before 
demonſtrated in the firſt Part, un- 
der that Head, Se#?. 4. So that it 


ſignifies not ſo much what Sub- 


ſtances ſuch a Spirit is drawn from, 
as what Properties reſide in a Spirit 
made by ſuch Contrivance. 

In this Limitation of the Term, 
we have no Spirits from either 
Animals or Minerals; all under 
this Denomination obtain'd from 
them, being either not properly 
fo, or procur'd by fuch artificiat 
Helps, as will come to 'be ex- 
plain'd under their reſpective Pre- 

rations, | | 

All that has been here-advanc'd, 
is very eaſily apply'd to Waters: 
we ſhall therefore only ſubjoin; that 


all the Waters exhal'd from'inodo---— 


rous Plants, are not worth Diſtilla- 
tion, becauſe they cannot raiſe any 
thing beſides Phlegm, *urfle(s a very 
ſmall Portion of a nitrous Salt, 
which is ſtrain'd into them with 
their Nouriſhment from the Earth, 


pr imbibed from the Air and Dews e 
N n and 
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and ſo many ways as there are to 
procure all the medicinal Effi cacies 
of ſuch a Salt to much better ad- 
vahtage, can never _ the Trou- 
ble and Expence of diſtilling of 
Plants to obtain it from them. 
Where therefore a Perſon has ſuch 
an opinion of thoſe Herbs which 
are term'd cold, as Planiain, Sca- 
$tous, and the like, as not to be 
eaſy without them, he had better 
take them in his Sallets and Broths, 
than diſtil them. This further ma 
be worth remarking, that all thoſe 
Plants which are deem'd cold, are 
beſt when they ſhoot up rank and 
large; but of the hot, they are 
ſtrongeſt when leaſt ſucculent, and 
when the Leaves ſhoot ſmall. 


Of Eſſential Oils. 

Take any quantity of Gum, Ber- 
© ry, Seed, Herb, or Wood, ſuch 
© as are proper to be bruiſed or 
< pouder'd ; let them be put into a 
Copper Still, and to them put eight 
« or ten times their weight of com- 
mon Water: lute the Head to the 
Still, and its Refrigeratory or 
© Worm; raiſe fire under it to 
© make it boil, and in a little time 
the Water and Oil will run into 
© the Receiver, which is call'd a 
« Spout-Receiver, W hen all the 0 
is apprehended to be come off, 
hold a Spoon under the Noſe of 
« the Worm: and it any Oil comes 
with the Water into the Spoon, 
continue the Fire longer: if no 
Oil appears in the Spoon, Jet out 
© the Fire, and ſeparate the Water 
from the Oil. Few. of theſe Oils 
are worth Diſtillation, except in

veral Stills full. And then when 


the Oil is drawn from the firſt 
« quantity, the ſame Water muſt 
© be ſaved, to be poured back into 
che Stil; by which means alſo, 


if it be oſten repeated, ſuch 2 
Water will be ſo impregnated 


with the Ingredient, as to be 


worth keeping, under the title of 
© the Simple Water of ſuch an Herb, 
© Seed, Cc, 

y the ſame Method will 
draw the eſſential Oi from any Sub- 
ſtance whatſoever that contains it ; 
and thoſe of ſame Woods, a? Cin- 
namon, Saſſafras, Cloves, and the 
like, becauſe they are heavier than 
Water, will fall to the bottom ; but 
are as eaſily ſeparated by decanting 
the Water by gentle Inclination. 
Becauſe that of Aniſeeds, with ſome 
few others, will coagulate towards 
the latter end of the Diſtillation, the 
Water in the Worm-Tub ſhould ceaſe 
to be renew'd, that it may grow 
warm, and diflolve away all that 
has condens'd in its Paſſage. The 
moſt valuable of this Claſs are grie- 
vouſly ſophiſticated by the Chymiſts 
and Sholefale Dealers, either with 
expreſſed Oils, or ſuch diſtilled 
ones as are cheaper, and approach 
neareſt to their Flavors, Theſe 
Cheats are diſcoverable either by 
ſpecific Weight, as in the Oils of 
Cinnamon, Cloves, and the like, no 
other anſwering exactly to the ſame 
Standard; or by Evaporation of a 
little in a Spoon: for if there be 
any Mixture of an expreſſed Oil, it 
will all remain, and the other exhale; 
as the Oils of Aniſe, Caraway, &c. 
and laſtly by Dilution, ſo that the 
Flavor is but juſt retained, which 
will much ſooner diſcover æ foreign 
Scent than when collected in its full 


Strength. 


Of Eſſential Salts. 


Theſe are made by expreſſing the 
Juice of any Plant, and ſetting it ia 
a Cellar to ſhoot ; which ſome da 
in ſmall quantities: but this is fo 


difficult to procure, eſpecially neat, 
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from Filth ard Dirt, that theſe are 
never kept in the Shops, nor requi- 
red in Preſcription, 


Of Fixed Salts, 


© Take any Plant, and burn it on 
a clean Hearth, and rake the Aſhes 
as long as any Fire appears a- 
mongſt them; put thoſe Aſhes 
into an unglazed Pan, which ſet 
in a calcining Furnace : make fire 
abour it till the Pan is red-hot 
where it, continually ſtirring 
the — rn any Vlacknef? 
Then put them into a clean Pan, 
and pour hot Water to them; 
when that Water is ſufficiently 
impregnated with Salt, filter it, 
and eyaporate to a Pryneſs, and 
until the Aſhes are left inſipid.” 
We meet in the chymical Shops 
with theſe fixed Salts of a great 
many Plants, and the common Pre- 
ſeriptions take ſome notice of the 
different kinds: But the Practitio- 
ner, who thinks there is any real 
difference between them correſpon- 
ding to tſſe Plants they are ob- 
tain'd from, may reſt ſatisfy'd that 
thoſe dextrous and wonderfully con- 
ſcientious Artificers, the Chymiſts, 
can furniſh him with a lixivial Salt of 
any Plant he can cal! for, made from 
the Cineres Clavellati, or Pot-Aſhes. 
It would however be well enough, 
did we lie open but in this particular 
only to ſuch Impoſitions; for let the 
Plant be what it will before it is re- 
duced to Aſhes, the Fire brings it 
to that Texture and Make of Parts, 
into which it reduces any other: 
fo that a Salt made out of the Lixi- 
vium of any Aſhes whatſoever, will 
be always the ſame. They who 
are incredulous herein, may try Ex- 
— ten thouſand ways, if 

many 
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will neyer find any ſpecific Diffe- 
N rence, 


can be invented; but 
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There is a Form of Preparation 
which Salmon chiefly introduced for 
the ſake of his Brother Empirics, 
and thoſe who were tor cutting the 
ſhorteſt way to Profit; and that 
is call'd Poteſtas or Power, This is 
an Incorporation of the ſſential 
Oil of any Vegetable with Spirit, 
by the intermediation of Sal Armo. 
mac; and this was chiefly deſign'd 
for the extemporaneous making of 
Waters ; for with a ſmall- quantity 
of ſuch Medicines, and common 
Water, there was always in readi- 
neſs whatſoever of that kind could 
be call'd for. The Oleoſacchara 
likewiſe have been contriv'd for the 
fame purpoſes, theſe are a mixture 
of an Eſſential Oil with Sugar; 
which will diſſolve in a ftrong 
Spirit, and ſo make on a ſudden; 
without the Help and Expence of a 
Still, either Cinnamon, Orange, or 
any other Water that is requir'd, 
So that by theſe Artifices here-may 
be all the Simple and Compound 
Waters of a Shop, .inclos'd in a 
ſmall Cup-board: an admirable 
Contrivance for Chamber- Practice 
but very injurious and detrimental 
to the Patient : for there is no wa 
of mixture imaginable, that can 2 
well incorporate the volatile oily 
part of a Plant with its Phlegm, as 
Diſtillation does. So that the Wa- 
ters made this way will not only be 
more unfit for preſent uſe, but alſo 
be much ſooner ſlimy, vapid and 
four. They who think it worth 
their while to fall into this way, 
may make the Poteſtates of any 
thing in the fame manner as is di- 
reed in the Preparations of Am- 
ber.

Gums and Reſins of all ſorts are 
to be clear'd from any foreign Mix- 
tures by the like means; care being 
taken to let the Diſſolvert be as 
near as can be to the nature of the 
thing to be ſtrain'd; and that Eva- 
poration afterwards be not too haſty, 
for fear of carrying off any Volatile 
Parts of the Drug; which is very 
apt to happen, in Aromatic Sub- 
ſtances eſpecially. There are many 
Gums to be conveniently ſtrain'd by 
the help of Water, which will not 
mix with them; but upon cooling 
ſeparate, and form into a clean Maſs 
ready for uſe, as Galbanum, Taca- 
mahacca, and the like.

The Sugar is 
only added, the better to ſeparate 
the adheſtve parts of the Amber- 
greaſe, and other Ingredients, and 
make them more eaſily join with 
the Spirit, In Conſtitutions where 
ſuch Sweats are not offenſive to the 
Head; as in ſome, eſpecially Hyſte- 
rical Perſons, they are; there is no- 
thing can be more immediately a 
Cordial.

This is good in Aſthma's, and o- 
ther Diſtempers of the Lungs, gi- 
ven from 20 to 60 or 70 Drops, in 
any convenient Vehicle.

Flores Benzoini, Flowers of Ben-

This 
way I have often made it, and found 
its efficacy as well as'conveniency of 
Adminiſtration, in a great many In- 
ſtances. It is beſt given in Red 
Wine, from 20 Drops to 100; and 
to be repeated every four hours be- 
tween the Fits, or oſtner, according

It 
is both more Diaphoretic and more 
Anodyne than the former: and they 
who favs made uſe of it in their 
Practice, affirm it to be the beſt 
L audanum they ever met with. And 
yet this is not the ſort which is kept 
in the Shops, and it is not by much 
in ſo conſtant Preſcription as the 
former, Indeed there are hardly 
any of the Shops that prepare this ; 
ſo that a Phyſician may write for it 
in vain, while the other is ſo ready 
for a Succedaneum. This may be 
given in a good handſome Doſe, 
when Reſt is wanting in Fevers 
and is not fo hazardous in its Effects 
as coninion Opium, or any other = 
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its Preparations; the Alexipharmics 
likewiſe in its Compoſition cauſe 
it ſooner to raiſe a Sweat, becauſe 
at the ſame time that they warm 


and attenuate whe Fluids for Se- 


cretion, the Opium relaxes the Fi- 
bres, and makes more way for 
their Paſſage thro the cutaneous

This is kept up in great eſteem 
amongſt the common People, by 
the great Pretenſions of ſeyeral Ven- 
ders of it; but it is an indifferent 
and uſeleſs Medicine, unleſs to ath- 
letic Conſtitutions, and is very un- 
fit to anſwer the Expectations its 
Name raiſes, Its Doſe is from 20 
to 60 Drops. 
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Flores Sulphuris, Flowers of Sulphur. 
Take any quantity of Sulphur 
© groſly pouder'd, which put into a 
* glaſs Body, which place in a ſmall 
open Fire, and cover it with a 
Pot, or another Cucurbit turn'd 
upſide down, ſo that the Neck of 
the one may enter into the Neck 
of the other. Change the upper 
Cucurbit every half hour, fittin 
another in its place; add likewiſe 
new Sulphur, Gather the Flow- 
ers which ſtick in the Cucurbit, 
and continue to do ſo, until there 
is as much as deſired.” 
The great Conſumption of this, 
and the Lowneſs of the Price it is 
got down to, make it neceſlary for 
thoſe who would find a profit in it, 
to build a Furnace with Brick, big 
enough to burn a hundred weight 
of Sulphur at a time; and a few that 
have put themſelves to ſuch Ex- 
pence, ſerve the reſt of the Buſineſs. 
This Proceſs is ſufficient to let us in- 
to the Nature of theſe Flowers as a 
Medicine, and to inform us that 
they are the fineſt part of the Brim- 
ſtone : tho with theſe there ariſes a 
eat deal of Salt, as ſome further 
roceſſes will diſcover. They are 
uſed in Diſeaſes of the Breaſt, and 
likewiſe in cutaneous Diſtempers, 
both internally and externally, They 
are certainly both Balſamic and 
Deterſive, and it is their Plenty in 
a great meaſure that leſſens their 
eſteem. Every Preparation from 
this Mineral is very effectual in low- 
ering a Salivation, and hindering the 
Operation of Mercury by thoſe par- 
ticular Glands; and alſo gives great 
eaſe to thoſe troubled with the Ha- 
morrhoids.

© Bell, Set one of the wooden 
© Frames upon two Bricks, and

which ſet the Porringer con- 
taining the Sulphur, Support the

This is a powerful Acid, and its 
Operation is chiefly Diuretic z but tis 
more commonly prefcrib'd to give 
a palatable Acidity to ſome internal 
Medicines, than to anſwer any In- 
tention by its proper Virtues, Its 
greateſt uſe is in other Preparations. 
Its Doſe for Palatableneſs is at 
pleaſure, and as a Diuretic from 3 
to 10 Drops in any proper Vehi- 
cle. Many queſtion whether there 
be any real difference between this 
and Oil of Vuriol, which is difficult 
to determine; ſo that they may 
ſpeak as truly as pleaſantly, who 
pronourice- one to be a Vitriolic 
Spirit of Sulphur, and the other a 
Sulphureous Spirit of Vitriol : our 
Chymiſts however are ſeldom at the 
trouble to ſupply us with this ge- 
nuinely made.

the former Intention it is given 
from gr. x. to Zi. in the latter up 
to 3 iv. diſſolv d in Broth, or any 
proper Vehicle warm. 


Spiritus Saponis, Spirit of Soap. 
Cut into ſmall pieces ſixteen 
Ounces of the Soap of Alicant, 
and ſoften it in an earthen Veſſel 
by a gentle Fire, and mix in it 7 
or 8 Ounces of Clay-Pouder : Put 
theMixture in a Retort big enough, 
that one third part may remain 
empty ; place the ſame in a Fur- 
nace of Reverberation, adapt a 
Recipient, lute the Joints exactly, 
and make a little Fire in the Fur- 
nace to the third degree, and con- 
tinue doing ſo till nothing more 
diſtils. Separate the Veſlels when 
cooled, and pour the whole con-

do not know that this has been 
made in our Shops, but it ſeems na- 
turally ſuited for ſo many Purpoſes 
of moment, as to deſerve Recom- 
mendation; for it cannot but be 
very opening and reſolutive, both 
inwardly, and externally apply'd 
and ſeems admirably calculated for 
Embrocations, with other ſuitable 
Ingredients, againſt arthritic, and 
ſuch like obſtinate Pains.

© then enereaſe it to the ſecond for 
two hours more; proceed to the 
third, where keep it till no Fumes 
appear in the Receiver. Then 
# let all cool, and in the Receiver

Sal Tartari fixum, Fix'd Salt of 
a Tartar. 
© Take any quantity of crude

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ing Coals, and bury it with more; 
there let it continue till all that is 
c combuſtible is conſumed, and the 
calcin'd Tartar will remain in an 
entire Lump.

© Take of the pure Cryſtals' of 
© Tartar th iv. diſtil in a Retort 
with a large Receiver, encreaſing 
the Fire by degrees, till the Fumes 
altogether diſappear. There will 
come out a Phlegm, a Spirit, and 
an Oil; after the laſt of theſe is 
ſeparated, put the other into a 
Glaſs Cucurbit, and rectify in a 
Sand-Heat two or three times o- 
ver, drawing off every time not 
above a third Part. Of the Re- 
mainder may be made a Salt of 
Tartar by Calcination ; from 
whence likewiſe may be obtained 
an Oil of Tartar by Fuſion.” 
The Spirit is extremely aperitive;

The Volatile Salt of Tartar, 
made either of theſe ways, is in 
great eſteem with many Phyſicians, 
and is -almoſt extoll'd for a uni- 
verſal Remedy ; and particularly for 
all thoſe Diſeaſes which have their 
Seat in the Nerves, as Palſies, A- 
poplexies, Epilepſies, and the like. 
The Doſe of the Salt is from x gr. 
to 3 ſs. of the Spirit from 10 to 60 
Drops; but the preſent Practice 
ſeldom takes notice of it, and the 
Shops do not furniſh us with it.

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Tinctura Salis Tartari, Tincture of 
Salt of Tartar.

Practice is not acquainted with any 
ſuch Medicine, tho the Difficulty 
and Tediouſneſs of the Proceſs may 
chiefly be in fault.

Preparations of Vinegar. 


| Vinegar is Wine made acid by a 
Diſſolution and Mixture of its own 
Tartar; which is brought about by 
cauſing it to ferment upon its Lees, 
until it has difſoly'd them, or ſo far 
at leaſt, as to receive from them 


the Acidity we find it has: but its 


Conſumption, and the Price it bears 
will not allow of this way of making 
it; and therefore there are ways of 
procuring it from decay'd Raiſins, 
and ſuch like Fruit. The Country 
People make this of their home- 
brew'd Ale, by ſetting it in the 
Sun until it ſours, and then they 
call it Alegar ; but that is not ſo 
good as what is made from Wine 
or the dry'd Grapes. It is cooling 
and grateful to the Stomach, in the 
ſame manner, and for the ſame rea- 
ſons as were delivered under the 
11th Section concerning Fruits. It 
will ſo much aſtringe the Fibres of 
the whole Body, if taken in Food, 
or medicinally to any conſiderable 
quantity, as to ſqueeze out what is 
near the Surface, and occaſion Swear. 
Some have entertain'd a great Opi- 
nion of its reſiſting of Poiſons, and 
being therefore good in all conta- 
gious and epidemical Fevers : for 
which reaſon we meet with it ſo 
very often in Alexipharmic Pre- 
ſcriptions, and particularly in large 

uantity in the Aqua Theriacalis of 

e College. And in the late London 
Plague, People us'd it much with 
ſucceſs; and we meet with many 
Inſtances of ſuch a mo being 
prevented, or ghrown off, by pro- 
fuſe Sweats, which have been pro- 
cur'd by wrapping the Patient up in 
a Sheet wet with Vinegar : which 
cannot but be an infallible way of 
procuring Sweat, becauſe it gives 
ſuch an univerſal ſqueeze to the So- 
lids, as muſt preſs and force the 
thinner Fluids thro the cutaneous 
Glands; and at the ſame time gives 
them that Firmneſs and Tenſion, 
as will make them vibrate with too 
much Smartneſs to ſuffer the Fluids 
ſtagnating, or falling into any un- 
due Coheſions from any foreign 
Taigt.

The 3 i. of Tinctura Rega- 
lis is put to the diſſolv'd Vipers, to 
fatiate that Acidity ſtill remaining in 
them, which otherwiſe might too 
much fix the Salt of the Vipers, and 
reduce it to the nature of common 
Sal Armoniac ; which being again 
mix'd with fix'd Alkalies, may be 
ſublim'd into an animal urinous Salt, 
as it 7 De. 15 
ikewiſe may be dulcity'd, ut- 
ting to it x. a little at a x A. ſo 
much pure fix'd Nitre, as will fa- 
tiate its Acidity: then let it ſtand in

Let the Diſ- 
ſolution ftand quiet for three or four 
hours, and decant it gently from 
the Feces ; draw off the Spirit of 
Wine in a gentle Heat of Sand in a 
Retort : diflolve the Salt again in 
the ſame Spirit of Wine, and repeat 
the Operation till no Faces remain:

This is the true tartariz'd Spi- 
rit of Wine, with which ' honeſt 
Mr. George Wilſon fays he uſed to 
extract the Tincture and Anodyne 
Sulphars of Metals, and unite them 
with vegetable fix'd, and animal 
volatile Alkalies; and he further 
owns it to be the chief Ingredient 
in the Anti-Rheumatic Tinfture (of 
which he does not give the Recipe) 
that cured him of a violent Rheuma- 
tiſm, which afflicted him three 
Years ſucceſſively; and that he was 
not only freed from thoſe acute 
Pains which attend the Diſtemper, 
but then continu'd without any Re- 
turn, which was about fifteen Years 
after, Nor are its Virtues. (he con- 


= 


tinues to inform us) confined to 


that Diſeaſe only; for the Gout, 
Scurvy, Dropſy, Jaundice, Cholie, 
Green-Sickneſs, and Stone in the 


Bladder or Kidneys, give way to it, 


Its Doſe-( that is, of this Spirit) is 
from 50 Drops to 5 ii. diluted in 
Wine and Water, or both mix'd.

What is here call'd the Spirit, is 
nothing but ſome Portion of the 
volatile Salt floating in the Phlegm ; 
and is good for little elſe than to ſti- 
mulate the Noftrils in fainting and 
fwooning Fits, and alſo ſometimes 
to give inwardly in the like Caſes, 
where any new Senſation is of ſer- 
vice, only as it gives a different De- 
termination to the Spirits, and: ſo 
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ſtops a convulſive Contraction. It 
is accounted Diaphoretic, and good 
in all nervous Caſes; but the Salt 
which ſhoots and fixes about the 
Neck in tranſparent Cryſtals, poſ- 
ſeſſes thoſe Virtues in a much grea- 
ter degree, as the Spirit has no- 
thing but from that. This ex- 
tremely rouzes the Spirits, and con- 
tributes td their regular Motions, 
It is of infinite ſervice ſometimes 
at the cloſe of an unmercifu} Fever, 
which has burn'd up the Vitals, and 
tore the Conſtitution quite out of 
frame, ſo that Lite is as a glimmer- 
ing Snuff, which may tenderly be 
cheriſh'd into Vigour again : herein 
it ſupplies the parched Fibres with 
freſh Fluid ſuited to their Exigencies, 
and helps to keep on the main 
Springs and Mations of Life, (till 
the Enemy is critically diſcharg'd) 
which otherwiſe might languiſh, and 
at laſt ſtand ſtill, The Doſe is from 


iii to xii, xv, or xx gr. But there 


are great Errors committed in the 
common Practice in its Preſcrip- 
tion, by putting it either into Forms 
which it will deſtroy, or which 
will toſe its Volatility before it gets 
to the Patient, In Pills it will 
not lie, no more than any other 
Volatiles, but will rarify them 
into ten times their proper Bulk, 
Boles likewiſe it will puff up in like 
manner, and ſoon make its eſcape : 
and in Pouder, wherein it is often 
order'd, in a very ſmall time it is 
not better than a Calx, or ſo much 
Pouder of Lime. There is therefore 
no Form to preſerve its. Virtues in, 
but by diſſolving it with ſome pro- 
per Vehicles into Draughts: unleſs 
the Apothecary attends with his 
ſtone Bottle, and waits at the Bed- 
{ide to diſtribute every Dole as it is 


to be taken. wo 


— 
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Aſter the fame manner may be 
made the Spirit, Oil, and Salt of 
the Scull, Bones, Horns, Hoofs, or 
Hair, of any Animal, And if the 
Diſtillation be made in an Iron-Pot 
with a Copper-Head, that Head 

uohet to be kept only for ſuch uſe. 
Tf he's irit and Salt is defired ab- 
ſolutely Fee from the Oil, to th i. of 
the Spirit (after the ſecond Rectifi- 
cation) put of Bones or Horns cal- 
cin'd to a white Pouder 3̃ iv. and diſ- 
til in a gentle Heat of Sand. And 
if all the Salt be deſired in a dry 
Form, ſeparated from the Phlegm, 
Put the aforeſaid Mixture into a Ma- 
traſs, or long Body, with a Head 
and Receiver fitted to it, and in a 
very gentle Heat of Sand, the Salt 
will be elevated into the Head and 
Neck of the Matraſs : for the vola- 
tile Salts of Animals are properl 
their Spirits; and what we call Spi- 
rits, is no other than part of the 
volatile Salt diſſolv'd in " Phlegm, 
as was above obſerv'd; which ne: 
yertheleſs has the ſame Virtue, but 
muſt be given in a larger Doſe. 
© "Theſe Preparations have hereto- 
fore ſtood in the front of nervous 
Medicines, but the wicked Sophiſti- 
cations of our Chymiſis have de- 
baſed them into Diſregard, and al- 
moſt expell'd them out of Practice. 
To give the Spirit an uncommon 


Pungency and Quickneſs of Smell, 


which is all they want to recom- 
mend it to Sale, a way has been 
found to quicken it with Lime and 
wrinous Volatiles ; and they have 
been ſo hardy herein as to own it, 
and give it a place in their Cata- 
Jogue, of Spiritus Cornu Cervi cum 
Calce, Spirit of Hart, Horn with 
Lime. And now the Fraud is ſo 
far improv'd, that they will make 
it without any Harts-Horn at all, 
but with Birtern; that is, the Brine 
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which they get from the Salters, 
Urine and Lime, which will raiſe - 
a ſtrong ſcented Spirit : and this 
theſe very honeſt Men give ſome 
Scent and Color to, with a little of 
the fetid Oil of Harts-Horn, and put 
off for what is genuine; or without 
that Oil, for Spirit of Sal Armo- 
niac. So that from eight and ten 
Shillings per pound, which the ge- 
nuine Medicine deſery'd, theſe Gen- 
tlemen, to oblige a good Cuſtomer, 


can afford it now for as many 


Pence. But a curious Perſon may 
pretty eaſily diſcover this Cheat, 
y the rancid urinous ſmell of the 

ſophiſticated ſort, and its whitenin 
the inſide of a Glaſs in which it 1s 
long kept. The volatile Salt too, 
which is now ſold in the Shops for 
that of Harts-Horn, is a perfect 
Cheat, and more a Cauſtic than a 
Cordial, by the quantity of Lime 
and urinous Salt that is thrown up 
with it ; whereas that which is care- 
fully to be collected in the Diſtilla- 
tion of the Spirits, about theTopand 
Neck of the Receiver, is truly an 
animal volatile Salt, ſoften'd with 
ſuch a Portion of a highly ſubti- 
liz'd Oil, as renders it an admira- 
ble and agreeable Medicine ; but 
this is never to be- met with, or 
made uſe of, unleſs the Phyſician 
will be at the trouble of attending 
the Elaboratory, or find a Perſon ho- 
neſt enough to make it on purpoſe 
for him, For 3 i. of this genuine 
Salt may be ſtretched out into i. 
of that ud in the Shops. | 
After the whole Proceſs is over, 
the pieces of Harts-Horn may be 
taken out of the Body, and in a 
Potter Kiln, or any convenient 
Furnace, burn'd; and that makes 
the Burnt Harts-Horn of the Shops, 
which is not at all the worſe for the 
Spirit, Oil apd 'Salt being —

Of Waters, Spirits, and Eſſential Oils. 


N this Diviſion is intended to be 
given all that is to be perfoom'd 


by Diſtillation, which has ngt al- 


ready come in our way, under ſome 
of the Preparations of the foregoing 
which is more properly 

reckon'd 


Part, and 
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reckon'd amongſt the Compoſitions. 
And as the Rationale of this Proceſs, 
or manner of Preparation, has al- 
ready been given, Part I. Section 
13. and many neceſſary Remem- 
brances drop'd concerning it, in 
many of the foregoing Pages, it will 
be needleſs to fay any more by way 
of Preface to this Section, than that 
for the Reaſons before given, there 
can be expected no Medicines under 
it, but for the Intentions either of 
Cordials, Diuretics, and Diaphore- 
tics : for, to ſhorten the Contro- 
verſy, if a Balſamic, Cathartic, or 
Opiate, could be rais'd by Vapor; 
yet the very Contenders for that 
Opinion allow, that thoſe Proper- 
ties are much more conveniently 
drayyn out by other Proceſſes : and 
therefore it may be concluded, that 
no wiſe Perſon will expect in a dif- 
till'd Water thing elſe than 
ſuch ſubtile and light parts of a me- 
dicinal Simple, as'can fall in with 
the foremention'd Intentions ; and 
indeed for this reaſon very little un- 
der this Diviſion comes over weigh- 
ty enough to affect even the urina- 
ry Secretions : and therefore all 
which require groſfer and more ef- 
ficacious Inftruments, are excluded 


from hence; as all that is to be 


done by the minuteſt Agents, and 
Immediately concerns the nervous 
Syſtem, and its proper Moiſtures, 
commonly call'd the animal Spi- 
rits, is moſt naturally comprehend- 
ed herein. | 

A Simple-Water is intended to 
draw out the Virtues of any Herb, 
Seed, Flower, Root, exc. which may 
be more conveniently given in 
that Form than in any other : but 
becauſe the Phlegm or watry Parts 
of any medicinal Simple, is no bet- 
ter than common Water undiſtilled; 
therefore all thoſe Ingredients which 


in Diſtillation raiſe nothing but a 


Phlegm, as may be diſcover'd by 
the Scent and Taſte of what comes 
over, are not fit for the Still, For 
which reaſon the College have now 
rejected all they judged uſeleſs for 
theſe Purpoſes, and have retained 
only the following, 


From the Leaves and Buds of 

Both the Wormwoods, Angelica, 
Carduus B. Succory, the greater 
Celandine, Eyebright, Fennel, Fu- 
mitory, Hyſſop, Marjoram, Baum, 
Mint, Parſley, Plantain, Penny- 
Royal, Oak, Rue, Saxifrage, and 
Meadow Sweet, 


From the Flowers of 
Oranges, Camomile, Beans, Lil- 
lies of the Valley, Red Poppies, 
Cowllips, Piony, Roſemary, W hite, 
Red and Damask Roſes, Elder, and 
Limes. 


From the Fruits of 
Citrons the Peel, Raſp-berries, 
Green Walnuts, and Black Cherries, 
from Ib xii. of the latter of which, 
bruiſed with the Stones, draw one 
Gallon, ;

Herein is made a very great re- 
duction of the Simple Waters, and 
certainly with good reaſon, becauſe 
there were not only many before 
ordered. of no Efficacy, but like- 
wife they were fo numerous, that 
a great deal of needleſs trouble and 
expence were employ'd to keep 
them all in readineſs, It ma 
poſſibly be diſputed, whether all 
theſe now retained, are of Impor- 
tance, or Efficacy enough to deſerve 
it; but it is to be remember'd, that 
very little dependance is had upon 
any Simple Water, they being ſel- 
dom us'd but as Vehicles to things 
of greater Virtue ; and in many 

Circum: 


Circumſtances a Vehicle is ſo much 
the better, for being deſtitute of any 
Medicinal Flayor or Taſte, as it 
the more gratefully conveys down 
what the greateſt ſtreſs is laid upon. 
But here it may not be amiſs to 
adyertiſe the Reader that whatſoever 
Properties any Simple has from the 
Grolſneſs or Solidity of its Parts, 
which make it act as an Emetic, 
Cathartic, or Aſtringent; the Reſi- 
duum, which is leſt after Diſtilla- 
tion, will remain in full poſſeſſion 
of chem: and therefore the Opera- 
tor may husband it accordingly. 
Thus the purging Syrup of Roſes, 
is as well made after the Damask- 
Roſe Water is drawn off, as if 
the Flowers were juic'd, or put into 
Infuſion, becauſe nothing of a Ca- 
thartic Quality riſes with the Wa- 
ter; and the Syrup of dry'd Red- 
Roſes, may be as well made with 
the Reſiduum after the Water is 
drawn off, forthe ſame reaſon ; and 
ſo of many others, The ſame alſo 
holds good as to Extracts, of Vir- 
tues not communicable to what riſes 
in Vapor; and therefore all ſuch 
as thoſe of Gentian,-and many 0- 
thers, are moſt conveniently made 
with what is left after Diſtillation 
concerning which we ſhall ſee fur- 
ther when we come to Extratts, 
under another Section. 

Of theſe Waters, tho they all 


whence they are drawn; yet it is 


ſo faint in ſome of them, that they 


will not keep long without mother- 
ing, and growing ropy. Such 
therefore ſhould haye a ſmall quan- 
tity of Spirit thrown into the Still 
with them, about one Pint to each 
Gallon intended to be drawn, which 

will not alter the Virtues, but make 
the Water keep much longer. The 
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Black Cherries for Diſtillation, ought 
to have their Stones all broke, be- 
cauſe from the Kernel proceeds the 
chief Part; for which reaſon many 
make the Water from the preſſing, 
after the Juice is taken out for other 
uſes; and ſome even from bitter 
Almonds, as they yield a Water not 
to be diſtinguiſh'd from the other. 
The Waters, whoſe Excellency con- 
ſiſts in their Flavor, as the Orange- 
Flower and Damast Roſes ought to 
be drawn into a Receiver fitted to 
the Worm with a Bladder, as before 
directed under the Preparation of 
Simples, ſo that no Particles may 
exhale and be loſt. As for the Red 
and White Roſe- Waters, which are 
expected in the Shops, they are 
honeſtly deceiv'd, 2 ave — 
mast Roſe-Water diluted put upon 
them for the other; becauſe there 
is nothing ariſes from either in the 
Still, but what is common to them 
all, which is in the Scent : and 
therefore, as the Damask moſt a- 
bounds with that, it is very impru- 
dent and ill husbandry to diſtil the 
other; altho the Reſiduwms are as 
different as can be, that of the 
Damask being purgative, and that of 
the Red aſtringent, as was before ob- 
ſery'd,

This little 
differs from the Aqua Vite Mathwli, 
which is in the Auguftan Diſpenſa- 
tory, by the Title of Elixir Vita, 
and there ſtands recommended for 
all nervous Infirmities, and parti- 
cularly ſuch as are the 8 
of Apoplexies and Epilepſies; as 
Palſies, Loſs of Memory, and tHe 
like.

The New College Diſpenſat 
hath left out ſome erde {nite 
cant Ingredients that were in the 
former, and particularly the Squills 
and avoided alſo the Trouble of a 
double Diſtillation, which was al- 
together needleſs z but till retains 
many things that do not ſeem fitted 
to yield any Virtues in this form, 
toe, Betony, and Cowflip Flowers. 
This is the ſame as was originall 
inſerted by the College in their firſt 
Diſpenſatory , under the Title of 
Aqua Antrepileptica Langii. The 
Quantities alſo of ſome of the In- 
gredients are blameable, as 3 ilifs. 
(extremely exact!) of Seeds of Rue, 
when the whole might be taken in 
ſubſtance at one Doſe, without any 
viſible Effect. The like may be 
alſo obſery'd of ſome of the In- 
gredients of Efficacy. As this Me- 
dicine therefore is ſo very faulty in 
its Contrivanee, and is very much , 
uſed in the preſent Practice, we 
ſhell with due ſubmiſſion offer an 
Amendment of it, to be made uſe 
of as the Preſcriber pleaſes to di- 
re&. « Take Lillies of the

The Arum Root is like- 
wiſe herein increaſed in its Quan- 
tity, it being ordered in the former 
but F ſs. whereby the Medicine is 
render'd yet more pungent, and 
more efficacious as an Antiſcorbu- 
tic, or a Nephritic, both which pur- 
poſes it is calculated for. All the In- 
gredients herein are of a ſubtile 

enetrating Nature, and greatly a- 
— with volatile Salts, which in 
many groſs and ſizy Conſtitutions 
of Blood do great ſervice by divi- 
ding it, and rendring it more fluid; 
which will increaſe the Diſcharges 
by the Kidneys, and likewiſe waſh 
thro any Obſtructions in thoſe Parts. 


In all Obſtructions alſo of the Hier 


Viſcera it is an excellent Medicine, 
and prevails againſt the Jaundice, Ca- 
chexies, and Dropftes ; and in ſcor- 
butic Caſes there is nothing beyond 
it, as it greatly forces thoſe minute 
Paſſages, promotes Tranſpiration, 
and cleanſes the Skin, and other 
ſmall Glands, which entertain groſs 
Particles, to the detriment of their 
proper Offices. It may be given 
from 8 ſs. to Z iii. or 3 iv. unleſs 
immediately after Diſtillation ; be- 


. cauſe then it is ſo pungent, as makes 


it difficult to take without much di- 
luting, This ought to be drawn with 
the Receiver fix'd cloſe to the Worm 
by a Bladder, otherwiſe a great deal 
— the beſt part will fly away.

will not keep long without ſouring. 
Its Virtues may be beſt known by 
thoſe of the Simple whence it takes 
its name, in Seff, 6.

The New Diſpenſatory omits the 
needleſs Circumſtance in the for- 
mer, of depurating the Lemon Juice 
before Diſtillation, and very pru- 
dently adds the diſtilled Vinegar at- 
terwards, inſtead of putting it into 
the Still ; becauſe with ſuch Ma- 
nagement, it effe ctually anſwers all 
its Intentions, and risks leſs ha- 
zard of carrying along with the Me- 
dicine any part of the Metal, with 
which the Alembic is made, as all 
Acids are apt to do. This ſtands 
in the old Niſpenſatories under the 
Title of Aqua Theriacalis Stillititia, 
to diſtinguiſh it from the Aqua The- 
riacalis per Infuſionem, cold in 
the Leyden and ſome other Diſpen- 
ſatories. This Water is the moſt 
us'd of any in the Shops, altho its 
Compoſition is blamed by many; 
for the Juices can contribute very 
little to its Virtues ; and upon ac- 
count of the proper Seaſon to ob- 
tain them, this Water cannot be 
made at all times, how much ſoe- 
ver wanted; unleſs, as ſome do, the 
Bb 3 Juices 
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Juices are exprels'd in their Seaſon, 


and kept on purpoſe : but then 


they are good or nothing ; for ſo 
little as 1s of a Volatile nature in 
ſuch Simples, will very ſoon be loſt. 
The reſt indeed of . Ingredients 
agree well enough to the main In- 
tention of an Alexipharmic and 
Sudorific ; and the Acids contribute 
much to that purpoſe. The Hoſ- 
pitals, for the Venice-Treacle and 
Mithridate, put London-Treacle, and 
Philonium Romanum; but whether 


for the better, 1 leave others to 


judge. 

Its Doſe is uſually to grown Per- 
ſons from 3 fs. to Fi, which is too 
little; for 8 iv. is but a moderate 
Quantity to have any reliance upon, 

eſpecially to Perſons who are uſed 
to high Living, as moſt are, unleſs 
the meaneſt of the People; and in 
ſuch a Doſe it can do no harm, But 
this Medicine, notwithſtanding the 
good which might be done with it, 
ift properly apply'd, is amongſt thoſe 
things which are become familiar to 
the good Women, and ſuch-like Pre- 
renders in Phyſic ; who obfervirg 
it to be frequently ordered in Fe- 
vers by the ableſt Practitioners, 
thence conclude, they being igno- 
rant of the real Effects of any Me- 
dicine, that there is nothing more to 
be done to cure, but to give This, or 
ſome ſuch Cordial Water, together 
with Gaſcorgn's Pouder : whereas 
. oftentimes Symptoms will ariſe that 
ean never be overcome by ſuch lan- 
guid Medicines. And it is the pro- 
per Office of a real Phyſician to 
diſtinguiſh when only ſuch gentle 
Means are to be uſed, and the cri- 
- tical Point of Time, wherein more 
efficacious ones onght to be ven- 
rur'd upon. Which part of Skill 
ie out of the Capacity of any of 
. "theſe Pretenders ; who would ne- 
ver dare to preſcribe, | but that 


they imagine what they adminiſter 
is harmleſs. This Neglect is often 
of a pernicious Conſequence, and 
many a Life is loſt for want of a 
Remedy powerful enough to ſu 
port Nature labouring under 
Fury of a Diſtemper.

yet here in London it may be had at 
any time from the Sugar-Bakers, by 
the Name of Lime-Mater, as it hap- 
pens to be wanted; becauſe they 
uſe it much in refining their Sugars. 
This is alſo much prais'd for cleanſ- 
ing and drying up old foul Ulcers, 
both by its internal uſe, and waſhing 
them frequently with it, This in- 
deed cannot properly be call'd an 
officinal Water, becauſe it is ſo ea- 
ſily and ſuddenly made or procur'd, 
as to prevent its being kept in the 
Shops ; but by reaſon of its fre- 
quent uſe, it was thought not amiſs

the Grave, by drinking it in great 
plenty, for a conſiderable time toge- 
ther ; but it muſt be freſh made 
pretty often, for it has hardly Spirit 
enough to keep it long in hot Wea- 
ther without ſouring ; and ſuch Wa- 
ters ought always to ſtand in a cool 
Cellar or Vault, where they will keep 
the longeſt from Alteration, This

For this purpoſe, therefore, are all 
Decoctions from Herbs much 
fitter than the Juices expreſs'd from 
thoſe Herbs, which they are often 
order'd to be made with ; becauſe 
the moſt forcible Preſſure of a green 
Plant, muſt ſtill leave ſome Por- 
tioffbehind, and that moſt proba- 
bly which is the beſt ; as the thin 
watry Parts run off firſt, whereas 
the more ſaline and ſubſtantial are 
ſo intimately mixed as almoſt to 
make a part of the Fibres, and 
therefore will remain in the Preſ- 
ſings ; but when a Plant is dry'd, 
which robs it only of the Phlegm or 
ſuperfluous Moiſture, boiling Water 
naturally opens its minuteſt Cells, 
and joins with the Eſſential Salts, 
and moſt material Parts of all, 'And 
this further advantage has a Syrup 
made from the Decoction of a dry 
Plant, above that which is made from 
an expreſſed Juice, that it will be.

was a Trouble without any propor- 
tionable Advantage. This is out 
of uſe in the Shops, but it is ſo 
good a Medicine, and in ſo conye- 
nient a Form, for ſuch as cannot 
take Boles or Eleftuaries, that it was 
thought worth recommending here. 
{t has all the Virtues of the Treacle, 
and by the help of the Vinegar will 
ſometimes procure a Diaphoreſis, 
where that fails.

macy. The Saffron muſt firſt be 
infus'd in the Spirit of Wine ſepa- 
rately, in which it will almoſt diſ- 
ſolve. When that is ſtrain'd, digeſt 
it much longer with the Myrrh;

The College leave it fo at diſcretion, 
that no one knows where to fix its 
Standard; and therefore a Phyſician 
cannot well know how to determine 
the Doſes to his Patients, different 
Shops having it of different degrees 
of ſtrength. This may be given 
from 10 to 30 Drops to Children, 
and to grown Perſons from 20 to 60 
Drops, or more. It is a very good 
Stomach Medicine, and greatly for- 
ti fies and ſtrengthens the Fibres, at 
the ſame time - itdeterges and for- 
wards the diſcharge of noxious Hu- 
mors; which it very gently does, and 
therefore is a good Catharric for the 
Prime Vie, as well as a good Alte- 
rative in all manner of Cachextes,

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whereit is given in moderate Doſes, 
and long continu'd. It is particu» 
larly good. in pale wan Complexions, 
7 will it ſe}f frequently cure the 
Green-Sickneſs ; but in hot florid 
Conſtitutions it does not ſo well a- 
gree, eſpecially in thoſe ſudject to the 
Gravel. It is accounted very good 
to deſtroy Worms in Children, and 
certainly there is nothing better to 
keep the Bowels clear of thoſe ſlimy 
and viſcid Humors, the Effects of 
Indigeſtion, which breed them, tlun 
this Medicine if long anck fre ntly 
taken, wiz. twice or thrice a day for 
three or four Weeks together.

But ſuch Differences of Caſes and 
Conſtitutions can only come under 
the notice of a Phyfician, The New 
Diſpenſatory of the College gives an 
Elixir Proprietatis from Helmont, 
which is- troubleſome enough to 
make, and in no wile differing from 
this when done, and for that reaſon 


the Proceſs is omitted here.

It may be given 
from 40 Drops to 3 ii. in any conve- 
nient Vehicle. This may be diſtill'd 
with a Retort,and what comes over, 
titled Compound Spirit of Saffron ; 
and an Extract made of the Reſi- 
duum, call'd the Compound Extract 
of Saffron; and both will be excel- 
lent good Medicines in tne above- 
mention'd Purpoſes,

This is now tranſplanted into the 
College Diſpenſatory, where it is a- 
ſcribed to Mynſicht for its Author. 
The Spirit had better be digeſted 
upon the Ingredients ſome time by 
itſelf, becauſe the Oil of Vitriol 
gives a thickneſs to it, and diſables 
it from taking out the Virtues of 
the Spices z and when it is put in, 
it muſt be done very gradually, be- 
cauſe it will elſe cauſe ſo ſudden a 


Heat, as to endanger burſting the 
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Veſſel. Many have got a way of 
putting in Jamaica Pepper for all 
the Spices ; but it is not ſo juſt to 
vary from the Recipe, when there is 
no reaſon but for Cheapneſs, and 
the Medicine thereby becomes the 
worſe; which it certainly does in this 
Inſtance, becauſe that is a more oily 
Spice than thoſe here order'd, and 
therefore cannot make ſo good a 
Stomac hic. This Medicine is greatly 
come into Practice of late, and very 
deſervedly; for it mightily ſtreng- 
thens the Stomach, and will do good 
ſervice ſometimes where Bitters a- 
vail nothing, eſpecially in Relaxati- 
ons from Debauches and Over- feed- 
ing. This very well imitates the 
Virtues of the celebrated Bark, and 
is properly given in all Intentions, 
where that is found to ſucceed : ſo 
that by its help, Intermittents, and 
many Diſorders from too lax a ſtate 
of the Solids, may beremoy'd with a 
much leſs quantity of the Bark than 
they might otherwiſe require. It has 
an Influence alſo over many Di- 
ſtempers of the Head to advantage, 
and preſerves againſt Epilepſies, A- 
poplexies, Palſies, and Rheumy De- 

uxions, It may begivenfrom 10 
to 30 or 40 Drops in any ſuitable 
Vehicle, once, twice or thrice a 
day; obſerving to take it when the 


Stomach is moſt empty, as in the 


— faſting, a little before Din- 
ner, and in the Afternoon. This is 
the very Medicine which Mr. Fuller, 
Author of the Medicina Gymnaſti- 
ca, gives an Account of in his Ape 
pendix, to have been order'd to him 
by a Phyſician now of the greateſt 
Note; and by the fole help of 
which, he was recover'd froma moſt 
deplorable Decay of Conftitution, 
particularly of the Stomach, and 
continual Reachings to vomit for 
ſome time: tho? from a return after-

This alſo 
brings thoſe things into a conveni- 
ent Form, which betore were trou- 
bleſom to take; for this Elixir ma 
be dropt into any convenient Li- 
quor, and mixes well enough with 
it, only turning a little milky, as 
all ſuch Bodies will do in aqueous 
Vehicles. Its Doſe is from 6, to 
30 or 40 Drops, and to be conti- 
nu'd two or three times in a day, till 
the Cure is perfected.

This is a moſt efficacious Medi- 
cine in all melancholy hypocon- 
driacal Affections in either Sex. 
And there is hardly a Caſe ſo obſti- 
nate as to reſiſt it, if it be lon 
continu'd, It keeps the Body a lit- 
tle laxative, and opens by Urine, 
and will in time ſcour the Glands 
and moſt remote Receſſes of the 
Body, of thoſe adheſive ſlimy Hu- 
mors, Which ſpoil the Motions of 
the Spirits, * lay a Load upon 
the 1 Wheels of the Animal 
Machine; from whence ariſe thoſe 
Perturbations of Mind, and Inter- 
ruptions of Reaſoning, as put a 
Perſon into a ſtate little better than 
that of Diſtraction.

HIS Form of Medicine is con- 
1 triy d to preſerve the Flowers, 
Herbs, Roots, Peels, or Fruits, of 
ſeveral Simples, as near as poſſible to 
what they are when freſh gather'd : 
but for this purpoſe there is ſo much 


Sugar made uſe of, that a Doſe of 
the Simple to anſwer any Intention 
of moment, is render'd very incon- 
venient to take, All the things 
therefore which come under this 
Diviſion are to. be regarded pretty 
Ee 4 muc 
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much as the Syrups, more for the 
ſake of mixing and rendering pala- 
table other things of greater Effica- 
cy, than to anſwer any Intention of 
Cure of themſelves. For what can 
be expected from a Doſe of the moſt 
efficacious Conſerve that is made in 
the Shops, (ſuppoſe Zi, which is 5 
Sugar) when the Herb of which it 
is made might be eat by handfuls, 
or as common Salleting, without 
any manifeſt Alteration ? In this 
Form more or leſs Sugar is uſed, ac- 
cording to the Texture and Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Simple concern'd. Thus 
to Herbs, and Flowers, there are 
Put three parts of Sugar to one of 
the Simple; for Roots, and ſuch 


Subſtances as will better keep, dou- 


ble the quantity of Sugar will do ;

thing but to add to any fermenting 
Liquor for Diſtillati tillation. 


and for ſome Fruits and their Pulps, 
vet leſs will ſerve. That part of 
this Branch of Pharmacy taken away 
by a diſtin Buſineſs call'd Preſer- 
ving, does not much differ from 
this, but in the manner of mixture: 
for the ſame things are preſery'd by 
the Confectioner only with Sugar 
managed in a different way, than 
what the Apothecary does by his 
Conſerve. All under this Denomi- 
nation, as to their Virtues, are to 
be known from their reſpective 
Simples; and therefore we ſhall 
only here give a Liſt of ſuch

Conſerves of 
like, are made with three parts of 
the Pulp of the Fruit, and five parts 
Sugar. The former is brought to 
a Pulp by ſtanding till mellow, and 
the latter by baking; and then they 
are to be driven thro” a Sieve made 
on purpoſe for ſuch uſe. When 
the Sugar is mix'd with the Pulp, ſo 
much Moiſture is to be evaporated 
over a gentle Heat, as is — 
to bring the Conſerve to a pretty ſti 
Conſiſtence; great care being taken 
all the while, by continual irring, 
that it does not burn into hard 
Lumps. 

The Conſerves of any medicinal 
Simple, that is not uſually kept made, 
may be made at any time when re- 

uired, _—_— to ſome of the 
oregoing Methods, with a Propor- 
tion of Sugar ſuitable to its Texture 
2nd Diſpoſition of Parts.

© ed thro' a Flannel, and again ſet

This Form in the Shops is of a 
thicker Conſiſtence than that which 
Is uſed in extemporaneous Practice, 
for the Conveniency of keeping; for 
— otherwiſe are apt to ferment 
and ſpoil. The College have, in their 
laſt Diſpenſatory, divided this Claſs 
into Alterant, and Cathartic ; in 
that order therefore we ſhall inſert 
the Officinal Electuaries here.

ner as herein ordered. All the ſu- 

erfluous Ingredients, and trouble- 
— Parts of the Proceſs are here 
rejected, and nothing retained but 
what is of ſome Efficacy to the main 
Intention, and eaſy to — : 
The omiſſion of the Gold indeed 
may leſſen it in the Eſteem of ſuch 
as attributed any Cordial Virtues to 
the Medicine on that ſcore; but 
when they have learned to judge 
better, they will be more reconciled 
to it, as here ordered, without that 
Decoration. This happens to be 
one of the Medicines made choice 
of by a late Pretender to reform the 
„ to give a Specimen in 
of his Ability that way; but the 
Groſſneſs of his Errors herein is 
enough to ſtop any one's Curioſity 
from ſeeing further of his Perfor- 
mance, for amongſt otlier Alterati- 
ons he hath ſtuffed it with F iii. of 
Crocus Martis Aſtringens.

The 
Emendation here likewiſe to be 
made at Diſcretion, of Diacodium 
for Honey, is on many Accounts 
reatly to be liked, and the Rea- 
ons for ſuch an Alteration can- 
Crd Wn. e not 
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not but be obvious to every one 
acquainted with theſe Matters. The 
Scordium and Dittany are to be 
fine pick'd from their Stalks, and 
all powder'd together, except the 
anum and Opium, which muft 

be ſtrainꝰd and firſt mix'd with the 
Honey, and then the Species ſifted 
and ſtirr'd in, and after all, the Wine 
ut to it, as Zwelfer hath directed 
in his Remark hereupon. Some 
alſo ſtrain the Styrax, but it will 
8 with the others into a Powder; 

at then it muſt be the better ſet- 
tled from Droſs, ele the quantity 
will be defective. For the Sugar 
of Roſes, Fi, of the Flowers are 
Powder'd with the dry Ingredi- 
ents, and ſo much the more Ho- 
ney put inſtead of the Sugar, If 
for the Caſſia- Mood, Cinnamon be 
uſed, it much betters the Medicine ; 
both as the latter is a much more 
aſtringent Spice, and the other in 
time gives a ſlimy Quality to the 
Compoſition, and ſpoils it. This 
is valu'd for its Color, which it 


receives only from the Bole, the 


moſt indifferent Ingredient in it; 
but as it is a ſign of its freſhneſs, 
it is of uſe, for this Medicine is 
much the worſe for Age, and is 
known to be ſo by the red Color 
wearing off : but that likewiſe may 
be diſcover'd by the Faintneſs of 
its Taſt ; for the Aromatics by time 
exhale, and the Roughneſs of the 
Ingredients, in which its Aſtringen- 
cy conſiſts, by long continuance in 
a moiſt Form, grows ſofter and 
ſmoother upon the Palat, as has 
been already frequently obſery'd of 
things of that nature. The Color 
is indeed renewable by a little freſh 
Bole, but the Deceit may be diſ- 
cover'd by the Taſt. Every one 
knows how much this is of uſe, 
and for what purpoſes; and in- 


deed if the ſeveral Ingredients be 
nicely ſelected, and the Medicine 
freſh made, it is excellent in all 
Fluxes whatſoever, and a great 
Strenthener both of the Stomach 
and Bowels, In its Influence upon 
Fluxes, the Opium has no ſmall 


ſhare, as may be well conceiy'd from 


the Virtues of that Drug. It is 
given to Children from gr. v. to Ii. 
and to grown Perſons Hom Di. to 
Zii, for a Doſe. There is but gr. i. 
of Opium in 8; v. gr. xii, A very 
miſchievous way ſome Nurſes haye 
got, of giving their Children this 
Medicine to make them ſleep, more 
for their own Eaſe than any thing 
elſe ; which is frequently the Foun- 
dation of many IIlneſſes, from its 
keeping them too coſtive, the worſt 
Temper Children can be in. Be- 
cauſe Honey, which is certainly an 
Opener, and a powerful Detergent, 
and therefore contrary to the main 


' Deſign of this Compoſition, is here 


in ſo 8 a quantity; the modern 
Practice has very Pro order'd 
this Medicine to be made without 
it, by uſing in its ſtead a ſufficient 
quantity of Syr. de Meconio, boil'd 
up to a due Conſiſtence, which 
greatly improves the Medicine : but 
the quantity for a Doſe muſt then 
be proportionably leflen'd, as the 
Syrup adds to its Narcotic Proper- 
ty. Many alſo of late have a way 
of drying the Opium ſo as to pow- 
der with the Speczes, and reſervin 
it by itſelf, as was before obſery' 
of the Species pro Conſectione de 
Hyacintho : and this is the beſt way 
of all to preſerve the Virtues of the 
ſeveral Ingredients entire, which 
no moiſt Form can do thoſe of an 
aſtringent nature, Of the Species 
may be given for a Doſe from gr. v.

It takes it Name 
from its reputed Author Mithri- 
dates, King of Pontus and Bythy- 
nia; tho* ſome will have it, that 
this Compoſition greatly varies 
from the royal Preſcriber's genuine 
Receipt, in having received vaſt 


Additions of Ingredients from thy 
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Tranſcribers, as it hath come 
handed down to theſe times. As 
far back however as we can trace 
it in Authors of beſt note, it ſtands 
as here given, and the preſent dif- 
fers from none of the former 
College- Diſpenſatories, unleſs in ſome 
ſinall Tranſpoſitions of the Sim- 
les. Zwelfer, in his Notes upon 
the Auguſtan Diſpenſatory, blames 
ſome of the Ingredients, wi 
his uſual freedom on ſuch occaſi- 
ons, either as uſeleſs, or out of 
the principal Intention of the whole: 
but he ſeems to haye taken much 
more pains than was needful, in di- 
ſtributing the ſeyeral Ingredients in- 
to Claſſes for powdering, becauſe 
all, except the Gums, areas wellſo 
ordered together, and every ordi- 
nary Operator knows how to dif 
ſolve the Gums and Juices, that 
will not powder, in the Wine, 
This is greatly us'd as a Cordial, an 
Opiate, and a Swdorific ; all which 
Intentions it is fitted for from the 
ſeveral Simples, in its Compolition 
of thoſe Virtues. Its Doſe is from 
Di. to 3 ii. and in moſt Caſes, both 
as a Cordial and an Alexipharmic, 
is a much better Medicine than the 
Venice-Treacle. But this, as all os 
ther antient Officinals, has many 
Ingredients which might have been 
as well, or better, left out, becauſe 
they bear no affinity to the main 
Deſign of the whole. Fhus the 
Aoaric is not only uſeleſs but hurt- 
ful, by making the Medicine more 
nauſeous : the Succus Hypociſtidis an- 
ſwers no end at all; the Caſſia 
Bark ſhould be rejected for the 
ſame reaſon as was given under the 
Dia ſcordium; the Poly- mount ain, 
Daucus Seeds, Gum- Arabic, Red 
Roſes, Dittany of Crete, Gentian 
Root, and Acacia, have neither of 
them Virtues of any reſemblance 
to what is aim d at by this Compo- 
0s. Þ ſition, 
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ſition, and conſequently are more 
a clog than a help to the whole. It 
would therefore make a much better 
Medicine it the other Ingredients of 
the right Intention were propor- 
tionably encreas'd in their Quanti- 
ties, ſo as to make the Opium, to 
which particular regard is to be had, 
ſtill bear the ſame Proportion in the 
whole. In our former Editions, 
there was an Eſſay towards an E- 
mendation of this Medicine, which 
in regard ta the College Authority 
ſnould here have been omitted, but 
that ſome have accuſtom'd to make 
it after that Preſcription for their

makes a more elegant Medicine than 
the other, and is more efficacious to 
all the Intentions it is deſign'd for. 
The greateſt Beauty of this to the 
Eye, is the Smoothneſs, which 
much depends upon the fineneſs of 
the Species, and the Color which it 
ftrikes upon white Paper, being of a 
delicate yellow. To this purpoſe it is 
an advantage to mix the Saffron in 
fine Powder by it ſelf in the Ca- 


nary; and ſhake them together two 


or three times a day for a Week, 
before all things are in readineſs to 
mix : for by this means the Tin- 
cture will be better drawn out from 
the Saffron, than if it be powder'd 


and mixed with the other Ingredi- 


ents, and ſtrike a much better 
Color in the Medicine. For the 
Smoothneſs too and due Mixture, 
the Gums, and any diſſolvable Sub- 
ſtances, are to be melted ſeparately, 
and ftrain'd into the Honey, and 
intimately mix'd with it before the 
Species are ſifted in, which muſt be 
well ſtirred. There is gr, i. of Opium 
in every 3; iv.

an Ingredient too hot nod inde 
for inward uſe, There are ſevera 
other Compoſitions of this Deno- 
mination, taken by the Dn 
tory Writers from Meſue, Galen, 
and others, but they all agree in 
the main, Zwelfer however prefers 
the Confectio Archigenis to them all 
as à warm Opiate, Which is their

main Intention. The former Pre- 
ſcriptions of this were all with Ho- 
ney, in three times the quantity of 
the other Ingredients; but the Sy- 
rupus de Meconio, as here ordered, 
is vaſtly preferable, as agreeing ſo 
'much better with the Intention of 
the whole, It is a powerful Opi- 
ate, and given from gr. x. to Jil. 
to eaſe violent Pains and procure 
Sleep.

This hath continued the ſame in 
almoſt all the Diſpenſatories it hath 
yet paſſed thro', and is not only the 
Capital Alexipharmic of our Shops 
but of all Eurote. It has a great 
deal more wrote about it, than 
could be contain'd in the largeſt 
Volume: We ſhall therefore con- 
tent our ſelves with as ſhort Re- 
marks upon this rand Medicine, 
as is conſiſtent with that Acquain- 
tance every one in the Practice of 
Phyſic 1 to have with it. This 
claims for its Author the Perſon 
whoſe Name it bears, and who was 
Phyſician to Nero the Tyrant: that 
we frequently call it Venice-Treacle 
is from the great Quantities made 
there, and thence Tranſported to 
moſt Parts of the World. As this 
has paſs'd thro' many Ages, and 
the 1 of many; in their own 
Opinions able to alter it for the 
better, there are abundance of dif- 
ferent Recipe's extant in Diſpenſato- 
ry-Writers : and this of our College 
ſeems to be one of rhe beſt; that 
in the Auguſtan Diſbenſatory dit- 
fers little om it. Diemerbroecks 
a late Writer, greatly extols the 
multiplicity of Ingredients in this 
Compoſition, and has odd Notions 
of the united Efficades ot ſuch In- 
; Tf grediensy 
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each, much beyon 
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L ariſing to a much higher 


egree, and exa ting the Virtues of 

what they were 
poſſeſt of when ſeparate. Mon. 
Charras, a French Author, has wrote 
a whole Treatiſe upon the Theriaca, 
and is very particular upon each In- 
gredient, but ſays nothing worth 


notice here. Zuelſer in his Ani- 


madyerſions upon the Auguſtan 
Diſpenſatory, ſays moſt to our Pur- 
poſe, in which he has follow'd er- 
cetan, Many Ingredients are by 
them juſtly * fault with, as not 
at all agreeing with the Intention 
of the whole, ſuch as Agaric, Rhu- 
barb, Calcanthum, & c. The Troches 
of Squills are likewiſe rejected, with 
thoſe of the Viper ; becauſe the 
manner of making them into thoſe 
Forms, deſtroys the Virtues which 
are they intended to retain. If there- 
fore ſuch were omitted, and others 
proportionably increas'd, ſo that 
the Opium might ſtill have the ſame 
Proportion to the whole; the Me- 
dicine would be much the better. 
As before therefore in the Mithri- 
date, for this end we ſubmit to 
every one's Liberty the following 
Alteration.

That the Vipersand Squills may 
not be loſt in this, let a dozen Vi- 
ers be put alive into half as much 
Wine as is here required; and af- 
ter ſome Weeks ſtanding yery cloſe. | 
ly ſtopt, let all be drawn over by Ml 
a Retort to a Dryneſs, and what 
comes into the Receiver be put into 
the Medicine: and in the other part 
of the Wine, infuſe 3; vi. of rm 
Squills ſome time, which preſs out 
hard, and reſerve this to diſſolve 
ſome of the Gums in. By this Ma- 
nagement all the Virtues of theſe 
two Ingredients will be much bet- 
ter ſecured, than as order'd in 
Troches. a 
In the Diſpenſation of this Medi- 
cine, Zwelfer divides the Ingredients 
into ſeveral Claſſes, according to 
their Similitude of Textures ; thoſe 
of each Claſs to be diſſolv'd as the 
Gums, and the other powder'd ſepa- 
rately, and afterwards mixed : but 
ſuch a trouble ſeems altogether 
needleſs; for ſome of the more 
tough and moiſt Ingredients will 
beat well enough with ſuch as are 
dryer and more brittle, and paſs 
the Sieve together; and ſome even 
powder the Opium it ſelf, which is 
as good a way as any, if it has been 
already cleanſed of its Feres, All 
the Herbs ought to be cleax'd of 
their Stalks, and to be as freſh as 
poſſible; as alſo the Roots from 
every thing that is unſound or de- 
caying. The Saffron, it its- Co- 
lor be inſiſted on, may be powder'd 
ſeparately, and put into the Wine, 
drawn from the Vipers, as directed 
in the Mithridate. The Gallanum, 
Turpentine, cc. muſt be firſt ſt ain'd 
and mix'd with the Honey: and 
then the Species lifted in leiſurely, 
another ſtirring it all the time, that 
it may be well mixed; and:laſt of 
all the Wine is to be put in. If this 
be made according to the 9

theſe Intentions, for which there 
are not many Ingredients herein of 
great efficacy provided. It is a good 
Opiate, and may more ſafely be 
taken than many of the plainer 
Opiates, in Caſes that _ ſome 


Stimulus to be us d at the ſame time, 


with ſuch things as procure Indo- 
lence ; becauſe ſuch alone are apt to 
occaſion Stagnations, and other In- 
conveniences, There is gr. i. of 
Opium in each 9 iv. and thaveloes 
it may be given from Di. to zii. 
as the Strength and Circumſtances 
of the Patient require. Many here 
have a Prejudice, that this Medicine 
made in England is not ſo good as 
what comes from Venice; as it the 
Name, which by mere accident it 
has obtain'd,confin'd it to be made 
good only in that Place : and their 
Vipers, they ſay, are much better 
than any other, But there is no 
Foundation in this: for tho* their 
Country is hotter, and fo may the 
more rarify the Viperine Juices, in 
which their Efficacy herein conſiſts; 
yet the manner of their making

here given, it makes a noble Medi- 
cine, and cannot be exceeded by 
any Compoſition as an Alexiphar- 
mic, and a Cephalic; for there is 
ſcarce any particular View, which 
any Symptom can give in either of 


| ' , 43% 
theſe Creatures; be .put itito this 
Medicine, inſtead of any other Pre- 
paration, the Virtues will then be 
exactly the ſame: for the Salt which 
is produced from one, tho' it does 
not riſe in ſuch Plenty, is however 
of equal Virtues with that which 
comes from another, But if any 
other Country has the advantage 
over us in this one Ingredient, ours 
has it much more in another of as 
great, if not greater moment; and 
that is, in the Saffron : for that 
which our own Country produces is 
of four times more Strength and 
Goodneſs upon every account, than 
any which comes from abroad. 
This fooliſn Opinion of the foreign 
Theriaca being better than what is 
made here, has occaſion'd the com: 
mon People to be cheated, as they 
too much deſerve, with the worſt ot 
Medicines for right Fenice-Treacle. 
For they imagining that to be the 
proper Place of its Manufacture, and 
that it can come from thence ge- 
nuine at cheaper Rates than it is here 
ſold at in our Shops, pleaſe them- 
ſelyes much with — * a tin Pot 
at a low Price of a dirty Sailor, who 
pretends to have imported it, wrapt 
up with printed Directions in the 
Italian Tongue; whereas ſome of 


our Druggiſts, and unworthy whole- 


them into Troches loſes ſo much of ſale Dealers in Pharmacy, make 


their Volatility, that. the way we 
have here directed to manage them, 
carries much more of their Virtues 
into the Medicine. Beſides, this is 
but a naked Suppoſition, and in 
which there does not ſeem to be 
any weight: for if we may judge 
by their poiſonous Properties, the 
Bites of our Vipers, at the proper time 
of the Vear, which is the hotteſt, are 
as efficacious and deadly as theirs, 
But to end all Controverſy on this 
Head, if a propertionable quantity 
of the Volatile Salt drawn from 


this wretched Stuff of little elſe 
than the ſweepings of their Shops, 
have the very Bills printed in Lon- 
don, and put it off in this Diſguiſe 
ay luch ſimple People. In rea- 
ality, no Country can make this 
cheaper than our ſelves; and not 
eaſily ſo cheap, becauſe my of 
thelagredients are furniſh'd us from 
both the Indies. And no one here, 
buying every thing to the beſt ad- 
vantage, can make it for ſo little as 
3. . per th out of pocket; arid there- 
fore any one may judge what that 

Ff > muſt 
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there is inducedſuch anInſenſi _ ; 
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Sweat, he will be dozed into a Stag- 


muſt be, which is ſold for leſs, as 
it is by theſe pretended Importers. 
They who have anv ſuſpicion that 
this is an Injuſtice upon theſe Ve- 
nice-Treacle Merchants, may be ſa- 
tisfied at almoſt any Printers, who 
3 and keep by them ſuch 1zaliar 
irections; unleſs they can per- 
ſuade themſelves, that an Apothe- 
cary at Venice, is forc'd to ſend to 
London to have his Bills printed. 
This one Remark more the pre- 
ſent Practice will not ſuffer us to 
omit; which is making this Medi- 
Cine into an Electuary with Syrups 
de Meconio inſtead of Honey, as was 
before obſerv'd of the Diaſcordium ; 
but ſuch who think there is equal 
reaſon for ſodoing, proceed upon 
a great Miſtake, The Diaſcordium 
is calculated for an Aſtringent, to 
which Intention Honey is oppoſite, 
becauſe it attenuates and deterges ; 
and therefore with great reaſon was 
the Syrupus de Meconio ſubſtituted in 
its room: but in an Alexipharmic 
Compoſition, as the Ventice-Treacle 
is, to reject Honey, which is of the 
ſamelntemion,and very powerfully 
ſo too, and ſubſtitute A 0 is con- 
trary, unleſs by accident; ſeems to 
be owing more to whimſy, or the 
Vanity of leading an Example, than 


any good Reaſon. Opiates indeed 


contribute ſomewhat, which we ſay 
by accident forwards the Intention 
ot an Alexipharmic; as may be 
ſeen explain'd under the Diviſion of 
Narcotics, in Part 2. Secf. 10. but 
in the Theriaca there ſeems to be a 
full Proportion of Opium already; 


ſo that by the addition of the Dia- 


codium, inſtead of procuring that 
eaſy Relaxation which favors the 
Operation of an Alexipharmic, 


that the Secretion will rather be di- 
miniſhed than enlarged; that is, in- 


ſtead of warming the Patient into a 


nation, and ſo have a Fever, which 
might have been ſoon thrown off, 
chang'd into one of a putrid malig. 
nant kind. And Inſtances of this 
nature I have more than once met 
with, from the common Vere. 
Treacle when imprudently taken, or 
in an Over-doſe; and therefore 
ſuch Accidents are much more to be 
fear'd, when this Alteration comes 
more to take place. The greateſt 
Reaſon which can be alled2'd for 
this Practice, is the Honey diſagree- 
ing with ſome particular Canſtitu- 
tions; but one Inſtance of this does 
not happen to a hundred of the 
contrary : and it this is ſufficient, 
it pleads for the ſame Alteration in 
moſt of the officinal Electuaries, 
becauſe there are few of them with- 
out it. It this Medicine be made 
according to the Recipe we have of- 
fer'd, the Operator will find all the 
$004 wg Ingredients of the Trochiſct 
Hedychroi contriv'd therein, and 
therefore need not take it for an 
Omiſſion that they are left out.

It 
is from tMence inſerted into the 
Auguſtan Diſpenſatory exactly as it 
ſtands here, unleſs in the Subſtitu- 
tion of Syrup of Mugwort for Ho- 
ney, and isthere recommended lor 

Piſtewper 
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Diſtempers of the Breaſt, as alſo in 
nervous Diſorders; and thoſe In- 
tentions it ſeems very well accom- 
modated to. Zwelfer in his Ani- 
madverſions upon it, ſays, great 
Care is to be taken in its Compoſi- 
tion, notwithſtanding it conſiſts 
but of few Ingredients; but it ſeems 
to require no other Skill than is re- 
quir'd in theCompolition of the Ca- 
pitals, that is, diſlolving and ſtrain- 
ing the Gums and Opium ſo as to 
incorporate them with the Syrup, 
and then to ſitt and ſtir in the reſt 
of the Ingredients, finely powdered, 
together. Its Doſe is from 31. to pi. 
to be repeated as occaſion requires,

It hath ob- 
tain'd a great Name and Eſteem a- 
mohegſt ſome Perſons, which ſeems 
to have been the reaſon why the 
College have now made it an Of- 
ficinal Medicine, The whole Pro- 
ceſs is long and troubleſome ; but 
the greateſt care incumbent upon, 
theCompounder is, that the Extract 
be at firſt left thin enough to re- 
ceive the Powders which are after- 
wards to be mix'd with it, ſo that 
the whole may be of a due Conſi- 
ſtence. However this Medicine 
may ſtand in the Opinion of many, 
it hath now much more Honor done 
It than it deſerves, all its main In- 
tentions being much better anſwer- 
ed with leſs trouble,

Thisis intended for the ſame uſes 
as the Trochiſci Albi Rhaſis, and 
the Sief de Plumbo, which ſee ; but 
gy are not very often to be met 
with in Preſcription, or ready made 
in the Shops. They are aſcribed to 
Rhaſes for their firſt Compoſer, and 
have paſled thro' all the officinal 
Diſpenſatories with little or no Al- 
teration.

Theſe were not in any Diſpenſa- 
tory before, and are not only eaſy 
to preſerve and take, but alſo more 
effectual to all the Intentions of a 
Reſtringent than any of the preced- 
ing. 
Trochiſci e Violis Solutivi, Solutive 
Troches of Violets. 
© Take of Violet Flowers mode- 
rately dried, 3 vi. of gummy Tur- 
peth, 3 fs. of the Juice of Lique- 
riſe, Scammony, and Manna, ana 
zii. To the Violets well beat, 
put the Manna, the juice of Lique- 
riſe, and add the Turpeth, and 
Scammony in fine Powder; and 
when they are all well mixed to- 
gether, make them into Trockes 
with a little Syrup ot Violets, if 
it be wanted.“ . 
Theſe are attributed to A7e/rie by 
the Auguſtan and firſt London 'Dij- 
penſalory, which have them in the 
ſame manner as all the officinal 
ones ſince. Zwelſer takes a great 
deal of Freedom in finding fault 
with theſe in his Animadyerſions 
They 
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They are however hardly at all 
preſcribed, or made of late,

There has been a great deal 
wrote by many Authors about the 
choice of Vipers, and the ſeveral 
ways of making theſe Troches; but 
this Preſcription comes neareſt to 
that of Galen. Zwelfer particularly 
abounds in his Animadverſions 
hereupon, and gives abundance of 
Formuls under various Titles, 
wherein the Viper is the chief In- 
gredient: but as theſe are chiefly 
made for the Theriaca, being little 
uſed otherwiſe, them only have the 
College thought fit to take notice of. 
They are frequently brought to us 
'rom ſeveral parts of 7taly, and 
particularly from Venice; but they 
who lay moſt ſtreſs upon them chuſe 
much rather to be the Preparers 
themſelves with our own Vipers 
nere, which at the proper time of 
the Year are full as good, and the 
Trochesare much the better for be- 
ing freſh, which they cannot ſo well 
be when they come from abroad. 
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The antient Diſpen/atories very 
much abound with Forms ot this 
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Claſs, being uſed as a ſort of Re- 
ſervatories of many things for pre- 
ſent uſe, which were not {o con. 
veniently to be got together from 
the Simples in ſeparation. But the 
practice of latter times hath greatly 
reduced this Clafs by the Expulſion 
of many tedious and incoherent 
Preſcriptions, The Auznſtan Diss 
penſatory, and even tlie firſt of the 
College, preſerved a great many; 
but Zvelfer quarrels with moſt of 
them in his Animadverſions. Of 
thoſe which are here rejected were 
continued down to the laſt Edition 
of our College, are the Trochiſci de 
Abſintino of Meſue, de Berberis, de 
Camprora, de Capparious, de Hu- 
patorio, de Gallia Moſchata, Ras 
mich, and de Spodio, all of the fame 
Author. The Trochiſci Polyide, or 
Sphragis Andromachi; and the Tris 
chiſci Viticis, or de Agno Caffo of 
Rhaſes; and nothing added but 
the Trochiſct de Terra Japonica. 
And the main reaſon why theſe 
Forms are abridg'd ſo much, as 
well as many under other Claſles, 
is owing to much better Manage- 
ment of the Materia Medica in ex- 
temporaneous Preſcription, which 
now endeavours to provide for 
every Exigence with as much ſim- 
plicity and eaſe as poſſible to the 
Compounder, and all convenient 
Elegance, Neatneſs and Efficacy 
to the Patient; whereas hereto- 
fore the Cuſtom was to croud in- 
"to Compoſitions, almoft all that 
could be thought conducive to any 
one Intentian, and ſometimes they 
aimed to anſwer many at the ſame 
time; ſo that almoſt all their Medi- 
cineswere not only neceſſarily made 
officinal, to be doſed out accaſio- 
nally, but were both very tedious 
and perplexed to make, and nau- 
ſeous to take. In the former E- 
ditions of this Work, indeed many 
Gg 3 of 
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of this Form were omitted on a 
Preſumption of their being good for 
nothing, and becauſe they were ne- 
ver preſcrib'd, which are here taken 
in only in regard to the Authority 
of the College, who have thought 
fit to retain them in their laſt Emen- 
dations.

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This is contriv'd chiefly for young 
Children, who willnot be prevail'd 
with to take a Cathartic in any o- 
ther Form, but may be cheated with 
this, the quantity of Reſin not giv- 
ing a diſcernible difference to the 
Sugar. But this is rough Payſic 
for tender Children, thoꝰ with many 
it does a great deal of 200d, by 
purging off that Slime from their 
Bowels, which breeds Worms, and 
occalions Fevers, and a ſtinking 
Breath, One or two of theſe is a 
ſufficient Doſe. Thoſe which are 
ſo frequently in publick Advertiſe. 
ments are no other, whatſoever 
their Venders may pretend to. 


Pills are a Form into which little 
is reduced, unleſs Cathartics, in 
officinal Compoſition ; the quan- 
tity of theſe generally aflign'd for a 
Doſe not admitting of Alteratives, 
becauſe they generally take up more 
room: whereas the force ot a Ca- 
thartic lying for the moſt part in a 
ſmall compaſs, is conveniently in- 
cluded herein, 3 ſs. which makes 
4, 5, Or 6 Pills, being commonly 
ſufficient for a Doſe; whereas a 
due Doſe of moſt Alteratives would 
amount to 15 or 20 Pills. Moſt. 
things likewiſe in this Form are ſo 
very bitter and diſtaſteful, that they 
could not be endured in any other, 
which this is capable of covering, 
ſo as not to be diſcern'd, But no- 
thing ought hereunto to be intro- 
duced, that is ſolvable by the Air, 
as many Salts are; becauſe they 
will run, and deſtroy the Form : 
and likewiſe nothing ought to be 
thus mixed, that will ferment, for 
the ſame reaſon : and upon this ac- 
count all volatile Salts are to be ex- 
cluded, becauſe they will puff them 
up into fix times their Bulk, and 
make them notpoſſible to be taken, 
as has already been hinted in ano- 
ther place.

© Take of theTroches of Agaric, 
© Fi, of the Species of Hiera, 3s

This Compotitioa is as old as 
Meſue, its original Author. The 
firſt Diſpenſatory of the College and 
the Auguſtan have received it a- 
like; but this hath rejected very 
juſtly the Orrice, Horehound, and 
ſome other Ingredients very foreign 
to the main Intention, and ſervin 
only to clog the Medicine. Ze] 
fer — orders the Myrrh, as 
likewiſe all Gums that are brought 
into this Form, to be diſſolved in 
a proper quantity of Wine, or any 
convenient Liquor, as being thus 
much better reducible to a due Con- 
ſiſtence in the whole, than if pow- 
der'd with the other Ingredients. 
But the Compoſer herein is left to 
his diſcretion, who, if he be an Ar- 
tiſt, will always be governed by 
the Texture and Body of any Gum 
ſo ordered, which will ſometimes 
better ſuit one Management than 
another. Theſe are reported to 
purge pituitous Humors, and to be 
good againſt Aſthma's, Dropſies, 
and the Gout; but the preſent Pra- 
ctice hath almoſt diſowned them, 
and they are very rarely preſcribed.

The quantities of ſome of the 
Ingredients are ſomewhat diminiſh- 
ed to what they were before. Theſe 
are the Pilule Aromatice of Meſue; 
but it ſeems from Galen, Lib. 1. de 
Comp. Med. as it he borrow'd the 
Preſcription from Lampone's, be- 
cauſe it is almoſt the ſame as his 
Hiera. Zwelfer is very large in his 
Animadverſions upon this Compo- 
ſition, which in the Auguſtan Di/- 
penſatory a little differs from this, 
and he is very elaborate in its Cor- 
rection. He directs to draw the 
Aromatic part of the Ingredients 
off by two or three Cohobations 
with vor vi 3 of Spirit of Wine 
by a Retort, which is to be ſaved, 
and a Decoction made of the Re- 
ſiduum in plain Water, in which the 
Aloes is to be diſſolved and evapo- 
rated; and then the Myrrh, Maſtich, 
and Saffron to be put to it, with 
the Aromatic Spirit before drawn; 
or elſe to take ſuch Aromatics as 
have not their eſſential Oils in the 
Shops. and manage thus; and put 
a due proportion of thoſe eſſential 
Oils, which are drawn to the 
whole at laſt, which ſeems to be 
the better way, This is directed 
in the Pharmacopœia Regia with 
Hellebore, and entituled, Pilule A- 
læphanginæ Capitales & Stomachice, 
but they are now out of uſe. Theſe 
are ſaid to purge and ſtrengthen 
the Stomach and Head ; ms are 
good to carry off pituitous and 
cold Humors, which clog the Senſo- 
ries ; 
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* ries; to procure Appetite, and pro- 
mote Digeſtion. - And without 
doubt it is a good Compoſition 
for ſuch purpoſes ; but it is rather 
to be elteern'd as an Alterative 
than as a Cathartic, and therefore 
its uſe ought to be continued for 
ſome time to anſwer any End of 
Conſequence. This is not greatly 
in the preſent. Practice, but is a 
very good Medicine, the Pil. Rudi 
moſtly taking its place, being pre- 
terable only where a brisker Purge 
is required. The Doſe of this is 
from 2 i. to 3 iv. or more, It is much 
the better way to give all — of 
this kind over night; becauſe by ſo 
long continuance they get more in- 
to the Blood, and have a greater 
effect upon the remote parts;

for the Public Beneſit. Schroder 
gives alſo the Piluls Tartareæ of 
Qzercetan, not much different from 
that in the Auguſtan, and the for- 
mer Edition of the College, as alſo 
a ſhorter Compoſition of his own, 
under the ſame Appellation bur. 
theſe have none of 4 obtained 
enough to come down to our pre- 
ſent Practice. . 
Moſt of the Compoſitions of this 
Claſs are Cathartic, Stomatic, or 
Hyſteric; but many of the old 
Diſpenſatories and Practical Writings 
are vaſtly crouded with Medicines 
of thisForm for all theſe Intentions: 
But notwithſtanding the great Au- 
thorities of many of their Authors,

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College have now abridg'd them to 
a much leſs number; and given 
ſome new ones, much more ſimple 
and eaſy in their Compoſitions, and 
more efficacious in their Opera- 
tions than any before to be met 
with, Thus they have thrown out 
the Pilulz Aggregrative Eupatorii, 
de Lapide Lazuli de Hermodactylis, 
de Opopanace, all of Meſue; the 
Hiera cum Agarico, and Aureæ of 


Nicolaus; the Imperiales, Maſti- 


chine, and ex Tribas of Fernelius ; 
the Pilule de Succino of Crato, the 
Faticana, de Crete Palmarii, Macri, 
and many others: and fil d their 
places with the Magiſtrales de Am- 
moniaco, Ecphraftice, Gummoſa, 
and Pilule de Scammonio.

In all theſe Compoſitions the

Source is generally a peccant Acid 
in the prime Vie of theſe young 
ones, whoſe Acrimony is = 
overcome by ſuch, Medecines as 
this. Nor can it have any Diaphr- 
retic effect, unleſs by Accident; that 
is, the Indolence and Tranquility 
produced in the animal OREconomy, 
on its being freed from the trouble- 
ſome Irritations of the Acid, lodg- 
ed in the firſt Paſſages by means of 
theſe Al ſorbents, is for the moſt 
part ſucceeded by gentle Breath- 
ings. Sxch Perſons therefore are 


greatly miſtaken, who by peruſing 


the Bills of Phyſicians, and find- 
ing tbis and ſuch like Medecines 
frequently to occur, imagine them- 
ſelves able to cure all acute Diſtem- 
pers by almoſt their help alone. 
There are, indeed many Inſtances 
where the moſt prudent muſt wait 
the Efforts of Nature, and ſee which 
way the principal Relief from Medi- 
Tine is to be given; and in the mean 
while muſt do ſomething to anſwer 
the Expectations of a Patient, and 
give a little preſent Eaſe: but to lay 
the ſole Dependance upon ſuch lan- 
guid Helps, when ſomething of ef- 

cacy is indicated, is certainly im- 

rudent, We ſhall only here fur- 
ther obſerve, that the Dearneſs of 
the Bezoar has prompted many to 
find out its Counterfeits Color to 
this Medicine, which is valu'd for 
receiving it from the Bezoar. What 
this is done with we cannot ſo well 
afflrm, as know when it is ſo, from 
its Deviation upon ſome Trials, 
Which the Bezoar only will ſtand the 
Teſt of; and that is, ſtriking its 
Color diſtinct upon white chalk d 


Paper: whilſt the Counterfeits do 
frequently change lighter or darker 
with keeping, and ſome have been 
known to turn quite black, Every 
Juice or Tincture that changes 
ume with an Alkali, will help in 
this Project, as was before taken 
notice of about the Infuſion of Vi- 
olets : and ſuch a Green, with a 
due proportion of Yellow, may be 
eaſily brought to the true Bezoar 
Color.

an uncommon Recommendation

of the Conſtitution, from Indigeſti- 
on. It is certainly a very good Com- 
poſition for all nervous Intentions, 
and does not give ſuch Diſorders, 
as ſometimes thoſe with the Smd 
do, It is a great Strengthener of 
the Brain, and a good Preſervative 
againſt thoſe Diſtempers which Age 
.is apt to bring upon it, as Apo- 
plexies, Epilepſies, Palſies, Loſs of 


ſtron 
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Memory, and the like. It greatly 
warms the Stomach and Bowels, 
and invigorates the whole Maſs of 
Humors. Medicines of this kind 
are of great ſervice in cold Cachec- 
tical Habits, where the Load of Hu- 
mors has been forced away 
Detergents and Cathartics ; 
and the Fibres are left weak, ſo as 
to be continually liable to relapſe ; 
becauſe they ſtrengthen the Solids, 
fill them with due Spirits, and pro- 
cure ſuch a vigorous Vibration and 
Circulation, that afterwards a pro- 
per Digeſtion and Separation is 
made, and all Supply cut off which 
might occaſion a return. Things of 
this nature are therefore indiſpenſa- 
bly neceſſary after purging in Dro 
ſies, or to be given in their Intervals; 
and for want of this Knowlege, 
many whoſe utmoſt Acquaintance 
in Phyſie goes no further than a few 
violent Purges, undertake ſuch 
Cures, and make ſhort ones, by 
carrying off the preſent Load, but 
— prevent a return of the Dif 
eaſe.

This is frequently preſcrib'd in he- 
ctical Heats, where the Rapidity of 
the Blood's Motion is apt to abrade 
and break throꝰ its bounds, by tear- 
ing off the Capillaries, and thereby 
cauſing ſometimes inward bleeding; 
ſor this Medicine is cooling and ag- 
glutinating, whereby it be 8 to 
keep the Membranes guarded with 

their proper Mucus; and thereby 
alſo defends them againſt Acrimo- 
nies: and thus it is likewiſe of ſer- 
vice in choleric Conſtitutions, and 
where the ſharpneſs of Humors 
threatens Excoriations and Exulce- 
rations. Upon this account too, it 
comes to be uſeful in many Diſtem- 
pers of the Breaſt, becauſe it will ſof 
ten and thicken ſharp Defluctions, 
and eaſe the Coughs which proceed 
theretrom: and thus Stranguries 
Heat of Urine,and the Pungency of 
Venereal Gleets,are hereby reliey'd 


both by ſheathing the Acrimony of 


the Fluids, and defending the Veſ- 
ſels from their Irritations.

laſt, in any Diſpenſatory of our Col- 


lege, but Shipton bath inſerted it a- 
mongſt his Additamenta to the laſt, 
exactly as it ſtands here, There 
are indeed many of the ſame Inten- 
tion, under the Title of Pulveres 
Epileptici, in Schroder, Zqgelfer, and 
other Diſpenſatory Writers; but 
they are very different from this 
here given. It hath its Name from 
the French Word Goutte, which ſig- 
nifies a Convulſion; and in fach 
Caſes it is given to both Children 
and grown Perſons, from gr. x. to 
z is. for Children, and to 3; i. to 
grown Perſons,

The new Diſpenſatory of the Col- 
lege hath rejected the Ivory ordered 
before, as uſeleſs to the Intentiog 
of the whole; but in other parti- 
culars conforms exactly to the for- 
mer Diſpenſatory. A Compoſition 
very like this is in the Auguſlan Di/- 
penſatory, under the Title of Pulvis 
Anonymus, and thereunto is ſub- 
joined by Zwelfer the preceding, 
which he ſays is deſcribed by Fa- 
leſcus, and recommended againſt 


Conſumptions; tho therein indeed 
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is ordered prepared Spodium and 
Cotton Seeds; the former of which 
the College at farſt receiv'd, but they 
are both now rejected, as well as 
the Ivory, A general Caution is 
given by all not to make too much 
at a time of this Compoſition, be- 
cauſe ſome of its Ingredients ren- 
der it liable to grow rancid, It is 
much better brought into a Paſte, 
and kept in Lozenges. It is in- 
tended for an Emollient, and to ſof- 
ten and heal any internal Injuries; 
for which purpoſe it is preſcribed 
in Diſtempers of the Breaſt, in ſpit- 
ting of Blood, Bruiſes, and Difor- 
ders of the Reins. It cools the U- 
rine, ſoftens its Paſſages, and helps 
in Gonorrhea's and Stranguries, It 
may be given from 3 ſs. to 3 ii.

Take of Cinnamon, Zedoary, 
© Afarum, the leſſer Cardamom

This is a Compoſition of long 
ſtanding amongſt Diſpenſatory W ri- 
ters, but by them ' tis generally or- 
dered into an Electuary with Ho- 
ney, and ſeems to have been de- 
ſigned for little other uſe than Gly- 
ſters, as it appears from the Anno- 
tations of Zwelfer in the Auguſtan 
Diſpenſatory : but the latter Prac- 
tice hath very much experienced 
it in a Tincture, commonly cal- 
led the Iinctura Sacra, the Holy 
Tin&ure, as the Name of the Spe- 
cies it {elf imports an Holy Bitter. 
There are larger and more perplex- 
ed Compoſitions under this Title; 
as one of Nicolaus Myrep ſius, cal- 
led Hiera Logadii; and another 
of Nicolaas Alexandrinum, which 

Scribonius 
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Scribonius Largus, De Compoſit. 
Med. Ct, aſcribes to — 
and extols prodigiouſly for its Vir- 
tues. The former College Diſpen- 
ſatories uſed to call this Species Sim- 
plex, in compariſon to the length 
of the others: it had Galen for its 
Author, but hath been corrected by 
Fernalius. This preſent Edition of 
the College hath very juſtly altered 
all the foregoing, by rejecting 
the Maſtich as neither anſwering 
the main Intention of the whole, 
nor capable of Diſſolution in ſuch 


a Menſtruum as this is generally in- 


fuſed in to make the Tinftcra Sa- 
cra, Which is almoſt the only uſe 
it is now put to; the Spikenard is 
here alſo omitted, becauſe grown 
ſo ſcarce as not to be met with, 
and the leſſer Cardamoms ſubſti- 
tuted in its. ſtead, Cochineal is 
added for the Elegance of that Tinc- 
ture which it is intended to make ; 
and all the Ingredients are much 
better proportioned to their reſpec- 
tive Virtues than before. |

by every one be allowed, that this 
Compoſition is very injudicious, 
both on Account of ſome Ingredi- 
ents in it foreign to the Intention, 
and others differing in their Virtues: 
but the preſent Practice treats it with 
as much negle@ as it can deſerve, by 
never taking the leaſt notice of it.

But its 
greateſt Excellence is in allaying the

This is commended as an excel- 
lent nervous Medicine, and is ſaid to 
be of ſervice in Vertigoes, Epilep- 
lies, Palſies, and alſo in hyſterical 
Affections, given upon Sugar or any 
proper vehicle, from 5 to 15 Drops. 
But its greateſt uſe is as a Detergent 
and Vulzerary ; fot it is good in all 
Diſtempers of the Breaſt, and par- 
ticularly of the urinary Paſſages, 
which it wonderfully cleanſes; and 
therefore does ſervice not only in 


the Grayel and other Obſtructions, 
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but deterges and heals all Ulcerati- 
ons in thoſe Parts, and will cure

It is alſo 
made uſe of in Frication externally 
upon the Part where the Pain is 
fix d, in which caſe it is ſo violent- 
ly ſharp and penetrating, as to ex- 
coriate, and ſometimes to raiſe Bliſ- 
ters. It may be of great ſervice to 
this purpoſe, mix'd with ſome un- 
ctious Subſtances, which without

penſatory of the College, amongſt the 


Simple Oils: but this Preſeription, 
which is likewiſe there, is from Ni- 

colaus Alexandrinus ; and notwith- 

ſtanding it hath been continued 

down to the laſt Edition of the Col- 

lege, it hath yet been very little cal- 

led for in common Practice, and- 
hardly, I believe, ever made.

be unworthy the particular care of 
a Preſcriber to enquire into this 
Matter, when any Streſs is laid up- 
on this Medicine, which is the moſt 
commonly uſed” of any of this In- 
tention.

The Auguſtan 
Diſpenſatory indeed gives an Un- 


guentum Mercuriale, which is vaſt- Ib iii, of 
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ly different from this, and crouded 
with a ſtrange Deformity of Ingre- 
dients; but Zwelferin his Animad- 
verſions thereupon,gives one much 
more ſimple, and that differs not 

reatly from this, but in the ad- 
Sition of Oils from Guaicum and 
Storax. In his Notes upon that, 
he ſays, that the beſt way of — 
Mercury with Unguents, is to diſ- 
ſolve it in Aqua Fortis; and after 
that Diſſolution is well mixed with 
Lard, to evaporate the Aqua Fortis 
over a Fire, in a Glaſs Veſſel.

and another under the ſame Ap- 
ellation, in the Auguſtan Diſpen- 
atory; but that greatly differs from 
both, and neither of them are re- 
arded in the preſent Practice. Be- 
ides, Ointments long made fortheſe 
Intentions, grow too rancid to be 
tolerable, 1. therefore are much 


better and more commonly provi- 


ded for in extemporaneous Pre-

Almoſt all the Officinal Diſpen- 
ſatories abound with Preſcriptions 
for this Ointment : The Pharma-

Anguſtan Collection, one yet more 
loaded; but that alſo gives another 
from Amatus Luſitanus, much 
more contracted; and from thence 
. likewiſe our College ſeemed firſt to 
take it, but yet with a further 
Abridgment of Superfluities. Zwel- 
fer takes great Pains, in his Ani- 
madverſions, to teach the moſt con- 
venient manner of Compoſition, 
and Mixture of ſo many Things of 
different Texture: But as ſhort a 
Compaſs as it is reduced to here, 
ſeemingly to avoid theſe difhcul- 
ties, the common Practice of the 
Shops has of late found out a much 
nearer way ; which is by buying 
it of Perſons who make it their ſole 
Buſineſs, and who do nothing but 
beat up freſn Hogs Lard with Roſe 
Water into a kind of Curd, and 
ſcent it with any of the Aromatic 
Oils, moſt ſuitable to the liking of 
their Cuſtomers. |

Compilers of the College Diſpenſa- 
tory, was the Contrivance of John 
Aden, an experienc'd Surgeon at 
Newark in Nottinghamſhire, who 
lived in the Reign of Edward the 
Third. After Inſertion of this, 
which they had from an antient 
Manuſcript, they particularly direct 
to repeat the Proceſles with freſh 
Juice, till the Lard look s of a deep 
reen; and that is made the mea- 
ſure of the Repetitions neceſſary. 
The Powers, and Honey of Mul- 
len, were trom the ſame Author, 
and almoſt three hundred Years 
ago in great efteem amongſt the 
Surgeons of our own Country; 


tho“ they have now been long in 
diſuſe,

The firſt College Diſpenſatory adds 
from the Author, that if occaſion 
requires, this ſhould be at laſt boil- 
ed up to a pretty thick Conſiſtence;

But 
it ſeems the preſent Practice hath 
not Faith enough to rely upon it 
for any thing, for neither this nor 
the foregoing are ever preſcrib'd or 
made. However, it hath been 
thought fit to continue ſuch extra- 
ordinary Diſcoverics {till upon Re- 
cord, for the ſake of any that may 
think proper to make trial with 
them; altho” in our former Editi- 
ons they did not ſeem worth Inſer- 
tion.

The Pharmacopœia Regia gives a 
Preſcription of this Intention, and 
ſomewhat like it in Materials, under 
the Title of Unguentum Spleneticum : 
Schroder hath one alſo under the 
ſame Title, but different. The Col- 
lege have two Preſcriptions under 
the ſame Denomination in their firſt 
Diſpenſatory, the laſt of them being 
diltinguiſh'd by Unguentum Spleneti- 
cum alind Magiſtrale; and that is 
exactly the ſame as this in every 
thing of any moment ; but it is ve- 
ry rarely called for, or made. The 
number of Compoſitions under this 
form in the Shops, as well as that of 
Oils, is prodigiouſly abridg'd, to 
what has been antiently uſed ; be- 
cauſe their Practice turn'd very 
much upon Exerciſe, Friction, Ba- 
thing, and Anointing : ſo that there 
was hardly any one Intention which 


had not ſomething under this Form

aſſiſting thereunto. But as thoſe 
Practices are much loſt amongſt us, 
this is alſo ſunk with them: and in- 
deed, ſo far as ahy Dependance in 
Caſes of moment was laid upon the 
Virtues of an Unguent, it has been 
rejected with very good reaſon ; for 
there is a great deal of difference 
between uſing. them as they did 
eretofore for aſſiſting ſome Inten- 
tions, in Bathing, Friction, and the 
like; and laying ſtreſs upon them 
when ſuch Practices are diſuſed. We 
have here given all that are ever 
heard of in the Shops, tho" they are 
but very few of the number that 
ſtand in the Works of Diſpenſatory 
Writers; and even of them, if a 
Reviſal and Alteration of this Work 
ſhould hereafter be call'd for, as the 
frequent Changes in Practice may 
perhaps make neceſſary, it is hoped 
that many may be expunged, We 
indeed frequently meet with fuch 
Forms in extemporaneous Preſcrip- 
tion, but then they are ſeldom con- 
fined to any of the officinal Oil 
and Ungaents; and therefore in the 
following Part we ſhall give choice 
of ſuch Formula under all thoſe In- 
tentions of Cure, as ſuch Medicines 
are likely to fall in with, | 


Under thisDiviſion of Ointments 
in the laſt College Diſpenſatory are 
left out many that were in before, 
either as injudicious Compoſitions, 
or becauſe their Intentions are bet- 
ter anſwered by ſomewhat elſe in 
more eſteem and uſe ; as the Un- 
guentum Agrippe, Aregon, Citri- 
num, Dialthee comp.

O Cerats and Plaiſters. 


Cerate, or Cere-cloth, is a Con- 
ſiſtence between an Unguent 


and Plaiſter: A Plaiſter is a Com- 
poſition of Oils, Waxes, Reſins, 
and Powders, ec. in ſuch a Con- 


ſiſtence as will keep its Form with- 
out running or ſticking to any thin 

when cold, but is yet moiſt OP 
to be melted and ſpread, ſo as to 
adhere when warm, and not be 
brittle or dry enough to crack or 
break off what it is ſpread upon. 


When any of this' Form therefore 


is not high enough, either more dr 
Ingredients are to be added, or fach 
as are in themſelves brittle, as Re- 
ſin; or it is to be boil'd longer. 


And when an Emplaſter is too high, 
it is to be lower 'd with Oil; or if 
with Turpentine or ſuch 
adheſive Bodies. This Diviſion 
takes in but a ſmall compaſs in the 
Intentions of Cure, and for the 
Manner of the ir Operation, it is in- 
cluded under what has been ex-

fer takes the Liberty to ſay thatthis, 
and all Compoſitions of like kind, 
deſerve rather to be quite expunged 
than mended; altho* in the ſame 
Place he is at a good deal of Pains 
to direct the particular Manner of its 
Compoſition: that is however ſo 
fully done here as not to want any 
of his help. The OEſypus was fre- 
quently directed in the antientPhar- 
macy, as particularly by Mathiolus 
and Dioſcorides, from whom Schro- 


dier teaches us that it was made by 


boiling that Wool of a Sheep, which 
grows chiefly upon the Neck and 
Flanks, in Water till the Oil was 
got out of it, and could be ſeparated 
from the Water: but the Joint- 
Oil ot the Feet, which is here ſub- 
ſtituted to ſave that Trouble, is 
every jot as good for the ſame In- 
tention; it partaking as much of that 
ſoft mucilaginous Nature as the o- 
ther was ſuppoſed to do.

This ſeems to have ta- 
ken its Name from the Saffron and 
Vinegar, both which are expreſſed 
by it, notwithſtanding the ſmall 
ſhare Vinegar hath in it; and in- 
deed the Auguſtan Collection gives 
one Preſcription, under this Title, 
from Vigon, which is alſo in the 
firſt Edition of the College, that 
hath in it neither Saffron nor Vine- 
gar, but that whole Compoſition is 
very juſtly cenſured by Zwelfer. 
The Pharmacopœia Regia gives like- 
wiſe a Preſcription bearing this 
Title, and not greatly differing in 
Materials. This hath been in great 
eſteem for many Intentions of 
Conſequence; tho' Hildanus, Cent. 
4. Obſ. 99, 100. takes notice of 
ſome Inconveniences and Miſchiefs 
ariſing from its uſe, The manner 
of its Compoſition hath been very 
pry directed by Zuelſer; 
but what the 1 have thought 
fit to give here, is ſufficient for any 
Compounder. Notwithſtanding the 
Abridgment of the Saffron in its 
quantity (which in ſome meaſure 
might probahly be from the Vir. 
tues of ours being ſo much beyond 
any that is foreign) yet the Cove- 
touſneſs of our wholeſale Medicine- 
Makers hath found out a way to 
diminiſh even that, and it is to be 
feared ſometimes, to imitate its 
Color, without putting in any Saf- 
fron at all; ſo that it is needſul to 
be cautious, when any great de- 
pendance is had hereupon.. It is 
chiefly uſed to warm and ſtrengthen 
debilitated Parts.

The common Diachylon may be 
us'd for this. It differs from the 
foregoing only in the Soap; for 
which it cannot but be much the 
better for this Intention, becauſe 
that carries more Opium into the 
Part than otherwiſe could get there, 
by its opening Quality: for ihis is 
known to be very penetrating, as 
hath been already more than once 
remarked. Wherever therefore the 
Gout fixes, and begins to ſwell, 
lay a Plaiſter of this pretty thick and 
broad upon it: and tho*it may not 
immediately abate the Pain, yet ir 
will gradually waſt the Matter wi:ich 
occaſions it, and render the Fibres 
leſs ſenſible of its Vellications till 
the Fit is over.

This is contriy'd as efficacious 
forthe Purpoſe, as the Operation of 
any thing of that kind can be bore 
with; for it is almoſt ſo corroſive, 
as to make an Eſchar. If the Glands 
are ever ſo much indurated by Mat- 
ter of any ſort whatſoever, this 
will either looſen and diſlodge it, 
or fetch off the Subſtance it elf, 
it long enough apply'd; but great 
Caution ought = = had in 42 
to the Nature and Texture of the 
Part to which it is uſed, becauſe 
near large Veſſels or Tendons it may 
do a great deal of miſchief. It alſo 
may part with ſo much of the Sub- 
limate, it appli'd to Parts which are 


very lax and glandulous, as to raiſe 


a Salivation, if not to produce worſe 
and more miſchievousSymptoms of 
Poiſon.

NDER this Diviſion we 
ſhall collect all that part 
of Medicine, which is

veniently as poſſible under Heads 
ſuited to their Intentions in Cure; 
whereby the young Preſcriber may 
have at one View all that under 
any particular Form is uſually dire- 
cted, and kept in readineſs in the 
Shops, for any Intention whatſo- 
ever. By which means much of 
the trouble will be ſaved, that a 
great many Writings of this kind 
make neceſſary, of turning from 
an Index of Diſeaſes to a new 
place for every Recipe ſuited there- 
unto: for as in our Second Part a 
Preſcriber may meet with all the 
Simples of the ſame Intention toge- 
ther, ſo in this he will find all of 


| FE diſtributed under 
Ire Kenz Thus in Juleps, for 
inſtance, according to the Method 
of the Second Part, all fitted for 
the Intention of a Cephalic, Car- 
minative, Hyſceric, and ſo on, will 
be found together under ſuch re- 

pective Diviſions. So that under 
each Form all regard poſſible is had 
to place every individual in ſuch a 


manner, that by turning to that Ni- 
viſion, under the Intention in view, 
all of that Form ſuited thereunto 
will be found together: but that 
ſomewhat under every Form ſhould 
be met with for every Intention, is 
not to be expected; becauſe the 
Nature of the Simples proper for 
thoſe Intentions, may not ſuit 


every one equally, or are per- 


haps for ſome very improper. 
Thus a Cephalic is not to be look'd 
for amongſt Linctus's; becauſe the 
very Form Which paſles in Extem- 
poraneous Practice under that A 

pellation, is intirely unfit for the 
Compoſition of any thing ſubtile 
and volatile. And thus no one 
will expect a Balſamic amonglt 
Spirits, — thoſe Properties in 
a medicinal Simple which entitle it 
to that Rank, are not reducible 
under ſuch a Form. But as this 
matter is of the greateſt moment 
to a Preſcriber, and has not yet 
in the leaſt been hinted at in any 
Work of this kind, we ſhall here 
— ſuch a ſhort Scheme of the 
everal Intentions of Cure as the 
Simples were ranged under, in the 
Second Part, with the Forms mot 
convenient for thyſe Intentions.

Glyſters, Garga- 
riſms, Injections, & c. not mention'd 
under any of theſe Heads, are ex- 
temporaneous Forms, preſcrib'd 
only upon particular Exigencies and 
Symptoms x which a Phyſician calls 
in to his aſſiſtance, when he finds 
them needful: and therefore as they 
fall not in ſtrictly) with any parti- 
cular Intention of Cure, but may 
be wanted where the main Purſuits 
are very different, they are leſt at 
diſcretion, - without regard to any 
of the foregoing Diviſions. 
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NDR this Diviſion we in- 

tend to 8 all the medica- 
ted Wines, Ales, Meads,and W heys; 
which are Preſcriptions to be met 
with only in chronic Cafes, and 
require a Courſe or Continuance, 
to anſwer any Intention of moment. 
In all acute Caſes therefore the Pre- 
ſcriber is never to turn his Eye this 
way; but wWhere/the Diſorder of a 
Conſtitution is graduallyto begain'd 
upon, much helpimay be had from 
this quarter. Many People likewiſe 
will be prevail'd upon to enga 
in a Courſe of this nature, when the 
Apprehenſions ofMedicines in other 
Forms is very diſagreeable; as this 
Jooks like what moſt delight to 
decoy'd with, which they call Kir-

ving any effect, the Bowels not be- 
ing a proper Scene of Action for 
Alteratives, and things ot that Tribe.

This is a moſt pleaſant and excel- 
lent Purge for al Diſtempers that 
have their Seat in the remoteParts, 
and nervous Cells. It is beſt to be 
taken over night, in ſuch ſmallDoſes 
as will not work off before Morn- 
ing; becauſe all of this Intention 
ought to paſs into the Blood, and 
exert themſelves much beyond the 
firſt Paſſages, elſe they can do little 
good: bv ſleeping therefore upon 
them, they better ſoak through the 
Lacteals, and as it were tranſpire 
intothe moſt minute Receſſes, where 
they are molt fitted for Operation, 
as has been already at large ex- 
plain'd under thoſe Simples, which 
are the chief Ingredients herein. 
The Patient may begin with three 
or four Spoonfuls, and increaſe the 
quantity at diſcretion : but it ought 
to be often repeated: for the Matter 
to be work d upon hereby, is too re- 
mote and clofely lodg'd, to give 
way to a little force.

is what with many is offenſive, 
This Wine, with a much larger 
uantity of Milk, or z; iv. of it to 
Ib ii. with a little Lemon, would 
make a very pleaſant Whey in Fe- 
vers, where the Spirits are almoſt 
conquer'd by a long Conflict, and 
want ſome ſuitable Recruits. 
Vinum Mirabile, The Wonderful 
Mine. Take Cloves, Mace, Nut- 
© meg, Cubebs, Cardamoms, Ga- 
© langals, Cochineal, Saffron, ana 
© Zi, infuſe in Canary, lb ii. and 
Spirit of Cinnamon, Z iv. for 14 
days; then ſtrain for uſe.” | 
This makes a better Cordial than 
the Aqua Mirabilis of the College, 
without Diſtillation ; which will 
yet be much —_ Ambergreaſe 
or Musk be added. A Pram of it 
now and then in moiſt cold Conſti- 
tutions is of good ſervice : for it 
warms,and preventstheBlood from 
running into thoſe Rheums and pr 
tuitous Juices, which ſtuff up the 
principal Parts of the Machine, and 
obſtruct them in their Offices; oc- 
caſioning Lethargies, Apoplexies, 
Palſies, Rheumatiſms, and all that

Its uſe ought to be long continued, 
to anſwer in any Intention of mo- 
ment. For when peccant Humors 
have once found vent by the Glands 
of the Eyes, the Seat is ſo far out 
of the way of ordinary Medicines, 
that a little matter will not reach 
it; and ſuch things as theſe do ſer- 
yice in thoſe Caſes, by gradually 
abſorbing the Humors, and helping 
them off at ſome convenient Out- 
let, Thus Diuretics, amongſt which 
Claſs Hog: lice ſtand the firſt, by 
precipitating the Salts of the Blood 
thro' the Kidneys in larger quanti- 
ties than they would otherwiſe paſs 
that way, leave fewer of them to 
break thro*. other Glands not de- 
ſtin'd for any ſuch Diſcharge ; and 
therefore in allDefluctionsofRheum 
they make the moſt effectual Re- 
vulſions. The Herbs alſo herein, as 
they are abſorbent and drying, waſt 
by degrees thoſe Humidities which 
ouze through the lacrymal Glands, 
and damage the Sight ſeveral 22 
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Such things alſo ſomewhat contri- 
bute to inſenſible Tranſpitation, and 
leſſen the Flux of thoſe Humors by 
luch means. As to the Raiſins, take, 
this Rule in general, becauſe they 
are frequently in things of this Form, 
that in all Cathartic or Detergent. 
Compoſitions, thoſe which the Gro- 
cers fell by the Name of Raiſins of 
the Sun, are moſt proper, becauſe 
they are ſharpand attenuating ; but 
in all —— and Vulneraries, the 
Malaga Raiſins are much to be pre- 
ſerr d, they being mere fat, ſoft and 
emollie nt. W hich by the way is a 
difference very few attend to, to 
the great detriment of many a 
good Preſcription.

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the Decline of Life ; and particular- 
ly thoſe Diſorders which firſt grow 
upon the principal Parts, and affect 
the Head and Origin of all vital Mo- 
tion, in various manners. Perſons 
ſubject toEpilepſies, Vertigo's,Con- 
vulſions, or any ſuch kind of Com- 
plaints, cannot have recourſe to an 
eaſier or better Remedy in this 
Form. For in caſes of Obſtinacy and 
Difficulty, there is no dependance 
to be had ſcarce upon any particu- 
lar Medicine; but many Branches 
muſt be employ'd atthe ſame time, 
in order tv overcome theDiſtemper 
by their concurring Aſſiſtance: what- 
ſoever thereforeſtands recommend- 
eld under this Diviſion, it is always 
to be ſuppoſed only ſo far as any

In this, much is truſted to the 
Virtues ſuppos'd in the Peacock's 
Dung, which ſome highly extol for 
a Cephalic ; but we cannot ſee with 
what reaſon, further than many 
much cteanlierSimplesdeſeryeto be 
of the ſame Rank : for there is no- 
thing more to be conjectur'd from 
the manifeſt Qualities of this, than 


that it is impregnated with a ſubtile

volatile Salt, which alſo that of Pi. 
geons and . other Creatures 
are; but then this is to be had ſo 
eaſily from many other Ingredients, 
that it muſt be a very ſingular Cu- 
rioſity which leads People to rake 
into ſuch things for it. However, 
where the Notion of Specific Quali- 
ties prevails ſo far,as yet to ſupport 
a Fondneſs for this, ſuch ought to 
be choſe as is moſt white — con- 
ſiſtent, and voided after the Creature 
has faſted long, as in the Morning 
early; for the other Excrements 
are chaffy, and not ſo much from 
the Recrements of the Blood or ani- 


mal Juices, from whence only can 


be ſuppos'd to proceed ſuchVolatile 
Particles: but that will give a fetid 
Odor to the Drink, nl be hardly 
tolerable to a nice Palat. The Pi- 
ony- Roots are indeed truly a great 
Cephalic, as may be ſeen Sect. 1. of 
the ſecond Part; and alone may com- 
municate enough to the Drink, to 
make it a commendableRemedyfor 
the Intention expreſſed by the Title.

ces of the -principal Fluid of the 
Machine, and keep open the ner.

to all Parts; to the defect of which 
are owing ſo many Diſorders of 
both Body and Mind, (if in this caſe 
they are diſtinguiſhable) that make 
many Perſons Lives not only a Bur- 
den to themſelves, but frequently 
to thoſe about them. And tho? this 
ſeems principally. contriv'd for the 
Female Patients, who ſeem moſt 
ſuited, and claim the greateſt Right 
to theſe Irregularities; yet it would 
be of great ſervice to many of the 
other Sex, who have turn'd their 
animal Spirits out of their dueCout- 
ſes; and by hard Study, or inteaſe 
Whimſies, have brought animagina- 
ry Illneſsinto a real one. For ſuchwho 
are us'd to a higherwayof living than 
Malt Liquor, and who have but little 
Exerciſe, it might be better to im · 
pregnate ſo. much Wine, with the 
ame Ingredients: and thus far it 
holds good in all nervous Remedies, 
that the more theyare manag'dwith, 
and convey'd by ſpirituous Liquors, 
the fitter they are to anſwer their 
Intentions, and xeach the properSeat 
of their Exertion. But when the 
main Aim is at what is properly 
hyſterical, regard is to be had to the 
difference explain'd before Claſs 3.

If the Diet - Drinks which are ſo 
commonly order'd in many Chro- 
nic Caſes, and upon which ſo much 
Streſs is frequently laid, were any 
thing managed like this, ſo many 
would not be eluded of their Expe- 
ations. All that a Medicine in s 
form can promiſe in the moſt obſti- 
nate Caſes, this will perform, if duly 
continued; the whole concurring 
with a united Force to penetrate in- 
to, deterge, and ſeour every Veſſel, 

Gland or Cell of the whole Body, 

as well as to break and — the 

Acrimony of the Juices, and fill up 
the abraded Cavities with a better 
Subſtance. There are no Diſorders 
of the Glands, how remote ſoever, 
that this will not wear away ; and 
even where Salivation has been 
tried without Succeſs, this may be 
truſted. Cancers and Ulcers, whether 
Scrophulous or Venereal, which 
are little different, and the moſt 
aggravated Symptoms of the Evil, 
will give way to it; and where the 


whole Body is almoſt one continued 
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Sore, this may — — upon, if 
clofe and carefully followed. They 
who have been accuſtomed to a 
higher, and a more delicate way of 
living, than to like this well in a 
Malt Liquor, may contrive it with 
Wine, by letting the Ingredients 
ſtand longer in it, viz. for ſome 
Weeks, and ſometimes ſhaking the 
Veſſel; but giving it vent always at 
ſuch times, for fear of burſting the 
Veſſel, tho'a great deal that is yola- 
tile will then make its eſcape. It alſo 
may be manag'd into a Hydromel; 
and for ſuch as Honey is not dif. 
agreeable to, it may be the better, 
becauſe it will be more deterſive. 
In ſhort, the whole Circle of Pra. 
ctice cannot produce a more eſſica. 
cious, anda more convenient Pre. 
ſeription; there being no one thing 
in vain, or that diftaſts or renders 
nauſeous the Medicine when made. 
The Qnickſptver and Antimony may 
alſo be ſo husbanded, as to make 
a good Cinnabar afterwards inthe 
common way, ſo that inthem there 
is no loſs, At the ſame time that 
it is a pleaſure to give ſuch Recipes as 
this to the World, whereby thou- 
ſands may meet with Relief in the 
moſt deplorable Circumſtances, yet 
it is no ſmall Check to that Satis. 


faction, to think how many Em- 


perics and illiterate Intruders into 
Medicine, take the advantage of ſuch 
Helps : but be it known to ſuch, 


that this, as all other Compoſitions 
of greateſt efficacy, is not in their 
Talent to manage, and none are 


advis'd to meddle with ſuch things, 
but under the Direction of a good 
Phyſician, forwhoſeKemembrances 
this is Only intended. Such Wretches 


indeed are roo low for any Notice 
in a Work of this nature; but 


many of them are fuch Corint hian 
Intruders, as to make it almoſt

It is a wonderful Help in 
cold Conſtitutions, and ſuch as are 
inclining to Dropſies andCachexies 
from Corpulency. The acid Juice 
of the Oranges mightily takes off 
both the Heat and Taſt of the Bit- 
ters; and the whole is worth every 
one's keeping in readineſs by them, 
to uſe upon occaſion in any ſudden 
Diſorders of the Stomach, from In- 
temperance,or any other Cauſe. It 
may be drank twice or three times 
aday : when the Stomach is moſt 
empty, it is the beſt.

butes to this latter Purpoſe, if it be 
warm'ẽ d with ſome Aromatics, eſpe- 
cially the Sweets, as Musk and Am- 
bergreaſe. It is almoſt an infallible 
Remedy in cutaneous Eruptions, 
and even in a confirm'd Leproſy: 
but of this ſee further under the Ar- 
ticle of Vipers, Part 2.

Vinum Viperinum alterum, Ano- 
ther Viper Wine. Take Vipers 
Ne xii. fine pick'd Flowers of La- 
vender and Roſemary green, ana 
z iv. Nutmegs Ne vi. Satyrion- 
Root, Ib fs. ſliced ſmall, Gum Ben- 
jamin and Storax, ana 3 ii. Musk 
and Ambergreaſe, ana 3; ſs. put 
all together, the Vipers alive, and 
the reſt as freſh as can be got into 
Ib xii. of Canary; and after three 
or four Months- Maceration, and 
ſometimes in the Warmth of the 
Sun, but cloſe cover'd, ſtrain 
the Wine, and let it ſettle fine;

Recruits, It is an admirable Re- 
medy for thoſe who have been al- 
moſt wore out with Venereal En- 
2 _—_— if there Plea- 
ures have been purchas'd atthe ex- 
pence of a lew Salivations, ora fre- 
quent uſe of Mercurial Medicines 
and it will revive any Conſtitution 
that is not quite mouldred into Rot- 
tenneſs, But they much beſt deſerve 
ſuch a Reſtorative, who by acute 
Diſeaſes, as malignant Fevers, Small- 
Pox, or the 1 been ſo broke 
or ſhatter'd in their Conſtitutions, 
as hardly :o be within a poſſibi- 
lity of Recovery: for in ſuch it 
will to admiration repair the de- 
cay'd Tuices,and fill again the Veins 
with a warm, generous, nutritive 
Blood, In ſcrophulous Habits like-

eſneſsto Action, and ſhort Breath. 
InHypocondriacal Melancholy, and 
all Affections of the Spleen, it will 
do much good; and after Fevers, 
or any Diſtemper that ſpoils the 
Juices, this will greatly again reſtore 
them to their due Warmth and Yi- 
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gour; and is much better than any 
of the Mineral Steel-Waters, how 
much ſoever they ſtand recommen.

Conſumption : for this will not 
only promote the neceſlary Clean- 
ſings, but alſo raiſe the Blood with 
new Warmth and Nouriſhment, 
This indeed is an expenſive Me.

They are pretty frequently pre- 
ſcribed in the Spring- time againſt 
ſcorbutic Complaints, and to cleanſe 
the Blood from Impurities; for 
which purpoſes they cannot but do 
ſome ſervice,becaute they ſcour the 
Glands by their ſharp deterſive 
Points, and givea Firmneſs both to 
the Solidsand Blood, They are or- 
der'd from Fii. to Ziv. every day, 
Morning and Evening, for two or 
three Weeks together, The reaſon 
why we give them a Place under 
this Diviſion, is, becauſe there are 
not Materials enough under the ti- 
tle of Juices to deſerve one by them- 
ſelves, and becauſe this comes con- 
veniently enough amongſt the 
Diet-Drinks, being uſed as one, 
Vinum Scelotyrbicum, Wine a- 
ainſt the Scurvy. Take Sorrel, 
Brook-lime, and Water-Creſſes, 
Garden Scurvygraſs, ana m. iii. 
: © Roots of Elicampane, blue Flow- 
er- de- luce, Horſe-radiſh, ana iſs. 
Seeds of Scurvygraſs, 3; i. White- 
© wine, lb iv. Letall digeſt two 
days together, and then preſs out 
© hard for ſettling and uſe.” 


This is much of the ſame uſe as, 


the foregoing Juices; but for a cold 
Stomach is ſomewhat better for the 
Wine. AWine Glaſs may be drank 
of it twice a day for ſome Weeks 
together, and will do good in any 
. ſcorbutic Diſpoſition. Theſe kind 
of Medicines uſed in the Spring, 
may be a means to prevent many

mer-time, becauſe they rince the 
principa! Emunctories, and waſh 
off ſuc! RI Obſtructions, as 
lay a foundation Ge Fevers. 

Vinum Enulatum, Flicampane 
Wine. Take green Elicampane-

This is an eaſy Liquor both to 
make and take, and will do ſervice 
in ſuch who have weak Lungs, 
which are often apt to be Guild 
with Phlegm, which it deterges, and 
prevents Ulcerations, and ſuch In- 
juries as would bring on a Con- 
ſumption. All Aſthmatic Perſons 
therefore would do well to uſe this 
in Plenty, eſpecially in the Winter- 
time, when the external Cold leſ- 
ſening the quantiry of perſpirable 
Matter by the Pores of the Skin, 
cauſes a much greater Preſſure of 
the Fluids upon | 4 Viſcera,ot which 
the Lungs have their ſhare, and 
therefore ſtand in need of ſuch gen- 
tle Fortifiers and Cleanſers as this 
makes. The Elicampane has like- 
wiſe that deterſive Power by which 
it keeps open other Viſcera, whence 
they better perform their Offices, 
and leave leſs Force to protrude 
upon the Lyngs. It is therefore of 
uſe in allCachexies, and Tendencies 
towards a Dropſy. Some alſo will 
have there to be a Property in this, 
of deſtroying Worms. Drink 2 
Glaſs of it twice a day.

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duction is much better; and if well 
made, will entirely diſſolve in a = 
per Liquor. For with the belt of 
the foreign Juice there is a mixture 
of gritty droſſy Matter, which is 
not in our own : Which we gene- 
rally keep under the Title of Extract 
in the Shops. This aſſiſts in Ex- 
pectoration, and helps to deterge 
and cleanſe the Glands ot the Bron- 
chia and neighbouring parts: but if 
the ſimple Waters are not made 
ſtronger than they ordinarily are, 
they will rather be a prejudice than 
of any ſervice to the Compoſition; 
and it wouid be betrer to infuſe the 
dry'd Herbs, and preſs them out 
ſtrongly afterwards, This may be 
drank two or three times in a day,

The whole makes a 
warm biting Medicine, and a good 
Antiſcorbutic, It helps to diſſolve 
ſizy and viſcid Humors, which en- 
tangle the Salts, and ſtick with them 
in the ſecretory Orifices ; — 
they are eroded, eſpecially the ſma 
ones the Skin. It quickens the 
Motions of the Fluids, and promotes 
the thinner Secretion; whence in 
Dropſies and all Cachexies from 
ſluggiſn watry Humors, it will be 
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this kind, but that of our own Pro-

This has ſo prodig'ouſly obtain'd 
amongſt the common People, that 
it is made and ſold in molt Public 
Houſes in Town. But any extra- 
ordinary Virtues are not manifeſt in 
it, any further than a good Anti- 
ſcorbutic; in which Intention its 
frequent uſe in the Spring-time is 
molt certainly a Benefit, eſpecially 
to groſs corpulent Conſtitutions, 
whoſe Glands are apt to be loaded 
with tough viſcid Humors. It ma 
be drank at any time, but chiefly in

This 
therefore is of that kind which are 
properly call'd Sweerners, and its 
continued Uſe will be of great ſer- 
vice to ſmooth and ſoften acrimo- 
nious Humors, and remove all thoſe 
Diſorders that ariſe from a hot ir- 
ritating Blood. It may be drank at 
diſcretion, The Wort muſt be very 
ſtrong, elſe the Juices will lower it 
ſo much, as will ſubje& it to decay 
and turn ſour. Of this kind of An- 
tiſcorbutics we have the leaſt choice 
of any, not many Authors rightly 
diſtinguiſhing it, which is ſo com- 
mon, as to — as much Atten-

This is juſt the reverſe of the 
former; for as that is contriv'd to 
ſend in ſoft emollient Particles into

this fills it with Particles which are 
ſubtile, volatile, and pungent, and 
intended to render ——_— and 
fitter for Circulation and due Secre- 
tion, a ſizy heavy Blood. This is 
therefore moſt convenient where 
there is an Ovyer-bulk, and a Ten- 
dency towards Rheumatiſms and 
Dropſies : whereas in the former 
Extreme, Perſons are generally lean, 
active and fiery in Temper. And 
this difference, in what generally 

aſſes under the name of the Scurvy, 
is of the utmoſt conſequence to be 
duly attended to in Preſcription : 
Becauſe in the former ſort all thoſe 
which conſtantly paſs for Antiſcor- 
butics, wiz, that abound with vo- 
latile acrid Particles, as thoſe of the 
Scurvygraſs kind, are directly de- 
ſtructive; and in the latter, Emol- 
lients and Abſorbents, which are the 
true and only Sweetners in a ſtrict 
ſenſe, altho'ꝰ they are of great note 
alſo amongſt Antiſcorbutics, yet 
they are equally injurious ; while 
both of them are of admirable ſer- 
vice under proper Direction. But 
ſuch Difficulties occur likewiſe in all 
the Inſtances of Practice; which 
muſt be a continual Admonition, 
how far the moſt common Medi- 
cines require the Conduct of a skil- 
ful Adviſer. 

Serum Scorbuticum, A Whey a-

The Woods would be better 
boil'd in the Wort, and the tender 
Ingredients with the Hog- Lice only 
hung in the Barrel: but the quan- 
tiry of Guaiacum is too large, be- 
cauſe it will make it ſo hot, as not 
to be well endured in the Mouth. 
It is an efficacious Detergent, and 
will, by a continu'd uſe, extend its 
Influences to the remoteſt Glands, 
and by degrees wear away what ob- 
ſtruts them, and occaſions a Lodg- 
ment of ſuch Humors as erode 
and deform the Parts. What it alſo 
abrades and carries intothe common 
Stream, is either exhaled by Tranſ- 
piration, or detach'd off by the Kid- 
neys, and thrown out by the Blad- 
der: the former of which Diſchar- 
ges is promoted moſt by the Moods, 
and the latter by the Millepedes. So 
that in the height of a ſcorbutie 
Conſtitution, and the Evil is no 
more, this deſerves Recommenda- 
tion, and cannot fail of doing 
ſervice, if duly continu'd for ſome 
time.

In all cu- 
taneous Foulneſſes, and even the Le- 
proſy, this is a good and an effectual 
Cleanſer; and in old running Ulcers 
will much afliſt in their Cure.

This is an admirable good Pre- 
ſcription, and will do great ſervice 
in all kinds of Cachexies, where the 
Viſcera are foul ; but particular! 
thoſe of the Liver and urinary Pal. 
ſages, They who are ſubject to the 
Stone or Gravel, to the Jaundice, 
gun Pains in the Back, Cho- 
ics, or Stitches of the Sides or 
Breaſt, as likewiſe to Aſthma's and 
Corpulency, cannot but find relief 
by the uſe of it, if regularly fol. 
low'd for ſome time: for it will ſo 
clear away the Foulneſſes of all the 
ſecretory Parts, that the ſeveral Of- 
fices of the OEconomy will be duly 
diſeharg'dfor a long time afterwards. 
This is inclining moſt to the ſoft and 
emollient kind, and therefore is beſt 
fitted againſt the hot ſalt Scurvy, and 
ſuch ill Habits as Perſons are ſub-

This is a very good Preſcription, 
but ſo loaded with the agrees 
that 'tis fear'd few will comply with 
it long enough to be of ſeryice * of

ſtrong as ſcarce to be endure 
Where therefore theſe are any Ob- 
jection, they may be lower'd, or the 
uantity of Ale increas'd at diſcre- 
tion. It will both deterge powerfully 
all the Glands, and ſet open the pro- 
per Emunctories; and alſo raiſe the 
remaining Fluids from a watry acrid 
State, toa ſmooth balſamic Con- 
ſiſtence. In the moſt obſtinate 
Jaundice it will prevail, and effec- 
tually cure all Diſpoſitions towards 
2 it may be conſtantly made 
uſe of for a common Drink, unleſs 
at Meals, it then thought diſagreea- 
ble. It will change a wan Cowſli 
colour'd — to a lively 
beautitul Glow, by the wondertul 
alteration it makes in the Blood.

In all lean thin Habits 
from a — ſcorbutic Blood, it is 
of great benefit, and deſerves to be 
made a conſtant Drink. For this In- 
tention ſome order aCock parboil'd, 
and then give it the Name of Cock- 
Ale: but that ſeems to have little 
more in it than a Whimſy; for if 
any thing emollient and nutritive be 
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hence communicated, it certainly is 
to be obtain'd withmuch greater ad- 
vantage from making it our Food.

NDER the firſt of theſe is 
U included all that part of extem- 
poraneous Pharmacy, which is em- 
ploy'd in drawing out the medicinal 
Virtues of Simples by boiling; and 
theſe in common Preſcriptions are 
alſo frequently call'd Apozems. The 
next is different in this only, that 
the Ingredients are ſteep'd in hot 
Liquors, in the manner that Tea is 


commonly made. And the latter is 


drawing out the oily or milky part 
of Seeds or Kernels, by Contu- 
ſion with proper Liquors. Theſe 
three Forms are not very difterent 
from one another; and are chiefly 
fit to draw out the groſſer and ſmoo- 
ther Parts of Simples ; whence moſt 
things concern'd herein are Bal/4- 
mics, Detergents and Cathartics; tor 
Decoction is not ſo proper for 
Cephalics, ec, becauſe it W 
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the more volatile Parts, in which the

Virtues ofallofthoſeIntentions con- conſtantly for ſome time, viz. a 


fiſt. The harder Bodies, as Woods, 
dry'd Roots, cc. require moſt boil- 
ing; but Herbs and Seeds need on 
be ſcalded, and may be ſpoil'd wit 
much boiling : which makes it ne- 
ceſſary, that in many Compoſitions 
of this kind ſome of the Ingredients 
ſhou'd not be put in till the other 
has boil'dſome time, ſooner or later 
according to their Texture, which 
muſt always be directed by the 
Judgment of the Compounder. All 
thoſe Decoctions which are Reſtrin- 
gent, and moſt of the Cathartics, 
may, for greater Elegance and Plea- 
ſantneſs to take, be clarify'd ; but 
all ſuch as are Emollient, and con- 
cern'd in joining with the ſoft muci- 
laginous Parts of Simples, are by no 
means to be ſo managed, for Rea- 
ſons already at large given, Part 1. 
Sec. 12. Emulſions, if carefully made 
are a very neat Form; but a ve 
imall Part of the Materia Medica is 
reducible thereinto, and only thoſe 
Seeds which yield a ſoft milky Juice: 
and therefore the only Intention 
which this Form can properly be 

reſcribed for, is that of an Emol- 

ent; tho' indeed we have given 
ſome few ſor other purpoſes, but 
they are not ſo ſuitabl:. Oils like- 
wiſe may by the help of anEgg,and 
a little of any of the Turpentine Bal- 
ſams, be reduced under this Head; 
and well managed, will make an 
elegant Medicine, as we ſhall find in 
ſome following Inſtances.

teach others either to cure, or pre. 
vent their doing Miſchiet with it. 

Emulſio Varioloſa, An Emulſion 
for the Small- Pox.

in Scorbutic Rheumatiſms, and will 
procure eaſe where the Pain are vi- 
olent. And to this laſt purpoſe ſome 
add 8 i. or 3 iii. of Opium, which 
makes yet a greater Sudorific, and 
of great ſervice in the Tortures of 
the Gout. The Doſe is to be pro- 
portioned according to the Strength 
and 1 of the Patient, and

and helps to waſh off by Urine. 

Decoctum Refrigerans alterum, 
Another cooling Decoction. Take 
Sorrel-Roots and Raiſins ot theSun 
cut ſmall, ana 3 ii. Liqueriſe and 
Pearl-Barley, ana 3 is. Boil in 
Spring- water from Ib iii. to Ib ii. 
and ſweeten with Syrup of Le- 
mons, Z ii. 

This has much the ſame Qualities 

as the former, but is not quite ſo 
rateful neither to _ nor Talt, 
t may be drank at pleaſure. 

Decoctum Scorzonerz, A Decoc- 
tion of Scorxonera. Take Pearl- 
Barley, 5 fs. Roots of Scorzonera, 
* Zii. Roots of Sorrel, Ji. Leaves 
© of Wood -Sorrel, m. i. Parings of 
* Pippins, No ii. Boil in Water, Ib iii. 
* to ZXXviii. ſtrain and ſweeten 
with Syrup of Lemons and Raſp-

This may be drank at diſcretion 
in Fevers as a Diluter; and ſome 
imagine the Scorzonera gives it an 
Alexipharmic Quality, and makes 
it promote Sweat. . 

Emulſio Pacifica, 4 Pacific E- 
mulſion. Take whitePoppy-Seeds, 
© Fii, ſweet Almonds blanched, 3 fs. 
* red Poppy-Water, Ib iſs. Make 
an Emulſion, S. A. which ſweeten 
© with Diacodium, 3 iii.” 

It greatly ſooths a Delirium, and 
ſteals the Patient into Sleep much 
better than the warm Opiates. It 
may be given 311i, or iv, at a time 
till it 2 the end. It may be 
of great ſeryice in the ſmall-Pox, 
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and will keep the Perſon much leſs 
ſenſible of Soreneſs, and more eaſy. 
In the Appendix to Bates we have 
another of this kind, and many 
more may be contrived of like na- 
ture, with ſuch Variations as have 
due regard to particular Symptoms 
and Circumſtances. 

Succus Attem perans, The Cooling 
Juice. Take as much Dandelion 
as you pleaſe; put it into a glaz'd 
© Pipkin with a Cover, which ſtop 
* cloſe with Paſte, and ſet it in an 
Oven after the Bread is drawn, and 
let it ſtand ſix hours: then pour 
the Liquor thro'a hair Steve, with- 
out ſqueezing, for uſe.” 

Dr. Fuller approves this way of 
obtaining the Juice from Herbs, be- 
cauſe they agree better with the 
Stomach than thoſe which are ex- 
195m raw. This ſimple Medicine, 
e ſays, dilutes the Blood and Hu- 
mors, corrects their acrid Salt, and 
is a principal thing in a hot Scurvy, 
and cutaneous Affections. He has 
known where it has done good, 
even in a Lebra Grecorum, ſo far 
as to keep it from itching, heating, 
and ſpreading, and make it tolera- 
ble, tho' it could not cure it. J iv. 
of it are to be drank thrice a day.

There might be here ſubjoin'd 
Tinttures, Spirits, and Elixirs, their 
manner of Preparation bearing 
a near reſemblance hereto; but 
ſuch as are made from hard Sub- 
ſtances, and with ſpirituous Men- 
ſtruums, are not proper for Occa- 
ſional Preſcription, becauſe they 
require time; and becauſe they 
will keep well, and are beſt made 
in quantities much larger than is 
required for any ſingle Caſe; we 
have inſèrted them amongſt the 
Officinal Compoſitions, and left 
no occaſion for them here. Such 
things being taken in Props, and

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F i. going a great way in any one 
Caſe zit is very troubleſome to order 
their making as wanted. becauſe a 
Quart or two is as eaſily done. 
Therefore altho Bates and Fuller put 
many of theſe amongſt extempora- 
neous Forms; yet for the Reaſons 
mention'd we judged moſt ſuitable 
to place them amongſt thoſe of the 
Shops; from whence the Preſcriber 
may be furniſh'd for all the Intenti- 
ons ſuch Forms are proper for. Many

SECT, III. 


Of Fuleps, Draughts, and Mixtures. 


HE firſt of theſe Forms is 
ſo much alter'd in the preſent 
Practice, that the lateſt Diſpenſatory- 


Writers cannot be of any ſervice to. 


us herein. Under this Title us'd to 
be included a great deal made by 
Infuſion, and received from the 
Expreſſed Juices of Herbs, Fruits, 
exc. and Dr. Fuller, the lateſt of all, 
has ſcarce a Julep in his whole Book, 
which would not be thoughg a very 
odd Preſcription now in any Apo- 
thecary's Shop: for he often adds 
Powders and Chymical Oils, which 
deform this kind of Medicine; and 
are much more convenieatly exhi- 
bited in Boles, or Powders, or E- 
leQuaries, The preſent Practice is 
not extraordinary only in the Neat- 
neſs and Elegance of their extempo- 
raneous Medicines, by which it has 
rejected out of Juleps all but tranſ- 

arent Liquors, unleſs in Pearl Ju- 

ps; but alſo regards them only as 
Diluters, and therefore orders what 
the main Dependance is upon, in 
ſome other Form. And even the 


quantities herein are ſo exactly kept 
up to, from 3 viii. to about 3 x. 
for the largeſt Juleps, that the Shops 
are only turniſh'd with Phials of 
thoſe ſizes to contain them. The 
ſame alteration likewiſe is made in 
Draughts, they being now little elſe 
than a leſs Proportion of the ſame 
things as are order'd in Juleps, for 
one Doſe to waſh down or dilute a 
Hole, or a Medicine in a more ſolid 
Form, In no Intention therefore 
are they truſted to, unleſs as Narco- 
tics and Cathartics; many of 
thoſe Medicines being conveniently 
enough exhibited in a Draught for 
one Doſe : And a Potion ſeems to 
differ from this no otherwiſe, than 
as itis morea medicinal Term, and 
therefore generally apply'd to Ca- 
thartics. A Mixture is properly a 
Julep with ſolid Ingredients difloly'd 
in it; or when Cils are added to 
Draughts without Incorporation : 
(for by Incorporation they become 
Linttus's or Emulſions.) The for- 


mer is out of Practice, being deem'd 
an 
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an unſightly and ſlovenly way of Mix into a Julep.” Or, © Take 


Compolition, and the latter never 
occurs but amongſt Emollients; and 
therefore of theſe we ſhall meet with 
but few. As the preſent Practice 
then is to be almoſt our only Guide 
in theſe Forms, we ſhall give a few 
Examples of each, under all thoſe 
Intentions they are beſt fitted for, 
in the Method which was taken in 
the Diſtribution of the Medicinal 
Simples in the Second Part. As theſe 
like wiſe were uſed to be ſweeten'd 
with a 4. /. of ſome appropriate 
Syrup, they are now generally dul- 
city'd only with plain Sugar: but 
as this Alteration can be of no great 
Importance, it may be eligible to 
retain, in ſome meaſure at leaſt, 
the old way; becauſe a Patient's 
Expectation, which is no trifling Re- 
gard, is much more rais'd with a well- 
color'd Cordial, thanby what is clear: 
for they are apt to ſlight the latter 
as no hel than Simple Waters, 
which they have no opinion of,

In ſhort, there are very ſe of theſe 
of any other ſervice, than to pro- 
mote and eaſe thoſe Coughs in old 
Age, which are neceſſary to keep 
open the Breaſt, and break away 
ſuch Infartions, which are occa- 
ſion'd by a Diminution of Tranſpi- 
ration, (I. e. what is commonly 
called taking of Cold) or a weaken'd 
Concoction, that give riſe to Pleu- 
riſies, Aſthma's, Coughs, and the 
like. It is not unfrequent to meet 
with many under this Denomina- 
tion, intended to reſtringe and ag 
glutinate; but they are juſtly reject- 
ed, becauſe Sugars are oppoſite to 
all ſuch Deſigns, as has been already 
ſufficiently urged in many places. 
Where Oil is to be mixed in theſe 
Forms, it is firſt to be done very in- 
timately with a little Sugar, or what 
Powders elſe are order'd ; and then 
the Syrups to be dropt in gradually 
at firſt, till there is an entire Incor- 
poration : tho* Oil and Syrup may 
be mixed without, but it is with a 
great deal of trouble. 

Dr. Fuller concludes his Article of 
Lamb atives, with ſome Hints worth 
every one's regard, and therefore 
I'll tranſcribe them. *1. Sweet, mu- 
* cilaginous incraſlating Medicines, 
* tho* they may help Excretion out 
* of the Throat it ſelf, may render 
the Blood ſofter, and diſpoſe the 
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Humors for Maturation and E- 
vacuation; yet it isnot their Ta- 
lent to fetch up any thing that 
lies deep in the Cheſt. And there- 
fore when the Blood and Habit 
of the Body is foul, and a Load 
of thick Phlegm is to be broughe 
out of the Lungs, ſuch things as 
theſe are very wrongly and noxi- 
oufly preſcrib'd: for they will 
farther polute the Blood with a 
mucous heayy Chyle, and ſtuff 
up the Lungs with a greater Col- 
lvies. 2. Brisk acrious ſtimulating 
things, which do not really de- 
ſcend into the Lungs, but only 
by tickling, pricking and irritating, 
the Fibres, excite a Cough) and. 
bymeans of it exagitate theLungs, 
and ſhake the Humors out of 'em, 
and fo do it not primarily, but ſe- 
condarily : Thels, I ſay, pump 
out of the Pneumonie Pipes ſuc 
Matter as lies looſe and fluid; 
and are therefore in vain attemp- 
ted, when a great Maſs of tough 
Phlegm is depoſited, and ticks, 
faſt in the Bronchia, and inmoſt 
Veſicles. And oftentimes their 
uſe is not only in vain, but hurt- 
ful allo; becauſe they raiſe a 
Cough, and tire out the Lungs to 
no purpoſe, and weaken their 
Tone to no adyantage. 3. There 
are no ſuch things as Expectora- 
tors, properly ſo call'd, except 
Volatiles and Balſamics : and theſe 
do not flip down directly by the 
Trachea, but firſt being convey'd 
into the circulating Blood, are 
thence ſuffus'd into thePneumonic 
Veſſels, and their inmoſt Receſſes. 
And it is ſuch only that have the 
power to remove and caſt clam- 
my Phlegm and purulent Matter 
out of the Bronchia, Veſicles, and 
ccude Tubercles.'

NTO this Form, there are ſome 
things reducible almoſt for all 
Intentions; and as they convey moſt 
Medicinal Simples in Subſtance, they 
are generally to be depended on in 
Caſes of Importance andDifficulty; 
and the only things not convenient 
to be managed hereby, are ſuch as 
are extremely bitter and nauſeous, 
or of that efficacy, that their Doſes 
cannot be exactly enough adjuſted : 
theſe being aſſign'd generally by 
gueſs, in the quantity of a + rn 
or the like: and for this reaſon wi 
be found under this Diviſion, none 
of the bitter Stomachics nor of 
the ſtrong Cathartics, or Nar- 
cotics; the firſt, becauſe they can- 
not well be got down in this Form, 
and the two latter, becauſe their 
Doſes ought to be weighed with 
the utmoſt exactneſs, il are there- 
fore proper only tor Boles. The 
22 of dry and liquid Ingre- 
ients are here to be proportioned 
ſo, as to make the Conſiſtence 
1omewhat thinner than that of the 
officinal Electuaries; and where 
there are much Powder, they cught 
to be mixed very thin, becauſe they 
quickly ſtiffen with a few hours 
ſtanding, as when made with the 
Powder of the Peruvian Bark, and 
ſuch like dry Subſtances. Regard 
ought to be had, that ſuch things he 
not herein put together as will fer- 
ment, or not lie quiet in the Com-

until they eſcape, Teſtaceous Powders, 
with Syrups or Conſerves of any man- 
ner of Acidity, will ferment and 
ſpoil the whole : as likewiſe will all 
thePreparations of Steel, the Salt ex- 
cepted, that lying quiet in moſt Mix. 
tures. For want of Attention to this 
in Preſcription, many things are 
ordered together, which by that time 
they come to the Patient, cannot be 
contained in their Veſſels, and give 
a great deal of diſlike, upon uſp 
cion of a fault in the Materials, or 
the Apothecary ; whereas it is te. 
ally in the . But with the 
utmoſt Care many Syrups and Con. 
ſerves, in hot Weather, will beapt 
to ferment; and therefore thel:

But where 
the Blood is low, and the Skin pale 
and clammy, it muſt be inſpired 
with warm Aromatic Compoſiti- 
ons, Which at the ſame time carry 
along with them what is adheſive 
and nouriſhing; as the candied 
Spices and balſamic glutinous Sub. 
ances of the Extracts and Jellies : 
and a ſuitable Diet and way of li- 
ving muſt be comply'd with in all 
reſpects, or elſe theſe can ayail but 
little. But where that- Care is taken, 
and ſuch Auxiliaries as Medicine 
affords in other Forms comply'd 
with, there is not a curable Con- 
ſumption which ſome of theſe will 
not conquer. Another Uſe likewiſe 
this Claſs may be apply'd to with 
great Succeſs, and that is in Caſes 
of Impotency from a cold chilly 
Blood; for they not only afford

Theſe are 
only for one Doſe, and are mode- 
rate in Operation. They will work 
notwithſtanding with the ſtrongeſt 
Bodies; for the Salt of Amber, tho 
not Cathartic in it ſelf, yet greatly 

romotes their Operation, as was 
— under its Preparation, Part 2. 
The uſual way of taking theſe, is 2 
over night, and the reſl the morn- 
ing following : but it ſeems much 
better to take them early in the 
morning; for thoſe over night which

It requires great Skill to know 
when purging is neceſſary in the 
Cholic ; tor in ſome that are from 
hyſterical Diſorders, Cathartics, and 
even Clyſters, can hardly be endur'd, 
becauſe the leaſt Stimulus promotes 
Convulſions; and therefore Opiates 
and Anodyne Fomentations only are 
of uſe.

ele ſtrong ones laſt deſeribed are 
ſuppos'd to aſſiſt in Apoplexies, and 
other great Diſorders ot the Head, 
not ſo much by the immediate Diſ- 
charge they make, as by pulling and 
ſnaking the whole nervous Syſtem; 
which promotes their natural Vi-

lected together in Vapors too groſs 
to paſs through ſome others, until 
by ſome means it can be rarify'd 
thin enough to paſs, or ſome Paſ- 
fage open'd to give it yent, as has 
been explain'd already, Claſs 2, 
Sect. 1. Part 2. The diſtinction of 
a nervous Cholic, many of which 
are thoſe ca!l'd hyſterical, from an hu- 
moral, is made with good reaſon; 
not that itis from a Gas, or ſome ima- 
inary Spirituality, as the metaphyſi- 
— 2 uſed to talk; 3 
Spaſms of the Nerves, owing to the 
ſame Cauſes which will draw them 
into Convulſion in any other Part: 
and therefore are they always beſt 
treated with Emollients, and ſuch 
things as ſoften and relax the Fibres, 
or make them inſenſible of thoſe 
Vellications,which before conyuls'd 
them. And the ſame things that 
anſwer this Intention, likewiſe are 
good in bilious Cholies; becauſe 
* ſame which relax the Fibres, 
fheath and blunt the Points of the 
irritating Humors ; and becauſe to 
this purpoſe greater quantities of 
Oils, and ſome Ingredients which 
cannot well paſs the Stomach, are 
beſt convey'd to the Parts affected 
by a Glyfer.

rence, as ſome very unintelligibly 
talk, who have encouraged this Prac- 
tice, is not worth our Enquiry, be- 
cauſe there is now no Dependance 
upon it for ſuch purpoſes : or whe- 
ther a Perſon may in ſome extraor- 
dinary Injuries at the Stomach,or the 
firſt Paſlages, receive their Nouriſh- 
ment this way, becauſe ſuch Caſes 
ſo. very ſeldom happen; tho* the 
Hiſtories of Phyſic confirm to us 
many Inſtances of Succeſs in this 
Practice: and it is not ſtrange, 
becauſe there are many Lacteals 
within the reach of Glyfters, tho they 
are not here ſo plentiful as in the 
ſmall Guts. How a Cordial can be 
ſupplied this way too, is not to our 
purpoſe, becauſe there can be no 
neceſſity ſo to ſupply it: but as to 
ſpirituous Liquors injected by Gly- 
the Head, we have 
ſomething remarkable from Dr. Ful- 
ler, who from the effects of Brandy- 
Glyſters uſed in Jamaica, as related 
by Dr. Stubbs (Philoſ. Tranſ. Na 37.) 
which would fuddle thoſe who thus 
took it, altho uſed in leſs quantity 
than when drank, decreas'd the 
quantity ſo given to two or three 
Ounces, and often found ſafety and 
ſucceſs in it: which agrees not with 
the account of Salmon, if any regard 
can be given to ſuch a Pretender in 
Medicine, who ſays it was his com- 
mon Practice, and after the true 


manner of an Empiric, gives ſome 


confident Inſtances of Cures done 
by it, But for ſuch uncom- 
mon Caſes as may require Glyſters- 
warmer, and more narcotic than 
any of the former, take the fol-

Oils, and ſlippery things, are all 
improper for Glyſters of this kind, 
becauſe they make the Parts too lax 
to retain them long enough to be 
of any conſiderable ſervice. In 
ſome long obſtinate Diarrhza's, 
theſe may be continued eyery night 
for ſome weeks together; and if 
a ſuitable Diet, and way of liying, 
be conform'd to at the ſame time, a 
great deal of ſervice may be done; 
eſpecially it now andthen, a Doſe 
of Jpecacuanna be given, which may 
aſtringe the Stomach, promote a bet- 
ter Digeſtion, and cut off a ſupply 
of ſuch Humors as irritate the 
Bowels, and ſollicite their Evacua-— 
tion oftner than Nature requires. 
There is another Purpoſe for 
which Glyſ/ters are given; when the 
Bark is aoſolutely neceſſary, and a 


Patient thro Prejudice or Obſtinacy 


cannot take it any other way, which 
is often the caſe in young Children : 
For we have many Inſtances of its 
Succeſs in Glyſtersz and for the 
Manner of giving it ſo, take the 
following Example, 


Stool: or if they come not away, 
three or four may be repeated in a 
day. Dr. Helvetius of Paris is the Per- 
ſon who has given moſt credit to this 
Practice, and there is no fear of 
its ſucceeding, if it be carefully ma- 
naged ; but * gave the Powder it 
ſelf in common Water warm, tho 
we take boiling it to be better, when 
not half need be ſtrain'd out, if it be 
finely powder'd and well boil'd. It 
— be check'd with Aſtringents 
and Opiates, as the Patient is more 
or leſs diſpos'd to a Laxity; for it 
they continue not in the Bowels, 
but come again ſoon away, they 
will do little good. 


Inſections are a Form of Medicine 
uſed for the more immediate Con- 
veyance to the affected Part, than by 
the common courſe of Circulation 
it could be ſupposꝰd to arrive there; 
as into the Ears, Penis, or Uterus. 
And this is done by a Syringe, ar 
Glyſter-Pipe, as they beſt ſuit the Part 
to be injected. For thoſe into the Ute- 
rus, the Syringes made to give Gly- 
ſters with, are the moſt convenient; 
or where the Patients are their own 
Operators, a common Glyſter-Pi pe

there isa continual bleeding, eſpeci- 
ally if the Glands grow cancerous,as 
they do in many ſcrophulous Conſti- 
tutions, eſpecially ſome time after 
Child-bearing and the flowing of 
the Menſes is over. In all ſuch 
Caſes therefore much help may be 
had from hence ; and acording to 
the degree of Relaxation, or Ag- 
gravation of the Symptoms, may 
they be made more or leſs reſtrin- 
gent, and be injeted once in a 

ay, as there ſhall be 6ccaſion : tho 
as to thoſe Bleedings which come 
ſome Years after the ſtoppage of the 
Menſes, we have the Authority of 
Hippocrates that they are fatal. But 
when they happen after bard La- 
bor, or difficult Miſcarriages, they 
areto be remedied by ſuch things as 
reſtringe and reſtore the Uterus to 
its natural Tone; and in Weakneſſes 
ſometimes, merely from ſuch Cau-

Lotions are ſuch as ſtrictly ſpeaking 
concern beautifying the Skin, by 
cleanſing it of thoſe Deformities, 
which adiſtemper'd Blood ſometimes 
throws upon it, or rather is made by

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a preternatural Secretion : for gene- 
rally. thoſe Diſtempers of the Skin, 
Which are commonly accounted 
Signs of a foul Blood, are from thoſe 
Salts which are natural in the beſt 
Conſtitution, thrown off by the cu- 
taneous Glands, which ought to be 
waſh'd away thro the Kidneys : ſo 
that inſtead of thoſe inſignificant 
and ridiculous Tribes of Sweetners, 
which in this caſe are 1 
uſed; promoting the urinary Diſ- 
charge, or rectify ing that of the Skin 
by proper Waſhes, Frictions or 

intments, or both together, is the 
only way to get rid of ſuch Diſor- 
ders. Under this Diviſion we ſhall 
therefore only give ſome Examples 
of what is proper for this purpoſe 
tho many mix herewith ſuch as are 
more ſuitable for Fomentation, to 
which Head we refer them.

In tetterous Eruptions, and Pim-

tical Breakings out, they are by no 
means to be drove back, but encou. 
rag'd, elſe a great deal of Miſchief 
may be done. In ſuch Waſhes too 
it is to be obſerv'd, that they cannot 
be us'd but for the Face, and ſome 
particular Parts; becauſe ſo far as 
they are ſo us'd, they cannot but in 
ſome meaſure abate the natural Per- 
ſpiration, which will be attended 
with Inconveniency. There are 
ſome yet more repelling, but then 
their uſe is liable to more Miſchief, 
if due care be not taken: when 
therefore any thing of this kind is 
us'd, a Perſon muſt always regard, 
that ſome other Emun@ory may be 
in readinefs, to diſcharge what is 
leſſen'd by the Application of this 
Medicine ; and that which is moſt 
ſuited to compenſate for what the 
Skin is deficient in, isthat by Urine: 
wherefore Diuretics are certain 
Auxiliaries to Coſmetics, and it is 
hardly ſafe to uſe one without the 
other. For what yet more repels, 
take either of the following, 
Take common white Vitriol, 3 i.

Some Authors of good Credit at- 
firm, that Butter and Cummin 
Seed apply'd to the Breaſt will be 
taſted in the Mouth; and this ſeems 
not ſo ſtrange to thoſe who are ac- 
quainted with animal Tranſpiration, 
which is proved by a multitude of 
Inſtances, whereof we have too 
many Proofs to call them in queſtion. 
For many of this Claſs, and parti- 
cularly Onions, from outward Ap- 
cation, will ſo penetrate into the 
Skin, and be taken up by the Blood, 
as to prove Diuretic, and make the 
Urine ſmell in the ſame manner as 

nen they are eaten, 

Cataplaſma Emolliens, An Fmol- 
kent Cataplaſim. Take Pulp of 
Caſſia Yi, «Elder Ointment J ii. 
sperma Ceti 3 {s, Pouder of Aga- 
ric and Album Græcum, ana 3 fs. 
Make into a Cataplaſm.” 

This is a better Medicine than 
the Cataplaſma Synanchicum above, 
which is from Bates's Pharmacopœia, 
for the Quinſey, or any inflamma- 
tory Swellings of the Throat ; but 
it is ſo unctuous, that the Heat will 
make it apt to get through a 
Cloth, unleſs it be many times dou- 


bled. | 

Cataplaſma Sambucinum, A Ca- 
faplaſm of Elder. Take green 
Leaves of Elder 3 iv. cut and boil 
them in Mi k till ſoft : ſtrain awa 
© the Milk, and to the Maſh add by

© Cloth ; ſtrew it over with Ceruſe,

This ſeems but an odd mixture, 

for the Soap is very fretting and pe- 
netrating, and the Ceruſe as much 
the contrary ; for which the com- 
mon excule is, that they qualify one 
another : but it is more commenda- 
ble to have a Compoſition as near 
of a piece, as conveniently can be;

and with that they likewiſe agree in 
invigorating, after a peculiar man- 
ner, the Organs of Generation, and 
diſtending them with ſuch a Semen, 
as not only more frequently prompts 
to Venery, but makes thoſe Inter- 
courſes more prolific, and ſuſtain'd 
with leſs waſt of Strength, For all 
ſuch purpoſes theſe are to be choſe 
and uſed at diſcretion, 


Epithema cum Calce viva, An 
Epit hem with Quick-Lime, * Take 
* Quick-Lime 3 ii. Honey q. ſ. to 
make it into a fit Conſiſtence to 
-* be ſpread upon Leather.“ 

This Term is indeed fit for any 
Form externally to be apply'd, and 
is therefore common in Lorzons or 
Cataplaſms, or any other Topics. 
IF this is not carefully mix'd, it 
will not be ſmooth and eaſy upon 
the Part, becauſe of the Lumps 
which it is apt to run into: tis in- 
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tended againſt gouty and rheumatic 
Pains : and if Soap, Camphire and 
Opium were added to it in due quan- 
tities, it would make an admirable 
Compoſition for ſuch Purpoſes, for 
it penetrates prodigiouſly, and rari- 
fies the Part ſo much, that it will 
pive vent to the offending Humors 
y Perſpiration, without a poſſibi- 
lity of repelling them; wherein is 
the greateſt danger in ſuch caſes, 
eſpecially in the beginning of a 
Paroxyſm.

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Ague Fit: and as ſoon as it grows 
warm, it is to be let cool, and dip- 
afreſh, . 

Epithema Cephalicum, A Cepha- 
lic Epithem. 
* Hungary's Water 3 vi. Compound 
* Spirit of Lavender, and Spirit of 
F Saffron, ana 3 ii, Apoplectic Bal- 
* ſam g i. Oil of Cloves gut. x. 

This is directed to rub the Tem- 
ples, Noſtrils, exc, in Swooning- 
Fits, or in any ſudden Diſorders from 
a Cauſe, whole Seat is in the Nerves, 
becauſe it warms and aſſiſts their 
tonic Motions, 

Epithema Stomachicum, A Sto- 
machic Fpithem. Take Spirit of 
Wine camphorated x iv. Andro- 
* machus's Treacle 3 ii. Oil of 
« Cloves gut. xv, Oil of Nutmegs 
gut. x, and of Mint gut. tv.” 

This is in Virtue much like the 
ſtomachic Fomentation before gi- 
yen, which ſee; and may be rubbed 
upon the Pit of the Stomach and 
Parts all round, with a warm Hand 
at any time. 

Epithema Anodynum, An Ano- 
dyne Epithem. Take Spirit of 
Wine 8 iv. Camphire z i. Opium

This is much of the ſame Virtue 
as that with Soap above, tho not 
quite ſo ſearching; but is cleanlier 
to uſe for ſuch as require nicer Ap-

Sternutatorium cum Turpetho Mi- 
nerali, A Sternutatory with Tur- 
bith Mineral. Take Turbith Mi- 
* neral Bis, Pouder of Liquerife 
z ſs. Nutmeg 9 i. Oil of Roſe- 
mary gut. ii. Mix together.“ 

This is very powerful in all ſuch 
IUneſſes of the Head, as proceed 
from rough yiſcid Matter — 
upon the Glands and Sinus, and 
have been of long continuance and 
obſtinate ; for it brings it away in

ſuch plenty, that 'tis almoſt like a 
Salivation ; but it is apt to make 
the Nofe ſore, and therefore ſhould 
the Noſtrils be rubbed ſometimes

Sternutatorium cum Majorana, 
With Marioram, Take of 
© an Inſuſion of Marjoram made 
© like Tea 3 i. diſſolve in it Salt of 
* Vitriol gr. x. and put in a Glaſs 
* for uſe. 

This is dire&ed and much recom- 
mended by Etmuller, and it may 

e made ſtronger or weaker, by a 
greater or leſſer quantity of Wa- 
ter, as is found needful, But of all 
the Medicines to this pnrpoſe, the 
following is preterable.

If this be well managed, the Oil 
of Aniſeed will mix ; otherwiſe it 
will lie in a ſpot at top, and pour 
off with one Doſe, which is to 2 
Spoonful, two or three times in a 
day, as Symptoms are urgent : but 
the whole is an unſightly and un- 
pleaſant Medicine to che Taſt, tho 
the Scent is grateful.

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Directions for Preſcriptions. 


FTER a Phyſicianis ſupplied 

with neceſſary Remedies, there 
is required ſome Care and Conſide- 
ration to manage them to the beſt 
advantage,both tor the Eaſe of the 
Patient, and anſwering his Inten- 

ions in Cure, 

/ In all chronic Cafes, Medicines 
are to be contriv'd as near to a Diet 
as can be; and therefore the com- 
mon Drinks and Foods are to be 


medicated as far as they will admit 


it, and the Caſe requires. What 
medicinalForms are requiſite, ſhould 
be both the moſt convenient for tak- 
ing, d order'd at times beſt ſuit- 
ing toe Condition of living, and 
Conveniency of the Patient, Pills 
therefore, Electuaries, Tinctures, or 
Elixirs, are the moſt likely Forms, 
becauſe they will keep, and may be 
ſo order'd in taking, as to be of 
very little trouble ; whereas Boles or 
Draug his, where there is a lon 
Continuance required, make ſuch a 
formidable Show, that very few will 
have patience to go throꝰ the Courſe. 
But in acute Caſes, which are ge- 
nerally dangerous, there is required 
no ſuch regard; but all Aſſiſtances 
muſt be called in that can be had, 
according to the Exigency of the 
Caſe. And as Medicines of efficacy 
are concerned herein, they are 
moſt ſafely diſtributed into Boles, 
or Draug his, that the Patient may 
not be truſted to gueſs. work, but 


the Doſe may be aſcertain'd to the 
greateſt exactneſs, and eſpecially 
where Opiates are us'd, Here no 
regard, or very little, is to be had 
to Diet, but how to ſet all the Helps 
to co-operate together, ſo that they 
interfere not with each other, Thus 
a Bole or a Powder, may be given 
every 3, 4, or 6 hours, with a 
Draught, Julep or any other liquid 
Form after it; and in this may be 
dropped Spigzits, Tinctures, cc. 
of the like Intention, and alſo into 
their common Drink. The Night 
Doſes, or others if neceſſary, may 
be join'd with an Opiate. And in 
the Intervals, where the Aggraya- 
tions of Symptoms require,may be 
repeated the Julep, with ſuitable 
Drops, as uſual, Externals may be 
order'dat the ſame time as neceſſary; 
and if Bliſters, becauſe they often 
occaſion Stranguries, and Heat of 
Urine, Emulſions, notwithſtanding 
all that has been given before, may 
come in for a common Drink. 

But the moſt general and neceſſa- 

Rule in all Caſes, is to anſwer 
the End by as few Medicines _ 
ſible, and never to make a Cure 
worſe than the Diſeaſe. And ſuch 
Practice will always procure the beſt 
Reputarion amongft thoſe whoſe 
Applauſe is moſt yaluable, and beſt 
ſupport theDignity of the Profeſſion 
wy ſecure the Satisfaction of a good
